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PREFACE. 


In  the  winter  of  1870,  the  compiler  of  this  book  was  in- 
vited to  deliver  the  annual  address  before  the  State  Histor- 
ical  Society,  and  tlic  mombi^rs  of  the  legislature.  Having 
iicccptcd  the  invitation,  ho  took  as  Ms  thomo  "Territorial 
Legislation  of  Wisconsin." 

The  addrtiss  was  a  brief  condensation  of  what  had  occur- 
red in  the  legislative  balls  during  the  territorial  period  of 
twelve  yearst. 

Tills  me«>  epitome  of  the  history  of  Territorial  Legislation, 
short  and  fruginuntary  as  it  was  from  the  necessities  of  the 
occasion,  was  rw4.'ivo(l  with  uuexpuctt-d  favor.  Tho  author 
was  urged  by  many  who  heard  it,  among  whom  wore  those 
for  whose  judifment  he  felt  the  utmost  deference,  to  enlarge 
the  work  of  which  the  address  was  an  abridgment,  and  to 
publish  a  more  complete  history  of  the  subject  to  which  it 
related. 

Those  flattering  solicitations  Induced  the  author  to  make 
the  expt<rimcnt,  although  with  groat  hesitation  and  very 
serious  doubts  as  to  his  ability  to  compile  a  work  which 
would  not  disappoint  the  too  generous  confidence  of  his 
friends.    The  result  is  the  book  now  presented  to  the  public. 

It  soumed  to  the  compiUir  that  some  account  of  the  pre- 
t«rrilorial  period,  while  the  country  within  the  present 
restrict^id  boundaries  of  Wisconsin  was  under  the  dominion 
of  tho  successivo  kings,  states  and  territories,  which  at 
different  epochs  had  jurisdiction  over  it,  woo  a  suitable 
intrwluction  to  the  history  of  the  territory  proper,  which 

llonce  the  first  chapter,  of  about  twelve  pages,  contains 
the  briefest  pOflsible  account  of  the  early  explorations  of 
"  Florida  "  and  "  Louisiana."  under  which  names  the  whole 
country'  from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  to  Newfoundland  was 
claimed  successively  by  Spain.  Franco  and  Great  Britain, 
during  a  period  of  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  years 
in  the  sixteenth,  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries, 
was  the  priiicipa'  object  of  the  work. 

This  naturally  led  to  a  notice  of  tho  wars  in  liio  ft\^\- 


t#ontli  century  with  the  Fox  Indians  on  the  Fox  and  Wis- 
contiin  rivers;  and  in  iminodiato  connection  witli  them  a 
sketch  of  the  Langlade  family  —  the  first  permanent  settlers 
la  Wisconsin,  whoso  de«condant:>i  have  remained  upon  ita 
soil. 

The  exploration!)  of  Jonathan  Oakvkk  in  1*1(6-7,  are,  it  is 
thouj-ht,  appropriately  referred  toj  as  well  as  the  progress  of 
settlements  in  tlie  northwest,  and  the  development  of  their 
social  relations. 

To  have  omitted  a  notice  oi  the  anoieut  settlements  at 
,  Green  Bay  aod  Prairio  <Ju  Cliieii,  and  the  losa  numerous  and 
less  important  ones  at  Chequamogon,  Portt^o  and  Milwau- 
kee, would,  it  is  believed,  have  been  inexcusable 

The  migration  of  semi-civilized  Indians  to  Wisconsin  in 
the  third  and  fourth  decades  of  this  century  seemed  to  de- 
mand notice. 

The  history  of  the  settlement  of  the  lead  mines  nearly 
fifteen  years  before  the  organization  of  Wisconsin  Territory, 
and  the  consequent  Winnebago  war,  followod  five  years 
later  by  the  Black  Hawk  war,  occupy  nearly  forty  pages  of 
the  preliminary  history.  These  are  succeeded  by  nearly  one 
hundred  pages,  devoted  to  an  account  of  civil  government, 
social  development,  legislation  and  cognate  matters,  which 
complete  the  pro-territorial  history  and  bring  the  compila- 
tion down  to  tho  period  when  the  history  of  Wisconsin  Ter- 
ritory properly  commences. 

Altlioiigli  the  principal  design  of  tho  work  is  to  present  a 
history  of  Territorial  Legislation,  in  the  execution  of  which 
design  a  chapter  is  devoted  to  the  events  of  each  year  in 
chronologicol  order,  the  design  baa  been  departed  from  so 
far  as  to  incorporate  into  each  chapter  the  most  important 
of  the  contemporaneous  events  of  tho  period  to  which  it 
relates,  although  they  may  liavo  no  direct  connection  with 
legislation. 

History  and  story  are  tho  same  word  differently  written. 
And  the  compiler  of  this  book  desires  to  say  that  his  com- 
pilation consists  almost  entiroly  of  the  story  of  the  events 
to  which  it  relates,  that  had  been  told  or  written  by  others. 
He  disclaims  all  pretentions  to  originality,  which  implies 
rather  the  creation  than  thf>  repetition  of  a  story.  Ho 
claims  credit  — if  it  bo  any  credit  — only  for  tho  order  of 
the  compilation,  and  of  putting  the  words,  deeds  and  writ- 
ings ot  others  relating  to  territorial  and  ante-t«rritorial 
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times  into  such  convenient  fonn  tliat  thoy  may  bo  read  with- 
out resort  to  tliu  uumcroius  sources  of  iolortnution  from 
which  they  have  boon  derived. 

If  llie  attractions  of  rhetoric,  or  the  interest  of  sensational 
description  ar«  expected  to  be  found,  the  reader  will  be  dis- 
appoioteH,  and  even  the  opinions  of  the  compiler,  in  respect 
to  the  eventii  which  are  recorded,  will  be  looked  for  in  vaia» 
and  arc  not  permitted  to  affect  in  any  manner  tho  statement 
of  facts  pn-ticntcd. 

The  coiitpilaliou  beinsf  made  60  largely  from  the  writings 
of  othera,  it  would  be  next  to  impossible,  either  in  the  text 
or  by  notes,  to  give  the  credit  which  is  justly  due,  and  it 
is  hoped  Uiat  any  imputation  of  plagiariHm  will  be  found 
undeserved  in  view  of  this  acknowledgment. 

Very  liberal  extracts  have  been  made  from  the  history  of 
Oenbbal  Suitu  and  entire  paragraphs  used  without  altora- 
tJOD  or  change  of  a  sontence  or  word.  The  collections  of  the 
State  Historical  Society  liavu  boon  drawn  upon  whenever 
they  would  aid  in  promoting  tlio  desired  object.  The  srapliic 
description  of  the  surrender  of  RuD  BiUD,  in  the  eleventh 
chapter,  is  copied  bodily  from  an  article  on  the  Winnebago 
war  by  Col.  Thomas  L.  McKknshv.  Other  extracts  have 
been  made  from  other  writings,  which  it  is  not  possible  to 
specify  in  detail. 

Thu  compiler  wishes  to  say,  in  justico  to  himself,  that  the 
compilation  now  presented  is  his  first  attempt  at  anything 
of  this  kind,  IIu  is  but  little  practiced  in  literary  composi- 
tion, and  is  but  too  conscious  of  hin  inability  to  give  such 
form  to  the  materials  ho  has  been  able  to  obtain,  as  to  make 
them  worthy  of  publication.  The  work,  however,  is  now 
laid  before  the  public,  whose  favorable  consideration  of  it  is 
invoked,  while  no  complaint  will  be  made  of  fair  criticism 
founded  upon  a  knowleilge  of  its  contents.  It  has  been 
underlakou  for  the  reasons  already  stated,  and  because  the 
author  felt  a  considerable  degree  of  obligation  resting  upon 
Iiim  to  contribute  whatever  might  be  in  his  power,  to  the 
pPMorvation  of  the  history  of  those  events  with  which  he 
was  contemporary,  and  which  in  a  few  years  will  have 
passed  into  oblivion.

Smith,  »ud  pulilishc*!  in  is.'.i  by  miihority  of  the  I^ijisUilury, 
and  now  out  of  print.  prc:4enttt  an  elaborato  roviow  of  the 
oarijr  history  of  Wisron^in.  previously  to  ]H:tfi.  an»laj>  intim* 
aUily  coniu-ctfd  vfith  it.  »  rt^tn^^iwctivL'  viow  of  the  explora- 
tiiinittif  the  whole  vallor  of  ilic  MisHixniippi  river. 

An  t'pitomu  of  this  historical  n-troitpuct  of  thtMo  oariy 
oxptomtioiiii  will  ho  ^ivoii.  con»istini;  cliictly  of  cxtracta 
from  that  valuabk-  work,  siistiiiiiiitt;  as  limy  do.  n  n*Ittt[oa 
to  t]ic  more  moUc-m  history  of  the  Territory,  no  Uva  ititinwte 
than  inter«);tiii£. 

The  BOMthem  coast  of  the  Korth  .\mprican  ciontinent, 
near  St.  Augustine,  Klorida,  was  discoveretl  on  Eostt'r 
Sunday,  151S.  by  Juan-  Ponck  de  Lkon,  a  companion  of 
Coliimhus.  Ho  named  the  new  found  country  Panoua 
Fleriilii.  The  Spaniards  of  oarly  timivs  dcMiKnaled  ull  of 
Xorth  America,  from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  to  lh<«  tsrvnl  InkeK, 
by  (ho  name  of  Florida,  and  under  that  name  elaimiil  tlio 
whole  «en-coast  as  far  as  Newfoundland.  PoscK  i>k  Lkoh 
was  appointed  (lovemur  of  the  country,  and  in  Ifi^M  was 
killed  by  the  natives. 

In  lAIQ.  DilMK)  MiRt'Kix)  sailed  for  Havana  and  landed  at 
some  point  in  Florida,  whieh  he  hnsnot  distinctly  d<wcribo<L 

Ten  yeani  lat«r  pAHii'iitt/j  dk  NAttVAt:^^  obtained  iwmtlfl- 
BioD  from  Spain  to  prosecute  discoveries  and  make  further 
coiiques.t  of  Florida.  In  1528,  ho,  with  three  hnnilreil  men 
(of  wliom  eighty  were  mounted),  lauded  neat  \vV'>>>\>"-'^vt«»

Bay.  In  a  fruitless  searcli  for  jjold  they  wandered  over  the 
lands  lying  north  of  the  Gulf  for  eix  months,  when  they 
again  sought  the  gulf  coast,  where  they  desperately  em- 
barked in  nide  boats  which  they  had  manufactured,  and 
finally  perished  in  a  storm.     . 

The  chivalric  and  romantic  adventurvs  of  FERDrSAXD  DB 
Soto  are  so  familiar  to  every  American,  that  only  the  brief* 
est  po«Kib1e  reference  to  them  is  demanded: 

In  May,  1539,  Ha  Soto,  havinR  participated  with  PizarroJ 
in  the  conquest  of  Peni,  and  having  obtained  leave  from.! 
the  Spanish  king  to  conqner  Florida,  accompanied  by  a  well 
armed  and  brilliant  bond  of  six  hundred  meu,  with  between 
two  and  three  huuilred  hor«e«,  landed  in  Iho  bay  of  Spiritu 
Santo,  or  Tampa  Boy,  eager  to  prosecute  his  cont«mplated 
enterprise,  and  filled  with  hope  and  spirit  of  adventure. 

Nearly  two  years  were  spent  by  1)e  Soto  and  his  band  of 
adventurous  followers,  during  which  they  climbed  tho 
mountains  of  Georgia,  captured  the  town  of  >Iavila  or 
Mobile,  passed  the  winter  (1510-1)  near  the  Yazoo,  and 
finally  on  the  first  of  April,  1511,  reached  the  Mississippi 
Kiver  not  far  from  the  35th  parallel  of  latitude.  After 
Bpcnding  montliR  in  explorations  west  of  the  Great  River, 
and  spending  the  third  winter  of  their  wanderings  on  the 
Washita,  they  de^icended  ihis  river  to  its  juuelioii  with  the 
Uississippi.  where,  in  May,  UM,  De  Soto  died  of  a  malignant 
ff^ver.  His  Iwxly  was  wrapped  in  a  mantle,  and  sunk  in  the 
middle  of  the  stream.  Thw  disoovt-rer  of  the  Father  of 
Waters, the  most  remarkable  of  all  bisdiscoveriea;  he  slept 
beneath  \t»  turbid  current,  and  one-half  of  his  six  hundred 
followers  had  left  their  bones  among  the  mountains  and  in' 
the  mora,sses  of  the  south,  from  Georgia  to  .Arkansas. 

A  desire  of  c-onquest  and  a  greod  for  gold  were  the  incen- 
tives of  all  these  adventurers.  More  than  a  century  later, 
the  missionary  spirit  of  ni^Iigion  led  to  numerous  exploraUotu 
of  tlie  Misfiissippi  valley  by  the  route  of  the  great  lakes. 
Chahplain  had  discovered  tha  lake  which  hears  his  name 
more  than  ten  years  before  the  landing  of  the  pilgrims  at 
Plymouth. 

in  lO'.fl,  Le  Cabos,  a  Franciscan  friar,  reached  the  rivere 
of  Lake  Tluron. 

In  l627,a  charter  grantof  New  France  was  obtained  from 
Louis  Xtll,  by  a  number  of  French  merchants,  organieed 
by  a  French  nobleman  —  the  Duke  do  Riculied  —  which  in. 
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cTiidod  the  whole  haa'm  of  the  St.  T-awrc-nce.  an<J  of  such 
other  rivers  a>t  flowed  directly  into  the  »^&,  and  also  Florida. 
After  the  restoration  of  Quebec  in  ic;t-^,  by  the  English,  they 
entered  on  the  govemmoiit  of  their  province. 

The  Jesuits  Brebecf  and  Dakieu  followed  soon  by  Lal- 
LKJIAND.  in  1g;I4  penoiraled  to  the  heart  of  ihe  Huron  wilder- 
ness, wher»  soon  after  two  villages,  St.  Louis  and  Sl  Igna- 
ti'jft,  sprung  up,  uud  where  was  raised  the  first  house  of  the 
Society  of  Jesus. 

Ab  early  as  1618,  M.  Nicoli.gt  lived  with  the  Indian.s  on 
the  Ottawa  river,  and  two  years  later,  with  tribe.i  bonlering 
CD  Lake  Buron. 

It  is  well  authenticated  that  before  IMO,  Nicollbt  pene- 
trated 'Wisconsin  as  far  as  tlie  Wisconsin  river.  In  the 
Jesuit  relation  for  1040  is  found  thi»  passage  written  from 
Quebec  to  France,  by  Pere  Le  Jecni:

It  ia  not  probable  that  Nicoixkt  saw  tlie  river  that  is  now 
known  as  the  "  Mississippi,"  while  it  is  certain  that  his  visit 
to  the  Wisconsin  river  was  in  Khtl,  and  not  in  m39.  A 
record  in  theCanudiou  Archives  shows  that  Nicollet  started 
from  Three  Kivers  on  a  western  voyage  in  July,  1634. 

It  is  not  improbable  iliut  Nicollet  may  have  trod  the  soil 
of  Wisconsin  earlier  than  ItiZi,  but  no  reasonable  doubt  ex- 
ists of  his  visitinK  the  Wisconsin  tribes  in  council  during 
that  year,  where,  it  is  recorded,  there  were  assembled

In  1641,  the  fathers  Ratmbault  and  Joouer,  the  first 
envoys  from  Christendom,  met  at  the  Fulls  of  St.  Mary 
two  thou^nd  Indians  who  hud  assembled  to  receive  them. 

As  early  as  1632,  Esther  Jkak  Dequekkk,  Jesuit,  went  from 
Sault  St.  Jlarie  to  the  lUinois  and  e*^tabliahed  a  flourishing 
mission,  probably  that  of  "St.  Louis,"  where  Teoria  is  now 
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situated.  He  visited  various  Indian  tribes  and  was  killed 
ill  1061,  in  the  midst  of  Iiis  apoetolir  labora. 

In  105*.  two  fur  tradera  joined  a  band  of  Ottowaa  and 
iimdi"  u  wfstt-rn  voyage  of  five  himdrod  kaguos.  In  two 
years  they  retumed.accompanied  with  fifty  canoes  and  two 
])(indred  and  fifty  men. 

The  traders  visited  ( Ireen  Bay,  and  two  of  thera  passed 
the  winter  of  ir.'iO  on  the  bankn  of  Lake  Superior. 

In  K!.'!?,  Father  Jean  Charles  DRororx,  Jesuit,  went  to 
Illiiiois,  and  returned  to  Quel>ec  the  same  year. 

In  the  autumn  of  IfiOO.  Perb  Rkne  Mesnard,  having  been 
chosen  by  tbu  bishopit  of  Quebec  to  visit  Lake  Superior  and 
Green  Bay,  reached  Kewcena.  and  the  next  year  having 
wandered  in  the  forest,  was  never  more  se^n. 

In  ItJfi-l,  Pkrk  Ci.ai;dk  Aij^H'SX  embarked  on  a  mission  to 
the  far  west^  He  reached  the  falls  of  St.  Mary  in  Septem- 
ber, and  from  thence  went  to  the  great  village  of  the  Chip- 
pewas  at  C'hegoiemegon.  Here  a  grand  inter-trilxil  council 
was  held.  There  were  present  the  Potowatamies  from  Lake 
Michigan;  the  Sacs  and  Fo-tes  from  the  west;  the  Ilurons 
from  uortli  of  Lake  Superior;  the  Sioux  from  the  headwaters 
of  the  Mississippi.as  well  also  as  the  Illinois,  whose  enticing 
dest'ription  of  the  noble  river  flowing  to  the  south,  on  which 
they  dwelt,  and  their  vast  prairies  replete  with  buffalo  and 
deer,  created  a  desire  to  explore  their  country,  which  was 
not  long  to  remain  ungratitied. 

In  1667,  Au^UEZ  returned  to  Quebec,  and  in  1CC8, Claude 
Dadix>>'  and  Jaue^  MaRqubttk  returned  to  the  Sault,  where 
they  established  the  mission  of  St.  Mary's,  the  oldest  Kuro- 
pean  settlement  within  the  bounds  of  the  state  of  Michigan., 

In  IOC!).  NicuoLAS  Pkrrot  was  despatched  to  the  west  as 
the  agent  of  the  Intendant  Talon,  to  prepare  a  congress  of 
the  Indian  nations  at  St,  Marj''s.  Pkhrot  visited  Green  Bay, 
and  from  there  was  escorted  hy  the  Potowatamies,  to  the 
Btiamifl  at  Chicago,  being  the  pioneer  of  European  exploit 
ers  to  the  southern  part  of  Lake  Michigan. 

There  \»  reason  to  suppose  that  about  the  same  time, 
RoBRRT  Cavblier  db  La  Sallr  reached  the  Ohio  river  by 
way  of  Lake  Eric,  and  descended  it  as  far  as  the  rapids  at 
Louisvitlu. 

In  ir.(;!t.  \umvkz  niado  an  excursion  to  Green  Bay,  and 
up  the  Fox  river  as  far  as  the  town  of  the  Mascoutins,  and 
in  the  autumn  of  ICM),  having  be«n  joined  by  Darlon,  the 
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two  fallierfi  again  visited  Oreeti  Bay,  ami  established  thoro 
the  mission  of  SI.  Francois  Xavier, 

The  great  congre»»  of  the  Indian  nntiontt  was  held  at 
St  Mary's,  in  May.  1<17I,  The  cross  wan  raistnl  and  by  its 
side  a  fiilumn  was  p'.antH  nml  marked  with  thu  lilius  of 
th<^  Bonrbon^  and  it  was  formally  announced  to  the  nattveB 
that  ihev  wore  placed  tinder  the  protection  of  the  French 
king. 

The  cross  was  born  by  ALi-orEZ  and  Dabix>n  throiiRh 
easti-m  Wisconsin  and  the  north  of  Illinois,  among  the 
MasL-outins  and  the  Kickapooa  on  the  Milwaukee,  and  the 
Miamis  at  tlie  head  of  Lake  Michigan,  as  well  a»  the  Foxes 
on  the  river  which  heara  their  name,  and  which,  in  tlieir 
language,  was  the  Wan-ke-sha. 

Tn  ]fi7n,  Marqukttk.  with  the  Sircr  Joi.ikt.  explored  the 
Fox  and  Wisconsin  rivers,  and  descended  the  Mississippi 
below  the  cntrnnco  of  the  Arkansas,  and  then  returning, 
ascended  the  Illiiiois  and  nmkiug  a  portage  to  the  Chicago 
river,  d*!Sccndi'd  it  to  Laku  Miehtgaii,  and  returned  by  thai 
Lake  to  Green  Ray.  They  left  Sault  St.  Mary.  May.  13. 
They  arrived  safely  ai  fJreen  Bay  and  tUonco  went  up  Fox 
river  to  the  town  of  the  Mascoutins,  which  was  three 
leagues  from  the  "pt>rtago"  and  was  probably  near  the 
head  of  BulTalo  lake.  On  Juno  10,  they  left  this  Indian 
town  and  embarked  upon  the  Wisconsin,  then  called  Mas* 
cousin.  In  sevrn  days,  Ihey  reached  the  Mississippi  by  the 
route  of  the  great  highway  of  nature,  which  the  Fox  and 
Wisconsin  rivers  furnished,  and  which  Nicoi.liit  had  par- 
tially explored  thirty-nine  years  before.  The  voyagers, 
having  di'^^cended  the  Mississippi  river  to  the  Indian  village 
of  AkanKon,  near  the  latitude  of  XI  degrees,  on  the  17th  of 
July,  commenced  their  return  voyage.  In  paasing  up  the 
Illinois.  Mabquettb  was  entreated  by  the  trilw  of  (hat 
name  to  come  and  reside  among  them.  One  of  tln-tr  chiefs, 
with  their  young  men,  couducted  the  voyagers  to  the  Chi- 
cago  river  and  Lake  Michigan,  and  before  the  end  of 
September  they  were  safe  in  Oreen  Bay. 

Jui.utT  returned  to  Quebec,  and  Marquette  remained. 
Ho  spent  the  winter  and  tho  following  summer  at  the  mis- 
sion of  Oreen  Bay,  suffering  from  sicknesa  In  October, 
Ii;74.  he  left  Green  Bay.  intent  upon  establishing  a  mission 
on  the  Illinois  river.  In  November  be  reached  the  Chicago 
river.    Uii  malady  had  returned  upon  him  and  he  wasconi- 
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pelled  to  spend  the  winter  on  its  banks,  about  two  leagues 
from  its  mouth,  where  his  companions  built  a  log  but. 

On  Hie  30ihof  March,  Uu5,  Marqi-ktte  was  able  to  re- 
BUiuu  his  journey,  and  making  tlie  portage  to  the  Dee 
Plainvs,  hu  dt!M;L-n(lcd  the  Illinois  river  until  he  came  to  an 
Indian  town,  which  he  called  Easkaskia,  which  is  on  the 
rifiht  bank  ot  tho  Illinui»  about  midway  between  the  pres- 
ent townn  of  Ottawa  and  La  Salle.  Here  he  met  several 
thon->nnd  IndiauK  and  harrangued  them  on  the  mysteriesof 
the  Faith.  They  begged  him  to  stay  among  them,  but  his 
life  v,-a»  last  ebbing  away,  and  it  behooved  him  to  depart 
Re  returned  to  Chicago,  and  while  sailing  thence  along  the 
eastern  shore  of  Lake  Michigan,  on  11r-  I9lh  oE  May,  they 
entered  a  small  stream,  which  bears  the  name  of  Mar- 
quette, and  he  breathed  his  last  upon  it«  banks,  and  was 
buried  in  the  sand.  The  next  year  his  relics  were  borne  to 
the  Chapel  of  St.  Ignace,  of  Uichilimacina,  and  buried 
beneath  its  floor. 

Tiie  SiBtJR  La  Sau^  was  bom  at  Rouen,  1643,  of  good 
family.  In  1600.  he  sailed  for  Canada.  TIio  Jesuits  of  St, 
Sulpice  had  a  settlement  at  Montreal  and  vonlrot  of  all  the 
land  in  that  vicinity.  Prom  them  he  obtained  a  grant  at 
Ta  Ch^ne,  nine  miles  above  Montreal,  and  nngnged  in  the 
fur  Irarlc.  In  1t>7.'>,  La  Sai.ijc  ohtnined  from  the  king  the 
rank  of  nobility  and  the  concession  of  a  large  domain  at  the 
outlet  of  Lake  Ontario,  and  the  exclusive  traffic  with  the 
Five  Xations.  Here-  he  erected  a  fort,  which  hu  named 
Frontonac,  where  is  now  tho  city  of  Kingston. 

In  lo:?.  with  ToNTi  as  his  lieutenant,  the  Fraxciscas 
Hkknkpin  and  a  party  of  mechanics  and  traders,  be  con- 
structed a  vessel  of  sixty  tons  on  the  upper  Niagara  river, 
which  he  called  the  (.Jriflln.  On  the  7th  of  -August  the  sails 
oC  Uie  Griffin  were  spread  to  the  breezes  of  Lake  Krie;  and 
planting  a  trading  post  at  Mackinaw,  he  cast  anchor  in 
Green  Ituy  early  in  Si-pteuiber. 

Having  dispatched  the  Griflin  to  Niagara  river  richly 
laden  with  furs,  he,  with  his  company,  made  their  way  ia 
bark  canoes  to  the  head  of  Lake  Michigan,  and  at  the 
mouth  of  the  St.  Joseph  river  constructed  the  trading  house 
with  palisades,  known  as  the  Fort  of  the  Mitunis. 

In  December.  La  Salle  with  Toxrr,  Hes-sepin,  and  two 
other  Fruuciscuns  and  about  thirty  other  followers,  as- 
cended the  St.  Joseph,  as  far  as  the  present  town  of  South 
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Bend,  and  by  a  short  portane,  entorert  the  Kankakpe  and 
deccetided  to  the  site  of  the  Indian  villOKe  beluw  Ottowa, 
which  MARyrKTTi:  had  left  nearly  five  yvann  boforo.  The 
tribe  was  absent,  pasftint;  the  win'*T  in  the  chase.  He  con- 
tinued on  to  the  site  of  the  present  city  of  Peoria,  where  ho 
found  many  Indians,  with  whom  ho  remained  a  few  days. 
About  the  middle  of  January  (ICSO)  he  moved  with  his  party 
a  short  distance  down  the  river,  where  he  planned  and 
be^n  to  build  a  fort  on  the  left  hank,  which  he  called 
Cr^vecueur — broken  heart. 

In  the  month  of  March,  he  set  off  on  foot  with  throe  com- 
panions for  Fort  Fn^ntenac.  where  he  arrived  May  Uth.  He 
embarked  again  from  Fort  Froutcnnc  Au^^ust  10.  with  large 
suppli^'A  of  men  and  stores  for  rigging  a  brigantine.  Uts 
roulc  wu«  by  Lake  Simcoo  and  the  Geor}j;ian  Bay.  <ln  the 
4th  of  November  he  rcaolied  the  ruined  fort  at  the  mouth  of 
tha  St.  Joseph, and  iu  a  few  days,  by  the  route  he  had  taken 
about  a  year  before,  he  again  reached  the  post  in  Illinois, 
which  was  now  deserted.  Hence  came  the  delay  of 
another  year,  which  after  exploring  the  IMinots  river  to  its 
mouth,  was  occupied  in  visiting  Oree-n  Bay.  and  conducting 
traflic  there;  in  finding  Tonti.  who  had  been  driven  from 
Crevecour  —  and  \u»  men.  and  iterfectingacupuciouK  barge 
with  which  to  explore  the  Miusissippi. 

On  the  48th  of  February  ICSO.  Hennei'in  with  his  two 
companions,  Accai"  and  DuGat,  set  out  by  din-ction  of  La- 
Sallb  to  explore  the  upper  Mii^siBsippi.  >!knn(:i-i.n  left  the 
moutli  of  the  Illinois  on  the  121h  of  March.  He  ascended  the 
Mississippi,  and  after  passing  the  mouth  of  the  Wi.iconsin, 
and  below  Lake  I'epin.  the  voyagers,  on  the  KMh  of  April, 
were  made  prisoners  by  the  Sionxs.  They  were  taken  in 
their  canoes  as  far  as  the  present  site  of  Ht,  Paul,  where  thoir 
captor»  took  them  ncrosi;  the  country  to  their  villages  near 
Lake  Buade,  now  called  Mille  Lacs.  After  r«m»ining  pris- 
oners at  the  Indian  village  about  two  mouths,  the  ludians 
set  out  in  a  body  on  a  buffalo  hunt,  taking  thoir  captivefl 
with  them.  They  descendod  Hum  river  wbioli  forms  the 
outlet  of  Mille  Lac.  At  the  mouth  of  Hum  river,  llKNNBPnf 
and  Du  Qav  were  liberated,  and  furnished  a  small  canoe, 
an  earthen  pot,  a  gun,  a  knife  and  a  robe  of  heaver  skin. 
Thus  equipped,  tliey  began  their  journey,  and  soon  beheld 
for  the  firet  time  the  Falls  of  St.  Anthony.  They  descended 
the  great  river  as  far  as  the  mouth  of  the  Chippowa,  and 
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being  in  rlaugcr  oC  Btarvation,  they  ascended  that  Btream 
and  juinud  a  lari^e  budy  of  Hioux  hunters.  They  soon  after 
nwt  Dakiki.  (iHKYS(>i.(»N  Dv  Lhut,  a  cousin  of  Tonti,  with 
four  wpll-armed  Frenchmen.  When  Hbsnepik  met  Dd- 
Lui'T,tlu>  latter  had  been  about  two  years  in  the  wildeniess. 
Ue  liad  left  Quebec  in  SuptembiT,  lii7».  In  1079,  he  visited 
several  of  the  Sioux  villages.  In  June,  l(i80,  he,  with  Ih* 
four  Frenchmen  and  an  Indian,  set  out  from  the  head  of 
Luke  Superior  and  reached  the  AlitiAissippi  river  by  the 
route  of  the  Brule  and  the  St.  Croix.  H  knnrpin  and  Dt;  Gat 
returned  with  I)i:  Lhut  and  his  companions  to  Mille  Lao. 
The  Indians  had  bxcome  more  friendly,  and  when  in  the 
autumn  the  travelers  proposed  to  go  home,  the  Sioux  did 
not  oppose  their  departure,  and  they  set  out  together  —  eight 
white  men  in  all,  well  equipped  for  supplying  themselves 
with  gatne. 

After  various  adventures,  tlie  party  reached  the  Jesuit 
mission  at  Green  Bay,  by  tlie  rout©  of  the  Wisconsin  and 
Fox  Kivers,  and  soon  after  reached  Mackinaw,  where  they 
spent  the  winter.  The  following  spring  Hennepis  descended 
the  lakes  and  their  connecting  rivers  to  Fort  Prontenac  and 
thence  to  Montreal,  and  soon  after  went  to  Kuropo,  atid  died 
in  obscurity. 

In  &lay,  ti38t,  La  Sallic  set  out  in  canoes  from  Fort 
Miami  and  soon  reached  Mackinaw,  where  he  found  Toktl 
The  two  embarked  for  Frontenac,  and  returned  late  in  the 
autumn  to  Fort  Miami.  In  December,  they  went  in  canoes 
U>  the  Chicago  river,  and  placing  their  canoes  on  sludges, 
dragged  them  to  Iho  open  water  of  tho  Illinois  river  below 
JjOke  Peoria.  Upon  which  the  party  soon  embarked  and  on 
the  Glhof  February  ()t!82),  they  issued  forth  dn  the  majestic 
bosom  of  the  Mississippi.  They  reached  the  mouth  of  the 
river  in  about  two  months,  and  La  Sai.i.e  erected  a  column 
and  a  cross  bearing  the  arms  of  France,  and  inscribed  upon 
it  the  words,  "  Louis  the  Great,  king  of  France  and  Navarre, 
reigning  April  9,  lG>>'i;"  and  formally  taking  possession  for 
France  of  all  the  country  watered  by  tho  Mississippi,  he 
named  it  Louisiana.  lie  ascended  the  river  and  llie  Illinois, 
and  in  May,  I(i83,  returned  to  Quebec  to  embark  for  France, 

The  disastrous  attempt  of  LaSallk  during  the  next  three 
or  four  years  to  colonixe  '•Louisiana,''  in  which  he  sailed 
from  France  with  four  vessels,  bearing  two  hundred  and 
eighty  persons,  and  missing  the  moutJi  of  tlie  Mississippi 
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landed  at  Matagorda  Bay,  and  In  which  this  daring  odvon- 
turer  was  os^uusInuUMl  liy  three  of  his  own  mon  on  tho  scth 
of  March,  HVtsr.  in  a  branch  of  lh«  Trinity  rivtr,ntHjd  not  be 
detailed.  U  ia,  liowtivcr,  to  Lim  thai  must  niainly  be 
ascrib«d  tlie  disco%'tiry  of  the  vast  regions  of  the  Mt&sJHsippi 
valley  and  thv  subsequent  oc<:upation  and  setUemeut  of 
them  by  the  Frwnch. 

In  June,  1G»M,  France  declared  war  against  England,  in 
which  tlie  American  colonies  of  two  kingdoms  were  so 
involved  that  no  further  aettlementA  in  Louisiana  wore  air 
tciapted  until  after  the  peace  of  Kyawick  in  SeiJteniber,  10B7. 

In  HiHI),  (jreen  Bay  contained  a  fort,  chapel  aud  mission- 
ary  house,  which  were  situated  among  the  villages  of  tho 
^acs,  PotawaUwnios  nnd  Menonionit,^. 

In  Octoh(.T,  li>S9,  two  vi-^sd^  uudur  the  command  iv«pect- 
ively  of  M.  D'Idbrville  and  tho  Mui-quis  Ciiateaumukand, 
snil(*d  from  France  for  the  mouth  of  tho  Groat  River.  They 
touched  at  IViisacola  in  January,  1090.  and  passing  Mobile 
Bay,  landed  on  Dauphin  Island.  Ibkkviij.e  with  more  than 
fifty  men,  departed  in  barges,  entered  the  Mississippi  on  the 
Sd  of  March,  which  he  ascended  for  some  distance,  when  he 
returned  to  the  Bay  of  Bilnxi.  Here  they  built  a  fort,  three 
leagues  west  of  the  Pensacola  river,  and  leaving  his  broth- 
ers I>e  Bienville  and  Sanvole  in  command,  the  explorers 
returned  to  France. 

In  Deceniher,  hi'JO,  Ibkkvillb  returned  from  EuropB  with 
two  armed  vessels  ond  several  officers  for  garrisons,  accom- 
paaied  by  M.  Le  Sukub  and  thirty  workmen.  In  April, 
1700,  Le  St'Ki'K  led  a  c^npany  to  explore  the  river  for 
minerals.  They  ascended  to  the  St.  Peters,  and  up  that 
river  to  the  mouth  of  the  Blue  Earth,  where  they  spent  the 
winter  and  returned  in  the  spring  to  Biloxi. 

In  tho  month  of  June,  1701,  Dk  i-a  Motte  Cadii  i.ac,  with 
a  Jesuit  missionary  aiul  one  hundred  Frenchmen  was  scut 
to  take  possession  of  Detroit  In  171$,  tho  Outagamies  or 
Foxes  attempted  the  destruction  of  the  forL  They  were 
repulsed  and  compelled  to  surrender  at  discretion. 

The  oldest  permanent  European  settlement  in  the  valley 
of  the  Missisiuppi  is  Kaskaskia,  the  seat  of  a  Jesuit  mission. 
Fatiikr  (iKAviKK  wos  Its  founder,  hut  the  exact  date  of  its 
origin  is  uncertain.  Land  titles  were  issued  for  purposes  of 
fteltlement  and  cultivation.  The  date  of  the  earliest  one  on 
record  being  May  iCi,  17;'2,  signed  "  Boisbtiaut." 
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Kngland,  by  llio  peiaccof  TJtbbcht  in  April,  1713,  obtained 
from  Franco  iargti  but  not  well  duSucd  cont'fssioiu;  of  terri- 
tory in  America, 

As  early  as  1*30,  a  lucrative  trade  had  Bprung  up  between 
the  Illinois  country  and  the  province  of  Lower  LouiHiana. 
In  that  year,  SIonhkur  HoisBrtiANT,  the  commandant  on  the 
Dlinois,  removed  his  headquartem  to  the  bank  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi, twenty-tivc  miles  below  the  village  of  Kaskaskia, 
where  Fort  Charters  was  built.  Its  »valls  were  of  strong 
nuwonry,  but  within  a  hundred  years  were  overgrown  with 
almost  impenetrable  vines  and  forest  Irtics, 

Soon  after  the  construction  of  Fort  Charters,  the  villages 
of  Cahokia,  Prairie  de  Rocher  and  some  others  sprung  into 
note  in  it3  vicinity.  All  the  settlements  continued  to  ex- 
tend and  multiply.  In  17~'1,  the  Jesuits  had  established  a 
monastery  and  college  in  Kaskoskia,  and  four  years  later, 
the  village  bi^'came  a  chartered  town.  Duriug  the  firat 
twelve  years  of  the  cighteeuth  century,  not  less  than 
twenty-five  hundred  settlers  liad  been  introduced  in  "  Louis- 
iana," and  in  1717,  the  number  of  inhabitants  was  not  more 
than  seven  hundred,  including  persons  of  every  age,  sex 
and  color. 

In  1711,  the  government  of  Louisiana,  comprising  all  the 
"Illinois  country,"  •was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  governor-gen- 
eral—  DiRAC  d'Artaouettk  —  with  headquar'ei-sat  the  site 
of  tlie  present  city  of  Mobile,  whei-e  a  new  fort  was  erected. 
"  Louisiana'*  was  at  this  time  held  by  Franco  to  embrace 
the  whole  vallej-  of  the  Mississippi  and  all  its  tributaries, 
and  to  extend  north  to  the  great  lakes,  and  the  waters  of 
Hudson's  llay,  and,  of  course,  included  all  of  the  present 
statu  of  Wisconsin. 

In  August,  1718,  eight  hundred  emigrants  for  Louisiana, 
attracted  by  visions  of  wealth  to  result  from  the  "  Missis- 
sippi Scheme"  of  JoHX  Law,  landed  at  Dauphine  Ishind, 
and  made  their  way  to  lands  that  had  been  ceded  them,  and 
which  had  been  selected  by  Bienville,  where  is  now  the 
city  of  New  Orleans. 

In  1719,  Phiupi'B  Francis  Renault.  "Director  General 
of  the  mines  of  Louisiana,"  arrived  in  the  Illinois  country 
with  two  hundred  miners  and  artificers.  They  made  fruit- 
less explorations  for  minas  as  far  as  the  sources  of  the  St. 
Peters,  the  Arkansas,  the  tributaries  of  the  Missouri  and 
even  to  the  Rocky  Mountains. 
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WABS   WITU  FX>X   IXDIAKS. 

Tltc  ability  of  tho  Outagninics  to  anuoy  tho  French  and 
to  war  with  their  Havit};u  enemios.  was  matmuUy  affected 
by  Ibuir  fulily  attempt  to  dcwlroy  I>utroit  in  17ia,  and  by 
tbo  desperate  Hgbt  tvhich  ensued  near  Lake  St.  Clair;  yet 
tlit'ir  faiUiro  only  added  fresh  and  implacaWe  inspiration  to 
thtf  savajt''  spirit  of  hate  and  revenge  which  prompted  tliem 
to  resort  to  another  locality  for  its  gratification. 

They  coHecl«d  their  diH|>ersed  handtt  on  the  Fox  rirer, 
where  they  robbed  and  butcheivd  all  travelers  on  this  great 
highway  of  nature  from  the  lakes  to  the  Mississippi.  Thti 
Sauk»  wore  tlieir  old  and  natural  allies,  and  the  Sioux 
were  induced  to  oponty  join  them,  while  many  of  thv 
Iroquoi);  wert'  allied  to  thuni  claudeatinely.  Indeed,  the 
danger  of  a  general  alliance  among  the  tsavages  against 
the  whitoR  appeared  threatuning. 

This  threatened  danger  induced  the  French  governor  of 
Canada  to  propose  a  union  of  the  friendly  trib>;3  with  the 
French,  in  a  war  of  extermination  against  tho  common 
enemy,  to  which  these  tribes  readily  consented.  A  party  of 
French  was  raised,  and  the  command  of  the  expedition  was 
wiHely  confided  to  the  brave,  energetic  and  discreet  Db 
Lt>uvi(isv,  the  king's  lieutenant  at  Quebec. 

Db  Lquvigxv  and  his  command  left  Quuboe  on  the  Uth 
of  M.irch,  I*1G,  and  was  joined  on  bis  route  by  a  numlR-r  of 
savages,  so  that  his  force  amounted  to  eight  hundred  men, 
rMolred  upon  the  total  destruction  of  the  Fox  nation.  He 
returned  to  Quebec  on  the  12th  of  October,  and  the  next  day 
gave  to  the  council  the  following  account  of  his  ex|K^]ition:

TliL"  sccno  of  Dk  LorviGNv's  ciigaguniL*nt  was  at  the 
I<ittIo  Butle  (ic-s  Morts.  801110  lliirly-st-veu  miles  above  Ornen 
Bay. 

In  l?35,  Db  LouvifiNy.  having  gone  t<>  France,  was  there 
appointed  governor  of  Three  Uivers,  and  on  his  return  the 
same  year,  lait  his  life  by  shipwreck  near  Louisbiirg  on  the 
night  i)f  August  'Z7. 

Gov.  VACi>nKrn,,  in  a  letter  to  the  counril,  dated  October 
30, 17Ifi,  speaking  of  "the  manner  in  whieh  the  SiErn  Db 
Louviosy  put  an  end  to  the  war  with  the  Foxes."  says  of 
him:

Tlie  name,  services    and  memory  of  the  distinguished] 
leader  of  this  formidable  military  expedition  into  Uio  very 
heart  of  Wisronsiu.  are  necessarily  and  insepambly  associ- 
ated with  its  primitive  history. 

The  confident  behcf  of  Val'OBBITIL,  that  the  expedition 
had  "  put  an  end  to  the  war/'  and  that  the  peace  would  "  not 
be  of  short  duration,"  soon  proved  H  be  without  warrant. 

The  Foxes,  whom  Bascrukt  charantorizes  as  "a  nation 
pas»ionato  and  untamable,  springing  up  into  new  life  from 
t'very  defeat,  and  though  reduced  in  the  number  of  their 
warriors,  yet  present  everj-where,  by  their  ferocious  entor- 
prfso  and  savage  daring,"  failed  to  send  deputies  to  the 
governor  general.  Ho  flattered  himself  for  a  long  time  that 
they  would  keep  their  plighttnl  faith;  but  ho  \eas  only 
taught  by  the  renewal  of  hostilities  that  an  enemy  driven 
to  a  certain  point,  is  always  irrt'concilubltx  During  the 
twelvo  years  that  followed  Db  Lo^^'lONT'8  expedition,  all 
the  iHsaceahle  efforts  of  the  French  to  restrain  the  hostile 
conduct  of  the  Foxes  were  unavailing. 


WASB  WITH  VOX  INDUNS. 


In  17^,  the  governor  of  Ciinadu  Hciit  u  forot*  of  Tour  luin- 
drfd  Frc>ucli  troopn,  und  viglit  or  niur  huii()r^><t  Intlinnfi, 
princip<aU>'  Iroquoitt,  Hurons,  XcpisHitiK^s  nnd  OttawoK,  uiit)t>r 
Iho  commund  of  Si(>ur  )Iai{('Hani)  l>K  UiiixKitv.  w)i<\  it  In 
probablv,  liud  iM;rv(><l  undor  Dk  l^trvioNv  in  liitt  uxiK-^lition 
against  the  Foxes  in  1710,  and  who  was  now  commiasiouud 
to  f;o  and  destroy  the  Kox  nations. 

I>K  Lkimuiv  h:id  jireviously.  on  the  7tl)  of  Juno,  l7-iG,  hi-ld 
ft  council  at  Uruun  Bay  with  the  Koxus.  SaukH  und  Win- 
ncbagot'fi in  the  prt'senceof  Moiwiours  D'AuAiiiToN.Ci.niAs- 
contT  uud  Jluv,  FnthtT  Cuaruon.  in  which  tliR  cU'wt*  of  the 
Uum  nations  all  gave  their  words  that  thoy  wonid  niuintain 
peace.  But  these  treacherous  and  lying  mivagos  paid  no 
regard  to  their  plighted  faith,  and  roiitiiiutHl  their  robberies 
and  butchcrii'tf  as  they  h.-jd  done  bcfon?. 

The  troops  coininiuideil  by  Dk  Liuneky  commenced  tliulr 
march  on  the  5th  o£  June,  17'.I«.  and  taking  the  routv  of  tho 
Ottawa  river  and  Luktts  Kipissing  and  Iliirfin.  nrrivt^H)  at 
thu  fort  at  tlie  mouth  of  Fox  rivur  on  the  night  of  the  ITth 
of  August  Father  Ckksi>ki.,  who  accompanied  th«  expedi- 
tion as  almoner  of  the  four  hundred  Frenchmca,  and  who 
wrote  an  account  of  it,  says:

The  exp<.-dition  continued  up  the  Fox  river  an  far  an  the  pois 
toico  of  the  Wiscontiin ;  but  none  of  the  enemy  could  be  fou;id, 
exempt  two  wftmun,  a  girl  and  an  old  man,  who  wero  Itilli'd 
and  burned  l)y  Ihu  savugcfi.  Dk  LliiN):itY  learned  1  hat  the 
Foxes  hail  fled  four  days  Iwforo;  that  the  old  mt^n,  women 
and  children  had  endwirkcxl  in  cnnocH.  and  the  worrtom  had 
gone  by  land.  He  urged  his  Indian  allieit  to  follow  in  pur- 
suit; but  only  a  |iortion  would  consent,  the  utliern  Haying  Iho 
vnemy  had  goni!  w  far  tliat  any  attempt  to  catch  up  with 
tlieni  would  bo  tiseleMK. 

The  French  hud  nothing  hut  Indian  corn  to  eat,  the  Hcoiion 
waa  far  advanced,  and  they  liad  a  dixtaiice  of  four  humirod 

i>  leagues  to  return,  ho  that  the  eafoty  of  half  the  onny  was 
endangered  by  further  piinniiit.  It  won,  therefore,  decitkxl 
to  bum  the  Fox  viiiagi^ti,  their  forts  and  huttt,  and  doftroy 
all  that  could  be  fou  ad  in  their  fiehU  —  com,  peas,  lieonN  and 

.goords,  of  which  llioy  jiad  an  abundant-,    ^issn.  Bbal'- 
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RARN'Oift  and  Dk  Akckmait,  from  whose  letter  to  the  French 
MiuiHt<;r  of  War  of  September  1,  I7;j!S,tl»e  foregoing  facte  are 
taken,  add: 

"Utooartaiailuii  Imir  tt  Uum  natlTM^  ate  DunMr  tour  Ihouund  tuuKwIU  dla  «1ik 
biwnr.  >od  ihu  ihcr  *iil  oome  Id  aul  Mk  nenv." 

The  vrant  of  8ii<!c<>6s  in  this  expedition  of  De  Lionbbt 
was  severely  criticised  by  the  local  authorities  of  Canada, 
althoiiRb  he  does  not  appear  to  have  lost  the  confidence  of 
the  French  government,  which  he  continued  to  serve  in 
various  commands  until  1759.  when  he  led  a  force  of  ti50 
Frencrh  and  350  Indians  to  the  relief  of  Fort  Niagara,  where 
the  [tiirly  was  defeated,  and  he  wax  wounded  aurt  tukcu 
prisoner,  after  wliich  no  further  meuliou  i»  mudu  of  him. 

Sut»i>quontly,  probably  in  the  auttunn  of  1739,  a  party  of 
over  two  luindri-d  Indians  —  Ottawas,  Cliippewas,  Menomo- 
neea  and  Winnebagoes  —  fell  on  a  party  of  the  Foxes,  con- 
sisting of  eighty  men  and  three  hundred  women  and 
children,  who  wore  returning  from  a  buffalo  hunt.  The 
party  was  surprised,  and  all  of  the  men  except  three,  and 
all  the  women  und  children,  were  killed  and  burned,  and 
twenty  flat  boats  were  dt>stroyed. 

The  Sieur  Pkkkikkk  Makin  waa  a  native  of  France  of 
decided  and  energetie  character,  and  was  a  prominent 
trader  among  the  8auks.and  the  Indians  on  the  Missis^iippi. 
He  hod  u  place  of  deposit  for  goods  and  peltries  on  the  left 
hank  of  the  Missisoippi.  a  short  distance  helow  the  mouth  of 
the  Wisconsin,  near  what  is  now  called  Wyalusinfj,  then 
called  Fort  Marin,  and  another  near  Mackinaw  known  by 
the  i>ame  designation.  Between  these  two  places,  Marix 
found  it  necessary  to  conduct  an  extensive  traffic  on  the 
highways  of  the  Fox  and  Wisconsin  rivers;  and  his  boats 
heavily  laden  with  valuable  cargoes  were  obliged  often- 
times to  pass  the  village  anr)  fort  of  the  Foxes  on  the  hank 
of  the  Fox  river  at  the  Little  Butte  dos  Morts,  and  as  often 
to  submit  to  the  forced  exactiumi  of  the  Foxes,  in  the  form 
of  tribute 

He  was  probably  in  command  of  the  fort  of  the  Folles 
Avotne  or  Menouionees  in  1 7'Mt,  and  it  is  certain  that  he  had 
great  influence  with  the  French  and  the  Indians  who  were 
hostile  to  the  Foxes. 

These  repeated  piratical  levies  determined  MAKCftodnvs 
the  marauding  savages  from  their  position.  The  traditional 
and  other  accounts  of  his  valiant  exploits  leave  some  doubt

about  the  exact  date  of  Iiis  first  attack,  but  it  was  probably 
as  early  in  the  year  liaoas  thf  brwakitiKupof  the  ice  would 
atlinit  of  the  passage  of  boat^t  up  the  river. 

IktARiN  iais*^l  a  vi.hiiiti.'«>r  force  at  Mai^kinaw,  which  was 
increa.'40<l  at  Green  Bay  by  the  frieudly  Indiann.  All  were 
embarke<d  in  boaUt,  oach  havinj^  a  full  complement  of  men 
well  armed,  and  an  oil^^Ioth  or  tarjMinlin  laiw  eiioiijjii  to 
ci>vi;r  the  whole  iKiat  and  conceal  Ihi'  men,  fiich  as  wa« 
generally  used  to  protect  traders"  goods  from  the  olTucts  of 
the  weather.  Near  the  Orantl  Chuto,  ^mo  three  miles 
l>elow,  hut  not  wiUiin  view  of  the  Littio  Butto  dcs  Morts, 
the  party  was  divided,  ono  portion  gotu^  by  land  to  the  rear 
of  tlio  village  to  aid  and  support  the  attack,  which  was  to 
be  made  in  front  by  the  others  from  tho  boats.  The  men  in 
the  b(»ats,  with  tlu-ir  Runs  ready  for  use,  were  concealinl  by 
the  coverings,  and  only  two  men  to  row  each  boat  were  in 
view,  thus  presenting  tho  appearance  of  a  trader's  deet 

\Vlien  tho  Foxes  discovered  the  approach  of  tho  boats, 
they  place*]  out  their  torch,  and  potstcd  themselves  thickly 
along  the  bank,  and  awaited  tho  lauding  of  the  boats  and 
the  payment  of  the  ctLstomury  exactiuns. 

The  boats  having  approached  near  enough  for  an  effective 
attack,  the  lari>aulins  were  suddenly  thi-ovvn  off,  and  a 
deadly  volley  from  the  musketry  of  the  soldiers,  and  the  dis- 
charge from  a  swivel  gun  loaded  with  grape  and  canintur 
shot,  scattered  death  and  dismay  among  the  unsuspecting 
savages,  to  whom  the  number  of  theirenemies  sei-med  treble 
tlie  reality.  They  fled  precipitately  to  thcEr  village  to  pre- 
pare for  defense,  pursued  by  the  troops.  Here  another  horror 
confronted  them,  A  Meuunioneti  warrior  had  stealthily 
entered  the  village  and  sot  on  firo  tho  frail  bark  dwellings 
on  tho  windward  side,  which  were  soon  wrapped  in  a  sheet 
of  flame,  Tlie  Foxes  in  vain  sought  safety  in  the  forest; 
but  were  met  by  the  party  which  had  flanked  their  retreat, 
and  they  found  themselves  placed  between  two  hostile  fires. 
Then  burst  Forth  one  heart-rending,  agonized  shriek,  and  the 
devoted  band  of  frcc-booting  Indians  prepared  to  defend 
Ihcmselvei  with  a  courage  born  of  despair.  Ball  and  bay- 
ouet  now  began  their  bloody  work,  and  the  tomaliawk  and 
scalping  knife  were  active  participants  in  the  terrible  work 
of  death.  No  (juarter  was  asked,  and  none  was  given.  Tho 
time  occupied  by  tliis  bloody  tragedy  was  not  long;  but  in 
its  strategy,  surprise  and  sanguinary  execution  it  probably 
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hafl  no  parallM  in  tlie  annal.i  of  Indian  warfare.  Most  of  the 
Foxes  wine  kilknl  or  taki-»  prisoners,  but  a  fuw  cfiCifisd  Up 
tlie  ri%*or,  nn<]  others  were  absuiit  ut  tlio  time  of  Uio  ongago- 
moiit. 

The  same  season  the  remnant  of  tliis  Rarajj^e  trihe,  having 
been  driTeo  from  their  village  at  the  Utile  Butte  des  MortH, 
took  post  about  three  miles  above  the  Great  Butte  des  Morta, 
on  the  southern  or  opi»ot<iitc  side  ofthc  river. 

From  the  letter  of  the  Marquis  Dk  BEACitARSois  to  tho 
French  Miniiiter,  dated  Juno  S5, 1730,  it  not  only  oppenrg 
that  the  Sicur  Marik  had  written  to  the  Governor  an  ac- 
count "concerning  the  movemont  he  made  last  March 
against  the  Foxes,"  but  also  that  he  (Makix)  was  present 
at  a  council  held  at  Mackinaw,  when  the  Menomonees  and 
other  friendly  Indians  invited  Monsieur  Dr  Buisson,  who 
C<ffnQiauded  tho  poet,  to  place  himself  at  tlieir  head  and  fall 
upon  tho  nation  of  Foxes  aud  destroy  it  entirely;  thnt  Dd 
BcissoN  complied  with  their  request,  and  that  Sicur  Marix 
went  with  him.    Tho  letter  states  that

The  only  account  of  this  expedition  which  is  known  to 
exist  is  the  traditinnarv  one,  that  a  severe  l)attl«  took  placo 
at  the  Great  Butte  des  Jlorts  and  many  Foxes  were  killed, 
though  not  so  many  as  at  the  Little  Butte  des  Morts,  and 
that  they  were  again  forced  to  fly. 

On  tho  2d  of  November.  1730,  Messrs.  De  Bbacrarnois 
and  HocQUART  addressed  a  totter  to  the  French  Minister,  in 
which  they  say  that

They  add;

Tho  surviving  Foxes  located  themselves  on  the  northern 
bauk  of  the  Wisconsin  river,  about  twenty  milea  above  its 
mouth,  and  probably  not  far  from  the  present  vilLiKp  of 
WaUKeka.  Map-IN  wasmiwilling  that  they  shoulil  remain 
here,  whero  they  could  still  obstruct  his  great  thoroughfare, 
and  collecting  his  tried  and  trusted  band  of  French  and  In- 
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dians,  be  made  a  distant  winter  f>xpf>dition  against  them. 
Tbo  Foxes  were  talten  completely  by  aurprise^  and  surrouud- 
ingr  the  place  witb  lite  followers,  Mabin  came  Buildenly  upon 
tbeiii.  killed  twenty  warriors, and  took  all  tbo  othora  prison- 
ers, ttigotbor  witb  the  women  and  cliildrt.'n.  Having  fully 
conquered  the  Foxc«,  and  having  tbo  last  remnant  of  them 
in  bis  power,  Maris  gave  Ihom  Iheir  freedom,  but  required 
them  to  retire  beyond  the  MiKsiasippi,  whieb  they  did. 

The  Sieur  Makin  was  in  eomtnand  at  Green  Bay  in  1754, 
and  received  repeate<l  evidences  of  the  appreciation  of  his 
services  by  the  French  government  previous  to  1759,  wlien 
ho  united  with  Dk  LiGSERT  In  tbo  attempt  to  rehove  Fort 
KifiKara,  ami  shared  in  its  defeat,  and  with  him  was  taken 
prisoner.  The  surrender  of  Canada  soon  followed,  when 
most  likely  be  retired  to  the  wilds  of  Wisconsin  and  resumed 
his  old  oceupation  of  a  fur  trader. 

The  date  of  the  final  expulsion  of  the  Foxes  from  Wiscon- 
sin is  involved  in  some  obscurity,  but  the  little  light  which 
can  now  be  obtained  appears  to  fix  that  event  in  tbo  yoar 
of  1746.  For  thirty  years  or  moro  the  war  between  tho 
French  and  the  Foxes,  with  their  allies,  had  boon  kept  up 
in  the  heart  of  WisconBiu  witb  more  or  less  continuity,  ami 
with  a  determination  and  animosity  rarely,  if  overe<|uaUed. 

No  apology  can  he  necessary  for  the  time  devoted  to  the 
detail  of  the  incidents  of  this  long  war,  which  forms  so 
intertfiting  a  portion  of  Wisconsin's  primeval  history. 

The  Sac«  were  the  allies  of  the  Foxes  in  this  long  French 
and' Indian  war,  and  many  years  later  the  two  tribes 
l^became  confederated  and  formed  the  nation  known  as  the 
and  Fox  Indians. 

At  the  time  of  the  expulsion  of  tho  Poxes,  the  village 
of  the  Sacs  was  on  the  east  side  of  Fox  river,  near  the  pres- 
ent site  of  Green  Bay  when>  they  bad  until  that  time  de- 
meaned themselves  well.  About  that  time  a  difHculty  arose 
between  tho  French  and  the  Sacs,  growing  out  of  a  demand 
upon  tbo  Sacs  to  deliver  up  the  few  Foxes  living  among 
them,  and  of  the  delay  of  the  Sacs  in  compljing  with  it. 
The  result  was  that  Captuin  Dk  Vki,ie,  who  hod  been  in  com- 
mand of  the  garrison  at  Green  Bay,  shot  three  of  the  Sao 
chiefs,  anil  that  the  captain  was  shot  in  turn  by  a  young 
Sac  only  twelve  years  old,  immed  JMa-kau-Ta-po-na-se,  or 
the  Black  Bird,  who  subsequently  became  a  distinguished 
chief  among  bis  people. 
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The  garrison  being  reinforced  and  joined  by  the  French 
settlers  under  the  lead  of  Chakles  Dp.  Langlaur,  attacked 
the  Sauk  nation  at  their  village,  v/here  a  severe  battle 
occurred,  iu  which  several  were  killed  on  both  sides,  and 
the  Sauks  driven  away. 

The  Sauka  now  retired  to  the  WisconKin  river,  and  located 
upon  that  beautiful  plateau  of  table  land,  upon  which  the 
twin  villages  of  Prairie  du  Sac  and  Sauk  City  are  located, 
whore  they  had  a  fine  village  with  comfortable  hou806. 
They  were  liviug  hero  in  ITflC,  when  C.vrveb  viuitod  the 
country,  but  must  have  loft  soon  after,  as  in  1795,  according 
to  the  authentic  statement  of  Augustin  Ohionok,  the  vil^ 
lage  appeared  to  have  been  several  years  deserted,  and  there 
were  then  only  a  few  remains  of  fire-places  and  posts  to  be 
seen. 

Mr.  Edward  TAhifEit,  in  a  paper  publiBhod  in  the  Detroit 
0(uette  in  .lanuary,  1S19,  iitates  that  he  visited  the  Satiks 
on  the  Mississippi  river  about  four  hundred  mile.s  above 
St  Louis,  in  Atign^st,  ]81$,  and  that  "they  emigrated  from 
the  Wisconsin  about  tJiirty-five  years  ago,  approximately 
fixing  the  period  of  their  migration  about  1?S3. 

It  seems  probable,  judging  by  the  dim  light  to  be  derived 
from  any  authentic  history  and  from  tradition,  that  Iho 
Foxesand  Sauks  having  become  confederates,  wrested  from 
the  Illinois  their  possessions,  and  incorponilinf;  the  rem- 
nant which  tbey  spared  of  that  numerous  tribe,  with  their 
own,  occupied  the  territory'  which  had  been  the  home  of  the 
Illinois.  The  principal  seat  of  their  power  was  the  country 
about  the  mouth  of  Kock  river,  from  whence  in  1831,  and 
more  formidably  and  effectively  in  1?32,  ttioy  made  tliose 
foraj-s  upon  the  pioneer  settlers  of  Illinois  and  Wisconsin, 
which  resultod  in  what  is  generally  known  as  the  Black 
Hawk  war. 
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CHAPTER  HL 

TUE  LANCLADK  PAUILT. 

Biography  formfi  no  part  of  llie  dc^Sign  of  t!)i«  work,  except 
as  it  teiHts  to  pret««nt  or  explain  Iiistoriva]  (acts.  But  not  to 
givii  some  account  of  tlio  family  that  made  the  first  perma- 
noiit  s«ttlotnt>ut  iu  Wittconsin  would  be  on  imjustifiable 
omiiuiori. 

Th«  family  of  the  De  Lanulaukk  was  of  tho  nobility  of 
Franco  ant!  had  their  castle.  Now  France  was  the  groat 
and  captivating  field  of  entorpriRc  for  the  yotingor  nobility 
of  France  whose  inheritance  was  limited,  and  whoeu  ambi- 
tion for  fame  or  desire  for  wealth  suggested  now  gelds  of 
adventure.  Afocsxis  Dk  Lan()lai>e  waa  born  in  Franco 
about  li>it5.  As  earlyas  17^0  he  was  engaged  in  the  Indian 
trade  among  the  Ottawas,  near  Mackinaw,  and  probably  had 
the  entire  control  of  tho  trade  at  that  important  |>oint  He 
was  iiiurriod  at  Mackinaw,  vt^iry  eoonaftvr  ho  came  there,  to 
tlie  sister  of  the  head  Ottawa  chief.  King  Nis-so-WA-guBT, 
or  as  the  French  called  him.  La  t'ourcbe —  The  Fork,  which 
.alliance  contributed  Uirgely  to  his  influence  among  that 
nation. 

Their  elde-st  child  was  a  daughter,  bom  in  1733,  named 
A<}ATB,  who8«  first  husband, Soui.iosy.havingdictl, leaving 
her  no  child,  she  married  Am  able  Rot,  with  whom  she  lived 
at  (Ireen  Bjiy,  where  sho  died  at  a  great  ago,  never  having 
liad  any  children. 

Their  second  child  was  born  in  1724  at  tho  Ottawa  villagfe 
near  Mackinaw,  and  was  a  son  named  CuAJtLtts.  who  be- 
came greatly  distinguished. 

There  were  two  younger  sons,  who  fell  with  Mostcalu 

Bfor«  Quebec,  and  whose  names  have  not  been  preserved; 
faX»o  a  daughter,  who  married  a  Mr.  I>e  Vkkvii.le,  and  who 
bad  one  son  named  Gautiicr. 

While  living  at  Mackinaw,  Charles  Db  Langladb  had  a 
Bon,  the  result  of  a  morganatic  marriage  with  an  Ottawa 
woman.  He  named  this  son  for  himself,  recognized  and 
educated  him;  and  he  had  two  sons,  one  of  whom  was  a 
lieutenant  in  the  British  service,  and  two  daughters,  but 
none  of  them  ever  lived  in  Wisconsin. 

It  is  very  likely  that  Sieur  Auoitstin  Dh  Lanoi-adb  ac- 
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compaiticd  Db  Lignert's  expedition  againBt  the  Foxes  in 
irSS.  If  he  did  not,  he  of  course  heard  the  account  given 
by  the  officers,  soldiera  and  Ottawas  on  their  return,  of  the 
country  in  which  they  had  been,  and  perhaps  was  invited 
Ui  locate  and  trade  there  by  the  Indians  residing  there. 
Moreover,  being  engaged  by  the  government  in  the  Indian 
department,  it  is  quite  likely  ho  was  directed  to  locate  west 
of  Lake  Michigan,  the  better  to  attend  to  the  interests  of  the 
Indians.  Wbelhor  any  or  all  of  these  reasouB  prevailed  upon 
him  or  not,  it  is  well  authenticated  that  in  1745  the  Sieur 
AuorsTiK  Lanolade,  with  his  wife  and  son  Charles,  and 
probably  also  their  younger  children,  left  Mackinaw  and 
migrated  to  Oreen  Bay,  where  tliey  remained  till  they  died 
at  advanced  ague,  and  wore  when  they  eanie  thither  the 
only  persons  within  the  prettent  boundarieii  of  our  state 
whose  occupancy  acquired  any  degree  of  permnnfincy. 

When  AuousTiN  Uk  Lan(ii,adk  removed  to  Green  Bay,  bo 
was  flf^  years  old;  he  continued  in  the  pursuit  of  his 
agency  for  and  trade  with  the  Indians  without  any  remark- 
able incidents  until  17TI,  when  he  died  and  was  buried  in 
the  old  cemetery  at  Qreon  Bay. 

But  a  more  active,  exciting  and  hazardous  career  was  to 
atk-nd  the  life  of  hut  energetic,  hardy,  impulsive  but  brave 
and  resolute  son,  Cuaki.es,  whose  name  de!<ervcs  to  stand 
high  in  the  roll  of  the  French  heroes  of  the  wars  in  which 
that  nation  was  engaged  near  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth 
century. 

This  son.  the  Sieur  Charlbs  Dr  Langlade,  was  on  the 
12tli  of  August,  11H,  married  at  Mackinaw  to  Oharlottb 
BocKASfiA,  the  daughter  of  Rkne  Boukassa.  a  retired  voya- 
geur  living  at  Mackinaw.  The  marriage  certificate  is  signed 
by  the  Roman  Catholic  priest.  Father  M.  U  I^k  Frakc,  and 
witnessed  hy  M.  Hkrbik,  commandant  of  the  past  and  four- 
teen others.  Madam  I.AK(iLAi>K  continued  to  reside  at 
Mackinaw  from  the  time  of  her  marriage  until  1760,  when 
she  left  the  comparatively  civilized  society  of  Mackinaw,  to 
ratide  with  her  husband  in  the  solitudes  of  Green  Bay, 
where  she  continued  to  lire  until  1S18,  when  she  died  at  the 
age  of  seventy-five  years. 

The  French  war  broke  out  in  l?54;  Charlks  De  Lanqladb 
had  only  a  short  time  previously  led  the  French  settlors 
against  the  Sacs,  who,  aided  by  re-enforcements  from  the 
garrison,  had  oxpellod  those  Indians  from  the  Fox  river  and 
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driran  thum  to  tbe  banks  of  the  Witu^onHin.    His  ntaiiding 
and  reputation  for  bravery  and  discrelioii  were  establi!>bi.-d. 
At  the  commencement  of  thi»  war.  Hk  Laxolade  wus  but 
thirty  years' of  age;  hut  his  high  churactor,  his  oxperit^nce 
in  Iwrdor  sorvioe  for  twenty  ycnrs  —  for  his  war  exploits 
commenced  at  the  age  of  ten  —  his  personal  relationship  to 
the  powerful  Ottawatt,  his    kuowlodiTe  of   their  langua^ 
and  that  of  Die  other  neighborinfc  tribes,  and  his  etvat 
inlluence  over  them,  cooKpirod  to  induce  the  Maryjuis  Vac- 
DHKCIL,  governor -general  of  New  France  and  Louisiaua,  to 
select  him  to  raise  the  triliect  of  the  Northwest  and  (o  place 
him  at  tb*^  bead  of  the  partisan  forces  of  tbr  bordur  French 
and  Indians,  in  the  great  and  savage  cuutlict  about  to  c-om> 
menco.    The  force  under  th©  command  of  Dk  Laholadb, 
besides  the  French,  was  composed  of  Ottawas,  Ohippewas, 
Menomoncce,    Winnebagoes.    Pottawottamies,    Muronx  or 
Wyandotls,  and  perhaps  others,  among  whom  were  La- 
Fourcbe  and  Ponliac,  and  tmmbered  not  far  from  QftooD 
hundred.    They  repaired  at  once  to  Fort  Du  Quesne  for  itti 
defense  against  the   Knglish,  and  also  to  carry  the  war 
.agaiust  tbe  frontier  settlements  and  forts  of  the  British 
loolonles.    Tbe  story  of  Braddoce's  defeat  and  sanguinarj' 
repulse  in  bis  cunfiiU-iit  attempt  t4>  captiin-  Fort  Du  Quesne 
from  the  French,  when  bis  splcudid  anni',  freshly  imported 
from  Kngland,  were  within  ten  milea  of  the  coveted  prize, 
is  too  well  known  to  all  familiar  with  American  bistorj".  to 
[justify  ft  detailed  repetition  of    it.     While  history   justly 
fftsoribos  the  result  largely,  if  not  chiefly,  to  the  effective  aid 
of  the  Indian  allies  of  the  French,  it  has  nowhere  done  full 
justice  to  the  Sieur  CllARLRS  De  Lanqi.adk.  to  whose  irnpor. 
tunitieti  it  was  duo  that  i)r.  Beadjeu  cous«nt'-d  to  enter 
into  the  fight  at  all.     The  English  got  to  the  south  bank  of 
the  Monongahela  about  noon,  halted  and  prepared  for  din- 
ner,  while  the  French   and    Indians  wert-  secreted  on  tho 
opposite  side  of   the    river.      Uk  Lanolauk  went  to  Da 
Bbacjeu  and  told  him  no  time  should  be  lost,  but  that  the 
attack  should  at  once  be  commenced.    Tbe  French  com. 
mandcr  made  no  reply,     Vf.  Lanolaor  then    called  the 
chiefs  together,  and  induced  them  to  demand  orders  to  com- 
mence  tho  hattht.    Slill  no  such  orders  could  be  obtained. 
Again  Db  Lamilade  went  himself  and  urged  the  necessity 
ofatonco  commencing  tho  attack,  saying  to  Dk  Bkatjep, 
that  if  be  did  not  intend  to  light  at  all,  it  was  well  to  act  as 
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he  did,  but  i£  fighting  waa  to  be  done,  then  was  the  tiniti  to 
do  it,  while  the  Knglish  wer«  eating  with  their  aims  laid 
aside,  or  while  attempting  to  cross  the  river;  that  no  other 
so  good  an  opportunity  could  occur,  and  that  the  English 
were  loo  powerful  to  bo  met  in  open  battle.  PbBeaojbg 
-was  rnuchdishuartenod,  sc-viug  the  atroQgtb  of  the  Englisb, 
and  Kccmod  in  great  doubt  what  to  do,  hut  at  length 
gavo  orders  to  commence  the  attack.  Tlio  action  was  at 
once  commenced  and  the  EnglUh  officers  who  had  their 
napkins  pinned  over  their  breasts,  seized  their  arms  and 
took  part  in  the  contlict,  and  a  good  many  of  tbem  were 
killed  with  these  napkins  pinned  on  their  coats,  showing 
how  suddenly  they  rushed  into  the  battle.  I>K  Bkaujeu 
was  killed,  but  the  French  and  Indian  loss  was  very  small 
Of  tilts  battle  Bancroft  says,  speaking  of  the  English:

On  the  !)th  of  August,  IfSe,  De  Lanolapk  received  order* 
from  CiiKVALiER  DrMAis.  commandant  of  Du  Qiiesne,  to  go 
with  a  party  of  French  and  Indians,  and  make  a  strike  at 
Fort  Cumberland,  and  leant  whether  the  English  were 
making  any  movement  in  iho  direction  of  tht;  Ohio. 

In  the  year  17-^7,  De  Langlade  was  employed  in  Canada, 
and  served  under  MuN'TCALJi.  With  his  faithful,  butsavage 
Indian,  followers,  he  rendered  efficient  service  to  that  gal- 
lant Krenrb  officer  in  the  investment  and  final  capture  on 
the  »th  of  August  of  Fort  William  Henry  at  the  head  of 
Lake  George. 

On  the  8th  of  September,  17S7,  VAXTDBXun.  Issued  an  order 
of  that  date  to 

"  Sinm  I'lirauDK.  rnidtti  of  Ui«  trcxqN.  •I-'tiu'liKil  rmm  ihn  iniirlnr,  to  siart  (raoi  tbla 
cUr  QlontTMl]  tnunrtlfttply  (nr  IIif  pom  of  Ulcliltliiiaciiliiw^  Ibciv  to  warn  In  the  eapkcKj 
«f  MHNHl  Id  cmnnutiul  unjer  iboLiriliisot]!.  DiBiAtrjm,  cuainuuiilMit  at  tluu  pon." 

The  following  year  he  returned  to  Canada  at  the  head  of 
his  French  and  Indian  force  and  shared  the  dangers  and 
services  of  that  hard  campoign.  He  and  his  followers 
formed  a  large  and  useful  part  of  the  troops  stationed  at 
Ticonderoga,  when  the  Bnti.sh  under  General  ABEitcitouBlE, 
passing  through  Lake  George,   undertook  on   the  Stb  of 
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July,  1758,  to  drivf  thu  Frcnoli.  in  whi<rh  attempt  thi^v  met 
with  thii  most  disastrous  failure,  when,  ''after  losing," 
accnrrlint;  to  BAKCKurr,  "in  killed  and  wounded,  nineteen 
hundred  and  sixty-seven,  chietly  regulars,  they  fled  pri>- 
miecHously." 

After  the  hard  scrvit^'  at  Ticonderoga  he  repaired  with 
his  trusty  bund  to  Fort  Du  Quoene,  which  was  then  threat- 
ened by  the  enemy,  and  participated  in  the  defeat  of  Major 
Gkant,  nt'or  thu  fort,  who  was  attached  on  the  Mth  of  Sep- 
tember by  a  lurKO  body  of  French  and  Indians,  under  the 
superior  command  of  the  gallant  Auhrt. 

About  two  monlliR  later  the  youthful  Washington  with  a 
{'brigade  of  provincials  drew  near  Du  Quesuo;  when  th«  dis- 
heartened garrison,  about  fivo  hundred  in  number,  set  the 
fort  on  fire  and  by  the  light  of  the  conflagration  descended 
the  Ohio,  On  the  'JStli  of  Sovenibur,  17SS,  the  banners  of 
England  floated  owr  the  Ohio,  and  the  place  was  with  one 
voice  named  Pittsburgh.  Uk  LAN'(9i.ADt:then  probably  re- 
turned  to  Oreen  Hay,  and  remained  for  the  winter. 

No  ofBcer  of  the  French  king  was  more  ready  to  do  battle 
for  his  sovereign  than  ])»:  Langladr,  who  participated  in 
all  the  most  important  and  the  final  engagomonte  of  the 
campaign  of  KS&.  He  aid<^^l  in  thudcfi-nseof  Fort  Niagara, 
and  was  prcKout  at  its  capilulaliou  on  the  2Sth  of  July. 

In  the  great  and  decisive  battle  before  Quebec  on  the 
plains  of  Abraham,  on  the  13th  of  September,  when  MoxT- 
CALM  and  Woi.KK  each  gave  his  life  for  the  countries  they 
ireepoctively  loved  and  served  so  well,  our  hero,  in  whoso 
T<>ins  coursed  the  mingled  blood  of  the  French  and  the 
Ottawa,  sustained  by  large  numbers  of  both,  devoted  his 
powerful  efforts  to  sustain  the  expiring  domluioa  of  ]>'rance 
iu  bis  native  Canada.  He  passed  through  this  severe  con- 
flict without  a  wound,  while  many  of  his  followers  were 
eithi'r  );il!ed  or  wounded.  Among  the  killed  were  his  two 
youngt^r  brothers,  whose  loss  ho  deeply  mourned.     Ho  was 

long  the  number  who  thought  there  was  no  real  necessity 
for  the  surrend^*r  and  believing  it  wa**  effected  through 
bribery,  retired  from  the  place  with  his  surviving  followers 
in  disgust. 

On  the  3d  of  September,  iJflO,  while  De  L.vnolade  was 
at  Montreal^  having  received  a  commission  as  lieutenant 
from  the  king,  he  received  specific  instructions  from  Gov. 
Vaudkkuii.  to  take  charge  of  and  conduct  the  troops  tmder 
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his  command  to  Mackinaw  and  the  Indians  to  tbcirviUoKes. 
Six  day*  later  a  dispatch  was  sent  to  hira  by  Vauwikuil, 
notifying  him  of  tho  tiurrundur  of  all  Canada  to  the  British, 
undtT  Gen.  Amiikiwt. 

The  content  between  France  and  Great  Britain  for  domin- 
ion in  America  was  now  ended.  At  thitt  day  it  is  difficult  to 
realize  the  hardships  attendant  upon  such  a  partisan  i>«rvice 
as  ttiat  in  which  Be  Laxglahe  was  eiiga^d,  with  Kuch 
lung  and  conutunt  murelies  of  tliousaatli;  uf  milee  throuifh  a 
wildemees  country,  relyinK  mainly  upon  wild  game  for  a 
sustenance.  Had  the  French  been  Ruccesftful,  his  name  and 
fame  would  doubtless  have  been  more  conspicuous  in  liistory. 

Dk  Laxolapb  had  but  two  children  by  his  marriage.  The 
oldest,  Lallottb,  horn  in  IJtiO  or  1701,  was  married  to  Mr. 
Barcbllow,  but  di«d  the  noxt  year  childless.  The  other, 
DouiTKLiJi,  bom  in  1763,  was  married  to  I'lKitiuf  Gkion'ON, 
Sen.,  in  1770. 

Upon  the  breakingout  of  tlie  Revolutionary  war,CnARLE8 
De  Laxglade.  then  fifty-two  years  old,  was  persuaded  by 
CapL  De  Pkysteb.  comraaudinK  at  Mackinaw,  to  take  an 
active  part  in  the  war  ahould  his  sen.-ices  bo  needed,  which, 
T>E  Pkvstek  remarks  in  bis  MisceUanie.i,  wa&  equivalent  to 
"secHrinji;  all  the  Western  Indiaiut  in  our  interests,"  He 
raised  a  large  body  of  Indiana  from  several  different  tribes, 
and  marched  for  Montreal.  He  went  to  Canada  with  his 
Indian  (urce  several  times  during  tho  war,  and  at  one  time 
served  under  Oen.  Campdell.  In  K'U  De  LASfii^DK  and  his 
followers,  witJ]  the  Indians  from  Milwaukee,  whom  he  Iiact 
induced  to  join  him,  attended  a  grand  council  which  Db 
Phystkr  had  called  at  I'Arbre  Croche,  near  Mackinaw,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  a  diversion  towards  Vincennes  and 
Fort  Chartres  in  favor  of  Gov.  Hamilton  at  Detroit.  After 
the  council,  Db  Langlaiir  with  his  Indian  forco  embarkedi 
upon  Lake  Michigan,aud  upon  arriving  at  St.  Josopha,  they ' 
learned  of  Hauu^ton's  surrender,  and  returned  much  dis- 
satisfied. 

It  does  not  appear  that  Dk  Lanolade  was  engaged  in 
many,  if  any  battles  during  the  Hevohitionary  war.  In- 
deed, there  was  no  active  service  for  him  to  porfurm  in  the 
NorthwBst,  as  there  were  no  expeditions  by  tho  Americans 
in  that  quarter. 

From  the  close  of  the  French  war  to  the  end  of  the  Rero- 
lutionar^*  war,  Charles  De  Lanoladb  by  appointment  of 
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tbe  British  autborities  had  the  superintcndcnc  j  of  the  Indiana 
of  tbe  Green  Bay  Department    After  the  close  of  the  Ber* 

[Oliitiunary  war  the  sanie  BUperintendencT  appears  to  hare 
continuetl  indelinitel.v.  He  also  had  command  of  ihe  militia 
cumi>o6ed  of  the  simple  hearted  people  of  the  Mttltrinvnt,  hy 

.whom  he  was  uoat  afTvciioiuiiely  revcrencK^^t  and  hoDorod. 

'Be  spent  the  rcmaindur  of  his  days  at  Ont-ii  Bay,  reoaiTiag' 
au  aiiQuit;  from  thu  British  govommont  of  eight  huadred 
dollars,  as  half  pay  fur  his  tiervicte  ilurinf;  tho  American 
2ii-volution,and  died  in  January,  ISUO.  at  the  age  of  seventy- 

jfive  years. and  was  buried  beside  his  father  in  the  cemetery 

-at  Green  Bay. 

PiKRRB  Gbign'on',  Sen.,  by  his  marriage  with  I>ouitkllr 
De  Lanol-Uib,  had  seven  sons  and  two  daughtvre.  One  of 
the  &t>n8  was  Auocsme  Gbigsos,  boni  June  27, 1780,  from 
whose  "  Kecollections."  noted  down  from  his  lips  in  16A7  by 
Mr.  Draper,  secretary  of  the  Slate  Historical  SiH-'icty,  most 
of  tlie  foregoing  statements  in  relation  to  the  L,isuljU>B 
family,  have  been  literally  transcribed. 


CHAPTER  IV. 


JONATUAK  CABVER'8  EXPLORATIONS 


A  now  era  in  ttie  history  of  the  Weet  commenced  with  the 
ix  I7C3.  By  Ihe  treaty  of  Paris  made  in  tliat  year,  all  Uio 
'claims  of  the  French  to  thecotmtry  watered  by  the  Ohio  and 
the  Mississippi,  and  all  the  French  possessions,  were  ccde«l 
to  Great  Britain.  By  a  secret  treaty  however,  made  on  the 
le  day  the  definitive  articleti  of  the  treaty  of  Paris  had 
sn  signed  (November  3,  17<!2),  France  ceded  to  Spain  all 
Louisiana  west  of  the  Mississippi  and  tbe  island  of  Orleans. 
So  that  Great  Britain,  when  the  treaty  was  concluded,  Fob- 
niary  10, 17113,  aciiuired  the  country  east  of  tho  Mississippi, 
which  river  was  tu  remain  equally  free  to  the  subjects  of 
Great  Britain  and  France. 

Soon  afti'it  the  vast  acquisition  of  territory  gained  by 
lOreat  Britain  from  tho  Fmnch,  Capt.  Joxathan  C'ahvkr 
alved  to  explore  the  interior  parts  of  North  America  and 
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to  penetrate  to  the  Pacific  ocean.over  that  broad  part  o(  the 
coiitiiiont  which  lies  between  the  43d  and  4Cth  degrees  of 
nortli  liititudv.  uttd  ho  hopod  to  discovi-r  a  northwest  pas- 
Bugo  from  Hudson's  Buy  to  the  Pacific.  A  journal  of  this 
oxploratioR  was  published  in  17*8.  Cakver  wa«  born  iu  tho 
town  of  Canterbury,  Connecticut,  in  the  year  11"33.  Ho 
served  in  tho  Canadian  campaign  of  1755,  was  subsequently 
with  Genonil  Wolfe  at  the  taking  of  Quebec,  and  the 
capture  of  Montreal  aud  cont[U(.-st  of  Canada  under  General 
Amurkst.  Ho  was  at  tho  niatisucre  of  Fort  William  Henry 
in  1757.  A  battalion  of  light  infantry  was  raised  in  Massa- 
cbuKetLs  in  17J8,  for  the  invasion  of  Canada,  in  one  of  the 
conipaniefl  of  which  he  served  as  lieutenant,  and  in  17G0,  hu 
was  advanced  to  the  captaincy  of  a  company  in  Col.  John 
WniTCOMB'3  regiment  of  foot.  In  17(1^*,  he  commanded  a 
company  of  foot  in  Col.  Saltonstai.i-'s  regiment,  and  the 
year  after  tho  peace  of  Versailk-s,  ho  retired  from  the  service. 

In  June,  17CG,  ho  set  out  from  Boston  to  carry  out  his 
resolution  to  explore  the  Northwest,  and  proceeded  by  way  of 
Albany  and  Niagara  to  Mackinaw,  where  he  arrived  the 
1st  of  September.  He  there  made  arrangements  with  Gov. 
Boaiuts  for  a  suitable  supply  of  goods  for  presents  to  the 
Indians  on  hi.s  route,  and  having  received  a  part,  with  a 
promise  thut  the  rcmuindor  should  bo  sent  forward  to  meet 
him  at  tho  falbs  of  St.  Anthony,  he  proceeded  oo  the  3d  of 
Septeniber,  and  pursuing  the  usu^  route  to  Green  Bay, 
arrived  there  on  the  ]Sth. 

Capt.  Cakvkr  left  Oreeo  Bay  on  the  30th  of  September, 
in  company  with  several  traders,  aud  ascended  Fox  rivor, 
arriving  ou  the  Sfitb  at  an  island,  on  which  was  tho  great 
town  of  the  Winnobagoos,  now  known  as  Doty's  Idand. 
Tbo  principal  chief  of  this  tribe  was  a  woman,  who  had 
married  a  Frenchman  named  De  Kaurv,  who  had  been 
mortally  wounded  at  Quebec  and  died  at  Montreal;  so  that 
the  Queen  was  a  widow  at  this  time.  Her  descend* 
ante,  the  DrKaurv's,  have  long  figured  as  distinguished 
chiefs  of  the  Winnebagocs.  Tho  town  contained  fifty 
houses,  which  were  strongly  built  with  palisades. 

Having  remained  four  days,  during  which  bo  was  treated 
with  great  civility,  and  entertained  in  a  distinguished  man* 
ner,  having  made  some  presents  to  the  chiefess,  he  left  on 
the  SOth,  and  on  the  7th  of  October  arrived  at  the  portage  of 
the  Fox  and  Wisconsin  rivers.  ^_ 
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On  the  9th,  the  party  arrived  at  th«  groat  towu  of  the 
Saiikies,  now  kuown  as  Prairie  du  Sue.  which  our  explorer 
describes  as  th(<  lar^^est  and  best  built  Indiuii  town  he  ever 
saw.  It  contained,  he  saya,  about  niiirtr  hounci,  each  lartre 
«noufi:h  for  several  families,  built  of  hewn  planic,  neatly 
jointed  and  covered  so  completely  with  bark,  as  to  keep  ou6 
the  most  penetratiiiy  mius.  Before  the  doors  were  placed 
comfortable  shutU  in  which  the  inbabttaiit^  sat,  wheu  tho 
wcokther  would  permit,  and  smoked  their  pipes.  The  streets 
were  both  regular  and  spacious,  appearing  more  hke  a 
civilizeil  town  than  the  abode  of  savageifi.  This  large  and 
well-built  Indian  town,  the  traveler's  description  of  which, 
it  must  be  confessed,  appears  somewhat  exaggerated,  had 
but  a  brief  existence,  for  in  less  than  thirty  years  only  a 
few  remains  of  fire-placiw  and  posts  wore  to  be  seen. 

The  Sacs  had  about  three  hundred  warriors  who  extended 
their  excursions  into  the  territories  of  the  Illinois  and 
Pawnee  nations.    Capt.  Cakvkk  says:

Tins  town  is  supposed  to  have  been  whore  Muscoda  ie. 
When  within  about  five  miles  of  tho  mouth  of  the  Wiscon- 
sin ho  diiicovered  tho  ruins  of  another  village,  and  learned 
that  it  hod  been  deserted  about  thirty  years  before,  and  that 
the  inhabitants  soon  after  built  a  town  on  the  Mississippi  river 
near  the  nioulh  of  tbo  Wisconsin,  at  a  place  called  by  the 
French  La  Prairie  des  Chiens.  It  was  a  large  town,  and 
contained  about  three  hundred  families.  It  was  the  great 
mart  where  furs  and  peltrios  wore  annually  brought  about 
tho  last  of  May  from  the  remote  branches  of  the  Mississippi, 
and  where  it  was  determined  by  a  general  council  of  tho 
chiefs  whether  to  dispose  of  them  to  traders  there,  or  to 
transport  them  either  to  Mackinaw  or  to  Ixuisiana. 

The  traders  with  Carver  took  up  their  residence  for  tlie 


so 
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winter  at  the  month  of  Yellow  River,  about  tun  miles  above 
Prairie  du  Cliien,  ou  tUe  opposite  bank  uf  tho  Mississippi, 
witito  lie  irith  ouo  toijdijcur  and  a  Mulmwk:  Iiidiun,  pusbud 
ou  ill  his  cuDOti  towards  the  Falls  of  SU  AjilUony. 

Ho  passed  Mount  Tremealeau,  which  ho  described,  and  on 
the  first  of  Novemlwr  arrived  at  Lake  IVpin,  where  he  sara 
he  observed  the  niins  of  a  French  factory,  where  Capt.  St. 
PiKKRK  resided  and  cai'ried  on  a  very  great  trade  with  the 
Naiirtowlsaies,  before  the  reduction  of  Canada,  It  was  here 
the  &v»t  trading  houses  north  of  the  lUiuois  River  were 
erected.  (As  early  as  l«^r.  Nicholas  Pehrot  was  trading  in 
the  neighborhood  of  the  Sioux,  and  according  toCiiAULEVoix, 
he  built  a  fort  near  tho  mouth  of  the  lake.) 

The  pr«-'-historic  tumuli,  which  arc  found  in  80  many 
places  near  the  banks  of  the  Missis&tppt,  did  not  escape  the 
observation  of  Cauvkk,  and  he  was  the  Brst  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  civilized  world  to  their  existence. 

He  flr»t  made  the  acquaintiUice  of  the  Dakota  Indie 
Boar  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Croix  Kiver,  probably  near  Pros- 
cott,  and  had  the  good  fortune  to  make  a  treaty  of  peace 
between  that  nation  and  the  Chippewaii,  at  a  time  when  an 
eugai;enicnt  was  imminent,  iit  return  for  which  kindly  act 
tho  Indians  bestowed  upon  him  evory  possible  attention. 

In  his  further  progress  he  came  to  a  remarkable  cave  oa 
the  bank  nf  the  Mississippi,  about  thirty  mileo  below  thft| 
Falls  of  St^  Anthony,  of  which  he  says:

The  walls  he  describes  as  being  a  soft  stone,  upon  which 
wore  cut  many  ancient  hieroglyphics,  ami  the  cave  was  bo- 
lieved  by  the  Indians  to  be  the  dwelling  of  the  "Great 
Spirit"  It  lias  been  materially  altered  by  the  action  of  the 
elements,  the  roof  has  fallen  in,  and  the  entrance  has  been 
choked  up  by  rock  and  earth;  ao  that  in  l.s3o,  8ciiooi,cbaf»4 
was  led  into  the  error  of  supposing  that  tlie  cave  near  St 
Paul,  now  known  as  the  "  Fountain  Cave,"  was  the  one 
described  by  Car\tir.  Tho  track  of  a  railroad  runs  along 
the  bunk  of  the  river  directly  in  front  of  the  cave,  in  the 
Construction  of  which  the  ciive  i.;  virtually  destroyed,  and 
the  stream  which  flowed  through  it  now  supplies  a  water- 
tank,  while  the  subterranean  lake  has  disappeare<). 

On  reacliing  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Peters  river,  ten  miles 
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below  tlie  falls  of  St.  Anthony,  called  hy  tho  natives  Wad- 
da- paw- men -o-so-tor,  the  ice  became  so  troubU-Kome  thai  he 
Ipft  his  canoo.  and  walked  to  the  Fallsof  St,  Anthony  where 
he  arrived  Novcmher  irth.  He  RiveR  a  very  particular 
di.'«cription  of  them,  accompanie*!  by  a  copppr-plate  engrav- 
ing.  fmm  which  it  woulrl  seem  that  a  constant  re<%!)Aion  of 
tliL'  rock  has  bet>n  going  on.  which  has  ;rra'lually  reduced 
the  huittht  of  the  fall,  and  that  in  a^us  long  pa»t,  tliis  sub- 
Itnw  cataract  of  the  Mississippi,  Ihunduriug  in  its  Kolitudv, 
was  not  far  from  thy  iiuirul  cliffs,  upon  which  were  orecEod 
(be  barracks  of  the  garrison  at  Fort  Snellin;;. 

This  pcrsovering  explorer  cnnthiued  on  foot>  antil  he 
reached  the  river  St,  Francis  or  Klk  river,  about  sixty  mtle«i 
above  the  falls,  but  as  the  spason  w.is  far  aclvancRtl,  he 
retumotl,  and  on  the  2oth  of  November  commenced  with 
his  canoe  the  ascent  of  the  St.  Peters  river,  now  caMeii  the 
Minnesota,  which  he  found  free  from  ice.  and  proceeded 
some  two  hundred  miles  to  tin-  country  of  the  Xaudowissjefi, 
or  Sioux  of  the  plains,  which  was  the  western  limit  of  his 
travels.  With  thcsu  Intliuns  )m  spent  five  months,  and  was 
well  treated.  He  learned  their  language,  and  acquired  all 
the  geographical  information  they  could  im[>art. 

Capt.  Cakvkk  left  his  hibernal  abode  the  latter  end  of 
April  and  descended  to  the  Mississippi,  escorted  by  nearly 
three  hundred  Indinns,among  whom  worp  many  chiefs.  It 
was  the  hahit  of  these  bands  to  go  annually  at  this  seaMQ 
to  the  great  cave,  to  hold  n  gran<l  council  with  all  the  other 
bands.  Carver,  on  this  occasion,  wafi  admitted  to  the  ^rond 
council,  and  made  a  speech  which  ts  published  in  his  travels. 
This  wa*t  on  the  Isl  of  May,  l?C7. 

At  this  time,  m  claimed  by  his  heirs  and  thoir  assignees, 
two  of  the  cbieffi  of  the  Noudowiswiea  gave  to  Capt,  C'akver 
a  deed  of  a  large  tract  of  land  lying  in  Wisconsin  and  Min- 
nesota, tHiunded  as  follows:

These  boundaries  extend  east  to  the  range  line  between 
rangeti  3  and  4  ^ast,  north  to  the  south  lino  of  Douglass 
county  and  south  to  the  *outh  line  of  Clark  county.and  em- 
brace the  whole  of  the  counties  of  Popin,  Pierce,  St.  Croix, 
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BRrron,  Duun.  Eau  Claire.  Clark,  Cluppti'wu,  Washburn, 
Sftwycr,  Price,  and  Taylor,  with  parts  of  Buffalo,  Trwnpea- 
Icuu,  Jackson,  Wood,  Jlarathon.  Lincohj,  Cumott.  Polk  and 
Ashland,  with  a  part  of  Minnesota,  and  contain  uu  area  of 
about  fourteen  thouiiand  Rquaro  miles. 

Whether  such  a  deed  wa."*  ever  made,  and  is  not  a  mero 
fiction,  has  t^iven  rise  to  many  well-foundeil  doiilitn.  It  is 
not  apoken  of  by  Cakvkr  in  his  "Journal"  of  hia  travels. 
However  the  fact  may  be,  it  is  well  known  that  the  Naudo* 
wissies,  or  Sioux  of  the  plains,  had  no  claim  to  any  territory 
east  of  the  Grwit  River,  and  as  iho  two  Indians  liy  whom 
this  deed  purports  to  have  been  signed  were  chiefs  of  tliis 
tribe,  thoy  were  Brautinu  that  t<j  which  they  had  no  claim. 

If  the  authenticity  of  the  deod  bo  ciinceded,  as  wull  as 
the  validity  of  the  title  of  the  Rruntors,  thw  transaction  was 
in  direct  violation  of  the  proclamation  of  his  kint;,  made 
less  than  three  years  before,  of  which  Capt.  Cakvkk  was 
no  doubt  aware,  which  strictly  enjoined  and  required  that 
no  private  person  should  presume  to  make  any  purchase 
of  any  land  from  any  Indian. 

A  petition  of  tlie  heirs  of  Carver  and  their  assignooB, 
for  the  recognition  of  the  validity  of  their  title  under  this 
grant,  appears  to  have  hoeu  presented  to  congress  as  early 
as  180G,  and  referred  to  a  committee  of  the  senate,  but  no 
report  seems  to  have  been  made.  Subsequently,  January 
23,  1823,  Mr.  Van  Dykk,  from  the  committee  on  public 
lands,  submitted  to  the  senate  a  report  upon  a  like  peti- 
tion, concluding  with  a  resolution,  that  the  prayer  of  tho 
petitioners  ought  not  to  bo  granted. 

A  similar  petition  was  presenteil  to  the  next  cougnns, 
and  on  the  'Unh  of  January,  1S35,  a  report  was  mode  by 
Mr.  Camfbkll  of  Ohio,  from  the  coicuiittee  on  private  land 
claims,  which  contains  a  most  exhaustivu  discussion  of  all 
the  questions  involved,  and  demonstrates  most  conclusively 
that  there  was  no  foundation  for  the  pretended  claim,  and 
that  it  was  utterly  worthless. 

In  a  letter  from  Lord  Pai-mkhston,  dated  February  R,  18S4, 
to  Hon.  Aaron  Vait,,  then  charge  d'affaires  of  the  United 
States  to  Great  Britain,  is  the  statement  in  reference  to  this 
claim  that 

**  Ko  trftCD  hu  bnu>  foim J  <jt  uv  ratldcuUon  ot  (lio  Ennt  In  qiiiwllnn  br  lUi  JtatnCy** 

A  claim  of  somewhat  the  same  kind  was  made  by  the 
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'  Illinois  and  Wnbash  Land  Company,"  for  a  larffe  territory 
in  Illinois,  undor  a  grant  claimed  to  have  Ix^u  mado  to 
Wii.uAM  MriutAY  in  urs,  and  met  a  like  fate  at  the  hands 
of  congress  as  the  Cakv£k  claim. 

The  validity  of  claims  founded  on  actual  nettlement  and 
improvement,  without  other  pretended  title,  has  been  recog- 
nizfl  by  the  United  Slates  Rovernment.  Of  this  character 
wf  re  all  the  claimtt  to  landi«  at  (.Ireeii  Bay  and  Prairie  du 
Chicn,  which,  on  examination,  have  been  confirmed  by  the 
general  Rovemment. 

In  continuing  the  account  of  the  travels  of  Capt.  CAttVER, 
it  appears  that  having  first  ascertained  that  the  goods  which 
Gov.  KoGKRS  hod  promised  to  send  to  the  Falls  of  St.  An- 
thony for  him.  had  not  arrived,  ho  decided  to  return  to 
Prairie  du  Chion,  abandoning  for  tho  present  his  original 
plan  of  proceeding  further  to  the  Northwest.  Here  he  ob- 
tained from  the  traders  what  goods  they  could  spare,  but  as 
thoy  were  not  sufficient,  he  determined  to  make  his  way 
across  the  country  of  the  Chippewaa  to  Lake  Superior,  where 
he  hoped  to  meet  the  traders  that  annually  went  from 
Mackinaw  to  the  Northwest,  from  whom  he  thought  he 
should  be  able  to  obtain  what  goods  he  required. 

In  the  month  of  June  Cakvkr  left  Prairie  du  Chien,  and 
leaving  tlie  Mississippi  River,  he  ascended  the  Chippewa, 
near  the  head  waters  of  which  he  found  a  Chippewa  village, 
composed  of  forty  houses  adjacent  to  a  .small  lake.  He  left 
this  villago  in  July,  and  having  crossed  a  number  of  small 
lakes  and  portages  that  iutur^'ened.  came  to  a  head  branch  of 
tlie  St.  Croix  River — probably  tho  Nomekagon.  This  branch 
he  descended  to  a  fork,  and  then  ascended  another— proba- 
bly one  of  the  Totogatics  —  to  its  source.  On  both  thc*c 
branches  he  discovered,  as  he  says,  several  miiie6  of  virgin 
copper,  very  pure.  That  many  of  the  outcrops  of  rock  upon 
those  branches  are  cupriferous  has  been  shown  by  the  ex- 
ploratiotis  of  the  late  geological  survey  of  tlie  state,  but 
" mines  of  virgin  copper"  will  be  developed  only  as  the 
result  of  more  labor  than  has  yet  been  bestowed  upon  them. 

i<'rom  this  lust  brunch  he  made  a  portage  to  a  stream 
which  flowed  into  Lake  Superior.  Descending  this  ho 
coasted  around  the  western  extremity  of  tho  lake,  and 
finally  arrived  at  tho  Grand  Portugo  on  tho  north  shore. 
Here,  although  he  obtained  much  information  about  the 
lakes  and  rivers  tying  to  the  northwest,  he  could  noX  v'^^- 
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cure  tho  goods  he  wontt-d.  and  was  oompt-Ued  to  gfivo  up 
the  one  grt-ut  object  of  his  tmvels,«nd  return  to  Mackinaw, 
where  he  nrrived  the  bf>(rinning  of  November.  Be  spent 
th(!  winter  at  Mackinaw,  and  retumod  to  Boston  the  follow- 
ing year,  having  heon  al>f.enttwo  years  and  five  nionthR,aiid 
traversed  seven  thousand  mile?. 


CHAPTER  V. 


PBOGRESS  OF  8BTTLKME.VT8   IN  TUB  NORTHWEST,  AND  TKAKS- 
FKK   TO   UKITJHU  .ILKISDICTION. 

The  history  of  the  war  with  the  Outa^nniics  on  Fox  River 
after  their  failure  to  destroy  Detroit  in  1713,  naturally  led  to 
an  account  of  the  Dr  LANCii.ADB8  and  of  evunt»  intimately 
conncct^'d  with  thuni,  causing  a  digression  from  the  chron- 
ological narrutivu  which  bad  hccu  attempted  and  which 
will  now  be  resumfwl. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  eighteenth  century,  the  prog- 
ress of  settlement  and  industry  in  the  Wabush  country  was 
very  considonible.  As  early  as  1705  fifte'vn  thoutiand  skins 
and  hides  had  hc^in  sunt  to  Mobile  for  the  Europe^in  market 
In  171ti  the  French  population  of  that  fertile  rx-gion  kept  up 
a  lucrative  trade  with  Mobile,  by  meaiis  of  traders  and  vojf' 
ayeura.  Agriculture  Hoon  began  to  flourish,  and  in  I74Q,Bix 
huudnnl  bjvi-relB  of  flour  were  manufactured  and  shipped  to 
New  Orleans,  besides  large  quantities  of  hides,  l»eltry,  tallow 
anfl  beeswax. 

In  1730  the  Illinois  country,  not  including  the  Wabash 
valley,  contained  one  hundred  and  forty  French  fnmilieit, 
besides  about  six  hundred  convertwl  Indians,  many  traders, 
vot/ageurs  and  i-otirierti  du  bois.  About  twenty  years  later 
(1751)  it  contained  six  distinct  Acttlcments,  with  their  re- 
spective villages.  These  wore  Cahokia,  St.  Philip,  Fort 
Chartrcs,  Kaskoskia,  Prairie  du  Hochier.  and  St.  Genevieve. 
Kaakoskia  in  its  Itest  days,  under  the  French  regime,  con- 
tained two  or  llireu  thousand  inhabitants,  but  under  British 
dominion  the  population  in  1773  had  decreased  to  four  hun- 
dred and  fifty  souU. 

The  ambition  of  the  French  w<is  to  preserve  the  posseflsion 
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of  all  iiiiitcrliini  points  in  Uio  Uorthwost,  and  to  prevent  tho 
c*lit;litfsl  alt(.'iri]it  of  llu*  Kiij^lish  to  occupy  any  part  of  the 
torritory  w-t^st  of  the  Alle^chanieft,  and  French  commanders 
had  avowed  thf  purpose?  of  (Mailing every  Englishman  within 
the  Ohio  Valli\v.  In  1753  the  Ohio  company  opened  a  road 
into  tlie  western  valley,  and  Gist  osUiblfBhixl  a  plantation 
neap  tho  Yougliiogeuy,  where  eleven  families  settled,  and  a 
town  and  furt  we«>  marked  out  on  Shurtee's  creek. 

Gov.  DiNWiDDiK,  fearful  for  the  safety  of  these  pioneer 
settlers  npon  the  wefltern  dominion  of  Virginia,  in  Novem- 
ber, 17.13,  sent  Washixoton  — then  twenty-one,  to  the 
cnmmander  of  the  French  forces  on  the  Ohio  river,  to 
know  liis  reasons  for  invading  tho  British  dominions. 
Tho  commaiidor,  Gardeur  De  St.  Pbrke,  refused  to  dis- 
cuss questions  of  right.  "I  am  here,"  said  he,  "by  the 
orders  of  my  genenil,  to  which  1  shall  conform  with  exact- 
ness and  resolution."  Wabihnoton  hastened  homeward  to 
Virginia,  where,  after  many  hardshipet  and  dangers,  he 
arrived  in  January.  1 7.'54.  WAsmNOTos's  report  wa.s  followed 
by  immediate  activity.  The  Virginians  had  commenced  a 
fort  at  the  forks  of  the  Ohio,  which,  on  the  17th  of  April, 
they  surrendered  to  tho  suiierior  forces  of  tlio  Frencrh,  who 
orrupierl  and  fortified  it  aod  named  it  Du  Quesne,  from  the 
governor  of  New  l-'rance,  Pittsburg  now  occupies  its  site. 
On  the  i7th  of  May,  Washivctos,  followed  by  only  forty 
raw  recruits  and  a  few  Slingo  allies,  coming  upon  the 
Fn-nrh,  himself  fin'd  the  first  hostile  gun.  which  kindled 
the  wnrld  into  a  flame,  and  was  the  signal  fur  the  groat 
French  war  which  ensued.  The  engagement  was  short. 
Ten  of  the  French,  among  them  JrMON^'iixK.  the  com- 
mander of  the  party,  wore  killed,  and  twonty-ono  made  pris- 
onerB. 

On  the  first  day  of  Jidy,  Washington,  not  being  reinforced 
as  he  ex|H'rted.  was  eompelied  to  fatl  back  npon  Fort  Neces- 
aity,  a  rude  stoekade  at  Great  Meadows^  Here  for  nine 
hnum  the  firo  of  the  French  was  retiimed,  when,  at  last, 
after  thirty  of  ihe  English  and  hut  threoof  tho  French  were 
killed,  terms  of  eapittdalion  were  accepted.  On  the  4th  day 
of  July,  the  English  garrison,  retaining  all  it«  effects,  with- 
drew from  the  basin  of  the  Ohio,  an<]  no  standard  but  that 
ot  France  floated  in  the  whole  valley  of  the  Mississippi  to 
its  head  springs  in  the  .Vlleghanies. 

The  next  year  the  contest  for  the  poBsession  of  'Fcjrt'OM 
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Quesne  vox  renewed,  and  Gen.  Braddoce's  signal  defeat  on 
tho  banks  of  tbu  MoDongahvlu  occurred  ou  the  9th  of  JUI7, 
J7M.  From  tliat  period  to  th«  victory  of  Gen.  Wolfe  at 
Quebec  in  September  17Sn,  various  eugagemont^  had  taken 
place  between  the  Eni^litili  and  French  with  various  for- 
tunes. At  length,  on  the  !^th  of  September,  1  rco,  Ticonderoga, 
Crown  Point,  Niagara  and  Quebec  having  previously  fallen, 
Montreal,  Detroit  and  all  Canada  were  given  up  to  thaj 
English  by  the  French  governor,  and  the  principal  p08tt 
ou  thu  Ohio  paiisod  into  the  poseeK$ion  of  the  English.  The 
post  of  Detroit  wuji  given  by  the  French  into  the  hands  of 
Major  Rogers  on  tlio  25th  of  November,  I'OO,  and  from  this 
period  the  French  power  in  this  region  was  forever  over- 
thrown. 

The  affection  of  the  Indians  for  the  French  was  deeply 
rooted,  and  by  the  commingling  of  blood,  created  the  strot 
ties  of  nature  between  them,  whicli  even  now  continues.'' 
Through  all  the  changes,  in  the  country  that  time  has 
wrought,  the  French  language  still  partially  holds  its  place, 
and  this  is  especially  observable  in  thu  vicinity  of  Qrcea 
Bay  ant]  Prairie  du  Chien. 

The  first  settlements  made  by  the  French  on  tho  east  aide 
of  the  Mississippi  river  were  at  Cahokia,  St.  Phillips,  La 
Prairie  du  Rocher  and  Kaskaskia.  The  first  is  situated 
nearly  opposite  to  St.  Ixtuis,  and  contained  about  one  hun- 
dred and  twc-nty  liouses;  the  second  became  extinct;  the  third 
is  about  tw.dve  miles;  above  Ka-skaskta  and  contained  thirty- 
two  houses,  Kankuskia  is  situated  about  suveu  inlles  up  a 
river  of  thn  same  name,  though  not  more  than  three  miles 
from  thn  Mississippi,  nearly  opiwsilo  to  St.  Genevieve,  and 
about  ftfty-five  miles  below  Cahokia.  This  village  was  onca 
considered  as  the  capital  of  the  country,  and  was  rich  and 
popnlinis  and  contained  two  thousand  or  three  thousand  in- ' 
habitants,  but  under  the  British  dominion  as  late  as  i;j3,  it 
conuiined  only  live  hundred  whites  and  as  many  blacks, 
and  at  a  later  period  it  was  reduced  to  forty-five  families. 
This  loss  of  population  was  occasionL-d  largely  by  its  being 
transferred  to  tho  west  side  of  the  Mississippi,  principally 
to  St,  Louis.  Two  causes  mainly  produced  this  result,  Thd 
first  was  the  ordinance  of  l?87  which  prohibited  slavery 
in  the  Northwestern  Territory.  The  slave-holders  were 
disposed  to  retain  their  slaves,  and  to  do  it  effectually,  thoy 
abandoned  their  ancient  habitations  and  joined  their  friends 
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In  the  tlifii  doiniiiinii!)  of  Spain.  The  w^oond  was  the  rup- 
ture in  1 7:'?,  wUon  an  attack  from  CaiiaiJa  was  projected  on 
the  Spanish  possessions  along  the  Mississippi  rivor.  At  this 
pcrifxl  Simiu  was  houud  to  uvacuato  all  her  military  posts  on 
the  eufc(  side  of  that  river  to  the  north  of  the  31st  degree  of 
north  iatttudo,  and  Upper  Louisiana  was  tho  only  barrier 
Khe  had  to  oppose  tlie  descent  of  the  Kni^lish.  The  di&tanco 
of  this  province  from  tJie  capital,  added  to  a  wilderness  of 
nearly  a  thoti^and  miles  in  extent  between  them,  seemed  to 
point  out  the  necessity  of  strengthening  it,  and  Bhe  oon> 
oeived  it  good  policy  to  populate  it  by  citiz^nsof  the  United 
Statot!. 

Additional  proopecta  wero  therefore  held  out  to  settlers, 
and  pains  were  taken  to  disseminate  them  in  every  direc- 
tion. Lar^e  qiiiuitities  of  land  were  granted  them,  with  no 
otlier  cost  than  office  fee«  and  surveys,  which  were  moder- 
ate. Tiiis  accounts  for  the  rapid  settlement  of  Upper 
Louisiana,  three  Rfthg  of  the  population  of  which,  in  1804, 
conaist4.Hl  of  English  Americans. 

In  the  time  of  Father  Charlkvoix,  irai.Kaskofikia  con- 
tained u  Jesuit  college,  the  ruins  of  which  remained  a  cen- 
tury later. 

All  (he  four  villages  east  of  the  Mississippi  were  foimded 
ahouttheyedr  ULS-'J  by  La  Sallb  or  his  followers.  They 
were  all,  as  were  the  intermediate  settlements,  situated  on 
a  fertile  iMttoni,  which  commences  at  the  mouth  of  the  Kas- 
kuskia  river  and  extemis  nearly  to  the  Illinois,  a  distance  of 
about  eighty  mile«,  about  four  to  six  miles  wide,  now  called 
the  "American  Bottom.''  It  is  bounded  in  tho  rear  by  a 
ridge  uf  lime-rock,  which  in  many  places  ts  perpendicular 
and  lAO  to  ^>00  feet  in  height. 

While  the  French  were  in  possctsslon  of  the  country  they 
built  several  fortx.  One  at  Kaskaskia,  which  is  wholly 
destroyed. 

They  also  had  one  on  the  Ohio,  about  thirty-six  miles  from 
the  Mississippi,  which  the  Indians  took  by  a  curious  strat- 
am.  A  numlier  of  them  appeared  in  the  day-time  ou  tho 
Poppostto  »ide  of  the  river,  each  of  whom  was  disguised  with 
a  bear-skin.  arA  walked  on  all  fours.  The  French  supposed 
them  to  bo  bears,  and  crossed  tho  river  in  pursuit  of  them. 
The  troops  who  did  not  cross  left  their  quarters  and  went  to 
the  river  to  see  the  sport.  In  the  meantime  a  large  body  of 
warriors,  who  were  concealed  near  the  fort,  silently  enlcred 
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it  withniit  opposition,  and  very  few  of  the  French  escaped 
the  cwrnagt!.  They  afterwards  built  another  fort  on  the 
namo  gnuinrt,  and  calltnl  it  Massac, 

Fort  Chartres  was  built  in  1  T'iQ,  and  much  repaired  in  17S0. 
It  is  Bituated  in  tliu  neighborhood  of  Prairie  du  R/wher,  and 
was  orginally  abont  one  mile  and  a  half  from  the  Mit»iR>«ippi. 
Its  fijfure  was  quadrilateral,  with  four  bastions,  the  wholo 
of  which  was  comi»oBed  of  limestone  well  cemented.  Each 
side  measured  about,  :U0  fei?!.  The  "'nils  were  fifteen  fwt 
high  ami  about  thi>H>  feet  thick.  'I'licre  was  a  spacious 
square  of  barracks  with  stone  walls  and  a  capacious  maga- 
xino  and  two  deep  wells.  Each  portor  loop-hole  was  formed 
by  four  solid  cliffs  or  blocks  of  free  stone,  workfid  smooth 
and  into  proper  shapes.  All  the  cornices  and  casements 
about  the  gates  and  buildings  were  of  the  same  materia)  anJ 
appeared  to  great  advantaKe,  It  was  originally  intended  as 
a  place  of  refuge  for  the  inliabitanttt  of  the  adjacent  country 
in  time  of  war.  Some  years  after  it  was  built  the  Mississippi 
broke  over  its  banks  and  formed  a  clianncl  so  near  the  fort, 
that  one  sidt3  of  it  and  two  of  its  bastions  wvre  thrown  down. 
This  circumstance  induct-d  its  abandonment  in  1772,  and 
since  that  period  the  inhabitants  have  taken  away  great 
quantities  of  materials  from  it  to  adorn  their  own  buildiD£^:. 
and  it  became  a  splendid  ruin. 

It  wa.s  on  the  I'Hh  of  Octol>er,  nCi.  that  the  ensign  of 
Prance  was  replaced  on  the  ramparts  of  Fort  Chartree  by 
ihv  flag  of  Great  Britain.  For  nearly  ninety  yoai-s  Illinois 
bad  been  in  the  actual  occupation  of  tlie  French,  their  settle- 
ments on  the  far-off  waters  of  the  Kaskaskia,  Illinois  and 
AVaba.'th  slumliering  quietly  in  colonial  dependence,  and 
although  for  more  than  one  hundred  years  she  had  been  con- 
slructively  a  part  of  Florida,  no  Spaniard  ha<i  set  foot  ujion 
her  soil  or  rested  his  eye  upon  her  beautiful  prairies.  But 
the  Anglo-Saxon  had  gained  at  Inst  a  permanent  foot-hold 
on  the  banks  of  the  great  river,  and  a  new  life,  iui^tiuct  with 
energy  and  progress,  was  about  to  be  infused  into  the 
country. 

M.  Nkvon  de  Villikrs.  long  the  commandant  of  Port 
Chiirtres,  kept  from  the  French  and  Indians  so  long  as  ho 
could  a  knowledge  of  the  eession  of  tho  country  to  Great 
Britain,  and  finally,  rather  than  dwell  under  the  detested 
flag  of  the  conqueror,  he  abandoned  Illinois  in  the  summer 
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of  ITiU.  atnl  went  to  New  Orleans,  followed  liy  many  of  tho 
inltabiiatits. 

The  commaud  of  Uie  fort  au<l  country  tlien  devolved  niion 
M.8T.AN<iEOEBELLEiiivE.avctt'mnCitniidiaiiFreiirhoffirer 
of  raro  tact  and  large  ox|»erience,  why  forty  yean*  Ijiifore 
had  CACorted  Chaklkvoix  throuK))  the  country,  wlio  nioii- 
tionfi  him  with  commendation.  His  position  roquire<)  skill 
and  addroris  to  save  his  ffeebly  colony  from  a  renewed  war 
witJi  the  English  and  from  a  Koni-ral  massaore  by  the  in- 
cetuwd  hordes  of  savages  under  Poxtiac,  by  whom  he  was 
aurroundwl.  He  had  been  advised  by  the  homo  government 
«f  the  cession  to  the  British  an<l  ortiered  to  surrender  the 
country  upon  their  arrival  to  claim  it. 

After  the  evacuation  of  Fort  Chartres,  he  also  retired  from 
thtf  country,  condttcting  his  small  i^arrison  of  twenty-one 
Boldicns  to  ihi?  infant  »L-lt[emont  of  St,  Louis,  where  in  the 
absence  of  any  SpnniKh  rulo  as  yet,  ho  contiuu<-d  to  exercise 
the  functions  of  his  ofBcu  with  great  satisfuelion  to  tlio 
people  until  November,  1770,  when  his  authority  wn»  supi-r- 
scdod  by  PiERNAS,  commandant  under  the  Spanish  govern- 
ment. 

The  civil  jurisdiction  of  Spain  we«t  of  the  Mississippi  ron- 
ferrod  by  the  secn/l  ti'eaty  of  November  S,  17G2,  was  not  on- 
forced  iu  Upper  Louisiana  until  174^. 

The  exodus  of  the  old  Canadian  French,  induced  by  the 
causes  ain'ady  stated  for  the  migration  from  Ku>tkuskiii,  was 
large  just  Ivefure  and  during  the  British  oecupation.  Uo- 
witling  to  dwell  under  the  flag  of  their  hereditary  enemy, 
many,  including  some  of  the  wealthiest  families,  removed 
with  their  slaves  and  other  personal  effects  mostly  to  Upper 
Louisiana,  just  across  the  Mississippi,  and  settled  in  the 
Bniall  hamlet  of  St.  Oeaevieve.  Others  joined  and  aided 
Lbclrde  in  founding  SI.  Louis,  the  site  of  which  had  then 
but  just  been  selected  as  a  depot  for  the  fur  company  of 
Louisiana. 

The  number  of  inhabitants  of  foreign  lineage  at  this  time 
in  the  niinois  settlements  was  estimated  as  follows:  White 
men  able  to  bear  arms,  700;  white  women,  .'hmi;  their  childrt-u, 
850;  blacks  of  both  sexes,  !>00;  total,  S,950.  By  the  hegira 
one-third  of  the  whites  and  nearly  all  the  blacks  migrated, 
leaving  probably  lei^s  than  I>lO  )«oul»  at  tJie  commencement 
of  the  British  occupation,  and  the  population  was  not  In- 
oreabed  during  the  uoaecssion  by  the  British.    Few  If.n^XvcXv 
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or  Americans,  otiior  tban  British  troops,  traders,  officers  and 
favored  land  speculators,  wore  soon  tboro  during  Ibis  time, 
nor  uutil  the  conquest  by  Clakk  in  I'iTS. 

The  first  British  commandant  was  Capt.  Stiruno  of  tbo 
iand  Royal  HitJibinnders.  He  was  the  bearer  of  a  procla- 
mation made  by  Oen.  Oagi:,  commander  of  alt  the  Brilieih 
forces  in  North  America,  wliich  bore  d.it«  in  New  York, 
l>ecember  ao.  1704,  and  was  published  by  Capt.  Stikuno  on 
his  arri%'al  in  Illinois. 

By  this  proclamation  it  was  dolured  that:

It  recommended  to  the  inhabitants  "to  conduct  tbom- 
Helves  like  tiooti  and  faithful  tiubjects,  and  act  in  concert 
with  His  Majesty's  officers," 

Capt.  Stikliku  died  some  three  mouths  after  his  arrival, 
leaving  the  office  of  commandant  vacant. 

Under  these  circumstances  their  former  beloved  com- 
mandaut,  M.  St.  Angk  returned  to  Fort  Cliartres  and  dis- 
cbai-god  the  duties  of  Uie  otHcu  until  a  successor  to  Capt. 
Stiklino  should  be  sent  out. 

Major  Frazeb  was  next  sent  from  Fort  Pitt.  He  exercised 
ft  brief  but  arbitrary  power  over  the  sotlletneuls,  when  he 
was  relieved  by  a  Col.  Reid,  who  provL^d  for  the  colonists  a 
bad  oxxhauRe.  F"or  eiBhtuen  montlis  ho  enacleil  the  petty 
tyrant  by  a  series  of  military  oppressions  over  these  feeble 
Bettlemcnts. 

Col.  BBrn  was  at  last,  however,  removed  and  succeeded 
by  Lieut.  Col.  Wilkins,  who  arrived  September  5, 1768. 

On  the  21st  of  November,  170.'',  Col.  Wilkiks  issued  his 
proclamation  for  a  civil  administration  of  tbo  laws  of  the 
countrj'. 

For  thin  purpose,  ho  appointed  seven  magistrates  or 
judges  from  among  the  people  as  a  civil  tribunal,  to  expound 
the  principles  of  the  common  law  of  England.     .\  term  of 
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this  court  was  lieM  Decfmber  6,  17C8,  at  Fort  Clmrtres, 
which  was  the  first  common  law  jurisdiction  ever  exerciwMl 
in  what,  within  twenty  years,  became  tlie  Norlhwait^m 
Temt4.ry  of  the  United  States.  The  court  was  a  nonde- 
script afTafr.  It  was  a  court  of  first  autl  last  resort  —  no 
a))[>L'al  lay  from  it.  It  was  the  lii^hest  as  woll  as  tho 
lowest — the  only  court  in  the  country.  The  trial  by  jury, 
the  French  mind  was  unable  to  appreciate.  They  thought 
it  very  wonderful  that  the  Kii^lish  should  refer  the  deter- 
mination of  nice  questions  relating  to  the  right  of  property 
to  a  tribunal  consistinic  of  tailors,  shoemakers  or  other 
artiKans  and  trades  people,  rather  than  to  judges  learned 
iu  the  law.    The  attoriipt  was  a  failure. 

In  1774,  the  English  parliamont  restored  to  the  people 
their  ancient  laws  in  civil  cases,  without  the  trial  by  jury; 
([tiaranteed  the  free  exercise  of  their  religion  and  rehabili- 
tated the  Homan  Catholic  clergy  with  the  pri%-ilege6  stipu- 
lated in  the  articles  of  capitulation  of  Montreal  in  17fiO. 
The  act  was  known  as  the  "Quebec  Bill."  The  colonies 
on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  took  great  umbrngo  at  one  por* 
lion  of  this  law.  which  extended  the  province  of  Quebec  to 
ttie  Mississippi,  including  hU  the  French  inhabitants  at  De- 
troit, Mackinaw,  on  the  Wnbash  and  in  the  Illinois  coun- 
try, and  it.i  enactment  was  one  of  the  grievances  specified 
in  the  declaration  of  independence. 

Tho  most  noticeable  feature  of  Col.  Wn-Kis's  admints* 
Iration.  was  the  wonderful  liberality  witli  which  ho  par- 
celed out  tho  domain  over  which  he  ruled,  in  large  tracts  to 
his  favorites  in  Illinois.  Philadelphia  and  elsewhere,  with 
no  other  consideration  than  requiring  them  to  reconvey  an 
interest  to  himself. 

Sctthtrs  now  began  rapidly  to  survey  the  country  betwoea 
the  Alleghanies  an<l  the  M  ississippi  and  prepare  for  occupa- 
tion. During  the  year  1770  a  numlkT  of  persons  from  Vir- 
ginia and  other  British  provinces  explored  and  marked  out 
many  of  the  most  valuable  lands  on  the  Monongahela  and 
along  the  hanks  of  the  Ohio.  Pittsburgh  was  at  this  time  a 
trading  post,  about  which  was  clustered  a  village  of  some 
twenty  houses,  inhabited  by  Indian  traders.  The  trade  from 
the  posts  was  quite  good,  and  from  those  in  Illinois  largce 
quantities  of  pork  and  flour  found  their  way  to  the  New 
Orleans  market. 

In  l77i  Gov.  DcifMOBK,  of  Virginia,  began  to  encourage 
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t^mJKration  to  the  western  lands.  He  appointed  maRistratoB 
at  Fort  Pitt,  claiming:  that  it  was  wilhin  the  jurisdiction  of 
that  commonwealth. 

The  French  sotllcrK  in  the  west  were  predisposod  to  favor 
the  British  fji'^'^nimont  in  thu  war  with  the  colonies. hut  the 
early  alliiitice  between  France  and  the  United  Stales  soon 
brought  them  to  the  support  of  the  colonial  cause. 

At  the  period  of  the  surrender  of  the  posts  to  the  EnifliBh 
there  were  ahoiit  fifty  rottageR  on  the  strait  of  Detroit  with 
orcliards  by  their  side.  They  were  constructed  of  Injip!  with 
rocif  of  hark,  or  tliatched  with  straw,  "Wheat  wa.**  sown  in 
rows,  potatoes  were  first  introducwl  hy  the  English,  corn 
was  cultivatetl.  while  pt-Itrios  were  the  chief  circulating 
medium.  The  fir»t  hurseK  used  in  Detroit  wore  brought  from 
Fort  Du  Qucsne.  and  these  were  taken  from  the  English  hy 
thu  Indians  at  Bkauixhk's  defeat. 

The  succe«ision  of  autliority  over  the  Northwest  did  not 
bring  with  it  to  the  English  the  fnendithip  of  the  Algonquin 
tribiti  in  that  quarter.  The  new  masters  were  regarded  as 
intruders  by  the  Indians,  and  the  long-cherished  affection 
which  many  of  the  tribes  had  for  the  French  produced  an 
opposite  feeling  in  them  toward  the  new  people,  the  enemies 
of  their  great  French  father.  This  feeling  was  early  exhib- 
ited hy  P«KTIAC,  and  was  fully  developed  in  the  disatttrous 
events  which  quickly  followed  the  occupation  of  the  posta 
hy  the  English,  known  m  the  Pontiac  war. 

l*i>,N*TiAC  had  conceived  llie  great  design  of  driving  the 
English  at  once  and  effectually  from  the  country  by  a 
destruction  of  their  forts  and  strongholds.  His  plan  was  to 
unite  the  variouB  tribes  in  on<"  grand  confederat-y,  and  by  a 
simultaneous  attack  on  all  the  English  posts  to  mns.'^acre  the 
garrisons,  take  possession  of  the,te  posts,  drive  out  the 
British  from  the  land,  and  secure  the  return  of  the  French 

PosTtAC  called  a  grand  council  of  warriors  of  the  western 
tribes,  tho  Miamis,  Ottawas,  Chippewas,  Wyuudottes,  Pot 
awatamics,  Mississogas,  ShawancMe.  Oulagamies,  and  the 
Winneliagowi.  These  tribes  were  willing  to  join  the  confed 
ei-acy,  and  when  hostilities  were  commoncwl,  every  energ 
was  bent  to  their  effectual  prosecution,  in  tliat  stem  met' 
of  savage  warfare,  which  knows  no  mercy. 

Before  any  suspicion  had  been  excit<*fi  on  the  part  of  the 
English,  the  sanguinary  war  burst  upon  them  like  lightning 
from  tho  overcharged  tltunder-rloud.     In  the  month  of  Xcy, 
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17f>3.  the  attach  of  the  conf»dcrat«J  Indiaus  wa«  made 
mostly  at  the  same  time  on  all  the  Brilisli  jjusls.  eight  of 
which  were  captured,  viz.:  Ouiatenon.  Michillimnckinac.  St. 
Josephs,  3liami,  Sandusky,  ProRq'  isle,  Le  Heuf,  and  Ve- 

tnango,  and  at  Preisq'  Ule,  St.  Josephs  and  Mackinac,  and 
Ihere  was  a  general  slaughter  of  the  garrisons. 

The  garmou  of  Alichillimackiitac  at  thi«  time  con»isted  of 
ninety  privates,  two  subalterue  and  the  coraniandant,  and 

.the  Engtiuh  merchutits  at  the  fort  wore:  four  in  numher. 

'  Few  entertained  anxiety  couceriiittg  the  IiidiauM,  who  had 
no  wea{>on3  but  small  arms.  Meanwhile  the  Indianii  wero 
diuly  assembling  in  unusual  numberii,  hut  with  every  ap- 
pearance of  friendship,  frequenting  the  fort,  and  disposing 
of  their  peltries  in  such  a  manner  that  no  fears  of  danger 
existed. 

The  4tb  of  Juno  was  the  king's  birthday.  In  order  to  do 
honor  to  the  day.  ami  add  to  the  festivities,  it  watt  pivposed 
that  the  game  of  hatigiteway,  an  Indian  ball  play,  generally 
called  by  the  French  lejeu  de  la  eroase.  ehould  be  played 
between  the  Chippewas  and  Sacs  for  a  high  wager.  The 
game  is  played  with  a  bat  and  ball;  two  posts  are  planted 
in  tlie  ground  about  a  mile  apart,  and  each  party  having  its 
pofit,  the  object  is  to  propel  the  ball,  which  is  placed  in  the 
center,  towai'd  the  post  of  the  adversary.  To  view  tliis 
game.  Major  Etuehingtos.  the  commandant,  who  had 
wagered  on  th«  side  of  the  Chippewaa.  was  not  only  present 
himself,  but  all  the  garrisou  who  ec.uld  be  induced,  were  by 
some  pretext  drawn  outside  the  pickets,  in  order  to  weaken 
the  defenses  of  the  fort.  The  stratagem  of  the  Indians  was 
80on  developed. 

The  desiRu  was  to  throw  the  halt  over  the  pickets,  which 
was  accomplii<'hed,  and  as  in  the  heat  of  the  game  such  an 
event  WON  not  liable  to  excite  any  extraordinary  alarm,  m 
the  immediate  and  promiscuoiut  rushing  of  the  Tndiauii  into 
the  fort  in  purtiuit  of  the  ball  was  for  a  moment  regarded  as 
a  mere  natural  consequence.  But  in  an  instant  the  war-yell 
was  heard  within  the  pickets,  and  the  Indians  were  seen  fu. 
riously  cutting  down  and  scalping  evory  ElugUshman  whom 
they  could  discover.  Xo  k-ss  than  seventy  soldiers,  together 
with  Lieutenant  jEwnrrE,  had  been  killed,  and  but  twenty 
Englishmen,  including  soldiers,  were  still  alive.  Capt.  Eth- 
ERiNGtoK  and  Lieut.  I^kslie  escaped  death  by  the  bold  inter- 
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vention  of  Ciiaklbs  1>b  Lanoladk,  but  wure  held  as  prisoners 
by  their  savage  captors 

The  fort  at  Green  Hay  had  received  an  English  garrison 
in  1761,  which  conHisted  of  seventeen  men,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Lieutenant  Oorrkix;  hut  althougli  it  escaped  the 
fate  of  Jilichiltimackinac,  it  was  soon  ahaiiduiied.hy  orders 
of  Major  Ethkrinoton,  and  the  garrison,  with  Livutonant 
GoRRKLL  were  afterwards  escorted  by  a  hand  of  friendly 
Indians  to  L'Arhre  Croche,  where  they  met  with  Major 
Etukkikdtos  and  tho  remnant  of  his  command,  who  were 
still  detained  as  prisonenv  On  the  18th  of  July,  they  were 
liberated,  and  the  whole  party  reached  Montreal  by  way  of 
the  Ottawa  river,  about  the  middle  of  August.  Kxcppt  the 
garrison  of  Detroit,  not  a  British  soldier  now  remained  in 
the  region  of  the  lake«. 

Detroit  was  then  deemed  the  most  important  of  the  north- 
westurn  posts.  Postiac  dutenninod  lo  uudcrtako  it*  cap- 
ture in  person.  His  forces  consisted  of  eight  hundred  and 
twenty  warriors.  The  town  was  f^rrisoiied  by  one  hundred 
and  twenty-two  men  and  eight  officers,  of  whom  Major 
Gi.Ai>wvN  was  commandant.  P<.>ntia<;  havingfailed  togain 
possession  of  the  post  by  stratagem,  in  consequence  of  the 
treachery  of  a  squaw  who  informed  the  commandant  of  hia 
plans,  invested  the  post,  and  attempted  to  secure  its  capitu- 
lation hy  siege.  All  the  means  which  the  savage  mind 
could  suggest  were  employed  by  Poktiac  to  demolish  the 
settlement  of  Detroit.  Blazing  arrows  were  shot;  a  breach 
was  made  in  the  pickets;  flofitiug  tire  rafts  were  constructed 
and  sent  against  the  vessels  Ij'ing  in  the  river,  supplies  wer 
cut  off.  and  the  English  were  reduced  to  great  distress  from' 
the  diminution  of  their  rations. 

The  siege  of  Deti-oit  continued  for  about  a  year.  In  tho 
month  of  June.  1704,  General  Bradstreet  arrived  with  a 
force  of  three  thousand  men  for  the  purpose  of  compelling 
a  peace.  The  tribes  of  Poxtiac  laid  down  their  arms,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Delawares  and  Bhawanese,  con- 
cluded a  treaty  of  peace,  Pontiac,  however,  took  no  paiii 
in  the  negotiation,  and  soon  nfter  retired  to  the  Illinois, 
where  he  was  killed  in  17<i7,  by  a  Peoria  Indian. 

The  restoration  of  peace  between  the  now  masters  of  the 
country  and  the  Indian  tribes,  and  the  natural  deeire  of  the 
Knglistt  to  reap  the  advantages  of  their  new  posBessione. 
wen)  calculated  to  create  expectations  of  a  ip'adual  if  not 
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^W«dT  occupation  and  settlement  of  the  countrr  between 
the  grvat  lakes  and  the  Mbtsisaippi.  but  for  a  series  of  years, 
extcniiinK  to  a  period  later  than  the  termination  of  the 
Revolationary  war,  but  little  account  of  such  improvements 
is  to  be  found. 

When  Capt.  Carver  vLiited  Oreen  Bay  in  I7f>fl.  then*  liod 
been  al  that  place  no  icarrisoQ  since  the  fort  vra.«  nbandonoil 
by  IJiMit,  (toRRRt.u  tliroe  yean  U-fore.  A  fi>w  families 
livM  in  (\n-  fort  am)  opposite  to  it  on  thu  entut  »idL'  of  Fox 
rivtT  There  vrere  a  few  French  settli>rs  who  cultivated  the 
land  and  appeared  to  live  comfortably. 

Al  the  time  Capt.  Stir!,is().  coming  by  the  way  of  the 
Ohio,  established  his  headquarters  at  Fort  Chartres,  as 
prevtoufily  stated,  in  October,  :76S,  as  commandant  of  the 
Illinois  country  under  the  onlers  of  (Jen.  OAdiccommander- 
in-Tihief  of  his  Majefity's  forces  in  America,  the  Fri>iioh 
population  of  the  whole  country,  from  (he  Misftittsippi  i-ni^C* 
ward  to  the  Wabash,  was  prolMibly  not  \e»n  than  live 
thousand  persont^.  inchiding  about  Ave  hundred  ncg^ro 
slares.  Fort  Chartres,  subsequftully  called  "Fori  Oago," 
was  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Kaskn^kia  River,  opposite  the 
town  of  Kaskaekia. 

The  relations  betwceu  the  Freucli  settlen;  in  the  Illinois 
oountrj-  and  the  neighboriug  Indiun  tribes  were  of  the  most 
friendly  character.  Not  so  the  relations  between  the  Indians 
and  the  A  mericans.  Al  the  commencement  of  the  war  of  the 
Kevolutinn.  and  during  its  continuance,  the  savages  of  the 
Northwest  had  been  associated  as  allies  of  (ireat  Britain, 
and  employed  by  the  British  commanders  to  lay  waste  tho 
whole  frontier  country. 

Virginia  ctaim^'d  that  tlie  Illiuois  country,  and  of  course 
all  the  postK  within  it,  including  Detroit,  were  ombruce<i  by 
her  three  royal  charters.  Patrick  nEintY  was  governor  of 
Virginia,  and  a  secret  expedition  wa^  get  on  foot  for  the 
reduction  of  these  tiost^  under  the  authority  of  the  governor 
and  executive  council,  which  was  prompted  and  guided  by 
the  genius  and  enterprise  of  CoL  CiE<iKt:K  K(hiehs  (,'i„vkk. 

Col.  Clark  a'^sembled  his  force,  oonsisting  of  sis  incom* 
plete  companies  of  fifty  men  each,  at  the  Falls  of  the  Ohio, 
about  the  middle  of  June.  1T<)<.  On  the  ^Ith  they  descended 
the  river  in  keel-boats  as  far  as  Fort  Massac  From  Fort 
Massac  they  crossed  the  country  by  land,  and  on  tho  -Ith  of 
July  reached  a  point  witbin  two  miles  ot  Easkuskia.     In 
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the  dead  of  night,  two  divisions  crossed  the  river,  and  were 
instantly  in  possession  of  the  tovm,  while  Col.  Clark  nitb 
the  remainder  of  his  force  with  equal  success  captured  the 
fort,  which  was  uncooditioually  surrendurcd  to  Rochkb- 
I.ATE. 

TJie  French  inhabitants  declared  for  the  American  cause, 
and  the  Kaskaskians  aa<tisted  in  securing  the  subinissiun  of 
their  neigbors  at  Kahokia,  which  was  successfully  obtained 
on  the  Cth  of  July. 

"With  the  exception  of  Detroit,  the  post  at  Vincenncs  was 
the  most  important^  M.  Gibault.  the  priest  of  Kaskaskia, 
with  the  ready  sanction  of  Col.  Clark,  attempted  by  por- 
Kuaisiun  alone  to  induce  the  inhabitants  to  throw  off  their 
forced  connection  with  England.  On  the  1st  of  August  he 
returned  with  the  intelligence  that  they  had  taken  the  oath 
of  allegiance  to  Virginia.  Cel.  Clark  established  coui 
and  placed  garrisons  atKoskaskia.Cahokia  aud  Vinccnno&' 
Treaties  of  amity  were  also  entered  into  hy  Col.  Clark  Iq 
the  vicinity  of  all  the  Northwestern  Britisli  posts. 

In  December,  l?;s,  the  British  coinmaudur  of  Detroit, 
Lieut.-Gov.  Henkv  Hamilton,  having  collected  all  the  force 
in  his  power,  arrived  at  Vincennes,  and  summoned  the  gar- 
rison to  surrender.  The  only  occupants  of  the  fort  were 
Capt.  Hki.m,  one  private  and  three  citizens.  Capt.  Helm, 
making  a  show  of  resistance,  was  offert^^l  all  the  usual 
honors  of  war.  Gov.  Hamilton  took  up  bis  winter  quarters 
in  the  town  and  fort,  with  seventy-nine  meu. 

In  February,  1~7'^,  Col.  Clark,  with  one  hundred  and 
thirty  men  and  forty  pack-horseman,  marched  to  Vincenncs, 
where  lie  jirrived  on  the  31st,  and  immediately  invested  the 
fort  and  demanded  its  surrender.  After  a  siege  of  three 
days,  in  which  only  one  American  vaa  wounded,  and  seven 
British  soldiers  were  severely  wounded,  if  not  killed,  on  tho 
24th  of  February.  Col.  Hamiltox  capitulated  and  surren- 
dered tho  garrison  as  prisoners  of  war.  He  and  sevcu  other 
prisoners  were  sent  to  Virginia. 

A  few  days  after,  Capt.  HgiJd,  by  order  of  Col.  Clark,  at 
the  head  of  sixty  men,  captured  a  convoy  of  merchandh 
and  army  supplies,  amounting  to  ten  thousand  pounds  in^ 
value,  which  was  advancing  by  way  of  the  Wabash  fi-om 
Detroit,  under  an  escort  of  forty  men. 

In  the  result  of  the  enterprise  and  success  of  Col.  Clark, 
Virginia  obtained  possession  of  the  territory  claimed  by  her 
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—  tlie  grcnt  North  west  —  at  lliis  Jay,  <x»mprising  the  states 
o(  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Micliigun,  Wisoonain  and  a  large 
part  of  Minoesoto.  Henceforth  the  Northwest  renmined  in 
a  comparative  degree  of  quiet  during  the  progress  of  tb6 
Revohitienary  war,  except  the  prehistory  excursiuiis  of  tho 
Indians  from  this  region,  on  the  frontiers  of  the  old  states. 
It  exhibits  few  events  worthy  of  attention,  in  regard  to 
organized  government,  jjroduction  or  commerce,  and  a  total 
barrcniK<«8,  in  relation  to  settlement  and  growth  of  popula* 
tion. 


CHAPTER  VL 


UNDKB  AUBBICAX  JDtUSDICTlON. 

The  "Ordinance  for  tho  govommont  of  tho  territory  of 
tJio  United  States,  northwest  of  the  river  Ohio,"  adopted  by 
the  Continental  Congress,  July  13, 1*87,  may  be  regarded  as 
the  fundamental  law  wliieh  led  tho  way  t^)  the  wonderful 
growth  and  prosperity  of  the  states  since  formed  from  the 
"  Northwest  Territory." 

■•  Slavery  or  involuntary  servitude,"  notwithstanding  tlic 
Gth  article  of  this  ordinance,  continued  to  exist  at  Green 
Bay.  During  the  constant  wars  of  the  Indians,  tliu  Wis- 
cont<>in  tribes  made  captives  of  the  Pawnees  and  other 
distant  trjh««  who  wore  consigned  to  servitude.  '  AcQt'STlK 
GKjQSoxsays  in  his  "  Recolluctions."  that  he  personally  knew 
fourteen  of  these  blaves,  and  that  his  grandfather,  Ciiari.rs 
De  Lanoi^ok,  had  two  Indian  slaves.  It  also  appears 
quite  certain  that  negroes  were  held  an  slaves  at  Green  Bay, 
one  of  wliom,  Mr.  Okionon  says,  was  a  boy,  purchased  by 
Battist  BncNETT  from  a  St.  I.oui8  Indian  trader,  and  that 
the  negro  boy  was  taken  away  from  Brusett  as  late  ae 
1S07,  by  Mr.  Cami-bell,  the  Indian  agent  at  Prairie  du 
Chien,  in  consequence  of  the  cruet  treatment  inflicted  upon 
bim. 

The  treaty  of  peace  of  1783,  was  not  accompanied  by  tlie 
immediate  surrender  of  the  British  posts  to  the  American 
authorities.  More  than  ten  yearsof  diplomatic  controversy 
intervened  l>efore  a  great  part  of  the  disputes  wore  in  a 
measure  settled  by  Jay's  treaty  of  1794,  and  it  was  not  until 
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two  ycore  lat«r,  that  the  posts  in  the  Northwest  wero  evacu- 
Htod  by  the  British  and  delivered  up  to  the  Aiiii^ricimx  under 
the  stipulations  of  that  treaty.  Some  of  the  most  crue]  and 
bloody  wars  with  the  Indians,  which  have  ever  been  known 
in  the  annaU  of  American  history,  occurred  during  the  five 
yf-ars  immediately  precechng  the  treaty  of  (.>kkkxvii.j.k,  of 
1795.  In  many  of  thtrse  wars,  the  American  forces  were 
signally  unsuccessful.  They  were,  however,  mostly  in  that 
part  of  Ihe  Northwestern  Terriiury,  which  was  so  distant 
from  the  limits  of  the  present  state  of  Wisconsin,  that  itiey 
nrc  DO  farther  connected  with  its  history,  than  that  history 
is  connectiid  with  whatever  relates  to  the  Northwestern 
Territory. 

The  most  signal  of  these  reverseu,  was  the  defeat  of  Gpiu 
Harmar  on  the  Mautiiee,  in  October,  1790,  and  the  route  of 
Gen.  St.  Claih,  on  thi*  head-waters  of  the  Wabash,  in 
November,  1701.  In  these  and  other  enRagements,  the 
Indians  were  undoubtedly  aided  and  abetted  by  the  Rrilisli. 

The  subsequent  campaigns  were  entrusted  to  Major-Gen. 
ASTHfiSY  Wayne,  and  were  attended  with  siepial  success. 
In  August,  ni'-f.  on  the  Maiimee.  above  Port  Deflaoco,  was 
fought  one  of  the  most  successful  and  decisive  battles  ever 
fought  with  western  Indians,  and  tended  more  than  any 
other  to  humble  the  power  and  spirit  of  the  hostile  tribes. 
The  name  of  Gen,  Way.ve  alone  was  a  greater  terror  to 
them  than  any  army,  for  they  looked  upon  him  as  a  chief 
who  never  slept  and  whom  no  art  could  surprise.  The 
campaign  of  1794  put  a  close  to  Indian  hostilities  in  the 
Korthwost,  and  the  tribes  soon  began  to  evince  a  dispositio'Q 
to  enter  into  a  permanent  treaty  of  peace  and  friendship, 
notwithstanding  the  opposition  urged  by  the  British  agents. 
Preliminary  articles  were  signed  at  Fort  Wayne.  January 
2tth,  lidS,  by  which  it  was  agreed  tliat  a  definitive  treaty 
should  be  mode  the  next  summer  nt  Greenville.  Accord- 
ingly there  had  assembled  nt  the  latter  place,  eleven  huD> 
dred  and  thirty  chiefs  and  warriors  of  the  several  nations 
and  tribes  of  the  Wyaudots.  Delawarcs,  Shawanese,  Otta- 
was.Chippewaa.  Poltawutaniies.  Miamis.  Weas,  Eel  Rivers, 
Kickapoos,  Pianke-iihaws  and  Kaskaakias,  The  "  gi'cat  and 
abiding  peace  document"  was  fuially  agreed  u|>on  aod 
signed  on  the  Od  of  August,  Ki'S,  by  eighty-four  chiefs, 
representing  these  nations  and  tribe.'!,  and  by  Gen.  ASTltosY 
Wavnb,  sole  commissioner  on  the  part  of  the  L'nitod  States. 
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By  the  Ircaty  of  1783,  Grwit  Britain  relinquishwi  t«  the 
Uiiitud  States  all  the  territnr>'  on  the  east  side  of  thv  Mis- 
Bissippi.  from  its  sourceR  to  the  31st  parallel  of  north  lati- 
tmlu.  whirh  was  the  boiindarj-  of  Florida  on  the  north.  The 
Unite<l  States  ulaimrKl  the  free  navigation  of  the  river  to  its 
mouth,  by  virtue  of  the  treaty,  as  well  as  by  a  natural  right 
iDdc|>en<]ent  of  treaty,  to  follow  theourrentof  their  rivers  to 
the  8«a,  as  cetublibhed  by  the  laws  of  nations. 

Great  Britain  )md  cu<Icd  to  Spain  all  the  Florida^,  aud 
pofiscsstnt;  all  Iho  tc'rritor>'  on  the  west  Bide  of  the  river  and 
Florida  on  the  east,  tlie  river  for  the  laitt  three  hundred 
miles  flowed  wholly  within  the  dominions  of  Spain.  His 
Catholic  Majesty  therefore  denied  the  right  of  the  United 
States  to  Uie  free  navigation  of  the  river,  and  claimed  for 
Spain  tlie  exclusive  right  to  the  use  of  the  river  below  the 
southern  limit  of  the  United  Slater.  In  the  exercise  of  the 
rights  claimed  by  Spain,  heavy  duties  wore  exacted  of  every 
boat  descending  the  river,  which  wore  as  arbitrary  as  they 
were  tinjunt. 

By  the  treaty  of  Madrid,  which  was  signed  October  20, 
1705.  txinndaries  were  defined  between  the  territories  of  the 
United  States  and  Spain.  The  treaty  provided  that  the 
middle  of  the  Mississippi  should  he  the  western  Iwundary  of 
tlio  United  States,  from  it»  source  to  the  intersection  of  the 
3l8t  parallel  of  north  latitude,  aud  that  the  whole  width  of 
naid  river  from  its  source  to  the  sea  should  be  free  to  the 
|>eopIe  of  the  United  States. 

By  treaty  signed  at  Madrid,  March  31,  ISOl,  Spain  granted 
I^uisiana  to  France. 

In  January,  1803,  Robert  R.  Liviko^tox  and  James 
MoKRoB  were  appointe<l  ministers  to  the  court  of  France, 
and  by  the  last  of  April  in  tliat  year  concluded  a  treaty, 
which  was  ratified  in  the  following  October,  which  resulted 
in  the  purchase,  for  sixty  million  francs,  in  six  per  cent, 
bonds, of  the  whole  of  the  province  of  Louisiana.  Thus  the 
United  States  became  possessed  of  the  whole  of  the  great 
valley  of  the  Mississippi,  while  Spain  retained  Mexico  on  the 
west  and  southwest,  and  the  Kloridas  on  the  southeast  The 
Indian  title  to  the  lands  in  this  vast  region  alone  remained 
to  be  extinguished. 

On  the  7th  of  May,  1800,  the  Northwest  Territory  was 
divided  and  the  nexv  territory  of  Indiana  established,  em- 
bracing the  present  states  of  Indiana,  Illinois,  \l\ch\%ftt\. 
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Wisconsin  and  Minnesota,  east  of  the  Mississippi,  white  on 
the  we«t  the  boundary  was  undefined,  and  the  new  Indiana 
territory  embrftcod  '"  all  that  part  of  the  tt-rrilory  of  the 
United  Statos  which  lion  to  the  wostwai'd  of  a  line  beginning 
at  ihe  Ohio,  opposite  to  the  mouth  of  the  Kentucky  river, 
and  Ihonce  north  until  it  shall  intersect  the  territorial  line 
between  the  Vnited  States  and  Canada." 

Gen.  WiLUAM  Hknry  HARBisoxwas  appointed,  in  ISOl, 
governor  of  the  newly  orifanized  territory.  He  made 
several  treaties  on  the  port  of  the  United  Stales  with  differ- 
ent Indian  tribes,  by  which  their  possessorj-  titlo  to  extensive 
tracts  of  territory  was  extiuguished.  But  the  most  im- 
portant of  all  the  treaties  made  by  him  was  that  with  Sacs 
and  Foxes  at  St.  Ijouis.  nn  the  .id  of  November,  ISfl4,  This 
treaty  was  made  and  sijfne<l  by  only  five  individuals,  on  tlio 
part  of  the  Indians,  and  its  validity  was  denied  by  one  baud 
of  the  Sacs,  of  which  Black  Hawk  was  the  chief,  and  the 
cession  of  land  made  by  it.  and  its  occupancy  by  the  whites, 
became  twenty-eight  years  afterward  the  alleged  cause  of 
the  Black  Hawk  war,  which  in  its  results  materially  aided 
in  the  settlement  of  Wisconsin. 

The  boundaries  of  the  land  to  which  the  Indian  title  wa« 
extinguistied  by  this  treaty,  if  valid,  are  thus  described:

Tlic  "small  lake  called  Sa^aegan"  is  siippt-jsed  to  bo 
Mukwanogo  lake,  a  little  northeast  of  the  village  of  Muk- 
wauago  in  Waukesha  coimty,  of  which  Hon.  Andrew  E. 
ZuioKK  was  an  early  inhabitant,  and  which  gave  to  him 
the  title  of  "Sage  of  Mukwanago."  There  are,  however, 
different  opinions  as  to  which  of  the  lakes  discharging  their 
waters  into  Fox  River  was  called  "Sakaegan."  The  direct 
lino  from  the  Wisconsin  river  to  the  Fox  river,  where  it 
leavfs  the  Mukwanago  lake,  funning  the  northern  boundary 
of  this  cession,  passes  about  three  miles  south  of  Madison, 
through  tho  Second  lake  (Waubesa)  and  crosses  Rock  river 
about  two  miles  above  Fort  Atkinson.    These  boundaries 
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embraco  mora  than  fiftj  million  acres,  the  purchase  prico  of 
irhich  was

Two  separate  twaties  woru  made  at  Portage  des  Sioux, 
OD  the  I3tb  day  of  S^^'i'tuiiibt-r,  1S15,  by  Wii.  Clakk,  Xinian 
Edwards  and  Acoulte  Cuoutkac.  commissioners  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States.  One  was  with  the  '-"chiefs  and 
warrioni  of  that  portion  of  tho  Sac  nation  of  Indians 
residing  on  the  Missouri  river,"  in  which  they  "assent"  to 
tho  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  th-*  Sacs  and 
Foxes,  concliidwl  at  St.  Louis,  Novonibcr  .'I,  isoi,  and  they 
"  promise  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  re-eatabliBb  and  enforce 
the  same."  The  othur  was  with  the  "  king,  chiefs  and  war- 
riors of  the  Fox  trib<}  or  nation  "  in  which  they  "assent  to, 
recognize,  re-eatablish  and  confirm"  the  treaty  of  ifiOi  and 
"promise  to  fulHIl  all  the  stipulations  contained  in  the  said 
treaty,  in  favor  of  the  said  Fox  tribe  or  nation."  Neither  of 
these  treaties  was  sit^ncd  by  Black  Hawk. 

On  the  I3th  of  May,  181t},  a  treaty  was  made  nt  St.  Louis, 
by  the  same  commissioners  and  the  "  chiefs  and  warriors  of 
the  Sacs  of  Rock  river  and  the  adjacent  country,"  which 
rocitea  that  the  Indians  are  "  anxious  to  return  to  the  habitii 
of  peace  and  friendship."  ♦  •  •  "Do  hereby  uncon- 
ditionally assent  to,  recog:nize,  re-establish  ami  confirm  "■' 
tho  treaty  of  1S04.  This  treaty  was  signed  by  twenty-two 
of  tho  '■  chiefs  and  warriors,"  among  whom  was  MucK-K- 
ta-ma-CIIE-Ka-Ka,  Black  Sparrow  Hawk.  Although  Bl„ick 
Hawk  "  toucht-d  the  quill "  to  this  treaty,  ho  afterward  pre- 
tended that  he  was  ignorant  of  what  he  was  doing,  and 
denied  its  obligatory  force  upon  the  Sacs  of  Hock  river,  of 
which  he  was  the  head  chief. 

Soon  afl'^r  the  treaty  of  ISOi,  Fort  Madison  was  ert-ctcd 
by  the  United  States  troops,  a  short  distance^  above  the 
mouth  of  the  Pes  Moines  river. 

On  the  r»th  of  August.  1805,  Lieut.  Zebilon  Pike  left  St. 
Louis  with  a  dotatchnieut  of  soldiers  under  the  orders  of 
government,  on  an  exploring  expedition  in  boats  toward  the 
headwaters  of  the  Mississippi,  On  the  2.3d  of  September 
he  hold  a  council  at  St.  Peters  with  the  chiefs  of  the  Mis- 
BisBippi  bajids,  and  obtained  a  grant  of  one  hundred  thou* 
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eandacresfor  the  purpose  of  military  posts  at  St.  Peters,  the 
Falls  of  St.  Anthony  and  the  mouth  of  the  SU  Croix. 

Predatory  <?xciirsions  l>y  the  different  Indian  tribes  were 
frequently  made,  resulting  in  the  murder  of  many  of  the 
iiihahitunUi  in  111*--  Indimia  Territory,  which  were  owing 
greatly  to  tlie  baneful  influence  of  Tbci'MThe  and  his 
brother,  the  Shawanese  Prophet^  who  were  active  in  their 
efforts  to  effect  a  union  of  all  the  tribes.  But  the  first  blood 
epilled  under  public  authority  since  the  pacificatiou  of 
Greenville  in  August,  170.5.  was  at  the  memorable  battle 
of  Tippecanoe,  of  which  Gen.  Hakbison  was  pre-eminently 
tlic  hero,  and  in  which  Trcumtiie  fell. 

The  question  "Who  kilknl  Teciniipseh:'"  has  been  much 
discussed,  but  the  wt-ight  of  authorily,  <.<Bpo<.'ially  the  testi- 
inony  of  Gov.  Cass,  leaves  but  little  duubt  tliat  he  was  kilted 
by  the  brave  Col.  Rhhakd  M.  Jkhsko.v.  This  battle  was 
fought  on  tlie  7th  of  November,  1811,  near  the  present  city 
of  La  Fayette,  Indiana.  The  Americans  had  not  more  than 
seven  hundred  oCFScient  men,  while  the  Indian  force  was  at, 
least  six  hundred,  and  the  estimate  ha^  been  made  nt  from] 
eight  hundred  to  one  thouBUod  warriors.  The  result  was  a] 
complete  route  of  the  savage  enemy,  who  fled  in  every  direc- 
tion and  were  pursued  by  the  horsemen  into  the  wood,  as 
far  as  they  could  proceed.  According  to  the  official  returns, 
the  loss  of  the  Americans  was  thirty-seven  killed  on  the 
field,  among  whom  were  Col.  Davikss,  of  Kentucky,  and 
Cols.  OWEK  and  Whttr.  of  Indiana,  twenty-five  mortally 
wounded  and  ouo  hundred  and  twenty -six  wouudcd.  Of  the 
Indians,  forty  were  left  dead  on  the  Gulc),  and  how  many 
others  were  killed  or  wounded,  mortally  or  otherwise,  is  un- 
known. 

This  sanguinurj'  battle  was  the  beginning  of  the  war 
declared  against  Great  Britain  the  nextyear.anil  the  Indian 
tribes  inhabiting  the  country  south  and  west  of  the  great 
lakes,  immediately  flew  to  arms  and  sought  the  uid  of  their 
allies,  the  English  iu  Canada,  of  which  they  had  previously 
received  assurances,  and  they  now  began  to  threulon  all  the 
American  bordur  population  and  tho  posts  in  Ohio,  Indiana  ■ 
and  Jlicliigan  territory,  as  woU  as  the  northwestern  confines 
of  Pennsylvania  and  Xew  York. 

Previous  to  the  war  of  1812,  it  was  the  policy  of  tho  British 
government  to  keep  alive  the  bitter  feelings  of  tho  Indians 
against  the  Americans,  which  it  did  by  means  of  the  Indian 
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tnulure  without  openly  violating  its  peacefol  relations  to  oar 
governinent. 

One  of  tliese  traders,  whone  prii)ri)inl  trading  piist  was  aC 
Prairio  dii  Chifii,  was  a  talciit4.>d  Eugiishiimn  named  (>>l. 
BoBBUT  DicKsos.  SooH  aft4>r  tlie  congressional  declaration 
of  war  in  1M3.  Col.  Dk-ksos-  arrivijd  at  (Jreen  Hay  with  a 
party  of  alioul  una  hundred  Sioux.  To  this  party  wuro 
joined  the  Menomonee  chief  Touah  and  about  one-  hundnsl 
of  hia  tribe,  and  also  a  larjfer  band  of  Winnebagoes,  The 
whok'  bwly  moved  forward  to  Mackinaw,  and  took  part  in 
its  capture. 

Lieut.  Hanks  was  in  command  of  the  American  forces  at 
3(ackinaw,  consiHtint;  of  only  fifty-seven  effective  men.  He 
had  no  knowledge  that  war  existed  until  he  was  altocked 
on  the  17th  of  July  l»y  a  force  of  British.  Canadians  and 
luJians.  uuml>erin^  in  alt  more  than  one  thou^nd,and  wa.4 
compelled  to  surrender  his  men  as  prisoners  of  war.  who 
were  discliarged  on  parole.  Tlie  Sioux  and  Winnebagoes 
first  returned,  and  Touaq  with  his  Menomonees  in  tlie 
autumn. 

Early  in  the  spring  of  1813  the  MenomoneechiefSopiJoNY 
f.ftnd  Tfie  Wkite  Elk,  wifli  abont  fifty  warriors,  were  engaged 
In  tlie  hard  fighting  at  Fort  Meigs,  and  soon  after  returned 
to  fireeii  Buy. 

Later  in  the  Reason,  Col.  DicKsox  osseniblud  a  force  of 
Indian  warriors,  among  whom  were  Tomaji  and  about 
fifty  of  bis  band:  Black  Hawk,  with  a  bund  of  two  Luu- 
dred  Sac  warriors,  and  other  Indians  consisting  of  Pot- 
tawatamies,  Kickapoos,  Ottawas  and  Winnebagoes,  the 
whole  force  numbering  about  five  hundred.  Col.  Dickhon, 
with  his  Indians,  passing  ('hicago.v/hieli  had  l)een  evacu- 
ated, reached  Fort  Meigs,  where  littk*  was  U>  be  done,  and 
after  some  slight  skirmishing,  retired  to  Detroit.  Home 
portion  of  Dickson's  forces  now  returned  to  Green  Bay, 
and  he  led  the  remainder  to  Sandusky  and  aided  in  the 
attack  of  the  fort,  which  was  so  gallantly  defended  by 
Maj.  'li-  It:  :k  Ckochan,  Black  Hawk  and  his  followura 
then  I '  :  1.  nd  to  Kock  river,  and  nothing  more  is  heard  of 
CoL  Dickson  and  his  Indian  force. 

The  surrenderor  Detroit  by  Oe.n.  Hci.L,  was  tlio  crown- 
ing  misfortune  that  befell  tho  American  cause  in  tlii  • 
quarter  of  the  seat  of  war.  Hull  was  afterwards  tried 
by  a  court   martial,  found  guilty  of   cowardice,  and  sen-

tenced  to  bo  shot.     He  was,  however,  pardoned  by  Uio 
president,  but  deprived  of  all  military  command. 

0«n.  Hru,  liad  informed  Capt.  Heai-d,  commander  of 
the  post  of  Kort  Dearborn,  Clilcotjo,  of  tlie  loss  of  Macki- 
naw, and  dircclod  him  to  retires  with  bis  garrison  to  Kort 
Wayne.  Ou  tbo  15th  of  August,  Copt.  Heald  proceeded 
to  obey  those  orders  with  fifty-four  regulars  and  twelve 
nailitia,  escorted  by  a  fftiard  of  about  thirty  Jiliamis,  under 
the  command  of  Capt.  WEi,t_s,  who  bad  been  wni  from  Fort 
Wayne  for  that  purpose.  The  evacuating  party  had  pHV 
oeeded  on  their  way  along  the  lake  shore  n  little  more  than 
a  mile,  when  they  were  attacked  by  tbo  Pottawatamios, 
numbering  four  or  five  hundred,  under  Black  Bibd.  Capt. 
Wells  and  other  oflicerB,  twonty-six  roj^lare..  all  the 
militia,  with  two  women  and  twelve  children,  were  all 
killed.  Capt.  HKAi.r>  and  his  wife  were  severely  wounded. 
To-PKN-K-BKK,  the  Grand  Sachem  of  the  Poitawatamies.  was 
prevailed  upon  by  Jons  B.  Chadanau  and  Joseph  Ber- 
THASD  to  spare  their  lives,  and  they  with  the  few  other  sur- 
vivor*, wore  taken  hack  as  prisoners  to  Fort  Dearborn,  which 
the  Indians  burned  the  next  day.  During  the  continuance  of 
the  war  with  fireat  Britain,  Wisconsin  presented  but  a  flmalt 
theatre  for  action;  there. was,  however.a  conflict  for  the  pos- 
session of  our  frontier  posts. 

The  work  of  repairing  the  old  fortatPrairioduChien,and 
its  recapture  by  the  British  under  Col.  McKay,  will  be  de- 
scribed in  a  chapter  devoted  to  Prairie  du  Chien. 

While  Col.  McKay  was  engaged  in  capturing  the  Fort 
at  Prairie  du  Chien,  Major  Cami-bkli,  had  ascended  the 
river  from  St.  Ixmis,  with  a  squadron  of  boats  and  a 
detachment  of  United  States  troops,  for  the  purpose  of 
re-enforcing  the  garrison  at  that  place.  When  he  arrived 
at  Rock  Island,  ho  learned  that  the  fort  had  been  captured, 
and  tbo  expedition  relumud  dowu  the  river,  not,  however, 
until  after  an  attack  by  the  Indians,  in  which  one  of  tho 
boats  was  captured,  several  men  were  killed,  and  Major 
Campbell  and  several  others  were  wounded. 

Soon  after  this  event  the  British  commander  at  Prairie  du 
Cliien,  then  called  Fort  McKay,  descended  the  river  with  a 
detachment  of  soldiers  and  two  field-pieces.  The  guns  were 
placed  in  position  al  Rock  Island  to  prevent  tho  passage  of 
tho  river  by  any  force  which  might  attempt  it. 
In  11)1<!,  the  war  with  Groat  Britain  having  terminated  in 
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tho  treaty  of  peare,  tlifi  construction  of  Fort  Armstronpr  was 
commenrwl  lij"  United  States  troops  at  Rock  Island,  and  a 
few  settlers  soon  followed,  wlio  comnionrud  nmking  im- 
prnvemonts,  although  tho  Indians  had  not  yet  removed. 

In  the  period  between  1813  and  1830,  CapL  John  Shaw 
made  eight  trips  in  a  trading  lioat  from  St.  Louis  to  Prairie 
du  Cliien,  and  visited  the  lead  mines  where  the  city  of 
Qatena  now  in,  and  where  the  Indiana  smelted  the  lead  in 
ru<le  furnaces  t*f  their  own  construction,  and  at  one  time 
Mr.  Shaw  carried  away  seventy  tons,  which  thoy  had  pro- 
duced from  the  ores  obtained  by  themselves  in  their  rude 
and  primitive  mode«.  Capt.  Shaw  afterwards  lived  in 
Orcon  Lake  county,  in  this  state,  where  he  died  August  31, 
1671,  in  hia  89th  year.    He  was  never  married. 

The  rapids  in  the  Mississippi  river  immediately  above  the 
mouth  of  Kock  river  and  of  the  I>e3  Moines  river,  known  as 
the  Rock  river  rapids  and  the  Des  Moinos  rapids,  were  a 
aorious  obstruction  to  tho  navigation  of  the  great  river,  and 
until  1S21  it  w-as  believed  that  a  steamboat  could  not  ascend 
them.  In  tlie  spring  of  that  year,  tho  water  in  tho  river 
being  high,  David  G,  Batkh,  who  had  for  several  years  been 
engaged  in  running  keel  boats  on  the  upper  Mississippi, 
brought  over  the  rapids  a  hoatcatlpd  the  /"rifnam, which  was 
(me  of  tho  smallest  class  of  boats  that  run  the  Ohio  river  in 
low  water,  and  was  the  first  to  make  the  through  trip  from 
8t,  Louis  to  Prairie  du  Chien  and  Fort  Snelling.  In  Juno 
following,  boats  of  a  larger  class  made  the  same  trip,  and 
since  then  tho  river  has  been  navigated  to  St.  Paul  and  Fort 
Snelling  by  steamboats,  which  have  ovory  year  increased  in 
siw)  and  convenience. 

The  commanding  importance  of  the  pine  lumbering  inter- 
ests of  Wisconsin  is  justly  calculated  to  incite  inquiry  as 
(0  their  early  development  and  later  progress.  Lumber  in 
large  quantities  is  manufactured  on  all  the  8tream*i  that 
empty  into  Gruun  Bay  ;  also  on  tho  Mississippi  at  and 
above  tlie  Falls  of  St.  Anthony,  and  on  the  Wisconsin, 
Black,  Chippewa,  and  St.  Croix  rivers  and  their  tributaries. 
The  construction  of  the  first  mills  was  in  the  vicinity  of 
Green  Bay.  The  next  attempts  w<>re  on  Black  river.  In 
1819,  Constant  A.  Axdrews,  with  one  Dixos,  built  a  saw- 
mill at  the  falla  of  Black  river,  in  which  uudortaking  Col. 
John  Shaw  was  in  some  way  connected  with  them.  Gov. 
HcNair,  of  Missouri,  who  was  sutler  at  Prairie  du  Cliien, 
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and  WiLFitED  OwKKS,  who  hnd  charge  of  the  buKinces,  fur- 
nished the  capital,  and  were  iutitrested  in  tht^  enterprise^ 

Authority  to  build  the  mill  was  obtained  from  tlie  Sioux 
Indianii :  but  the  Winnebapcoen  claimed  that  the  site  was 
within  their  domain.  By  the  time  the  mill  was  in  opera- 
tion, hundreds  of  Winnelwigoes  came  there  in  a  starving  con- 
dition, and  took  from  the  adventurers  all  the  food  they  had  to 
eat.  and  all  their  blankets,  and  they  were  cotni>ellL-<l  to  leave 
the  mill,  and  the  next  year  it  wa»  burned  and  abandoned. 

About  Uie  year  l^'i'i  a  man  by  the  name  of  Hahui.v  Pek- 
Ki.vs  came  to  Prairie  du  Chien  from  Kentneky,  for  the 
purpose  of  building  a  saw-mill  in  the  Indian  country.  He  in- 
duced Jaui:s  H.  LoOKwoon  and  Joskph  Kolrttiv  to  furni»h 
the  neceK.'iary  capital  and  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Indiajts 
and  Indian  agent. 

The  cuniieut  of  Wabasiiaw's  band  of  Sioux,  who  claimed 
the  Chippewa  river  country,  and  that  of  Maj.  T.u.iafrkko, 
then  agent  for  the  Sioux  Indians,  having  been  procured, 
Pkkkixs  proceeded  to  the  Ked  Cedar,  a  branch  of  the  Chip- 
pewa, ai-W  known  as  the  Menomonee  river,  and  near  the 
mouth  of  a  itmatl  stream  running  into  tlie  Menomoooe, 
about  fifteen  miles  above  its  junction  with  the  Chippewa 
river,  he  erected  a  saw-mill. 

The  surveys  of  the  public  lauds,  since  made,  show  that 
the  site  of  this  mill  was  on  the  northwest  quarter  of  section 
3U,  town  28,  range  n  west,  in  Dunn  county,  and  is  identical 
with  the  nite  of  the  shingle  mill  of  Knapp,  Stout  &Co.,  at 
the  village  of  Menomonee,  in  Dunn  county. 

The  mill  erected  by  PKRKrxs  was  about  150  feet  from  the 
mouth  of  the  small  stream,  which  is  now  known  as  Wilson 
creek.  The  large  water-power  saw-mill  of  Knapp,  Stout  & 
Co.  is  on  the  main  (Meuomonce)  river,  about  lOO  feet  below 
the  mouth  of  Wilson  ereok.and  about  seventy-five  or  eighty 
yards  from  the  site  of  the  first  mill,  built  by  Pkkkinh. 

When  the  Pkkkink  mill  was  nearly  completed — so  noar 
that  he  expected  to  commence  sawing  in  a  very  few  days— 
a  sudden  fre«het  came  and  swept  away  the  dam,  mill,  and 
appendages,  and  the  enterprise  was  abandoned. 

In  May,  isao,  Messrs,  LocKwoouand  Kolette,  by  permis- 
sion of  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  consent  of  tlie 
Indians,  under  the  super! ntendency  of  a  man  named  Arm- 
STitoNf),  rebuilt  the  mill,  with  a  slight  change  of  the  site,  but 
with  the  dam  rebuilt  where  the  first  one  was. 
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CHAPTER  VII. 


ORBGN  BAT  — 1834  TO  1836. 

Up  to  the  time  when  the  Britiah  took  possession  of 
the  west  therv  rtem  within  the  present  boundariee  of  Wis* 
eon)>;in  few  white  itihubitAnI«. 

The  two  settlements,  at  Orti>n  Bay  and  Prairie  du  Cbion, 
Ih©  one  where  the  Fox  river  debouches  into  Greon  Bay,  and 
tlie  other  nenr  the  junction  of  tlie  Wisoonsin  river  with  tho 
UiSBissippi,  antl  \x'ing  respectively  the  termini  of  the  gri.'at 
natural  highway  between  the  lakes  and  the  Father  of 
Watt-rs,  wen*  the  earliest  abodes  of  civilination  within  the 
limits  (if  thcKtat^-.  the  occupation  of  which  liecame  perma- 
nent. 

The  earliest  settlement  was  at  Green  Bay.  NtcOLl.BT, 
vith  his  voyaKeurs,  was  the  first  white  man  who  trod  its 
soil.  He  visited  Green  Hay  as  early  as  lti.tt,  ascended  Fox 
Xiver,  and  was  at  the  Wisconsin  river. 

As  early  as  1C54,  Lake  Superior  was  visited  by  fur  traders 
from  Moutn-al.  and  at  some  time  between  that  date  and 
ieJS9  thoy  pri-sscd  forward  to  Green  Bay,  wliere  furs  were 
abundant. 

In  icon  Father  Meskabd.  who  was  lost  in  the  foreste  of 
Lake  Superior,  had  been  charged  by  the  bishop  of  Quebec 
to  visit  Green  Kay,  a  mission  which  his  sad  fate  pivvcnted 
his  fumilinK- 

In  IW-t,  Father  Au-oukz,  having  previously  established  a 
raission  at  Cbo-goi-me-gon,  exchanged  it  with  Father  Mab- 
UVETTt:  for  a  new  mission  which  he  established  that  year  ut 
or  near  (}rcen  Bay.  probably  at  De  Pere,  and  which  subse- 
quently was  called  the  mission  of  St.  Francis  Xuvier. 

The  itrecise  date  of  the  establishment  of  the  tirsl  fortiBca* 
tion  at  Green  Bay — which  was  called  SL  Francis — is  in> 
volved  in  nome  obscurity.  The  foundations  of  the  fort  at 
Mackinaw,  on  the  peninsula,  were  laid  by  31.\hqukttk  in 
1671,  and  other  fortified  posts  about  this  period  were  estab- 
lished at  Green  Buy,  Chicago,  St.  Josephs,  Sault  St.  Mary, 
and  Detroit.  In  I^JTosti  commanded  ut  Green  Bay  and 
had  a  small  detachment  of  men  under  him.  Soon  after  him 
came  Lieut  Oi*  Liiut,  who  had  a  small  troop  under  his  com- 
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mand.    It  was  a  dcpuiidcticy  of  Muckiuaw  and  was  easily 
and  speedily  re-onforced  from  that  post^ 

Od  tlic  icth  of  May,  icra,  MAKytETTE  and  JoUBT  em- 
barked from  thu  mission  station  at  Oroen  Bay,  ou  their 
voyugo  up  the  Fox  and  down  the  Wisconsin,  whirli  reiiultcd 
in  ihu  discovery  of  ttie  Mississippi  river;  and  returned  to 
Green  Bay  by  the  route  of  the  Illinois  and  Chicago  rivers, 
before  the  end  of  September  of  the  same  year.  The  ensu- 
ing winter  and  following  summer  were  spont  by  Marquette, 
in  sickness,  at  tho  mission  of  St.  Francis  Xuvivr. 

In  tho  autumn  of  1G90  Hesnkpin  and  Uu  Luux  reached 
til©  mii^ioM  Doar  Qroen  Baj-,  where  (hey  spent  the  winter. 
It  wa»  during  this  winter  that  I.a  Saixk  made  a  journey  on 
foot  from  Fort  Urevecteur,  on  the  Illinois  river,  to  Green 
Bay. 

History  is  barren  of  any  important  events  which  occurred 
at  Green  Bay  during  Iho  next  thirty  or  forty  years.  Tho 
little  garrison  was  probably  there  in  ITIC,  at  tho  time  of  Db 
Lom'i&XT's  expedition  against  the  Il'oxes,  as  it  certainly 
van  when  D&  Lignkkv  made  his  fruitless  expedition  in 
173S.  In  1740  Capt.  Da  Vbuu  was  in  command  of  the  gor- 
risou,  and  was  relieved  that  year  by  a  new  commandant. 
The  garrison  was  withdrawn  before  the  breaking  out  of  the 
French  war  in  17.11. 

The  year  1745  was  marked  by  the  permauont  settlement 
at  Green  Bay  of  Sieur  ArarsTis  de  Laxguxdk  and  his  fam- 
ily. With  the  Dk  Langlabes  came  but  a  few  settlei-s  be- 
sides their  own  family.  M.  Sol'umny  and  his  wife  —  the 
daughter  of  Auoustin  dk  LAN'<ii.AOK — came  with  the  family, 
and  they  were  joined  by  Mona.  Caron,  who  spent  the  remain- 
der of  his  days  there.  The  whole  number  of  which  the 
colony  consisted  did  not  exceed  eight  persons.  A  black- 
smith named  I.AMMioTcame  soon  after. 

On  the  1 1'th  October,  1 701 ,  Capr.  Belfocb,  of  the  Kightioth 
Raiment  of  British  infantry,  arrived  at  Green  Bay  with 
Lieut.  James  Gorrell,  one  sergeant,  one  corporal,  fifteen 
privates,  a  French  interpreter,,  and  two  Kngllsh  traders 
■whose  names  were  McKay,  from  Albany,  and  Goddakd, 
from  Montreal.  On  the  l4tli,  Capt.  Belpour  returned,  leav- 
ing  the  post — afterward  called  Fort  Edward  Augustus— in 
charge  of  Lieut.  Oorrgi.l,  who,  with  t|)0  seventeen  men 
under  his  charge,  busted  themselves  during  the  winter  in 
repairing  tlie  fort>  houses,  etc 
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On  tlie  •iGih  of  June,  17«3,  Lieut  Gorreu>,  iii  pursuance 
of  instructions  from  Capt.  Etiikbington,  who  bad  b«cn  aur- 
prixvd  by  the  Chipjjowus,  at  Mackinaw,  aliaQdoned  his  post 
at  Gruun  Hay  and  set  off  with  all  hiu  garrison  and  the 
EngliMh  traders,  and  a  strong  guard  of  friendly  Indiaas,  to 
join  Capt.  Kthkrinqton,  which  tbey  did  on  the  ;(Mth  of  June, 
at  an  Ottawa  villn^e  about  thirty  miles  above  Mackinaw. 

For  forty  years  after  tlio  advent  of  theDE  Lanuladbs  tho 
settlement  at  Green  Ruy  made  but  little  pn^ress.  In  1"^ 
there  Were  hut  M;veu  furnilie.s,  who,  with  their  engayts  and 
others,  did  not  exceed  fifty-six  soulih 

The  beads  of  these  sovea  families  were  Chaules  Dk  Lano-

AuAHi.i:  Kov,  JosKi'ii  Roy  and Marchaxd.     All  the 

trading  was  ou  the  east  side  of  the  river  and  was  all  carriM 
ou  by  Mr.  Okionon  and  Marchand,  and  all  tlie  reittdences 
were  ou  the  same  side  except  those  of  Bkunbt,  Laqbai.  and 
JoAKi'U  Roy  w-ho  lived  ou  the  west  side. 

The  first  settler  who  arrived  after  this  dato  was  JAcgDEs 
(Jahks)  Porliek  from  Montreal,  who  came  in  1791.  Of  liim 
Gen.  Eixis  says  "  of  all  men  of  French  origin  at  the  Uay, 
when  I  arrived  there  (1822),  Judge  James  Forlieb  stood 
foremost. " 

The  next  year,  Charles  Kkaume  arrived  and  took  up  hta 
residence  at  tho  Bay.  Ho  was  a  very  noted  and  most  sing- 
ular character.  Be  loug  held  the  office  of  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  and  it  has  heou  often  said  that  no  person  could  tell 
when  hi»  official  duties  first  devolved  upon  him,  nor  from 
whence  his  authority  was  derived.  Itut  it  appears  reason- 
ably certain  that  his  first  commission  was  derived  from  the 
British  authorities  at  Detroit  before  the  sun-ender  of  that 
post  in  17!>*;,  and  IJiat  he  subsequently  received  a  similar 
commission  from  Oen).  Habrisox,  Governor  of  Indiana 
Territory.  Many  anmsing  auecdoti?s  are  related  of  the 
manner  in  which  he  diiM:harged  his  official  duties,  and  it  is 
wuU  autlienticated  that  the  only  process  of  the  court  was 
the  judge's  jack  kni/^,  which  served  at  once  aa  the  token 
and  authority  by  which  all  defendants  were  brought  under 
his  jurisdiction.  Li  181S  he  was  appointed  one  of  the  asso- 
ciate justices  of  the  court  by  Gov.  Cass,  and  tho  sanje  year 
moved  to  Little  Kaukalin,  about  ten  miles  above  Green 
Bay.  where  he  died  in  1832, 

In  the  last  years  of  the  last  century  several  other  sctUers 
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begau  to  arrive,  almost  invariably  from  Canada.  Amon^ 
them,  John  Lawe  camo  in  tlio  eummor  of  1797.  The  total 
population  in  1S12  had  increased  to  as  many  n»lwohiimlrt-<l 
and  fifty,  among  whom  the  most  prominent  families  not 
before  mentioned  were  Dvchako,  Okavkl,  Chevalier, 
CuAi.iFoi;x,  Houi.RH'11,  Fkaxks.  Rrisqcx,  Vikat,  Cak- 
itR<)XK,  DorsMAS,  Carwiunsac,  Vain,  Hori.i«  jAfoBfl, 
Oarriept,  Bauprkz,  PrcnAKMK.  LAN'GKvrs,  HroTTK,  Nub- 
man,  Lavigke,  Boxseterre.  Bol-cder,   Le  Boeuf,   Thb- 

BEAU,  DUMOXD.  FORTIEH.  La  RoCK,  OUd  JoORDIK. 

About  KLi4  the  trading  house  of  Ogilvio,  QillaspEe  &  Co. 
was  i>Htablifihcd,  whiclj  three  years  later  gave  place  to 
jAcr>ii  Frakk*)>,  of  which  Juiix  Lawk  stibseciuently  became 
proprietor. 

It  is  a  great  mistake  tv  suppose  that  the  Indian  traders— 
at  least  those  of  any  character— took  what  they  pleased  and 
kept  no  account  with  the  natives.  As  to  Judge  Lawe*8 
practicf,  the  Indians,  on  taking  his  credit  in  the  full,  high 
or  low,  each  individual  bad  an  account, fcoaa  yifde,  opened 
with  him  on  his  books,  as  formal  and  prerise  in  all  respects 
a»  the  sharpest  white  man  in  which  he  wat  debited  hia 
blanket,  stroud,  calico,  powder,  shot,  thread,  pipes,  tobacco 
and  flints  as  carefully  as  possible.  On  his  appearance  in 
the  spring  with  his  peltries,  he  was  duty  credited  with  pay- 
ment, not  in  the  grosv,  or  by  the  lump,  but  every  skiu  was 
counted,  separating  the  prime  from  the  poor,  and  each  kind 
from  the  other  with  exactness,  with  different  pricea,  accord- 
ing to  vnhie,  bo  that  the  Indian  knew  exactly  how  hig 
account  stood. 

Except  the  indispensable  blacksmith  there  woro  no  me- 
chanics at  Orcen  Bay  before  1810,  besides  ADGD8TW  Tm- 
BBAtT,  a  carpenter,  who  came  in  1800. 

The  curliest  mill  was  erectod  by  Jacob  Franks  about  the 
year  1«09.  lie  first  built  a  saw-mill  on  Devil  river,  two  or 
three  miles  east  of  l>epere,  and  then  a  grist-mill  with  one 
run  of  stones. 

JoHS  BowvKR  of  Virginia,  was  in  1«15,  sent  as  Qovern- 
ment  Indian  Agent  and  BlATrnEW  Irwlv  of  Pennsylvania, 
as  factor,  to  reside  at  Green  Bay, 

In  18IG  the  govcrnmeut  cauised  a  saw-mill  to  be  erected  at 
the  Little  Kau-kau-Un. 

The  various  kinds  of  domestic  animals  were  in  use  from 
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>n  after  the  settlement  by  llie  Langlades,  and  garden 
FTtfgetnblus  and  conialK  were  al»a  pruducud  in  abundance. 

Fort  Howard  ^vas  eslablisbod  in  ISlfi,  tho  quarters  of  the 
officers  and  Boldii«rs  liuviug  boon  prepared  by  Gen.  (then 
Major)  CiiAULKS  Guatiut  uf  tlie  engineer  cur]>s.  On  tho 
IGth  of  July  Col.  JouN  MtM,KH  in  command  of  a  detach- 
ment of  troops,  which  it  required  three  schooners  to  trans- 
port, having  Major  Gratiot  in  comiiany,  lauded  with  bia 
Ltroops  on  the  west  side  of  Fox  River  at  its  junction  wiih 
JOrocn  Bay,  to  tho  great  wonder  and  surprisoof  the  inhabit- 
ite.  The  troops  pitobed  their  t«ntt>  near  where  the  fort 
'  was  fiubfi*K|uently  erected,  and  it  was  about  two  months  bo- 
fon-  they  got  bouses  and  barracks  ready  for  occupation. 
Col.  MiLLRK  returned  during  that  year  to  Detroit,  leaving 
the  poet  and  troops  in  command  of  Col.  Chambkrs. 

In  1830,  the  troops  under  command  of  Col.  Joseph  L. 
Surro  were  removed  two  and  a  half  miles  up  the  river,  to 
an  eminenco  on  tbo  right  bank,  which  ho  named  Cnmp 
Smith,  and  where  he  had  built  a  btockado  and  iudiffcrunt 
barracks. 

Col.  Smith  was  the  father  of  Hon.  WiNFiELn  Suith,  of 
Milwaukee.  He  was  superseded  in  command  by  Col. 
NisiAN  PiSKXF.v  in  the  fall  of  18^2,  by  whose  orders  the 
troops  were  then  moved  bock  to  Fort  Howard,  which  was 
fully  repaired,  and  thenceforward  made  the  rendezvous  for 
all  the  troops  and  array  operations  of  the  upper  country. 

In  the  fall  of  1823  Col.  JoirN  McNeill  succeeded  Col. 
PixKXRV,  and  was  himself  relieved  the  next  year  by  Gen. 

HUDH  BlIADV. 

During  the  two  years  that  Col.  SutiH  occupied  Camp 
Smith — which  was  half  a  mile  back  from  the  river— the  fol- 
lowers of  tho  army  had  enBconeedtbemBelv(]«along  the  river 
bank,  just  below  and  in  front  of  tbe  stockade,  where  they 
had  erected  numerous  sheds,  or  shanties,  in  which  were 
gathered  various  articles  of  trade.  This  little  nondescript 
Tillage  obtained  the  sobriquet  of  "  Shantytown,"  which  the 
locality  wears  to  the  present  time.  It  had  three  principal 
'  traders  —  Robert  Ikwis,  Jr.,  who  had  built  a  good  residence; 
Dakiel  Wuitnev,  the  most  enterprising  trader  in  tho  norlh- 
wests  who  had  erected  a  good  store  and  filled  it  with  goods, 
and  ^VlLLIAu  Dickixsok,  who  was  a  pushing  trader,  and 
who  built  a  store  and  dwelling  house. 
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HBKitv  S,  Baird,  having  resided  at  Mackinaw  two  years 
previously,  removed  with  his  wife  to  Groeu  Bay  in  Septem. 
ber,  1824,  and  noon  after  built  and  occupi(.'d  a  house  at  Stian- 
tytown,  and  a  iittle  lator  Judge  Jauks  D.  Doty  built  a  fine 
dwelling  just  above.  A  court  house  and  jail—the  first  west 
of  Lak«  Michigan— were  erected  here. 

In  1S$9  the  Gruen  Bay  mission  school,  under  the  foBteriog 
care  of  tlie  Proti-'stiiiit  Episcopal  Church,  was  opened  under 
the  care  of  Hev.  liicHAitu  F.  Caulk,  fiupt-rintcndcnt,  who  was 
the  earliest  permanent  resident  missionai'y  of  thu  Episcopal 
church  west  of  Lake  Michisan.  By  an  act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  1M3,  children  could  be  received  by  indenture  ood 
educated  and  brought  up  by  the  school.  Mr.  Cadle  con- 
tinued in  charge  of  the  mission  school  until  Februarj',  1634, 
when,  feeling  aggrieved  at  some  complaints  which  were 
mado  in  relation  to  his  punishment  of  some  of  the  children, 
he  withdrew  from  its  immediate  supeiintendonce.  The 
Bchool  was  devoted  principally  to  the  education  of  the 
children  of  the  poor,  and  rendered  a  valuable  service  to  the 
community. 

By  an  act  of  the  Legislative  Council,  approved  October  21, 
]S31',  the  fii-st  Protestant  Episcopal  church  west  of  Lake 
Iblichigan  was  incorporated.  The  act  prescribed  "That 
Richard  F.  Cadlk,  as  rector;  Danikl  Whitney  and  Aijiebt 
G.  Elus,  as  wardens;  James  D.  Doty,  Wit.liam  Dickinson, 
John  Lawe,  Alexander  J.  Iiiwis.  John  F.  Ahndt,  Saiofbl 
W.  Bealk,  Rouert  Irwlv,  Jr..  and  Henrt  8.  Baird  as  ves- 
trymen," be  incorporated  by  the  name  of  "The  Rector, 
"Wardens,  and  Vestry  of  Christ  Church,  Green  Bay." 

Rev.  Mr.  Cadlk  rendered  his  clerical  services  for  a  long 
time  to  this  church  gratuitously,  and  in  January,  1$31,  a 
vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  him  by  the  wardens  and  vestry. 

The  first  newspaper  printed  in  the  territory  which  now 
constitutes  the  State,  was  published  at  Oreeu  Bay  on  the 
the  1 1th  of  December,  1833,  by  J.  V.  StTYDAM  and  Albert  G. 
Eli-is.  Its  title  at  first  was  Green  Bay  Intelligencer,  and 
oftiT  the  twentieth  number  there  was  added  to  its  title 
Winconsin  Democrat.  The  size  of  the  sheet  was  twelve 
inchee  by  eighteen,  contained  four  pages  with  four  columns 
in  each  page,  each  column  two  and  one  half  inches  by  fif- 
teen. It  was  published  semi-monthly,  and  the  sul>scriptioQ 
price  was  two  dollars  per  auuum.  After  the  fourth  number 
Mr.  Sl'tdam  withdrew  his  connection  with  the  paper  and  it 
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was  continued  by  Mr,  Ki-us  alone  until  the  twenty-first 
number,  on  the  27tt)  of  June,  If^a,  vrlten  Chakijis  C.  P. 
Ahspt  was  aR90ciat«ti  with  Mr,  Ki.t.19,  and  continued  the 
connection  (.hrougli  llip  .iccomi  volume.  Owing  mainly  to 
the  ditliculty  of  obtaining  materials  and  skilled  lal>or,  the 
publication  was  suspended  from  April  10, 1834,  to  August 
'id.  and  again  from  August  21,  1K34,  to  April  $,  1935,  with 
till'  excc|>lion  of  on«  nunibor,  Oclobor  9, 1834  The  first 
volume.  No.  20,  was  completed  September  5, 1835. 

The  second  volume  was  cummenced  as  a  weekly  by 
MpR!<ra.  K1.1.IS  and  ARsnT  September  12,  l83S,and  continued 
with  much  greater  regularity. 

About  the  first  of  August,  1835,  a  new  weekly  paper  of 
somuwhat  larger  dimensions  appeared,  published  by  Wii^lt- 
lAii  Stevexsok,  under  the  title  of  Wi.ttonsfn  Free  Press. 

After  the  second  volume  of  the  I»tfUigenc«r  and  Demo- 
crat, the  paper  passiMl  into  the  control  cf  CuAitLKg  O. 
SniiLV-s.  by  whom  it  was  greatly  enlarged,  and  edited  and 
pulili^ihed  un<|pr  the  title  of  Witiconsin  Democrat. 

Sulisequently,  commencing  in  October,  1842,  the  Oreen 
Bay  Jiepublicfin  vra^  published  by  Hknky  O.  Shul.k& 

In  IS'M)  the  Indian  agency  was  fixed  at  this  place,  under 

rMajor  Brrvookt.     The  erection  of  a  church   edifice  and 

school  building  by  tJie  Roman  Catholics  in  charge  of  Father 

Gabriel  Ricdard  soon  followed.     Father  Richard  was 

afterward  the  Delegate  in  Congress  for  Michigan  Territory. 

A  few  years  subtit-quently,  commencing  iu  1832,  Xavarino 

and  Astor  below,  and  I>cpere  above,  absorbed  the  trade,  as 

.well  as  the  inhabitants  of  Shantytown,  and  Ub  existence 

^was  only  in  name. 

Mr.  Baikd  in  hi»  "  Recollections "  published  in  the  4th 
Vol  of  the  Coll.  of  St.  Hist.  Soc,  p.  197,  says:

EnuxKERB  Chilos  arrived  at  Green  Bay  in  May,  1S20, 
being  then  twenty-three  years  of  age,    Hewas  a  carpenter. 
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Iq  1821  be  went  to  St,  Louis  in  a  bark  cnnoe  by  the  Fox  and 
Wisconsin  Rivera,  and  returned  by  tbo  IlUuois  and  Chicago 
Rivera.  Johs  P.  Arndt  and  family  came  to  the  Bay  about 
1825,  and  in  1.SS7  he  and  Col.  Guilds  built  a  saw-mill  on 
the  Oconto  riv^r.  The  sumo  year  Col.  Chilus  with  a  win  of 
Judge  Akndt,  w«nt  to  the  Buuthem  part  of  Illinois,  where 
they  bougbtadroveof  3U2  cattle, of  which  they  xucceeded 
in  drivinR  2U»  nafely  to  (Jreeu  Bay.  In  IH'i'j  Col.  CniLOs  was 
appointed  SherilT  of  Brown  county,  and  held  the  office  nulil 
li^u.  when  he  resigned  it  and  was  elected  to  the  Territorial 
Legii^luture.  He  wa»  repi'utudly  ro-elecled.  In  ISfi'J  he 
removctl  to  La  Crosse  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his 
days. 

Gen.  Albert  G.  Et.us,  who  yuan  bom  August  3i,  1800, 
arrived  at  Green  Bay  the  l8tof  September,  iST-i.  For  about 
six  years  he  wu£  engaged  in  teaching  school,  at  the  some 
time  i>erforniiug  the  sen-'iccs  of  the  Episcopal  church  as  a 
lay  reader.  In  1S28  he  was  appointed  Deputy  U.  8.  Sur- 
veyor and  surveyed  the  private  land  claims  at  the  Grand 
Kaiilcalin.  and  the  Williams'  grant  at  the  Little  Kaukalin, 
and  at  a  future  day  was  largely  engaged  in  surveying  the 
public  lands. 

Gen.  Ellis,  who  in  connection  with  JoHS  V,  Sutdaji 
commenced  the  publication  of  the  first  newspaper  printed 
within  the  present  liraiki  of  Wisconsin,  was  a  member  of 
the  ilrst  and  of  several  flulwequent  Territorial  Legislatures 
and  was  elected  speaker  in  1812-3.  In  183S,  he  was  ap- 
pointed by  President  Van  Buren,  Surveyor  General  of  Wis- 
consin and  lowu.  When  a  I.and  Office  was  established  at 
Stevens  Point  in  1843,  ho  was  appointed  Receiver  of  Public 
Moneys  and  removed  to  that  place  whore  he  has  ever  since 
lived. 

James  Duask  Doty  came  to  Detroit  in  ISIR.  In  1820  in 
company  with  Governor  Cass,  he  went  on  an  expedition  to 
the  sources  of  the  Mississippi  River.  On  the  30th  of  Janu- 
ary, IS23,  an  act  of  Congress  was  passed  "to  provide  for  the 
appointment  of  an  additional  Judgf^^  for  the  Michigan  Ter- 
ritory." Mr.  DoTT  was  appointed  to  this  office  by  President 
MoNHOK,  In  the  fall  of  1833  ho  went  to  Prairie  du  Chien  for 
the  purpose  of  making  it  his  residence,  and  remained  there 
until  the  following  May  term  of  his  court.  During  that 
time  ho  procured  the  establishment  of  a  post-office  there 
and  was  appointed  postmaster. 
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JudRe  I>orv'  removed  to  Oreen  Bay  in  1824,  and  continued 
to  reside  there  until  1^11,  when,  having  bcc-n  appointed 
Oovernor  of  the  Territory,  he  removed  to  Madiiwn  wheru  he 
Iive<I  until  1844,  when  he  was  Buecfedeil  by  X,  P.  TuUmadgo 
and  n-moved  to  Doty's  Islami,  bctwcvu  Ncunah  and  Me- 
nasfaa.  In  1861,  he  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  Tudian 
AfTaiDt  for  Utah,  where  he  iniiiied lately  removed.  He  was 
8ulHie<iuenlly  appointed  Oovprnor  of  that  Territory,  and 
continued  to  reside  tJiere  until  Lis  death  on  the  i;Jth  of 
June,  18i>5. 

Judfce  DoTV  was  repeatedly  elected  Delegate  in  Con^rMB 
for  the  Ti-rritory  of  WlscousJc,  and  was  appointed  Oovomor 
of  the  Territory  in  XS4I.  After  the  admission  of  the  State 
into  the  Union,  he  was  twice  elected  a  member  of  the  Mouse 
of  Representatives.  Ke  wa«  a  memlwr  from  Winnebago 
county  of  the  couventiou  which  framed  the  first  constitu- 
tion. 

Morgan'  L.  Martin  came  to  Oreen  Bay  in  1827  whore  be 
has  ever  sitico  n^sidud;  he  was  a  lawyerof  distinction,  and 
more  recently  Judge  of  the  County  Court  of  Brown  county 
with  civil  jurisdiction.  IIu  was  for  many  years  a  member 
of  the  Territorial  Legislature,  and  in  ]S4fi  wa.s  elected 
Ddegate  in  Congress  for  the  Territory.  He  was  a  member 
and  President  of  the  convention  which  framed  the  prt'^ient 
constitution  of  the  Btate,  and  has  since  been  a  member  of 
the  State  Logiislature. 

Green  Bay  owed  much  of  its  progress  and  prosperity  to 
the  citizens  whom  wc  have  particularly  mentioned;  as  it 
did  also  to  many  others  who  aro  not  specifically  named. 
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PRAIRIU  Dt;  CUIEU;. 

The  time  of  the  first  settlement,  and  even  of  tlie  first  visi- 
tatiun,  of  Prairie  du  Chien,  by  any  white  man,  is  involved 
in  uncertainty. 

It  is  presumed  that  Henskpis,  in  ICSO,  waa  tho  first  civil- 
ized  human  being  to  behold  tliis  sito  of  rare  natural  beauty. 
It  could  not  have  eseaped  his  notice;  but  as  he  makes  no 
mention  of  it,  the  inference  is  legitimate  that  it  was  not 
then  occupied  even  as  an  Indian  village. 

It  18  not  remarkable  that  Marqukttk  and  Jolikt,  in  thoir 
descent  of  the  WiKconsiu  river  into  the  Missi^gippi,  in  1CT3, 
should  not  have  vtsitod  or  seen  it,  as  it  was  three  or  four 
miles  above  the  route  ihoy  must  have  taken,  and  obscured 
from  their  view  by  the  trees  and  vegetation  upon  the  bank 
and  islands  of  tho  Wisconsin  river. 

It  would  seem  that  there  was  a  military  post  on  the  Mia- 
sissippi,  near  the  Wisconsin  river,  as  early  as  lOSO— prob- 
ably at  Prairie  du  Chien— as  the  official  document  of  tho 
French  taking  possession  of  tho  Upper  Miesissippl,  by 
Nicholas  Pkukot,  May  8,  IG89,  has  among  the  witnesses 
"Monsieur  De  BoKiKoriLLOT,  commanding  the  French  in 
the  neighborhood  of  the  Ouiskonche,  on  the  Mississippi." 

It  is  stated  by  Rev.  Alfrkd  Brukson,  "as  well  as  I  (he) 
can  ascertain,"  that  the  first  settlement  at  Prairie  du  Chien 
was  made  by  a  trader  or  hunter,  whose  name  was  Cardi- 
NEI.I.K,  who,  with  his  wife,  come  from  Canada  in  1?W3,  and 
made  a  small  farm.  The  tradition  about  this  settlcmcutj  so 
far  as  relates  to  the  date,  is  very  questionable. 

After  the  death  of  this  man,  the  date  of  which  is  not 
known,  his  wife  was  again  and  repeatedly  married,  and 
finally  died  at  this  place  as  recently  as  1827,  and  is  supposed 
to  have  attained  the  great  age  of  one  hundred  and  Uiirty 
years. 

The  name  of  the  next  settler,  according  to  Dr.  Bbukson, 
was  Ganif-b,  whose  descendants  still  remain  there. 

About  the  year  1737  a  French  trading  post  was  established, 
and  a  stockade  built  around  the  buildings  to  protect  them 
from  tho  Indians,  and  occasionally  a  voyageur  got  married 
ODd  settled  down  on  a  piece  of  laud;  but  little  progre^  or 
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improv<>mpnt  was  made  in  the  place  so  long  aa  its  business 
was  limileil  to  Indian  trade;  for  whatever  enterprise  the 
Indian  trader  possessed  in  bis  normal  pursuit,  he  had  none 
whicli  tended  to  the  development  and  settJemont  of  the 
country. 

It  is  said  in  a  report  made  in  1818  to  the  bouse  of  Repre- 
Bontativfs  of  the  United  StatcB,  by  the  committee  on  public 
lands,  of  which  Hon.  George  Kobertson,  of  Kentucky,  a 
very  able  and  careful  writer,  was  cliairraan,  that  in  the 
^year  17S5  the  government  of  France  established  a  military 

St  near  the  mouth  of  the  Ouisconain;  that  many  French 
families  CMtabIish«'<l  themselves  in  the  neighborhood  and 
Ctitahlitihcd  the  village  of  Prairie  du  Chien. 

But  some  doubt  is  cast  over  this  statement  by  the  omis- 
sion of  Capt.  Car%k«,  in  his  "Travels,"  to  make  any  men- 
tion of  there  being  any  white  inhabitants  at  the  place  wlien 
he  visited  it  in  I7CC,  although  he  describes  the  large  Indian 
town,  to  which  the  Indians  had  removed  about  thirty  years 
'before,  from  their  village  on  the  Wisconsin,  about  five  miles 
above  its  mouth,  and  ho  says  that  the  traders  who  had  ac- 
companied him,  took  up  their  residence  for  the  winter  at 
the  Yellow  river,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Mississippi, 
only  about  ten  miles  above  Prairie  du  Chien.  This  they 
certainly  would  not  have  done  if  there  had  been  a  settle- 
ment of  whites  near  the  mouth  of  the  "Wisconsin  river. 

It  does  not  appear  probable  that  the  trading  post  and 
rvtockadc  established  in  1 737 — if  any  such  were  established — 
or  the  military  post  established  in  I7S5  by  the  French  gov- 
ernment, if  any  was  then  established,  were  p<'rmanently 
maintaineil,  or  that  either  had  any  existence  as  lule  as  17b"0 
or  I7S1.  There  was  a  tradition  among  the  old  settlers,  testi- 
fied to  in  lfi20,  in  the  testimony  taken  in  relation  to  private 
land  claims,  that  the  old  fort  was  burned  in  1777. 

It  appears  quit*  certain  that  in  1781  Gov.  Patbick  Sin- 
CI.AIR.  of  Mackinaw,  at  a  treaty  with  the  Indians,  purchased 
their  right  and  title  to  Mackinaw,  Green  Bay  and  Prairie 
du  Chien,  and  a  tract  at  the  latter  place  six  leagues  up  and 
down  the  river  and  six  leagues  back,  and  that  so  far  as  re- 
lated to  Prairie  du  Chien,  the  purchase  was  made  for  and 
Inbfhalf  of  the  traders,  by  three  of  whom — Bazii,  GciBD, 
PiERRK  Antua  and  Acgustin  Angk— the  payment  in  gooda 
was  made. 

Michael  Bbisbob  settled  at  Prairie  du  Chven,  Vn  YWV, 
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where  lie  continued  to  reside  for  fifty-six  years.  He  died  in 
1837,  at  the  ag»  of  seTonty-scven  years,  nud  was  buried  by 
his  son,  iu  accordaiioo  with  his  rtqueat,  on  a  prominent 
bluff  iHic'k  of  Prairie  du  Cliien.  lit'  left  several  children, 
who  continue  to  rceide  where  their  father  lived  so  long. 

In  his  "Early  History  of  Wisconsin,"  Dr.  Bkunson  says 
that,  according  to  the  statements  of  Miouakl  Huisbois,  there 
were  twenty  or  thirt>'  settlers  at  Prairie  du  Ohien  when  he 
went  there,  and  twelve  years  later  (17!):))  there  were  forty- 
threo  farms  and  twenty  or  tliirty  village  lots  claimed  and 
occupied,  most  of  whirh  had  been  built  upon.  The  mo3t  i 
these  settlers  were  ImutL-rs,  tradore,  and  voffugeura  wh(^ 
takin;;  wives  of  the  natives,  prosecuted  farming  upon  a 
small  and  primitive  scale  in  a  way  not  to  interfere  with 
their  other  employments. 

Mr.  Brisbois,  besides  being  a  trader,  carried  on  the  busi- 
ness of  bak  ing  and  farming  to  some  extent.  He  gave  to  the 
inhubitauts  tickets  for  fifty  loaves  of  bread  for  each  one 
hundred  pounds  of  flour  they  brought  to  him,  nnd  tlkC 
tickets  formed  a  curruucy  wiih  which  they  carried  on  trade* 
with  1h»  Indians  and  with  each  other.  None  of  the  inhab- 
itants made  their  own  bread,  and  Bitisuuis'  bake-house  was 
their  sole  dependence  for  the  staff  of  life. 

About  1S07  a  trader  by  the  name  of  Campbell  w{ 
appointed  by  the  United  States  government  i«ub-Indian 
ni^eut,  and  also  justice  of  the  peace  by  the  Governor  of 
Illinois.  Ho  was  killed  at  Mackinaw  in  a  duel  with  one 
CHAwroRD,  about  a  year  afterward,  and  was  succeeded  in 
both  offices  by  Nicholas  Boilvin. 

The  caufume  de  Faj-ia  so  far  prevailed  before  the  laws  of 
Michigan  v.*ere  introduced,  about  1810,  that  a  part  of  the 
ceremony  of  marriage  was  the  entering  into  a  contract 
in  writing,  generally  giving,  if  no  issue,  the  prop- 
erty to  the  survivor.  When  the  parties  desired  to  be 
divorced,  tbcy  went  together  before  the  magistrate  and 
made  known  thuir  wislies,  who,  in  their  presence,  tore  up  the , 
marriage  coutract,  and  according  to  the  custom  of  the 
country  they  were  then  divorced. 

jAiiKS  AiKD  and  Dun'cax  Graham  had  been  engagod  in 
the  Indian  trade  from  some  time  during  the  lost  century,  at 
as  early  a  period,  it  is  supposed,  as  during  the  Kevotutionary 
war.    Their  trade  was  with  the  Sioux  or  Dacotahs,  among 
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whom  thoy  spent  thp  winter  soason,  while  tho  Bummor 
monlliK  were  spent  at  Prairie  dii  Chien. 

Thi^  most  noted  cliaracter  in  the  liistory  of  Prairie  du 
Chien  during  the  first  quiirltT of  Iho  prcs4>nt  century  was 
.loKRpii  Rolette.  II«  was  bom  in  Canada,  of  a  rvspvctable 
Frt'iich  family.  He  was  educated  for  tlie  Koman  Catholic 
church,  hut,  nut  Htcintf  the  profession,  he  quit  it,  and  een'od 
a  n'guJar  apprentirmhip  to  mercantile  business. 

About  the  year  INM,  having  engaged  in  the  Indian  trade 
with  Mr,  MrRDocH  CAMERo^■,  he  can»e  to  Prairie  du  Chien, 
where  he  continutMl  to  reside  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  in 
1^41.  He  was  an  activu  merchant  ami  trader,  and  a  hospi- 
table and  generous  citizen,  and  for  au  Iiidiun  trader,  ho  had 
considerable  enterprise  for  tlie  proepurity  and  improvement 
of  the  country.  He  cultivated  quite  an  extensive  farm,  and 
was  interested  in  other  improvementR.  He  exercised  a  very 
consideralile  political  influence,  which  he  devoted  to  tlie  in- 
terests of  his  friends,  without  regard  to  political  considera- 
tions. Id  lii'i7  or  'iS  he  was  appointed  Chief  Justice  of  the 
county  court,  which  uiTice  fiu  held  until  180O.  His  wife  waa 
a  woman  of  culture  and  refinement,  and  he  left  a  daughter 
who  was  married  to  Maj.  Alhxasdkb  S.  Hook,  of  the  United 
States  army. 

Before  the  war  of  181'^  Prairie  du  Chien,  and  the  surround* 
ing  country,  was  beginning  to  attract  the  attention  of 
BettJcrs.  but  that  event  suspended  all  new  settlements. 

It  was  well  known  in  is]:{  that  the  British  meditated  the 
occupation  of  the  Illinois  Territory,  and  they  had  at 
the  portage  of  the  Fox  and  Wisconsin  several  cannon  for  a 
fort  to  be  erected  at  Prairie  du  Chien.  whore  it  was  stated 
there  were  abuutsixty  families, moetof  whom  were  engaged 
in  agriculture,  and  where  permanent  subsistence  could  bo 
obtained  for  one  thousand  regular  troops.  For  some  un- 
known reason  the  erection  of  the  fort  was  not  undertaken 
that  year  by  the  British. 

In  the  spring  of  1814  the  United  States  government  sent 
from  St.  Louis  a  company  of  regulars,  under  command  o£ 
Lieut,  Pkkkins,  and  laS  volunteen> — dauntless  young  fel- 
lows from  Missouri — to  Prairie  du  Chien.  They  ascended 
the  river  in  boats,  accompanied  by  Oov,  Ci.ark,  who 
returned  to  St.  I^uis  in  June.  He  reported  that  the  regu- 
lars had  taken  possession  of  the  house  formerly  occupied 
by  the  old  Mackinaw  company,  and  that  the  volunteen 
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occupied  two  of  the  largest  armed  boats,  under  command 
of  j.id-dc-Camp  Kkxnksixy  and  Captains  Si'luvak  and 
Ykikhk,  and  that  when  he  left  the  new  fort  was  proRressinK 
on  a  moKt  coinmatidiugspot.  It  was  llnished  that  month 
and  called  Fort  Shelby.  The  site  of  this  fort  is  nearly  oppo- 
site the  present  pontoon  railroad  bridge,  and  ie  where  Col. 
H.  T..  DorsuAN,  after  the  removal  of  the  fort  to  the  east 
side  of  the  Marais  St.  Friole,  built  an  elegant  private  roei- 
dencei. 

From  the  time  of  the  surrender  of  the  Northwestern  posts 
by  the  British  up  to  the  war  of  1813,  the  feelings  of  many 
of  the  Indian  traders  had  been  in  sympathy  with  Great 
Britain.  These  trad*.T8  having  learned  of  the  occupation  of 
Prairie  du  Chien  in  ISU,  by  a  military  force,  fitted  out  at 
Mackinaw,  in  conjunction  with  some  BritiKh  officers,  an 
expedition  for  its  recapture.  Lieut.-CoI.  William  McKay 
had  been  originally  a  trader,  and  subBeciuently  iMwame  a 
member  of  the  Northwest  Fur  Company.  To  him  the  com- 
mand of  this  expedition  was  coiiflded,  and  for  it  he  was 
well  fitted. 

JosKPH  RoLETTR,  who  had  been  active  in  commanding 
the  Canadiann  at  the  capture  of  Mackinaw  from  the  Ameri- 
cans ill  1^12.  and  Thoma,s  Andkk.son,  another  trader, 
each  raised  a  company  of  militia  at  Mackinaw  among 
^\f!XT  engages.  There  was  a  small  party  of  eighteen  regu- 
lars  under  Capt  Pohlman,  Col.  Robert  Dickson,  who  hod 
commanded  a  large  Indian  force  in  the  capture  of  the  fort 
at  Mackinaw,  detached  a  part  of  bis  Indian  force  consisting 
of  two  hundred  Sioux  warriora  and  one  hundred  Winne- 
bagoea.  With  this  force  and  a  brass  six  pounder  Colonel 
McKav  ^^ent  in  boats  from  Mackinaw  to  (Jlreen  Bay,  where 
he  tarried  for  some  time  to  increase  his  numbers,  and  make 
all  necessary  preparations.  With  the  accessions  obtained 
at  Green  Bay  the  entire  force  now  consisted  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  whiles  and  four  hundred  Indians.  The  force  was 
represented  in  the  newspapers  of  the  day  to  have  been 
much  larger  but  the  statement  now  given  is  upon  the  au- 
thority  of  Aikjustin  Oriokon,  who  was  a  Lieutenant  in  a 
company  raised  at  Ureen  Bay,  and  is  undoubtedly  correct 

The  expedition  moved  up  Fox  River  being  piloted  by 
Capt.  RoLBTTB;  the  whites  in  six  barges  and  the  Indians  in 
canoes,  and  carrying  ilieir  craft  over  tho"portttgo"  they 
deBceuded  the  Wisconsin  to  tlie  old  deserted  Fox  Tillage 
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about  twenty  miles  above  its  mouth  where  the  force  halted. 
AtroCflTis  Gbionos,  MicriAFX  Bkisrois  and  two  Indians 
were  sent  in  the  night  to  roconnoiter  and  ascertain  the  situ- 
ation of  the  fort  and  the  AmcricaD  forces  witliin  it.  They 
brought  hack  with  them  Antoine  Brisbois,  who  reported 
tho  American  strength  of  the  garrisoD  at  nixty.  Tho  next 
morning  which  was  Sunday,  the  JTth  of  July,  1814,  Colonel 
McKav,  with  the  white  men  and  Indians  composing  bis 
force,  continued  down  lo  tho  month  of  the  Wisconsin,  and 
thence  almoist  up  to  the  garrison,  through  a  bayou,  be> 
tween  the  islands  and  the  river.  They  reached  the  town 
unii*rceived.  The  force  made  a  most  formidable  display, 
grt-ally  to  the  terror  of  the  inhabitants,  and  the  consterna- 
tion of  the  garrison. 

The  gunboat  under  command  of  Capt,  Yeisbb,  with  other 
boats,  weremooreil  to  the  bank  near  tho  garrison.  A  severe 
fire  was  kept  up  upon  the  boats,  which  before  sundown  of 
the  first  day  moved  down  stream  out  of  reach  of  the  guus 
of  tho  enemy,  carryins  with  them  the  provisions  and  am- 
munition of  the  garriRon.  The  garrison  was  then  inv(>stcd. 
Capt.  RoLKTTK  and  Axi>kr.som,  with  their  companies  and 
the  Sioux  and  Winnebago  Indians^,  took  post  above  the 
fort,  while  Col.  McKay,  with  the  Green  Bay  company,  the 
regulars,  and  Mciiomouce  and  Cbippcwa  Indiaus  encom- 
passed it  below.  A  flag  was  sent  in,  borne  by  Capt.  Ander- 
sox..  demanding  tho  surrender  of  the  garrison,  which 
Lieut4?nant  Pkkkins  the  commandant,  promptly  declined. 
For  four  days  the  gallant  little  force  in  possession  of  the 
fort  succeasfnlly  resisied  the  persistent  attacks  of  the 
enemy,  the  number  of  which  including  Indians  was  more 
than  nine  times  larger  than  the  American  force,  On  the 
fourth  day  Col.  McKay  having  become  desperate  ordered 
cannon  balls  heated  red  hot  in  a  blacksmith's  forge,  to  be 
fired  upon  the  garrison  stockade  which  was  of  wood  and 
easily  ignited.  Lieut.  Pekki.ss  perceiving  that  longer  re- 
sistance was  worse  than  useless,  and  would  be  criminal 
folly,  raised  a  white  flag.  Two  officers  met  Col.  McKav 
and  the  result  was  a  surrender  to  him  of  tho  fort  and  publio 
stores,  the  Americans  being  permitted  to  retii-e  unmolested 
in  boats  down  tho  river.  Tho  formal  surrendtr  was  post- 
poned until  the  next  morning,  tho  Slst  of  July. 

Several  days  elapsed  before  arrangements  were  completed 
for  sending  the  prisoners  down  the  river,  during  which 
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time  their  livfis  were  in  the  most  imminent  danger  the  ut- 
ramt  cxi'rtioiis  of  Ool.  McEat  bein^  necessary  to  prevent 
their  iniiigvriminatti  massacre  by  the  infuriated  Indians. 
At  lfui;th  ihu  Cul.  succevdod  iu  gettiujB:  the  soldiers  on 
board  the  larse  hoat  —  tho  Qovernur  Clark  — which  a  short 
tim(>  before  had  brought  them  up  tho  river,  and  Uio  boat 
prix:ee'ied  on  its  roturn,  under  the  protection  of  an  escort 
sent  by  Col.  McKay.  The  Indians  however  pursued  the 
retreating  8oldi<>r!<,  nnd  did  not  relinquish  the  pursuit  until 
thoy  had  passed  Kock  Ittland  in  safety. 

dipt.  PoHLMAS  with  his  ri-^ulars  remained  in  command 
of  tho  garrison,  now  called  Kort  MrKay.  witli  the  two 
Muckiuuvr  companiL-s  one  under  oonitnand  of  CapL  Ander- 
son, and  tho  otlic-r  of  Lii'^ut.  Gkauam.  who  succ-oodod  Capt. 
BoLin~ric  in  command,  he  having  ijL'cn  scut  to  Mavkinu'W 
with  dispatches,  immediately  after  tho  surrender.  Colonel 
McKay  with  the  Gn^en  Bay  troops  and  the  Indians  took 
their  departure  soon  after. 

The  British  occupation  of  the  fort  continued  until  peace 
in  1S15,  and  the  inliahitants  were  ordcrt^l  to  do  duty  in  and 
about  tho  garrison  during  the  war.  Upon  the  advent  of 
peace  the  iort  was  uvaouatod. 

Brevet  General  Smytue.  Colonel  of  a  Rille  Regiment,  came 
to  Prairie  du  Chien  in  June,  1816  with  a  detachment  of 
U.  S.  troops  to  erect  Kort  Crawford.  He  selected  the  mound 
vliere  the  stockade  had  been  built,  which  he  repaired  and 
occupied.  He  also  appropriated  the  ground  in  front  of  tho 
stockade,  which  included  the  most  thickly  inhabited  part  of 
the  village.  The  arrival  of  Col.  Suvtiii£  and  his  trooi>8  was 
very  unwolcomo  to  tho  setUement  generally.  Ho  ar- 
rested MicuAEL  Bkisbois  oo  ft  charg©  of  treason  for  hav- 
ing taken  up  arms  against  thu  United  States,  and  sent  him 
to  St,  Louis. 

In  tlie  spring  of  1817,  Col.  Talbot  Chambkks  having  as- 
sumed command  of  Fort  Crawford,  ordered  the  houses  in 
front  of  and  almut  the  fort  to  be  taken  down  by  their 
owners,  and  removed  to  the  lower  end  of  the  village,  where 
be  pretended  to  give  them  lots.  The  officers,  particularly 
while  Col.  Chambers  was  in  command,  treated  the  inhabi- 
tants as  a  conquered  people,  arraigning  and  trying  them  by 
courts  martial  and  sentencing  tbem  to  ignominious  punish- 
ment 

CuARLBS  Mknari)  was  arrested  by  order  of  Col.  Chaubbbs, 
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brought  five  miles  from  his  residonoe  undor  a  guurtl,  tned 
hy  a  court  rimrtini  on  a  chaise  of  sellitii;  whiskey  to  the 
soldiery  whipp<.'<d,  and  with  a  bottle  hting  to  his  neck, 
marchud  through  the  streets  with  music  after  him  ])la>'ing 
the  Rogue'n  Marcft. 

JOHKi'ii  Kdi.KTTK,  rharjted  with  some  immoral  conduct, 
was  banished  to  an  island  about  seven  miles  above  the  fort, 
where  he  was  obliged  to  pass  the  winter;  and  there  were 
numerous  otln'r  acts  of  tyranny  perpetrated  by  the  otHcera 
upon  the  inhabitants. 

Fort  Crawford  was  continued  at  the  site  of  the  old  stock- 
ade on  the  island  until  the  year  tR:il,whon  the  sloue  fort 
was  built  on  the  high  ground  east  of  the  Mtirain  St.  Ffiolv. 
The  new  fort  was  occupied  by  U.  8.  troops  until  Juno  9, 
185B,  when  the  troops  were  removed. 

On  Jray  37, 1  Mr,  the  entire  military  resorvation.  including 
the  fort  and  huitdiugs  in  connection  with  it,  was  sold  by 
the  Unitod  States  at  auction  and  the  site  of  Uieold  fort  has 
since  been  occupied  by  St.  Mary's  Institute,  as  a  convent, 
built  in  187-i,  which  is  conducted  by  the  School  Sisters  ot 
Noiro  Dame. 

In  the  fall  of  1815.  Capt.  Joiis  SnAW  went  up  the  River 
from  St.  Louis  to  Prairie  du  C'hien  with  a  boat  and  a  stock 
of  merchandise,  and  there  engaged  in  some  little  trafHc. 
The  next  year  he  returned  with  a  large  boat  and  full  load  of 
merchandise.  He  tliought  it  would  be  a  good  locality  for  a 
grist  milt,  and  having  found  a  sufticieut  water  pouer  at 
Fishers'  Coulee,  four  miles  above  Prairie  du  Chien,  he 
promised  the  people  he  would  erect  one.  He  made  two 
olbvr  tripi>  in  1810  and  aUo  trips  every  year  until  18:30,  and 
in  ISIS  built  the  grint  mill  he  had  promised,  which  was  a 
great  convenience  to  tho  people. 

In  September,  ISIG.  James  H.  Lockwood  arrived  at  Prairie 
du  Ohien  via  Mackinaw,  Green  Bay  and  the  Fox  and  Wis- 
consin rivers.  Judge  LciCKWOoD  was  born  at  Peru,  Clinton 
County,  N.  Y.,  December  7,  nil.  He  studied  law  about  a 
year,  and  then  engaged  as  a  merchant  clerk.  He  wjis 
clerk  in  a  sutler's  store  which  brought  him  to  Mackinaw  in 
161S.  The  transition  from  clerk  to  a  sutler  on  tho  frontier, 
to  engaging  in  the  Indian  trade,  was  easy  and  natural,  and 
'Boon  retiulted  in  his  removut  to  Prairie  dti  Chien.  Uere  ho 
proved  himself  a  useful  citizen;  he  occupied  many  positions 
of  trust,  both  public  and  private,  and  was  faithful  in  all.  In

1630,  ho  was  appoiiitod  one  of  the  judges  of  the  county 
court.  Whea  Judgo  Doxy  went  to  Prairie  duChieu  in  1883 
to  hold  his  first  court  there  were  no  lawyers,  and  Mr.  Lock- 
wood  was  induced  to  comniPiice  the  practice,  hut  his  prin- 
cipal occupation  waa  that  of  trader  and  merchant  which  he 
continued  until  nearly  the  close  of  his  Hfo.  which  wasnpent 
at  Prairiedu  Chien,  He  died  at  his  home  Auy;u8t  a4,  18S7. 
In  an  article  preport-d  by  hirn  for  the  Stale  Historical 
Society,  published  in  the  s<N»nd  volume  of  its  cuUections,  ho 
says,  when  he  arrived  at  Prairie  du  Chien

In  tlie  eprinK  of  1817  u  Kt>inaa  Catholic  priest  from  St. 
Louis,  called  Father  Phikbr,  visit«d  Prairie  du  Cbien,  but  be 
did  not  long  remain. 

In  tsm,  the  United  States  government  having  lustructod 
Col.  Leavenworth  to  eatablisii  a  military  post  at  or  near 
the  muulh  of  the  St.  Peters  river,  on  the  land  purchaued  in 
Ibiw,  by  Gtfn.  Pike,  Slaj.  Thomas  Forsvth,  Indian  agent, 
under  instructions  from  tlio  Dopartniuiit  uf  War,  left  St, 
Louis  on  the  8th  of  Junu  with  a  keol-bout  loaded  with  goods 
to  bo  ilelivered  by  him  to  the  Sioux  Indians  above  Prairie 
du  Chioii,  Jiaj.  Kokkith  arrived  at  the  Prairie  on  thu  5tb 
of  Jt>3y,  where  he  remained  for  more  than  a  month  waiting 
the  arrival  of  the  troops.  Here  Kkd  Wing's  sou  was  wait- 
ing for  him.  and  The  Lkaf,  the  principal  chief  of  the  Sioux, 
arrived  that  evening.  Jtoth  begged  importunately  for  gtKxls. 
Maj.  FoftsYTU  told  tliem  ho  could  not  give  thumany  goods 
at  that  place;  that  ho  meant  to  go  up  with  the  troop  to  the 
River  St.  Peters,  and  would  atop  at  their  different  villagus 
and  speak  to  them  and  give  them  a  few  goods. 

Oa  the  Sth  of  August,  a  part  of  the  troops  having  arrived 
and  the  remainder  being  reported  on  the  way,  CoL  Lbavkn- 
woBTH  and  Maj.  Foksvth  fiet  out  for  Si.  Peters  river  with 
the  troops,  consisting  of  ninety  .eight  rank  and  file  an<l  four- 
teen balteaux  and  two  Inrgo  boats,  loaded  with  provisions 
and  ordnance,  uud  storux  of  differuut  kinds,  besides  Maj. 
FoBSVTH'fl  boat  and  goods  and  the  colonel's  barge.  The 
whole  expedition  arrived  at  their  destination  on  tbo  ZUh  of 
August,  and  the  post  waa  established  immediately  at  the 
mouth  of  the  St.  Peter.f,  which  was  occupied  by  the  govern- 
ment for  many  years  and  known  as  Fort  Snelliag. 
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Two  companies  of  iho  Fifth  Infsiiitry  accnrnpaojed  Cot_ 
Leavexwoktii  to  Prairie  du  Chien.and  occupit-d  Fort  Craw-: 
ford,  under  command  of  Maj.  Muiilkxheku. 

At  the  session  of  Congress  of  IHIK-^O,  an  act  was  passed 
to  take  testimony  relative  to  the  private  land  claimR  at  Sault 
St.  Mary.  Mackinaw.  Greeu  Bay,  and  Prairie  du  Chien, 
which  wen;  rt'scrvi-d  to  Hubj(>ct*i  of  tho  British  jjovemment 
under  Jay's  treaty;  and  in  the  fall  of  1820  commissionore 
were  dispatched  to  the  different  places  to  tako  testimony. 

A  Mr.  Lee  came  to  Prairie  du  Chien.  Most  of  the  claims 
hero  came  under  Jay's  treaty,  but  several  did  not.  At  a 
subsequent  session  of  Congress  an  act  wa-t  pa.tsed  giving:  to 
every  settler  who  was  iu  possession  of  land  at  the  date  of 
the  declaration  of  war  against  Great  Britain  in  1814,  i»nd 
who  had  continued  to  submit  to  the  laws  of  the  TTuitod 
States,  the  lands  he  claimed.  In  consequence  of  the  attitude 
of  some  of  these  settlers  toward  the  ffovornment  during  the 
war  with  Kngland,  the  patents  were  delayed,  to  their  great 
annoyance  and  injury. 

On  the  l?th  of  September,  Ifi^l,  an  act  was  adoptwl  by  the 
Governor  and  Judges  of  Michigan  Territory,  to  incorporate 
•*  The  Borough  of  Prairie  des  Chiens,"  It  provided  for  the 
annual  election  of  a  warden,  two  burgesses,  a  clc^k,  treas- 
urer, and  marshal.  That  the  borough  in  legal  moetint; 
afisemble*l  should  have  power  to  levy  taxes,  to  be  collected 
by  the  marshal.  That  the  wardens  and  burgesses  might 
lay  out  highways,  streets,  and  public  walks,  and  should  have 
otiier  specified  powers  to  provide  for  an  effective  municipal 
government. 

The  borough  was  duly  organized,  and  Jons  W.  JoHtfsON 
was  elected  the  warden,  and  the  first  burgesses  were  M. 
Bkiskois  and  Thomas  McNaiu.  The  organization  was  kept 
up  for  three  years,  and  in  1835  it  was  discontinued  by  non- 
user.  The  last  warden  was  Joskph  Kolkttk,  and  the  last 
burgesses  were  M.  Brisbois  and  Jamks  H.  I>ocKwt>oD. 

Col.  Hkrcdlrs  L.  Dousman  came  to  Prairie  du  Chien  in 
the  autumn  of  1S37  in  the  employ  of  the  American  Fur 
Company,  whore  ho  continued  to  rc«ido  until  his  death  Sept. 
Vi,  ISCfi.  He  was  greatly  respected  and  highly  esteemed 
and  accumulated  an  ample  fortune,  which  he  used  liberally 
in  promoting  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  his  adopted 
botne. 

In  1838,  Gen.  JosRpn  M.  Sthbkt  came  to  Prairie  du  Chten' 
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iving  boon  appoititod  Indian  agent.  The  next  year  he 
brought  bis  tumily,  which  was  the  first  one  settled  at  that 
placH  that  made  a  proft^BJon  of  religiou  in  tho  Protcstaot 
faitlt. 

TiiouAs  P.  Rt'KNBTT  was  appointed  sub-Indian  agent  in 
October,  IKSO.  under  Gen.  Stkket,  and  came  to  Prairie  du 
Chi<>n  In  Jiirin,  is.m 

By  a  proclamation  of  Gov.  Cass,  dated  October  2C.  1818, 
by  virtue  of  tbo  ordinance  of  17»7,  the  county  of  Michili- 
muckinac  was  luid  out,  tho  southern  boundary  of  which 
was

By  another  proclamation  of  Gov.  Cass,  of  tliesame  date, 
all  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  nouth  and  west  of  the 
county  of  Micbilimackinac,  wa3  divided  into  two  coimtiett 
which  wore  separated

The  eastern  county  was  called  "Brown"  in  honor  of  tlio 
then  commanding  genera)  of  tlie  army;  the  other  wok 
called  "  Crawford  "  in  compliment  to  the  then  Secretary  of 
War. 

Tbo  following  day.  Oct  27th,  the  following  appointments 
were  made  by  Gov,  Cass: 

For  Brown  county,  Matthew  Irwin,  Chief  Justice,  Com- 
missioner and  Judge  of  Probate;  CiiARLBs  Reaume,  Asso- 
ciate Justice  and  Justice  of  the  Peace;  Jons  Bowvbb, 
Commitisioner:  Robkkt  Ikwin,  Jr.,  Clerk:  and  Okqkob 
Johnston.  Sheriff.  For  Crawford  county,  Nicholas  Boii^ 
vijc  and  John  W.  Johnson.  Justices  of  the  Peace. 

The  following  appointments  for  Crawford  "county  were 
made  hy  Gov.  Cass  May  I-'Ih,  1K19.  viz.:  Jous  W.  .Jous- 
sov.  Chief  Justice;  Michael  Brisbois  and  Francis  Bul'th- 
ILUER,  Associate  Justices;  Wilfked  Owens,  Judge  of 
Probate;  Nicholas  BoiLvix,  John  W.  JoHNiii>N  and  Jauks 
H.  LocKwooD,  Justices  of  tho  Peacw;  Thomas  MtrNAiK, 
Sheriff;  John  L.  Findley,  Clerk;  UvAt-iNTH  St.  Cyr  and 
Olitek  Shakkier,  Supervisors  of  Koads;  and  Jons  P. 
Gates,  Regiftter  of  Probate  and  ex-officio  Recorder  of  Deeds. 

Gov.  Cass  .lent  by  Col.  Lkavksworth,  when  on  his  way 
to  the  St^  Peters  River,  blauk  comnii.4sions  foe  cUe  diffeTenV 
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officers  of  Crawford  county,  to  be  filled  up  with  sucli  namei 
as  should  be  selected  by  the  inhabitants.  They  assembled 
and  selected  the  persona  above  named. 

The  firet  court  held  iu  Brown  county  of  which  any  record 
is  preserved,  was  a  specinl  sussion  of  the  county  court, 
held  July  13,  182-1,  Jacvi;k»  I'ori.iek  Chief  Justice;  John 
Lawk  and  Henky  U.  Bkkvookt,  Associatea.  These  judges 
bad  supei-seded  tho»e  first  appointed  in  ISIK. 

In  IsaS,  John  "W.  John80.v  and  Frances  Bouthili-ieb  hav- 
ing  removed  away,  Joseph  Rolette  was  appointed  Chief 
Justice  and  Jbax  Bkcnet,  Ausociate  Justice.  Subeoi|uentIy 
in  1S30,  the  county  court  wus  re-orf^anizcd  and  General 
JosKPU  M.  Street  woti  appointed  Chief  Justice  and  James 
H.  LoCKWOOD  and  Hbrcules  L.  Dol'sman  As.<wciate  Jus- 
tices. 

The  first  tenn  of  tbe  county  court  of  Crawford  county  was 
held  at  Prairie  du  Chien,  May  12, 1893,  Frances  BonxHiL* 
LiEB  and  Joseph  Kolkttk,  Judges.  A  grand  jury  was  im* 
paneUrd  but  no  indictments  were  found.  No  criminal  busi- 
ness and  but  little  civil  business  was  done  and  after  granting 
two  luvem  licenses  and  making  a  decree  that"  the  proceed- 
ngs"  of  James  H.  Lockwood  are  legal  and  proper,  adjourned. 

The  next  year,  May  11,  1824,  the  court,  composed  of  the 
same  judges,  met  and  adjourutxl  until  the  I7th  of  the  same 
month  "for  want  of  juries." 

On  the  17th  a  grand  jury  was  impaneled  and  returned 
anindictmenta^ainst  J.  B.  Mavsakd,  who  wa.i  didy  called 
but  came  not,  and  the  court  ordered  that

No  Other  term  of  the  court  was  held  until  May,  182fl,  and 
after  that,  no  other  until  1830.  In  Novumhor,  1830,  a  term 
was  held  with  Joseph  Rolette  as  Chief  Justice  and  Jban 
BRr.vETT,  AMSOcialu  Justice, 

Thomas  P.  Buknett,  a  lawyer  from  Kentucky,  was  ad- 
mitted to  practice  in  the  court. 

A  grand  jury  was  impaneled  and  found  eight  indict- 
meutfi  for  selling  liquor  by  "  small  measure." 

The  court  adopted  rules  of  practice  and  thereafter  the 
business  in  court  was  transacted  more  systematically. 

The  next  term  of  the  court  was  in  November,  1831,  when 
Joseph  M.  Stkekt  was  Chiof  Justice  and  James  H.  Lock* 
WOOD  and  Jeax  Brusett  were  Associate  Justices.  It  seems 
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tUul  Mr.  DousHAN,  wlio  bad  been  appoint«d,did  not  aoodpt 
the  position. 

The  bifltoiy  ot  the  settlemoutfl  at  Green  Bay  and  Prairie 
du  Cbien  in  now  bi-ougbt  down  to  a  time  wbeti  they  cease 
to  have  a  purely  local  intereRt.  As  settlements  were  now 
beginning  to  grow  up  in  other  partH  of  the  Territory,  espe- 
cially in  the  lend  mineft,  the  subsequent  historical  events 
connected  with  these  two  principal  settlements  form  a  legit- 
imate part  of  the  history  ot  the  whole. 


CHAPTER  IX. 

CHEQUAHEOON—POBTAQB— MILWAUKEE. 

CHEQUAMBOON. 

The  early  settlement  at  Chequamcgou,  on  Lake  Superior — 
if  it  can  t>o  called  a  Bettloment — earlier,  ovi!n>  than  Green 
Bay.ifl  nut  ospw^iully  noticed  for  the  reason  that,  although 
U  was  the  field  of  the  first  missionary  labont  within  the  lim- 
its of  Wi8C0QS)n,a8  early  as  1GC5,  yet  its  growth  waa  confined 
to  missionary  work,  which  was  quite  limited,  and  it  has 
never,  until  a  very  recent  period,  acquired  any  importance 
in  any  other  respect. 

Very  soon  after  the  contiuest  of  Canada  by  the  Knglish, 
a  company  of  adventurerii  from  HuKland  undertook  to  work 
the  copper  mines  of  f^ake  Superior.  They,  however,  met 
with  but  little  success,  and  soon  relinquished  their  Kcbeme. 
They  had  long  been  preceded  by  others,  as  therw  is  abun- 
^dont  evidence  of  the  working  of  these  minc»  at  some  far 
liittanl  period,  and  by  some  unknown  people.  In  some  cf 
the  old  mines  not  only  stone  hammers  have  been  found,  but 
a  copper  gad,  much  t>attered;  a  copper  chisel,  with  a  socket 
for  the  handle;  a  copper  knife,  fragments  of  a  wooden  bowl, 
numerous  levers  of  wood,  remuunts  of  charcoal,  and  pita 
have  been  sunk  following  the  course  of  veins  extending  in 
continuous  lines,  and  upon  a  mound  of  earth  thrown  out  of 
one  of  them,  grew  a  pine  tree  ten  feet  in  circumference,  and 
upon  another  a  hemlock  tree  was  cut,  the  annular  growths 
of  which  counted  3!>-»  years.  The^e  evidences  of  a  prehis- 
toric people  excite  our  curiosity  without  satisfying  It. 
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PORTAOB. 

The  settlement  at  the  "  Portaj^e"  was  so  nearlj*  contem- 
pomry  with  that  at  Green  Bay  and  Prairie  du  Cbien  as  to 
be  worthy  of  notice  in  the  same  connection.    The  first  white 
men  to  visit  tlio  "Portage"  wer<!  J<ii,ikt  and  Mahqi:! 
and  their  ^uide:^  and  companions,  five   in  number,  who' 
"made  tho  portage"  in  June,  1673,  ^nd  reached  th6  Missis- 
sippi river  on  the  Kth  of  that  month,  altlioiigh  Nicolbtj 
was  at  (Jreen  Hay  in  1G;H,  and  ascended  the  Fox  river  fiora«' 
diotance,  probably  as  far  as  the  portage.    Sevun  years  later 
(16S0)  Hknnki'in  and  Dm  Luth  reached  the  portage  on  their 
return  from  the  falls  of  St.  Anthony.    Le  Si'icvk  and  his 
party  made  the  portage  in  l<!83,  on  his  way  to  the  Missis-] 
sippi. 

.  The  first  settler  at  the  jwrtago  was  Lachknt  Barth.  He 
was  a  trader  from  Mackinaw.  Returning  in  the  spring  of 
1793,  with  bia  family,  from  the  St,  Croix  river,  where  he 
had  traded  the  previous  winter  in  company  with  Jacqubs 
PoRi.iF.R  and  O11AKI.KH  Rkaimk,  of  Green  Bay,  he  stopf 
here  and  purchased  from  the  Winnebagoes  the  privilege  o( 
transporting  goods  over  the  portage.  This  was  the  com- 
mencement of  (he  settlement  at  that  point.  The  Indian 
habitations  near  there  inrrcased  immediately,  but  the  set- 
tlement wok  not  augmented  ihuch  by  white  men  for  many 
years,  Baeth  first  built  a  house  on  tho  low  ground,  but  it 
became  overflowed,  and  ho  removed  the  uoxt  year  to  the 
high  ground  half  a  mile  above. 

Tiie  next  settler  was  Jean  L'EcL'YERjWho  went  therein 
1788,  and  who  also  obtained  permission  to  transport  goods 
over  the  portage.  The  goods  were  hauled  over  in  carta. 
Barth  had  at  first  only  a  single-horse  cart,  but  when 
L'EkiUTER  came  he  had  several  teams  and  carts,  and  bad 
alsn  a  heavy  wagon  with  a  long  reach,  and  so  constructed 
as  to  transport  barges. 

About  1S03  B.vKTH  sold  to  Mr.  Caupbeij.,  who  was  ap- 
pointed a  few  years  later  the  first  American  Indian  agent 
at  Prairie  du  Chien,  all  his  right  of  transportation,  aud  then 
removed  to  Prairie  du  Chien,  where  he  died  before  the  Var 
of  1812. 

Caui-bell  soon  after  sold  out  his  fixtures  to  L'EctrvER, 
who  suppoBLHl  that  Campiibix  intended  to  relincjuiKh  the 
business;  but  he  placed  his  two  sons,  JoHS  and  Du.vc'ak, 
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T?rc,  and  had  several  teams  t<i  convey  goods  aud  a  large 
wagon  to  transport  bargen.  Caupbcll  ia  tbe  mime  man 
who  was  killed  at  Mackinaw  in  a  duel  with  one  Chawkobd, 
soon  after  which  his  Inisiness  was  closed  up.  In  about  two 
years  afterwards  L'Ecitvek  sickened  and  died  leaving 
several  children. 

After  L'Kccyer's  death  lus  widow  employed  Laitrknt 
FiLV  to  carry  on  the  business  for  her,  and  he  continued  it 
till  about  1812,  when  Fran(^is  Rov  niarned  a  dttuyhter  of 
Mrs.  L'tViiYER  and  took  charge  of  the  business  and  con- 
tinued it  many  years. 
Sonielinie  afterlhe  war  with  Kngland  Joseph  Kni,nTTEoar- 
ried  on  the  transportation  business  at  the  jtortage  employing 
PiEKKE  pACgtrerre  to  manage  it  for  him.  The  usual  charge 
for  transporting  goods  across  (ho  portjigi*  was  forty  cents 
per  1"")')  pounds,  and  ten  dollars  foreach  boat,  but  oxtorliona 
were  often  practiced  upon  those  who  would  submit  to 
them. 

There  was  always,  after  Barth  went  to  Portage,  a  con- 
siderable Indian  trade  there.  He  sold  tlie  remnant  of  the 
stock  which  he  brought  from  tbe  St.  Croix;  and  L'Ecvykr 
alwayx  kept  a  large  assortment  of  goods,  as  did  his 
widow  and  her  son-in-law,  Ror.  Cauphkll  had  goods  one 
year.  Laurest  Fily  who  had  been  a  clerk  for  L'E*^cvkr 
was  located  there  several  years  as  a  trader,  and  died  at 
Grand  Kau-kau-lin  in  IS  I*!,  at  the  age  of  eighty-three  years. 
AufiU-HTiN  Orii!Non  spt^nt  two  winters  in  trade  therefrom 
1801  to  l^yi  and  jACitVRf  PoRLiER  early  spent  two  or  three 
winters  there. 

For  thirty-five  years  after  Baktu  went  there,  the  number 
of  whilusettlers  ut  the  portage  did  not  increase,  there  being 
DO  business  except  the  transportation  across  the  portage 
and  a  small  Indian  trade;  but  the  location  and  erection  of 
Fort  Winnebago  at  that  point  effected  a  very  great  change. 

Previous  to  the  Indian  War  of  1S'J7,  It  had  been  common 
for  Red  Bird's  band  of  Winnebago  Indians  to  levy  contri- 
butions on  the  traders  while  crossing  the  portage.  In  con- 
sequence of  tikis,  and  for  the  prot^jction  of  the  now  increas- 
ing population  from  the  hostility  of  the  Indians,  ?klajor 
.  ^afterwards  Ouneral)  Daviu  E.  Twinos,  was  ordered  to  the 
f-portagu  in  the  summer  of  1S3S  with  three  companies  of  the 
Ist  Infantry  to  build  a  fort.  The  officers  of  his  command 
were  Capt.  Brevet  Maj.  Beall;  Capt.  Spescer;  Capt  (af- 
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terwardB  Gcnoral)  Haknev;  1st  Lieut.  Qaineh  Millkk;  IsE 
Lieut.  Jefr  Davi)>,  who  was  alito  quart«rtnaHter  (President 
of  llic  Cunfederatfl  States);  l»t  Liout,  (afterwards  General) 
Abekcrombik;  ind  Lieut.  Bkaix,  afterward  Oeneral  in  the 
Confederate  army;  2Rd  Lieut,  (afterwards  General)  BuR- 
BAKK  and  ^nd  Lieut.  Lahottb.  A  beautiful  plateau  of 
ground  was  sdcctt^d  on  the  east  eido  of  Fox  Rivur,  which 
gracefully  meandered  around  three  sides  of  the  Bi'Iucted 
site.  It  was  elevated  forty  or  lifty  feet  above  the  river  and 
had  a  commanding  view  of  the  surrounding  countr}*  for  a 
considi'rahle  distance.  Upon  this  plateau  waserecte<l  Fort 
"Winnebago.  The  officers  and  soldiers  livexl  in  tents,  until 
temporary  Ic^  barracks  were  built,  in  which  they  spent  the 
winter  of  183S-9.  Panics  of  soldiers  were  sent  up  the  Wis- 
consin River  where  they  cut  and  floated  dowu  pine  logs, 
and  during  the  winter  they  were  employed  in  cutting  the 
logs  into  lumbei*  and  timber  with  whip-saws,  and  in  making 
shingles.  Brick  were  mode  near  the  Wisconsin  River,  and 
lime  was  obtained  at  Bellefontaiiie,  about  twelve  mites 
northeast.  The  erection  of  the  buildings  was  conmien<:ed 
in  1829,  but  the  fort  was  not  completed  and  enclosed  till  the 
gtiinnicr  of  lii:i'i.  In  IS'JiS,  the  only  hnut^es  at  tho  portage 
were  a  log  house  in  charge  of  Pirbkb  PAfgCKTTK  belunging 
to  the  American  FurCo.,lho  Indian  agency  house  occupied 
by  John  H.KisziK,  sub-agent,  two  others  occupied  by  half 
breeds,  and  a  nice  house  owned  by  Fiiancw  LkRoy. 

The  1st  Regiment  was  reheved  by  four  companies  of  the 
6th  Infantry  in  July,  1S31. 

In  18a7,  Congress  appropriated  I^,(i0i.i  for  the  purpose  of 
opening  a  road  from  Green  Kay  Py  the  Wisconsin  portogo. 
In  the  year  ifi'M  $&,Ui)0  was  added  to  this  sum.  and  the  route 
extended  to  Fort  Crawford;  and  in  1S32  and  1833,  an  ad- 
ditional Sinn  of  tri.OOO  was  appropriated  in  each  year,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  917,000  none  of  which  had  yet  been  expended. 
LieuL  W.  A.  Centub  and  Jamks  D.  Dotv  were  appoinuxl 
commidsionors  to  make  a  reconnoisance  of  the  country  and. 
a  survey  of  the  route.  They  compk'ted  their  work  in  Sep- 
tember, 1833.  The  route  of  the  road  from  Grecu  Bay,  wua 
on  the  east  side  of  Fox  Rivw  and  Lake  Winnebago,  over 
the  present  traveled  road  through  Oe  Pere.  Wrightstown, 
Stockliridge,  Brothortown.  Calumet,  Taycheda,  Fond  du 
Lac,  I..ainartinc,  Grecu  Lake,  and  Betlefontaine  to  Fort 
Winnebago.     From    Fort    Winnebago    the  route    posswt 
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through  the  present  villaiij^e  of  Poynette  on  tho  railfvad 
from  Portage  W  Madison,  and  throngh  Cross  Plains  fourteen 
miles  Wflst  of  Madison  on  llio  railroad  to  Prairie  du  Chien. 
Five  milcii  west  of  Cross  Plains  it  cnmo  to  the  great 
dividing  ridgo,  which  divides  the  waters  wliit^h  flow  into 
the  Wiswrnsin  Rivor  from  Ibtmt^  which  flow  soiithorly.  It 
follow-jtt  this  ridg«j  to  williiu  mx  tiiileit  of  ttiu  mouth  of  tho 
Wisconsin  River,  which  was  then  crossed  and  tho  road  then 
went  to  Fort  Crawford. 

Thi>  work  of  constructing  this  road  waft  delayed  until 
1835,  when  it  was  opened  and  so  far  completed  as  to  admit 
of  travel.  The  force  employed  was  the  U.  S.  troops.  From 
Oreen  Bay  t^  Fond  du  I<<ic.  the  troops  wore  in  charge  of 
Lieut.  AixxAKDBR.  and  from  Foud  du  Luc  to  Fort  Craw- 
ford, in  t-hargo  of  Capt.  Harxet,  Capt.  Low  and  Capt 
Martin  Scott. 

In  tS38  anoth*>r  appropriation  of  $.5,000  was  made  by 
Congress  for  the  complt^tion  of  the  road,  which  was  mostly 
expended  between  l>epere  and  Fond  du  I>ac. 

Previous  to  the  settlement  of  Mailison  in  1837  and  1838, 
this  was  the  only  travelled  route  helween  Fort  Winnuhago 
and  tho  w^wtern  portiou  of  tho  Territory. 

The  primitive  manner  of  transporting  goods  up  Fox  River 
in  Durham  boats  is  thus  described  by  itr.  Heniev  Mkiekill:

In  ISM  HENTtY  Merrill  was  offered  tho  post  of  sntler  at 
Fort  Winnebago,  which  ho  accepted,  went  to  New  York, 
bought  a  stock  of  goods  which  he  had  shipped  to  that  place, 
and  entered  upon  his  duties,  and  conducted  a  general  mer- 
cantile business.  He  resided  here  from  that  time  until  his 
death,  and  acquired  a  handsome  fortune.  During  hts  long 
residence  in  Portage  he  always  commanded  the  greatest 
respect.    Ho  was  a  member  of  the  Senate  in  the  first  State 
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Legislature.  His  name  vaa  intimately  connected  with  that 
of  the  early  settlers  of  Wisconsin.  He  died  May  5, 1878, 
after  a  biiHy  life,  without  a  blemish  on  his  record. 


MtLWACKEE. 

,Thc  sclllementof  Milwaukee  bj' the  whites  cannot  be  said 
to  date  back  earlier  than  1$:M  or  IS-t.!.  But,  bein^  the 
metropotia  of  the  State,  events  connected  with  its  anterior, 
and  especially  its  very  early,  history,  possess  such  a  fi:eneral 
interest  as  justifies  a  separate  reference  to  Ihcni, 

The  earliest  mention  of  Milwaukee,  that  has  boon  found, 
is  in  a  journal  of  Lieut.  James  Gobrell,  of  the  Britiah 
army,  who  had  command  of  ihe  military  post  at  Oroen  Bay 
from  October,  I?G1,  to  June,  I7G3.  Under  date  of  August 
31,  ni;3,  speaking  of  a  party  of  Indians  which  liad  come 
from  Ulilwaukee,  he  says  :

From  the  same  journal,  midor  date  of  March  3^,  1703,  it 
appears  that —

These  extracts  furnish  very  sotisfactory  evidence  that  as 
early  as  l7C-'i  there  was  an  Indian  town  at  Milwaukee,  with 
an  KnElish  trader  there,  who  had  come  from  Mackinaw, 
and  was  probably  the  same  "  Uoddard"  who  came  to  Orcen 
Bay  with  Capt.  BKLKorw  in  October,  17iH. 

AnousTiN  Grionon*8  "  KecoUections,"  3  Col.  of  Hist.  So.. 
p.  2!)0-2n',',  contain  much  information  in  relation  to  the  early 
trade  at  Milwaukee  with  the  Indians.  From  his  statement 
it  appears  that  Ai.EXASi>EB  La  Framboise,  from  Mackinaw, 
was  located  at  Milwaukee  with  a  trading  establishment  at 
Mr.  (jRidSOX'searlieHtrecoUection — say  ITS.V  Afterawhile 
he  returned  to  Mackinaw  and  sent  a  brother  to  manage  the 
business  for  him,  who  remained  there  several  years  and 
raised  a  family. 

In  ITS!)  Jeax  Baptist  Mireakdkf.  a  Frenchman,  had  a 
blacksmith  shop  on  the  spot  where  the  splendid  chamlier  of 
commerce  was  erected  in  1879-80. 

About  the  year  IfiOO,  La  FraMBOISK  having  failed,  an- 
other trader  established  a  post  there,  aud  employed  as  his 
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clork  Stanislaus  Chappuk.  TIiEb  trnilinjj  Iiouse  waa  con- 
tiiuiL'd  until  about  180R.  Chappl'E  Jifd  in  lSo4,  a  few  miles 
above  Marinet,  on  the  Menomonoe  river- 
White  CHAPPfK  was  thus  employed  as  ctert,  and  soon 
aft<>p  he  went  there,  John  H.  Bkai:uii:s  also  established  a 
trading:  iiosi  the«>. 

About  1(504  or  IS05  Laurbkt  Fii.y  was  sent  with  a  supply 
of  goods  by  Jacob  Frasks,  of  Ore«n  Bay,  to  carry  on  a 
8u?nmtT  tradt!  at  Milwaukee. 

Jacqi^ks  ViKAt%  of  Green  Bay,  commonced  trading  at 
Milwaukee  previous  to  ISOn,  and  continued  it  regularly 
every  winter— except  that  of  ISl  1-12— until  1SI8,  when  Sou- 
OMoN  JrNKAr,  who  had  married  his  daughter,  went  there 
first  an  his  clerk,  and  then  on  his  own  account  Junkac 
^■erectwl  a  pennanpnt  dwelling  on  a  site  which  is  now  lie- 
twevn  Michigan  »rid  Huron  streets,  on  the  east  side  of  Ka»t 
Water  etrvct,  and  becJirnu  the  fir.'Ht  pi^rniaubnt  ntid  abiding 
settler,  and  lived  to  kcd  the  field  of  his  Indian  traffic  be<coino 
the  tiieater  of  an  iimnenso  commercial  trade.  He  died  in 
18M. 

After  the  war  with  Great  Britain  James  Kinzik  was  sent 

there  by  tJie  American  Fur  Company  with  a  stock  of  goods, 

but  did  not  remain  long:   and  Hypomte  ORKiNON  wintered 

at  Milwaukee  about  the  lime  Mr.  Jun'KAL"  went  there. 

The  Qreen  Bay  Intelligencer  of  April  19, 1S34,  contains

In  May,  1833.  the  fractional  township  (T.  7.  R,  ii  E.),  in 
which  the  city  of  Milwaukeo  is  situated,  waslirst  offered  at 
a  public  sale,  to  be  liiild  at  Orecn  Bay,  August  31, 1R3.'>,  Mr. 
JCNtiAU  purchased  by  right  of  pre-emption,  and  the  common 
consent  of  those  attending  the  land  sale,  a  tract  between  the 
Milwaukee  river  and  the  lake.  Byhon  Kii.bourn  and  his 
associates  purchased  an  extensive  tract  on  the  west  side  of 
the  Milwaukee  river,  which  for  some  years  was  called  Kil- 
boumlown,  and  Georuk  H.  Walkbr  niadi^  a  claim  on  the 
south  side  of  the  river,  for  which  ho  ultimately  obtained  a 
patent,  and  which  was  known  as  Walker's  Point.    Some  ot 
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the  most  valuable  tracts  adjuinitig  these  were  obtainud  by 
"  floats,"  and  in  that  mode  or  by  cash  purchases,  nearly  the 
entire  townnhip  passed  from  the  government  to  individuals. 
Amons;  those  who  came  to  Milwaukee  in  lt)35  were  Dan- 
rer.  Wells,  Jr.,  W.  W.  Oilman,  Okokob  IX  Doucuian, 
Talbot  C.  Docsmas,  E.  W.  Edgerton,  J.  Hathawat,  Jr., 

JaUBS  SANDERitON,  JaMES  CLYUAN,  OtI8   Hl'BBABD,  SauCKL 

Bkown,  George  O.  TiFKANV.  Daniel  H.  Rkuakus,  Bknoni 
W.  Finch,  Gkoroe  Rbeu,  Enoou  Cuask,  Hokack  Chask, 
WnxiAii  Brows,  Jr.,  Milo  Jones,  Enoch  Darlinq,  Albkkt 
Fowlkr,  C.  Harmon,  B.  Douat^iss,  W.  Maitlani>.  Alanson 
SwKKT,  Hknrt  West.  James  H.  ItooKRs,  Samukl  Hinmak, 
Mr.  LooMis,  Dr.  Cl^jike,  and  Mr.  CntLDs,  and  there  were 
many  others. 

On  the  13th  of  December,  1835,  the  first  public  meeting  of 
citizens  for  public  purposes  was  held  at  the  house  of  Mr. 
Childs.  B.  W.  Finch  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  Dr. 
Enoch  Chask  appointed  secretary.  The  object  of  the  meet- 
ing was  fitated  by  the  cliaimian  to  be  to  adopt  measures  for 
petitioning  Congress  for  appropriations  for  internal  im- 
provements, etc.  Several  commilteos  were  appointed  to 
draft  memorials,  petitions,  etc.,  and  the  meeting  adjourned 
for  one  week. 

On  the  Iflth  of  l>eremb6r  the  meeting  reassembled  and,  in 
the  absence  of  thechnirnmn,  B.  Douula.ss  was  called  to  tlie 
chair.  Petitions  for  the  passage  of  a  pre-emption  law  ;  for 
an  appropriation  for  conetructiog  a  canal  from  Milwaukee 
to  Hock  river;  and  another  Cor  a  light-bouse  and  harbor, 
were  reported  and  adopted. 

A  committee,  consisting  of  Lieut.  Clyman,  Ai.krrt 
Fowlkr,  Alanson  Swket,  and  Drs.  Chase  and  Clarke,  was 
appointed  to  correspond  with  the  settlers  of  the  mining 
country  on  tlie  subject  of  a  communication  botwvcn  tlie  two 
places. 

Alanson  Swkbt,  Henry  West,  and  Horace  Chase  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  draft  a  petition  to  Omgresa  for 
&n  appropriation  to  make  the  Chicago  and  Green  Bay  rr^id. 

A  number  of  buildings  were  erected  in  is;).*!,  and  there 
was  a  wonderful  spirit  of  speculation  in  lands,  lot«,  and 
claims  ou  the  public  lands. 
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NKW  YORK  I>a>IANS. 

From  mi8  to  It*'*'?,  tlioru  wa,s  &  fornbi nation  of  influences 
diit»iiiiilar  in  motive  but  j>i>rfi!ctty  contwimnt  in  purimse,  all 
opcratinjf  simultaneously,  which  resulted  in  the  removal  of 
a  part  of  the  Now  York  Inttiaus,  to  lands  secured  for  thc-nt 
&ear  Qrccn  Bay. 

TIio  Hollttud  Land  Company,  having  a  jiro-omption  right 
of  jmrchaaing  from  tho  ludiuiu;  tlioir  rwMsni'ations,  which 
right  had  been  confirmed  by  the  Gtat«  of  New  York,  itolil  it 
in  1810  to  David  A.  Ocdun,  who  with  hin  asRociat^'S  wcro 
known  as  the"Ogden  I.^and  Company."  This  company, 
for  the  purposeof  extinguishing  the  Indian  titio  and  thereby 
pcrffcting  its  own,  conceived  the  plan,  in  J81?-18,  of  secur- 
ing in  thu  Went,  by  consent  and  aid  of  thcgonera]  Kovera- 
men),  an  extensive  grant  of  laud  from  the  western  tribes, 
.as  a  home  or  hunting  ground  for  the  several  tnbos  of  tho 
'Kcw  York  Indians.  One  of  tlie  first  steps  was  to  eeeury 
the  consent  and  co-operation  of  the  War  Department. 

The  Stoukbridgo  and  Brothertown  Indians  had  a  smalt 
reeervation  ol  lhirty-(ive  squaro  miles  in  Oneida  comity. 
These  Indians,  influenced  by  un  educated  and  elo()ui.*nt 
young  chief,  SoLOUoN  U.  Uedrick,  and  their  resident  mii>- 
'tionar>',  Juhk  Skakouast,  b<)came    anxious    to  obtain  a 
Euitable  tract  of  land  west  of  tliR  lakes  to  which  they  might 
remove  and  where  they  could  have  a  pemianeut  home. 
They  obtained  the  influence  and  aid  of  the  American  Board 
I  of  Missions,  by  which  the  late  Dr.  Jkdeduji  Mohsk— whose 
'name  is  identified  with  the  history  of  education  in  Amer- 
ica, by  the  publication  of  his  Geography,  Atlas  and  Gazet- 
teer, and  who  was  the  father  of  S.  F.  B.  if oksb  the  inventor 
of  tho  electric  telegraph — was  induced  to  undertake    tho 
Izoission  of  selecting  a  proper  location.    Pr'>liuiinury  to  this 
f  undertaking  application  was  made  to  tho  Secretary  of  War. 
'  that  he  be  commissioned  to  make  a  general  tour  among  tho 
northwestern  Indians,  with  a  view  to  forming  a  better  un- 
derstanding between  them  and  the  Government 

In  ISlC'-ir,  Elbazkr  Wiujams,  the  same  who  afterwardii 
advanced  the  fictitious  and  preposterous  claim  to  be  tho 
Dauphin  of  France,  Louis  I9th,  appeared  among  the  OucidiiL 
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Indians.  Born  among  the  St  Regis  Indians,  of  which  tribe 
his  mot^KT  wu«  a  native,  mid  with  wlioin  he  had  lived  until 
he  was  fourteen  years  old,  tliu  Indian  language-  was  his 
native  tongue.  He  spent  his  boyhood  from  llio  ago  of  U  to 
39  in  New  England  Hchool»  and  acquired  a  good  English 
education  and  waa  tolprahly  conversant  with  tht>  Christiiin 
Bystom  and  with  Ihoology,  He  was  withal  a  natural  ora- 
tor and  most  graceful  and  powerful  speaker.  He  was  com- 
missioned I>v  liishop  Hobart  as  cafecliisl  and  lay  reader  to 
the  Uiieida  Indians.  Oreat  success  alU>ndcd  his  missionary 
work,  as  the  result  of  which  the  Bishop  confirmed  about 
fifty  communicants. 

But  the  Held  for  the  labors  of  this  missionary  confined,  as 
it  was  to  ahout  fifteen  hundred  Oncidas.  was  more  limited 
than  his  ambition.  Whether  tbo  idea  originated  with  him. 
or  whether  it  was  suggested  by  the  Ogden  Land  Compaoy, 
or  borrowed  from  the  Stockbridges,  he  proposed  to  the 
Oncidas  in  181$.  a  grand  emigration  scheme  and  a  confed- 
erated Indian  Government  This  scheme  contemplated 
that  the  Oneidas.  and  all  other  New  York  Indians,  with 
many  of  those  in  Canada  and  the  Keiiecas  at  Sandusky, 
should  nsmovo  to  tlio  neighborhood  of  Greon  Bay,  and  there 
unite  in  one  grand  confederacy  of  cantons,  but  al!  under 
one  federal  head.  The  contemplated  government  was  to  be 
a  mi.\ture  of  civil,  military  and  ecclesiastic,  the  latter  to 
predoiniQatc.  The  older  and  more  sober  minded  of  the 
Oneida  chiefs  lent  no  favor  to  the  plan,  but  some  of  the 
younger  men  were  more  captivated  with  it,  and  some  of  the 
young  hereditary  chiefs  were  drawn  into  it.  He  also  en- 
ticed a  few  of  the  j'oung  men  of  each  of  the  other  tribes  of 
the  Six  Nations,  to  enter  into  his  scheme.  Ilenextaddressed 
the  War  Department,  soliciting  its  countenance  and  assist- 
ance to  enable  a  delegation  of  twenty,  from  the  several 
tribes  of  the  Six  Nations,  to  visit  the  western  tribe«,  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  a  cession  of  country  for  a  new  home. 

The  Southern  States,  and  their  representatives  in  Con- 
gress and  in  the  executive  departments,  regarded  with  ex- 
treme jealousy  the  rapidly  advancing  power  of  the  free 
StatcB.  By  the  ordinance  of  i:k7,  slaverj- was  forever  pro- 
hibited in  any  States  to  be  formed  in  the  Northwest  Terri- 
tory; and  tlie  northern  boundary  of  Illinois  was  by  an  act 
of  Congress  purijosely  extended  more  than  sixty  miles  north 
of  the  boundary  prescribed  by  the  ordinance,  in  the  vain 
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exiM'ctalJon  that  the  roiiiilry  north  «f  it  could  novrr  acjuire 
Kiifliciuiit  xtrctif^h  in  wcallli  or  nuinburs  tu  (.-laiiti  luhiiir^ioD 
a  Stat«  in  the  Union. 

During  tho  adminiBtration  of  Mr.  M-inkok,  John  C.  Cai^ 
uovs  was  Secretary  of  Wur.  and  lent  hi«  sanction  to  «  plan 
to  devote  the  territory  west  of  Lake  MichiRAU  and  north  of 
UlinoitiAS  an  Indian  Territory,  in  which  to  colonize  all  the 
remaining  tribes  in  the  Northern  States. 

It  excitcK  no  surprise,  therefort'.  that  tho  Se<Tetary  of  War 
yielded  a  ready  acquicscunco  in,  and  co-oporatiou  with,  tho 
plans  and  application  of  the  Ogdcti  Land  Company.  Dr. 

IMOHSK  and  Mr.  WiLt.iAMri,    The  application  which  had  been 
ie  in  Iwhalf  of  Dr.  Mokse  was  jj;ranted,  and  he  spent  the 

[(■timmer  of  1820  in  visiting  several  of  the  nortli western 
tril)^,  fifteen  days  of  which  wei-e  spent  at  Green  Bay.  where 
ho  was  the  guest  of  Cul.  Smith,  and  where  he  devnted  lii:4 

|bestetTort8  to  securiug  a  we«t«ni  retreat  for  the  Stock  bi-idgo 
and  other  New  York  ludians. 
In  response  to  tho  application  of  Mr.  Williams,  tho  War 

iDonartment  gave  orders  to  the  several  superintendents  of 
Indian  affairs,  and  eommandanta  of  military  posts,  to  issue 
to  tho  delegates  of  the  different  tribes  of  Xew  York  Indians, 
not  exceeding  twelve,  certain  amoiMits  of  rations,  blankets, 
powder,  lead,  etc.,  and  to  facilitate  their  movenicnu  ou  their 
journey.  A  requisition  also  waa  ordered  to  be  made  on  the 
naval  officer  at  Detroit  for  a  vessel  tu  take  the  delegates 
from  Detroit  to  Oreen  Bay,  if  there  was  any  fit  for  service. 
A  copy  of  these  orders  was  furnished  Mr.  Wiluams,  and 
on  tho  Tid  of  July,  IS^O,  he  arrived  with  the  delegation  at 
Detroit  oud  called  on  Gen.  Cass,  then  Governor  of  Michigan 
Territorj-  and  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs. 
On  his  arrival  at  Detroit  Mr.  Williams  learned  that  a 

ktreaty  had  bveo  made  with  the  Monomonees  a  few  days  be- 
fore, in  which  they  had  ceded  lo  the  United  Stales  forty 
milM  square  of  their  land  in  tho  immediate  vicinity  of  Furt 
Howard,  This  purchase  of  the  very  land  Mr.  Williams 
Tnost  dc»(ired.  frustrated  all  his  plans,  and  for  the  present, 
at  least,  defeated  all  his  hopes;  and  as  there  was  no  govern- 
ment vcssol  there  fit  for  service  he,  with  his  delegation  of 
Indians,  retraced  their  steps  to  tho  State  of  New  York. 
That  State  took  tho  cause  of  the  Indians  in  its  keeping,  and 
the  treaty  was  rejected  by  the  Senate,  and  this  impediment 
to  the  emigration  project  was  removed. 
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Tlio  noxt  year  a  similar  order  was  made  by  the  War  De- 
txartiueDt,  and  Mr.  Wtr.MAUs,  with  fourteen  deteicntes  from 
the  tribea  of  Stockbridne,  Oneido,  Onondaga,  Tiiscarora, 
Seneca,  and  St.  Regis  Indians,  being  joined  at  Detroit  by  C. 
C.  TRowjtRiOGB,  deputed  by  Gov.  Cass,  proceixled  to  Groen 
Bay,  whore  tlicy  arrived  August  5, 188!.  A  very  large  por- 
tion of  the  Menomoiitios,  influenced  by  the  French  inhabit- 
ants, the  tradt-rs,  and  many  of  the  half-breeds,  were  opposed 
to  any  cession  of  lando.  But  on  the  IRth  of  August  a 
treaty  was  made,  signed  l)y  some  of  the  chiefs  and  bead 
men  of  the  Winnebagoes  and  Menomonees,  by  which  the 
land  was  ceded  from  Grand  Kau-kau-lin  to  the  rapids  at  the 
Winnebago  lake,  and  extending  on  each  ttido  of  the  river, 
Up  and  down,  equi-distant  with  the  lauds  claimed  by  the 
Menomonoo*  and  Wiuncbagoes.  This  treaty  was  approved 
by  the  President  of  thy  XTuited  Statos,  but  its  validity  was 
always  denied  by  a  large  part  of  the  Menomonees. 

On  returning  to  New  York,  Mr.  "Wh.uams  found  a  more 
formidable  oppoftitiun  to  hift  proceedings  than  he  had  met 
at  Green  Bay.  A  large  part  of  the  Stockbridges,  Oneidas, 
Onondaga.i,  Tuscaroras  and  all  the  Senecas  were  opposed 
to  the  tn-aty. 

Ill  isaa  a  new  order  was  obtained  from  the  War  Depart 
mcnt,  which  still  continued  to  favor  the  cutcrpri&e,  provid* 
ing  for  another  visit  to  Green  Bay.  Tho  delegation  was 
larger  than  that  of  the  previous  year,  and  John  Sakokant, 
Jr.,  succeeded  Mr.  Tuowbkidgk,  on  the  part  of  the  Uuitfid 
Slates.  They  reached  Green  Bay  the  1st  of  September.  Tlie 
Winnebagoes  and  Menomonees  were  soon  assembled  at  the 
agi-ncy  house  at  Gre^n  Bay,  but  the  Winnebagoes  refused 
all  further  negotiations,  and  soon  retired  up  the  river.  After 
making  the  payments  agreed  upon  in  the  treaty  of  the 
previous  year,  followed  by  feasting,  dancing  and  a  general 
hilarity  of  two  days,  there  was  much  negotiation  aJid  a 
conference  which  continued  for  several  days,  the  result  of 
all  of  which  was  that  on  the  33rd  day  of  September,  1H33,  a 
new  treaty  was  made  between  the  chiefs  assuming  to  rep> 
resent  the  Menomonees,  and  those  assuming  to  represent 
the  Stockbridge,  Oneida,  Tuscarora,  St.  Regis  and  Munsee 
Indians,  by  which  the  former  tribe  purport  to  ct-de  to  the 
latter  tribes,  all  their  lands,  ea^t,  north  and  west  of  those 
ceded  the  previous  year. 
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Thi«  treaty  was  approved  by  the  PresKlent,  March  13,1883, 
■with  some  modificutious  of  tb«  boundaries. 

A  amaU  party  of  about  fifty  StockbridKc-s  locat^il  ]at«  in 
the  fall  of  thiei  year,  at  the  Grand  Kaii-kaudin  on  the  eoet 
eide  of  the  river,  and  wore  joined  the  next  year  by  a  party 
of  Mutis^H^s.  A  small  party  of  the  Brothertowns  reached 
Green  Bay  the  second  year  (1823)  and  located  at  I.iltle  Kau- 
kuu-lio  on  the  ea^t  side  of  the  river.  A  isniuU  |>arty  of 
Oneidas  came  at  ibu  suniu  tinm  and  located  at  the  same 
place  where  they  remained  until  1835,  when  they  removed 
to  Duck  Creek, 

The  treaty  of  ISSS  excited,  if  possible,  more  opposition 
among  tho  Menomonees,  than  that  of  the  previous  year  and 
ft  largu  pare  of  thu  tribe,  probably  a  majority,  were  deter- 
miuud  that  they  would  dii^n^'gard  it.  Thero  waK  uo  leu 
op[)OBition  to  tho  liraly  among  mo«t  of  the  Now  York 
Indians  who  were  reeolvud  not  to  emitn'ate^ 

On  the  nth  of  August,  1837,  a  treaty  was  made  at  Butte 
des  Jlorts  between  (Jov.  Cahs  and  Thosias  L.  McKisxer, 
commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  United  State-f.  and  the 
Chippowas,  Menomonees  and  Winnebagoet*.  the  chief  object 
of  wbieli  wa^  to  declare  tho  boundaries  between  these 
tribes.  In  the  ivL^cond  article  of  thi»  treaty  it  is  declaretl  that 
the  difficulties  between  the  Mennmonce  and  Winnelia^o 
tribes,  and  the  tril>eB  or  portions  of  tribes  of  the  Ht&ie  of 
New  York,  and  the  claims  of  the  respective  parties,  aa  well 
with  relation  to  tenure  and  boundaries  asto  the  authority 
of  tho  persons  who  signed  the  trenljes,  be  referred  to  the 
President  of  tho  United  Stales,  whose  decision  should  be 
final.  The  n^^olutiou  of  the  Senate,  ratifyin^j  this  treaty, 
contained  a  provision,  that  it  should  not  affect  any  riifht  or 
claim  of  the  New  York  Indians,  which  destroyed  the  effect 
of  the  second  article  of  the  Cass  treaty. 

In  18.W,  Ekastcs  Root  and  .Iamks  McCaix  of  New  York, 
and  John  T.  Mason,  Secretary  of  Michi^n  Territory,  woro 
appointed  commissioners  by  the  United  States  to  etTout  an 
sdjUKtment  of  the  whole  matter  between  the  Wisconsin 
Indians  and  the  New  York  Indians,  Eight  days  were  spent 
in  council  and  every  effort  made  to  reconcile  the  Meuoino* 
.  noes  to  the  claims  in  whole  or  in  part  of  the  New  York  !n- 
diOAS.  Nothing  could  be  done.  The  Menomonees  wci-o 
inflexible.  They  would  agree  to  nothing  except  that,  as 
the  New  York  Indians  were  in  the  country,  they  might  slay

during  good  behavior,  but  munt  be  regarded  as  tenants  at 
'nil)  mid  having  no  interest  in  tbo  land. 

About  Uii«  tiuio  Col.  Saucel  C.  STAMBAron  was  ap- 
poinlod  Indian  agent  at  Green  Bay  by  General  Jackson. 
On  the  6tb  of  November,  1830,  be  left  Green  Bay  with  a 
delegation  of  fourteen  >fenomonee  chiefs  to  visit  Washing- 
ton with  a  view  to  making  a  treaty  there  for  the  tiale  of 
a,  part  of  their  lands  to  the  United  States.  On  their 
arrival  there  on  the  11th  of  December,  the  President  ap-J 
pointed  Geii.  Eaton,  Secretary  of  War,  and  Col.  Stam-1 
bauob,  commissioners  to  make  a  treaty. 

After  several  delays  and  much  informal  negotiation  the 
Commissioners  and  the  Menomonees  met  and  on  the  8lh  of 
February  1831,  agreed  upon  a  treaty,  in  which  it  was  pro- 
vided tliat  a  tract  of  land  should  be  Ret  apart  as  a  home  for 
the  Xevr  York  Indians  bounded  a.s  follows:  Beginning  on  the 
west  side  of  Fi>.x  Rivur.  near  the  little  Knu-kau-Un  at  the 
'Old  Mill  Dam':  tlion  northwust  forty  miles;  then  nortJieasC  to 
the  Oconto  river;  then  down  the  Oconto,  and  up  and  along 
Green  Bay  and  Fox  River  to  the  pIao«?  of  beginning  contain- 
ing about  SrHl.fKIOacre.i.excludingprivate  elaimsand  the  mil- 
itary  reservation.    The  treaty  in  the  lirst  article  limited  the 
time  of  the  removal  and  settlement  of  the  Xew  York  In- 
dians upon  iho  lands  to  three  years.    It  further  provided 
in  the  sixth  article,  that  if  the  Nuw  York  Indians  then  in 
Wisconsin,  should  not  remove  to  and  settle  on  the  c^ed 
land  within  three  years,  the  President  shouid  direct  their 
immediate  removal  from  the  Menoinnnee  country.    On  the 
i;ih  day  of  February.  1K31,  a  supplementarj*  article  was, 
added  to  Uie  treaty,  which  provided,  that  instead  of  the  lim- 
itation of  thriH*  years  contained   in  the  first  article,  tho 
President  ubuuld  prescribe  the  time  for  the  removal  and 
settlement,  and  that  the  removal  of  the  Indians,  mentioned 
in  the  sixth  article,  should  be  left  discrt-tionary  with  the 
President 

This  treaty  not  having  been  acted  upon  at  the  session 
which  terminated  March  Ith,  lif-'tl,  a  further  stipulation  was 
made  on  the  15th  of  March,  that  it  should  be  laid  before  the 
Senate  at  its  next  session,  with  the  same  effect  as  at  the 
late  session. 

The  amendments  made  on  the  17th  February  did  not 
reconcile  the  Xew  York  Indians  to  the  treaty,  and  thej- re- 
newed their  oppositiou  to  it  at  the  next,  session.    The  result 
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^  Was  Diat  tbo  trottty  wa«  ratific-d  I>y  tlio  Senate  on  tlift  95lh 
June,  lt>it^,  with  an  amendniont  in  the  interest  of  the  New 
York  Inilian»,  which  provided  that  two  towntthips  of  land 
on  the  east  side  of  Winnebago  Lake,  equal  lo  forty-six 
thouHund  and  eigluy  acre-s,  should  be  laid  off  for  the  use  of 
tho  Stockbridge  and  Munsoe  tribes,  and  one  towuithipud- 
joinine,  equal  to  twfiity-three  thuttsHnd  and  forty  acres, 
should  belaid  otT  and  grunted  for  tho  us«  of  the  Brother- 
town  Indians;  and  that  the  Stockbridge,  Munsee  and  Broth- 
ert4>wn  Indians  should  relinquish  to  the  United  States  all 
their  claims  to  any  other  lands,  on  the  east  side  of  FoJC 
Itiver,  and  that  the  United  States  should  pay  tho  Indians 
for  their  improvements  thereon. 

The  ainundniunt  of  the  Senate  also  provided  that  the 
flonthwesiern  boundary  of  the  500,000  aero  tract  on  tho 
western  aide  of  the  Fox  River,  should  becxteudcd  eouth- 
westerly  far  enough  to  add  to  it  S0O,OD0  acres,  and  that  tlie 
same  numlter  of  acree  should  be  token  from  the  northeast 
Bidu. 

On  the  27th  October,  1832,  a  council  was  held  at  Green 
Bay.  by  George  B.  Portrb.  Governor  of  Michigan  Terri- 
tory, comrniitsioned  for  that  purpose  by  the  PrttKidcut.  with 
the  reprcKcntuliveit  of  the  Menomonee^,  SLockbridges, 
Munsees,  Brothertowns,  St,  Regis  and  Six  Sations.  The  Me- 
nomoneos  assented  without  objection  to  BO  much  of  the  Sen- 
ate amendmi»nl  as  related  to  the  three  townships  of  land  on 
the  east  side  of  Lake  Winnebago,  but  proposed  a  modifi- 
cation of  the  southwestern  boundary  line  of  the  'HXi.tKAi 
acre?)  aildcd  on  the  southwest  side,  not  how(;ver  affecting 
the  quantity  of  land  added.  All  the  New  York  Indians,  in- 
cluding the  St.  Regis  and  Six  Nations  (generally  known  as 
OneidiisJ.  ncceptj'd  and  agreed  to  tho  Senate  amendments, 
with  tho  niodiTKration  propitsed  by  the  Mutioniuut^es,  and 
r<*quested  thai  ihcy  might  bo  ratified  and  approved  by  the 
President  and  Senate  of  tho  United  States. 

The  conflict  with  the  Wisconsin  Indians,  which  had  its 
origin  in  the  three  separate  schemes  of  the  Ogdeii  I^nd 
Company  to  make  its  pre-emption  rights  available,  of  tbo 
Stockbridge,  Munsee  and  BiYithertown  Indians,  to  obtain  a 
more  desirable  home,  and  of  Ki.eaker  \V'ti.LiAM3  to  build  up 
a  grand  Indian  nation,  fotstercd  and  encouraged  as  these 
schemes  were  by  John  C.  Calhocs,  to  render  it  impossible 
that  more  free  stat^i:  should  be  organized  out  of  the  North- 
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west  Territory,  by  setting  it  apart  for  tlie  fo\e  dominion  of 
Inilian  triln-^,  wax  now  ti^-riniiiatcil.  Tliis  cunfliot  had  con- 
tinued for  more  tliuii  twolvo  jcars, uud  the  result  liad  fallen 
so  far  sliort  of  the  gmiid  hopes  and  castles  in  the  air.  built 
by  WiLLiAils.that  lnjabaiuionwdforever  his  Utopian  schcmu 
and  duvotvd  his  time  to  thu  establinhment  of  his  more  vis- 
ionary fiction,  that  ho  was  the  Dauphin — the  "  Lost  Prince" 
of  tht>houeieof  the  Bourbonif. 

The  schemes  of  the  Ogden  Land  Company,  of  relegating 
to  Ihu  wildit  of  Wisconsin  the  Indians  who  occupied  tlie 
lands  in  New  York,  whifli  the  company  covoted  so  much, 
was  attended  with  the  »amc  disaster,  and  the  project  of  ob- 
taiuii)^  a  home  for  them  near  Green  Boy  was  abandoned, 
to  he  succeeded  by  a  proviBiou  for  their  transfer  a  few 
years  later  to  a  renervatiou  made  west  of  MiiiRonri.  in  the 
southeastern  part  of  what  has  since  becoute  the  Estate  of 
Kansas,  where  a  reservation  of  nearly  two  million  acres 
was,  by  treaty,  entered  into  January  15,  IS38,  made  Cor— 

"^A  pOniiAiu>ul  I14111A  rt.iraLl  thtT  Nirtt  Turk  Imliiirm  larnt  m<i^tt»ff  tn  ib*  S£b1«  of  104*

The  hopes  of  the  Soca^tary  of  War,  and  of  all  others  who 
shai-ed  them,  of  abridging  the  area  of  freedom,  were  al»o 
disapji'iinled. 

Tiie  New  Vork  Indians,  who  had  removed  or  desired  to 
remove  to  Green  Bay,  were  the  only  parties  to  tho  original 
plan  of  emigration  that  were  satisfied  with  the  result.  The 
whole  of  the  Stock  bridges,  Brolhertowus,  and  part  of  the 
Munsees,  with  about  olevcu  hundred  Onoidas,  moved  soon 
after  to  tlieir  respective  locations,  and  the  commtmity  of  the 
Oneidas  has  been  continually  augmented  by  the  annual  ac- 
cession of  small  parties  from  New  Vork. 

By  a  treaty  made  with  the  United  Stales,  February  8, 
1S38,  the  Oneida  Indians,  in  consideration  of  903,600,  ceded 
to  tho  United  States  all  their  title  and  interest  in  the  land 
set  apart  to  them  by  tho  treaties  of  1S3I  and  16^2,  reserving 
a  tract  of  ono  hundred  acres  to  each  individual  of  the 
Oneidas,  to  bo  surveyed  by  the  government  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable, so  as  to  include  all  their  settlements  and  improve- 
ments. 

By  this  treaty  the  possessions  of  the  Six  Xations  were 
reduced  to  u  tract  of  about  eight  miles  by  twelve,  contain- 
ing about  sixty-one  thousaud  acres.  About  two  thousand 
of  these  people  now  live  on  this  tract,  who  are  slowly  pro- 
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jfTosftiiig  in  fiviiization.  There  ia  a  missionary  church  and 
school  ill  the  jiotUtnicnt,  under  the  fostering  cnre  of  the 
Proteslnnt  Epihc-o)>»l  church.  About  one  liundredanrf  fifty 
familii'i>,conii>rit;ing  about  kcvcu  hundred  iind  fifty  persons, 
coiriposc  iho  church  coogrcgutiou,  of  whom  about  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  are  commuiiicante. 

The  Hrothertown  Indians  had  entirely  laid  a^ide  their 
aboriginal  cliaracter,  to  tbc  extent  even  of  having  lost  their 
voniacular.  ai:d  adopted  the  English  language,  and  were  in 
a  lit  situation  to  abandon  their  tril>a1  relalfon^  and  become 
citixens  of  the  Vnit'Crt  StuU-s.  Congn-ss,  llicrc-foro,  by  an 
act  approved  March  3,  1B3!>,  provided  that  the  township  of 
land  granted  for  their  us©  by  the  Menoraonees,  should  be 
partitioned  and  divided  among  the  different  individuals 
composing  the  Brolhertown  tribe,  and  be  held  by  them  sep- 
arately and  severally  in  fee  simple.  And  that  thereafter 
each  of  them  should  bo  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and 
their  rights  as  a  tribe  or  a  nation  should  ceuxe  and  deter- 
mine. Since  then  they  have  been  recognized  as  citizens; 
have  been  elected  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  to  other 
offices  undpr  the  Territorial  and  State  governments,  and 
have  Iwconie  homogeneous  with  the  other  ioliabitonts  of  the 
State. 


CHAPTEK  XI. 


TUB  lkad  hikes  and  wiknkuago  wak. 

The  history  of  Qenerul  Suitii  is  as  complete  in  relation  to 
the  Indian  disturbances  in  Wisconsin,  as  to  the  early  ex- 
plorations of  tlie  valley  of  the  Mississippi,  and  this  chapter 
is  largely  made  up  of  extracts  from  that  rare  and  valuable 
work. 

Indian  wars  with  their  attendant  horrors  and  savage 
atrocities  have  ever  been  concomitants  of  the  primitive 
permanent  settlement  of  every  part  of  the  American  conti- 
nent from  those  which  followed  the  settlements  at  James- 
town and  Plymouth  to  the  latest  conflicts  with  the  savages 
of  the  Territories. 

Indian  traders  in  the  Northwest  were  suflfered  to  pursue 
their  vocation  for  nearly  two  hundred  years  without  mo- 
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leatation,  for  the  reason,  doubtless,  that 'tlie  articles  of  traffic 
which  tUoy  excliaiigwd  for  furs  and  peltries  contributed  to 
the  grati^eutiuu  of  tbo  taHtes  of  the  aborigiiius  and  to  their 
Buceess  in  buntinff,  fishing  und  trapping. 

Besides  the  few  mifisionaries  who  gave  no  otTense  to  tho 
Indiana,  and  who  were  the  aposthia  of  the  gospel  of  pe«ce, 
there  were  no  inhnbitaiitji  who  were  not  directly  or  remotely 
connected  with  the  Indian  trade,  who  for  reasons  already 
stated  were  sufToreil  to  pursue  their  vocation  during  this 
loiiK  period  without  iulerruption.  Moreover,  a  large  pro- 
portion of  these  traders  were  B'rencbmon,  many  o(  whom 
hud  intt-rmarrit'd  with  the  Indians  of  the  various  tribfrs, 
and  their  hybrid  progeny  exerted  a  powerful  inHut-nce  in 
creating  a  kindly  feeling  towards  all  French  people. 

But  very  diffei-ent  feelings  pervaded  the  savage  breast 
towards  those  who  came  to  occupy  the  country  for  agri- 
cultural purposes;  and,  consetjuonlly.  as  they  rightly  be- 
lieved, to  impair  its  value  for  their  nomudic  use.  And  most 
especially  were  the  Winnebago  Indians  jealous  of,  and 
determinedly  opposed  to,  any  intrusion  upon  or  occupation 
of  the  country,  which  should  threaten  to  interfere  with 
tlieir  exclusive  occupancy  of  the  Lead  Mine  Kegion,  the  sole 
right  to  which  east  of  the  Mississippi,  was  claimed  by  that 
tribe. 

Mr.  John  Shaw  has  been  already  mentioned  as  having 
been  engaged  between  lSir>  and  1820,  in  running  a  trading 
boat  between  St,  Louis  and  Prairie  du  Chien.  In  one  of 
those  trips  he  was  anxious  to  visit  the  Load  Mines  at 
Galena,  with  one  of  his  trading  boats,  but  was  told  by  tbo 
Indians  that  the  "whili-  man  must  not  see  their  Ijead 
nines;"  but  as  he  spoke  French  fluently,  be  was  supposed  ■ 
to  be  a  Frenchman,  and  was  permitted  tn  go  up  the  Fever 
river  with  his  boat,  where  he  found  at  lca.<«t  twenty  smelt- 
ing places  of  which  he  has  given  the  followingdescription:

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Tho  first  oc-cupation  of  the  lead  mines  by  white  men 
waR  in  IKis.  wlion  Col.  Jaubs  Jonsso.v,  brother  of  tliufa- 
moitii  UiciiAiiD  M.  JoMXSON,  took  possession  with  a  small 
pitrty  of  men,  under  the  protection  of  neveral  detachments 
of  troops  sent  forward  by  onier  of  the  War  Department.  A 
very  few  persons,  prolmbly  not  more  tlian  twenty,  spent  the 
ensning  winter  at  Galena. 

Col.  Morgan  wa«  llieu  in  command  at  Port  Crawford,  and 
bad  charge  of  tb«-  Intops,  and  some  sort  of  treaty  or  agrco- 
nwilt  was  probably  made  between  him  and  Col.  JoHN'MiN  on 
the  one  part,  and  the  Indians  on  the  other,  by  which  the  oc- 
cupancy by  the  whites  was  o-ssenled  to;  but  whatever  it 
was,  it  does  not  appear  to  have  been  mtitlod  by,  if  ever  sub- 
mitt4Hl  to,  the  Senate. 

In  1S23.  i!oiQe  accessions  wore  made  to  the  population ; 
and  in  August,  by  a  census  then  taken,  there  were  seventy* 
four  pei-Bons,  men,  women  and  children, of  whom  a  number 
were  n^roes.  Tho  total  product  of  lead  shipped  that  year 
was  4^5,000  poundB.* 

There  was  a  slieht  increoso  of  immigration  in  1821,  and 
the  mincK  at  Hazel  Green  and  New  Diggings  were  discov* 
ercdf'and  worked  with  great  profit. 

Two  officers  of  the  ordinance  department— Maj.  Ander- 
son and  Lieut.  Bi-rdive— were  sent  out  to  j)roteet  tlie  iuU-r- 
ests  of  the  government;  and  subseiiiiently  Lieut.  Martin 
Thoma-s  was  appointed  superintendent  of  the  mines. 

The  fame  of  tho  UppcT  Missir-sippi  lead  mines,  and  their 
fabulous  valuu  and  riclincjis,  had  been  spread  far  and  wide 
Uiroughout  the  Mississippi  Valley ;  and  by  the  year  1825, 
the  desire  for  gain  and  love  of  adventure  and  spirit  of  mi- 
l^tiOQ  bad  taken  possession  of  its  inhabitants,  especially  in 
IIIinoiB,Mis!Kiuri,  Kentucky  ami  Tennessee,  so  that  the  de* 
termination  to  occupy  and  utiliM  these   mines  of  wealth

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could  no  longer  be  restrained  by  any  pretentions  of  the  red 
man  to  tliu  exclusive  rigbt  of  tlieir  ponsct^xiou. 

Tlic  time  hiul  now  cHinii.'  whon  lliis  beautiful  country  wi 
to  be  occupifd  by  u  liunly.  rcHulutc-.  udvcuturous  and  perse-' 
verJng  population.    Tbu  laws  wbicb,  bh  a  rule,  gfenerally 
confine  the  miKrution  of  tbn  buman  race  to  isothermal 
zoneft  and  simil.nrity  of  climate,  wore  to  be  set  at  defiance, 
and  Die  emigrant  from  the  mild  climate  of  Tennessee,  Ken- 
tucky, Mis!^oiin  and  Koiilhern  Illinois  was  to  cxchniige  the 
balmy  and  genial  almospliere  to  which  he  bud  bf<.'n  accui^ 
tomcd,  for  one  in  which  during  nearly  half  the  yuar  all  na- 
ture is  bound  with  icy  chains  and  covered  with  its  robe 
of  snow.    But  no  mattf^r  !    The  mijcratory  Rpirit  stimulated 
by  th«  greed  for  suddenly  acquired  wealth,  and  the  irre-i 
pre.<(sible  lore  of  adventure,  had  taken  possession  of  thftj 
pioneer  immigrants  to  the  lead  mince,  and  the  years  of  18254 
and  l^M  witnessed  a  rut*li  of  emigration  which  had  never 
before  had  its  parallel,  and  the  like  of  which  has  never  since 
been  seen,  imless  in  the  migration  to  California  some  twen- 
ty or  more  years  subsequently. 

These  pioneers  came  in  search  of  lead,  and  nearly  all  with 
the  expectation  of  soon  getting  rich  and  returning  to  the 
homei)  they  left  behind  them.  Manycamein  theepringand 
returned  upon  the  approach  of  winter,  thus  exhibiting  bq 
clo6C  a  resemblance  to  some  of  the  piscatory  trihu  that  they 
received  the  designation  of  "suckers."  and  the  results  of 
their  temporar>'  and  unsystematic  labor  were  known  as 
"sucker  holes," 

Others,  however— some  attracted  by  success  ond  some 
compelled  by  the  necessities  resulting  from  ill  luck— re* 
mained.  and  soon  In'came  permanently  attuchLsl  to  the 
counlry,  which  they  had  visited  at  firat  only  as  anudventur- 
OUB  experiment. 

Galena  was  the  objective  point  of  all  the  earliest  immi- 
grants, as  it  wus  the  first  point  at  which  their  mining  and 
Bmclting  operations  were  Iwgun.  But  the  mines  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  Oalena  were  not  adequate  to  meeting 
the  wants  and  expectations  of  the  thousands  of  adventurers 
■who  were  flocking  to  it.  and  they  sought  new  fields  of  dis- 
covery, and  many  with  such  success  that  it  soon  became 
evident  that  the  extent  of  the  lead  district  was  far  greater 
than  their  first  imprensinnshad  led  them  tosuppose.  Minea 
were  soon  opened  at  Hanbcrabble,  Council  Hill,  Vinegar 
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Hill, East  Fork.Ncw  DiKsrinRS, Buncome, If utchcs, Gratiot's 
Orovo.  Sliullsburg,  Stump  Grove,  "Wiota,  Sinainniwa,  Me- 
iioiiionif.  Big  Palch,  Platteville,  Snake  Hollow,  Beetown, 
Ilattlo  Snako,  Crow  Branch,  Strawberry,  Mineral  Point, 
Dwigevilk'.  Bluu  Mound,  Sugar  River  antl  at  many  other 
points. 

Such  \ta»  Iho  march  of  progress  In  the  development  of 
these  newly  discovered  lead  mines,  that  during  tho  first  thrM 
years  of  their  occupancy,  and  befon?  the  Indian  title  was 
oztingui&hcd,  tho  lead  product  exceeded  fift«>on  million 
pounds,  and  this,  notwithstanding  the  continued  disturbance 
of  the  Eeltlersbyludinnhwtilities,  against  which  they  were 
wholly  dcpt'iident  upon  llu-ni8clv<«  for  protection,  until,  by 
their  own  well  directed  efforts,  governmental  protection 
was  no  longer  necessary. 

During  these  first  three  years  of  the  settlement  of  the  lead 
mines,  the  pioneer  occupants  of  the  hunting  grounds  of 
the  Winncbagocs  lived  in  constant  apprehension  of  the  ro- 
seutmeut  of  this  numerous  and  savage  tribe,  who  regarded 
such  occupancy  as  an  unwun-nntcd  invasion  of  their  coun- 
trj*.  for  which  they  appeared  determined  to  be  rcvougcd. 

In  the  summer  of  18'JS  agrand  council, or  treaty,  was  held 
at  Prairie  du  Chicn,  with  the  different  lrib«i  of  Indians. 
Gov,  Cass, of  Micliigan,  and  Gen.  Ci.ARK,of  Missouri,  snper- 
iut4indcnts  of  Indian  affairs  for  tUeir  respective  regions, 
were  commissioners  on  the  part  of  tho  United  States.  The 
Indian  tribes  represented  were  the  Sioux,  Sauks  and  Foxes, 
Chippewas,  WiiiiK-bagocs,  Meuomonces,  lowas.  ami  a  por- 
tion of  thy  Ottawa,  Chipi>ewa,  and  Potawatomie  tribes  liv. 
ing  upon  the  Illinoijv  The  object  of  this  treaty  was  to  make 
a  general  and  Insting  peace  between  these  tribes,  and  also 
to  settle  the  boundaries  between  them  respectively.  Gov. 
Cass,  when  asked  what  good  he  thought  would  result  from 
it> shrugged  his  shoiddcrs  and  smiling,  said:  "They  would 
have  it  so  at  Washington."  A  treaty  of  perpetual  peace 
was  made,  and  the  boundariessetllcd  between  tho  diCTcrent 
tribes,  which  resulted  in  keeping  the  Indians  at  pcaco — un- 
til  they  were  ready  again  to  go  upon  tho  war-path. 

In  October,  isao,  by  a  positivo  order  from  Washington, 
the  troops  were  removed  from  Fort  Crawford,  up  tho  river 
to  Fort  Snolling,  and  Fort  Crawford  was  abandonod,  the 
commandant  taking  with  him  two  Winnebago  Indians  who 
had  been  confined  in  the  guard-house  for  some  supposed  of- 
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fenseof  a  trivial  nature.  He  left  behind,  in  cliarge  of  the 
sub-Indian  agent,  a  brass  swivel,  a  few  wall  pieres,  all  the 
daninged  aniii*.  oiitl  someprovisioiia.  This  wniovnl  hidiiced 
tJio  Wiimfliugousto  believv  iliut  the  troops  bud  flud  ihrough 
fear  of  them. 

Several  times  during  the  winter  of  182fi-27,  8orae  of  tho 
dIUlt  citizens  of  Prairie  du  Chien,  who  best  understood  the 
Indian  character,  and  ibe  peculiarities  of  the  WinneljaRoes — 
and  especially  Mr.  MirHAKi.  Brisbois — expressed  seriouB 
fears  of  some  outrages  from  those  Indians  in  the  spring, 
and  that  Ihey  were  bent  oii  war.  But  it  was  generally 
thought  impwtsible  that>  surrounded  us  they  were  with 
Americaus  and  troops  in  Iho  country,  they  should  for  a  mo- 
ment seriously  entertain  Kuch  an  idea. 

In  March,  lH'i7,  one  of  the  residents  of  Prairie  du  Chien 
named  Mkthodb,  went  up  Yellow,  or  Paints  Kock  creek, 
about  twelve  miles  above  the  village,  to  make  sugar.  His 
wife,  said  to  have  been  a  most  beautiful  woman,  accom- 
panied him  with  her  five  children.  Besides  these  and  bis 
faithful  dog,  the  wolves  and  the  trees  were  his  only  com- 
panions. The  sugar  season  being  over,  and  lie  not  returning 
or  being  heard  from,  a  party  of  his  friends  went  to  look 
for  him.  Mic'rHone*s  dog  was  first  fotmd,shot  with  half  a 
Kcoro  of  balls,  and  yet  holding  in  his  dead  jaws  a  piece  of 
Ecarlot  cloth,  which  lie  had  appareutly  torn  from  an  Indian 
lefrging.  After  further  search  the  camp  was  found,  con- 
numetl  by  fire.  The  whole  party  of  seven  had  been  kiUed> 
all  —  Madame  Mkth'>i>u  in  particular,  she  being  enceinte  — 
wcreshorkingiy  mangled. 

It  afterward  appeare<1  that  a  party  of  Winnebagoes  had 
been  seen  near  Yellow  ci-eek,  after  Mkthodk  had  gone 
there,  and  one  of  thorn— Wa-man-doos-ga-ra-ka — having 
been  arrested  and  examined,  is  said  to  hovo  confessed  hia 
guilt,  and  implicaUHl  several  others. 

In  the  spring  of  182*  a  rumor  was  very  extensively  cir* 
culati^l  among  the  Winnebagoes,  and  generally  believed, 
that  the  two  prisoners  of  their  Iribe  who  bad  been  removed 
from  Fort  Crawford  to  Fort  Snelling,bad  been  turned  over 
to  the  Chippewas,  to  run  the  gauntlet  through  a  party  of 
the  latter  tribe,  armed  with  clubs  and  tomahawks,  and  the 
race  for  life  had  resulted  in  the  killing  of  both  of  them. 
Something  like  this  occurred  with  reforouco  to  some  Sioux 
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prwoncre  at  Fort  Snolting.but  the  story  had  no  truth  aa  &p- 
plit'il  to  IIr' Winiit'bngo  pri»uiKtrv. 

Hitherto  thu  Winnt'lMigo  chiof,  Rbo  Biri>.  had  not  only 
Xk'vu  W4>I1  known  at  Prairiu  du  Chiun.  but  had  tho  contldeooe 
and  r(.>«|M>€t  of  all  lh(>  inbabitantt;  to  8uch  an  oxtoiit  that  he 
vruit  always  eouKlit  afl«r  as  a  proti-ctor;  and  his  pre»cnco 
wan  looked  uptin  as  a  pU^dge  of  st>curity  against  uuy  out- 
kru«k  that  might  be  attempted. 

When  the  unfounded  rumors  of  the  killing  of  the  Win- 
neltngii  prisoners  at  Fort  Hnelling  were  heard  and  believwd, 
the  loading  cliiefs  held  a  oouncil  and  resolved  upon  retalia- 
tion! and  Rkd  Bird  was  called  upon  to  go  out  and  "take 
meat."  a»  Ihcy  pliraw  iU  Beckoning  to  We-kau  and  an- 
other Indian  named  Chio-hon-sic,  ho  told  them  to  follow 
him.  They  proceeded  to  Prairie  du  Chion.  and  on  tho  'jCth 
of  June  went  to  the  house  of  Hon.  Jaues  U.  Lookwooo, 
who  had  left  home  the  previous  day,  leaviny  his  hou&c  iu 
charge  of  his  wife,  her  brother,  a  young  man  of  nixteeu, 
and  a  servant  girl.  Kitn  Bird  and  the  other  two  Indiana 
•  entered  the  cellar  kitchen,  loaded  their  guns  in  the  pres- 
'MKW  of  tlie  servant  girl,  and  went  up  through  the  hall  into 
Mrs,  LocKwoon's  bedroom,  where  she  wom  sitting  alone^ 
The  moment  they  entered  her  room  she  believed  they  came 
to  kill  her,  and  innnediately  passed  into  and  through  the 
parlor,  and  eroKscd  the  hull  into  thu  store  to  her  brother, 
where  Bhe  found  Dl'ncan  (iraiiau.  who  had  been  in  the 
country  about  forty  years  as  a  tranter,  and  was  known  by  all 
the  Indians  as  an  Kiigiishman,  Ho  had  formerly  been  com- 
mandant at  Prairie  du  Chien,  when  under  British  dominion. 
The  Indians  followed  Sirs.  Uh-kwood  into  the  store,  and 
Mr.  GBA»A»i  by  some  means  induced  them  to  leave  the 
house. 

Bkii  Bird  and  his  sjivugc  accomplices  then  went  thu  same 
day  lo  MfNAiu's  Coulee,  about  two  miles  southeast  of  the 
village,  where  lived  Uijeste  Gagmer  and  his  wife  with 
two  small  children — a  boy  three  years  old,  and  a  daughter 
aged  eleven  months;  and  Uving  with  them  waa  an  old  dis- 
charged  soldier  by  the  name  of  Houjuon  Lipcap,  Tho 
three  Indians  entered  the  cabin,  and,  such  visits  being  com- 
mon, were  received  with  the  usual  civility,  and  were  asked 
if  they  would  have  something  to  eat.  They  said  yes,  and 
would  like  some  fish  and  milk.  As  Mrs.  Gaokiek  turned  to 
get  the  fish  and  milk,  she  heard  tho  click  of  Kait  Bird's 
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riflo,  which  waa  iostonlly  followed  by  its  discharge,  and  hor 
inunlored  liushaod  fell  dead  at  hor  feet.  At  the  same  mo- 
ment the  Intlhin  Cliic- lion -sic  shot  and  killed  old  Lii'<'Ar; 
when  Mrs.  Oaonikk  seeing  We-kau,  who  had  lingered 
ahout  ,tlie  door,  nhe  wreMed  from  him  hi»  rifle;  but  from 
trepidation  or  some  other  cause  was  unable  to  use  it, "  feel- 
ing," as  she  expressed  it,  "liko  one  in  a  dream,  trying  to 
call  or  to  run,  but  without  the  ability  to  do  either."  She 
then,  with  her  oldest  child,  and  bearing  the  rifle  with  her, 
nut  to  the  village  and  gave  the  alarm.  A  party  of  armed 
mon  returned  with  hi-r.  and  brought  away  tlio  two  murdert-d 
men,  and  the  infant  which  she  had  left  covured  up  in  the 
bed.  which  they  found  on  thu  floor  beneath  it  The  helpless 
child  had  been  scalped  by  We-knu,  who  had  infiicUMl  upon 
ita  neck  a  severe  cut  to  the  bone,  juKt  below  the  occiput,  from 
which  she  afterward  recovered,  and  is  still  living,  the 
mother  of  a  family,  but  despoiled  of  the  glory  of  her  sex. 

On  the  same  day  {June  2C,th),  two  keel  boats  commanded 
by  Capt  Ai.i.BS  Linpsat,  which  a  few  days  before  had  a»- 
oended  the  river  laden  with  provisions  for  the  troopft  at 
Fort  Snelling,  passed  the  mouth  of  the  Bad  Axe  on  their 
way  back  to  St.  Louis,  On  the  upward  trip  some  hostile 
demonstrations  had  been  made  by  thu  Dakotas,  which  in- 
duced Capt.  Lindsat  to  ask  that  hie  crew  should  be  fur- 
nished with  arms  and  ammunition.  Col.  SsELLiSfi,  Iho 
commanding  oftieer,  nmiplied  with  his  request,  and  (ho 
thirty-two  men  of  which  the  crew  consisted,  were  provided 
with  thirty-two  muskets  and  a  barrel  of  ball  cartridges.  The 
Dakotas  occupied  the  right  bank  of  the  river,  and  Capt. 
LiKPSAv  and  his  men  were  on  their  guard  against  any 
attack  from  them;  but  they  had  no  appreliension  of  any 
attack  from  the  Winnebagoes  who  occupied  the  left  bank 
of  the  Mississippi. 

The  village  of  Wa-ba-shaw,  the  site  of  the  present  town 
of  Winona,  was  the  lowest  point  on  the  rivcrat  which  they 
expected  to  encounter  thu  Dakotus.  Having  passed  thia 
point  in  safoty,  and  a  strong  wind  having  sprung  up,  the 
boats  parted  company,  and  one  of  them,  the  O.  H.  Perry, 
by  the  time  it  reached  the  month  of  the  Bad  Axe,  was 
several  miles  in  advance  of  the  other. 

In  the  meantime  thirty-seven  Winnebagops,  inspired  by 
the  same  common  feelings  of  vengeance,  cruelty  and  hate, 
which  had  ted  to  the  murder  of  Mkthodk  and  his  family, 
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and  which  was,  on  that  very  day,  instigating  the  invasion 
r>f  tlie  peaceful  home  of  Gaonier,  and  ifio  murtlor  of  its 
inmates  by  Rkd  Umn,  Wc-kau  niid  Chic-hon-sic,  bad,  in 
pursuance  doubtlwts  of  a  common  purpose  to  exterminate 
the  whites,  concealed  tbemselvea  upon  an  island'  in  the 
Mifisi'isippi  near  tho  mouth  of  the  Bad  Axe,  between  which 
and  the  leftlianlcof  the  river,  it  was  known  that  the  two 
keel-boats  would  pass  on  their  return  from  Fort  Snelh'ng. 

These  boftt«.  iu  nindel  and  siw,  were  similar  to  ordinary 
canal  boat**,  and  furnished  considerable  protectioa  from 
exterior  attacks  with  small  arms,  to  those  on  board,  who 
concealed  themselves  below  the  gunwales. 

As  the  "Perry"  approached  the  inland  where  these  hostile 
savages  were  concealed,  and  when  within  thirty  yards  of 
the  bank,  the  air  suddenly  resounded  with  the  blood-cliill- 
ing  and  oar  piercing  cries  of  tho  war-whoop,  and  a  volley 
of  rifle  balls  rained  across  the  deck.  Of  the  sixteen  men  on 
board,  either  from  marvellous  good  luck,  or  because  thoy 
were  below  deck,  only  one  man  fell  at  the  first  dre.  He 
was  a  negro  named  I'eter.  his  leg  was  dreadfully  shat* 
tercd,  and  he  afterwanls  died  of  the  wound. 

The  crew  now  concealed  themselves  in  the  boat  below  tlie 
water  line,  sufToring  it  to  float  whithersoever  tho  current 
and  the  high  cast  wind  might  drive  it.  The  second  volley 
teralted  in  the  instant  death  of  one  man.  an  American 
named  Stewart,  who  had  risen  to  return  the  Urst  fire,  and 
his  musket  protruding  through  a  loop-hole,  showed  some 
"Winnebago  where  to  aim.  The  bulk't  passed  directly 
through  his  heart,  and  he  fell  dead  with  his  finger  on  the 
trigger  of  his  undischarged  gun. 

The  boat  now  grounded  on  a  nand  bar,  and  the  Indians 
rushed  to  their  canoes,  intending  to  board  it.  The  crew 
having  recovered  from  their  panic,  and  seeing  that  the 
only  escape  from  savage  butchery  wa-s  vigorous  war, 
svizctl  their  arms  and  preparnd  to  give  the  enemy  a  warm 
reception.  In  one  canoe  containing  several  savages,  two 
were  killed,  and  in  their  dying  (struggles  upset  the  canoe, 
and  the  rest  were  obliged  to  swira  ashore,  where  it  was 
some  time  before  those  who  were  not  disabled  by  wounds 
oould  restore  their  arms  to  fighting  order.  Two  of  the  In- 
dians succeeded  in  getting  on  board  the  keel-boat,  both  of 
whom  were  killed.  One  fell  into  the  water,  and  the  other 
into    the  boat,  iu  which  he  was  carried  down  the  river; 
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but  in  i\m  hand-to-hand  conflict  the  bravo  commander  of 
the  orew,  named  B>l\uciiauc  wa»  killed  by  the  first  of 
thcRo  two  boarders,  who  ia  hia  turn  was  killed  by  a  daring 
sailor  oamod  Jack  Mandf.vii.i.k — called  "Saucy  Jack,"  who 
shot  the  rash  warrior  tbroutch  the  head,  and  he  fell  ovat- 
boan).  carrying  his  gun  with  liim. 

Mankkvii.i.k  now  assiiMujd  cuuimand  of  the  crew,  whose 
unmbers  had  been  reduced  to  ton  effective  men.  He 
Bprang  into  the  water  on  the-  sand  bar  for  the  purpose  of 
shoving  off  the  boat  and  escapiu);  from  thoir  perilous  [losi- 
tion.  and  was  followed  by  four  resolute  men  of  his  crew, 
Thu  balls  Hew  thick  and  fast  about  them,  paBRinp  through 
their  clothes;  but  they  per^i^ted,  and  the  boat  was  soon 
afloat  Seeing  their  prey  escaping,  the  Winnebagoes  raised 
a  yell  of  mingled  rage  and  despair,  and  gave  the  whit«-s  a 
farewell  volley.  It  was  returned  with  three  hearty  cheers, 
and  ere  a  gun  could  be  re-loaded,  the  boat  had  floated  out 
of  shooting  distance,  and  the  survivors  were  safe,  arri\-inK 
at  Prairie  du  Chien  about  sunset  the  next  day,  the  STth  of 
June. 

The  casualties  of  this  engagement  wcre.two  of  the  crew 
killed,  two  mortally  and  two  slightly  wounded,  while  it  is 
supposed  that  ten  or  twelve  IndianH  were  killed,  and  a  groat 
number  wounded. 

The  other  k<-eI-boat,  in  which  was  Capt.  LrsDSAV,  had  on 
board  Mr.  William  J.  SNKi.i.is<i,  a  son  of  Col.  Snelmso. 
Mr.  S.VErjJ.vo,  the  son,  is  the  putative  author  of  an  inter- 
esting anonymous  article  in  relation  to  the  "Winnebago 
Outbreak  of  is'i7,"  which  was  republished  in  the  fifth  vol- 
ume of  the  Reports  and  Collections  of  the  State  ilistorical 
Society  of  Wisconsin,  and  f  r<  \u  *vhich  many  of  the  inridenta 
now  given  are  taken.  t,'ap„  Lindsay's  boat  reached  the 
mouth  of  the  Bad  Axe  about  midnight.  The  Indians  opened 
a  fire  upon  her,  which  was  promptly  returned;  one  ball  only 
hit  the  beat,  doing  no  damage;  the  others  passed  over  harm- 
loss  in  the  darkness  through  which  she  pursued  hor  way, 
and  arrived  safely  at  Prairie  du  Chien  on  the  28th. 

A  slander  upon  Capt.  Lindsay  and  his  crew  is  contained 
in  RKYxoi.n«'"Life  and  Times,"  which  ought  not  to  escape 
contradiction.  It  is  stated  in  this  work  that  the  two  keel- 
boats,  in  ascending  the  river,

Mr.SNEU.i(Hi,whoBe  means  of  knowing  the  facts  were  far 
superior  to  those  of  tlio  author  of  Reynolds'  "  Life  nnd 
Tim<<«i,"  in  the  paper  to  which  rufercufro  has  been  maile,  in 
Bpeaking  of  the  usccnt  of  thow  koel-hoais,  says:

It  {8  probablo  that  thu  St  Louis  papers  witu  the  author- 
ity uivon  which  the  statement  now  contradictod  was  made. 
Mr.  Sn'Ki.usii  aliKi  tiays.  that  "thirty-seven  Indians  were 
engaged  in  thio  l>attle." 

The  inhabitants  in  and  about  Prairie  du  Chien  were  gen- 
erally and  very  greatly  aiarmfid,  They  left  their  hoii<«cs  and 
fannH,  uud  erowdi-d  iiitu  the  now  dilnpitated  fort,  and  speed- 
ily established  a  very  elTectix'e  discipline.  A  militar>'  com- 
pany wa«  organiKcd.  wilh  Thomas  McNair.  captain.  Josepu 
Bhisbois.  IteuU^oanl,  uud  Jkan  Brunkt.  eusigo.  nil  of  whom 
had  previously  been  commissioned  for  these  offices  by  Gov. 
Cai>h.  Mr.  8s£i.t.i>i(iand  Judge  LocKwtw^i)  acted  aHmiper- 
nunierarieA  under  Oapt.  McNaik.  and  the  force  was  found, on 
muster,  to  number  ninety  effective  men  and  women  who 
could  handle  a  musket  in  cose  of  attack.  The  fort  and 
blockhouse  were  put  in  as  good  statu  of  repair  as  circum- 
BtanoCK  and  niau>rial  would  admit.  The  swivel  and  wall 
piecea  were  found  and  mounted,  and  all  tli'-  blneki-mith!i 
were  put  in  requisition  to  repair  the  condemned  muskets. 
Judge  Lcx-'KWDOw,  fortunately,  had  an  abundance  of  pow. 
derond  lead,  which  he  liberally  furnished,  so  that  the  old 
fort  and  its  occupants  were  in  a  respectable  state  of 
defense. 

An  old  voyagour  was  engaged  to  cross  the  Mississippi,  and 
go  back  through  the  country  to  report  the  situiilionto  Col. 
Skbluno  at  Fort  Snelling.    Ue  performed  his  service  -.  and 
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aftur  cousitieralile  delay.  Col.  Snki.i.ixo  catne  tlowii  tlie  river 
with  two  companies  of  U.  ti.  infantry. 

An  express  was  sent  to  Galena,  and  tlic  efToclof  the 
alarming  news  is  described  by  Col.  D.  U.  Parkinsox  in  these 
words :

Oov,  C^sa,  who  had  eoniu  to  Buttu  detn  Morts  to  hoM  a 
treaty  with  the  Wimiebugoftf,  leuruiug  from  rumor  that 
there  was  dissatisfaction  among  them,  started  in  his  canoe, 
and  arrived  at  I'rairie  du  Ohien  on  the  mominK  of  the  4tli  ot 
July.  Having  oi'derod  into  the  service  of  the  L'nilcd  States 
McNair's  military  company,  he  proceeded  hastily  in  bis 
canoe  to  Gak'na.  There  he  raised  a  volunt4M:r  company, 
wllh  Abser  Fibli>3  as  captain,  William  S.  Hauilton  and 
one  Smith  as  lieutunant*,  in  which  I).  M.  Parkinson  was 
««rgeant.  Thu  command  of  Fort  Crawford  was  assigned  by 
Qov.  Cash  to  Capt.  Fields,  who,  with  his  company,  imme- 
diati-ly  prnc**ded  to  Prairie  dii  Chien  on  a  keel-boat,  and 
took  pcsscssion  of  the  barracks.  Lieut.  Mabtix  Tuomas,  of 
the  U.  S  army,  went  up  and  mustered  the  two  companies 
of  militia  into  the  service  of  the  government. 

In  a  few  days  Col,  Sskllino  arrived  with  his  troops,  and 
assumed  command  of  Fort  Crawford.  He  soon  after  dis- 
charged  Capt.  FiKi.D's  company;  but  Capt.  McNair's  com- 
pany was  retained  in  service  until  some  time  in  the  moatli 
of  August. 

Qov.  Cass  proceeded  from  Oolena  lo  St,  Louis  to  confer 
with  Gt>n.  Atkisson.  then  in  command  of  Jefferson  Bar- 
racks and  of  the  Western  military  department.  This  re- 
sulted in  Atkinson's  removing  up  the  Mississippi  with 
the  disposable  force  under  his  command. 

1>uringthi8  time  the  miners  in  tlie  lead  mines  had  organ- 
ized a  company  of  mounted  volunteers,  which  numbered 
over  one  hundred  men,  well  mounted  and  armed,  and  chose 
Ool.  Hkshy  Dodge  as  their  commander.  While  it  was  the 
peculiar  duty  of  this  force  to  protect  the  settlors  of  the  lead 
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tnineti  asaiD^t  any  attni-k  of  tlio  savages,  tliey  wereaa  ready 
u»  pursuu  titoiii  uud  (pvu  l>uttlt;  us  to  resist  altuck. 

Rkd  Bird  and  the  other  Wjunobagocs  having,  a*t  was  sup- 
posed, fled  lip  the  Wisconsin,  it  wa»  tlio  plan  of  Gc-iicral 
Atkinson  to  go  up  that  river  in  boat^;  and  he  also  BOcured 
tbi<  co-operation  of  Col.  Doikik  and  his  mounted  volunteers, 
who  marehed  to  the  Wisconsin,  a  detachment  going  to 
Prairie  du  Cliieii,  and  the  remainder  to  Knglish  Prairie 
(now  Muscoda).  This  moiniled  force  scoured  Iwth  aides  of 
the  Wisconsin  river  from  its  mouth  to  the  Portage,  driving 
every  Indian  before  them. 

Mujur  Whistler,  in  comnmnd  at  Fort  Howard,  had  been 
ordered  to  proceed  Up  Fox  river  with  any  force  at  his  dis- 
posal, or  which  might  volunteer  to  aid  him.  A  company  of 
Oneida  and  Stockhridge  Indiana,  sixty-two  in  number,  were 
raised  by  ICbknkzkk  Cuif.ns  ami  Joskch  Diriiixsos,  which 
was  mustered  into  lilaj.  Wuistlrr's  detachment  at  Little 
Butte  des  Morts.  This  force  arrived  ou  the  1st  day  of  Sep- 
toinber,  18ir,  on  the  high  bluff,  where,  during  the  next  ywir, 
the  ei-ection  of  Fort  Winnebago  was  commenced.  Here,  in 
pursuance  of  orders  from  Gen.  Atkinson,  sent  by  express 
announcing  the  approach  of  his  force  and  DoixiE's  volun- 
t«en».  Maj.  Whistlkk  encamped  to  await  the  arrival  of  the 
Qeneral. 

The  Winnebagoes  were  now  in  a  desperate  plight  With 
Cot.  SSEI-Liso  in  conmiand  at  Fwrt  Crawford,  with  a  large 
force  of  regulars  and  volunteers,  confronted  by  Maj.  WlltsT- 
uut  and  his  troops,  and  with  Gen.  Atkinson  following  their 
retreat,  aided  by  Dodgh  and  his  mounted  volunteern,  who 
drove  them  out  of  every  biding  place,  there  seemed  to  be  no 
alternativefor  them  but  to  appeal  to  the  lenient  mercy  of 
their  pursuer». 

Soon  after  the  arrival  of  Maj.  Whistlkr,  it  was  learned 
that  the  Winnebagoes  wore  euoatnped  a  little  more  than  a 
mile  distant  on  the  Wisconsin,  where  Portage  City  is  now 
located,  and  were  several  hundred  strong.  The  Winneba- 
goes  had  heard  of  Gen.  Atkinson'h  approach,  and  of 
Dodgk's  pursuit,  l>efore  they  were  known  to  Maj.  Whist- 
ij:b,  and  in  a  few  days  a  great  stir  was  discovered  among 
the  Indians,  and  a  party  of  thirty  warriors  was  obser^-cd  by 
the  aid  of  a  Held  glass,  to  bu  approaching  his  command. 
The  Indian  party  bore  three  flags.  On  two— one  in  front 
and  one  in  rear — were  the  American  stars  and  ntripeft,  vchil^

tho  otber,  !n  tlio  center,  borne  by  Rkd  Bird,  waa  white. 
Thvy  bur«  no  arms.  When  they  hod  approavhed  near  to 
the  Fox  river,  they  utoppcd,  and  uinging  was  hoard.  Those 
who  were  familiar  with  the  air,  and  who  recoRnizwl  Iho 
bearer  of  the  white  flaR,  said:  "  It  is  Kei>  Bird  siDging  liis 
death  ROng."  When  they  had  reached  the  margin  of  the 
river,  JInj.  Whisti.kr  ordered  CapLCHiLDS.  who  was  officer 
of  the  guard,  to  take  the  ^fird  to  the  river,  and  ascertain 
what  the  Winnebagoes  wanted.  They  rophod  they  had 
come  to  deUver  up  the  murderers.  They  were  received  by 
the  guard,  and  taken  across  the  Hvcr  into  the  presence  of 
&[aj.  WiiiMTi.KK.  In  the  lead  was  Car-i-uau>nrk,  a  distin- 
guifthed  chief.     He  said: 

"Tboi'  ors  litorr.    L1I»  b(a«ca  Oief  haw  «ame  Id.    IVnM  tliEin  W  hniTCa,    Do  BOt  pM 
tbrin  In  fnjiiR  " 

The  military  had  been  drawn  up  in  line,  the  Mcnomoneo 
and  Oneida  Indians  in  groups  on  the  left,  the  hand  of  music 
on  the  right.  In  front  of  tho  center  stood  Rbu  Bird  and 
his  two  accomplices  in  tlio  GAtisiEfi  murder,  while  thosa^ 
who  had  accompanied  them  formed  a  serai-circle  on  the 
right  and  left.  All  eyos  were  fixed  on  Ked  Bikd,  a."*  well 
they  might  be.  for  of  all  his  tribe  he  was  the  most  perfect  in 
form,  face,  and  gesture.  In  height  he  wa»  about  six  feet; 
straight  without  restraint.  His  proportions  from  his  head 
to  his  feet  were  those  of  the  mostesact  symmetry,  and  even 
his  fingers  were  models  of  beauty.  Uis  face  was  full  of  all 
the  eiiiiobliug,  aud,  at  the  same  time,  winning  expressions; 
it  appeared  to  bo  a  compound  of  grace  and  di£;nity,  of  llrm- 
nees  and  decision,  all  tempered  with  mildness  and  mercy. 
It  was  impossible  to  conceive  that  such  a  face  concealed  the 
heart  of  a  murderer. 

It  was  painted,  one  side  red,  the  other  intermixed  with 
green  and  white.  He  was  clothed  in  a  Yankton  suit  of 
drusacd  clk-skin.  perfectly  white,  and  as  soft  as  a  kid  glove, 
new  and  beautiful.  It  consisKtd  of  a  jacket,  ornamented 
with  fringe  of  the  same  material,  the  sleeves  being  cut  to 
fit  his  finely-formed  arm.  and  of  leggings,  also  of  dressed 
elk-skin,  the  fringe  of  which  was  varied  and  enriched  with 
blue  beads.  On  his  feet  be  wore  moccasins.  On  each  shoul- 
der, in  place  of  an  epaulette,  was  fastened  a  preserved  red 
bird.  Aronnd  his  neck  he  wore  a  collar  of  blue  wampum, 
beautifully  mixed  with  white,  which  waa  sewed  on  to  a 
piece  of  cloth,  whilst  the  claws  of  a  panther  or  wild  cat, 
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frith  their  potnta  laward,  formed  the  rim  oC  the  collar. 
Around  Iii»  neck  wore  hanging  »trands  of  wampum  of  va- 
rious lengthif,  the  circles  enlarging  as  they  descendwl.  There 
wasuo  attempt  at  ornamenting  the  Imir,  afU'r  tho  Indian 
style;  but  it  was  cut  after  tho  bL*st  fashion  of  the  most  civ- 
ilized. Across  his  hruust.  in  a  diagonal  position,  and  bound 
tight  to  it,  was  his  war  pipe,  at  least  three  feet  long,  brightly 
ornamented  with  dyed  horse  hair,  and  the  feathers  and 
}ill$  of  birds.    Other  ornaments  were  displayed  with  exqiii- 

rsite  taste  upon  his  brt-ast  and  .slioulders.  In  one  of  hiit  han(l» 
he  hold  the  white  flag,  and  in  the  othvr  the  calumot  or  pipe 
of  peace. 

There  he  stood.  Not  a  muscle  moved,  nor  was  tbe  expres- 
sion of  his  face  changed  a  particle.  He  appeai'ed  conscious 
that,  according  to  the  Indian  law,  he  had  done  no  wrong. 
His  conscience  was  at  repose.  Death  had  no  terrors  for 
him.    He  was  there  prepared  to  receive  the  blow  that  should 

I  send  him  to  the  happy  hunting  grounds  to  meet  his  fathers 
id  brothers  who  had  gone  before  lilm. 
All  were  told  to  sit  down,  when  a  talk  followe«i  between 
the  head  men  of  the  Winuebagoes  and  Maj.  Whistlke,  iu 
which  the  former  claimed  much  credit  fur  bringing  in  tbe 
captives,  and  liopod  their  white  brolht-ri*  would  accept 
horses  in  commutation  for  the  livcri  of  their  friends,  and 
earnestly  lH>sought  tliat  in  any  event  they  might  not  be  put 
in  irons.  They  were  answered  and  told  that  they  had  done 
well  thus  to  come  in ;  were  advised  to  warn  their  people 
inst  killing  ours,  and  were   impressed   with  a  proper 

''notion  of  tlieir  own  weakness  and  the  extent  of  our  power. 
They  were  told  that  the  captives  should  not  be  put  iu  irons, 

■tliat  they  should  have  something  to  eat,  and  tobacco  to 

*emoke. 

Bed  Bird  then  stood  up,  facing  the  commanding  ofHcer, 
Maj.  WnisTLKR.  After  a  moment's  pause,  and  a  quick  sur- 
vey of  the  trijops,  and  with  a.  composed  observation  of  liift 
people,  he  spoke,  looking  at  Maj.  Whistlkr.  and  «aid  :

Having  thus  spoken,  he  throw  his  hands  behind  him,  in- 
dicating that  he  was  leaving  all  thiags  behind  him,  and 
marched  brialcly  up  to  Maj.  Wuistluk,  breast  to  breast.    A 
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platoon  was  wlieeled  backward  from  the  center  of  iho  lino 
wlioi),  Muj.  WutsTLER  stepping  aeitie.ihc  prisoners  mnrchud 
through  the  lino  in  chargo  of  a  file  of  men,  to  a  t4>ut  that 
bad  been  provided  for  them  in  tho  rear,  where  a  ^ard  waft 
84]t  over  them.  The  other  Indiana  then  left  the  ground  by 
the  way  they  had  come,  taking  with  them  the  advice  they 
had  received,  and  a  supply  of  meat,  flour,  and  tobacco. 

Oen.  Atkinson's  troopa,  very  soon  after  the  Burrcndor  of 
these  captives, arrived  at  Fort  Winnebago,  as  did  also  tho 
voluut««nt  iu  command  of  Col.  Dodge.  TIic  Indian  prison- 
era  wore  doHvercd  over  to  Ocn,  Atkisson,  by  whom  they 
were  svnt  lo  Fori  Crawford.  Gen,  Atkinson  met  the  grey- 
headed DE-KAD-BAvat  tho  Portago,  who,  in  presenee  of  Col. 
DouoK,  disclaiinefl  for  himself  and  the  other  Winnebagocs 
any  unfriendly  feeling  toward  the  United  States,  aiid  disa- 
vowed any  connection  with  the  munlers  on  the  Afisslssippl. 
Oen.  Atkinsox  then  diBcharged  the  volunteers,  assigning 
two  com])anies  of  regulara  to  the  occupation  of  Fort  Craw- 
ford, and  ordering  the  other  regularit  to  their  respectire 
post»,  while  he  himself  returned  to  Jefferson  Barracks.  And 
thiui  ended  the  Winnebago  outbreak. 

It  may  be  thought  that  the  results  of  thin  war  are  very 
meagre  for  the  amount  of  forcp  employed  in  it  If  meas- 
ured by  the  amount  of  blood  shed  aTter  the  murders  at 
Prairie  du  Chien  and  on  the  keel-boat,  the  criticism  is  very 
correct.  But  if  it  be  intended  to  suggest  that  there  was  no 
Budicient  reai:ton  for  apprehending  that  tiie  Winnebagoes 
contemplated  a  general  riiting  against  and  massacre  of  the 
whiles,  tho  thought  and  suggestion  are  the  ri-'Bults  of  great 
ignorance  of  the  intentions  of  tho  Winnebagoes,  and  of  the 
facts  of  the  case.  There  is  satisfactory  evidence  that  the 
Pottawatamies  were  allied  with  the  Winnebagoes,  and  that 
Ihey  were  to  fall  upon  and  destroy  the  settlement  at  Chi- 
cago, and  it  is  prnhaMe  that  but  for  the  movoiiients  result- 
ing from  the  efforts  of  Gen.  Cass,  who  was  fortunately 
near  tho  seat  of  war,  the  whole  country  would  have  been 
overrun  with  a  general  Indian  outbreak. 

Rki>  Bird  died  in  prison  at  Prairie  du  Chien;  and  in  Sep- 
tember, 182S,  his  two  accomplices.  We-kau  and  Chic-hon-aic, 
were  indicted,  tried,  and  convielod  at  a  term  of  the  Unit«d 
States  court  held  by  Judge  Dorv,  as  accomplices  of  Red 
Bird  in  the  munler  of  Gagnikr  and  Lipcap.  They  were 
sentenced  to  be  hung  on  the  2tJtb  of  December  following; 
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but  before  that  day  a  pardon  arrivotl  from  President 
AOAiUi,  dated  November  3d,  and  tbu  two  Indians  w«r»  dis- 
charged. 


CHAPTEU  XII. 


TUK  BLACK   UAWK   WAR. 

The  termination  of  the  Winnebajjo  war  brought  a  tem- 
porary restoration  of  peace,  which  revived  anew  the 
adventurous  spirit  of  immigration,  and  brought  with  it  a 
large  influx  of  mincers  ami  ollutrs  to  the  load  mine?,  and 
pru«tpcrity  and  progresH  cunstatitly  attended  the  incrca^iing 
settlements  of  the  country,  which  received  no  material 
check  until  the  occurrence  of  tho  Block  Hawk  war  in  lS3'i, 

The  village  of  Black  Hawk,  or,  us  ho  called  himself, 
Di^cE  SrAHRow  Hawk,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Mississippi, 
near  the  mouth  of  Kock  river,  included  the  site  of  the  pres- 
ent city  of  Hock  l!»land.  This  Indian  vilUige  was  all  em- 
braced within  the  limits  of  the  territory  ceded  by  the  treaty 
"With  the  Sauks  and  Foxes,  ma<Ie  at  St  Louis  on  November  3, 
ISti-l,  by  Gen.  ■Wlt.tJAU  Hen'RV  Harkisox.  The  validity 
of  this  treaty,  which  was  not  signt-d  by  Black  Hawk,  waa 
denied  by  him,  and  althoui^h  it  was  mtiBcd  and  coufinned 
by  another  treaty  maile  in  May.  ISIC,  to  which  Bi^CK 
Hawk  affixed  his  mark,  he  pretemJed  to  be  ignorant  of 
what  he  had  done,  and  denied  that  the  second  treaty  had 
any  more  validity  than  the  first. 

Previous  to  1831  tlie  white  settlers  were  in  possession  of 
much  of  the  country  ea-st  of  the  Mississippi,  around  Black 
Hawk's  village,  aud  even  of  the  village  itself ;  and  in  the 
spring  of  that  year  tho  chief,  driven  to  desperation  in  his 
fmJtless  attempts  to  n>sist  what  he  chose  to  consitk-r  tho 
lawless  encroachments  of  the  white  settlers,  and  aggravated 
by  a  recent  murdemuH  attack  of  friendly  Menomonoes, 
near  Prairie  du  Chien,  crnssed  the  ^lississippi  from  tho  west 
with  his  own  baud  of  about  throe  hundred  warriors,  usually 
called  the  British  hand,  together  with  the  women  and  chil- 
dren, with  a  purpose  to  regain,  if  possible,  the  possession  of 
the  home  of  his  p<;ople  and  the  burial  place  of  bis  fore* 
fathers. 
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He  ordered  the  white  settlers  away,  threw  Jowu  their' 
fences,  uuroofed  tiieir  luniRes,  cut  up  their  gruiii,  druvo  off 
and  killed  Ihcir  catUe,  and  tlireatent^il  tlio  people  with  death 
if  they  rc^'mainod.  About  tho  first  of  June  six  companies  of 
the  United  States  troops  were,  upon  the  application  of  Gov. 
Reynolds,  sent  from  Jeftereon  Barracks  to  the  scene  of  tlie 
disturbance  ;  and  by  the  loth  of  June  Ufteen  hundred  vol- 
anteera,  on  the  rail  of  the  Qovemor,  asBembled  at  Beards- 
town,  on  the  Illinois  river,  and  were  duly  org:anized  undor 
Gen.  Joseph  Duncan,  of  the  State  militia.  On  the  SGlh  of 
June,  the  volunteer  force  having  united  with  the  regulars 
under  Gen.  Qajn'Bs,  marched,  to  the  Sauk  village;  but  no 
Aneroy  was  found  there.  The  Imlianii  had  quietly  departed 
on  the  approach  of  the  army,  and  in  their  canoes  had  crosswl 
to  the  western  side  of  the  Missi&sippi,  which  it  was  not 
claimed  had  been  embraced  in  the  territory  ceded  by  the 
treaties. 

The  army  remained  encamped  for  several  days  on  the  sito 
of  the  town  on  Kuck  lelnnd,  where  Black  Hawk  and  his 
chiefs  and  bra%-t.vi  sued  for  peace,  and  a  treaty  was  entered 
into  en  June  30th.  b}'  which  the  Indians  agreed  to  remain 
forever  after  on  the  west  side  of  the  river,  and  never  to  re- 
cross  it  without  the  permission  of  the  President  or  the  Gov- 
emor  of  the  State.    Uen.  Gaines  reported  that—

In  this  the  Geucnil  was  greaUy  mistaken ;  for  scarcely  a 
year  elapsed  before  Black  Hawk,  with  all  the  savage  forces 
he  could  command,  again  crossed  the  Hiesissippi,  when  the 
real  Black  Hawk  war  ensued. 

This  war,  although  originating  on  a  portion  of  Rock  liver 
»ome  distance  from  the  settlements  in  the  lead  minee,  and 
inaugurated  by  a  tribe  who  laid  no  claim  to  our  territory, 
justly  caused  great  alarm  to  the  inhabitants.  The  lead 
mine  region  was  not  so  distant  from  the  scene  of  the  Brst 
hostile  demonstrations,  that  it  could  not  cosily  be  reached; 
and  the  relations  between  the  Suuks  and  the  AVtnnebagtiesj 
were  such,  that  serious  fears  were  entertained  tliat  the  two 
triltee  would  make  the  war  a  common  one. 

Thfwe  apprehensions  induced  Col.  Dodoe,  in  the  month  of 
May,  to  acsemble  a  company  of  fifty  volunteers,  commanded 
by  Captains  Jaues  H.  GBNTRvandJoHNH.  Rocntreb,  who 
proceeded  to  the  head  of  tlie  Four  Lakes,  where,  on  the  SMh 
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flny  of  lliat  niontli  Col.  Ouatiot.  tho  Indian  agent  for  the 
\Vinii»'lMig»Kt*i,  Imd  inilucwl  tlicrn  to  meet  in  councIL 
CoL  DoDQB,  in  his  "  talk"  to  thv  Indians,  said:

Tho  "WinnelmRoes  promised  to  ho  faithful  to  their  treaties, 
and  rornnin  at  peace;  but  it  is  welt  known  that  their  prom- 
jseA  weru  inspired  alone  by  fear,  while  tho  desire  for  rovoufro 
■WM  with  them  the  predominant  passion. 

Bla(^k  Hawk,  regardless  of  the  obligations  of  the  treaty 
into  which  he  had  entered  the  previous  year,  crossed  the 
Mississippi  early  in  Uio  spring  of  1833,  with  tho  intention  of 
ufing  all  his  endeavors,  even  unto  war,  to  recover  posses- 
Bioaof  his  villaRe,  Gov.  Retsoldb  again  called  upon  the 
militia  of  Illinois;  and  in  a  few  days  eighteen  hundred  men 
responded  to  the  calL  They  were  organized  into  four  regi- 
tncntA  and  a  spy  battalion,  under  the  general  commatt4  «t 
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QeD.  Samuel  Whitesidk,  of  the  State  miliUa.  The  line  of 
march  was  token  up  from  Buardtituwn,  un  tbu  27th  of  April, 
for  the  mouth  of  Kock  river.  Gen.  Atkj.vsos  hod  left  Jef- 
ferson BiirrackB  on  the  Sth  of  April,  and  set  out  for  the 
Upper  Mississippi  with  tlte  re«;ular  forces  of  the  United 
States  army;  and  Black  H.\wk,  with  his  whole  tribe  of  fol- 
lowers, began  to  move  up  Rock  river.  Oen.  Wbitksidk,  in 
pursuance  of  arrangements  with  Qen.  Atktx30N%  moved  up 
Kock  river  to  the  Propht-t's  town;  and  finding  that  Black 
Uawk  was  etill  in  advance,  they  buruod  the  Prophet's  vil- 
lage, and  moved  on  about  forty  miles  to  Dixon's  furry, 
where  a  bait  was  made  to  await  the  arrival  of  Get|.  Atk!k- 
80N  with  the  regular  forces.  At  I)i.ton  were  found  two  Imt- 
talioiis  of  mounted  volunteers,  consisting  of  about  three 
hundred  men,  under  command  of  Majors  Stillmau  nod 
Bailey. 

Major  Stili^an,  with  his  force,  was  ordt-rt-d  up  Roct 
river  to  spy  out  the  Indians.  He  began  bis  march  on  the 
I^ith  of  May;  and,  about  the  middle  of  the  afternoon  of  the 
14th,  the  battalion  halted  for  the  purpose  of  f  ncamping  for 
the  night  It  has  been  said,  and  it  is  probably  true,  that 
many  of  the  men  were  intoxicated,  and  the  pursuit  waai 
generally  regarded  as  a  big  frolic.  Nearly  all  the  horses 
had  been  picketed  out,  turnoil  loose  or  otherwise  diuposud  of. 
The  men  were  lazily  engaged  about  camp,  some  gathering 
wood,  some  pitching  tents,  and  others  drinking  whisky,  with 
which  they  were  abundantly  supplied.  But  suddenly  a 
great  commotion  arose.  The  Indians  raised  tiie  war-whoop, 
and  appeared  on  the  open  prairie  a  short  distance  in 
advance.  Then  the  rush  hi^an,  and  a  strife  ensued  as  to 
who  should  tir»t  mount  and  give  chase.  Pell-moll  was  the 
order  of  the  march,  which  continued  for  two  or  three  miles, 
Two  of  the  Indiana  were  overtaken  on  the  prairie,  aDd 
kiUed. 

At  length  the  rear  of  the  army  reached  the  Sycamore 
Creek,  where  they  met  the  van,  in  full  retreat  in  the  same 
disgraceful  diKorder,  with  the  whole  body  of  Indians  in  hot 
pursuit.  The  valiant  men,  who  a  few  minutes  betore  wore 
BO  anxious  to  pursue  the  enemy,  were  now  more  anxious 
to  escape:  and  they  continued  their  retreat  until  tliey 
reached  Dixon.  In  this  confusion  Capt  Adaus,  with  the 
company  from  Peoria,  suceeeiU'd  in  crossing  the  cruekt,-^ 
and  took  a  position  between  the  IndiiUis  and  the  fugitives,  r 
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This  position  th^y  held  for  some  time  against  the  whole 
force  of  the  enemy,  and  do  dotilit  saved  the  lirea  of  many; 
but  at  the  cost  of  the  life  of  Capt.  Adams  and  several  of  his 
men.  The  total  casualties  in  this  first  and  most  di^raccful 
encountur  with  the  Indians  were  eluven  of  Stilluas's  bat- 
talion killod  and  three  wounded,  while  only  three  Indians 
were  known  to  have  het^u  killed.  This  was  the  flrsc  hlood 
shed  in  the  Bla(;k  Hawk  war.  The  next  day  General 
Whitesidk,  and  the  volunteers  under  his  c/>mmand,  marched 
for  the  scene  of  the  disaster;  but  the  Indians  luid  scattered, 
and  could  not  be  found.  The  volunteer  army  huried  the 
doad,  and  rcturnw)  to  Dixon,  where  General  Atkinson  ar- 
riv4xl  the  following  day  with  the  regular  forces  and  i^upplies 
of  provisiong,  of  which  the  voluDteorg  stood  in  much  need. 

Colonel  DouoE,  who,  by  a  common  intuitive  feeling,  was 
regarded  as  the  leader  of  the  people  of  the  lead  mine«),  and 
commander  of  all  their  military  forces,  as  he  was  also  the 
lawful  commander  of  the  militia  of  that  part  of  Michigan 
Territory,  on  the  Hh  of  May  addressed  a  letter  from  Mineral 
Point  to  Governor  Rkvxoliw,  a^tking  for  information  in 
relation  to  the  movements  of  the  Illinois  forces,  expressing 
fears  of  a  UBion  of  the  Sauks  and  Winnebaguvi;,  and  re- 
questing that  a  part  of  the  IlUnoiiK  torcvs  might  be  sent 
across  Kock  river  tocOK>peratu  with  a  mountwd  force  to 
bo  brought  into  the  field  from  the  lead  minee.  This 
letter  was  sent  by  a  spocial  embassy,  consisting  of  Judge 
Gestrv.  Col,  M(W)KK  and  .Iamks  F.  Cox. 

At  the  same  time.  Col.  Dodok,  with  twenty-seven  of  his 
neighbors,  who  were  well  mounted,  among  whom  was  his 
son  AuGUSTTS  C,  etarted  on  an  expedition  to  Rock  river  to 
ascertain  the  poftitton  and  prolwtblo  movements  of  Black 
Hawk  and  his  followers.  The  small  party  pn)ceeded  by 
way  of  Apple  river  to  Buffalo  Grove,  where  an  Indian  trail 
was  discovered,  an'i  followed  to  a  point  nearly  opposite  the 
Kifihwaukee,  and  within  a  few  miles  of  the  ground  from 
which  Maj.  Stili-mah  was  on  the  same  day  disastrously 
0,  and  put  to  flight.  After Stii.i.man's  defeat  Governor 
tBTKOLDS  sent  an  ox[)r<^^'^s  at  night  to  Col.  Do[>gb,  informing 
him  of  the  facts,  and  that  his  country  in  the  Territory  was 
in  imminent  dangt.'r  from  the  attack  of  the  Indians.  Col. 
DoDOK  immediately  returned  home,  having  been  absent 
about  a  week,  reported  the  results,  and  advised  the  inhabi- 
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tants  to  prntpflt  themselves  by  forts  and  other  prec&utioas, 
and  to  oFj^nize  immediately  for  defense. 

The  inhabitant  of  the  lead  mines  were  now  thoroughly 
alarmed  by  constant  dread  of  attack  from  Black  Hawk 
and  his  warriors,  who  had  small  parties  scattered  all  over 
the  country,  between  the  Rock,  Mississippi  and  Wisconsin 
rivers,  which  "  occujncd  every  Rrove,  waylaid  every  road, 
and  hung  around  every  httle  settlement,"  and  induced  the 
most  serious  fears  in  the  minds  of  all  tlie  inhabitants  of  the 
mining  regiou.  The  bravest  hearts  thought  it  no  evidence 
of  cowardice  to  use  every  precaution  against  surprise  and 
sudden  attack.  Forts,  b1ock-hou8(^(>  and  stockudw  were 
enacted  by  the  people  at  numerous  places,  for  the  protection 
and  defense  of  tliemselves  and  their  famihes,  and  into 
which  they  removed.  Among  these  were  Fort  Union,  the 
liendquarlvrs  of  Col.  Dodge,  near  Dodgtville;  Fort  IVtiance, 
at  the  farm  of  1).  M.  Parkinson;  Fort  Hamilton,  at  Wiota; 
Fort  Jackson,  at  Mineral  Point;  Mound  Fort,  ot  Blue  Mound; 
and  others  at  Wing\-ille,  Cassville,  Platteville,  Gratiot's 
Orove,  Diamond  Grove,  Elk  Grove,  White  Oak  Springs,  and 
Old  ShuU-sburg.  besides  many  others. 

It  was  soon  ascertained  that  the  mode  of  warfare  adopted 
by   the  Sauks,  was   to  keep  the  main   liody   concealed  in 
strongholds,  and    avoid  a  conflict   with   a  supt-rior  for<:e, , 
while  small  detached  parties  should  attack  the  und(>fi>nd( 
settlements,  and  any  stragglers  who  could  be  found  awajj 
from  the  protection  of  the  forts  and  block-houses. 

It  is  difficult  to  state  deflnitely  the  number  or  names  of 
the  numerous  persous  whose  lives  were  sacrificed  to  the 
ferocity  of  the  savages. 

On  the  21st  of  May,  about  seventy  Indians  attacked  a 
party  of  whites  assembled  in  the  house  of  Mr.  Davis  on 
Indian  Creek,  near  Ottawa,  and  killed  and  scalped  Hfteen 
whiles,  and  took  two  young  women  named  Hai.i,  prisouers, 
who  wore  afterwards  surrendered  at  the  Blue  Mounds 
through  the  agency  of  a  party  of  Wlnnohagocs  who  were 
inspired  by  a  largo  reward  of  $:3,000,  offered  by  General 
Atkinson,  for  their  restoration. 

TboM  female  captives  were  brought  to  the  Mound  Fort 
on  the  3rd  of  June.  CoL  Dodob,  who  had  returned  home 
only  a  day  or  two  before,  from  his  "  talk  "  with  the  Indiana 
on  the  ZSth  of  May,  had  been  sent  for  on  the  1st  of  June,  on 
account  of  an  apprehended  attack  by  the  Indians.    He  im* 
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me^mtely  collected  about  two  hundred  mounted  men,  and 
was  fortunately  present  with  this  force  when  the  youn^ 
women  were  bronnht  in  by  the  Winnebagoes,  of  whom 
then'  were  about  fifty,  including  such  distinguished  chiefs 
and  bravfs'  as  Whits  Crow— a  famous  orator — Spotted 
Arm,  Uttls  TacifOBR,  Little  Priest  and  others.  Colonel 
DoiK/K  purchased  and  furnished  them  a  larRe  beef  stew, 
upon  which  they  feasted  sumptuously,  furnished  them 
with  comfortable  quarters  in  miner's  cabins,  and  in  all  suit- 
able ways  sought  to  impress  on  these  Winnebagoes  thatthe 
whites  had  no  other  than  friendly  feelings  towards  them, 
and  to  inspire,  if  possible,  a  reciprocal  feeling  on  their  part. 
Their  frieudship  for  the  Sautes  aud  Foxes  was  well  known, 
and  suspicions  and  apprehensions  of  an  alliance  offensive 
and  defensive  between  the  two  tribes  had  long  been  gener- 
ally entertained,  which  were  by  no  means  allayed  by  tlieir 
promises  of  fidelity,  friendship  and  peace  made  to  Colonel 
DoDOB  at  the  talk  held  only  a  few  days  before. 

When  Col.  Dodob  retired  for  tlio  night,  no  appearance  of 
danjirer  or  disaffectiou  could  bo  discovered.  But  during  the 
night  he  was  awakened, and  informed  thatthe  Indians  had 
left  the  quarters  assigned  them,  and  gone  into  the  bush; 
tliat  White  Crow,  tJie  orator,  had  been  endeavoring  to  stir 
up  the  other  Indians  to  hostility;  that  they  wore  sulky, 
moody  and  stealthy  in  their  conversation  and  movemente; 
that  they  had  been  grinding  their  knivrs,  tomahawks  and 
spears,  and  that  two  athletic  young  warriors  had  gone 
steattliily  in  the  direction  of  the  Four  Lakes,  where  the 
main  l>ody  of  the  Winnebagoes  was  encampod. 

Col.  l>i)DOB.  taking  the  otlicer  of  the  guard,  with  six  men 
and  an  interpreter,  marched  to  tho  "  bush  "  where  the  In- 
dians were  eunampcd,  and  took  WurCB  Crow  and  five  others 
of  the  chiefs  and  braves,  and  marched  them  off  without 
ceremony,  to  a  cabin  near  by,  and  ordered  them  to  lie  down 
there,  and  remain  there  until  mominji;;  and  then  laid  down 
with  them,  at  tho  same  time  directing  the  officer  of  the 
guard  to  place  a  strong  party  around  the  cabin,  and  adouble 
guard  around  the  whole  encampment,  which  required  nearly 
all  the  men  in  the  command. 

The  next  day,  these  ciiptive  chiefs  and  a  number  of  young 
warriors  were  marched,  much  against  their  will,  to  Mor- 
rison's Qrove,  fifteen  miles  west  of  the  Blue  Mounds;  CoL 
Qkatiot,  the  Indian  Agent,  was  sent  for  at  Gratiot's  Gtof «, 
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and  on  his  arrival  the  next  day,  another  council  was  held. 
CoL  DoooB  told  the  Indians,  frankly  and  plainly,  vhat 
were  his  suspicions  and  apprflhensions  in  relation  to  their 
treacherou-t  intentions.  Th«y  ntoutty  denied  any  euch  de- 
sign; but  failed  to  satisfy  Col.  Dodos,  who  retained  as  host- 
a^os  for  the  good  fatch  of  the  Indian);,  thn^o  of  their  loading 
chiefs— WhikunoTiiusdek.  the  principal  war  chief,  SroTTKD 
Arm  and  Littlr  ritiKST.  ThwB«  were  oonvoyod  to  Gratiot's 
Grove  the  next  day,  and  all  the  other  Indians  were  dis- 
charged, and  the  Hai.i.  girlfl  were  received  and  restored  to 
tlieir  friends,  The  three  hoKtaK^  were  Icept  in  prison  until 
Po«KY,  Uknky  and  Ai^xaxder  arrived  with  their  command, 
when  they  wore  set  at  liberty. 

The  detachment  of  voluiiteors  returned  with  Col.  DoDOS , 
to  Fort  Union  (Doi>ue's  rettidouce),  and  on  the  i>th  of  June 
proceeded  to  Gratiot's  Grov^  where  they  were  joined  the 
next  day  by  Capt,  Stkpukn-son's  company  of  volunteers  from 
Galena. 

On  the  32d  of  May  the  hody  of  one  Dcrlet  was  found, 
murdered  and  scalped,  near  Buffalo  Grove,  and  on  the  next 
day  an  Indian  a^wnt  named  St.  Vrain,  together  with  Jons 
FuwLKjt.  William  IIalk,  and  Aaron  Hawlev,  met  the 
same  fate  near  the  same  place. 

The  object  of  this  assemblage  of  the  volunteers  at  Gratiot's 
Grove,  was  to  find  and  punish  the  Indians  who  had  been  eu- 
tfaged  in  the  perpetration  of  these  murders  and  to  protect 
the  country  from  the  hostilities  of  the  Souks,  in  whatever 
manner  they  might  bo  directed  by  the  Commandunt-in* 
Clii.--f. 

Mknrv  DoDfiK  was  one  of  the  early  pioneers  of  the  lead 
region,  to  which  he  had  removed  in  isae,  from  Missouri, 
where  he  had  held  the  office  of  United  States  marshal,  and 
was  highly  esteemed  as  a  worthy,  brave  and  patriotic  citi- 
MD.  He  brought  with  him  a  largo  family  of  sons  and 
datighteni.  and  was  largely  engaged  in  thu  business  of 
mining  and  smelting  lend,  to  which  his  pervonal  efforts  were 
indu&trit>usly  devoted.  lie  was  assigned  to  the  command 
of  all  the  WisooDsin  volunteers,  as  well  as  thone  from 
Galena.  He  was  under  the  command  oC  Uen.  Atkinson,  to 
whom  it  wa.1  hia  purpose  to  report  in  person  at  Rock  river, 
with  the  volunteer  forces  now  under  his  command. 

On  the  7th  of  June  Col.  Dodok,  with  bis  volunteers, 
marched  to  KutKEa's  (arm,  at  the  head   of  Apple  river. 
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whera  tliey  camped,  and  Col.  Dodor  addressed  them  as  fol- 
lows :

The  command  marched  to  the  scene  of  the  murder  of  St. 
Vkain,  Fowi.kb,  Haij{,  and  Hawlev,  near  Buffalo  Grove 
(which  is  near  Polo  Station,  on  the  Illinois  Central  railroad), 
where  they  found  and  buried  the  bodies  of  the  three  former; 
the  body  of  Uawlbv  wus  never  recovered.  At  this  point 
Cupt.  Stki'IIENSon  separated  from  tho  command,  and  re- 
turned  to  Galena,  with  hiscompany.  Col.  DouoK  proceeded 
■with  the  remainder  of  the  mountt>d  volunteers  to  the  camp 
of  the  regular  troops,  at  Dixon's  Kerry.  Gen.  Hugh  JIrady 
was  in  command  here.  Gen.  Atkinson's  headquarters  hav- 
ing  heen  removed  to  the  rapids  of  the  Illinois  river  (now 
Ottawa),  whrre  lie  was  engaged  in  organizing  three  brig- 
ades of  Illinois  volunteers.  Col.  I>ODOB,with  twenty-fivoof 
his  mounted  volunteers,  escorted  Gen.  Brady  to  Gon.  At- 
KlNSO.v's  headijuarters.  where.ou  tho  11th  of  Juu«,  the  plan 
of  the  campaign  was  agroed  upon,  and  Col.  Dodob  re- 
ceived his  orders.  The  whole  command  of  volunteers  then 
returned  to  Gratiot's  Grove,  where,  on  the  Uth  of  June, 
they  were  remanded  to  their  respective  posts,  to  hold  them- 
selves in  readiness  for  such  further  services  as  might  be  re- 
quired of  them.  On  the  same  day  Col.  Dopob  returned  to 
his  hcadt)unrters  at  Fort  Union,  having  first  communicat 
to  tho  Wiiuifltago  chiefs.  Whirling  Tiicxder.  Src 
Arm,  and  Littlk  Pkikst,  held  as  hostages,  a  "  talk"  sent  to 
them  by  Gen.  Atklvson. 

On  the  2ilth  of  May,  Gen.  Atkinson  sent,  av  an  express;^ 
Ool.  Wm.  S.  Hamilton. from  Dixon's  to  Gen.  Strekt,  Indian 
Agent  at  Prairie  du  Chien.  requesting  the  latter  to  send 
forward  as  many  Sioux  and  Menomonee  Indians  as  could:^ 
1)0  called  within  sti-ikirig  distance  of  Prairie  du  Ciiicn.to  bo 
employed,  in  conjunction  with  the  troops,  against  thuSauks  , 
and  FoxC0.     A  similar  message  wa«  sent  to  Col.  BoYD,th»| 
Indian  Afiunt  at  Green  Bay.     Gul.  Strkkt  sent  Taos.  P. 
Burnktt,  who  was  then  sub-Indian  Agent,  up  the  river,  to 
n>cniit  the  Sioux,  and  whatever  Winnebagoes  were  willing 
to  join  them.    There  were  no  Menomonees  in  that  quarter. 
Mr.  BuRXKTT,  taking  John  Maksh  with  him,  went  up  tho 
river  about  one  hundred  aud  thirty  miles;  and  returuod, 
before  the  lOth  of  June,  with  one  hundred  Indian  warriors,  of 
which  eighty  wore  Sioux,  and  twenty  Wiimohagoes,  and] 
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fifty  or  sixty  more  were  expected  to  join  them.  The  Indians 
were  place*!  under  c-nmiuand  o{  Col.  Hamilton',  who,  talcing 
Mr.  Marsh  and  an  interpreter  with  him,  proceeded  to  joio 
(he  troops  under  Geo.  Atkinson. 

Col.  BoTD  employed  Col.  S.  C.  Stamb.vcou,  who  bad  re- 
cently twen  the  Indian  Affont,  to  recruit  the  Menomonee 
Indians,  who  secured  the  »er\'ices  of  Col.  Ebksbzbr  CHiLns, 
to  collect  them.  Over  three  hundred  were  ohtaiucd  for  the 
service,  wlio  were  divided  into  two  companii-«;  ono  com- 
manded by  CiiAHLEs  L.  Gkignon,  the  other  by  Geobgb 
JouNaoy,  and  bulh  under  command  of  Col.  Staumaugh. 
These  Indian  allies  prnc:eeded  to  join  the  pursuing  troojw. 
At  Blue  Mounds  they  learned  that  Black  Hawk  with  the 
main  body  of  his  followers  had  crossed  the  Wisconsin,  and 
that  Col.  DoDOE  and  his  command  were  in  pursuit.  They, 
therefore,  went  directly  to  Prairio  du  Chien.  B«(ore  reach- 
ling  there,  they  learned  that  a  purt  of  the  Sauks  and  Fox«« 
had  gone  south.  They  found  the  trail,  and  pursued  with 
one  company,  and  overtook  the  fuij^ittves  about  fifteen  miles 
north  of  Caii8vilIe,not  far  back  from  the  Mississippi.  There 
were  only  two  men  and  a  boy,tIiree  or  four  women, and  a» 
many  children.  The  Menomonccs  killed  the  two  men.  and 
the  others  wore  taken  prisoueriv 

On  the  Gth  of  June  Jamks  Auukkv  was  killed  at  the  Blue 
Mounds,  and  two  weeks  later  Forck  and  Qkkkn  lost  their 
ivca  by  the  enemy  at  the  same  place.  It  is  protwble  that 
H'BREV  was  murdered  by  the  Winnebagoes,  as  there  U  no 
to  suppose  the  Sauks  and  Foxes  had  been  so  near  thu 
^Blue  Mounds  as  early  as  the  time  of  his  death,  and  the 
murder  of  Kc)K(;k  and  Greev  was  more  likely  the  wort  of 
the  Winnebagoes  than  of  the  Sauks  and  Foxes. 

On  the  Mth  of  June,  five  men  whose  namea  were  Spait- 
FOBD,  Spencer,  McIlwain,  Miixion  and  an  Englismau 
called  Jons  Bull,  were  at  work  in  a  cornfield  owned  by 
Spai'J'ORK,  situated  on  the  Pockatonica  near  Spailord's  Ford, 
in  what  is  now  the  town  of  Wayno.  when  they  wore  stir- 
prised  by  a  band  of  Indian!),  uud  all  except  Million*,  who 
most  miraculously  escaped,  were  murdered.  The  Indians 
stenltliily  pursued  their  way  to  a  place  of  concealment 
within  four  hundred  yards  of  Fort  Hamilton,  at  which  placo 
Capt.  Gbktry's  command  of  mounted  men  had  by  order  of 
Col.  UoDQB,  rendezvoased  for  the  purpose  of  pursuing  and 
klUiug  them.    On  the  morning  of  the  IOth,at  about  eiv^H 
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o'clock,  as  Col.  Dodok  was  approaching  the  fort  to  take 
command  of  the  troops,  lie  heard  tliroo  gram  fired,  which 
proved  to  bu  from  tho  huittUo  Indians,  who  were  lyinK  '° 
anibuKh,aiid  who  killed,  in  bis  saddle,  s  Gorman  named 
Applk,  who  was  preparing  to  join  in  the  pursuit,  and  whom 
Ibey  butrhered  and  scalped.  Col.  Doihjb  immediately  or- 
dered the  mounted  men  under  arms  in  pursuit  of  the  savage 
foe.  Fortunately  thoy  were  enabled  soon  to  come  upon  the 
Indian  trail,  and  after  running  their  horsest  about  two  miles 
they  came  in  sight  of  tho  retreating  enumy,  who  wore  seek- 
ing the  low  ground  where  it  was  difficult  to  pursue  thorn  on 
horseback.  l*he  Indians  directed  their  course  to  a  Iwnd  in 
the  Peckatonica  covered  with  a  deep  swamp,  which  they 
reached  before  their  pursuers  crossed  the  stream. 

The  following  account  of  tho  action  which  for  darinjf 
bra%'ery  and  cuol,  undaunted  courage,  is  not  excelled  in  the 
history  of  Indian  warfare,  is  from  tho  ofllcial  report  of 
General  DoDtiK  to  (general  Atkinson:

The  precise  spot  on  which  this  terrific  battle  occurred  is 
section  eleven,  town  two,  range  five  east,  in  the  toivn  of 
"Wiota. 

The  following,  as  m-ar  as  can  now  be  ascertained,  {s  a 
complete  list  of  the  namus  of  the  persons,  who  in  one  way 
or  another,  as  duty  was  assigned  thorn,  took  part  in  the 
battle  of  the  Peckatonica:

Of  lhc!8«  Black,  Mokkis  and  Wells  ware 
killed,  and  JKNKiNSvrounded,  while  the  others  eacaped  with- 
out injury. 

Col.  Hamilton  arrived  will)  the  friendly  Sioux  Indiana 
about  an  liour  after  the  battle;  and  some  Winnobagoe«  who 
profOKHfU  to  be  friendly  cumo  with  Ihem,  among  whom  waa 
thf  fhi^'f  Dk-Kau-kay.  The  friendly  Indians  went  to  the 
^Mind  where  the  Sauks  were  killed.  They  scalped  them, 
and  literally  cut  them  to  pieci^s,  and  appeared  to  be  de- 
lighted with  the  scalp». 

On  th«  l^th  of  June,  while  a  company  under  tlie  com- 
mand of  Capt^  STKi'iiENsoN  were  engaged  lo  scouting,  three 
of  his  men  were  killed  and'bimsolf  wounded  by  Indians 
near  the  Peckatoniea,  amon;;  whom  Black  Hawk  was  said 
to  have  been  preflent. 

OntlievMth  of  the  month, Black  Hawk,  with  a  large  body 
of  Indians,  made  an  attack  on  Apple  river  Fort,  near  tlio 
present  villofje  of  Elizabelli,  which  was  vigorously  de- 
fenrled.  The  liattlu  lusted  tiftecn  hours.  The  loKs  ut  the  In- 
dians was  considerable ;  that  of  the  whites  ono  man  killed, 
and  ono  wounded. 

In  the  "Life  of  BUu-k  Hnwk,"  dictated  by  himself,  and  ed- 
ited by  J.  B.  Patterson,  of  Rock  Island,  and  undoubtedly 
authentic.  Black  Hawk  ^ivcs  the  following  account  of  his 
attack  on  this  garrison  :

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Black  Hawk  in  this  marauding  raid  was  acoompanied  by 
about  two  hundred  of  hisi  warriors.  The  next  day  on  tlieir 
return  to  liock  ri\'er,  the  savages  met  Maj.  Jons  Dehent  id 
command  of  a  spy  battalion,  near  Kellogg's  Grove.  A 
Mvere  contest  ensued,  in  which  Ave  whites  were  killed,  aod 
three  wounded,  whilu  niiio  ludians  were  left  dead  on  the 
field,  and  fivo  ulhem  carried  away. 

Black  HAWKinhis  "Life"  gives  the  following  account  of 
this  engagement :

On  the  ^9th  of  Juuo,  three  men  were  attacked  in  a  fluid 
near  Siusinawa  Mound,  two  of  whom,  John  Tuomtsos  and 
James  Boxlet,  were  killed,  while  the  Indians,  though  pur- 
sued by  Captain  Stkphknson,  made  their  escape  bycroKsing 
the  7k[is»issippi  in  a  canoe.  The  Indians  Avere  probably  a 
Btraggling  party  of  Sauks,  as  the  principal  body  had  already 
returned  with  Black  Hawk  to  Rockriver. 

During  the  months  of  May  and  June  the  number  of  sot-^ 
tiers  who  tell  victim*  to  the  morciloss  warfare  of  Black 
Hawk  and  his  followers,  was  probably  not  less  than  fifty. 
But  by  the  early  part  of  July,  such  was  the  organizutioa 
and  vigorous  pursuit  by  the  whites  of  all  straggling  b:uid3  of 
marauders,  that  the  great  mass  of  the  Indians  were  concen- 
trated upon  Rock  river,  above  I^ke  Koshkonong,  whors 
General  Atkinsok  was  now  encamped,  and  where  be  had 
been  joined  by  General  Alexander's  brigade. 

While  Maj.  Dkuknt  was  engaged  with  Black  Hawk  at 
Kellogg's  Grove,  he  sent  an  exproas  to  Gen,  PosKV,  at  Dixon, 
for  relief,  who  marched  wiih  his  whole  brigade  for  tbat  pur- 
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iposc;  but  did  not  arrive  uittil  after  the  retreat  of  the  In- 
Idiaos.  Qen.  PvAEV  awail&d  the  arrival  of  hU  baggage 
[waigonB.and  then  proceeded  with  his  Lrigodo  to  Fort  Ham. 
ilton,  where  lie  was  met  by  Col.  Dodob  with  liia  entire  cont' 
mand  of  niouiited  voluntuurs.  In  pursuance  of  the  plan  of 
the  campaign,  att  formed  at  headquarters  at  Ottawa,  on  the 
17th  of  Juuc,  thcfiu  two  commands  composed  the  left  wing 
of  the  army.  Gh»n.  Aluxanukk'h  command  formed  the  cen- 
ter, and  Gen.  Atkinwix,  with  Gen.  HhSRy'H  brigade,  formed 
the  right  wing,  and  advanced  up  lit:ick  river. 

The  left  wing  marched  across  the  country  by  the  way  of 
the  Peckalonica  battle  ground  and  Sugar  river,  to  the  first 
of  the  Four  I^kes,  lieing  rc-enforcc-d  at  Sugar  river  by  the 
Galena  company  of  voluntoors.  At  the  First  Lake  they 
■were  joined  by  Wiirrs  Chow  and  about  thirty  Winnebago 
warriors,  who  avowed  their  purpose  of  showing  the  path  of 
the  Suuks  to  the  pursuing  army. 

Some  disAiitisfaction  existing  between  Col.  DodoCs  cooi- 
inand  and  Gen.  Fosky'b  brigade,  a  change  of  position  was 
made,  whereby  Gen.  Alkxasder's  command  was  associated 
witli  Col.  I>odqk'8,  while  Posey's  brigade  took  the  place  of 

ALP.XAXDER'8. 

The  left  wing  as  reorganised  then  moved  up  the  rigfit 
bank  of  Rock  river,  accompanied  by  their  volunteer  guides, 
the  Winnebagoes.  Having  marched  two  days,  until  liock 
river  was  reached  a  short  distance  above  tlie  mouth  of  Bart 
river,  they  retraced  their  steps  in  consequence  of  an  express 
from  Oen.  Atkisson,  and  cros.sed  R(>ck  river  below  the 
mouth  of  Bark  river,  where  is  the  present  village  of  Fort 
AtkiDSon.    Hero  thoy  met  Gen.  Atkissos. 

At  lilts  time,  and  at  Geu.  Atkinso.v*8  encampment,  Capt. 
Chaklks  Dl'HN,  subsequently  appointed  Chief  Justice,  on 
the  organization  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  four  years 
i)ater,  while  acting  as  officer  of  the  day,  and  going  around 
to  relieve  the  guard,  was  accidentally  shot  by  one  of  the 
sentiools,  and  dangerously  wounded.  Ho  was  so  disabled 
as  to  bo  compelled  to  return  home,  and  was  conveyed  to 
Dixon  by  an  escort. 

It  appeared  subsequently,  by  discovery  of  the  trail  and 
otlier  evidences,  thata  considerable  ambush  had  been  fonned 
on  the  east  bank  of  Rock  river,  at  a  point  whero  (he  left, 
wing  would  have  been  obliged  to  cross  the  stream.  Wiiitk 
Cuow  had  been  anxious  that  Col.  Dodob  and  Gen.  Alkxan- 
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iiKii  sliould  continue  their  march  up  tho  rirer,  where  they 
liiid  K-vii  ret'alloil  by  Gen.  Atkinsos;  and  it  was  suppoaed 
that  tbiA  treiLchuruus  Inttian  was  acting  in  concert  with 
Black  Bawk,  and  wag  Riding  tho  army  to  this  puiiit.  This 
suspicion  was  slrungthvned  by  bis  conduct  ut  the  Blue 
Mounds  at  the  tinto  of  thu  surrundor  of  tbu  Hull  girltt. 

The  Indians,  in  tUc  meanttmo,  finding  thcmstilvcn  closely 
pressed  by  the  advancing  troops,  had  pushed  up  tha  river, 
evidently  more  anxious  to  escape  their  pursuers  than  to 
make  war  upon  tbem. 

General  Atkissox  beinj;  short  of  provisions,  now  dis- 
patched Dontuc's  command  of  about  two  hundred  and  Hfty 
men.  together  with  Hksry's  and  Ai,fxas»kr's  brigades,  to 
Fort  Winnebago  for  euiiplie^.  and  General  Posky's  brigade 
■was  ordered  to  the  Mining  Region  for  the  protection  of  the 
forts  and  settlements  in  that  quarter. 

The  dotarbmont  arrived  at  tlio  Fort  on  the  second  day 
without  casualty,  and  secured  the  ruquisito  suppUoe.  Col- 
onel DoixiB.  finding  a  large  number  of  Winnebagoes  at  the 
Fort,  and  the  faithful  Pauquette  the  interpreter,  with  whom 
he  was  well  acquainted,  and  in  whom  he  lia<i  the  utmost 
con6denc«,  at  once  set  to  worlc  to  find  out  from  tliem  the 
pOBition  of  the  Sauks  and  Foxes.  He  soon  learned  that  they 
were  encamped  at  the  Rapids  of  Rock  river,  since  known 
as  Hustisfonl.  To  return  by  this  route  would  require  a  di- 
vergence to  the  east  of  more  than  thirty  miles  from  the 
route  by  which  thay  bad  come.  A  council  of  the  oflScers 
was  held.  General  Alexander  objtnited  that  the  diverg. 
ence  would  bo  a  violation  of  General  Atklvbos's  orders, 
which  re<iuired  the  detachment  to  return  immediaUlg.  Col- 
onel DoDcK  insisted  that  as  there  was  no  mut«  specified  in 
the  orders,  they  might  returnbyany  route  they  should  deem 
proper.  General  Hknkv  concurred  in  this  opinion,  and  he 
and  Colonel  l>i)n(>K  agreed  ti^  return  by  way  of  the  Ri^ids, 
whileOeneral  Alkxasokk  was  to  return  with  tho  supplies, 
by  the  route  they  had  all  come. 

The  worn  down  horses  were  sent  homo,  and  the  forces 
thereby  reduced,  so  that  tho  eO'eclivc-  men  which  went  to 
the  Rapids  were  about  seven  hundred,  accompanied  by  Pau- 
quett*}  and  twwlvc  Winnebugoes  as  guideii.  The  command 
reached  its  objective  point  on  Rock  river  the  tltird  day;  but 
no  indications  of  the  Indians  of  whom  they  were  in  pursuit 
were  found,  except  some  trails  that  appeared  to  be  several 
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days  old,  An  oxprees  was  initnodfntcly  started  to  go  to 
Oenurol  Atkinson,  which,  after  procfc-ding  a  few  iiiilea 
down  tho  riv«r,  found  a  fro»b  trail,  evidently  bearing 
towardK  tho  Wis<ron(iin  river,  ami  immediately  relumed  and 
reportt-d  thoir  discovery.  Early  tho  next  inominy  the  pur- 
tiuit  of  the  Sauks  and  Foxes  waii  commenced  on  this  trail; 
the  expresMi  wfi«  nxatn  sent  to  f  Jeneral  Atkin'Son,  hut  this 
time  it  did  not  return.  The  pursuit  was  rapid  and  perae- 
verinjt  until  it  reached  the  Catfish,  near  its  entrance  into 
the  Third  I,«»ke,  where  the  force  encamped  the  second  night 
from  Rock  river.  Many  Inrlians  were  now  discovered  by, 
the  9c<iut8.  and  the  main  body  of  thorn  were  on  the  penin- 
sula between  the  Tliird  and  Fuurlli  Lake,  at  the  time  Uieir 
pursuers  were  encamped  on  the  Catfish. 

In  the  morniuK  of  the  2  ls(,  the  pursuit  wosctintinuwl  over 
ibt'  gniund  where  the  city  of  Mudiwin  is  now  located,  with 
occaaionaJ  glimpnes  of  Htragglinrf  Indians — one  of  whom 
waa  shot  near  the  present  Capitol,  and  left  dead — until 
about  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoonof  that  day,  when  the 
bluffs  of  the  Wisconsin  were  reached,  together  with  Black 
Hah'k  and  bis  retreating  hand,  preparing  to  cross  the  nver 
with  their  women  and  children. 

When  tho  army  arrived,  the  Sauks  and  Foxes  were  in  tho 
low  grouuds  which  skirt  the  river.  The  immediate  com- 
mands of  Col.  Dodge  and  Col,  W'iujam  L,  D.  Ewiso  were  in 
advance  of  the  main  army,  and  on  their  arrival  at  llie  blulT» 
they  were  met  by  Cupl.  Dixon's  spy  company,  which  hud 
preceded  them,  with  information  that  the  Indians  were  in 
sight.  These  two  commands  having  dismounted,  formed 
the  line  and  advanced  to  tho  edge  of  the  bluffs,  where  they 
were  met  by  the  Indians,  who  were  in  pursuit  of  the  spy 
company.  The  liuttle  began,  and  the  Sauksand  Foxeit  were 
repulsed.  The  position  of  the  advanced  commands  was 
niaintained  under  a  he.avy  fire  for  about  an  hour,  when  Col. 
Henky's  brigade  arrived,  which,  ilejdoying  to  the  right  and 
left,  fonned  the  line  of  battle,  leaving  Col.  I>odoe's  com- 

land  in  the  center.    A  general  charge  was  now  made  upon 

10  Indiamt,  in  wbich  many  of  tliem  were  killm),  and  the 
bttlauco  driven  into  the  bottoms  of  tho  Wisconsin,  where  the 
tall  grass  was  reached,  which  was  wet,  and  concealed  the 
Indians,  and  it  being  nearly  dark,  the  pursuit  was  continued 
no  further. 

The  battle  began  about  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  atvA. 
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about  sundown  the  firing  on  both  sides  had  mainly  ceased. 
The  American  loss  was  one  killed  and  eight  wounded.  Tho 
loss  of  the  IndiauA  wna  sixty -eight  billed  in  the  battle,  and 
a  great  many  were  afterward  found  dead,  on  the  north  Bide 
of  tho  ■Wisconsin  river,  on  the  route  to  the  Bad  Axe.  The 
number  of  wuundod  is  unknown.  This  eng-igement  has 
«vcT  since  been  known  as  tho  Battle  of  tlie  Wisconsin 
Heights. 

The  merning  of  the  morrow  disclosed  timt  tho  Indians 
had  ail  crossed  the  Wisconwin  river,  and  disappeared.  The 
army  marched  to  the  Blue  Mounds,  where  Col.  Dodob's 
command,  being  all  near  their  borae;),  with  worn  out  horses, 
were  temporarily  dismissed  to  their  respective  posts,  until 
again  called  to  active  duty. 

Expresses  wore  scut  to  Gk-n.  ATtctysox  and  to  Prairie  du 
Chien,  and  it  was  a  few  days  beforo  tho  army  could  again 
be  brought  together  to  continue  tho  puniuit.  Qea.  Atkin- 
son with  his  army  marched  by  way  of  the  Blue  Mounds  to 
Helena.  Here  the  volunteers  under  Col.  DoDoe  were  again 
assembled,  and  the  whole  army  crossed  the  Wisconsin,  and 
Boon  discovered  the  trail  of  the  retreating  Indians.  On  tlio 
!d  of  August— the  twelfth  day  after  the  battle  of  the  WU- 
oonsiu  Heights~tho  army  oamo  up  with  the  entire  body  of 
tho  Indians,  nvar  th«  mouth  of  the  Bad  Axe,  about  forty 
miles  above  Prairie  du  Chien.  A  steamboat,  tho  Warrior, 
had  also  been  sent  up  tho  river,  armed  with  u  six-pounder, 
to  prevent  their  escape  acrooa  the  Mississippi.  Thus  sur- 
rounded, the  Indians  fell  easy  victims,  and  the  battle  soon 
terminated  in  the  total  destruction  of  a  very  large  portion 
of  Black  HAWK'sfollowers.  men,  women,  and  children,  and 
the  capture  and  dispersion  of  the  remaindor. 

Gen.  Atkinson's  official  report  states  the  loss  of  tho  regu- 
lars at  ftve  killed  and  four  wounded:  of  the  Illinois  volun- 
teers at  nine  killed  and  wounded,  and  in  Hknuv'-s  brigade 
seven  killed  and  wounded;  and  this,  the  tinal  engagement 
of  tlie  Black  Hawk  war,  is  known  as  the  battle  of  the  Bad 
Axe. 

Most  of  tho  Sauki4  and  Foxes  who  got  safely  across  the 
Mississippi,  including  wumon  and  children,  were  pursued 
and  killed  by  their  implacable  enemies,  the  Sioux.  For  the 
proud  and  haughty  Black  Spakrow  Hawk,  as  he  called 
himself,  it  was  too  degrading  and  humiliating  to  submit  a» 
a  prisoner,  therefore  instant  Hight  became  his  last  and  only 
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alt ■_■  mall vo.  He  hastily  rotreateil  to  a  neigliboriujj  lioight, 
ac(--<>rii(>aQi«^l  by  his  fiiitlifiil  adjunct,  the  Prophet;  uiidgiv- 
iug  vent  to  a  loud  yell  of  revenge,  he  hastily  fled  to  seek  a 
temporary  refiitte  nnioiig  his  pseiidn  friendfl.the  Winn©- 
bagou8.  in  tho  valley  of  the  Ijemonweir— over  the  bluffs  and 
cHITk  of  which  liu  bad  in  former  days  roomed  ta  socuriQ^ 
ftnd  hunU>(l  with  kuocmss. 

A  large  reward  had  been  offerwl  [or  tho  capture  of  Black 
Uawk,  and  he  found  flow,  when  he  most  needed  their 
frii'ndHliip,  that  the  Winnebagoes  were  in  no  way  disposed 
to  sympathize  with  him  in  his  adveraity.  The  fugitives 
pursued  their  lonely  rtitreat  to  the  Palles  of  the  Wisconsin 
river,  and  wore  there  cupturud  about  two  miles  abuvc  Kil- 
houm  Cily,  by  Cua-k-tak  and  the  Onk-Eyed  Dr-oor-ba, 
who  afterwards  brought  tht-m  to  Prairie  du  Cbicn,  on  tho 
27lh  of  August,  and  deUvercd  them  as  prisoners  to  General 
STKSrr,  the  Indian  Agent. 

In  addition  to  the  regidar  forces  under  General  Atkinson. 
General  S<.:ott  with  nine  companies  of  artillery  was  ordered 
from  tho  seaboard  to  the  scene  of  hostilities.  These  troops 
luft  Fortress  Monroe  on  thu  'ioth  of  Juno,  and  arrived  at 
Fort  Dearborn  on  tho  8th  of  July.  But  tJio  conflict  was 
over  bt'forii  they  reached  the  scene  of  action.  They,  how- 
ever, encountered  a  more  fatal  foe.  The  Asiatic  cholera, 
which  for  the  flrst  time  visited  America,  coming  by  way  of 
Montreal,  seized  the  troops  at  Detroit  on  their  way  to  Chi- 
cago. The  camp  became  a  hospital,  and  more  than  four 
hundred  of  these  soldiura  fell  victims  of  this  terrible  pesti- 
lence. 

The  loss  on  the  part  of  the  Americans  in  the  Black  Hawk 
war,  independent  of  the  ravages  of  the  cholera,  and  tho 
murders  of  the  settlers,  is  believed  to  have  been  about  fifty. 
The  loss  of  the  Sauks  was  not  less  than  two  luuidred  and 
thirty  killed  in  bottle,  and  probably  a  greater  number  who 
died  uf  their  wounds,  and  of  disease  and  starvation;  uhile 
tho  deaths  of  the  women  and  children  who  aecomi>anied 
the  warriors,  in  thy  baUl'js,  and  from  their  wounds,  and  by 
disease,  starvation  and  drowning,  cannot  be  approximately 
estimated. 

The  companies  of  volunteers  under  tho  immediate  com- 
mand  of  Colonel  I>oi>GK,  at  the  hattlu  of  tho  Wisconsin 
Heights,  were  Captain  Stbphexson's,  from  Galena;  Captain 
Clakkb's,  from  Whit«Oak  Springs;  Captain  Qekthi'a,  ttouL 
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Mineral  Point;   Captain  Parkissos's,  from  Fort  Defiance; 
Captain  Josks",  from  Blue  Rivlt:  anil  Captain  I>icKS*>s's, 
from  Platleviile.    Liputeiiant  CiiaklksBkacken  was  Adju- 
tant to  the  battalion  aiul  ititi  to  Colonel  DoiKiS. 
Bt.AcK  Hawk  Icnew  aiid  feared  Colonel  Dodoe,  and  said:

Black  Hawk  was  sent  as  a  prisoner  from  Prairie  du 
Chlen  to  Jefferson  Barracks,  under  charge  of  Lieut  Jkkkkk- 
SON  Davis— thou  in  the  Uiiittfl  States  Army  at  Prairie  ilu 
Chion,  ant!  thirty  years  later,  President  of  llie  Confederato 
States.  Black  Hawk  was  kept  a  dose  prisoner  until  April, 
1833,  when  howiis  taken  to  Washinfjton,  together  with  some 
of  his  family,  and  the  Prophet.  After  an  iuturview  with 
President  Jackson,  and  beinj;  emphatically  told  by  him 
that  the  Government  would  compel  the  red  men  to  be  at 
peace,  they  were  sent  as  prUoners  to  Fortress  Jlonroe,  for 
"levyinB  war,"  as  Davis  was,  thirty-two  years  later,  for  tlio 
samo  offense.  On  June-lth.  l833,byorder  of  the  President. 
Black  Hawk  and  bis  fellow  prisoners  were  lihera1e<I  and 
sent  home  under  offleers  ajipointed  to  conduct  them  tlirough 
the  principal  cities  of  the  Union,  in  order  to  impress  them 
with  a  proper  sense  of  the  power  of  the  whites,  and  of  the 
hopeIe!Wue«s  of  any  eontllcl.  on  the  part  of  the  Indians, 
with  the  Government  of  the  United  States.  Bi.,ack  Hawk 
ever  after  remained  quiet.  He  died  October  3,  lK:tB.  and 
was  buried  on  the  bantcs  of  the  Mississippi,  in  the  State  of 
Iowa,  near  the  head  of  the  l)es  Moines  Rapids,  where  tbe 
villajie  of  Montrose  is  located. 

This  was  the  last  of  Indian  wars  upon  tbe  »oil  of  the  pres* 
est  Btat^  of  Wisconsin. 
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CHAPTER  XIII. 

avir.  flOVKRNMKNT— 1512  TO  3834. 

The  domain  which  constitutes  the  Stat«  of  Wiscon&m  haa 
hecn  8\iccos8ivoly  claimod  as  within  tin-  (luminion  ot  Spain, 
of  Fr«nct%tir  England, of  Virginia,  andlinally  of  the  United 
StaiL's,  until,  on  the  snth  of  May,  18*8,  it  was  "  admitted  into 
Uiu  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  ori^oal  Stales  in 
all  respects  whatever." 

This  claim  of  dominion  can-tod  with  it  the  uncontested 
right  of  civil  jurisdiction. 

In  the  uarli4.-r  pcrioiU,  the  miHtarj-  and  civil  jurisdiction 
exercised  liy  the  Bovernors  and  others,  upon  whom  power 
was  conferre<l,  were  so  lileiitUni  tojjether,  that  if  the  govern- 
ment was  not  that  of  martial  law,  civil  rights  were  recog- 
nized only  tlironah  the  channels  of  military  authority;  aiid 
it  was  not  until  the  ordinance  of  t7(*7  "for  the  guvymmont 
of  the  territory  of  the  United  States  northwest  of  the  River 
Ohio,"  that  the  distinct  civil  rights  of  tho  inhabitants  wero 
reoofrnizcd,  and  civil  remedies  for  their  ouforcenieut  pro- 
vided. 

Florida  was  claimed  by  Spain  to  extend  as  far  as  "Sew- 
foumllund  on  the  sea  coast,  and  westerly  and  northwesterly 
indefinit<^ily.  by  virtue  of  the  discovery  of  Poxck  dk  Lkon  in 
ibl'i,  who  was  appointed  governor  of  the  country,  and  bo 
continued  until  1531. 

In  l.'>37  C'ltAitLHS  V,  conceded  to  FERDls.tSD  db  Soto  tho 
government  of  the  Isle  of  Cuba,  with  absolute  power  over 
the  immense  territory  to  which  the  name  of  Florida  was 
etill  vaffiiely  applied.  Dk  Soto  died  on  the  21st  of  May, 
15*'J,  and  wrapped  in  a  mantle  was  buried  in  the  Mis.si.ssippi, 
which  ho  had  Ix-on  the  first  to  discover. 

On  the  ^Oth  of  March,  \5iy-i.  a  compact  was  framed  and 
conlirmed  between  King  Puilip  II.  and  PEnito  Melexdez 
DE  Avii.ES,  by  which,  in  consideration  of  the  promise  of 
McLRSDKX  to  invade  Florida,  complete  its  conquest,  and 
establish  a  colony,  he  waa  constituted  its  governor  for  life, 
with  the  right  of  naming  his  son-in-taw  as  his  successor. 

The  history  of  civil  government  in  Florida,  previous  to 
the  seventeenth  century,  possesses  no  interest  so  far  as  ap- 
plicable to  Wisconsin,   whoso    soil    was    probably    i^^^nqs 
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pi'C«ts«d  by  the  foot  of  a  white  man  until  llie  advent  of 
NlcoM.KT.  in  IWM.  W«miist  therefore  turn  to  the  claims 
of  dominion  sot  up  by  France  for  the  earliest  pretensions  of 
tho  right  to  establish  civil  government  upon  our  domain. 

The  charter  grant  of  New  Franco,  made  to  tho  "  hundred 
asuDeiati'B,"  among  whom  were  RiciiiiLiEU,  CsAXVLAIS, 
KKiiZti.i.Y,  and  a  number  of  opulent  m^rcltants  of  France, 
was  referred  to  in  the  first  chapter,  and  the  fact  stated  thai 
the  government  of  the  province  was  not  entered  upon  until 
after  the  restoration  of  Quebec  by  the  Eriglii^h  in  l>j3'i. 

At  this  time  CiiAMPLAiN  was  governor  of  Canada. 

In  16G3  the  company  of  the  hundred  associates  resigned 
the  colony  to  the  king,  and  immediately,  under  the  auspices 
of  CoLRKKT,  it  WAS  conceded  to  the  new  company  of  the 
West  Indies. 

In  1(!65  the  colony  was  protected  by  a  royal  regiment,  with 
Tract  as  viceroy,  CoURCELLES  a»  governor,  and  Talon  as 
intendtiDt  and  representative  of  the  King  in  civil  affairs. 

In  May,  1G7I,  at  the  Sault  SL  Mary,  the  French,  repro- 
flented  by  St.  Luskon  aa  the  delegate  of  Talon',  at  an  assem- 
bled congress  of  Indian  tribe.s,  raised  a  cross  of  cedar,  and 
planted  hy  the  side  of  it  n  cedar  column,  marked  with  the 
lilies  of  the  Bourbons.  Thus  were  the  authority  and  the 
faith  of  France  uplifted  in  the  presence  of  the  aboriginal 
races  of  America,  in  the  heart  of  our  contiucntL 

It  was  eleven  years  loter  (IbSi)  that  La  Sallk,  having 
descended  the  Missisisippi  to  its  mouth,  formally  took 
possession  for  France  of  all  the  country  watered  by  tho 
Father  of  Waters,  and  named  it  Louisiana.  ' 

During  the  war  in  America  between  France  and  England 
declared  by  France  in  IGi^O  and  terminated  by  the  peace  of 
Byewirk  in  September,  1097,  Count  Frontenac  was  gov- 
ernor of  Canada.  As  a  result  of  tbo  war,  France  retained 
possession  of  all  the  territory  which  she  claimed  at  the  bo- 
ginning  of  it,  including  Canada  and  the  valley  of  the 
Mississippi;  and  the  military  occupation  of  Illinois  con- 
tinned  without  interruption. 

The  territorial  claims  of  the  English  colonists  on  the 
Atlantic  coast,  to  an  extension  of  their  limits  westward, 
whatever  they  might  have  been  under  the  terms  of  tbeir 
respective  charters,  did  not,  during  thesovcnteenth  century, 
practically  interfere  with  tho  French  claims  west  of  the 
great  lakes  and  in  tho  Mississippi  valley. 
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Soon  after  the  war,  as  oarly  at  loust  as  1?00,  Dk  Calubbs 
became  governor-genvrul  of  Canada. 

PrevioUB  to  1711  the  eettlementa  of  Loiiietana  had  been  a 
dependenoe  on  Nfw  France  or  Canada.  In  this  year  it  was 
'made  an  indefcndf^nt  government,  responsiblo  only  to  the 
crown  and  coinpritting  all  the  "  Illinois  country  "  under  its 
jurisdiction.  The  scat  of  the  colonial  go%-ornment  was  e&- 
tabli»ihed  at  Mobile.  DeMuys,  who  had  been  appointod 
tlie  govemor-Reneral,  died  on  the  voyage  and  DiitoN  U'Ak- 
TAQtiETTK,  early  in  the  year,  entered  upon  his  duties  as 
commissary  ordonnatcnr. 

In  1712.  Dr.  \.a  Mottk  Cadili-ac.  who  eleven  years  pre- 
viously hud  made  the  first  permanent  settlement  ul  De- 
troit, was  the  royal  gov«mor  of  Louisiana. 

The  Marquis  dk  VAi'DKKrii,  was  governor  of  Canada 
from  1704  until  his  d<?ath..  April  10,  I7;>S.  His  salary  was 
the  modest  sum  of  £2?2— Is— 8d. 

He  was  succeeded  by  the  Marquis  de  Brachabnois  who 
held  the  ofTice  until  174A. 

In  that  year  Admiral  de  la  Jonqciere  was  sent  from 
France,  aa  governor,  with  u  naval  exp(jUition  to  capture 
Nova  Scotia;  but  on  the  3rd  of  May,  174fi,  they  fell  in  with 
a  Briti»<h  fleet  under  Admiral  Anhon  and  Kear  Admiral 
Warrbx  and  were  compelled  to  surrender. 

As  soon  as  the  capture  of  the  Governor  was  known  in 
France,  Compte  dk  i.a  Gaiirronkre  was  appointed  to  fill 
the  vacancy,  but  the  Admiral  (Joxqiieke)  being  shortly 
released  from  captivity  and  conveyed  to  Canada  the  Count 
(Gai.1(W!onere)  returced  to  France.  Admiral  Junquikre, 
before  his  succt-Bsor  could  be  appointed,  died  at  Quebec, 
May  17.  17M. 

The  Marquia  or  Qi'ESNE  de  Mksneviixk  was  appointed 
Governor  of  Canada,  Louisiana,  Cape  Breton,  St.  Johub  and 
their  depend'-ncies. 

The  Marquig  du  Qukssk  resigned  and  returned  to  tha 
marine  service  and  the  Murquiti  de  Vaddrkuii.  de  Cavao- 
KAC.sonof  the  former  governor,  was  appointed  to  surceei} 
him.  His  commission  was  registered  July  10, 175.'>,  and  he 
continued  in  ofHoe  until  the  conquest  by  Great  Britain  in 
1708. 

Major  General  James  Murray  was  commiHsioned  Ko- 
vember  21,  1703,  as  Captain  General  and  Govomor-in-Chief 
of  the  province  of  Quebec. 
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The  claim  of  France  to  dominion  over  the  whole  of  the 
NortIiwf«t  Territory  continued  until  it  was  successfully 
disputiHl  by  Gn-ttt  Britain,  antl  finally  relinrjuished  as  tho 
/esult  of  the  wur  which  t'usucd  butween  those  two  powerful 
rival  nations. 

This  claim  of  dominion  in  the  t-ntlrc  valley  of  the  Miflslft- 
Bippi  was  prarlirally  evidenced  by  its  scttlemente  on  tlie 
head  waters  of  the  Alleffliany,  which  in  1753  led  Governor 
DixwtDDiK  of  Vii^inia  to  assert  civil  jurisdiction  over  thoeo 
settlements,  by  sending  young  WAsnixyTON.to  demand  of 
the  conimimdcr  of  the  French  forces  the  reason  for  invad- 
ing the  British  dominions  in  a  time  of  peace. 

This  was  suou  followed  by  tho  war  between  France  and 
Enjfland,  which  aft<>r  varyinjf  fortunes  resulted  in  the  sign- 
ing of  the  preliminaries  of  peace  on  the  third  day  of  No- 
vember, ];iJ2.  and  their  ratification  by  treaty  on  the  tenth  of 
Febrtinry.  i;r.;j. 

By  this  treaty,  the  West  Indies,  Florida,  Louisiana  to  the 
Mississippi  (but  without  the  island  of  Kew  Orleans),  all 
Canada,  Acadia,  and  Capo  Breton,  with  its  dependent  isl- 
ands, were  all  coded  to  EnKland:  while  New  Orleans  and 
all  Louisiana  west  of  the  Mississippi,  with  boundaries  unde- 
fined, were  at  the  same  time  ceded  to  Spain. 

Virginia  was  the  representative  of  the  British  claim  to 
jurisdiction  in  the  valley  of  tho  Ohio  River  and  tlie  civil  ju- 
risdiction was  rcpreecntod  in  the  person  of  tlic  Governor  of 
that  colony. 

In  October,  17*0.  thog-jneral  Assembly  of  Virginia  divided 
the  districtof  West  Augusta(then  comprising  all  the  north- 
western part  of  the  State)  into  three  distinct  counties  with 
the  names  of  "Ohio,  Vohogany  and  Monongahela." 

On  Monday,  the  i5th  .January,  1777,  the  first  court  for  the 
county  of  Ohio  was  held  at  Black's  cabin. 

Tliere  is  every  rea.>ion  to  believe  that  this  was  tho  first 
civil  court  held  in  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi. 

The  French  posts  in  the  "Illinois  Country."  having  in  1T78 
surrendered  to  Virginia,  the  inhabitants,  upon  learning  of 
the  alliance  between  France  and  the  United  States,  readily 
joined  the  latter  in  the  war  nguinst  Great  Britain,  and  ao- 
knowleilged  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  and  Vir^ 
g;inia  over  the  country. 

The  legislature  of  Virginia,  in  October  177S,  formally  ex- 
tended its  jurisdiction  over  all  the  settlements  ou  the  Wabosli 
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and  the  upper  ^[is^lflsippi  by  uKtnbtishinK  ^'lo  county  of  HI' 
iimii(,nrid  appointing  Joiis  Todd  Lit-'utonunt  Colonel  and 
civil  commandant. 

The  new  county  of  lUinoiit  embraced  all  of  the  territory 
wilbiD  the  limits  of  the  present  State  of  WUconsin. 

Few  events  in  the  progreiw  of  civil  government  in  the 
Northwesit.  worthy  of  record,  transpired  during  tlie  Revo- 
lutionary war.  nor  until  the  adoption  by  the  Continental 
Congress  of  the  ordinance  of  K>>7. 

This  ordinance  was  tbe  fundamental  as  well  h.s  the  or- 
ganic law— the  Hauika  Charta  of  the  great  Northwest — 
and  was  adopted  by  the  Continental  Con^jrests  July  IS.  1787. 
The  territory  to  which  it«  provisions  appliol  was  not  other- 
wise defined  than  in  the  title,  which  was  "  The  territory  of 
the  United  States  northwest  of  the  River  Ohio." 

The  boundarioti  wero  well  understood  to  be  the  Ohio  ri%'cr 
on  ;he  south,  the  Mississippi  river  on  the  w«»t,  while  on  the 
north  the  territorial  limits  were  the  undefined  and  unsettled, 
if  not  disputed  bnunilary  line,  between  the  British  posse-S- 
eions  and  the  United  States, 

This  maiii<ifieent  territory,  vast  in  area,  but  destitute  of 
civilized  occupancy,  except  at  the  few  points  already  men- 
tioned. WBK  destined  within  ti  cvntury  to  exercise  a  great,  if 
not  a  controlling,  iuftuencd  upon  thu  affairi;  of  the  nation. 

The  first  census,  taken  in  1790,  does  not  show  the  popula- 
tion of  the  Northwest  Territory,  but  in  the  census  of  ISOO, 
in  staling  the  population  of  Indiana  Ten-it'>ry.  it  is  said: 
"On  the  1st  of  August,  liSOO.  at  Prairie du  Chien  were  sixty. 
five  souls;  at  Green  Bay  there  were  fifty  souls." 

The  population  of  the  six  States  which  have  been  formed 
out  of  it,  by  the  census  of  lS8o.  was  1S,0K9,,'(71.  being  more 
than  one  fourth  of  the  entire  population  of  the  United  States. 

Tbe  present  and  futuro  interest  of  the  people  of  Wiscon- 
sin in  thit:  urdinimoe,  asidu  fromil^iliisturiccil  intorest,  arises 
from  the  fact  that  they  are  entitled  to  all  tho  rights  and 
privileges  granted  and  secured  to  the  people  of  the  North- 
western Territory  by  the  articles  of  compact  contained  in  it. 

The  ordinance  contained  two  distinct  characteristics: 

One  was  the  legislative  feature,  by  wliich  rules  of  inherit- 
ance were  prescribed:  tho  nppoiulmentof  territorial  officers 
— governor,  secretary,  judges,  and  inferior  officers — was 
provided  for,  as  well  as  the  modes  by  which  the  functions  of 
local  legislation  might  be  exercised.    These  provisions,  and 
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some  others  of  a  coj^ate  character,  were  like  any  other  leg- 
islative act,  subject  to  be  modilied  or  repealed  by  the  old 
CongrcRfl,  or  by  that  to  which  it  gave  place  about  twenty 
months  later,  organised  under  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States. 

The  other  choractcrislio  wa«  the  "articles  of  compact" 
whicli  it  contained,  "between*  tho'original  States  and  the 
people  and  States  of  the  said  territory,"  and  which  were  toj 
"forever  remain  unalterable  unless  by  common  conBcnt." 
There  Wore  six  of  these  "articles." 
By  the-  fifth  of  them,  the  southern  boundary  of  the  States 
of  Michigan  and  WixcouHiu,  it  was  declared,  should  be  an 
"east  and  west  line  drawn  through  the  southerly  bend  or 
extreme  of  Lake  Michigan." 

The  sixth  has  been  styled  the  "  charter  of  freedom,"  and 
prohibited  "  slavery  and  involuntary  servitude  in  the  said , 
territory  otherwiso  than    in    the    punishment   of  crimes, 
ivheruof  lliu  party  sliall  have  been  duly  convicted," 

The  ordinance  was  published  at  length  in  tho  Revised 
Statutes  of  1839. 

On  the  ifith  of  October,  1787,  Gen.  Arthuk  St.  Clair  was 
elected  by  the  Continental  Congress  the  lirst  governor  of 
the  Northwestern  Territorj*,  and  Winthr()p8ar(ieast,  secre- 
tary. On  the  10th 'of  October  Samcki.  Holdbn  Parsons, 
JouN  Armstrong,  and  Jame-s  Mitcukll  Vahsum  wore 
elected  tho  first  jndgus  of  the  Territory. 

Armstrong  declined,  and  John  Cleves  Svmmes  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  vacancy  in  February,  ITSK.  Varnum  died  in 
J78!»,  and  William  Barton  wasappointed  his  successor,  but 
declined,  and  Ororok  Tuknkr  was  appointed  in  17&0,  to  fill 
the  vacancy,  and  accepte<i. 

Judge  Parsons  was  rirowned  November  10,1789,10  at* 
tempting  to  cross  Big  Beaver  creek,  and  EuFCS  Putnak 
became  his  aucccKsor  March  31,  1790. 
In  179fi  Judge  Futnau  resigned  and  was  succeeded  by 

JOSKKH  Gir.JtAX, 

On  the  29th  of  October,  17fl8,  Gov.  St  Ct-AUt  issued  a  proc- 
lamation directing  an  election  on  tlie  third  Monday  of 
December,  1708,  of  members  of  the  House  of  Reproftonta- 
tives. 

Tho  five  persons  selected  by  Congress  to  constitute  tho 
council  were  Jacob  Burnett.  IIenry  Vandenokro,  Robert 
Olivkr,  James  FiNDLAVand  David  Vano£. 
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Tlio  Counoil  und  [{oum>  of  Ropros4>iitativcs  met  at  Cincin- 
nati SepU-mbtT  le.  I'-M.  and  electud  William  U.  IIakrison 
dtil<*gat«  in  Congress  from  the  Northwest  Territory,  who 
was  the  first  delegate  from  a  Territory  ever  admitted  on 
the  floor  of  the  House  of  Kepresentativee. 

General  Harrisos  also  succeeded  WIyTHRopSARnKA^Ta8 
Secretary  in  17{i8,  and  in  171*9  was  succeeded  by  Charlrs 

WiLrjKO  BVRD, 

JuuN*  AitMsTitONG  was  Treasuror  from  1703  to  1S03. 

Wm,  McMillan  was  elected  delegate  as  the  successor  of 
General  Hakkikok  and  i>er\'ed  in  ISOO  and  1801,  and  in  turn 
waa  succeeded  hy  Facl  Keakixo  who  held  the  office  from 
'  leOI  to  1S03. 

On  the  4th  of  January,  1803,  a  resolution  was  introduced 
that,  Ohio  having  formed  a  state  government,  Mr.  Fearimo 
was  no  longer  cniilled  to  u  scat  as  a  delegate  from  tho 
Kortiiwestern  Territory.  The  resolution,  however,  does  not 
appear  to  have  heen  acted  upon. 

Bbnjahln  Pakkk  took  his  seal  as  delegate  from  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Indiana,  December  12,  ISOS.and  continued  as  such 
during  that  and  the  two  next  sessions  when  he  resigned 
and  Jkssr  B.  Tkouas  was  elected  as  his  successor  and  took 
his  seat  December  1,  IKOS. 

In  1809  Jonathan  Jennings  was  elected, and  took  his  seat 
November  ti,  1809.  A  memorial  against  his  right  to  tbo  seat 
was  presented  to  the  committee  un  elections  who  reported 
^adversely  to  his  right,  Tho  House,  however,  overruled  the 
report  and  Mr.  Jensinus  retained  his  seat  during  that  and 
the  next  session. 

Tbo  Territory  of  Illinnis  was  created  February  3rd,  180!», 
and  embrace*!  the  territory  now  forming  Wisconsin. 

During  ibe  period  from  January,  1805,  when  the  Territory 
of  Michigan  won  created  embracing  Wisconsin,  until  Feb. 
niary.  lyoo.  Michignu  liad  no  delegate  in  Congress. 

Neither  did  the  Territory  of  Illinois  have  any  until  the 
jear  1812,  wheu  Suai>rack  Bond  was  elected  delegate  and 
took  his  s*iat  December  .%  1813.  A  petition  of  Br-vjauin  M. 
Piatt,  protesting  against  the  election  of  Mr.  Bond  waa  pre- 
bcDted.lmt  was  never  acted  upon,  and  he  held  the  scat 
during  that  and  the  two  subsequent  sessions  when  he 
resigned. 

In  18U  BENJAMI^'  Stepuenson  was  elected  in  place  of  Mr. 
BOKD  resigned,  and  continued  to  hold  the  office  until  tSLG^ 
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when  Xathaniel  Popb  was  electee!  delegate  oad  took  his 
neat  December  3,  ISIG,  which  he  continued  to  hold  until 
lUinois  was  admitted  as  a  State  in  the  Union. 

The  tirst  deleg'ate  elected  from  Michigan  Territory  was 
in  1819  when  Vt'u.  W.  Woodbriimie  was  chasen  and  held  the 
office  until  the  next  year,  when  he  resignedand  Solomo-s 
S1BI.BV  was  elected  his  auccosBor  and  took  his  seat  ^lovember 
ao,  1820. 

In  18'.>3  Gabriki.  RiniARD  was  ek-eted  dolegate  as  the  suc- 
cessor of  Mr.  Stui.KY  uiid  took  liis  swit  Ducomher  8, 18S3.  A 
petition  representing  that  Mr.  Ricuard  wa^  ineligihle  was  \ 
presented  by  John  Bidi>i,e,  hut  it  was  withdrawn  and  no 
action  taken  on  it,  and  Mr.  RuiiiAKD  held  ihe  ollice  during 
that  and  the  next  sc»»ion 

In  1825  Austin  E.  Wing  was  elected,  ami  re-elected  in 
1SS7,  serving  the  entire  tonus  of  the  l!>th  and  ^Oth  Con- 
gresses. 

In  1.S39  John  Biot>i,K  was  elected  and  served  until  Feb- 
ruary' nil,  183I,a)iout  ten  days  before  the  expiration  of  his 
term  when  he  resiRned. 

In  !83i  AusTi.v  K.  Wi.v(j  was  again  elected.  He  took  his 
seat  Decembers,  is.{i,  and  served  until  the  expiration  of  his 
tcnn.  March  3. 18X!. 

Lucres  LvoN  was  elected  in  1833,  and  took  his  scat  De- 
cembi^r  Sd,  1833.  and  lu-ld  it  until  March  3d,  1835. 

The  inhabitants  ot  Michigan.  L-ast  of  Lake  Michigan,  hav. 
jng  in  is:i'>  adopted  a  Slute  constitution,  although  not  yet 
admitted  into  the  Union,  did  not  elect  a  delegate  in  Con- 
gri'*s  but  claimed  to  be  represented  in  both  houses  of 
Congress  as  a  sovereign  State.  The  voters  cf  Michigan 
Territory,  howevt-r,  not  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
new  State,  together  with  a  ft;w  within  it,  held  an  election 
in  1835,  which  rtwulted  in  the  cholco  of  Gbobuk  W.  Joses, 
who  took  his  tioat  December  7th,  1835. 

An  act  of  Congress  passed  in  1789,  provided  that  the 
President  of  the  United  States  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  should  have  all  tlie  power  and  au- 
thority and  perform  all  the  duties,  in  relation  to  the  appoint- 
ment and  removal  of  officers,  which  by  iho  ordinance  were 
to  havo  been  appointed  by  the  Vnitod  State*  in  Congress  as- 
sembled. And  that  the  President  of  the  TTnited  States,  in- 
stead of  Congress,  should  be  the  organ  of  communication 
with  the  Quveruor  and  other  officers  of  the  Territory. 
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And  that  in  cotie  of  the  death,  removal,  rc«iKnation  or 
DOcessary  absence  of  the  Governor,  the  Ssecretury  i^hould 
execute  ihe  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  the  Qovernor 
during  Biich  vacancy. 

In  i:9a,  an  act  of  Congress  was  passed  which  authori«ed 
the  Governor  mid  judges  to  repeal  laws  made  by  thera, 
whunuv<.T  the  lvalue  niif^ht  he  f ound  to  bo  improper.  That 
ono  of  the  judges  in  tlm  ahsunc(j  of  the  othora  should  be 
authorized  to  hold  a  tvmrl.  And  thut  llie  St-cri-tary  of  State 
provide  seulti  for  the  puhlie  ulTirera  in  the  territory. 

By  act  of  December  15, 180O,  the  franking  privilege  was 
extended  to  the  delegate,  and  his  compensation  fixed  the 
same  as  members  of  the  House, 

Ontlie  7th  of  May.  LSoc.  Indiana  Tkrritoby  waa  organ- 
ixod.embra<^:iuf;ult  of  the Xorlhwestom Territory  which  lies 
to  the  westward  of  a  lino  "  beginning  at  the  Uhio^  opposite 
to  the  mouth  of  the  Kontucky  river,  and  running  thence  to 
Fort  Recovery,  and  thence  north  until  it  shall  intersect  the 
territorial  line  between  the  United  States  and  Canada." 

The  act  organizing  the  new  territory  created  a  govern- 
ment in  all  resi>ects  similar  to  that  provided  by  the  ordi- 
nance of  1787. 

Thu  pow4^!ts,duties,  undcotnpeiiKationof  territorial  officers 
wvre  Iho  utMio  a£  those  of  the  "  Northwefltern  Territory" 
under  Ihe  ordiuaueu  of  1787. 

Uaint  Vincennes,  on  the  Wabash  river,  was  made  the  seat 
of  the  government  for  the  new  Indiana  Territory. 

On  the  ;Kith  of  April.  IWi,  Congress  passed  an  act  to 
enable  the  inhabitants  of  thoeastorn  division  to  form  a  con- 
Htitution  and  State  goveruinent;  the  wostcrn  boundary  of 
whiidi  should  be  a  lino  drawn  north  from  the  mouth  of  the 
Great  Miami;  which  provided  that  the  territory  west  of  that, 
line  should  be  part  of  the  IndianaTerritory. 

On  the  20th  day  of  November,  }$0i,  the  constitution  was 
adopted  and  State  govenimeut  created  under  the  name  of 
the  "State  of  Ohio." 

By  act  of  Congress  passed  February  19,  1803,  it  was  de- 
clan-d  that  "the  said  Stale  has  become  one  of  the  United 
States  of  America"' 

According  to  the  census  of  1S(X>,  the  eastern  division  of 
the  N'orthweatem  Territory  (Ohio)  contained  a  population 
of  4.'),:J0.'.,  and  the  new  Indiana  Territory  5fiil,  of  which  135 
wore  returned  as  slaves. 
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An  act  to  divide  the  Indiana  Territory  into  two  separate 
governments,  approved  January  H,  1805,  prescribed  that  —

Tiio  provisions  of  government  prescribed  by  the  ordi* 
nanco  of  1 7S7  were  extended  over  the  Territory  of  llichiKan, 
as  by  t!io  act  of  May  ?.  IHfX>.  they  Iiad  been  over  the  In- 
diana Territory.  Detroit  was  established  as  the8«iat  of  gov- 
ernment until  Congress  sliouM  otherwise  direct. 

On  the  3d  of  Fobruury,  1809  "an  act  for  dividing  the  In- 
diana Territory  into  two  se)NU-ate  governments,"  was  passed, 
by  which  the  civil  jurisdiction  in  tliat  portion  of  the  terri- 
tory which  is  now  Wisconsin,  was  conferred  upon  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  newly  created  Territory  of  Illinois. 

Tiie  boundaries  of  the  "Separata  Territory"  were  by  the 
act  defined  to  be  "all  that  part  of  the  Indiana  Territory, 
which  lies  west  of  the  Wabash  river  and  Post  Vincennes, 
due  north  to  the  territorial  line  between  the  United  States 
and  Canada." 

The  tenns  in  which  the  powersof  the  territorial  govern- 
ment were  conferred  upon  it«  ofFicers,  and  the  appointment 
of  officers  provided  for,  were  nearly  idontieul  with  those 
used  in  the  act  ot  180fl  conterrinff  like  powers,  and  in  the  ap- 
pointment of  like  officers  in  the  Territory  of  Michigan. 

Kaskaskia  was  established  as  the  seat  of  government 
until  it  should  be  otherwise  ordered  by  the  legislature  of  the 
Illinois  Territory. 

Byanucl  of  Congress,  approved  March  3d,  1815,  Illinois 
was  divided  into  three  judicial  circuits,  and  one  of  the  three 
judges  was  assij;ned  by  allotment  to  each  circuit.  The 
judges  were  required  to  hold  two  terms  annually  in  each 
county.  The  eounty  of  Madison  was  in  the  first  circuit, 
and  embraced  all  of  the  northern  part  of  Illinois,  and  what 
is  now  Wisconsin. 

The  courts  had  general,  civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction  and 
their  judges  or  a  majority  of  them  constituted  a  court  of 
appeals,  and  was  required  to  hold  two  sessions  annually  at 
Kaskaskia. 

St  Clair  county,  organized  April  28,  1800,  included  the 
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whole  territory  of  lllinoia  and  WUconsin,  to  tho  British  po»- 
aeesions,  and  St^  Clair  and  Randolph  counties  were  Ih©  only 
oounti*i8  in  thu  Tcrrilury. 

Hadi«oD  county  wuu  orocted  from  St.  Clair  September  U> 
1812,  and  cuinprisod  oil  tho  territory  north  of  the  lino  of  the 
second  townsbipsuutli,  to  tho  liriu  of  tho  British  posso^sions. 

Bond  county,  organiwd  January  4,  1817,  uxlvndud  iu  a 
strip  about  thirty  miles  wide, on  each  side  of  the  third  prin- 
cipal meridian,  to  the  northern  boundary  of  the  territory. 

The  time  had  now  arrived  for  Illinois  to  take  her  place  as 
one  of  the  states  in  the  Union,  and  by  an  act  of  Congress 
pawed  April  18,  1818,  the  inhabitants  of  the  Territory  were 
■uthorimi  to  form  for  tbum»ulves  a  cuustitutiou  and  xtate 
Governmont  and  to  bo  adniillcd  into  the  Uuion. 

The  north  boundary  of  the  state  was  the  parallel  of  oortli 
latitude  of  forty-two  degrees  and  thirty  minutes. 

It  Is  noticeable  that  Congress  in  iixing  the  northern  bonnd- 
ary  of  the  new  state,  disregarded  the  jifth  of  the  "  articles 
of  compact  between  tho  original  states  and  the  people  and 
fitat4^«  in  tho  said  territory  "  contained  in  the  Ordinance  of 
1T87,  and  which  were  to  "  forever  remain  unaltorable,  unless 
by  common  consent,"  and  which  contemplated  that  the 
northern  botmdary  should  be  "  an  east  and  weet  line  drawn 
through  the  southerly  bend  or  extreme  of  Uike  Michigan.'' 

There  is  a  semblance  of  an  attempt,  however,  to  obtain 
this  common  consent  in  a  proviso,  whicli  immediately  fol- 
lows Ibo  designation  of  boundaries,  in  these  words:

The  "  jHtople"  of  the  fifth  state  (Wisconsin)  were  not  con- 
sulted, and  had  no  opiwirtunity  to  "ratify"  this  transfer  to 
Illinois  of  M0<>  square  miles  of  the  choicest  part  of  lliat 
state  Oil  contemplated  by  the  ordinance;  an  area  extending 
sixty  miles  north  anri  south. and  from  Lake  Michigan  to  the 
Uississippi  River, 

Tho  act  authorijicd  the  election  of  thirty-three  represents 
atives  <ipporliuned  among  the  fifteen  countiets  to  form  a 
convention,  which  should  meet  at  the  seat  of  goverumenC 
on  the  first  Monday  of  August,  with  authority  to  form  a 
conittitution  and  state  government,  if  it  should  deem  it  ex- 
pedient: Provided,  that  it  should  not  be  repugnant  to  tho 
II 
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Ordinaiic©  of  i7S7  "  excepting  ao  mtirh  of  mid  articles  <u 
relate  to  the  boundaries  of  states  therein  to  Ife  formed." 

Tho  convention  met  aud  on  tlic  'iGth  day  of  August  com- 
pleted the  formation  of  a  constitution  and  state  govern- 
ment, and,  on  the  3rcl  day  of  Docuinbor,  1818,  by  a  joint 
resolution  of  the  two  houses  of  Congress,  Illinois  was  de- 
clared to  bo  one  of  the  states  of  the  Union. 

Civil  government  of  the  remaining  portion  of  the  ^orth- 
wwiltTU  Territory  lying  west  of  Lake  Micliiganwus  trans- 
ferred from  Illinois  Territory  to  Michigan  Territory  by  the 
seventh  section  of  eaid  enabling  actof  April  18. 1818. 

An  act  passed  February  le,  1S1!>,  authorized  the  citizens 
of  ilicliigan  Territory  to  elect  a  dripgate  to  CongreRS  who 
should  possess  the  qualifications  and  exercise  the  privil^^ 
required  of  and  granted  to  the  delegates  from  the  several 
territories  of  the  Unilod  States. 

The  elective  franchise  was  conferred  upon  and  limited  to 
the  free  white  male  citizens  of  the  Territory  above  the  age 
of  twenly-oiie  years  who  hnd  resided  therein  one  year  and 
paid  a  county  or  territorial  tax. 

On  the  :)01h  day  of  January*,  1833,  an  act  was  passed  to 
take  effect  from  and  after  the  -iOih  of  March,  by  the  provis- 
ions of  which  an  additional  judge  for  the  Michigan  Terri- 
tory was  rt^iuired  to  be  appointed 

"Wbo  ibouU  iiMi-n  uul  i-xordio  wiUila  Iha  couuliix  of  HIvUlIniAoliinw.  Dravn  taS 
Cnwfortl,  Uie  ]urt*dJciioii  and  pa«««  pijtiil  Hid  exrroMd  bjr  Uie  Snpraiiia  Omn< 
tho  Hid  TirHiorj,  mid  by  tha  OouAlf  OourtaAf  Mid  oanallMnpMtlTrir.  vltUalkva 
oouDtle^  and  lo  Ibe  raoluiiloa  o(  tba  oHslul  JurlKllctlon  oC  Uiatald  I^nnns  Oaun." 

Appeals  were  allowed  from  the  County  Court  to  the  courtj 
established  by  this  act,  and  writs  of  error  to  Ibis  court,  fror 
the  i^upreine  Court,  and  appeals  in  suits  in  equity. 

This  court  was  required  to  hold  one  term  annually  in  each 
county;  at  Prairie  du  Chien  on  the  second  Monday  in  May; 
at  Green  Bay  on  the  second  Monday  in  June,  and  at  Macki* 
naw  on  the  third  Monday  in  July. 

The  clerks  of  t!io  court  were  the  clerks  of  tho  CouDtj 
CourU  and  the  officers  appointed  to  execute  tho  process  of 
the  County  Courts,  were  authorized  and  required  to  execute 
the  process  of  this  court. 

The  judge  was  required  by  tho  act  to  reside  in  one  of  the 
counties,  and  was  paid  the  same  salary  and  in  tbo  some 
manner  as  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  first  judge  appointed  under  this  act  was  Jjuies  D. 
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Dory,  only  twonty-four  years  of  ago  at  the  time  of  liis  ap- 
pninlnifnt.  He  first  resided  at  Prairie  du  Cbiim  for  a  short 
tinie  uud  oftiTwnnls  permanpiitly  at  firepn  Bay.  H«  was 
Kuccc'i'dijd  liy  David  Irvis,  who  was  appoint«d  April  2B, 
1832,  by  President  AxDBKW  Jackhon,  and  continued  to  hold 
the  nfflce  until  tho  organization  of  the  Territory  of  Wiscon- 
sin iu  183G,  having  been  appoint-cd  ouo  of  the  three  judges 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Wisconsin  Territory. 

A  radical  alteration  of  the  mode  in  which  the  affairs  of 
civil  government  were  to  he  administered  in  the  Territory 
of  Stichigftn  was  made  by  an  act  of  Congress  passed 
ilarch  3, 1823. 

It  was  provided  by  this  act  that  the  same  powers  which 
were  granted  to  the  Govurnor,  Leyi«lative  Couneil,  and 
HoHs*  of  Representatives  of  the  Northwestern  Territory  by 
tho  ordinance  of  3:87,  and  which  were  transferred  to  the 
Territory  of  Miehigan  by  the  act  of  January  11,  1805,  were 
thereby  conferred  upon,  and  should  be  exercised  by  the 
CiOTemoraodal^egislative  Council;  that  the  Council  should 
consist  of  nine  persons,  to  serve  for  two  years,  of  whom  five 
should  t>e  a  quorum,  and  be  appointed  &s  follows:  The  qual- 
ified electors  of  the  Territory  were  to  chose  by  ballot  eigh- 
teen persons,  whose  names  were  to  bo  transmitted  by  the 
Governor  lo  the  President  of  the  United  States,  who  was 
to  nominate,  and  by  and  with  tho  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  appoint  therefrom  nine,  who  should  constitute  the 
Legislative  Council. 

The  power  of  disapproval  of  any  act  passed  by  the  Oov- 
crnor  and  I/fgislative  Council  was  reserved  to  Congress. 

The  art  provided  that  the  Legislature  should  have  power 
to  submit  at  any  time  to  tho  people  the  question  whether  a 
general  assembly  should  be  ortjanixcd,  agreeably  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  ordinance  of  irs",and  for  the  mode  of  such 
organization  if  a  majority  of  the  qualified  electois  should 
be  in  favor  of  it. 

The  tenure  of  office  of  the  judgesof  the  Territory  was  de- 
clared by  the  act  to  be  limited  to  four  years,  and  that  the 
ofBce  should  Itecome  vacant  on  the  first  day  of  February, 
1821,  and  every  four  years  thereafter.  It  was  euact4^d  that 
the  judges  should  possess  a  chancery  as  well  as  a  common 
law  jurisdiction,  and  that  their  powers  and  duties  should  be 
regulated  by  Buch  laws  as  were  or  might  be  in  force  in  the 
Territory. 
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Two  years  Biibfioqupntly  llio  numbor  of  persons  to  be 
chosen  by  the  peopln  and  transmitted  to  tho  President,  from 
wbom  tho  members  of  the  Legifilalive  Council  were  to  be 
appointed,  was,  by  an  net  of  Congress  passed  February  fi, 
18?5,  increased  from  eighteen  to  twenty-six,  and  the  number 
to  be  appointed  from  iiino  to  tbirioen.  and  their  compensa- 
tion was  incrcast'd  from  two  to  tlirec  dollars  per  day. 

By  the  sumo  act  llie  Oovernor  and  Legislative  Couucil 
were  authorized  to  divide  the  Territory  into  townKliips  anci 
provide  for  the  election  of  township  ottieers;  and  also  to  pro- 
vide for  the  election  of  all  county  offlcers.  except  judges  of 
courts  of  record  and  clerk  thereof,  sheriffs,  judges  of  pro- 
bate, and  justices  of  the  peace;  and  that  all  other  nou.elcct- 
ive  civil  officers  in  the  Territory,  except  such  as  are 
appointed  by  the  President  and  Senate,  should  bo  appointed 
by  the  Oovernor  and  i-egislative  Council. 

The  act  also  prescribed  that  not  less  than  two  judges  of 
the  Supreme,  or  Superior  Court  of  the  Territory  should 
hold,  or  transact  the  business  of  a  court. 

Such  was  the  progress  of  the  idea  of  popular  govcminciit, 
that  at  the  next  Congrcsis,  by  an  act  passed  January  S9, 1887, 
it  was  provided  that  the  electors  of  the  Territor}',  instead  of 
chousing  twenty-six,  should  "elect  thirteen  fit  persons  as 
tbeir  representatives,"  who  should  constitute  the  Legislative 
Council.  The  Oovernor  and  Legislative  Council  were  to 
apportion  the  representatives  among  the  several  counties  or 
distiiots  in  jiroporlion  to  the  number  of  inhabitants  in  each. 

B-il  the  reluctance  to  intrusting  the  people  of  a  Territory 
with  the  power  of  electing  thoir  own  representatives,  in 
their  own  legislature,  was  such,  that  Congress,  although  it 
hud  the  reserved  power  of  disapproving  of  any  act  ^f  the 
Territorial  Legislature,  inserted  a  section  "that  Congress 
have  the  right,  at  any  time,  to  alter  or  repeal  this  act" 

The  settlement  of  that  part  of  Michigan  Territory  tnown 
a» the  "Lead  Mines."  liatlsoincreasfil  by  laid,  that  an  act  of 
Congress  was  passed  on  tho  Sd  of  April,  in  that  yeor,  which 
provided  "that  the  term  of  the  court  appointed  to  bo  held 
annually  on  the  second  Monday  of  May,  at  the  village  of 
Prairie  du  Chten,  by  the  additional  judge  of  the  tJoited 
States  for  the  I'erritory  of  Michigan,  shall  he  held  on  the 
first  Monday  of  October,  annually,  at  Mineral  Point,  in  the 
county  of  Iowa,"  and  the  clerk  and  sheriff  of  that  county 
were  to  be  the  clerk  and  sheriff  of  tho  court 
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IP  doniaiu  of  the  Torritory  of  MicJiiKan  was  more  than 
Joublod  by  un  act  of  Cou^resR  pa.ised  June  'Hi,  ISSi,  which 
IdtMl  to  it  the  territory  now  embraced  in  the  etatcs  of 
Iowa.  5Iinnesota,  and  that  part  of  Dakota  which  lios  t-ast  of 
the  Missouri  River.  It  Was  provided  that  "  tlio  inhabitants 
therein  shall  be  entitled  to  t)ie  same  priviUtge«  and  inima> 
nittes  asthe  other  ciliacns  of  Miclilgau  Territory." 


CHAPTER  XIV. 

LBOISLATtON  PRBVtOCS  TO  1835. 

The  lost  chapter  was  duvotod  to  an  account  of  civil  gov- 
enimpnl  foru  I'eriod  of  3-;j  years. duriug  which  Wisconsin 
WBK  Bticcf^tivf'Iy  under  the  dominion  of  Spain,  of  France, 
of  Great  Britain,  Virginia,  and  the  United  States. 

To  present  in  a  connected  way  that  feature  of  civil  gov- 
enim«»ut.  which  consists  of  its  legislation,  during  the  same 
period  —  or  more  correctly  the  latter  half  of  it — is  the 
purpose  of  llii«  chapter. 

The  Orst  actual  occupation  of  the  Northwest  Territory,  as 
has  l«*en  swn,  was  by  the  Froncli. 

I>unng  this  possession  which  continued  until  1763,  when 
it  was  succeeded  by  British  occupancy,  the  customs  of 
Paris  and  the  ordinances  of  the  Kingdom  with  certain  ar- 
retjt  and  decreets  of  the  Canadian  authorities,  constituted 
the  rule  of  civil  conduct  in  that  extensive  region  of  country. 

The  admiuislratiou  of  justice  however  scorns  to  have 
been  limited  to  the  more  densely  settled  portions  of  the 
country.    There  only,courts  of  justice  were  ostabliahed. 

These  laws  were  never  enforced  at  any  of  tlio  northern 
postfl.  or  in  the  settlements  which  grew  up  in  their  vicinity. 
The  parish  priest  and  a  few  intelligent  Frenchmen  might 
ba%'0  h««Q  provided  with  a  copy  of  (he"  Coutume  de  Paris" 
but  (hero  woe  no  judicial  oflicer  to  administer  it. 

The  only  civil  officL-r  located  at  any  of  these  posts,  was  a 
notary  public  duly  commissioned  by  the  governor.  He 
was  an  educated  man,  versed  in  the  "  Coutume  "  and  a  very 
important  official,  in  view  of  the  duties  which.  de'voV^ftA. 
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upon  liim.  He  was  required  to  keep  a  roister,  in  wliicb  he 
recorded  all  the  legal  instrunu-nU  drawn  hy  him.  It  was 
his  duty  to  koop  ihe  originnl  docuiiturit.  und  to  furnish  Iho 
parlies  interested  with  certifiud  copies.  Some  of  these  in- 
fltrunients  have  heen  the  subject  of  litigation  in  modern 
timea. 

In  alt  matters  of  controversy  between  the  inhabitants, 
justice  wa^  administered  by  the  commandant  of  tho  post  in 
n  summary  manner.  The  jinrty  complaining  obtained  a 
notiticulion  to  liie  adversary  of  his  complaint  accompanied 
by  a  command  to  ri^nder  justice.  If  this  had  no  effect  be 
was  notified  to  appear  before  the  commandant  nn  a  partic- 
ular day  and  answer  the  complaint;  and  if  the  last  notice 
was  neglected,  a  sergeantand  file  of  men  were  sent  to  bring 
him.  The  recusant  was  fined  and  kept  in  prison  until  he 
did  his  adversary  justice.  There  wos  no  sheriff  and  no 
COSttil. 

But  the  practical  administration  of  laws  during  this  period 
was  exceedingly  limited  in  its  effects,  in  that  portion  of  tho 
Northwest  now  constituting  Wi.'ironsin.  The  only  inhabi- 
tants to  be  affected  by  it  were  at  Green  Bay.  and  possibly 
at  Prairie  du  Cliien.  We  have  seen  tliat  as  lato  as  1743  the 
colony  at  Green  Buy  did  not  exceed  eight  persons,  and  it  it 
not  probable  tliot  it  was  materially  increased  before 
post  was  occupied  by  British  troops  in  17(j1.  It  in  a  matt 
of  serious  doubt  whether  there  were  any  inhabitants 
Prairie  rlu  Chien  until  after  the  jurisdiction  passed  to  Qres 
Britain. 

On  the  7th  of  October,  17C3,  immediately  after  the  transfer 
of  the  country,  the  British  King  established  by  procla- 
mation fourseparate  and  distinct  governments,  called  Que 
bee,  Kast  and  West  Florida  and  (Irenada,  and  at  the  same^ 
time  introduced  into  these  provinces  the  civil  and  criminal 
laws  of  England,  but  no  part  of  the  territory  north  of  the 
Ohio  river  was  embraced  within  the  limits  of  either,  and  for 
a  period  of  eleven  years  that  portion  of  the  country  ap- 
peared to  be  without  the  pale  of  civil  government. 

In  1774  a  bill  was  introduced  into  Fnrliiunent  as  a  govern- 
ment measure  to  make  "more  effectual  provisions  for  the 
Government  of  Quebec  in  North  America."  Upon  motion 
of  Burko  the  bill  was  amended  so  as  to  embrace  the  whole 
Norlhwest  Territory  which  was  declared  to  be  "annexed  to 
and  made  a  part  of  tho  Province  of  Quebec." 
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TIic  bill  wttH  pasvcd  aud  tlio  domain  wlijch  is  now  Wis- 
consin W08  subjected  lo  its  provieions  by  wbifh

Such  were  the  principal  provisionR  of  the  act.  which  the 
Old  Congress  in  1774  denounced  as  ttnjtist,  because  it 

"btnided  Uie  rroTln<Vi.>Oaa  to  bDrdn  oo  the  malwn  frnnllvr  of  lhe{«1onlm.e«ab- 
BahlBK  an  arbitrary  eowrnmctit  Iherrla,  and  dlarounEfd  ttie  acltlpmenl  nt  Brllinb  Kiiri- 
Jarta  In  that  vld«  •itimilaJ  couDliy  —  Diiu  bjr  Ihn  liifluiiiiv  of  tvll  Iirlntip1«a  ami  niurlmt 
|)fC]udl«««,  M  diapoao  the  lnhablUala  to  act  wllb  hoatlUIjIo  Uie  notcMOnl  Ojlxulia 
vbrvrn*  a  wicked  mlnMiT'  diall  cbooeo  to  dlncE  tbcni.' 

Tlua  is  the  law  which  in  the  Declaration  of  Intiependence 
is  referred  to  as  one  of  those  "acts  of  pretended  legislation" 
to  which  the  King  had  given  his  assent,  in  these  words: 

" l^ff  aholhhim  the ftf  tjmna at  Kanlithlittn  In  a iirJj<blK<rlii<  ]iro<iu«<. ntnbKthlnir 
fliiaita  en  arhUrBrT  connunml,  and  enlatvloe  ita  boucKlarlM.  ao  aa  lo  randrr  it  at  onm 
aBKcam|>le  and  Dl  Initrumout  tat  Inlradudax  thn  mine  alaololo  rule  hi(4  Uieae  col- 
mka." 

Notwithstanding  the  adoption  of  this  law  the  inhabitants 
of  the  district  of  country  "annexed  to  and  made  a  part  of 
the  province  of  Quebec"  were  not  yet  destined  to  realine 
the  benefit  of  a  civil  government.  A  few  justices  of  the 
peace  were  commissioned  but  this  was  all. 

A  citizen  of  Detroit,  who  went  there  in  177t*,  relates  that 
in  1779,  the  governor

Neither  the  change  of  sovereigns  or  of  laws  seems  Vi  Vkv^ 
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resuU<Ml  ill  any  bt'tn-fil  to  the  intmbitnQts  of  that  portion  of 
the  annexed  country,  which  now  conntitutcs  Michigan  or 
Wisconsin.  No  courts  had  been  eatAhlished.no  compi'tent 
judge  appointed,  or  jail  erected,  Tlie  settlenif nts  wyro  still 
too  remote  from  the  provincial  capital,  and  intercourse  diffi- 
cult, and  at  times  impracticable.  The  footoring  caro  of 
thepn  governniuntfi  was  almost  entirely  withheld  from  the 
early  settlers. 

At  length  the  Captain- General  of  the  Province,  by  proc- 
lamation in  17SS,  laid  outthe  province  into  scparatedistricts: 
and  that  which  embraces  Michigan  and  Wisconsin  was 
called  "  Hesse." 

On  the  3Stb  of  November,  I7!>0,  the  Imperial  Parliament 
passed  another  act,  by  which  it  divided  the  Province  of 
Quebec  into  two  provinces,  to  be  called  the  Province  of 
Upper  and  Lower  Canada  respectively,  each  of  which  was 
to  have  a  Legislative  Council  and  General  Assembly  to 
make  all  laws  not  repugnant  to  that  act,  and  to  be  approved  g 
by  the  King  or  the  Governor, 

The  Governor  with  the  Executive  Council  {appointed  by 
the  King)  were,  in  each  of  the  Provinces,  created  a  courtof 
civil  jurisdiction  for  hearing  and  delerniiiiiug  appeals.  The 
act  declares  that  the  hinds  In  Upper  Canada  (comprising 
Michigan  and  Wisconsin)  should  be  granted  in  fee  and 
common  socage  as  in  England, and  that  any  person  holdinjf] 
lauds  should  be  entitled  to  a  fresh  grant  if  desired. 

The  Legislature  uf  Upper  Canada  by  an  act  passed  Octo- 
ber 15,  i:&3

From  the  passing  of  this  act,  in  all  matters  ot  contro- 
Tersy  relative  to  property  and  civil  rights,  it  is  declared  that 
resort  should  ho  bad  to  the  laws  of  England  as  Ibe  rule  for 
the  decision  of  the  same,  and  further

Further  legislation  introduced  jury  trial,  established  a 
court  of  request  in  each  district,  aud  provided  for  the  build- 
ing of  a  court-house  and  jail  ia  every  district. 

Among  the  acts  passed  in  1793  was  one  fixing  the  terms 
and  places  of  holding  the  Courts  of  General  Quarter  See- 
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Bions  i>f  the  Pea<'0.  and  auothor  establishing  a  Court  of 
Prolmlo,  and  also  a  Surrogut«  Court  in  all  the  districts. 

An  Oct  was  also  pa^Hod  the  name  year  to  prevent  tho 
further  introduction  of  slaves,  and  to  limit  the  term  of  con- 
tra4:tH  for  servitude  within  the  province.  The  U:rin  waa 
rBstricted  to  nine  years  from  the  date  of  tho  contmct.

In  li04  an  act  was  passed  for  the  re^rulation  of  juriee. 
Also  in  tho  same  year  an  ac-t "  to  establish  a  Suporior  Court 
of  civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction,  and  to  regulate  the  Court 
of  Appeal." 

The  Court  of  King's  Bench  wa«  required  to  bo  held  by  the 
Chief  Justicoaud  Iwo  Puisne  judges;  and  its  sessions  were 
to  be  held  "  in  the  city,  town,  or  place  where  the  Governor 
or  Lieutenant  Qovernor  should  usually  rMlda"  The  act  is 
ver>'  minute  in  detailing  the  proceedings  and  practice  of  the 
court. 

The  Court  of  Appeals  was  to  consist  of  the  Ck>vernor, 
Lioutoiinnt  Governor,  or  the  Chief  Justice,  together  with 
Buy  two  or  more  members  of  the  executive  council.  The 
judges  below  might  assign  their  reasons,  but  not  give  their 
voles  on  the  appeal. 

An  act  u>  establish  a  court  for  the  cognizance  of  email 
causes  in  each  district  was  passed.  By  this  act "  the  court 
for  the  Westem  District  is  required  to  bu  huldcu  in  the  town 
of  Detroit," 

111  this  year  the  Governor  was  authorized  by  law  to  license 
pruclitiouers  in  the  law.    These  were  to  be  —  ■

In  17flS  a  law  was  enacted  "  for  the  public  registering  of 
deeds,  conveyances,  wills,  and  other  iucunibrauces  wluch 
might  be  made  or  alfect  real  estate."  It  prescribes  the  man- 
ner of  making  up  a  memorial  of  these  instruments  for  record 
in  the  county  where  the  lands  lie. 

On  tho  3d  of  June,  iTiiti,  the  law  which  required  the  Quar- 
ter Sessions  to  be  held  at  Mackinac  was  repealed,  and  as  to 
the  District  Court  which  had  been  held  at  Detroit,  it  is  do- 
dared  that  —

The  last  tcnn  of  this  court  was  held  at  Detroit  on  tho  2dth 
of  January,  ir9«. 

£artj  in  the  iimnth  of  July,  170G.  in  accordance  with  tha 
provisions  of  Jay's  treaty,  all  jurisdiction  over  and  occu* 
pancy  by  tho  British  government  o£  tho  territory  now  con- 
stituting Michigan  and  Wisconsin,  woii  fomudly  surrcudvrcd 
to  the  United  Slates. 

On  the  l5lU  day  of  the  same  month  a  proclamation  was 
issued  by  Governor  St.  Claik,  by  which  the  county  of 
Wayne  was  organized.  It  included  the  northwest  part  otJ 
Ohio,  the  northeast  part  of  Indiana,  and  the  whole  of  Wis-' 
C0Qsin,and  part  of  Minnesota,  and  annexed  tho  same  by  a 
mere  oxeeutive  act  to  the  United  State*  Territory  north- 
west of  the  River  Ohio, 

That  the  laws,  usages  and  customs  of  a  conquered  or  cede 
country,  continue  in  force  till  altert^d  by  the  new  sovereigOji 
is  a  principle  of  jurisprudence  which  is  universally 
nized  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

This  principle  was  applicable  to  the  Northwest  Territory 
after  tho  transfer  of  juriBdictiou  from  Great  Britain  to  the 
United  Stutt-s,  The  laws  and  rights  of  the  inhabitants  im- 
der  them  were  left  as  they  had  been. 

These  laws  were  very  materially  modified  by  the  aotJon 
of  the  Governor  and  Judges  of  the  Northwest  Territory. 

In  1705  the  Qovenior  and  Judges  adopted  an  act  from. 
Virginia,  by  which  it  is  declared  that

It  was  a  contested  question  whether  it  wascompetent  for  ' 
tho  Governor  and  Judges  to  adopt  this  act,  because  it 
adopted  as  law  in  a  new  and  thinly  populated  district,  the 
whole  jurisprudence  of  a  foreign  country,  and  because  it 
was  not  an  e.\isting  law  of  Virginia  or  of  any  original  state. 
Upon  this  que«tion  the  Judges  were  equally  divided  in 
opinion. 

During  the  year  1805,  thirty-four  different  acta  were 
adopted  and  published  together,  at  Detroit,  by  the  Governor 
and  Judges  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  which  was  colled 
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tho  "  Woodward  Code,"  Hon.  Auohstus  B.  Woodward  being 
then  Cliiof  Jugticc  of  the  Territory. 

This  code  cmLrncM  nearly  thu  entire  scopo  of  the  civil 
polity  of  the  newly  created  territorial  govornmont. 

Among  the  subjects  to  which  the  uct«  con)p(Kiing  this 
code  related  stated  in  the  order  of  their  adoption  were  tho 
following:  a  territorial  seal;  the  Marshal;  oaths;  courts; 
juries;  notaries;  recovery  of  debts;  marriages;  holding  of 
lands  by  aliens;  appeals;  recording  deeda;  ferries;  tavern- 
keepers  and  rutaiivrs;  auctions;  militia;  componeation  of 
officers;  wills  and  intestacies;  tho  territorial  treasurer;  llt- 
erolure;  taxi^s;  inquests;  highways:  imprisonment  for  debt 
and  poor  prisoners,  paupers  and  some  others. 

None  of  tbeso  acts  were  local,  but  the  iKvpo  of  their  oper* 
atlon  embraced  the  entire  limits  of  tho  lerritory;  norwere 
any  of  thuni  applicable  exclusively  to  tho  Territory  west  of 
Lake  Michigan. 

From  February  3. 1S09.  until  December  3, 1818,  the  terri- 
tory now  embraced  within  the  State  of  Wisconsin  was 
under  tho  jurisdiction  of  the  Territory  of  Illinois. 

In  181A,  a  compilation  was  published  containing  the  titles, 
with  a  digest  or  a  copy  of  the  Acts  of  the  Territory  of 
Michigan,  which  could  then  be  ascertained  to  t>o  in  force. 

Uon.  Lrwis  Ciss  was  then  Qovornor  of  Michigan  and 
the  compilation  appears  to  have  been  made  by  tho  Qov< 
enior  and  Judges,  and  was  culled  tho  "  t,'ASS  Code." 

As  the  territory  west  of  Lake  Michigan  was,  at  this  time, 
a  part  of  tlje  Territory  of  Illinois,  no  alteration  or  repeal  of 
fonner  laws,  nor  any  enactment  of  new  ones,  could  have  any 
eEfect  upon  its  inhabitants  until  December  3,  1818,  when 
upon  the  admission  of  Illinois  into  the  Union,  that  portion 
of  the  Territory  north  of  tho  now  State  of  Illinois,  was  re- 
manded to  the  jurisdiction  of  Michigan  Territory. 

On  Uie  lOtb  of  September,  1810,  an  act  of  considerable  im- 
portance was  adopted  by  the  Governor  and  Judges  which 
continued  in  force  in  1818  and  subsequently  was  and  may 
still  he  operative  in  Wisconsin,  As  it  is  nearly  out  of  print, 
it  is  given  entire  — omitting  the  Slates  from  whose  laws 
the  several  soctions  were  adopted.

In  I8?l  a  compilation  of  the  laws  in  force  in  tli©  Territory 
of  Michigan  was  pulilishofl,  which  was  called  iho  CVxIft  of 
1^30,  and  comprehended  all  such  lawi«  as  wcro  essential  to 
the  successful  administration  of  civil  govenunent  within 
the  Territory. 
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The  Governor  of  Mirhigan,  in  Octol»er.  iSlfl,  as  aln^ady 
Dientioned,  laiil  out  that  |mi-t  of  the  Territory  west  of  Lake 
Michi((au  into  three  counties,  viz.:  Mich ili mack inac,  Brown, 
and  Crawford, 

An  lift  adopted  by  the  Governor  and  Judges  on  the  2"th 
day  of  October,  1$I8,  provided  that  the  County  Court  for  the 
counties  of  Brown  and  Crawford  should  be  lield  on  the  sec- 
ond Monday  of  July  in  each  year.  In  IS'Jl,  the  time  in 
Crawford  county'  was  clianged  to  the  second  Monday  of 
May. 

The  act  of  Congroeii  uf  March  3d,  l&i3,  creating  a  Lttgis- 
lulive  AHserably.  providt-d  that  tho  first  Legislative  Coun- 
cil should  l>e  aiwembled,  at  such  time  and  place,  ait  the 
Governor  should  by  proclamation  designate^  By  virtue  of 
that  provision  Governor  Cass  issued  his  proclamation  on  the 
15th  of  April,  I8'U.  demtgiiatin],;  the  Council  House  in  De- 
troit as  the  place,  and  tho  first  Monday  of  June,  IS'ii,  as  the 
time  fur  tbo  ai^umbling  of  tliu  first  Lej^islativu  Council  of 
thtf  Territory.  RuBEitT  Irwis.  Jr„  won  a  member  from 
Jrown  county  during  theyear!!  IS24  in  162?  inclusive. 

On  the  M  of  July,  lS'^4,  an  act  was  passed  by  the  Gover- 
nor and  Legislative  Council  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan, 
Convened  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  31arch  ;Jtl, 
.18'^^,  the  preamble  of  which  recited  that  "The  judges  of  the 
County  Court"  of  the  county  of  Brown  havo  neglected  to 
C*jmply  with  the  requisitions  coutiiim-d  in  said  procKuiia- 
tion  of  October  3iJ,  1S18,  "to  the  great  and  uianifctit  in- 
convenience of  the  people  of  said  county;"  and  that  no 
particular  place  within  the  village  of  Prairie  du  Chien  was 
designated  where  Uie  public  buildings  should  be  erected,  and 
itapiiearing  doubtful  by  said  proclamation  which  of  the  said 
villages  upon  the  said  pratriu  were  alluded  to;  and  said  act 
prescribed  us  follows:

It  IK  observnb]e  that  at  the  next  eessian  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council,  hold  on  the  thinl  Monday  in  January,  IHiH,  the 
style  of  the  acts  was  chaiijfed  so  as  to  read,  "  Be  it  enacted 
by  the  Legislative  Council  of  the  Territory  of  Slichigan,"^ 
the  "Governor,"  which  had  previously  heeu  inserted,  beit 
dropped. 

In  illustration  of  the  great  length  of  time  required  to  con- 
vey informati(>n  to  Prairie  du  Chien  of  legislation  had  at 
lOetroit,  especially  in  the  winter,  it  is  worthy  of  note,  that, 
by  an  act  passed  February  4,  If*2.J,  the  time  for  the  election 
of  a  delegate-  to  Congress  was  changed  from  the  first  Mon- 
day in  April  to  the  last  Tuesday  in  May,  Mi'iH,  and  bi-ooni- 
ally  thereaftwr;  and  tliat  it  was  also  enacted  —

By  an  act  of  the  Legislative  Council,  approvotl  April  21, 
IS25.  the  act  of  July  3.  KS-.il,"  to  establish  the  seats  of  justice 
within  the  counti(.-s  of  Brown  and  Crawford,"  vras  amended, 
so  that  the  duties  required  by  that  act  to  be  performed  by 
the  commissiouers  of  the  county  of  Bn>wn  might 

"lie  prrf.-imifl  Yrf  Iho  naSi  oommlMloncn,  togrlliiT  wlih  Ibr  juiU««  o(  Uw  Mdatf

who  were  required  to  perform  tlie  said  duties  within  one 
year  from  the  passage  of  the  act. 

The  boundaries  of  the  county  of  Mich  ill  macioac,  as 
eetabliBhed  by  ihi'^  Governor's  proclamation  of  October  J6, 
1818,  were  essentially  altered  by  an  act  of  the  Legislative 
Council,  approved  December  23, 182ij,  to  organize  the  county 
of  Chippewa,  which  was  made  to  embrace  the  entire  south- 
ern shore  of  Lake  Superior,  as  well  as  a  vast  domain  west 
and  northwest  of  that  lake. 

The  county  seat  of  the  new  county  was  established  at 
Sault  dc  St.  Marie. 

On  the  I'iiii  of  April.  1837,  an  act  was  pasned  "to  divide 
the  several  counties  in  this  Territory  into  Township&"    la 
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that  portion  of  the  TerriCory  which  is  now  'W'isoonain,  but 
two  luwDships  were  formed.  One  was  in  Crawford  county 
caU(<d  "St.  Anthony,"  which  was  bounded  on  the  north  by 
Ihe  parallel  of  north  Intiliitlo  43'  30*.  on  tlio  vast  by  a  line 
nitiiiiiig  pnralk-l  with  aiid  tt-u  milei;  easterly  from  Ihe  Mis* 
Bt.'ifippt  river,  on  the  south  by  thu  parallel  of  north  latitude 
•IS"  3<y,  and  on  the  wtttl  by  the  Mississippi  river, 

Tb«  other  was  in  Urown  County,  and  wan  called  Greea 
Bay.  Its  southwestern  boundary  was  a  line  running  south- 
east and  northwest  through  the  licad  of  the  rapids  of  the 
Grand  KaukauUn,  and  extending  ten  miles  on  such  line 
vnch  way  tlicrufrom.  The  northeastern  boundary  was  a  Une 
drawn  northwest  and  southeast  through  Point  au  Sable  of 
Green  Bay,  and  extending  ten  milat  on  such  line,  each  way 
therefrom.  The  southeast  and  nortbwest  Imundaries  were 
parallel  lines,  twenty  miles  apart,  connecting  the  other 
bouuduritiB.  Fox  river  consequently  run  through  nearly  the 
center  of  the  township. 

An  act  approved  April  13,  lS'i7,  provided  for  tukinga  cen- 
sus of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Territory,  by  the  assessors  in 
the  several  townships  in  the  Territory,  at  the  time  they 
make  the  ass^'.s.^ment  for  that  ye-ar. 

Another  act  approved  April  13,  18S7,  required  that  fW  soon 
aa  might  be  after  the  census  returns  were  received  al  Ihe  of- 
fice of  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  it  should  be  the  duty 
of  the  (governor  to  apportion  Ihu  thirteen  members  com- 
posing the  Legislative  Council,  among  the  several  counties, 
in  a  mode  specified  in  the  act. 

The  act  alwi  provided  that  in  the  counties  of  Brown  and 
Crawford  the  census  should  be  taken  by  tho  sheriffs  of  those 
counties  instead  of  the  assessors. 

In  pursuance  of  the  lequircnients  of  this  act  Governor 
Lkwis  Cass,  on  the  :{d  day  of  October,  1837,  issued  his  proc- 
lamation, announcing  the  nuniberof  members  of  the  coun- 
cil apportioned  to  the  different  counties,  among  which  it 
was  announced  that  the  counties  of  Crawford,  Brown,  Mich- 
ilimacinnc  and  Chippewa  should  form  one  district  which 
was  entitled  to  elect  two  membent  of  tho  counciL 

It  was  furtlier  provided  by  tho  act,  that  the  election  t<a 
members  of  tho  council,  should  be  held  on  the  first  Monday 
of  November,  I**27. 

At  that  election  Hk.sky  R  ScHOOLCRArr,  of  Chippewa 
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county,  and  Rvbekt  [rwin,  Jr.,  were  elected  members  of  tho 
council- 
It  was  proviUtid  by  an  act  approved  June  3, 1S28

The  object  of  this  special  term,  was  the  trial  of  Rk:)  Bikd, 
Wk-kac  and  CHIC-HOS-9IC  for  the  murders  perpetrated  at 
the  breaking  out  of  the  Winnebago  war. 

By  an  act  approved  Juno  18,  18'itf,a]l  civil  and  criminal 
jurisdiction  of  ibe  county  courts  In  tho  countifa  of  MicUili- 
macinac.  Brown  and  Crawford  was  traniferrod  to  the 
circuit  court  of  the  United  Stales,  to  be  held  in  each  of  the 
eaid  counties. 

Tliis  jurisdiction  was  restored  to  the  county  of  Crawford 
by  an  act  pa8»cd  July  51,  1830. 

Tlic  Legislative  Council  consisted  of  thirteen  members, 
and  by  an  act  approved  July  3, 182S,  they  were  apportioned 
aniuiig  tho  several  counties.  The  counties  of  Michilinmcinac, 
Brown.  Crawford  and  Chippewa,  constituted  the  sixth  dis- 
trict which  WHS  entitled  to  two  members. 

The  act  provided  that  the  next  election  should  be  held  on 
the  second  Monday  of  July,  IS'W,  and  on  the  same  day  in  er- 
ory  second  year  thereafter. 

Messrs.  ScoooLCBArr  ond  iRWts  wore  elected.  Two  ses- 
sions of  the  council  were  held,  one  commencing  May  11, 
1830,  which  adjourned  July  31.  The  other  commenced  Janu- 
ary 4, 1831,  and  adjourned  March  1.  Mr.  Ikwin  did  not 
attend  the  second  session. 

The  county  of  Iowa  was  organized  by  an  act  approved 
October  9,  ISW. 

The  boundaries,  as  prescribed  by  this  act,  wore  us  follows:

Samuel  W.  Be.vle  and  Lewis  Gri(!.s'os  of  the  county  of 
Brown  and  Joskph  M.STRBETof  the  coimty  of  Crawford,! 
were  appointed  commissioners  to  fix  the  seat  of  justice  of 
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the  county,  which  was  temporarily  cetaUkhed  at  Mineral 
Point. 

Tlie  Mh  section  of  the  act  provtiled  that  there  should  bo 
two  terms  of  the  county  court  of  said  county  annually  on 
the  first  Sloitdays  of  Juneuml  !>«Cf.'mber. 

It  was  provided  by  tliu  iM«vf  ttlh  ^tvlioii  that  tht?  organiza- 
tion of  luwa  couuiy  bbould  not  affect  suita,  prosecutions, 
and  othor  matters  pendinf^  in  the  Unitod  States  circuit  court 
or  tliu  county  court,  or  before  any  justice  of  the  peaco 
iu  Cmwford  county,  nor  the  levy  or  collection  of  taxes. 

An  act  was  passed  July  27, 1830.  to  legalize  the  proceed- 
ings of  ofticers  witbin  the  county  nf  Iowa. 

1  )ie  next  day  an  act  was  pas-sud  excepting  the  counties  of 
Cbippt-wa  and  Iowa  from  Uic  operation  of  the  law  requir- 
ing freehold  security  to  be  given  for  any  purpose,  or  as  a 
quatitication  for  ofiice. 

The  third  section  of  the  act  authorized  the  juderes  of  the 
county  court  of  Iowa  county  to  order  the  sitting  of  said 
court  at  such  place  in  the  county  as  to  them  might  seem 
most  convenient  for  the  public  interest,  until  the  necessary 
public  buildings  wero  erected  at  the  county  »uat. 

The  fourth  section  provided  for  annexing  unorganized 
townships  in  Iowa  county  to  organized  towntships. 

The  fifth  and  sixth  sections  authorized  tbe  sheriffs  of 
Brown,  Crawford,  Chippewa  and  Iowa  counties  to  provide 
for  the  eccurity  and  health  of  prisoners  until  suffirient  and 
secure  guoU  were  provided.  And  tbe  eighth  section  au- 
thorize<d  the  shorifTtt  to  employ  convicts.sontenced  to  hard 
labor,  in  work  on  the  public  highways  or  on  the  public 
buildings. 

The  Ttli  section  provided  that  until  a  treasurer  should  be 
elected  in  Iowa  county,  hondsand  other  securities  required 
to  he  approved  and  filed  with  him  should  he  approved  and 
remain  with  the  jueticee  of  the  coifnty  court,  until  a  treaa- 
iirer  be  appointed. 

The  itinera'  Journal,  of  Galena.  Augunt  T,  ls:iO.  says:

A  new  apportionment  of  members  of  the  .Lef^slative 
Council  was  made  by  an  act  Approved  March  4th,  lij^l.  But 
no  change  in  the  reproHentatioii  of  the  sixth  district  as  fixed 
by  the  act  of  July  :t,  ISaS,  except  that  the  county  of  Iowa  — 
organized  in  18:99  —was  named  as  constituting  a  part  of  the 
district^  and  tlie  numbering  of  it  was  cliajiged  from  sixth  to 
eeventb. 

It  is  also  observable,  as  showing  that  tlto  organization  of 
Wisconsin  Territory  was  contemplated  more  ihaufivo  years 
boforo  its  occurrence,  that  the  act  provided,  that  if  the 
counties  constituting  the  seventh  district,  should  "  at  the 
present  session  of  Congress  " —which  expired  on  that  day  — 
be  set  oflF  into  a  separate*  t^rritorj-,  to  what  districtt  ita  two 
members  should  be  assigned. 

The  act  ulso  provided  iu  contemplation  that  the  number 
of  members  should  be  increased  by  act  of  Congress;  that ' 
in  that  event  the  Governor  should  apportion  them  to  each 
of  the  districts  according  to  population  as  shown  by  the 
census  of  1830. 

The  tenth  section  of  the  act  fixed  the  first  session  of  the 
fifth  legislative  council  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May,  1832, 
at  Detroit. 

Tlio  members  elected  to  the  fifth  Legislative  Assembly 
were  Qekr7  Dodge  of  Iowa  county  and  Moroak  L.  Martik 
of  Brown  county.  The  first  scwsiou  convened  at  Detroit. 
May  1, 1^32,  and  adjourned  June  SOth.  Tho  second  Be«sioD 
convened  January  1,  1833,  and  adjourned  April  33.  Mr, 
DoDGK  did  not  attend  either  session. 

It  was  provided  by  an  act  approved  June  29, 1632,  that  the 
electors  of  the  several  townships  in  the  Territory  should 
express  by  their  votes  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  October,  l83'i, 
"  whether  it  be  expedient  for  the  people  of  tliis  Territory  to 
form  a  State  Govt'rnment;»yea  or  nay." 

Owing  to  the  paucity  of  newspapers  in  the  counties  of 
Brown,  Iowa  and  Crawford,an  act  was  passed  February  1, 
1833,  substituting  the  posting  of  notices  in  legal  proceedings 
"  on  the  door  of  the  house,  where  the  circuit  court  was  last 
hold,"  for  tlie  publication  in  newspapers,  required  by  law. 

Tho  additional  Judge  for  the  Michigan  Territory  was 
authorized  by  act  approved  April  S,  1833,  to  hold  special 
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ions  of  the  circuit  court  for  the  counties  of  Brown  or 
Iowa,  at  audi  time  and  pliice  as  hft  may  deem  expedient  for 
the  trial  of  criminal  cas**. 

The  jiidgts  of  tlit-  county  court  of  Iowa  county  were  au- 
thorized by  an  act  approvcai  April  20, 1833,

The  ftupprvisors  of  the  county  of  [owa  were  authorized 
and  required  hy  an  art  approved  April  23d,  1833,  to  locate 
the  tteal  of  jii«tice  of  Kaid  county,  at  Mrae  point  therein 
which  »han  he  mo«tconveniunt. 

They  were  required  to  do  so  on  or  before  the  Ist  day  of 
July,  1833.  mid  if  thi-y  failed  the  county  seat  should  con- 
tinue at  Mineral  Point. 

The  time  and  place  of  the  meoting  of  the  sixth  Legislative 
rnuncil  was  fixed  for  the  first  Tuesday  of  January,  1834,  at 
Detroit. 

It  was  provided  by  act  of  April  23, 11*33,  that  the  election 
difltricts  established  by  act  of  March  4, 1831,  should  remain 
unchanged. 

At  the  election  of  1S33,  the  ofHcial  returns  forwarded 
showed  that  JAueit  D,  Doty  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Bixth 
Council,  and  that.  W«.  S.  Hamilton  was  elected  over  Moa- 
OAN  r*  Martix;  but  the  returns  from  Crawford  rounty,  whioh 
changed  the  result,  were  not  forwarded,  and  Col.  Hamilton 
did  not  claim  the  seat  and  Mr.  Martin  was  admitted.  The  first 
ion  convened  January  7,  1!*34,  and  adjourned  March  7. 

n  extra  session  met  September  1,  1t>31,  and  adjuurncd 
September  8.  An  odjourneil  session  met  November  11, 
1834.  and  adjourned  Decouiber  31.  The  second  regular 
annual  session  convened  January  Vi,  1835,  and  adjourned 
March  28.  Morgan  L.  Mautln  was  elect<Ml  President.  A 
special  session  met  August  K,  1S35,  and  adjourned 
August  25. 

So  act  alTecling  that  part  of  the  territory  west  of  Lake 
Michigan  appeals  to  have  been  passed  at  the  January  ses- 
sion 1834. 

An  act  of  Congress,  of  June  30,  1S34,  authortzod  an  extra 
sion  of  tho  Legislative  Council.  In  pursuance  of  this  act. 
Acting  Governor  Mason,  oq  the  Uth  of  July,  issued  his  proc- 
lamation for  the  extra  session,  held  at  Detroit,  September  1, 
834. 
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Ri'solutions  were  adopted,  declaring  r  be  right  of  the  in* 
huliitBiitK  under  the  Ordinance  of  lTi)7  to  form  a  State 
government  bounded  on  the  south  by  nn  east  aud  west' 
line,  through  the  southern  bend  or  extreme  of  Lako  Michi- 
gan, uud  requesting  the  state  of  Virginia  to  require  of  tho 
government  of  the  United  States  a  strict  compliance  with 
the  Ordinance  of  1767. 

On  the  0th  of  September,  193 1,  an  act  was  pctssed  entitled 
"An  Act  to  establish  the  boundaries  of  the  counties  of 
Brown  and  Iowa,  and  to  lay  off  the  county  of  Milwaukee." 
T!io  act  was  a*  follows:

tl  remained  attached  to  Brown  county,  until  August  25, 
1S3A.  when  an  act  was  passed  giving  it  an  independent 
organisation. 

Another  art  was  passed,  by  which  all  of  the  territory  west 
of  the  Mississippi  river,  which  had  been  attached  to  Miohi- 
gan  Tprritory  by  act  of  Congress  approved  Juno  28,  1834, 
was  divided  into  two  counties  which  were  laid  out  and  oi^ 
ganixed;  the  northern  one  by  1h«^  name  of  Dubuque,  and 
the  southeni  one  by  the  name  of  Demoine. 

The  division  lino  between  the  two  counties  was

The  sixth  section  of  the  act  provided  that

It  was  provided  by  an  act  approved  Septemlier  C,  1834, 
that  a  census  of  ihciuhabitauts  of  the  territory  east  of  the 
Mississippi   river,  should  be  taken  by  the  sheriffs  of  the 
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sovoral  counties,  tolwecn  the  second  Monday  of  October, 
and  tliL'  first  3tonday  of  Novemlxr.  iS-H. 

Tbu  firbt  act  incorporating  »  bank  we»t  of  I^aku  Michigan 
was  passed  January  93,  It^^,  the  title  of  which  was  "An  act 
to  incorporate  th^?  stride  holders  of  tbtf  Bank  of  Wisconsin.'* 

The  act  providi-d  tb«t  a  bank  should  bo  established  in  the 
county  of  Brown  or  lown,  at  such  place  as  a  majority  of  the 
stockholders  should  dutcrminc;  the  capital  stock  whereof 
should  be  $100,000,  in  shares  of  8^50  each.  Subscriptions  to- 
ward Ihft  stock  were  to  be  opened  at  (ireon  Bay  and  Mineral 
Point,  of  which  two  montJis'  notice  was  to  bo  given  in 
a  newspaper  printed  at  Detroit,  under  the  superintendence 
of  John  IX  Axsi.kv.  John  P.  Arxdt,  CharmmTitijjvr,  Will- 
l\v  Dickinson,  GEuiwiE  D.  Rluglbs.  Hknkv  Merbiu.,  and 
Natiia.v  Goodbix. 

The  bank  was  put  in  operation  at  Green  Bay,  and  had  a 
history,  which  will  be  adverted  to  in  subsequent  pages. 

A  dam  across  Kox  river  at  the  head  of  a  rapid  in  said 
river,  called  the  Rapide  des  Peres,  was,  by  an  act  approved 
January  2«,  1835,  nuthoriiw^d  to  be  buiit  by  William  Dick- 
inson, Chabt.ks  TtJLLAH  and  John  P.  Abni>t.  Th«  dam  was 
,  subecqueiitly  built,  and  the  village  of  Dcs  Peres  grew  up  at 
[.that  point 

The  first  ctTt'ctive  step  toward  the  formation  of  a  State 
gOTornmcut  in  Michigan  was  taken  January  2",  ]835,  by  an 
act  of  the  Legislative  Council  approved  that  day,  entitled 
"An  act  to  enable  the  people  of  Michigan  to  form  a  consti- 
tution and  State  government." 

The  Territory  as  established  by  the  act  of  Congress,  en- 
titled "An  act  to  divide  Iiuliuiin  Territory  into  two  sepamto 
govrrnmcnts,'' approved  January  11,  1*105,  was  by  the  act 
divided  into  sixteen  districts,  among  which  were  appor- 
tioned eighty-nine  delegates,  to  be  elected  by  the  several 
district^  on  the  4th  day  of  April,  1836. 

The  delegates  were  elected  April  4,  IS^SS,  and  were  to  meet 
at  the  capilol,  in  the  city  of  Detroit,  on  the  second  Monday 
of  May,  1835. 

There  *cre  eight y-seven  delegates,  and  as  political  par- 
ties were  then  divided,  there  were  about  seven  eighths  Dem- 
ocrats and  one  eighth  Whigs.  Joim  BiDDLe,  who  had 
previously  been  delegate  in  Congress,  was  president  of  the 
convention. 

The  constitution  was  adopted  by  a  vote  ot  lUo  i^eov^'^  vn. 
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October,  If*3fl,  there  beinR  c,'.ilW  yeas  and  i;j.W  nays.  It  ro 
maiued  in  force  as  the  fundamental  law  of  the  State  until 
the  conatittilion  of  ISftOworit  into  optTation. 

On  the  lltli  day  of  July.  Socretary  and  Acting  Govenior 
Stbvexs  T.  IIason  isKued  his  proclamation  for  a  8pi>cial  stss- 
aion  of  tlie  Legislative  Council  at  Detroit  on  the  l?th  day  of 
Auf^ugt,  ■&:)&.  Xo  rea»>n  for  this  sei»iion  was  assigned  in 
the  proclamation,  except  that  —

The  Council  met  at  the  time  named  in  the  proclamation, 
Jamks  IJ.  ]>otv  being  the  sole  representative  of  that  part  of 
the  Territory  west  of  I^ake  Michigan.  It  was  disclosed  by 
the  message  of  the  Acting  Governor  that  the  principal 
"  matter  of  import"  was  the  southern  boundary  controversy 
with  Ohio.  Some  other  matters,  however,  received  the  at- 
tention of  the  Council.  Of  those  affecting  Wisconsin  were 
the  following: 

An  act  changing  the  time  of  electing  delegate  to  Congress 
and  members  of  tlie  (Council  from  the  first  Monday  of  No- 
Temher  to  the  Hrst  Monday  of  October,  and  changing  tho 
officers  who  were  to  canvass  the  votes  for  delegale  to  Con- 
gress and  certify  the  result. 

An  act  to  organize  the  county  of  Milwaukee;  ami  an  act 
to  incorporate  the  Wisconsin  Internal  Improvement  Com- 
pany.   This  related  to  tJie  Fox  and  Wistwnsin  rivers. 

The  Council  was  in  session  only  about  ten  days. 

The  following  appointments  for  the  newly-organized 
county  ot  Milwaukee  were  made  by  the  Governor  and 
Council: 

Chief  Justice,  William  Clark:  Associate  Justices,  Jokl 
Sage  and  James  Griffin;  County  Clerk,  Albert  Fowlbr; 
Sheriff,  Benosi  Fincu;  Judge  of  Probate,  Gilbert  K.vapp; 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  Bbnjauin  Finch,  John  Bcixbn,  Jr., 
WiLUAM  See.  Joel  Sack,  Svmues  Butler,  Henry  Sandbb- 
Bt>x,  and  WiJ.LiAH  Clark. 

The  laws  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  so  far  as  the  same 
were  appHcable  tec  the  counties  of  Brown,  Crawford,  Iowa, 
and  Milwaukee,  were  the  laws  governing  those  coun- 
ties from  the  time  they  were  respectively  organized 
until  they  were  altered  or  repealed  by  tho  Legislative  As- 
sembly of  Wisconsin  after  its  organization  on  the  4tli  of 
July,  1836. 
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And  after  that  time  tbo  laws  of  Michigan,  not  incompat- 
ible with  ihu  organic  act  of  Wisconsin  Territory,  were 
extendfil  over  it,  subject  to  alteration,  modlHcation,  or  re« 
pe«l. 

Tht;  inoet  important  of  these  laws  were  those  affecting  the 
riKhts  of  persouR  and  property. 

The  judicial  system  of  Michigan  Territory  consisted  of  a 
Supreme  Court.  Circuit  Courts*.  County  Courts,  Probate 
CourlH,  and  justices  of  the  peac4^ 

The  Huprcme  Court  consisted  of  three  judges  appointed 
by  the  Prosideut  of  the  United  Slates. 

Tins  court  had  original  and  excluBive  jurisdiction  in  all 
civil  actions  at  law,  wliero  the  matter  in  controversy  ex- 
ceeded one  thousand  dollar.4;  all  cases  of  divorce,  all  actions 
of  ejectment,  all  criminal  cases  when  the  punishment  was 
capital,  and  of  all  cases  not  made  cognizable  before  some 
other  courL  It  had  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  county 
court  of  all  othur  crimes  and  offenses;  and  appellato  juris- 
diction from  the  county  courts  in  all  civil  cases  in  which 
tho«o  courts  had  original  juriiidietion. 

The  Supremo  Court  had  power  to  ijisue  writs  of  habeas 
corpus,  mandamus,  prohibition,  error,  superivedeas,  proce- 
dendo, certiorari,  Bcire  facias,  and  all  other  writs  which 
might  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  administration  of  right 
and  justice.  It  held  one  term  annually  at  Detroit  on  the 
third  Jloiiday  in  September. 

Thu  laws  prcscril>od  with  much  particularity  the  mode  of 
proceeding  and  the  practice  iu  the  court,  aud  clothed  it  with 
all  authority  oMentiol  to  the  complete  and  effective  exercise 
of  its  judicial  powers. 

In  1S2A  the  Territory,  except  the  counties  of  Brown,  Craw- 
ford and  MichiUmacinac  was  divided  into  five  circuit;),  and 
one  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court  was  required  to  hold 
a  circuit  court  in  each  circuit.  Rut  the  act  of  CV.ngress 
passed  in  IH'iS,  by  which  an  additional  judge  for  the  Michi- 
gan Territory  was  required  to  be  appoiuted  for  the  counties 
of  Bniwn,  Crawford  uuii  Micliiliiiiaciiiac,  rendered  it  unnec- 
essary, if  not  iucougruous  that  the  circuit  court  system  of 
eastern  Michigan,  should  be  extended  to  these  counties, 
and  they  were  therefor  excepted  from  the  operation  of  the 
circuit  court  system  established  in  IS'iS. 

Tlio  county  court  system  of  jurisprudence,  although  it 
had  previously  existed,  was  revised  and  re-organized  by  aa 
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act  of  the  Oovemor  and  judges  adopt**!  on  the  &)st  of 
December,  I8«i, 

It  was  provided  1>,t  this  act  that  a  court  should  be  estab- 
lished in  every  couuly  of  ilif  Territory,  to  consist  of  one 
chief  justice  UUil  two  assuciatu  justices,  any  two  of  whom 
should  form  a  quorum.  It  bad  ori^nal  jurisdiction  in  all 
civil  caEes  where  the  matter  in  controversy  was  not  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  did  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  one  tliousaiid  dollars;  and  appellate  jurisdiction 
from  any  judgment  or  decision  of  justices  of  tlie  peace.  It 
also  bad  cognizance  of  all  crimes  and  offenses  the  punish- 
ment whereof  is  not  capital, concurrent  with  the  Suprtimo 
Court. 

It  is,  however,  to  be  borne  in  mind,  that  in  the  counties  of 
Mfchiltmaoinae,  Brown  and  Crawford,  and  subsequently  in 
Iowa  and  Milwaukee  counties,  the  additional  judge  for 
those  counties  was  substituted  for  the  Supreme  Court 

Clerks  of  the  County  Court  were  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor. 

The  terms  of  the  court  were  limited  to  two  weeks. 

The  practice,  pleadings  and  proceedings  in  tlie  court  were 
most  minutely  provided  for  by  the  act;  even  to  the  extent 
of  providing  that  paper  instead  of  parchment  should  bo 
used  in  all  proceedings  in  the  court 

An  act  passed  April  ^1,18*^5.  provided  that  the  county  court 
in  Brown  county  should  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in 
January,and  in  Crawford  county  on  the  second  Monday  in 

By  an  act  approved  April  12, 1S2?,  it  was  provided  that 
the  county  courts  should  have  jurisdiction  in  all  matters 
properly  cognizable  in  chancery,  where  the  ftum  or  matter' 
in  dispute  does  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  with  a 
right  of  appeal  in  all  oases. 

The  probate  court  consisted  of  a  judge  in  each  county, 
appointed  by  tho  Governor,  and  possu&scd  the  power  and 
jurisdiction  ordinarily  exercised  by  probate  courts. 

The  judicial  powers  vested  in  justices  of  the  peace  were 
similar  to  those  ordinarily  exercised  by  like  ofHcers,  except 
that  they  were  restricted  to  matters  where  the  subject  hi 
controversy  did  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars. 

A»  intintatuly  connected  with  and  essential  to  tho  proper 
administration  of  justlco.suituble  provision  was  made  by 
law  in  reference  to  attorneys,  the  marshal  of  the  Territory, 
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nheriffs,  coroners,  constables,  tH'^nd  and  petit  juriM,  as 
wl'U  as  notaries  pul>li<-,anti  in  relation  to  the  compensation 
of  ofliceni. 

Ah  inridenti)  thereto,  proper  laws  were  enacteii  in  refer- 
ence  to  amendments  and  jeutrails,  alUiclimeuts,  exi-cutions 
depositions,  arbitrations,  marnage»,  divorcee,  bastardy,  willfi 
and  inteHtac[os.excciitL>rsandiidniinistrttU)rK.settIeni«utand 
de8C«nt  uf  eslales.  insolvent  estates,  and  ^uiirdions  us  well 
to  tho  execution  and  recording  of  deeds,  fraudulent  con- 

'yances.  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  partition  of  lands 

d  surveyors,  also  pro\idintc  for  the  punitilunent  of  crimes 
and  the  trial  of  accused  jwrsons,  and  prohibiting  gaming. 

The  duties  of  tlie  treasurerof  the  Territory  and  county 
treasurers,  and  the  levying  and  collection  of  taxes  were  all 
regulated  by  law. 

Imprisonment  for  debt  not  having  been  obolishod,  proper 
luwK  were  passed  in  relation  to  poor  debtors  and  their  dis- 
charge. 

The  subject  of  slavery  not  having  beenmuch  agitatedas 
early  aa  1827,  an  act  was  passed  in  that  year  which  pro- 
vided, that  no  black  or  mulatto  person  should  settle  or  reside 
1q  the  Territory  without  a  certificate  of  freedom;  and  made 
it  a  ponal  oflTeuBe  to  harbor  or  secrete  any  such  person,  tho 
property  of  another,  or  to  hinder  or  prevent  the  ownerfrom 
recapturing  him  or  her.  All  blacks  and  mulattoes  were  ro- 
(|uire<l  toenter  bonds  for  good  behavior,  and  that  they  should 
not  become  a  public  charge,  as  a  condition  of  residence. 

Laws  were  passed  to  enforce  the  observance  of  the  Sab- 
bath and  concerning  religious  societies,  as  well  as  for  the 
SStablisment  of  common  schools. 

Interest  was  regulated  by  law,  six  per  centum  being  the 
ostabli&hed  lawful  rate. 

An  organized  militia  was  provided  for. 

The  support  of  paupers  was  provided  for  by  contract  with 
the  lowest  bidder. 

The  appointment  of  auctioneers  was  provided  for. 

Laws  were  passed  in  relation  to  highways  and  fences  and 
many  other  subjects  affecting  the  civil  and  criminal  polity 
of  the  Territory. 
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CHAPTER  XV. 


WISCONSIN  IN   A  TKAN81T10N  STATU  — 1835-6. 

In  1855,  to  a  rery  limited  extent,  but  more  generally  in 
182C,  1827,  and  1S28,  the  country  known  as  the  Upper  Missis- 
sippi lend  mines,  as  contra -di^tinguishod  from  the  Missouri 
mines,  was  occnpieil  in  numerous  localities  by  advunturers 
from  every  jKirt  of  ihe  country.  This  occupancy  at  first 
■was  confined  to  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Galena,  but  soon 
extended  to  Grant,  La  Fayette,  and  Iowa  counties,  and  to 
the  w«8tum  part  of  Dane  and  Green  counties.  It  was  not, 
howevpr,  until  after  the  "  Winnebago  war"  of  1827,  and  the 
Black  Hawk  war  in  1833,  and  the  Indian  treaties  which 
were  the  result,  that  such  a  feeling  of  security  attended  the 
inhabitani!^  tw  was  essential  to  the  permanent  and  secure 
growth  and  prosperity  of  the  countrj'. 

By  the  treaties  of  Prairie  du  Chien,  of  July  29th  and  Au- 
gust 1, 1639.  and  of  Roctc  Island  of  September  l5th  and  21st 
of  that  year,  and  of  September  81st,  1832,  the  Indian  title  to 
much  territory  was  extinguished,  its  boundaries  defined, the 
removal  of  the  Indians  secured,  and  occupancy  by  the 
whites  divested  of  its  hai'.urds. 

CoL  William  S.  Hamilton  was  a  son  of  Gen.  Alexander 
Hauilton,  of  Revolutionary  fame.  He  had  been  engaged 
in  surveying  the  public  lands  in  Illinois,  and  in  ISSH,  having 
entered  into  a  contract  to  supply  the  garrison  at  Fort  How- 
ard with  prov  isions,  he  left  the  southern  part  of  Ilhnoia  with 
seven  hundred  head  of  cattle,  and  proceeded  with  his  whole 
drove  by  the  way  of  Chicago,  coasting  the  lake  by  the 
mouths  of  the  Milwaukee,  Sheboygan  aud  Manitowoc  rivers 
to  Green  Bay.  where  he  arrived  in  sufuty  on  the  27th  of 
Jime,  without  any  material  loss  of  his  cattle.  On  reaching 
Milwaukee  he  found  Roi/JMONjrNEAU,  who  had  a  trading 
house  on  the  east  side  of  the  river,  near  where  Wisconsin 
Street  is  now  laid  out.  Mr.  Junkau  was  the  only  civilized 
human  being  then  living  near  the  lake  shore  between  Chi- 
cago and  Green  Bay.  Col.  IIamilton,  in  1888.  removed  to 
what  is  now  Wiola,  in  La  Fayette  county,  where  he  lived 
about  twenty  years,  when  he  removed  to  California,  and 
died  there  in  1851. 
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V  WISCONSUT  IN  A  TEASSITION  STATE  ~  1835-8,  18? 

From  iSSfi  to  1930,  although  tbo  Dettlomcnts  in  Wisconsin 
w«re  limtttfd  to  tliotse  in  the  lead  mines  and  the  older 
oa*»s  near  Grocn  Bay  and  Prairie  du  Chien,  the  -wautfi 
of  the  peoplo  for  a  nearer  local  self-jtovemment  than 
ttmt  provided  for  Michigan  Territory,  the  i^at  of  which 
woa  at  Detroit,  were  seriously  felt,  and  exhiliited  in 
numeroiiB  ways.  Public  attotition  was  called  to  the 
Bubject  by  the  inhabitnntit  of  Qreeu  Bay,  and  in  Fob- 
njory,  I85W.  Gen.  Henry  Dodob,  in  behalf  of  the  In- 
habir,intt(  of  the  load  inlnos,  in  a  letter  to  Hon.  AcstinB. 
"Wixo.  then  dolegatK  in  OonRroBa  from  Michigan  Territory, 
will)  great  force  presented  the  "  claims  the  people  liavo  on 
the  Kutional  IjPKinlatnre  for  a  division  of  the  Territory," 

On  the  Cth  of  Janviary,  1830,  the  committee  on  the  Terri- 
tories in  the  House,  reported  "A  Bill  establishing  the  Terri- 
tory of  Huron."  tt  was  bounded  southwardly  by  the  states 
of  Illinois  and  Missouri;  westwardly  by  the  Missouri  river 
and  the  White  Earth  river;  northwardly  by  the  norlbem 
boundary  of  the  United  States  and  eastwardly 

"Oj  »  Udc  nuujIiiE  from  (be  northMM  Mnirr  of  (he  nMe  ot  IUIihiU,  dovn  t^kr  HtcMeui

Tills  boundary  would  have  cut  off  from  the  Territory  of 
Michigan,  and  perhaps  the  future  state,  all  of  its  upper  pen- 
ioBula  on  Lake  Superior,  the  Sault  St  Marie  and  even  the 
island  of  Mackinac. 

Tbf  bill  vested  the  legislative  power  of  the  Territory  in 
tbefiovvrtior  and  a  Legislative  Council  to  consist  of  fivoper- 
sons,  one  from  each  of  the  counties  of  Brown.  Crawford, 
Iowa,  Chippewa  and  Micbilimacinac. 

The  hill  provided  that  the  seat  of  government  of  the  Ter. 
ritory  should  lie  efitablisheil  at  the  village  of  Munnomnneeon 
the  Fox  river,  but  subject  to  be  changed  by  the  Governor 
and  Ijegi8lati%'e  Council  with  the  approbation  of  Congress, 
Ten  thousand  acres  of  land  to  be  located  by  the  Governor, 
below  the  Grand  Kau-kau-nah  on  the  said  river  were  given 
to  the  Territory  to  defray  the  expenses  of  erecting  public 
buildings  at  lli«  sent  of  government. 

The  bill  did  not  become  a  law  and  Michigan  Territory  for 
the  time  being  remained  intact. 

In  1831  a  bill  to  create  a  new  Territory  in  the  western 
port  of  Michigan  passed  the  House  of  Representatives,  but 
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did  not  pass  the  Senate.  In  lft.12  anothpr  bill  for  the  same 
purpose  was  reporter!  in  tlie  House  and  remained  over 
among  the  iinhninhed  buainees.  In  October  of  tJiat  year 
undur  atitlinrity  of  an  act  of  llie  legislative  Council,  a  vote 
of  thi-  inhabitants  wax  taken  in  favor  of  ihe  foruiuliou  of  a 
state  govcmniL-nt  for  Michigan. 

On  the  14th  of  Duet>mb«r,  18:t:J,  at  a  public  meeting  at 
Oreen  Bay,  resolutions  were  adopted  in  favor  of  a  new  Ter- 
ritory, and  a  memorial  to  Congress  for  ita  creation  was  pre- 
pared and  presented. 

Jealousy  existed  between  the  people  of  the  mines  and 
those  of  the  Oreen  Bay  country,  as  to  the  location  of  the 
seat  of  government;  whether  it  should  be  at  Mineral  Point 
or  near  Oreen  Bay.  This  jealousy  was  one  of  the  causes 
which  had  previously  prevented  the  passage  of  either  of 
tlie  bills  on  tlii^i  siibjeirt. 

On  the  Mth  of  February,  1S:14.  a  bill  establishing  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Wisconsin,  by  which  the  location  of  the  seat  of 
government  wa-t  left  to  the  decision  of  the  Qovernor  and  I<eg- 
Ulative  Council  was  reported  in  the  Senate.  This  bill  did  not 
pass,  but  instead  of  it  the  act  of  June  'M.  18^4,  was  passed, 
which,  by  attaching  to  the  Territory  of  Michigan  all  the  tet^ 
ritory  uf  ihu  United  States  west  of  the  Mississippi  Kiver 
and  north  of  the  Stnto  of  Missouri,  iucreased  the  neoosfii^ 
for  a  new  territorial  govenimont. 

<.>n  the  l.lth  of  June,  JS-lrt.  Congress  provided  by  an  act 
for  that  purpose  for  the  admission  of  Michigan  as  a  state 
in  the  Union,  upon  certain  conditions  contoined  in  the  act, 
relating  chiefly  to  its  boundaries,  but  in  consequence  of  the 
difficulties  existing  and  arising  out  of  the  boundary  ques- 
tions, Michigan  was  not  admitted  as  a  state  until  January 

a«,  issr. 

WitJi  the  exception  of  some  private  land  claims  at  and 
near  (ireen  Bay  and  Prairie  du  Cliien,  which  had  b(?en  con- 
firmed by  the  general  government,  none  of  the  public  lands 
within  the  limits  of  Wisconsin  had  previous  to  18^4  been 
disposed  of.  Ry  an  act  of  Congress  approved  June  25, 1834, 
it  wuK  enacted  that

and  the  couDtry  south  of  this  line  was  caJled  the  Milwauktw 
laud  district.  Some  of  the  ptihiic  domain  had  been  BUr- 
veycd  previous  to  1H.14  and  the"  surveys  were  afterwards 
rapidly  profw^iited.  and  the  permanent  ownership  of  the 
countrj-  speedily  passed  from  the  government  to  individ- 
uals, and  8«ttk^ment«  extendinl  in  every  direction. 

To  provide  for  the  election  of  n  delegate  to  Congress  and 
members  of  the  Legislative  Council  In  that  portion  of  the 
Territory  of  .Michigan  not  embraced  within  the  limits  of  the 
state  of  Michigan,  in  the  contingency  that  the  constitution 
to  bo  framed  for  the  state  xhould  not  take  effect  previous  to 
tlio  first  day  of  Noveml>er,  lt!:tft,  an  act  was  passed  on  the 
30th  of  March,  IKW,  which  provided  that  the  election  of  a 
deli'gatp  to  Congress  and  members  of  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil, should  be  postponed  until  the  first  Monday  of  Novem- 
ber, 189.5,  on  which  day  it  tihould  be  held,  provided  that  if 
the  constitution  to  U'  framed  for  the  state  should  not  take 
effect  previous  to  that  day,  it  should  be  the  duty  of  the 
Oovemop  to  fix  the  time  of  hdhling  said  electio^i  by  procla- 
mation on  such  day  as  he  might  deem  expedient  subsequent 
to  the  talcing  effect  of  said  constitution. 

The  previous  acts  of  the  Temtory  regulating  elections 
were  dcclarc<l  to  be  applicuble  to  the  elections  provided  for 
this  act,  and  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  governor  to 
e  such  apportionment  of  the  nieiiihersof  the  Legislative 
ncil  to  the  several  counties  in  the  district  not  embraced 
in  the  slate,  as  he  might  deem  expedient.  The  Legislative 
Council  was  to  muet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Qovernor 
by  proclamation  might  appoint. 

The  act  also  provided  for  the  contingoncy  that  a  constitu- 
tion should  not  be  adopted,  so  as  to  enable  the  people  of 
Michigan  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  slate  government  pr(>- 
vious  to  January  1,  ]s:{''>:  in  which  case  the  provisions  of 
the  act  for  a  mwling  of  the  Legislative  Council  in  that  dis- 
trict of  the  Territory  not  within  tlie  State,  and  for  the 
election  of  members  thereto,  were  to  he  nugatory;  and  it 
was  made  the  duty  of  the  governor  in  that  event  by  proc- 
lamation to  apportion  the  members  which  the  several  dis- 
tricta  cost  of  Lake  Michigan  arc  entitled  to  elect,  to  Ibn 
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said  districts  respectively  in  proportion  to  population  as 
astfertaiiied  by  tJie  census  iu  the  year  1834,  and  the  countiee 
in  the  seventh  district  lying  cast  of  tllL^  principal  meridian 
should  1)0  entitled  to  ouu  member  ut  the  eeeelon  which 
ebould  comnicnco  at  Detroit  on  the  1st  Monday  of  January, 

isac. 

By  another  provision  of  •  this  act  it  was  declared  tliat  all 
laws  which  might  be  in  force  on  the  Ist  day  of  May,lS35, 
and  not  locally  inapplicable  to  thi-  district  of  the  Territory 
not  embraced  within  the  8tat«,  should  be  and  continue  in 
full  force  and  effect  in  said  dititrict  after  said  first  day  of 
May. 

At  the  session  of  the  Legislative  Council  of  the  Territory 
of  Michigan,  held  at  Detroit  on  the  17th  of  August,  1S35, 
Stevkss  T.  Mason,  Secretary  and  acting  Governor,  in  hit 
message,  referring  to  the  act  of  March  30, 1835.  eaid

In  accordance  with  this  suggestion  of  the  Qovomor,  on 
act  was  passed  on  the  'i'id  of  August,  fixing  the  first  Mon- 
day of  Oelober  us  the  tinie  for  bolding  the  election  of  dele- 
gate to  Congress  and  members  of  the  Legislative  Council. 

The  act  also  changed  the  mode  of  canvassing,  by  provid- 
ing that  the  returns  from  the  other  counties  west  of  Lake 
Mirhignn  should  bo  made  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  o( 
Brown,  who  should  make  return  thereof  to  the  clerk  of  the 
"Supreme  Court  of  the  Territory,  at  Detroit. 

In  pursuance  of  the  net  of  March  'i(\  1S35,  as  thus 
amended.  Secretary  and  acting  Governor  Mason  issued  a 
proclamation,  bearing  date  August  35, 1835,  making  a  new- 
apportionment  of  —

The  proclamation  also  ooutained  the  followiog  :

Penint^ular  Michigan  had  adopted  a  State  constitution  and 
formed  a  folate  government,  with  all  its  l>raneheB  —  execu- 
tive,  lejrifllative,  and  judicial  —  ready  to  discharire  their 
fwveral  official  functions;  and  although  it  was  not  admitted 
into  the  Union  until  January,  1837,  in  consequence  of  its 
boundary  troubles,  yet  it  chose  to  abandon  its  Territorial 
form  of  govunimeiit  and  assume  the  powers  of  a  sovereign 

,  State,  OS  it  clearly  had  a  right  to  under  the  ordiiiau<.-<«  of 
17S7.  AStat«  in  the  Union  if  the  difficulties  with  the  State 
of  Ohiooould  he  Bfltiefuctorily  settled  —  at  all  (.^vunts  a  State. 
That  portion  of  Miohigan  Territory  not  within  the  Itmita 
of  tlio  new  State  of  iMichigan,  still  remained  vented  with  all 
tlw!  governmental   powers  of  the  Territory  of   Michijcan, 

[■which  embraced  the  powers  of  electing  a  delegate  to  Con- 
s,  and  a  Legislative  Council  of  thirteen  members. 
Stevkns  T.  SIasox  continued  to  remain  Secretary  of  the 
Territory  of  Michigan,  and  ex-officio  acting  Governor  until 
hiet  eip«tion  a«  Qovcruor  of  ibci  Stale  of  Michigan,  when 
John  S.  Hoknkk  was  appointed  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States  aa  his  successor. 

The  '■  contingent  remainder"  of  the  ancient  Territory  of 
Michigan  consisted  of  the  counties  of  Brown,  Milwaukee, 
Iowa,  Crawford,  Dubuque,  and  Des  Moines,  containing  a 
population  probably  not  exceeding  fifteen  thousand. 

Everything  was  now  in  readiness  for  the  inhabitant«  of 
theae  counties  to  elect  from  among  themselves  adelcgato  to 

FCongrees,  and  to  assume  to  themselves  the  legislative  pow- 

^«r8of  the  government  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan.  A  very 
lively  interest  in  the  elections  existed  throughout  these 
counties,  esiiecially  in  Brown,  Iowa,  and  l>ubuque.  Al- 
though great  interest  in  the  election  of  members  of  the  Ter- 
ritorial Council  existed,  the  overshadowing  interest  and 
excitement  was  iu  the  election  of  delegate. 
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QOQ.  Jacksok  was  tben  Preeident  of  the  United  States, 
aod  democracy  was  supposed  to  be  very  largely  predomi- 
nant in  all  the  roiintiea. 

The  friendH  of  J  auks  Dl'ane  Dotv  were  the  first  lu  the 
field.  As  early  as  the  1  iKh  of  May,  ISS5, "  a  largo  aad  f^on- 
eral  meeting  of  the  demorratic  republicanB"  was  held  at 
Green  Bay,  which  det<>nnined  to  organize  the  domocratic 
party,  and  for  that  purpose  appointed  a  committee  to  call  a 
goiHTul  meeting  at  a  future  day. 

On  the  '•itJtb  uf  May  tliu  committee  (MUed  a  call  for  such  a 
tnvetiag,  to  bo  held  on  the  lOlb  of  June.  At  that  time  a 
meeting  was  hold,  at  which  Jambs  Dua^ik  Doty  was  uoiuii- 
mously  nominated  as  the  democratic  candidate  for  delegate 
to  Oongress. 

The  meeting  declared,  that

Soon  after  the  nomination  of  Judge  DoTt',  a  number  of 
the  citizens  of  Brown  county,  made  a  call  upon  Mokqan  L. 
Martin,  of  Green  Bay.  to  become  a  IX-mocratic  candidate 
for  delegate  wuich  call  bu  accepted  and  was  announced  a.*)  a 
candidate. 

In  pursuance  of  a  call  previously  published  in  the  Galena 
newspapers  (there  were  no  others  in  the  lead  miucst,  a 
meeting  of  Ibe  citiiieiis  of  Iowa  county  was  held  at  Mineral 
Point  ou  the  23d  day  of  May,  at  which  GBowiE  Wallack 
Jones  was  nominated  as  a  candidate  for  delegate.  The 
meeting  did  not  profess  to  be  reprt'seutative  of  any  political 
party.  The  resolutions  which  wert<  adoplod,  however,  one 
of  which  nominated  General  JusKs,  were  introduced  by 
AuursTus  C  DotMiK,  who  prided  himself  upon  his  demoo- 
racy,  as  it  w;is  well  known  that  General  Jones  did. 

The  following  also  appeared  in  a  Galena  paper:

It  was  denied  that  this  announcement  was  with  Judge 
Irvin's  sanction.    At  any  rate  he  received  but  few  votco. 

The  nomiuatioQ  of  Col  Geo.  W.  Jonbs  was  ratified  by  a 
very  large  mofling  held  at  Dubuquu, 

Thouas  I'K.NDLiirox  BrKNKTT  of  I'rairie  du  Cbien  was 
nominated  as  a  candidate  for  the  Legislative  Council  at  the 
Mineral  Point  meeting  of  May  2;id,  at  which  General  Jones 
was  iionunated.     Subseijueutly  Mr.   Bl'rnett  was  nomi- 
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natod  as  candidate  for  Dologato  by  a  large  number  of  the 
citixena  of  Iowa  county.  On  the  lAth  of  S«ptcnilM^r.  Mr. 
Bi'iUt'KTr  pubtUhud  in  the  Galena  p»p«rs  a  card,  iu  which 
he  atrcvptm)  the  poeilion  as  a  candidate  for  tbu  LcgiBlatlve 
Couucil  uud  refused  to  be  a  candidate  for  Delegate. 

Notwithstanding  the  action  of  the  LeRislative  Council  of 
Uichigan  Ti-Tritory,  of  the  acting  Governor  and  of  the  peo- 
ple there  was  an  insignificant  minority  within  the  now 
slate  of  Michigan,  who  persistwl  in  the  exercise  of  what 
they  clainiHl  to  be  their  rightv  us  citizens  of  the  Territory 
of  Michigan. 

Wii.UAu  WoobBRiDGE  wa&  the  candidate  for  delegate  Jit 
tbiti  luinority. 

At  the  time  of  the  election  the  principal  candidatat  for 
the  delr^ocy  were  James  Dvank  Dinv  and  Muk<ian  Lewis 
Maktin  of  Green  Bay:  GicoRrjK  Wallace  Jon'es  of  Iowa 
county  and  William  WoonBRiixiK  of  Detroit.all  professing 
to  be  democrats.  The  result  was  that  Grorue  W.  Jongs 
was  elected. 

For  itienihers  of  the  Legislative  Council  there  were  rival 
candidates  in  iiiottt  of  the  counties,  and  the  election  excited 
t^eat  interest.  The  result  was  that  the  following  members 
were  elected:

fler  the  election  the  newly  appointed  secretary,  John  S. 
HoBNER,  successor  of  Gov.  Mason,  thought  it  proper  to 
issue  a  proclamation  as  secretary  and  acting  governor, 
which  was  a  cause  of  great  confuxion  and  misunder- 
standing and  reiiultod  in  an  abortive  session  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council. 

The  proclamation  "  for  divers  good  causes  and  considera* 
tions,"  changed  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Legislative 
Council  from  the  first  day  of  January,  li>:!6,  to  the  lirst  day 
of  December,  I&!t5.  The  proclamation  was  dated  the  ninth 
day  of  November,  only  twenty-one  days  before  the  tiino 
fixed  in  it  for  the  meeting.    From  the  nature  of  the  coun- 
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try,  tlie  season  of  the  year,  the  tardy  and  uncertaio  move- 
ments of  the  mails,  it  wafl  impoatible  for  the  momhers  to 
receive  the  necessary  information  to  reach  Green  Bay  by 
tlie  time  fixed  in  llic  proclamation.  The  nieratiere  from 
Dos  Moinoe  did  not  loani  of  Iho  change  of  time  until  they 
arrived  at  Galena  about  the  20th  of  December,  when  on  their 
way  to  Green  Bay  to  attend  the  session  on  the  1st  of  Janu- 
ary. 

Tliis  action  of  Secretary  Hobkf.k  evoked  Revere  criticism 
of  tho  people  und  the  prosx,  and  gave  to  the  Legislative 
Council,  at  the  January-  iKussiou,  a  thcmo  for  sovero  onlm- 
adveriiion. 

N<jne  of  the  members-elect  went  to  Green  Bay  on  the  first 
of  December,  nor  did  Secretary  Hornkr  go  there,  and  if  his 
proclamation  was  intended  to  prevent  a  session  at  that  time, 
it  was  a  complete  success. 

On  Friday,  the  Ist  day  of  January,  1836,  a  quorum  of  the 
momber»-elect  of  the  Seventh  Legislative  Council  met  at 
Qr*«n  Bay,  and  organized  temporarily  by  electing  Josbpb 
B.  Tk.\s,  President  protein.;  A.G.  ELUSiSecretarypro/ffin,; 
and  Lkvi  Stekung,  Sergeant-at- AmiH ^ro  tern. 

A  committee  was  appointed  which  examined  and  reported 
upon  tho  credentials.  The  oath  of  office  was  administered 
to  the  mcmljers  present  by  the  Secretary  pro  lent.,  acting  in 
his  capacity  as  justice  of  the  peace  of  Brown  county. 

Nine  members  were  present — Messrs.  Lawk,  Slauohtrr, 
Knai'I',  EDOiutTON,  Hamilton,  Vinetard,  Bcrkittt,  Teas, 
and  SuiTU.  The  aboentees  were  :  Messrs. 'Wai.keb,  of  Mil- 
waukee, HoAKi),  of  Iowa,  and  Hill  and  Parekb,  of 
Dubuque, 

The  first  business  of  the  second  day  was  the  election  of 
permanent  officers.  Col.  William  S.  Hamilton  was  electod 
President,  having  received  eight  out  of  the  nine  votes,  l^e 
President-elect,  in  returning  his  acknowledgments  for  the 
honor,  referred  to  —

elected,  and  Thomas  A.  B.  Botd,  Wiluam  B.  Loko,  W.  H, 
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Bri'ck,  Cha  Ri.KsrjBEKN.and  OkobokW.  Lawk  were  *lcct«4 

to  NiilK>nliiiatf  ofliccs. 

Mptwr*.  BfRNETT  and  Kkapp  were  appointed  a  committee 
;(«  wnit  on  JtiiiN  S,  noBNEit.  Secretary  and  acting  Governor, 
ind  inform  liim  that  the  Council  wua  orjuinizt-d  and  ready 
to  receive  any  communication  he  might  have  to  make. 

At  the  nextt^eftiiion,  January  4th,  the  committee  reported 
tliat  tli«*y  had  not  Iieen  able  to  perform  tlie  duty  aesigned 
them  in  consequence  of  the  ah(<pnce  of  the  acting  Ciovemor 
from  Groeu  Bay.  That  they  bad  not  been  able  to  ascertain 
wliother  ho  would  arrive,  nor  did  they  know  of  any  reason-  ■ 
able  apnlog^'  for  his  absence,  except  a  coniniuuicalion  dated 
at  Detroit,  I>ecenil>pr  Mth,  published  in  u  Orwn  Bay  paper, 
which  seemed  to  bear  the  eanction  of  his  authority,  and 
which  the  committee  submitted  with  their  report.

Subsequently,  on  the  lith  of  January,  tho  resolution  was 
adopted  and  Messrs.  BuRKKTT,  Teas  and  Edoertox  ap- 
pointed the  committee. 

On  the  Stii  of  January,  the  committw  submitted  a  unani- 
mous  report,  which,  after  couaideriiiK  the  evils  endured  by 
the  inhabitants  of  that  portion  of  Michigan  Territory  west 
of  Lake  Michigan  for  many  years,  during  which  time  they 
were  ruled  "■rulhcr  an  a  distant  colony  than  as  an  integral 
portion  of  the  same  government,"  and  conunenting  upon 
the  satisfaction  with  which  they  regarded  the  prospect  of  & 
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seesioD  of  a  Legislative  Council  composed  exclusively  of 
represcatutives  elected  by  tlie  several  counties  in  tlmt  por- 
tion of  llie  Territory,  refers  to  the  proclamation  of  Acting 
Governor  Ma3<i.v.  appointing  thy  lat  duy  of  January,  for  tlie 
assembling  at  Green  Buy  of  the  Logislatlvo  Council.  The 
report  states  that  the  regular  aad  extra  sc^iontt  of  the  Conn* 
cil  of  l.s:!o  had  consumed  the  whole  sixty  <layii,  which  it  is 
authorized  by  law  to  sit,  during  any  one  year,  so  that  tlie 
Council  could  nut  lawfully  hold  another  ftcssion  during 
the  year  1835,  and  that  A<^ting  Governor  ^Iajvon  in  naming 
the  1st  day  of  January,  1H3H,  appointed  the  earliest  day  at 
which  the  Council  could  by  law  conunenco  a  session. 

The  report  characterises  the  proclamation  of  Acting  Gov-

The  resolution  and  amendment  were  considered  in  com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  where  Mr.  Hauilton  ({"res't)  moved 
to  strike  out  all  after  the  word  "  established  "  and  insert  the 
words  "at  Cassville." 

The  location  of  the  seat  of  government  for  the  Territory 
had,  ever  since  tho  prospect  of  nn  independent  territorial 
government  seemed  favorable,  excited  mort^  interest  auiong 
the  few  and  widely  wiparated  communities  for  which  it  was 
intended,  than  any  other,  and  this  interest  did  not  eeasfl  to 
exifit  until  some  time  after  tho  erection  of  the  eapitol  at 
Madifwn. 

The  excitement  and  intensity  of  this  feeling  was  devel- 
oped by  the  introduction  of  Col.  Hamilton's  amendment, 
which  elicited  nn  animated  discussion  conducted,  however, 
in  the  bead  of  temper. 

Col.  Uauilton  in  describing  the  natural  boauty  of  the 
Bite  proposed  by  him  said:

Ho  described  its  central  location,  on  the  supposition  that 
the  new  Territory,  and  the  future  state  to  be  formed  from  it

Col,  Hamilton  but  gave  voice 
to  tho  general  opinion  of  politicians  at  that  time,  and  in 
thirty -one  mouths  from  the  time  of  thisBession  at  Green  Bay, 
WiiK-onsin  Territory  was  divided,  Iowa  Territory  organized, 
followed  II  few  years  Inter  by  the  admission  of  both  as 
Btatefl  in  the  Union,  and  tlio  "happy  balance  of  power.*'  was 
destroyed  forover. 

To  rotiim  to  the  debate:  Mr.  SLAi'cnTER  opposed  tho 
amendniL-nt.  because-  it  was  doubtful  whethor  any  now  Ter- 
ritory would  be  orgnnizcd,  and  if  organized  we  did  not  know 
wluil  would  be  its  boundnries;  and  because  (ho  late  elec- 
tions Were  not  conducted  with  reference  to  this  subject,  and 
tJio  Council  was  incapable  of  representing;  the  views  and 
wishes  of  the  people  upon  it.  He  thought  the  people  the 
only  tribunal  competent  to  judge  and  decide  upon  the 
question.  Ho  »aid  he  hml  no  local  influences  to  prejudice 
him:  ho  tras  opposed  equally  to  nil  locations,  but  would 
place  the  subject  upon  the  broad  principle  that  it  was  tlio 
ficople's  right  and  intereet,  and  it  should  bu  their  prtvitego 
to  deci<lu  it. 

Mr.  Bt'itXETT  said  that  if

If  that  portion  of  the  present  state  which  in  1835  was  in 
the  counties  of  Brown  or  Milwaukee  bu  called  the  eastern 
part,  and  that  which  was  then  a  part  of  Iowa  or  Crawford 
be  called  the  western  part,  it  will  be  found  that  by  the  cen- 
sus of  18S0  the  ea-ttern  part  contained  a  population  of  803,- 
809,  and  tho  western  part  511,073. 

The  amendment  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  7  to  2,  all  tho 
nterabers  voting  for  Uexcept  Messrs.  LAWRandSLAUonTRB, 
from  Brown  county.

Mr.  Kkapp,  in  reply,  said  that  hu  was  conscious  of  having 
not  only  otrted  for  thu  best,  but  in  porfcct  accord  with  the 
wishes  of  his  constituents,  whose  minds  and  feelings  he  be- 
lievod  himself  weiJ  ac(]uaint«d  with.  He  bL-Hovcd  that  the 
general  good  was  always  to  be  preferred  before  any  private 
or  local  consideration.  The  sit«  proposed  was  centrai,  and 
would  accommodate  the  greatest  number  of  the  whole;  he 
felt  no  r^rats  for  voting  as  be  had. 

The  motion  to  po«tpone  wu8  lost,  and  the  resolution  as 
amonded  was  adopted  by  ibi?  samo  vote  us  the  amendment 

On  the  9th  of  January  Sir.  ftLAUdiiTER,  from  the  commit- 
tee to  which  the  subject  had  been  referred,  reported  a 
memorial  to  Congress  on  the  subject  of  a  new  territorial 
government.  It  gave  a  graphic  description  of  the  country 
west  of  Laki?  Michigan  and  north  of  the  States  of  Illinois 
and  Missouri,  and  rupntsoutiMl  it  as  being  unsurpassed  for 
fertility  of  soil,  salubrity  of  climate  and  commercial  facili- 
ties. It  represented  the  population  at  that  timeut  twenty-five 
thousand,  and  predicted  that  in  two  years  it  would  have 
sufHciont  population  to  be  entitled,  under  the  ordinance  of 
1*S7,  to  admission  into  the  Union  as  a  state. 

It  speaks  of  Cnssville  as  among  the  most  prominent  of  the 
several  flourishing  villages  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi 
river,  and  recommends  it  as  the  most  eligible  for  the  seat  of 
govenmient  for  the  proposed  Territory. 

It  slates  that —

Mr.  BcRSETT  and  Col.  H-vmii.ton  oppcwdthe  amendment, 
and  on  takint;  the  (jiieRtion  it  was  lost- 
Mr.  Knahi' proposed  to  siikstitute  "Racine**  for  Cofisville^ 
which  was  sustained  by  Sir.  Slauohtkb,  but  the  amend- 
ment  was  not  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Slaughter  now  suggested  that  the  lav  required  the 
Council  to  meet  at  Green  Bay.  He  did  not  tliink  it  com- 
petent for  the  executive  to  alter  the  place. 

Mr.  Hamu^ton  concurred  with  Mr.  Slaughtek  and  moved 
that  the  committee  rise  and  report  against  the  resolution, 
which  was  done  and  the  resolution  lost.

A  rcsoluUoi]  iutroduc«il  by  Mr.  Vinetaro,  that  tho  print-

fes  of  the  journal  was  adopted. 

At  an  early  day  of  the  session,  Hon.  Jaui:!}  T).  Dott  had 
been  appointed  Fiscal  Agent  of  the  Territory  without  any 
expresii  underHtaiidin^  oa  to  the  extent  to  which  he  was  to 
proTido  for  the  expenfes  of  tho  Council.  Ar  theclose  of  tho 
sossion  was  approaching,  it  appeared  tliat  sonic  members  of 
tbu  Council  HUppo^ed  that  Judge  Dorr  was  to  defray  all  of 
the  expenaee,  wliich  would  probably  be  $'j,0{iu  or  (3,000, 
while  he  had  expected  only  to  defray  the  nucessury  contin- 
gent expenses,  amounting:  to  about  $500.

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And  after  the  report  of  the  oommittco  on  enrollment  as 
correctly  enrolled  of  the  memorials  and  re»olution8  adopted 
by  tile  Council; 

And  after  tlic  introduction,  discuBsion  aiid  passage  of  the 
resolution  in  relation  to  tlie  Fiscal  AKont>  the  seventh  and 
last  se»»ion  of  the  Legislutivu  Council  of  Micluf^n  Terri- 
tory, on  Friday  llio  ]5lh  day  of  January,  1S36,  adjoumwl 
nine  die. 


CHAPTER  XVI. 

OROAKI7.ATION  OF  WISCOKSIM  TERRITOHT. 

The  Indian  poaseeaory  right  of  occupancy  of  that  part  of 
the  Territory  flouth  and  east  of  the  Wisconsin  and  Fox 
Rivers  having  heen  extingiiii<hed  by  treaty,  the  surveys  of 
the  puhlic  lands  were  proseciitt'd  with  vigor  soon  after  the 
close  of  the  Black  Hawk  war.  and  that  part  of  the  Terri- 
tor)'  became  subject  to  settlement. 

As  previously  stated,  this  part  of  the  Territory  was  in 
June,  t834,divided  into  two  land  districts  the  "Wisconsin" 
district,  with  land  office  at  Mineral  Point,  and  the  "Qreea 
Bay"  district, wiih  land  oflSce  at  Green  Bay.  The  GreoD 
Bay  district  wassubsequently  divided  and  the"  MilwaukM" 
district  established  with  land  ofHc«  at  Milwaukee,  contain- 
ing the  ten  southern  townshipet  west  of  range  eighteen, 
and  the  twelve  east  of  range  sevente*  n. 

The  first  public  sale  of  lands  was  at  lil  ineral  Point  on  the 
10th  day  of  November,  1834,  in  pursuance  of  the  proclama- 
tion of  the  President,  dated  July  7, 1834,  by  which  all  the 
lands  south  of  the  Wisconsin  River  and  west  of  the  fourth.j 
principal  meridian,  were  offered  for    sale,  eorrespondinj 
with  the  townships  now  forming  Qrant  county. 

On  the  6th  of  May.  is.35,  tlie  President  issued  two  othufj 
proolnmations  for  public  land  sales;  one  for  sales  at  Or 
Bay  on  the  ITtb  ami  the  ;il«t  days  of  August,  the  other  fr 
sales  at  MiuunU  Point  on  the  7th  and  ilMi  days  of  Septet 
ber,  1835. 

These  sales  brought  into  market  ftll  the  lands  in  the  pt 
ent  counties  of  Iowa,  La  Fayette,  Greon,  Dane,  Slanitoi 
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jKewaiKifc.  Culumet,  so  much  of  Brown,  Outagamie  and 
Vjmiebugo  aa  U  east  of  the  Kox  Kivpp  and  north  of  Lake 
Winnebaijo;  Kock  county,  exc«pt  seven  towns  on  the  east- 
era  side  of  it;  the  townn  of  I>owviIIe,  Wyocena,]ilarccllon, 
Poreage,  Pacific,  Dekorra  and  Arlington  in  Columbia 
county;  the  towns  of  Kingston  ami  Mnrquotte  in  Oreen 
Lake  county  and  that  etnnll  iinrt  of  Marquette  county  south 
of  Fox  River.  Krartionul  townships  soven.  eight,  nine  and 
ten.  of  range  ti,  in  Milwaukoe  ami  Ozuukoe  counties,  em- 
bracing almost  the  entire  city  of  Milwaukue,  were  also  of- 
fered at  the  sale  held  ut  Gre«n  Bay  on  the  31  et  of  August 

The  hinrls  suutliof  Fox  riv4?r.  which  were  not  offered  at 
these  sak-s,  i-tnbruced  the  entiru  i-uuntin;  uf  Kenosha,  Ka- 
ciiie,  Walworth,  Waukveha,  Jefferson,  Washington,  Dodge, 
Fond  du  Lac,  and  Sheboygan,  and  a  part  of  the  countie.H  of 
Winnebago,  Green  Lake,  (Joiumbia,  and  Kock. 

By  a  proclamation  of  tJie  President  of  August  1.^18.19,  an- 
other sale  was  hehJ  at  Oreen  Bay  on  the  lOth  day  of  Novem- 
ber, at  which  all  the  lands  in  Kheltoygan  county,  five 
townships  in  Fond  du  Lac.  two  in  Washington,  and  four  in 
Ozaukuu  counties  were  offered  for  Mile. 

By  the  second  section  of  an  act  of  Congress,  approved 
lay  "J'.*.  18:f'-',  it  wu«  provided  that  when  two  or  more  per- 
Fbods  were  settled  on  the  sumo  quarter  suction  it  was  to  be 
equally  divided  between  the  two  first  actual  settlers,  and 
each  should  be  entitled  to  n  pre-emption  of  eighty  acres  of 
land  elsewhere  in  the  same  land  district,  so  as  not  to  interfere 
with  other  settlers  having  a  right  of  preference. 

Such  rights  of  pre-emption  "oUowhere"  were  called 
"  Qoats."  and  were  in  very  great  demand  by  speculators  in 
lands,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  desirable  locations  in  ad- 
vance of  the  public  sales,  and  many  town  sites,  supposed  at 
[the  time  to  bo  very  valuable,  were  entered  with  these 
"aoats." 

The  pre-emption  laws  in  force  at  the  time  of  these  land 
in  August  and  September,  183&,  required  that  the  set* 
'  tier,  lo  entitle  him  to  a  pre-emption  right,  should  have  culti- 
vated some  part  of  his  land  Jn  the  year  lK:i:t. 

In  a  great  many  instunc4>8,  settlers  had  gone  upon  lands 
offered  by  these  pruclumations,  with  their  families,  in  good 
faith,  to  make  homes  for  themsolves  and  their  children,  in 
the  hope  that  the  pre-emption  laws  would  be  extended  to 
them.    But  as  the  bill  for  this  purpose  had  failed  they  irere

without  tlie  protection  of  any  pre-emption  law.  and  a  serious 
ajid  widcsprt'od  fear  oxislcii  that  tlivy  would  be  deprived  of 
their  hard-eamud  poHsussions  by  the  {^reed  of  heartless  spec- 
ulaeors. 

But  when  the  time  for  action  arrived  at  the  Green  Bay 
sales,  a  spirit  of  justice  and  honorahle  defiling  proved  to  be 
paramount  to  the  demands  of  g:raHping  rapacity.  A  meet- 
ing of  the  flettlers  wa«  held,  a  committeeappointed  to  deter- 
mine the  justice  and  good  faith  of  the  claims  of  settlers  to 
their  respi-eiive  ■■  chtiuis,"  and  in  every  case  Ihe  decision  of 
the  committee  was  respected  by  the  speculators,  many  of 
whom  bad  come  from  the  oastcra  cities  to  purchase  lands 
offered  at  the  public  sales,  and  some  probably  expecting  to 
bid  upon  tho  "  claims"  of  some  of  these  settlers;  but  all  the 
settlers  were  allowed  to  purchase  their  "  claims"  at  the  mini- 
mum price.  Thegood  feelingwhieh resulted  was  evidenced 
by  the  following  card,  published  at  the  time  :

There  was  hut  little  conflict  between  the  settlers  and  speo- 
u1utor«  at  the  Mineral  Point  land  sales,  and  in  all  cases  the 
just  rights  of  tlie  settlers  were  respected. 

It  is  difficult  for  these  of  a  generation  living  half  a  cen> 
tury  after  tbeKo  events  to  appreciate  thu  importance 
attached  to  them  by  those  wbosv  interests  and  feelinga  were 
so  deeply  involved. 

The  land  sales  being  over,  the  next  subjects  to  attract  the 
attention  and  excite  the  interest  of  the  early  settlers  were 
territorial  and  congressional  legislation. 

The  last  authoritative  legislation  affecting  the  inhabitants 
of  the  territory  west  of  J^ake  Jllichigan  and  prior  to  tbe 
organization  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  July  4, 18S6, 
was  that  of  tbe  sixth  Legislative  Council  of  Michigan  Ter- 
ritoiy  at  Detroit  in  January,  1S35.  and  at  the  special 
session  in  August  of  that  year. 

The  seventh  Legislative  Council,  which  met  at  Green  Bay 
■OD  the  l8t  of  January',  183G,  in  pursuance  of  the  procluina- 
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Kon  of  Acting  Oovprnor  Mason",  was  unsible,  owinn  to  the 
non-aintearaiiie  of  Secretary  Huknkr,  acliiig  governor  who 
liad  suc<:«(!(lod  GoTvrnor  Maaok,  to  transact  any  legislative 
buxitivss  oxcopt  to  adopt  resolutions  and  menioriaU.  After 
bvinf;  most  pk-uKuutly  niitt^Ttaiiied  for  two  weeks  by  the 
c[lizi*ns  of  Gr(M<u  Buy,  who  Imvu  ever  been  famuus  for 
Uieir  boHpitatity,  the  council  adjcumud  sine  die,  and  the 
mumbLTS  wended  their  way  in  the  midst  of  winter;overa 
country  wheie  settlements  were  8o  infrequent  that  "  camp- 
ing out"  was  a  neceflsity;  to  their  re-^itective  homes  in  the 
counties  of  Milwaukee.  Iowa,  Crawford,  and  1>es  Moines. 

While  Acting  Governor  Hoks'kk  was  remaining  at  De- 
troit to  set?  that  OI'WRuk  W,  JosKs.ihe  delegate  in  Congress 
elect,  was  not  prevented  from  obtaining  bis  seat  by  tlio 
efforW  of  Mr.  WooDBRtDGE.  OS  stated  in  Governor  Hokn'er's 
eommunicution  to  a  Green  Bay  paper  bearing  date  I>t>ceui- 
bwr  H,  Gun.  Jones  was  at  Washington  representing  his 
constituents. 

Upon  the  assembling  of  Congress  on  the  ?th  of  December, 
Mr.  Jo.vi'^s  appeared  with  the  delegates  from  the  other  ter- 
ritories, wa»  qualified  and  took  bis  seat  without  opposition 
or  even  any  queetion  &a  to  his  right  to  it 

On  the  ISth  of  January,  lH:tit,  Mr.  Storkr  of  Ohio  pre- 
sented sundry  affidavits  and  certificates  relative  to  the  hite 
election  of  delegate  for  the  Territory  of  Michigan  which 
were  referred  to  the  committee  of  elections. 

On  the  1st  of  March  he  presented  documents  relating  to 
the  same  election  which  had  the  same  reference. 

These '"  affidavits  and  ccrtificatett "  and  these  "  documents" 
are  supposed  to  have  related  to  the  right  of  Mr.  Woodbkidgb 
to  the  seat,  ullhuugh  it  18  not  so  stated,  and  it  does  not 
appear  from  the  journal  of  that  session  that  he  ever  form- 
ally presented  any  claim  t(>  the  seat. 

The  committee  of  elections  made  ho  report  and  Mr.  Jones 
0(uitinuetl  to  occupy  the  seat  through  the  entire  session 
without  any  question  having  been  made  as  to  bis  right 
to  It. 

The  most  important  measure  of  the  8e8sion,60  far  m  con- 
cerned the  inliirestsof  the  iuhubltants  of  Michigan  Terri- 
tory we«t  of  l,ako  Michigan,  was  an  act "  establishing  the 
Territorial  Government  of  Wisconsin." 

This  bill  having  passed  the  senate,  where  it  originated, 
was  read  the  first  and  second  timee  in  the  house  of  Kcpre- 
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sentativc8  on  the  ^Oth  of  JIarch  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee of  ttie  whole  on  the  state  of  the  Uoion. 

On  the  2nd  of  April,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Pattos  of  Vir- 
ginia,  the  rules  in  relation  to  the  priority  of  busim-ss  were 
suspended,  for  the  purpaso  of  coitsiiluriug  thu  hiti,  and  tho 
bouse  then  ret<olved  itself  into  oomtnittcu  of  thu  whole  oa_ 
the  state  of  tho  Union,  and  reported  lliut  they  had  comB 
uo  rosoluliun  thi>roon. 

On  lliL-  7th  ol  April  it  was  again  considered  and  reported 
to  the  Home  with  umundmentfi,  when  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Junes,  the  delegate,  it  was  ordered  postponed  until  to-mor- 
row and  made  the  special  order  from  U  o'clock  A.  M.  until 
1  o'clock  P.  M. 

When  the  bill  came  up  for  consideration  the  oe  zt  day 
(April  sth)  the  first  question  was  upon  concurrinjf  in  the 
firet  amendment  reported  by  tho  committee  of  tlio  wholeoi 
tho  state  of  the  Union,  which  was  to  strilce  out  an  appropri-^ 
utioii  of  ton  thousand  acres  of  the  public  lands  for  tho 
purposti  of  building  a  capitol,  which  was  in  thu  hill  as  it 
passed  the  Senate  and  iuscrtiug  in  lieu  of  it  twenty  thou- 
sand dol  lars  for  tlie  same  purpose. 

Mr.  Bond  of  ()hii>  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  by 
reducing  the  amount  from  twenty  thousand  to  twt?lve  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars  which  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  60  to 
117,  and  the  amendment  for  twenty  thousand  dollars  was 
then  adopted. 

i/lr.  Cavk  Johnson  of  Tctinoeaee  then  moved  to  amend  the 
bill  by  Btriking  out  the  17th  soctioo,  which  appropriated 
five  thousand  dollars  for  "tho  purchase  of  a  library  for  tho 
accommodation  of  the  Assembly  and  of  the  Supreme  Court." 
The  motion  was  lost. 

The  bill  as  it  passed  the  Senate  provided  tliat  the  salary 
of  the  Govi.-rnor  should  be  two  thousand  dollars,  and  fifteen 
hundred  dollai's  as  Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs.  Mr. 
UKniiuwooD  of  Kentucky  moved  to  strikeout  this  provision 
and  insert  that  the  Governor  should  receivo  un  annual  sal- 
ary of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dolliirs  for  his  services  as 
Governor  and  as  Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs. 

Mr.  Vinton  of  Ohio  moved  to  amend  by  reducing  the 
amount  from  two  thousand  five  hundred  to  two  thousand. 
This  was  lost  aud  the  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Undek- 
wooD  was  agreed  to,  which  was  tho  second  amendment 
adopted  to  the  Senate  bill. 
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Mr.  Hakdis  of  Kentucky  moved  to  strike  out  five  thou- 
suiid  in  the  appropriiitiun  for  a  library  and  in!)«rt  two 
thousand,  which  mntion  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

The  boundary  of  tlie  Territory  as  described  in  the  Senate 
bill  after  running;  north  from  the  northeast  corner  of  tho 
state  of  Illinois  through  the  niiildUr  of  Lake  Michigan  to  a 
point  ill  the  middle  of  »ai<l  lake  and  opposite  the  main  cban- 
nel  of  Green  Bay,  run  thonco  "through  said  channel  and 
Groen  Bay  to  the  mouth  of  th«  Menomonee  river,*'  and 
tb«nce  up  that  river,  etc. 

Mr.  HuwRLL  of  Ohio  offered  an  amendment  to  strike  out 
"Oreen  Bay  to  the  mouth  of  tlie  Uenomonee  river,  etc,"  and 
insert 

'TnuD  Urt  Diltldlnof  (Ifftin  Boy  laUi*  heul  of  OiocolAla  r[Tar  tbcDCvdowri  Mid  rtrer 
biLAkpPAiiirhur.

The  effect  of  this  amendment,  if  it  had  been  adopted,  would 
liave  been  to  deprivi?  Michigan  of  a  principal  part  of  its 
northern  poniiisida,  uml  leave  it  a  part  of  the  proposed  Ter- 
ritory of  Wisconsin,  Tho  amondmout  of  Mr.  Howei,  was, 
however,  lost  and  the  boundorios  contained  iu  tlie  Senate 
hill  remained  intact. 

A  third  amendment  of  the  Senate  bill  was  adopted,  which 
as  it  was  proposed  by  a  committee  of  the  whole  on  the  state 
of  the  Union,  does  not  appear  in  the  journal.  It  wa.s  prob- 
ably unimportant  as  it  was  concurred  in  by  the  Senate. 

The  bill  was  then  read  u  third  time  and  pa.S!«ed  ami  sent 
to  the  Senate  for  concurrcuco  in  the  three  amendtnentsi. 

It  came  up  in  tho  Senate,  on  the  12th  of  April,  when  the 
first  and  the  third  amendments  wore  concurred  in,  and  the 
second,  in  relation  to  the  compcnBUtion  of  tho  Qovenior  was 
disagreed  to.and  the  bill  returned  to  the  House. 

Mr.  PATION  moved  on  the  Mth  of  April,  that  the  House 
recede  from  its  second  amendment.  This  motion  was  lost 
by  a  vote  of  5S  to  I»5. 

Mr.  Cave  Johnson*  moved  that  the  House  insist  upon  this 
Bmendmeut,  which  was  agreed  to. 

A  committee  of  conference  was  then  appointed  by  tho  ro- 
quest  of  the  Senate,  consisting  of  Messrs.  BucnASAS,  Web- 
ster and  SHKPLKy  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  and  Messrs. 
Pattos,  Kk.nnon  and  Casey  on  the  part  of  the  House. 

The  result  was  that  the  Senate  on  the  18th  of  April,  re- 
rt-ded  from  its  disagreement  t<»  the  second  amendment,  the 
effect  of  whicli  was  the  final  passage  of  the  bill  by  both 
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Houses.  It  vi-as  approved  by  President  Andrew  Jackson 
on  tbe  20th  of  April,  when  it  became  a  law. 

Although  the  few  and  widely  separated  iohabilaQtiiof  that 
portion  of  the  country  which  was  orKaniztd  into  the  Terri- 
tory of  Wisconsin,  could  not  be  said  to  have  ever  been  with- 
out some  kind  of  civil  government,  it  was  not  until  the  *th 
daj^of  July,  1830,  when  this  act  of  Congress  passed  April 
SO,  1836,  took  effect,  that  the  advantages  and  protection 
of  civil  government  were  practically  brought  wltliin 
their  reach.  The  due  exercise  of  the  throe  ««8e»tbd, 
and  only  important  element*  of  civil  power  —  l^islative, 
judicial  and  cxecutivo — was  adequately  provided  for;  and 
in  a  republican  form,exc«pttotheextentlhatit  was  limited 
by  tho  reserved  power  of  the  disapproval  of  laws,  by  Con- 
gress. 

BoCNnARiKS  — The  Territory  was  bounded  eastby  alino 
drawn  from  the  northeast  comer  of  the  Slate  of  Illinois, 
through  the  middle  of  Lake  Michigan,  to  a  point  in  the 
middle  of  said  lake  and  opposite  the  main  channel  of  Green 
Buy,  and  through  said  chnnuol  and  Green  Bay  to  the  mouth 
of  the  Meuonionee  river;  thence  through  the  middle  of  the 
main  channel  of  f^aid  river,  to  that  head  of  said  river  nearest 
to  the  Lake  of  the  Desert;  thence  in  a  direct  line  to  the 
middle  of  said  lake;  thence  through  the  middle  of  the  main 
cbanne!  of  the  Montreal  river  to  its  mouth;  thence  with  a 
direct  line  across  Lake  Superior  to  whore  the  territorial  line 
of  tho  Unit-ed  States  touches  said  lake  northwi-«t:  thence  on 
the  north  with  the  said  territorial  line,  to  the  White  Earth 
river;  on  tho  wt-st,  by  a  line  from  the  said  boundary  line, 
following  down  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  White 
Earth  river,  to  the  Missouri  river,  and  down  the  middle  of 
the  main  channel  of  the  Missouri  river,  to  a  point  due  west 
from  the  northwest  comer  of  the  State  of  Missouri  (at  that 
time  the  western  boundary  of  Misflouri  was  the  "meridian 
line  passing  through  the  middle  of  tlie  mouth  of  the  Kansas 
river,"  but  by  an  act  passed  subseijuently  at  Iho  same  ses- 
sion, it  was  extended  to  the  Missouri  river);  and  on  the 
south  from  said  point  due  east  to  the  northwest  corner  of  the 
State  of  Missouri,  and  thence  with  the  boundaries  of  tbe 
States  of  Missouri  and  Illinois,  as  already  fixed  by  acts  of 
Congress. 

Tin*  executive  power  was  vested  in  a  Qovprnnr,  who  hold 
hie  office  for  three  years,  subject  to  removal  by  llie  Prvsi- 
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5nt,  WH8  rpc|uire<]  to  reside  in  the  Territory,  was  com- 
mander-in-chief of  t)if>  militia,  wa.s  toperfomi  tliedutie^and 
receive  the  emoluments  of  Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs^ 
was  required  to  approve  all  laxvg  buforo  they  should  take 
effect,  had  the  pardoning  power  for  offenses  against  the 
laws  of  the  Territory,  and  might  reprieve  foroGFenses  against 
the  laws  of  Uie  United  States,  until  the  decision  of  the  Pres- 
ident could  be  made  known;  he  was  to  commission  all 
territorial  officers  and  take  care  that  the  laws  were  faith- 
fully executed.  His  salary  as  Governor  and  Suporiutenclent 
of  Indian  AfTairs  was  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
mmually. 

A  Secbetabt  of  tlic  Territory  was  provided  for  who  was 
to  rMido  in  the  Territory;  bis  term  of  office  was  four  years, 
suhjoct  to  removal  by  the  Presidents  His  duties  were  to 
record  and  preser\'e  all  the  laws  and  proceedings  of  the 
I..eRislative  Assembly,  and  all  the  acts  and  proceedings  of 
the  Governor  in  his  executive  department,  and  transmit  one 
copy  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  two  copies 
to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Hepresontativtw  for  the  use 
of  Congress.  He  was  authorised  and  required  to  execute 
and  perform  all  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  Governor, 
iluring  any  vacancy  caused  by  his  death,  removal  or  resig- 
nation or  during  his  necessary  absence.  The  annual  salary 
of  the  Secretary  was  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

The  legislative  power  was  vested  in  the  Oovenior  and  a 
Legislative  Assembly.  The  Legislative  Assembly  consisted 
of  a  Council  and  House  of  Representatives  elected  by  the 
qualified  x'oters.  The  council  consisted  of  thirteen  mem- 
Iwrs  whoso  terms  of  service  were  four  years.  The  House  of 
Representatives  consisted  of  twenty-six  members  whoso 
term  of  se^^■ice  was  two  years.  The  compensation  of  each 
was  three  dollars  per  day  and  three  dollars  for  every  twenty 
miles  travel  both  ways. 

The  first  election  was  to  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  Governor  should  appoint  and  direct.  Previous  to  the 
first  election  the  Governor  was  to  causo  a  census  to  be  made 
by  the  eherifFs  of  the  several  counties  of  the  inhabitants  of 
each.  The  Governor  was  to  deiOuro  the  number  of  mem> 
bers  of  the  Council  and  House  o£  Representatives  to  which 
each  of  the  counties  were  entitled  and  declare  who  was 
elected.  The  persons  thus  elected  were  to  meet  at  such 
place  on  such  day  as  the  Governor  should  appoint,  and 
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thori'iiftor  the  time,  place  and  manner  of  holding;  and  con- 
ducting all  elections,  and  tlie  apportioiiing  of  the  represent- 
atives in  the  several  counties  to  the  Council  and  House  of 
Representatives,  was  to  be  prescribed  by  law,  as  well  as  the 
day  of  the  antitial  conunencemi?ut  of  tbo  sesstous  of  tho 
Legislative  Assembly,  but  no  uesiiEon  in  any  year  could 
exceed  tlie  ti^i-m  of  Kcventy-five  dayii. 

Every  free,  wbilf  male  citizen  of  the  United  States  abovo 
the  ago  of  twenty-one  j'ears,  who  was  an  inhabitant  of  the 
Territory  at  the  time  of  its  oiy^anization,  was  enlitltKl  to 
vote  at  tbe  first  election,  and  v^w  eligible  to  any  office  in 
the  Territory;  but  the  cinnlifications  of  voters  at  all  subse- 
quent elections  wa»  to  be  such  as  should  be  determined  by 
the  legislative  Assembly;  Provided,  that  the  right  of 
suffrage  should  be  cxorcLsud  only  by  citizens  of  the  United 
Statei^. 

The  sixth  section  of  the  organic  act  declarod

The  governor  was  to  nominate  and  by  and  with  tbe 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council,  appoint  all 
judicial  officers,  justices  of  the  peace,  shenfTs  and  all  militia 
officers,  except  those  of  tbe  statT.  Clerks  of  the  courte 
were  to  be  appointed  by  tbo  judges  thereof,  but  township 
officers  and  all  other  county  officers,  were  to  be  elected  by 
tlie  people  in  such  tnanner  as  might  be  provided  by  the 
Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly. 

The  jtidicittl  jKiw^rot  the  Territory  was  vested  in  a  Su- 
preme Court,  District  Courts,  Probate  Courts,  and  justices 
of  the  peace.  Tbe  Supreme  Court  was  to  consist  of  a  chief 
justice  and  two  associate  justices,  to  hold  their  offlcts  dur- 
ing goud  bt'havior,  and  were  each  to  receive  an  annual  sal- 
ary of  eighteen  hundred  dollars.  The  Territory  was  to  be 
divided  iuto  three  judicial  districts,  and  a  district  court  to 
be  held  in  each  by  one  of  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court 
at  such  times  and  places  as  might  be  prescribed  by  law.  The 
jurisdiction  of  all  the  courts  was  to  be  as  limited  by  law, 
except  that  justices  of  the  peace  should  not  have  jurisdic- 
tion in  any  matter  where  tbe  title  or  boundaries  of  land 
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FwTgli  t  li-.-  ill  dispul<>,  nor  where  the  deMor  sum  claimed  ex- 

'cwdfd  fifty  di^llars.  Writs  of  error  and  appeali^in  diBticery 
cauM'fl  were  allowed  in  all  cxses  from  the  district  courts  to 
tlie  Supreme  Court,  ond  from  the  Supreme  Court  to  the 

I  Supreme  Court  of  the  Unite'l  Stati-s,  when  the  amount  in 
controversy  exceeded  one  thousand  dollars.  The  district 
courts  were  to  havu  and  oxerciuo  tliu  Kunio  ,)urit(diction  in 
all  cases  arising  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  tho 

jTJnilud  States  as  is  vested  in  the  circuit  and  district  court* 
of  the  United  States.  An  attorney  and  a  marshal  for  the 
Territory  were  to  be  appointed,  each  for  the  term  of  four 
Vfars,  aiiliject  to  removal  by  the  President. 

The  (iovernor,  Secretarj-,  judges,  attoi-ney,  anil  marshal 
were  to  be  nominated,  and  by  and  with  the  consent  of  Ihs 
Senate  appointed,  by  the  Pri^-sident  of  the  United  States. 
Kach  wa.-i  to  lake  an  olTicial  outh,  which  was  to  be  tiled  with 
the  Secretary  of  Ibo  Territory. 

There  wiia  to  be  appropriated  annually  three  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  to  defray  the  continKent  expenses  of  the  Terri- 
tory, to  be  expended  by  the  Governor,  and  a  sufficient  sum 
Ut  bo  expended  by  tlie  Secretary  of  the  Territorj',  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  the  Letfislative  Assembly,  the  printing  of 
the  laws,  and  other  incidental  expenses. 

Not  only  did  the  oi^anic  act  provide,  as  has  been  previ- 
ouftly  mentioned,  that  the  inhabitants   of   the  Territory 

.should  be  entitled  to  enjoy  all  the  rifi:hts.  privileges  and  ad- 

'Tantagcs  granted  and  secured  to  the  people  of  the  territory 
nortliwest  of  the  River  Ohio  by  the  articles  of  cotnpact  con- 
tained in  the  ordiuaneeof  Usr,  but  that  they  should  also  be 
entitled  to  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities  there- 
tofore granted  and  secured  to  the  Territory  of  Michigan  and 
its  inhabitmits.  It  also  provided  thattlie  laws  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Slichittan  should  be  extended  overit,  so  far  as  the 

I  same  .thonid  not  be  inoompatibie  with  the  organic  act,  sub* 
joct,  however,  to  altcraliuu.  moditteation,  and  repeal.  And 
further,  that  the  laws  of  the  United  States  be  «*xtended 
over,  and  should  be  in  force  iu  the  Territory  of  Wi»consia 
BO  far  as  they  might  be  upplieablo. 

The  Legislative  Assembly  was  to  hold  its  first  session  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  Governor  should  appoint,  and 
that  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  should  there- 
after locate  and  establish  the  seat  of  government  at  such 
place  as  they  might  deem  eligible,  subject  thereafter  to  be 
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by  them  changed.  Twenly  thoue^ttd  dollars  were  uppro- 
priaterl  to  defray  the  expenses  of  erecting  public  buildings 
at  tlic  si.-at  of  government. 

The  act  provided  for  the  election  of  a  delegate  to  the 
Houi^o  of  Representatives,  lo  serve  for  the  t«rm  of  two 
yours,  who  should  be  entitled  to  the  same  rights  and  privi- 
leges us  had  been  granted  to  the  delegates  from  the  several 
Terriloriea  to  the  House  of  Representatives.  The  first  elec- 
tion was  to  bo  held  at  such  time  and  place  or  places  as  tho 
Qovemor  should  appoint,  who  was  to  give  a  cortificato  to 
the  person  elected. 

Suitable  pnjvision  was  made  for  the  transfer  of  pending 
judicial  prucei-diugs  from  the  courts  of  Michigan  to  those 
of  Wisconsin. 

An  appropriation  of  five  thousand  dollars  was  made  for 
the  purchase  of  a  library  for  the  accommodation  of  the  As- 
sembly and  of  the  Supreme  Court 

With  these  provisions  of  the  organic  act  and  thosubso- 
gucnt  action  of  the  President  in  the  appointmentof  tho  ter- 
ritorial officers  for  which  tt  provided,  the  civil  government 
of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  was  in  complete  readiness  to 
be  set  in  operation  on  tho  4th  day  of  July,  the  day  on  which 
by  the  act,  it  was  to  be  organized. 

To  summarize  the  several  ditferent  periods  of  time  from 
tho  early  i>art  of  the  sixteenth  centurj-  to  the  organization 
of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  in  1:336,  during  which  tho 
right  of  civil  government  ho-s  been  claimed  or  exerctited  by 
different  powers,  the  facts  staled  In  this  and  tho  preceding 
chapter,  present  these  results. 

For  more  than  a  century,  from  1512  to  1C27,  the  only  claim 
to  the  right  of  civil  jurisdiction  over  the  domain  of  the  pres- 
ent state  of  Wisconsin,  which  any  governmental  power  pro- 
tended to  possess,  was  the  claim  of  Spain  derived  from  U»o 
discovery  of  Florida  by  Ponce  de  I-kon.  This  claim  was, 
however,  entirely  ideal,  as  during  that  period  no  subject  of 
Spain  ever  saw  any  portion  of  this  domain. 

From  l(i27  to  1702,  civil  jurisdiction  over  tho  Territory 
was  claimed,  and  to  a  considerable  extent  exercised  by 
France. 

By  the  treaty  of  February  10,  17C3,  resulting  from  the 
war  between  France  and  Kngland,  the  right  of  civil  juris- 
diction passed  from  the  former  to  the  latter,  and  civil  juris- 
diction accompanied  by  actual  occupancy  of  the  potits  on 
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the  norlhem  frontier  was  mainfained  by  Great  Britain  un- 
til 179fi,  althoujjli  tli«  liLst  thirteen  years  of  this  jiirisilictJon 
was  in  op<Ti  violation  of  the  treaty  of  17S3. 

During  the  Revolutionary  war  and  thereafter  until  the 
formation  of  the  Northwest  Territory  in  1787,  jurisdiction 
was  claimed  by  Virginia.  This  claim  was  practically  exer- 
cised over  and  acquiesced  in  by  the  inhabitants  of  tliat  por- 
tion of  the  territory  now  forming  the  states  of  Ohio,  Indiana 
and  Illinois  while  those  in  the  remaining  portion  wcro  com- 
pelle<l  to  rocognizo  the  power  of  Great  Britain. 

From  1787  to  1800  tlio  right  of  civil  government  waa  vested 
by  tho  Ordinance  of  1787  in  the  territorial  government 
which  it  establislied;  but  owing  to  the  jurisdiction  which 
was  maintained  by  Great  Britain,  the  right  was  not  practi- 
cally exercised  within  the  present  state  of  Wisconsin  until 

irtw. 

From  May  7,  1800,  to  January  II,  180J,  jurisdiction  over 
the  domain  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin  was  vested  in  and  ex- 
ercised by  tlie  Territory  of  Indiana. 

From  January  n,  ISOS,  until  February  3, 1801),  by  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Micbigan. 

From  February  3,  IS09,  until  December  3,  1818,  by  tho 
Territory  of  Illinois, 

From  December  3, 1818,  until  July  4, 1830,  the  Territory  of 
Michigan  again  had  and  exercised  tho  jurisdiction. 

Hitherto  our  attompta  at  hiatoriograpby  havo  resulted 
only  in  tho  expoaition  of  the  history  of  Florida,  Louisiana, 
"Virginia,  the  ^ortliwest-om  Territory,  and  the  Territories  of 
Indiana,  Illinois  and  Michigan,  so  far  as  that  portioa  of 
them  which  is  now  known  as  Wisconsin,  was  affected. 

An  epoch  is  now  reached  from  which  a  new  historical 
departure  is  to  be  taken,  and  the  story  is  to  be  told  of  the 
sottloment,  development  and  progress  of  tho  Territory  of 
Wisconsin,  from  its  organization  as  a  distinct  territorial 
government  in  183<^,  to  its  admission  into  the  Union  as  a 
sovereign  independent  state  in  1S48,  This  period  of  twelve 
years  Is  highly  interesting,  as  being  that  in  which  the  polit- 
ical characti-r  and  material  features  of  the  future  State 
were  molded  and  cryBtallized. 
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CHAPTER  XVU. 


TERmiORY  OF  WISOONBIS  IN  1833. 

The  early  orKanization  of  the  new  Territory  of  Wisconsin 
was,  during  the  years  1S3A  and  the  early  part  of  1836,  clearly 
foreseen  as  one  of  the  inevitable  results  of  ilio  formation  of 
the  independent  .Stale  of  Michigan.  The  f ragmen lary  Ter- 
ritot-y  of  Michigan  thus  left,  wa«  not  designed  and  was  illy 
adapted  to  the  wants  of  (be  inhabitants  of  the  country  west 
of  the  lake. 

The  or]gani2ation  of  the  new  Territory  was  delayed  until 
the  question  of  the  boundaries  oC  the  State  of  Michigan 
could  be  acted  upoo  by  Congress,  and  so  soon  as  it  was 
known  what  that  actiun  would  be,  it  was  anticipated  by  the 
act  to  organize  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  which  was  passed 
April  SO,  1836,  although  the  act  to  provide  for  the  admission 
of  the  State  of  Michigan  into  the  Union  was  not  pa»ied  until 
twenty-five  days  later. 

The  scenes  and  events  successively  occurring  during  the 
twelve  years  of  the  existence  of  the  Territory  of  WisconBin, 
which  were  so  commonplace  at  the  timu  of  their  oofurreueo 
as  to  make  hut  little  impression  upon  those  immediately 
connected  with  them,  may  now  possess  some  historic  in- 
terest to  those  who  had  no  personal  knowledge  of  them,  if 
not  create  a  revived  int4>r<'st  in  those  who  participateil  in 
them;  which  can  only  be  gratified  by  a  reference  to  the 
archives  of  the  State  Historical  Society. 

The  spirit  of  migration,  the  desire  for  change,  is  holicvod 
to  be  the  fuiidanieuuil  element,  the  iuspirittg  euuse  of  and 
chief  reason  for  the  wonderful  progress  which  has  marked 
the  advance  of  Amorican  civilization,  especially  in  the 
states  formed  out  of  the  Northwest  Territory. 

Whatever  the  cause,  the  historical  fact  is  now  acknowl- 
edged, that  the  rapidity  of  settlement  in  Wisconsin  for  the 
fifteen  years  next  succeeding  ]R3->,  was  altii.it«t,  if  not  quite, 
unprecedented  in  the  settlement  of  new  statett.  Previous 
to  1W5  much  the  largest  proportion— about  two  thirds— of 
the  population  of  the  Territoo'  was  to  be  found  in  Iowa 
county.  They  had,  however,  generally  come  in  search  of 
luadf  and  nearly  all  with  the  exp&ctatioQ  of  soon  getting

rich  and  reluminff  to  the  homes  they  had  left  behind  them. 
It  was  eniiihatirally  a  jUxttiiiy  population.  Many,  however 
— aome  attracUKl  by  success,  and  eoine  compelled  by  the 
ii«CMBitieti  rcBuUing  from  ill-luck— remain<Ki,  and  bccamo 
pertnanoDt  iohitbilants  of  thu  country,  which  thuy  bad  vis- 
ited only  iia  an  advpnturous  experiment. 

Aft«r  the  Indian  right  of  oreupancy  on  the  lands  south 
and  east  of  the  Wiitconsin  and  Fox  rivers  had  been  extin- 
ffuiohed,  the  lands  had  been  surveyed  and  offered  for  sale, 
which  to  a  limited  extent  occurred  in  November,  Wd\,  and 
more  extensively  in  Auguxt  and  September,  ]>>35,  the  pur- 
poew  of  moMt  of  those  who  came  with  no  fixed  intention  of 
l!«ro^ntn);  Kfume  changed.  They  purchased  land  mid  bu- 
eamc  permanently  identified  with  the  country;  and  the 
same  influences  which  were  thus  nperatinK  upon  those  who 
were  already  here,  produced  a  like  effect  upon  lar^e  num< 
Ikts  possessed  of  the  migratory  spirit,  but  whose  feet  had 
never  tro<J  the  soil  west  of  Lake  Micbican,  and  induced 
tbcm  also  to  become  permanent  inhabitants  of  the  new  Tei^ 
ritory. 

Another  class,  who  were  characterized  by  the  settlers  at 
"  Bpeculators,"  visited  the  country,  either  personally  or  by 
agents,  in  f^eat  numbers  and  purchased  very  large  (juanti- 
tieei  of  thti  ebuiccKt  mI  the  public  landn,  which  had  been 
offered  for  sale  in  1S34  and  1835,  These  purchases  were 
almost  exclusively  made  on  speculation,  and  with  no  pur- 
pose of  occupancy,  but  solely  with  the  expectation  of  selling 
the  lands  at  a  future  period  at  a  greatly  increased  price. 
The  effect  of  these  speculations  was  greatly  to  retard  and 
prevent  the  occui»ancy  of  the  country  by  permanent  inhabi- 
tants. ' 

Some  idea  i...iy  1)6  formed  of  the  mastiiitude  of  this  land 
njieculation  from  the  fact,  which  the  n-rnrds  of  the  General 
Lund  Office  show,  that  the  total  sales  of  the  Qovemmeot 
lands  in  Wisconsin  previous  to  Iieoftmber,3l,  lS3fi,  amounted 
to  879,014  acres,  of  which  as  much  as  coo.CKX)  acres  were 
probably  sold  to  speculators. 

The  correctness  of  this  estimate  is  confirmed  by  the  fact 
that  the  total  amount  of  sales  during  the  years  1S37  and  1838, 
ctfterthe  spirit  of  speculation  had  ceosed,  amounted  to  only 
3U0,919  acres,  alihouKh  the  population  during  that  period 
had  more  than  doubled. 

The  wild  spirit  of  speculation  which  pervaded  the  whole 
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country"  in  1838  is  within  the  present  recollection  of  the  older 
persons  of  the  present  generation.  The  currency  of  the 
country,  which  consisted  mainly  of  the  notes  of  atato  banks, 
was  abuormally  expanded.  The  Receivers  of  the  Land 
offices  were  authorized  to  receive  the  uotus  of  many  of  the 
state  banks  in  payment  for  the  public  lauds,  au^  appear- 
ances seemed  to  indicate  that  the  entire  body  of  the  public 
domain  would  soon  be  oxchunKed  for  bonk  credits  and  paper 
mouL>y,  and  would  be  absorbed  by  speculators  to  the  serious 
injur}'  of  actual  settlers  and  emigrants. 

In  this  condition  of  things,  the  specie  circular,  as  it  was 
called,  of  Levi  Woodbcrv,  Spcretarj-  of  the  Treasury,  was 
issued  by  the  direction  of  President  Andrew  jACKsos,wliioli 
had  the  effeot  to  soon  arrest  the  land  speculating^  mania. 

This  circular  was  issued  on  the  Uth  July,  1830,  and  recited, 
that—

and  then  instructed  the  Keceivers  of  Public  Money, —

The  circular  further  stated  that  —

The  specie  circular,  considered  with  reference  to  its  effects 
subsequent  to  the  time  when  it  went  into  operation,  produced 
all  the  bcnt-ficial  results  which  hud  been  hoped  for  it  by 
QeneralJACKsoN,  but  so  far  OS  related  to  southwestern  Wis- 
consin, embracing  the  present  counties  of  Grant,  Iowa, 
La  Fayette,  Dane,  Green,  and  the  west  half  of  Hock  and 
Columbia,  its  wisdom  was  analagous  to  that  of  the  old  adage 
of  locking  the  stable  after  the  horse  was  stolen.    A  Teiy 
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larfte  proportion  of  tho  most  valuable  lands  in  that  portion 
yf  the  State  had  before  the  L5th  of  August,  1»3C,  passcnl  from 
the  coutrol  of  th«  government  to  that  of  speculators. 

The  result  was  that  the  great  ina»»  "  of  omifjrants  in 
search  of  new  homes/'  tluriiitj  the  years  1830, 1837,  iiiid  18:(8, 
avoided  those  eouMtios  which  had  been  affected  by  the 
niildew  of  speeulntion,  and  swarmed  upon  the  counties  o£ 
Kunoslm,  Racine,  Waukesha,  Dodge,  Jefferson,  Walworth 
and  the  eastern  parts  of  Roclc  and  Columbia,  where  the 
lands  were  not  offered  for  sale  until  1839,  and  wliere  a 
choice  of  location  was  open  to  them,  and  into  which  the 
blight  of  land  monopoly  had  not  yet  entered.  "Claims" 
were  made  and  when  accompanied  by  such  visihlc  actt]  as 
indicated  the  good  faith  of  the  claim  and  tho  intODtiOD  of 
oecupancy.  w^-re  ulways  respected. 

These  imnii(;ratits,  thus  locating  upon  tho  public  lands, 
though  called  not  inaptly  "  squatters,"  were  not,  and  were 
never  regarded,  either  by  the  Government,  by  themselves 
or  by  Uie  community  of  which  they  formed  a  part,  as  tres- 
passers. The  pre-emption  acts  of  1830,  1832, 1833  and  1834, 
although  limitod  hi  tho  period  of  their  operation  which 
expiri-d  iu  June,  IRSO,  encouraged  such  "squatting"  as  well 
BS  a  just  expectation  that  the  pre-emption  right  would  be 
revived,  which,  however,  was  not  realized  until  tho  act  of 
June  22, 183S,  by  which  this  right  was  extended  for  a  fur- 
ther period  of  two  years. 

A  community  of  interest  and  a  spirit  of  justice  which 
demanded  that  the  pioneer  immigrant  should  not  be  robbed 
of  the  fruit-s  of  his  lionest  toil,  gave  to  these  squatters* 
claims  all  the  practical  security'  which  belonged  to  a  patent 
from  the  government,  and  as  a  consequence  the  inhabitants 
pursued  their  ordinary  avocations  in  peace  and  safety  and 
devoted  the  same  time  and  attention  to  the  interests  of  tho 
public  as  was  the  case  in  older  communiticH. 

In  the  last  chapter  was  given  in  detail  the  features  of  the 
organic  act  of  the  Territory.  The  first  appointmentds  mode 
by  the  President  and  Senate  of  the  several  officers  provided 
for  by  that  act  were:

On  the  4th  of  July  the  Governor  auU  Secretary  toot  the 
prescribed  oath  of  office  at  MLucrul  Poiut,  w)iich  event  con- 
tributed a  novel  and  interesting  elvmvDt  to  a  grand  celebra- 
tion of  the  national  jubilee,  which  was  wry  gonorally 
partici|>ut<.'d  in  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  lead  niiue  region, 
of  which  that  hamlet  was  then  tlie  recognized  metropolis. 

The  first  important  tiling  to  bo  done  to  complete  tlie  or- 
ganization of  the  embryo  territorial  government  was  the 
convening  of  the  Ixrgislatlvo  AKsemhly.  Preliminary  to 
this  a  census  was  to  Ir-  ttikt-n  by  the  jilKTiffs,  uiid  an  appor- 
tiunm^nt  of  members  of  t)iu  two  branches  made  by  the  Gov- 
ernor among  the  several  counties.

Governor  Dodob  Uwied  a  procla- 
mation to  the  eflfect  that  he  had  apportioned  the  members 
of  the  Council  and  House  of  Bi-presciitutivv«  amongst  the_ 
several  counties  of  the  Territory  as  follows:

The  proclamation  farther  ordered  and  directed  that  the' 
first  election  should  bo  held  on  the  second  Monday  of  Octo- 
ber, and  that  the  electors  pre«ont>  on  the  day  and  at  the 
place  of  election,  might  elect  tliroe  persons  to  preside  at  and 
conduct  said  election,  and  provided  for  tho  return  and  can- 
vass of  the  votes. 

It  further  ordered  and  directed  that  the  merolwrs elected 
from  tho  several  counties  should  convene  at  Belmont  in 
thecounty  of  Iowa  on  tho  a5lh  of  October,  for  the  puq)O80 
of  organizing  Uie  first  session  of  tlic  Legislative  Assembly. 
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It  also  dirccteJ  and  appt>intc<l  thai  at  thu  same  tiiiu'  nml 
places  sppcifit-d  for  electing  nicmiifrs  of  Ihe  legielaluri', 
there  should  be  elected  a  delegate  to  Congress  for  the  term 
of  two  years, 

The  election  campaign  was  quite  brief,  hardly  one  month, 
hut  it  excited  verj'  cotiBiderulilo  interest. 

Grorgr  W.  Jokes  of  Sinsinawa  Mound  in  Iowa  (now 
Grant)  county  had  bet-n  the  delegate durinK  the  firslsession 
of  the  a4lh  ConRTess,  1  ><-■).'►-«,  from  the  frajiment  of  Micliigun 
Territory  rcmainitiK  after  the  creation  of  the  State  of  ilich- 
igan.  He  had  rendered  hiins«lf  very  acceptable  to  the  peo- 
ple of  the  new  Territory  of  Wiscansin,  especially  hy  bis 
xealous  and  Kucce»sful  efforts  in  securing  the  i>a»Mige  of 
the  act  of  April  30,  for  its  organization.  It  appeared  to  be 
very  generally  thought  that  an  election  oe  the  first  dek-gato 
from  the  new  Territory  was  due  to  him  as  a  rueognilion  of 
his  valuable  servires,  while  it  would  at  the  same  time  pro- 
mote the  best  jntere9ta  of  the  infant  Territory.  Kxpresaion 
was  given  to  this  general  feeling  at  a  public  meeting  held 
at  Belmont  on  the  i'3d  of  September.  ,in  pursuance  of  very 
extouKivo  notice,  for  the  purpose  of  nominating  candidates 
for  the  Legislature;  when  Cal.  Joses  was  recommended  as 
a  suitable  person  for  Delegate,  and  as  "possessed  of  integ- 
rity, untiring  xeal,  perweverance,  industry  and  weight  of 
character."  His  election,  however,  was  not  destined  to  be 
entirely  unanimovis. 

MosKs  Mkbkkr,  one  of  the  earliest  settlers  of  the  lead 
mines,  who  first  came  to  Galena  in  November,  1K23,  and 
permanently  located  there  in  June,  18'J3,  with  his  family 
and  several  others,  all  of  whom  came  in  a  keel  boat  from 
Cincinnati,  announced  himself  as  a  candidate  in  a  card 
daU«I "  Blue  Kiver,  Iowa  Co.,  September  21,  183ti."'  His 
candidacy  was  indorsed  by  a  meeting  subsequently  held  at 
Mineral  Point,  called  for  the  purpose  of  nominating  candi- 
dates for  the  Legislature.  ,

Tbe  elections  for  membeni  of  tlie  Legislature  were  con- 
ducted on  personal  and  local  groimds,  and  aside  from  tnf^ro 
persona]  prcforenccs,  tlie  questions  nffi-cting  tho  results 
were  tlioi^c  which  wt-ro  supposud  to  uffcict  locuJintcrestii,  oa- 
pecially  the  division  of  countiuB,  creating  neve  counties  and 
locating  county  B'iats. 

In /uivo  coun/f/ two  tickets  were  put  in  nomination,  sup- 
posed to  represent  different  local  intereata;  one  by  a  meet- 
ing held  at  Belmont  on  the  23rd  of  September,  the  otlier  by 
a  meeting  subsequently  held  at  Mineral  Point.

The "  Minoral  Point"  ticket  was  supposed  to  bo  in  favor 
■of  the  division  of  Iowa  county  in  tho  mode  adopted  by  tho 
Legislature,  with  county  seats  at  Mineral  Point  and  on 
Boice  Prairie  (Lancaster).  The  candidates  nominated  on 
tho  "Belmont"  tirket  were  supposed  to  favor  a  divisiuaj 
which  should  create  one  county  out  of  ranges  one  and  Iwe ' 
east,  with  one  and  two  west,  with  the  county  seat  at  Bel- 
mont or  Plnttcvjllo,  and  another  county  west  of  that,  com- 
prising ranges  three,  four,  five,  and  six  west,  with  a  county 
seat  at  Cossville. 

In  liroiim  county  the  candidatos  for  the  Council  were 
Hbnry  S.BAIKD,  John  P.  Arndt,  and  Morgan  L.  Marti.v, 
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of  whom  Messrs.  Baird  and  Arndt  were  elected.    The  can-

No  iDcmber  of  the  Couucil  was  apportioned  to  this  county 
by  (he  Qo%-emor,  whereat  a  public  meeting  wa*  held,  said  to 
hav4)been  "the  larRcst  ever  held  in  tbe  county  upou  any 
public  occasion,"  itt  wbich  resolutions  were  adopted,  among 
which  was  tbe  foUowiuK:

Both  houses  convened  on  the  day  appointed  hy  the  Qov- 
ernor  (Octohor  25).  and  a  quorum  being  present  fn  each 
hon»e  tlie.v  wore  duly  organized,  the  oath  having  beea 
administered  by  the  Governor. 

In  the  council  IXekbv  S.  Baird  was  elected  PreeideDt> 
Edward  Mc^urkkv,  of  Mineral  Point,  was  elected  Secre- 
tary, and  William  Heskv,  of  Mineral  Point,  Sergcant-at- 
Arras. 

In  the  House  of  Representatives,  Peter  HillEnole  was 
elected  Speaker,  Warner  Lewis,  of  Dubuque,  Chief  Clerk, 
and  Jkssb  M.  Hakkison,  Scri^-unt-ut-Arms. 

On  the  second  day  of  tho  session  tho  Governor  delivered 
his  message  in  person,  to  the  two  houses  jointly  assembled. 
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The  me*i*«g«  roconmicndi-d  early  action  in  defining  tho 
jurisiliotiun  unci  puw(>rs  uf  itie  svvvral  <.'ourtt>.  dividing  tliu 
territory  into  judicial  districts  and  jircscribing  tho  timm 
and  placcfl  of  holdingcountt. 

It  recommended  a  memorial  to  Congress  for  extending 
the  right  of  pre-emption  to  settlei-s  on  the  public  lands,  and 
tominerH  for  tlieir  mineral  lots,  and  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  "pricv  of  tho  public  lands  should  bo  reduced  and 
graduiiied  according  to  the  value  of  the  land"  and  that  "the 
public  interest  would  he  greatly  promoted  hy  the  cstubUirk- 
mcnt  of  a  Surveyor  Qeneral'd  office  within  the  Territory." 

It  recommended  a  m«>morial  to  Congress  asking  an  appro- 
priation of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  doHarsfor  the 
completion  of  the  work  of  the  removal  of  the  obstructions  in 
tlie  rapidj*  of  the  Upper  Misisissijipi  fur  which  forty  thousand 
dollars  had  been  appropriated  ul  the  last  SMsion  of 
CoDgross.  Also  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  cover  tho  ox- 
pease  of  surveying  all  the  necessary  harbors  on  Lake  Mich- 
igan and  the  construction  of  such  habors  and  light^houses  at 
the  most  eligible  situations  for  the  security  and  protection 
of  our  lake  trada  Also  for  the  survey  of  the  Fox  river 
from  Green  Bay  to  Fort  Winnebago. 

Tiie  following  passage  is  interesting,  as  showing  the  ideas 
of  the  Governor  at  thai  day  ou  the  subject  of  iutcrual  im- 
provementfi  in  the  Territory:

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A  considorablo  portion  of  tht-  metsKiige  was  tievotod  to  th~ 
subject  of  "  oi'guniziug  and  annin;;  the  militin/'  which  the 
Govenior  regarded  as  "  of  great  iolerest  to  the  future  peace 
of  the  people  of  the  Territory." 

Mounted  riflemen  were  recommended  as  "the  most  effi- 
cient troopH  for  the  protection  and  defense  of  our  frontier 
Bettlement*;"  one  company  composed  of  sixty  men  Iwsidee 
officers,  was  recommended  to  be  organised  hy  law  in  tiach 
county,  to  be  uniformed  and  required  to  muster  ono«  during 
each  month,  and  held  at  all  timeii  in  readiness  to  take  the 
field.  The  jueticc  and  propriety  of  asking  of  Congress  a  de- 
posit of  thrt-L- thousand  stand  of  arms — one  half  rifles  and 
the  remainder  nmskets— for  the  use  of  the  citizens  in  the 
event  of  an  Indian  war,  with  fixed  ammunition  prepared 
fiufflcient  for  a  campaign  of  four  months,  was  recommended. 
Also  four  light  braes  field  pieces  (three  poundei-s)  fixed  on 
carriages,  with  a  supply  of  fixed  ammunition  for  them, 

Ko  law  was  passed  for  "  organizing  and  arming  the  mili- 
tia," no  cnmpauitis  of  mounted  riflemen  were  organized,  no 
"  arms'*  or  "  field  pieces"  were  deposited  by  the  Government, 
and  no  "  Indian  war"  occurred  to  demonstrate  the  wisdcnn 
of  these  prejiarations  for  such  an  event 

The  Oovemor  voluntarily  divested  himself  of  the  abso- 
lute negative  given  him  by  the  organic  act,  so  faros  related 
to  Oie  permanent  location  of  the  seat  of  government,  by  the 
declaration  with  which  his  message  concluded,  iu  tlivsu 
words: 

"IdeMullprnparMnalvUwtniraMwiiCiilllbvftTvnloltolacBtlonal  •arporaiaban 
■  majcirilr  ot  Uienfinaentotlnaof  Ilie  people  Km  ll  winixat  pmneMtba  puMIe  food." 

The  appropriation  "  to  defray  the  expuuses  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly,"  approved  Slay  9,  lS3e,  was  only  ?!>,.tOO.  tt 
was  estimated  by  the  Bnance  committee  that  the  actual  ex- 
penses of  the  session  would  be  $1S,980,  leaving  a  deficit  of 
♦fl.WO.     The  actual  deficit  was  $15,73n.l6. 

To  meet  this  deficit  an  act  was  passed  November  13, 183C, 
authorizing  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  to  borrow  such 
sum  as  might  be  wanted  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
session,  not  to  exceed  $10,0O0,  The  SocrLitary  was  not  able 
to  make  the  loan, and  tbe  act  was  repealed  I>ccember  8th. 
In  the  meantime,  a  joint  resolution  adopted  December  3rd, 
by  which  John  Atciiinson,  Kaq.,  was  appointed  Fiscal 
Agent,  contained  a  pledge 

"Tbat  all  ulTuioMct  money  mtili-  by  him,  iliouU  be  nAoiMldl  to  fclmoMof  muh 
mearf  aa  mlybt  thgrtiifWrb«H'|»roprl»trd  by  Oongf«i^" 
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The  first  act  of  this  soesion  was  on«  which  priviiogod  tho 
members  ironi  nrroBl  oad  contorrod  upon  thorn  authority  to 
punish  for  contempt. 

Tho  next  act  divided  tlic  Tfrritory  into  three  judiVial  dis- 
tritrlii,  UDiI  made  an  aasignniont  of  one  of  the  three  judgee 
to  each  district  Crawford  and  Iowa  counties  constituted 
the  first  district,  to  which  tJie  chief  justice  wa.-*  assigned; 
Dubuque  and  Dt^s  Moines  llio  second  to  wliich  Judge  Ikvis 
was  assigned,  and  Judge  Frazer  was  assigned  to  tlie  third, 
consisting  of  Milwaukee  and  Brown  countlc«,  The  act 
proTide<l  that  two  tertna  uf  the  district  courts  sliould  be  held 
annually  in  each  of  the  coiintic»,  and  proscribed  tlio  times 
for  tlic  commcDcenicut  of  thu  t^-Tins  in  the  several  counties. 
Subgcquently  another  act  waa  passed  authorizing  the  judges 
to  api>oint  clerks  of  the  courtH  previous  to  the  holding  of 
th«T  first  t«rm. 

Three  banks  were  incorporated  —  the  Miners'  Bank  of  Du- 
buque, the  Bank  of  Mineral  Point  and  the  Bank  of  Mil- 
waukee, all  of  which  were  organized  and  went  into 
operation,  and  all  failed  and  becaiue  utterly  bankrupt,  as 
did  also  the  Bank  of  Wisconsin  at  Green  Bay,  which  was 
incorporatod  In  I8lt5  by  the  X>cgi!;lutivo  Council  of  Michigan 
Territory.  Tho  loss  su»;tainvd  by  the  community  by  the 
failure  of  the  Bank  of  Mineral  I'oint  was  over  S^uo.ono. 

AU  the  territory  south  and  east  of  the  Wisconsin  and  Fox 
Rivera  was  subdivided  into  counties,  the  boundaries  of 
which  w*>re  mainly  like  those  of  the  existing  counties,  ex- 
cept that  Kenosha  has  been  formed  from  Racine;  Waukesha 
from  Milwaukee;  Ozaukee  from  Washington;  Green  I^ake 
from  Marquelle  and  La  Fayette  from  Iowa.  Columbia 
county  was  called  Portage,  In  most  of  the  counties  the 
county  seats  were  established  at  the  same  session.  These 
questions,  however,  did  not  create  much  discussion  or  ex- 
citement in  tho  Legislative  Assembly,  as  the  qtiostions, 
where  any  existed,  bad  been  mainly  decided  at  the  elec- 
tions, and  the  members  had  only  to  give  effect  to  the 
expresAed  will  of  those  citizens  by  whom  they  bad  been 
elect4!d. 

The  great  and  paramount  question  of  the  session  was  the 
location  of  the  seat  of  government.  To  thisall  others  were 
Bubonlinate  and  made  subservient.  The  wild  spirit  of  spec- 
ulation, which  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  l$3ti  had,  like  a 
tornado,  swept  over  the  whole  country,  and  which,  having 
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invaded  and  unsettled  the  prices  of  every  specicsof  personal 
properly,  xeized  upon  the  unsold  public  domain,  %vhich  was 
transferred  by  niillioii^  of  acres  from  the  control  of  Ihc  Gov- 
ernment and  tlie  occtipatioii  of  tlie  settler,  to  the  dominion 
of  the  speculator,  nitltough  on  the  wane  in  tlie  last  months 
of  tJint  yeiir,  was  slill  omnipotent,  and  exerted  a  marked 
influence  upon  many  of  the  members  of  the  Belmont  I,.«s:is- 
lature. 

Nuraerons  speculators  were  in  attendance  with  beautiful 
maps  of  prospective  cities,  whose  future  greatness  wan  por- 
trayed with  all  the  fervor  and  eloquence  which  the  cxcit4^ 
imaginations  of  their  proju-ietors  conld  display,  Madison, 
Belmont,  Fond  du  Lac.  and  Cassville  were  the  points  which 
were  most  prominently  urged  upon  the  consideration  of  the 
members.  Hun.  James  I>uan'b  Dotv,  afterwanl  a  del^ate 
in  Congress  and  Governor  of  the  Territory,  and  more  re- 
cently Qoveruor  of  Utah,  where  he  died.  hu<i  rcaidwl  numy 
years  at  Green  Bay  as  additional  Judge  of  Michigan  Terri- 
tory. His  frequent  journeys  in  discharge  of  his  judicial 
duties,  in  the  different  parts  of  the  Terriliiry,  had  rendered 
him  familiar  with  its  geography  and  topography,  and  had 
given  him  superior  advantages  for  judging  of  the  eligibility 
of  different  points  as  sites  for  the  capital  of  the  Territory 
and  future  State.  Judge  DoTY  fixed  upon  the  isthmus  be- 
tween the  third  and  fourtli  of  the  Four  Lakes,  and  in  con- 
junction with  STEVEN'S  T.  Masox,  the  Governor  of  Michigan 
Territory,  purchased  from  the  Government  about  one  thou- 
sand acres  in  sections  13,  14,  'i3,  and  ^-1,  upon  the  common 
corner  of  which  the  capital  now  stands.  Upon  this  tract  of 
land  a  town  plat  was  laid  out,  called  Madison,  and  under 
the  auspices  of  its  founder  became  a  formidable  competitor 
for  the  honor  and  advantages  of  being  selected  as  the  suat 
of  government.  Madison  town  lots  in  large  numbers  were 
freely  distributed  among  memlwrs,  tlieir  friends,  and  others 
who  were  supposed  to  possess  influence  with  them. 

Xearly  four  weeks  were  spent  in  skirmishing  outside  the 
legislative  halls,  when  on  the  ^Ist  of  November,  the  battle 
was  formally  opened  in  the  Council,  and  the  bill  considered 
in  committee  of  the  whole  until  the  33d,  when  it  was  reported 
back  in  the  form  in  which  it  became  a  law,  fixing 
upon  Madison  as  the  seat  of  government,  and  providing  that 
the  sessions  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  should  bo  held  at 
Burhngton,  in  Des  Moines  county,  until  March  4.  1839,  unless

tlic  public  Iniildings  at  Madison  should  be  sooner  completed. 
When  the  bill  was  reporled  hack  by  llio  coramittoe  of  the 
whole,  and  was  under  consideration  in  the  Council,  where 
the  nyes  and  noes  could  be  ciillud,  a.  spiritfd  attack  was  made 
upon  it,  and  mc^tiom;  to  Etriku  out  Madison  and  insert  some 
otliur  place  were  succeBsively  made  in  favor  of  Fond  du 
Lqo,  Dubuque,  PorlaRp,  Helena,  Milwaukee,  Racine,  Bel- 
mout,  Mineral  Point.  I'latteville,  Green  Bay, Cassville,  Belle- 
view,  Koshkonong,  \V isconsinapolifl.  Fern,  and  Wisx^nsin 
City:  hut  all  with  one  uniform  resull^ — ayes  6,  nnea  7;  and 
the  bill  waH  by  the  same  vote  ordered  engrossed,  and  the  next 
ilay  pa-sHed  the  Council. 

The  members  of  the  Council  who  bail  votod  for  the  bill, 
and,  of  course,  in  favor  of  Madison  as  the  pennancnt  s&at 
of  govcrnmeul,  wure  Messrs.  Ahndt,  Brigoam,  IxoniiAM, 
SWEKT.  Smith.  Tkkkv  and  Teas;  and  those  who  voted 
against  it  were  Messrs.  Folky,  Knapp,  McKniout,  McCra- 
NKV.  ViNKYARi)  and  Baihd  (Prea't). 

A  protest  ttigned  by  all  who  voted  against  it,  except  Mr. 
ViSKYARD,  was  afterwards  presented,  but  the  Council  re- 
fuReil  to  receive  it. 

In  the  Hous«  of  Representatives  the  opposition  was  not 
so  formidable,  and  on  the  '^8th  the  bill  was  ordered  to  a 
third  reading  by  u  vote  of  16  to  ]0  and  passed  the  same  day. 
Those  who  voted  for  the  passage  of  the  bill  were  Messrs. 
Blair,  Box,  Huvi.ks.  CiiASfK,  CoHSWALr.,  Ci)X,  Dukkeb 
JcvKi.'js,  Lkkvlkk,  C(x;kwo<id,  McKNioirr,  Pakkix80» 
RrVNOLns,  Shani-kv  and  Teas.  Those  who  voted  against  it 
were  Messrs.  Camp,  CHrLOs.  Dau.am.  Ei.i.is.  I«wis,  Now- 
Lix.  QriGLEY,  Sheldon,  Suith,  Whkklkr  and  Ksole, 
(Speaker). 

The  speaker,  in  his  farewell  address  to  the  House,  thus 
^alluded  to  this  mca.suro:

On  the  ;tlfit  of  (K-toher  the  President  laid  before  thoCoun- 
cil  a  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory 
accompanied  with  "a  (freat  seal  of  Wisconsin  Territory" 
and  an  impression  thereof. 

The  seal  was  2^  inches  iu  diameter.  Upon  the  scroll,  sur- 
mounting the  seal  are  the  words  "  Great  Seal  of  Wisconsin," 
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A  miner's  arm  projects  from  thy  left,  grasping  a  pick  and 
suHpeiiiJiiig  it  ovlt  u  pilu  of  lead  on.'.  UhUlt  tlio  busc  line 
are  tho  word*  "  -ith  day  of  July,  Anno  Domino,  1830." 

Jitvmorials  to  Congress  were  adopted  asking  for  aid  to 
construct  a  railroad  from  Lake  Michigan  to  t)ie  MicmiBtiippi 
River;  request ing  that  three  thousajid  stand  of  arms—  half 
rifles  and  half  muskets  — one  thousand  pi.'^tols,  and  four 
light  field  pieces,  be  dopositiHl  within  tlie  Trrrilory  for  the 
use  of  the  citizens;  asking  a  small  appropriuliun  to  defray 
tlie  expense  of  surveying  a  canul  from  the  mouth  of  tlie 
Sheboygan  River  to  the  head  of  Lake  Winnebago;  also  for 
an  appropriation  of  eight  thousand  dollars

to  complete  tho  opening  and  building  of  which  military 
road  already  surveyed,  an  approprialiou  of  tho  necossarjl 
sum  wail  asked  An  appropriation  was  also  asked  for^ 
a  wagon  road  from  Milwaukee  via  Madison  to  the  Mississ- 
ippi River.  Another  memorial  was  adopted  asking  the  fol- 
lowing appropriatioUR  for  internal  improvements: 

For  the  improvement  of  the  Jiarbor  and  construction  of 
a  light  hoiitti'  at  Milwaukt^^',  thirty  tliousand  dollars; 

Al  Racine  twenty-six  thousand  dollars; 

At  the  mouth  of  Piko  River  (Kenosha)  six  thousand  6ve 
hundred  dollars; 

At  the  mouth  of  Sheboygan  River*,  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars; 

At  the  mouth  of  ^lanitowoc  River,  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars : 

Al  llie  mouth  of  Kewaunee  River,  twelve  thousand  dollars; 

At  the  mouth  of  Twin  Rivers,  six  tliousand,  four  hundred 
dollars: 

For  the  construction  of  a  pier  and  beacon  light  at  L«<ng 
Tail  Point  at  the  head  of  Green  Bay.  twenty  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  six  hun<Ired  dollars  for  buoys  to  mark  the  ship 
channel  from  thence  to  the  mouth  of  Fox  River;  the  sum  of 
tweiuy-five  tliousan<l  dollars  for  the  improvement  of  Fox 
River;  and  tho  sum  of  two  thousond  dollars  for  the  survey 
of  the  Wisconsin  River,  and  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars for  tho  suri'ey  of  Rock  River.  An  appropriation  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  n-os  asked  for  tlie 
improvement  of  the  rapids  of  the  Mississippi  River. 
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A  Tn^moriat  wns  also  adopted  asking  far  tbo  piissngo  of  a 
piv-emiilioii  hiw. 

An  act  proscribin^f  the  manner  of  approving  eherifTs' 
bonds  and  one  detining  the  duties  of  coroners  were 
passed. 

A  general  law  was  passed  to  provide  for  the  incorpora- 
tion of  towns  and  villages, 

A  law  nnttiorieing  the  construction  of  a  bridge  across 
the  Miiwniikvu  Rivi-r  from  Onoida  to  Wells  8trv>ot  was 
passed  which  encountered  much  opposition  in  Milwaukee. 

Ad  act  was  passed  which  providcxl  that  the  county  seat 
of  Brown  county  should  ho  estaMinhed  either  at  Navarino, 
Aster,  or  Depere  as  might  be  decided  by  a  vote  of  the  qual- 
ified electors. 

The  supirrvisors  wore  empowered  to  grant  licenses  in 
their  respective  counties  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  lifjuors. 

Three  territorial  roads  were  authorized  to  bo  laid  out  at 
tho  expeuso  of  the  several  comities  through  which  thoy 
nm: 

From  Janes's  ferry  through  Kockford,  Cftnterviile,  New 
Mexico  and  White  Oak  Springs  to  tho  Mi«»i8sippi  river. 

From  Milwaukee  via  Madison  to  the  Blue  Mounds. 

From  the  mouth  of  Pike  Creek  by  way  of  the  fork  of 
While  and  Fox  rivers  to  the  Rock  river  at  Janesville. 

The  only  railroad  charter  granted  out  of  the  many  that 
were  desired  was  one  for  the  cuustructiou  of  a  railroad  from 
*^elmont  in  Iowa  county  to  lliu  uearu^t  and  most  eligible 
point  on  the  Mississippi  river,"  with  "power  to  extend  the 
railroad  from  Belmont  to  Mineral  Point  and  from  thonoo  to 
l>odgevillo." 

The  act  edtablifthing  the  seat  of  government  provided  that 
tlireu  comtnisflioners  should  be  elected  by  joint  ballot  of  the 
Council  and  Iluuseof  Representatives,  whose  duty  it  was  to 
cause  the  neccssurj-  public  buildiiigr)  to  be  erected  at  Madi- 
son. In  pursuance  of  this  law,  James  D.  Dott,  John  F. 
O'Nkil  and  Augustus  A.  Bibd  were  elected. 

By  a  joint  resolution,  Jims  U,  Cl-WTos  and  Lrwis  F. 
LlNX,  senators,  (Ikokor  W.  J(ine!i,  delegate  in  Congress, 
and  PETRit  Hill  Enole,  speaker,  were  appointed  a  c<Hnmit- 
tee  to  select  and  purchase  a  library  for  the  use  of  the  Ter- 
ritory, and  for  that  purpose  were  authorized  to  draw  tlif 
money  appropriated  therefor  by  the  organic  act. 

A  proposition  was  made  for  a  commission  to  codify  the 
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laws,  but  the  opinion  was  prevalent  lliat  the  Territory 
would  soon  be  divided,  so  that  this  and  other  pn^positions  of 
a  kindred  character,  met  with  but  little  favor. 

The  first  LegiKlativc  As»ouibly,  having  «uactcd  that  the 
annual  £c»8ions  should  tb(.-reufl(.-r  bu  held  on  tli»  first  Mon- 
day of  November,  adjounn?d  sine  die  on  the  9lh  day  of  De- 
cember, having  been  in  f>efiBion  -16  days,  and  passed  43  laws, 
about  ono-balf  of  which  were  of  a  private  nature. 

It  was  provided  hy  the  organic  act  that  "the  Governor 
shall  noniinat*  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Council  shall  appoint  all  judicial  officers,  justicee  of  the 
peace,  shorifTs  and  all  ntilitia  officers  (except  thoso  of  the 
staff),  and  all  civil  officers  not  herein  pruvided  for."  A 
largo  number  of  appointments  were  mado  by  the  Gktveruor 
and  Council,  of  which  a  few  are  mentioned:

Surveyors,  masters  in  chancery,  supreme  court  com- 
missioners, auctioneers,  numerous  justices  of  the  peace 
and  notaries  public  were  appointed  in  all  the  counties;  as 
well  those  newly  organized  as  the  six  old  counties. 

No  attempt  to  preserve  the  debates  in  either  Ilouse  on 
any  subject  is  made,  but  it  is  thought  the  following  extracts 
from  the  verbatim  report  in  the  Belmont  Oazette,ot  the  re- 
marks of  Mr.  Chance,  a  member  of  the  House  from  Dcs 
Moines  county,  justify  a  reproduction.  He  is  re|iort«d  as

The  first  newspaper  in  Milwaukee  —  the  Miltr(i»kfe  AtUfer- 
Uaer — was  established  at  Milwaukee  July  14,  !!*;(«,  by 
Daniel  H.  BichaRds.  publisher  and  editor.  It  was  a  six- 
column  paper  of  four  pages,  the  form  being  l^i  inches  by  U 
inches.  The  terms  of  subscription  were  J3.iio  per  annum, 
payable  in  advance. 

The  Belmont  Gazette  wa«  published  at  Belmont  by  Jau£s 
Clarkk  and  John  B.  IK^wkll;  the  first  number  appeared 
Oclol>er  ','.1.  lH.ie.  It  bad  four  pages  'i\  inches  by  U  incbes, 
six  columns  \6  a  page.  After  the  adjournment  of  the  Legis- 
lature its  sijte  was  reducetl  to  HiJ  iiiehes  by  10  inches,  with 
only  four  columns  to  n  page.  Its  publication  was  cuntiuued 
at  Belmont  until  April.  18^7,  when  it  was  removed  to  Bur- 
lin^n. 

This,  it  is  behoved,  presents  a  compendium  of  the  most 
impfjrtant  event*  occurring  in  18.30.  the  first  year  of  the  ex- 
istence of  the  new  Territory  of  Wisconsin. 
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CHAPTER  XVIII. 
TERRITORY  OF  WI8C0SSIS  IS  !RW. 

During  the  twelve  years  of  the  iwUtical  existence  of  Wi*- 
oonBU)  under  its  new  and  final  territorial  form  of  govern- 
ment, the  proceedings  of  the  Congrfss  of  tKe  Unitod  StaU.^, 
in  relation  to  matters  affecting  its  welfare,  wen?  of  especial 
interest  to  its  inhabitants. 

It  i»  true  that  by  Uw  organic  law  a  local  legislature  wan 
provided,  the  power  of  which  extended  to  all  rightful  sub- 
jects of  tcgiKlatiou,  but  with  the  tjualitieation  tliat  —

A  further  limitation  was  that  no  'session  in  any  year 
should  exceed  seventy-five  days. 

The  expenses  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  as  well  as  the 
oonipciisation  of  the  Governor.  Secretary,  Judges,  and  all 
Uniti.'d  States  offic«r»  of  the  Territory  were  to  bo  paid  by 
appropriiittoug  made  by  Congrt-ss,  and  the  chief  interest  in 
its  proceedings  was  directed  to  bills  making  appropriations 
for  these  objects  as  w*?ll  also  as  for  thi-  survey  and  improve 
ment  of  harbors,  the  erection  of  li^lit-houses,  and  the  smv 
vey,  opening,  and  construction  of  roads. 

Another  subject  of  congressional  action  in  which  the  early 
settlers,  especially  those  between  Hocic  river  and  the  lake, 
felt  an  interest  paramount  to  any  other,  was  the  renewal 
and  exten.iion  to  them  of  the  provisions  of  tbe  pre-emption 
laws. 

It  was  in  tlie  twonty.fourth  Congress  that  the  gn-at  ad. 
vantage  to  the  inhabilouts  of  tho  newly  established  Terri- 
tory of  Wisconsin  of  boiiig  represented  by  a  delegate  elected 
by  themsulves,  atid  from  aniung  tbomsL-lves,  whose  thoughts, 
feelings,  interests,  and  pioneer  esperiences  were  homogene- 
ous with  theirs,  was  first  manifested. 

Gkuroic  Wallace  Jonks  was  born  near  the  banning  of 
the  nineteenth  century  in  the  State  of  Missouri.  His  faili«>r 
was  a  prominent  member  of  tlie  convention  which  framed 
the  first  constitution  of  that  State,  and  one  of  tlio  judges  of 
the  Supreme  Court    The  son  having  boon  graduated  at  tho 
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rransylvania  TTiiivoreity  of  Kentucky,  studied  law,  and  wok 
avhiiitldl  to  iho  bar  in  1S30,  But  the  slow-going  town  of 
Cape  Girardeau,  and  the  limited  opportunities  which  it  fur- 
nished in  the  practice  of  law  for  the  exercise  of  hisenergetic 
fju^ulties, could  not  lonR  retain  the  Keniua  it  had  reared.  In 
Iga?  he  miirrated  to  the  lead  mines  of  the  Upper  Missiitsippi, 
and  located  at  Sinsinawa  Uound,  in  the  southwestern  town- 
ship of  Wisconsin,  where  he  successfully  engaged  in  mining; 
and  smelting.  Ho  took  nn  active  jtnrt  in  tho  Black  Hawk 
war  iu  I'i'J'i  as  the  aid  do  camp  of  Gen.  Henky  DuDciiUnd 
filled  various  civil  offic^-s,  among  which  was  thai  of  judge 
of  the  county  court  of  Iowa  couuty. 

Gen.  JoxES  Laving  iu  1S5S  lieen  elected  delegate  in  Con- 
gress to  represent  the  "  contingfent  remainder"  of  the  old 
Michigan  Territory,  served  as  such  during  the  first  session 
of  the  twenty-fourth  Congress,  and  was  elected  as  the  firat 
dele^Ale  from  the  new  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  by  a  vote 
Dearly  unanimous  in  every  county  except  Iowa,  where,  for 
reasons  already  given,  the  vote  was  divided  nearly  equally 
between  him  and  Mosks  Mekker,  hLi  only  opponent. 

The  commencenient  of  the  year  1837  found  the  newly- 
elected  delegate  at  his  post  in  the  House  of  Representatives, 
fortified  in  the  succesKful  disclinrge  of  his  duties  by  a  fresh 
indorsement  of  a  uewly -created  constituency.  His  oppor- 
tunities, which  he  had  well  improved  during  the  preceding 
session,  had  given  him  an  extensive  acquaintance  with  the 
members  of  that  Congress,  and  he  was  able,  not  by  his  much 
speaking,  nor  by  rhetoric  or  oratory,  but  by  a  kind  ajid 
amiable  temper,  a  fascinating  and  pci'sunsive  manner,  an 
untiring  industry  and  perseverance,  a  clear  and  forcible 
pn-sentalion  of  the  wants  and  needs,  as  well  as  the  just 
claims  of  his  constituents,  to  secure  an  early  and  favoratile 
consideration  of  the  various  measures  proposed  to  promote 
their  welfare. 

One  of  the  most  important  and  effective  means  to  secure 
such  favorable  action;  eepecially  when  such  a  continuous 
contest  for  the  precedence  of  business  is  ever  going  on;  and 
which  wiiH  largely  due  to  his  indefatigable  labors,  was  to 
induce  the  House  to  set  apart  a  specific  time  for  tho  consid- 
eration of  bills  affecting  the  territories. 

Of  all  the  mcmlK-rs  of  the  V4th  Congress  none  was  more 
devoted  to  the  interests  of  Wisconsin  than  Lkwis  F.  I..IXN, 
one  of  the  senators  from  Missouri.    He  was  the  half  brother 
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of  Qftv.  PoDOE,  and  upon  all  occasions  was  watrliful  for 
and  attentive  to  uvery  nwasurc  ulTt'ctiug  tlio  Territory  of 
vhich  hie  kingmau  wiu  the  chief  executive  officer. 

Ou  the  lOth  of  DecemWr,  he  introduced  a  st*rioeot  rt-Kolu- 
tions  which  were  udojtted  by  the  Senate,  diving  inBtructions 
to  different  committees  as  follows: 

The  committee  on  ]>uldic  land  to  inquire  into  the  expe- 
(Hency  of  establishing  a  Surveyor  Uoneral's  office  for 
Wisconsin  Territory;  also  of  appropriatinjr  forthe  purpose  of. 
constructing  roads  and  bridges  in  the  Territory,  the  value  of  ^ 
all  rent  lcadrcceive«]  at  the  United  States  lead  mines  on  the 
upper  Mississippi  rivL-r;  also  of  mukint;  appropriations  in 
land  and  in  mun«y  for  the  conslrueliou  of  roudit  in  tho  Tur- 
ritory  of  VVidconBin  from  Lake  Michigan  to  the  Mississippi 
river  through  the  United  States  lea<l  mines. 

The  committee  on  commerce  to  inquire  into  the  expedi- 
eocy  of  improving  harbors  and  constructing  light  houses  oo.^ 
the  coast  of  Lake  iTichigan,  in  the  counties  of  Milwaukee 
and  Brown,  and  of  constructing  a  pier  and  beacon  hglit  at 
tlu!  ht-nd  of  Grr-eii  Bay.  and  of  placing  buoys  in  its  channel; 
also  of  amending  the  act  of  July  i,  IS'iG,  laying  oft  certain 
towns  in  Wisconsin. 

The  coMiniitt«^^<  on  Indian  affairs  to  inquire  into  the  expe-J 
diency  of  appropriating  money  to  hold  treaties  with  ami  thai 
purchase  of  the  land  belonging  to  the  Sac  and  Fox,  Sioux, 
and  Winnebago  Indians  and  to  provide  for  their  removal 
west  of  the  Mississippi  Kiver. 

ScvlthI  of  those  measures  received  the  favorable  action  of 
Congress. 

The  first  acr  of  the  second  session  of  the  S'lth  Congress 
possessing  any  spi-oial  interest  to  the  people  of  Wisconsin, 
was  "An  act  to  admit  the  state  of  Michigan  into  the  Union,, 
upon  an  equal  fooling  with  the  original  ststee'*  approved^ 
January  id.  lfi3T. 

This  act  was  the  final  consummation  of  the  compromise 
of  the  serious  question  of  boundary  between  Ohio  aQd:^ 
Michigan.  A  compromise  which  was  a  flagrant  violation 
of  the  fifth  of  the  "articles  of  compact/'  which  hy  the  ordi- 
nance  of  July  13,  1787  (older  than  the  constitution  itselO 
were  to  "forever  remain  unalterable,  unless  by  common  con- 
sent." By  this  compromise,  thu  northern  peninsula  (so 
called)  lying  between  Lakes  Superior  and  Michigan  am 
bounded  nn  the  fionthwestby  the  Menomonee  river  of  Qreen^ 
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ay  and  the  Montreal  river  of  I^ki;  Su()orior.  am!  oontain- 
jg  about  one  third  of  tlio  territory  naturally  and  properly 
belonging  to  Wisconsin  (the  fiflh  statu  of  the  Northwest 
Torrilor>-),  was  given  to  thu  statu  of  Michigan,  as  a  compen- 
sation for  tht)  small  strip,  "•north  of  an  east  and  west  lino 
drawn  throuRh  the  southerly  bent!  or  extreme  of  Lake 
Michigan''  of  which  she  had  heen  rohhed  in  the  establiid)- 
ment  of  the  boundaries  of  the  state  of  Ohia 

Tbe  act  recited,  that  whereas  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of 
CoDgress  of  June  15,  liUD,

This  a«t  was  an  outrage  upon  all  geographical  propriety 
and  upon  the  inchoate  rights  of  Imundary  which  the  people 
of  the  Stuti'  of  Wisconsin  were  in  the  near  future  to  posgess. 
But  these  cou:>i(Icrations  wore  of  no  avail,  aiul  this  unjust 
measure  of  infringonu'nt  upon  the  boundaries  of  the  future 
State  of  Wisconsin  was  consummated. 


On  the  3d  day  of  Septemt>er,  183r;,  a  treaty  was  negotiated 
at  Cedar  Point,  on  Fox  Kiver,  near  Oreen  Kay,  between 
Henry  Dodqe,  Oovemor  of  the  Territory  and  Comtnissioner 
on  thu  part  of  the  United  Stales,  on  the  one  piirt,  and  the 
chiefs  and  head  men  of  the  Menomoiiee  nation  of  linlians 
of  the  other  part,  which  was  ratified  by  the  ['resident  of  tho 
United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  tho 
Senate,  on  the  I5l.h  diiy  of  February,  1837. 

By  this  treaty  the  Menonumeo  nation  ceded  to  tho  Unil*d 
Statca  two  separate  tracts  of  territory.  One  embraced  all 
tho  country  between  Oreon  Buy  and  Fox  Kiver  on  the  east 
and  southeast,  and  the  Wolf  Kiver  on  tho  south,  southwest 
and  west,  the  northern  portion  of  the  boundary  being  a  line 
extended  northeastwardly  from  the  Wolf  lo  the  upper  forks 
of  tho  Menomonee  River.  The  northern  boundary  extended 
from  the  upper  forks  of  the  Menomonee  River  to  the  Esca- 
naba  River,  thuuco  following  that  river  to  its  mouth  in  the 
Bay  de  Noquot.  This  tract  was  estimated  in  the  treaty  at 
four  million  acres,  and  embraced  a  portion  of  Michigan  »;* 
well  as  Wisconsin. 
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The  other  tract  ceded  b«gnn  at  a  point  on  the  Wisconfiln 
Kiver  a  short  distance  below  Grand  Kapids,  in  Wood 
county, —

Tho  Indian*  agreed  to  remove  from  the  ce<Jed  country 
wiiliiu  one  vt-ur  after  the  ratification  of  the  treaty. 

In  cou»iuemtlon  of  this  cesKion  the  United  States  a^re<>d 
to  pay  to  the  Mencmonoes  ariiiuiilly  for  the  torm  of  twenty 
years,  the  sum  of  twenty  thousjtnd  dollars  in  money,  tlir*e 
thouBand  dollars  worth  of  provisions,  five  hundred  dollars 
per  year  for  farming;  utensils,  cattle  or  implements  of  hus- 
bandry, two  thousand  jtounds  of  tobacco  and  thirty  Iwirrels 
of  salt  per  annum:  to  appoint  and  pay  two  blacksmiths, 
orect  two  blacksmiths'  shope,  and  supply  them  witli  the 
necessary  iron,  steel  and  tools.  Also  ui  pay  the  debts  of  the 
Indians  according  to  a  schedule  annexed  to  the  treaty, 
amounting  to  about  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

To  the  "relatives  and  friends  of  mixed  blood"  of  the  In* 
dtans,  eighty  thousand  dollars. 

And  the  further  sum  of  seventy-six  thousand  dollars  in 
consideration  of  the  release  of  the  United  State-s  from  cor- 
tain  provifiioufi  of  certain  former  treaties. 

The  total  amount  of  the  sums  agreed  to  be  paid  by  the 
United  States  would  amount,  during  twenty  years,  to  but 
little,  if  any,  less  than  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

There  was  appropriated  by  act  of  Congress  of  March  3, 
1837,  for  carrying  this  treaty  into  fffect  the  sum  of  two 
htmdred  eighty-jeight  tJiousand,  Ave  hundred  and  forty 
dollars. 

Some  other  Indian  treaties  were  negotJat«d  during  the 
year  IS37,  but  as  tliey  wt-rL-  not  ratified  until  the  BUbsu<juent 
year,  they  ore  not  here  noticed. 


The  civil  and  diplomatic  appropriation  act.  of  March  3, 
1837.  contained  an  appropriation  "for  arrearages  for  the 
expenses  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  for  the  year  1836, 
flfteen  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  and  six- 
teen cents,"  which  discharged  all  the  obligations  of  the  terri- 
torial government. 

The  same  contained  an  appropriation  of  nine  thousand, 
one  hundred  dollars  "for  compensation  of  the  Governor, 
Judges  and  Secretary," 
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It  also  containfttt  in  different  parts  of  the  act,  two  sejia. 
rate  appropriations  for  apjuiri^ittl}'  similar  objectn.     One  is

It  was  provided  by  an  act  of  Congress  approved  July  9, 
1830,  that  the  tracts  of  land,  not  to  exceed  one  entii-e  sec* 
tloD,  including  tlie  towns  of  Fort  Jiadison,  Burlington, 
Belloview,  I>ubuquo,  Peru  and  ]iliiicml  Point,  tiliouUI  under 
the  direction  of  the  Surveyor  General,  be  laid  off  into  lots, 
stroets,  avcuuo;4  aud  public  squaros.  and  into  out  lots,  and 
offered  at  pilbUc  sole  to  ibc  higliust  bidder.  The  lotn  were 
to  ho  classified  into  tbroo  c1h;)m>b,  the  rainioiuni  price  of 
which  was  to  be  forty  dollars  per  acre  for  the  first  class, 
twenty  for  the  second  and  ten  for  the  third,  and  no  lot  to  be 
Rold  for  less  than  five  dollars.  Occupants  of  lots  were  to 
buve  a  right  of  pre-emption. 

By  nn  amendatory  act  passed  at  the  next  session,  ap- 
proved March  ».  ISSr,  it  was  provided  that  the  acts  and 
duties  required  to  bo  done  and  performed  by  the  Surveyor 
General,  should  bo  done  by  a  board  of  three  commissioners 
to  be  appointed  by  the  President,  They  were  to  hear  and 
determine  all  pre-emption  claims  and  to  receive  a  compen- 
sation of  six  dollars  per  day,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  sales  of  lots.  All  the  residue  of  the  money  arising 
from  the  sales  of  lots,  after  paying  the  commissioners  and 
the  other  expenses  incident  to  the  survey  and  sale,  was  to 
bt»  paid  over  to  the  trustees  of  the  respective  towns. 

It  was  under  this  act  that  titles  to  lots  in  the  city  of  Min- 
«ral  Point  are  held,  except  to  certain  portions,  which  had 
bom  sold  by  the  Unit^-d  States  before  the  passsage  of  the  act 
of  July  3,  1835. 

While  it  was  provided  by  the  law  organizing  the  Territory 
that  laws  of  the  Terrilory  should  1m>  submitted  to,  "and  if 
disapproved  by  Oongreas,  should  be  null  and  of  no  effect," 
there  was  another  act  of  Congress  approved  July  1,  1836, 
which  presented  in  affirmative  terms — 

"Thai  so  ad  of  Ibe  Territorial  Lc«iiUiun  of  luijr  of  (he  Mrrilorlei  of  UwriilM  9tttM

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To  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  act,  the  delegate 
obtiUQed  the  passage  of  an  act  which  then  appeared  to  be  in 
accordance  with  the  general  desire  of  the  people,  that  the 
throe  acts  of  the  Territ<irial  Ix'gishiture,  incorporating 
the  Bank  of  Milwaukee, the  Miners'  Bonk  of  Duhuqtio.and  the 
Bank  of  Mineral  Point,  be  approved  and  c<infirmcd  on  cer- 
tain conditions  expressed  iu  the  act  which  was  passed 
March  S,  1837. 

In  the  act  making  appropriations  for  building  light  houses, 
light  boats,  beacon  lights,  etc.,  for  the  year  1S:J7,  were  in- 
serted the  followintj  appropriatiuns  for  the  Territory  of 
Wificonsin:

The  pre-pemption  laws  were  not  extended  or  rwnewed.  A 
bill  for  this  purjiose  passed  the  Senate  and  was  defeated  ii 
tlie  House,  but  even  this  hill  rei]uired  occupancy  of  and 
idonco  on  the  tract  befero  the  let  of  December,  1830,  and 
cultivation  within  the  year  1S3G,  so  that  if  it  had  passed  it 
would  have  been  practically  valueless  lo  the  great  mass  of 
those  who  had  made  "claims'  in  the  district  of  lands  subject 
to  salo  at  Milwaukee.  This  land  district  included  the  pres* 
eat  counties  of  Kenosha.  Racine,  Milwaukee,  Ozaukee, 
Washington,  Waukesha,  Jefferson,  Walworth,  Rock,  the 
east  range  of  towuships  in  Green  county,  the  four  east 
ranges  in  Dane  county,  the  southcru  tier  of  towns  in  Colum- 
bia county,  and  the  two  southern  tiera  in  Dodge  county,  in 
all  about  one  hundrtMl  and  fifty  townships. 

Twelve  months  before  the  adjournment  of  tho  S4th  Con- 
gress tne  population  of  this  district  probably  did  not  amount 
to  Cvo  hundred.  By  the  census  taken  in  August,  183G,  it 
was  nearly  three  thousand,  and  it  is  estimated  that  during 
the  next  six  months  it  had  nearly  doubled,  and  that  by  tbo 
Ist  of  March,  1S37,  it  was  but  little,  if  any,  less  than  six 
thousand. 

On  the  27th  of  February,  an  anonymous  notice  was 
given  in  the  IHiiicaukee  Advertiser  and  in  haad-bills,  that  a 
meeting  of  the  people  of  Milwaukee,  Washington,  Jeffer- 
son and  Dodge  counties  would  be  held  at  the  court  house  in 
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Milwaukee  on  Uie  nth  of  March, "  for  the  purpose  of  adopt- 
ing sufb  rules  as  will  secure  to  actual  settlers  their  claims  on 
principles  of  justice  and  equity  "  and  stating  Umt  in  tbo  ab- 
sence of  pre-emption  laws  it  was  the  duty  of  tho  settlers 
"to  unite  for  llieir  own  procuctiuu  when  thu  lands nhall  bo 
brought  into  market." 

Beforo  noon  of  the  appointed  day  tho  nimiber  of  settlers 
awemhlud  in  reBponse  to  this  notice,  astonished  every  one 
prment,  and  no  one  more  than  the  settlers  themselves.  The 
most  reliable  estimates  placed  tbo  number  at  not  less  than 
one  thousand,  while  many  thought  it  was  much  greater. 

Nor  was  the  mefiting  any  less  remarkable  for  the  clovatod 
character  of  the  men  composing  it,  than  for  the  magoitudo 
of  its  numbers.  It  was  not  a  rabblo  of  lawless  "squatters," 
but  the  nivii  who  have  asKitited  in  layiug  tho  foundation  and 
roaring  thu  HUperstructuro  of  our  statu,  and  who  are  entitled 
to  H  large  share  of  credit  for  its  growth  and  prosperity,  were 
those  who  were  assembled  on  this  occasion  to  devise  meas- 
ares  to  protecttheir"  claims  "and  improvements  from  being 
sacrificed  to  the  unconscionable  greed  of  avaricious  specu- 
lators. 

Ttio  very  presence  and  determined  re-solution  of  this  os- 
st'mbluge  wa!4  an  admonition  to  all  such  tipcculutors  that 
any  attempt  to  interfere  with  the  rigbtsof  the  settler  would 
be  futile  if  not  hazardous  to  personal  saftity,  white  tho  rules 
and  regulations  adopted,  whereby  the  right  of  occupancy 
might  be  determined,  were  so  well  adapted  to  the  end  in 
viow  that  security  of  the  occupancy  of  the  public  domain 
for  the  pur^iose  of  permanent  settlement  and  im|frovement. 
appeared  tobc  placed  beyond  doubt:  and  the  inviolability 
of  settlers'  claims  made  in  good  faith  was  made  as  certain 
as  it  could  have  been  by  any  pre-emption  law. 

The  meeting  was  organized  by  iho  election  of  Samuel 
HrsuAS.  President;  Samuel  Sanhckx  and  Sylvestku  I'etti- 
BOSB,  Vice-Presidents  and  A.  O.  T.  Bukkd  and  L  A.  Lapuau, 
Secruturic*. 

A  committee  of  twenty-one  was  appointed  to  report  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  consideration  of  the  meeting.  The 
committee  was  composed  of  Brftox  Kilgourn,  Sui/>mon  JtJ- 
NKAC..Ai.n?BD  iloKHAS,  Alfred Orendorpf.  Henry  Shew, 
LuTiiER  Parkkk,  Ouarles  Everett.  Exocii  Chase.  N.F. 
IIyek,  John  Makdkkvillb,  Robert  Masters,  JounS.  Rock- 
WKLU  JoHK  Howard,  Dwiout  Fostrr,  Alva  IIarrlsutok,

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TuouAS  H.  Oux,  NicHoi^s  Wbalrk,  Jaubs  Sasdxkbok,  J  BB- 
KHIAU  PcTNKV  and  A.  L.  Babbbr. 

AfUir  a  recess  of  two  lioiirs  llic  committee,  by  Byros  Kil- 
BOUKK,  reiKtrted  rules  aitd  rugulations  for  ibo  oousitJonitioa 
of  the  meeting. 

They  were  profacod  by  a  preamble  which  recited  that  the 
settlers  of  Milwuukeu  county  and  the  several  countiM 
thereto  attached  bad  removed  to  and  settled  in  that  section 
of  country  for  the  puri>ofleof  bettering  their  couditioa  by 
agricultural  pur8Uit». 

That  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  by  the  repeated 
passage  of  pre-emption  laws,  hnd  imprcaisod  ihoro  with  a 
reasonable  belief  that  the  same  policy  would  continue  to  be 
pursued  for  Iboir  benefit. 

That  the  settlements  in  that  section  of  the  country  had 
been  in  great  part  so  recently  formed  that  a  pre-emptioa  law 
containing  such  provisions  as  that  reported  during  the  late 
session  of  Congress  would  not  embrace  the  case  of  a  largo 
number  of  meritorious  settlers.  That  they  could  not  witnew 
without  emotion  the  sacrifice  of  their  property  and  improve- 
ments. 

That  in  order  to  secure  the  fruits  of  their  labors  in  a 
peaceable  and  erjuitable  manner  it  was  necessary  that  cer- 
tain fixed  rules  and  regulations  should  be  adopted  by  the 
settlers,  whereby  the  right  of  occupancy  should  be  deter- 
mined. Therefore  it  was  resolved  tJiat  they  adopt  and 
would  to  the  best  of  their  ability  sustain  in  full  force  of  ob- 
ligation the  rules  and  regulations  adopted. 

These  rtilos  and  regulations  prescribed  that  any  person 
who  had  prior  to  that  date  made  a  claim  on  one  or  more 
quarter  sections,  not  exceiKling  in  tho  whole  one  section, 
and  made  improvements  thereon  equal  to  fifty  rloUars  for 
each  quarter  section,  should  have  the  right  to  retain  such 
claims,  and  the  future  right  to  make  such  claims  was  also 
recognized;  but  «u<~li  rights  were  subject  to  the  right  of  im- 
provement and  cultivation  in  the  mode  and  within  tho  time 
prescribed  by  the  rules,  which  also  contained  definitions  of 
what  constituted  cultivation  and  improvement. 

The  rules  providwl  for  the  appointment  by  the  meeting  of 
a  ctintral  executive  committee  of  fifteen,  whose  duty  it  was 
to  fix  tbe  limits  of  the  different  precincts,  the  people  in  each 
•of  which  precincts  were  to  appoint  a  judicial  coramittoc. 
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AliM>  for  the  appointment  of  a  clerk  of  the  committee  and 
a  register  of  eluime. 

Eight  or  more  lucmbers  constituted  a  quorum  of  the  com* 
mittoe,  and  a  voto  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present  de- 
cided all  questions,  inrliidiiig  appea1t<. 

The  judicial  committee  in  each  precinct  was  to  decide  all 
disputes  between  riaimnnts  iri  each  precinct  to  the  same 
tract  of  land,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  central  executive 
committee.  All  trials  by  either  of  aaid  committees  were  to 
be  governed  by  the  rules  and  roigulatione,  and  bj  the  prin- 
ciplee  of  juKtice  and  equity.  ■ 

It  was  providwl  that  all  existinR  claims  should  be  entered 
with  the  register  of  claims,  and  that  any  one  not  entered 
by  the  first  day  of  May  should  be  considered  as  no  claim, 
and  might  be  omipied  by  any  person  who  might  choose  to 
tiike  it;  an<i  tlmt  all  claims  thereafter  made  should  be  entered 
with  the  register  within  ten  days,  or  be  considered  vacftot 
and  fiubject  to  bo  entered  by  any  other  person. 

If  any  claimant  neglected  to  make  the  improvements  re- 
quired by  the  rules  within  the  time  limited  therefor,  he  for- 
feited his  rights,  and  anj'  person  might  take  )>066ession 
thereof  in  his  own  right. 

When  any  person  purchased  a  claim  from  another  he  was 
required  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  tlie  register, 
and  have  tlie  transfer  made  in  his  name. 

The  party  in  whose  favor  any  decision  was  made  by  any 
judicial  eommtttee.  or  by  the  central  committee  on  appeal, 
was  to  receive  a  certificate  thereof,  on  presenting  which,  to 
the  register  of  clainia.  he  was  to  enter  the  tract  of  land 
therein  descrilwd  in  tlio  name  of  such  party,  any  previous 
entr>*  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  and  such  party  was 
thereupon  entitled  to  take  possession  of  such  tract  with- 
out any  further  judicial  proceedings. 

The  eswnce  of  all  these  rules  and  regulations  was  con- 
tained in  the  ninth  rule,  which  was  as  follows  :

The  moral  sentiment  of  that  whole  community  was  all  in 
one  direction,  and  it  was  well  known  and  felt  by  all  to  be 
obundantly  adequate  to  protect  the  agent  against  any  com- 
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petition  in  bidding  at  tho  land  &alo.  and  to  secure  to  tte 
littler  bis  claim  at  the  (government  minhnutn  price. 

\oi  to  be  "countenanced"  was  a  mild  mode  of  expressing 
tbe  deep  seated  detormination  of  the  pioiiL^Kr  sotllurB,  but  it 
was  quite  aa  effective  as  if  it  had  been  in  tho  form  of  a^* 
threat  of  lyiicbiiiK,  which  would  have  been  an  unseonaly 
mode  of  piiblisbiii};  an  unlawful  combination  and  conspiracy, 
to  prevent  competitive  biddinic  at  a  public  sale  of  the  lands 
of  tho  United  States. 

Tho  Central  executive  committee  appointed  by  the  meet- 
ing consisted  of  A.  A.  Bmn,  Solomon  Jcneau,  N.  F.  Hyer, 
Samukl  Brown,  Albert  Fowleb,  D.  II.  Ricbabds,  A.  O.  T. 
Breed,  Samukl  Hixmak,  Wiluam  R  Losgstrbkt,  H.  ST. 
Hl-iibakp,  James  SANDKUStJSf,  C.  H.  Peake,  DANtBL  Wbixs, 
Jr.,  Bykon  Kilboukn  and  E.vocu  Ciiask. 

At  a  meeting  of  this  committee  the  next  day,  the  foUow> 
ing  officei-s  were  elected:  A.  A.  Bird,  President;  Byron 
KiLBouBM  aud  Samckl  Hinman,  Vice-Presidents;  Wm.  A. 
Prentiss.  Clerk:  imd  Allen  O.  T.  Breed,  Register  of  Claims. 
It  was  ordered  that  in  deciding  appeals  from  precinct  com- 
mittees, tho  central  commitlee  would  proceed  according  to 
the  practice  of  courts  of  equity,  aud  that  it  would  moot  on 
tho  first  Monday  of  every  month. 

It  was  also  ordered  that  (ho  territory  to  which  tbe  rules 
and  regulations  were  applicable,  be  divided  into  t«n  pre- 
cints,  which  were  called  Washington,  Dodge,  Jefferson, 
Prairie  Village,  Muckwanago,  Muskego,  Oak  Creek,  Poplar 
Creek,  Chase's  Point  and  Menomonee,the  townships  in  each 
of  which  were  definitely  specified.  The  time  fixed  for  the 
election  of  a  judicial  committee  in  each  precinct  was  Mon- 
day, March  37,  and  a  convenicut  place  was  designated  in 
each,  and  the  result  of  the  election  was  required  to  be  re- 
ported to  the  clerk  of  the  central  committee, 

At  a  meeting  of  tho  central  committee  held  oo  the  10th 
of  April,  Jefferson  county  was  divided  into  throe  precincta, 
called  rcMpcelivL-ly,  Walcrtowu,  Jefferson  and  Fort  Atkin- 
son, and  tbe  lust  Monday  of  April  designated  as  the  time  for 
holding  elections  of  judicial  committees  in  each  precinct 

Atthvsameniceiiugl.  \.  L,\i'Ha»  was  appointed  Register 
of  Claims,  vice  A.  O.  T.  Bbickd,  resigned. 

The  mode  provided  for  determining  disputed  claims  be- 
tween settlers  and  it«  administration  appeared  to  give  great 
satisfiirtion  to  all  parties  interested.    This  organization  did 
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not  embrace  Racine  county  (of  which  Kenosha  vras  then  a 
pari)  nor  Walworth  or  Rock,  hut  another  similar  orgauiza- 
tioD  existed  for  the  Bctllers  in  th«80  counties. 

The  press  is  justly  rcgardiMl  as  the  handmaid,  if  not  the 
precursor  of  civilization.  Tnivious  to  tlie  year  183r  there 
were  two  nuwsjiapL'ra  at  Green  Bay,  the  Intelligencer  and 
Democrat  and  the  Free  Press,  at  Milwaukee  the  Adveriiaer, 
and  at  Bulmont  the  Oazeite.  About  the  first  of  the  year  or 
the  last  of  the  preceding,  the  two  Green  Hay  papers  were 
consolidated  into  one,  called  the  "WiscoasiR  Democrat" 
which  was  well  conducted  and  ably  edited  by  Hon.  CHAni.K9 
C  Sholes,  who  subsequently  attained  marked  political  dis- 
tinction in  the  State. 

In  the  month  of  April  the  Belmont  Gazette  was  discon- 
tinued, and  its  material  removed  to  Mineral  Point,  and  uaod 
in  the  puhliration  of  the  Miners'  Free  Prex-t.  while  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  Gazelle,  Jame.s  Clarke  &  Co.,  established  at 
Burling^!)  the  Wisconsin  Territorinl  Gazette  and  Burling- 
ton Advertiser. 

Xo  small  portion  of  the  columns  of  these  ticwspupurs  was 
occupied  with  articles  in  relation  to  the  comparative  imimrt- 
ance  and  growth  of  tho  diffLirent  towns.  While  Green  Bay 
and  Pruirio  du  Chicn  were  the  oldest,  and  Mineral  Point  had 
been  a  town  of  coiisiderablo  importance  for  bcvou  or  eijjht 
years  when  Milwaukee  first  made  metropolitan  pretensions, 
yet  ilH  superior  advantages  soon  placed  it  beyond  all  ques- 
tions of  rivalry  and  it  became  the  acknowledged  metropolis 
of  the  Territory. 

But  there  were  local  jealousies  and  rivalries  within  its 
own  borders  which  resulted  in  the  organization  of  two  mu- 
nicipal corporations.  One  was  called  "Milwaukee  on  the 
West  side  of  the  River,"  the  other  ■'  Milwaukee  on  the  Kaat 
side  of  tho  River."  On  the  west  side  an  election  for  five 
trustees  was  held  on  the  -Ith  of  February  and  resulted  in  the 
election  of  W,  R  I,ox(;sTUKKr.  Bvron  KiLBot'RK,  Lucics  L 
B.tRiiER,  B.  W.  Finch  and  S.  0.  Cowlks, 

Byron  KlLBOtntN  was  elected  president,  N.  F.  Hvek,  clerk, 
W.  P.  PitoitpFiT.assessor,  Paui,  BvRDiric,  marshal  and  I.  A. 
Lapham,  surveyor  and  engineer,  and  thus  was  organized 
the  first  municipal  corporation  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee. 

On  the  ICth  of  Februarj-,  Soix>mon  Jt'.VKAi-'.  G.  D.  Dovs- 
man,  Sasiuel  Hisman,  a.  a.  Bird  and  William  A.  Pre.\- 
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TIBS  were  elected  trustees  for  the  town  of  Milwatilcoe  on  the 
east  Hide  of  the  river.  Solouon  Jcnbau  wiu  elcvtcnl  presi- 
dent 

On  tlie  iStli  of  January,  the  "Milwaukee  County  Agri- 
oultiu'at  Society  "was  formed,  a  constitution  adopted,  and 
tho  following  offirerfl  electfd:

The  first  Tuesday  in  October  was  fixed  as  the  time  of 
holding  the  first  fair,  and  premiums  to  the  amount  ol  one 
hundred  and  sixty-eight  dollars  wore  olTorcd. 

The  year  IS37  witnessed  an  unusual  activity  in  the  business 
of  mining  for  copper  ore.  As  early  as  1&29  copper  ore  waa 
discovered  by  Mr.  Henry  La.nder  in  section  ft,  town  4,  range 
3  east,  about  three  miles  southeostevly  from  Mineral  Point, 
and  soon  after  another  discovery  was  made  by  Mr.  Hcon- 
LRTT  on  tho  soutlioAst  part  of  section  5,  about  half  a  milo 
from  the  first.  Mr,  Hughlett  observed  particlw  of  copper 
ore  miuHlcd  with  the  iiiiiss  uf  farth  which  had  boon  drawn 
out  by  a  badyer  in  making  his  burrow,  and  fulluwing  up 
this  indication  he  found  a  large  body  of  valuable  ore, 
and  about  the  same  period  similar  disroveries  were  made 
by  Mr.  Hobinhon  still  further  north.  All  these  and  other 
discoveries  were  supposed  to  be  ])arts  of  one  common  range, 
the  extent  of  which  had  alrcmly  been  denion.'<trated  to  ex- 
OmkI  three  miles  in  length.  Much  work  had  been  done  at 
different  times  and  a  large  amount  of  copper  ore  had  been 
raised.  There  were  no  facilities  for  smelling  the  ore  nearer 
than  Baltimore,  Some  of  the  oro  was  sent  to  England  to  be 
reduced  and  tested,  and  it  was  ascertained  tliat  it  contained 
from  30  to  50  per  cent,  of  pure  copper. 

At  the  Belmont  session  of  the  Legislature  an  act  incorpo- 
rating tho  "Pekatonica  Copper  Mining  Company"  wa» 
passed.  The  company  was  organi7,ed  and  the  practical  value 
of  the  copper  mine  was  demonstrated  by  the  production  of 
a  large  amount  of  copper  ingot.s.  Litigation  ensued  un<]  the 
mines  have  since  then  been  uuworked,  but  no  doubt  exists 
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ilmt  a  large  amniint  of  valuable  ore  still  remains  there  and 
that  it  posscs&es  large  economic  value. 

Tilt'  Iijcation  of  county  scat*  m  till  newly  or;ganiz©d  terri- 
loriL-s  or  lituUw  is  always  a  quL'^tiun  that  exoitcs  much  in- 
tirri'st  and  is  often  prolific  of  heated  controversies. 

Questions  of  this  character,  during  the  year  1837,  vrero 
conlinecl  to  three  counties.  Brown,  Orant  and  Oreen. 

By"An  act  to  change  the  seat  of  jUHtice  in  Brown  county" 
approved  December  0, 183fi,  it  was  provided  that  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  the  county  sliould  on  the  'id  Monday  of  Janu- 
ary. 18:J7,  vote  for  yavarino.  vVstor  or  Dcpcro  as  the  future 
scat  of  justice.  That  the  returns  should  ho  certified  to  the 
Governor,  who  sliould  issue  a  proclamation  declaring  the 
results 

The  election  was  held  and  on  the  1st  day  of  Februarj*,  the 
Governor  issued  a  proclamation  "that  the  town  of  IJepere 
has  received  a  large  majority  of  the  votes"  and  "establish- 
ing the  scat  of  jiitilioo  of  said  county  of  Brown  at  De- 
pvre  from  and  after  the  fii?*t  day  of  April  next," 

In  the  "Act  to  divide  the  counly  of  Iowa"  approved  Do* 
cemher  8,  ]$36,  it  was  enacted  that  all  that  part  of  Iowa 
county  west  of  the  fourth  principal  meridian  should  be  a 
separate  county  to  b«  called  Grant. 

By  the  same  act  it  was  provided  that  Hknrv  W.  Hodobs, 

James   Gii.hork,  E.  K  Brock,  Dkxnih  McCartney,  and 

fBANcis  McCartney,  should  he  commissioners  to  fix  the 

It  of  justice  of  said  county  of  Grant,  on  or  before  the  first 
lay  of  February,  and  that  titv  place  designated  by  them 
should  he  considered  the  seat  of  justice  of  said  county. 
Courts  were  required  to  he  held  at  Cassville  until  the  neces- 
sary public  buildings  should  be  erected  at  the  seat  of  justice. 

The  commissioners  met  at  the  prescribed  time  and  selected 
and  agrL>ed  upon  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  3,  town  4, 
range  3  west,  which  they  fixed  and  desigrtated  as  the 
county  Beat  of  Ornnt  county. 

goon  after  Hon.  G.  M.  Price  laid  out  a  town  on  the  tract 
BO  selected,  which  was  called  Lancaster,  and  it  has  hitherto 
remained  the  undisturbed  county  seat  of  that  county.  Mr. 
Pbick  advertised  "an  extensivpsaleof  lots,"  to  take  place  on 
the  1st  of  .May.  The  town  immediately  commenced  to 
grow,  and  it.s  progress  has  been  continued  and  uointer- 
rupted. 
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The  same  "act  to  divide  the  county  of  Iowa,"  proscribed 
that  towns  1,  2.  3  and  -l,  of  ranRes  6,  7,  8  and  9,  should 
conslitute  tlie  county  of  Green,  and  the  seat  of  justice  be 
established  at  the  town  of  Kcw  Mexico. 

The  dilGculty  in  dotormining  whore  the  county  seat  was, 
grew  out  of  the  doubt  as  to  wbero  "ITcw  Mexico"  was.  Mr. 
Jacou  Andkick  claimed  that  he  liod  laid  ott  a  town  in  the 
summer  of  ISSC  wliich  he  ('ailed  Xew  Mexico,  and  he 
charged  that  Mr.  Joskph  Paynh,  owning  other  land  a  quai^ 
ter  of  a  mile  distant,  finding  that  a  bill  was  about  to  pas* 
fixing  the  seat  of  justice  at  New  Mexico,  laid  off  a  town  on 
his  land  which  ho  called  by  the  Kume  name  —  New  Mexico. 
Mr.  Payne  denied  thot  Mr.  Andkick  had  ever  had  any 
town  plat  recorded,  and  claimed  that  the  town  which  he  had 
laid  out  in  the  summer,  but  had  not  recorded,  was  called 
"Mexico,"  and  not  '-New  Mexico,"  and  that  tlie  only  genuine 
New  Mexico"  was  the  plat  recorded  by  liim  (Payxr)  Xovem- 
bor  30, 1836.  The  controversy  remained  undetermined  for 
about  two  years,  when  in  pursuance  of  n  special  law,  a  vote 
of  the  people  determined  that  neither  place  should  be  the 
county  seat,  and  selected  the  present  site,  which  was 
called  Monroe. 

In  the  8ubdivi.tion  of  the  county  of  Milwaukee  into  other 
counties,  towns  i,:i.3  and  4,  of  range  ID,  constituting  the 
towns  of  Avon,  Spring  Valley,  Magnolia  and  Union,  did  not 
form  a  part  of  any  county,  but  remained  an  isolated  range 
of  towns  between  the  counties  of  Grcou  and  Bock,  until 
subsequently  attached  to  Keck  county  by  an  act  approved 
June  21, 1838. 

Karly  in  this  year  Jous  S.  IIorskr,  Secretary  of  the  Ter- 
ritory, and  Wii.UAM  B.  Si.Ai;rmT£K.  Register  of  the  Land 
Office  at  Green  Bay,  made  a  mutual  arrangement  with  each 
other  to  swap  offices.  They  went  to  Washington,  and  both 
being  Virginians  and  in  favor  witli  General  Jackson,  they 
had  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  his  assent  to  the  arrange- 
ment, in  accordance  with  which  William  B.  SlaUOOTKR 
was  appointed  Secretary  of  the  Territory  and  JouN  S. 
HoRXER,  Register  of  the  Green  Bay  Land  Office. 

In  consequence  of  the  absence  of  the  new  Register,  th« 
Land  Office  was  not  opened  until  aliout  the  Ist  of  June, 
when  the  land  sales  were  resumed  and  largo  amounts  of 
the  public  lands  were  sold. 
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Numerous  post  routes  Imtl  been  established  by  CongroBS 
in  (lifTortMit  parts  of  the  Ttrritor/j  but  thtj  pcwlal  facUiUaB 
■wore  not  great. 

On  the  7th  of  .lune  proposals  wer«  invited  bj  the  Poat> 
miLster-Cieneral  (Amw  Kkxdai.i.)  for  carrying  the  mail  from 
January  1,  l8:tH,  to  June^,  1842.  on  the  different  poet  routcfl, 
but  motit  of  them  were  to  bo  carried  but  oucc  a  week.  On 
three  of  tlie  routes  t)ie  mail  was  to  bo  carried  twice  a  week. 
These  were,  Mineral  Point  to  Ca«8vil!e,  Elk  Grovo  to  Prairie 
du  Cbien,  aud  Prairie  du  Cbien  to  Galena.  On  Hve  of  the 
routes  it  was  to  be  carried  tri-weekly.  These  were  Milwau- 
kee to  Green  Bay,  Green  Bay  to  Fort  Winnebajfo,  Fort 
Winnebago  to  Mineral  Point.  Mineral  Point  to  Galena— the 
three  last  in  sta^s,  and  from  Chicago  to  Milwaukee  in  four- 
horft«  post  coaches— and  IheriLi  was  not  to  be  a  daily  mail 
throughout  the  Ttirritory. 

In  February,  1837,  postofficos  wore  estnblit>hud  at  Chase's 
Point,  Horace  Ciiask,  postmaster;  Moundville,  .lous  C. 
Kellogg,  poBtmaster ;  Madison,  .John  Catlin,  postmaster; 
Elk  Grove,  Josbph  Pkrky,  postmaster,  and  Cassville,  Kit'H- 
AKU  Kay,  postmaster,  and  duriitf;  the  summer  a  po»tofHce 
was  established  at  Watertown,  and  William  M.  Dbxsis  ap- 
pointed postmaster. 


On  the  22d  of  May  Judge  William  C.  Khazkr  held  at  De* 
pere  his  flrst  term  of  court,  which  cxmtinued  until  the  30tb 
of  May.  No  civil  cases  were  tried  in  consoquence  of  the 
disarrangement  of  records  and  papers.  Tliecrlminal  calen- 
dar, however,  was  jjcnerally  disposed  of.  Maw-zaw-mon- 
DM-hah.  a  Winnebago  Indian,  was  indicted  for  tbu  murder 
of  PiKKBE  Pauquette  at  Fort  Winnebaco  the  previous  Oc- 
tober. The  prisoner  was  defended  by  Johk  S.  Hohnek,  who 
was  appointed  by  the  court  for  that  purpose.  The  evidence 
Iflft  no  doubt  of  the  guilt  of  the  accused,  who  was  found 
guilty  of  murder,  and  sentenced  to  be  hung  on  tlie  iirst  day 
of  September. 

The  cases  of  Amahi,e  Carbonso,  for  the  murder  of  bis 
wife,  and  of  two  Indians  fur  the  murdur  of  EhUiWuHTil 
BCBSETT,  wore  transferred  to  Milwaukee  county  for  trial. 
Joseph  DuTCHER  was  convicted  of  burglary  and  sentenced 
to  seven  years'  solitary  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  at 
hard  labor  and  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

John  O'Dokskll  was  convicted  of  keeping  a  disorderly 
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house  and  (telling  liquor  to  an  IndEao,  and  was  fined  fifty 
dollars  for  llie  firi«t  ofTcnsu,  iind  one  hiindrod  for  Iho  second. 

Judging  by  newspaiK-r  coinnionUi,  Jud^  Frazer's  first 
npiwarancc  un  th«  bench  in  Brown  county  was  highly  c-rod- 
itable.  and  in  marked  contrast  with  the  manner  in  which 
hta  judicial  funrtionn  were  subsequently  performed. 

Judge  FitAZKii's  first  teiTO  of  court  at  ^[ilwaubee  was  held 
on  Hth  June. 

The  two  Menomoneo  Indians,  ABh-c-oo-bo-ma  and  Ash-o- 
wa,  indicted  in  Itrowu  county  for  the  murder  of  El.l^woBTH 
BuKNRTT.on  the  bank  of  Rockriverin  the  month  of  Novem- 
ber, l«35,  were  tried.  Their  trials  were  separate.  Tho  counsel 
for  the  prosecution  was  W.  N.  (Iarunkr,  district  attor- 
ney, and  IIa.vs  Crocker;  for  the  defensie,  H.  N.  Wells  and 
J.  E.  Arkolh.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  guilty  against 
.Ash'e-co-bo-ma,  the  father,  who  was  sentenced  to  be  hung 
on  the  first  day  of  September.  A  not  pros,  was  entered  by 
the  district  attorney,  by  the  advice  of  tho  court,  in  the  case 
of  the  younger  Indian. 

.\MAiti,K  C'akuos.vo,  indicted  for  the  murder  of  his  wife  In 
Brown  county,  was  so  reduced  by  sickness  and  long  confiue- 
ment  that  he  had  to  be  brought  into  court  upon  a  bed, 
in  which  condition  he  was  tried.  The  prosecution  was  con- 
ducted by  P.  Perrin  and  J.  E.  Arnold,  and  tho  defense  by 
Henrv  S.  Baird.  He  was  found  guilty  of  mauBlaughterand 
sentenced  to  ten  years'  imprisonment  in  the  common  jail  of 
Brown  county,  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  ono  thousunri  dollars. 

The  sentence  was  superseded  by  bis  death,  which  resulted 
from  his  disease,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  rendi- 
tion of  t)ie  verdict. 


On  the  3l8t  of  May,  1837,  Auousti's  A.  Bird,  one  of  the 
commissioners  for  the  erection  of  public  buildings  at  Hadi> 
son,  left  Milwaukee  with  thirty-six  workmen  with  six  yoke 
of  oxen,  and  all  tho  necessary  mechanical  tools,  provisions, 
cooking  utensiU,  etc.,  to  enable  operations  at  the  cnpit44  to 
be  commenced  immodiattly.  There  was  no  road  at  Ihot 
time  from  Milwaukee  to  Madison,  and  tho  party  were  com- 
pelled to  make  one  for  their  teams  and  wagons  as  Uioy  went 
along.  It  rained  incessantly  and  the  obstructions  to  their 
progress  presented  by  the  drenched  ground,  fallen  trees,  un- 
bridged  streams,  inchiding  Rock  River  at  Watertown  and 
the  Crawfish  at  Mllford,  hills,  ravines  and  marshes,  and  the 
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aovious  courso  whicii  they  n*>re(tsarily  pursued,  so  delayed 
tliL'ni  ilmt  they  did  not  reach  Madison  until  the  lOth  of  Juua 
Kotwithstandiiig  all  tliese  and  other  onibarroHsments,  they 
mndv  Biich  pi-ogress  tlmt  they  wfre  able  to  lay  tho  eorner 
Btone  of  the  enpitol  un  the  -llli  uf  July,  but  by  the  '^iiil  of 
the  year  1837,  the  only  progfresa  nuide  was  the  erection  of 
the  walls  of  the  t>asement 

Pbter  Uiu.  K.v(ii.E  was  the  acting  and  active  member  of 
the  committ4>e  appointed  to  select  and  purchase  a  library  for 
iJio  use  of  the  Territory  with  the  money  ($5,(>0(t)  appropri- 
ated l»y  Congress  for  tlmt  purpose.  In  the  performance  of 
that  duty  he  went  to  the  eiuitum  cities,  whoro  he  could  best 
execute  his  mission  as  well  us  consult  his  collou^ues.  Be- 
fore the  Ist  of  July  he  returned  to  Burlington  with  a  well- 
tieleoted  assortment  of  valuable  books,  the  selection  of 
which  waH  approved  by  Senators  Clayton  and  Linn  and 
Delegate  Jomko  who  were  associated  with  him  on  the  com- 
mittee. 

The  books  were  delivered  to  Jambs  Ci-arke,  who  had  been 
apiKtintcd  librarian,  aud  who  opened  and  arranged  them  in 
aeouvcnieut  and  handsome  style  in  a  commodious  room 
procured  for  tlmt  purpose.'.  Tlio  library  cost  nearly  the 
whole  amount  appropriutud  for  Us  purchase  and  contained 
about  tvcelve  hundred  volumes  of  hiw  and  miscellany,  about 
two-thinis  of  which  were  law  books,  including  vnluablo 
Btato  papers,  and  the  remainder  standard  miscoUaueuus 
works. 


The  event  of  the  year  1837,  which  hud  a  more  marked  ef- 
fect upon  the  business  of  the  whole  country  than  any  other, 
was  beyond  question  the  suspension  of  s|>ecie  payment  by 
nearly  all  the  banks  throughout  the  whole  country  in  the 
months  of  May  and  June.  The  effect  was  as  visible  in 
Wisconsin  as  elsewhere, although  it  had  as  yet  no  banks  or- 
ganized und  in  operation.  Its  tendency  was  to  cheek  immi- 
gration to  u  considerable  degree  and  to  afTect  injuriously 
for  a  time  the  prosperity  of  those  who  had  already  estab- 
lished IhemselveB  in  their  new  home& 

But  the  recuperative  jTOwersand  energy  of  the  indefatiga- 
ble pioneers  of  the  new  Territory  could  not  long  be  re- 
strained as  was  demonstrated  by  the  successful  progress 
which  they  soon  exhibited. 
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The  second  session  of  the  flr»t  Legislative  Aeeembly  of  11 
Territory  convened  at  Buriington  on  the  Cth  day  of  Nov- 
ember, 1837. 

Some  chaDK««  in  the  membership  of  both  Houses  had 
taken  placo  Binc^  the  adjournment  of  the  first  session;  in 
tho  Council  by  resi^ation  and  in  the  House  of  Itepreflenta- 
tives  by  death  as  well  as  resijBrnations. 

In  the  Council,  Hknby  S.  Baibp,  a  member  from  Brown 
county,  resiffned,  and  on  the  first  day  of  the  session  the  cer- 
tificate of  Joseph  Dickinsok  was  pruscuted  as  his  sucoos- 
sor.  and  he  was  admitted  to  the  seat. 

The  seat  of  Mr.  DicKrNSON  wan  contested  by  Albxand^ 
J.  iRWis.on  thcKTOund  that  Mr.  Dickinson  waa  postmaster 
at  Oreen  Bay.  (hi  the  21st  the  seat  wasdeclared  vacant  by 
the  Council,  and  it  was  resolved  that  Alkxandek  J.  Ihwin 
is  entitred  to  the  vacant  seat,  and  the  Sergrant-at-Arms  was 
directed  to  proceed  forthwith  to  Green  Kay,  and  inform  Mr. 
Irwix  of  theaction  of  the  Council,  which  he  did,  and  on  the 
26th  of  December,  more  than  a  month  aftc-rward,  Mr.  iRWix 
appcitrvd  and  look  the  seal. 

This  result  ho  regarded  as  retributive  justice,  he  having  at 
the  previous  session  been  deprived  of  his  seat  as  member  of 
the  House,  on  the  same  prround,  although  he  had  resiffned 
his  office  before  the  commencement  of  the  session. 

Mr,  ViNKYABn,  one  of  the  members  from  Iowa  ooimty, 
did  not  take  his  seat  until  the  18th  of  January,  two  days  b»- 
fore  the  udjouniineut  of  the  session. 

In  the  House  of  Roproseusatives,  tho  seat  of  Col.  Hoskjl 
T.  Camp,  a  member  from  Dubuque  county,  was  rendered  va- 
cant by  his  death.  On  the  5lh  of  March  he  was  returning 
to  his  home,  a  short  distance  from  Dubuque,  in  the  night, 
on  horse-back,  when  the  horse  fell,  threw  him  and  caused 
his  death. 

A.  "W,  McGHRrwiOB,  who  resided  opposite  Prairie  du  Cbien, 
and  for  whom  tho  town  of  McGreggor  was  named,  was 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  which  CoL  Caup's  death  created. 

Gen.  Ai-BEBT  G.  Eijjs.  a  member  of  the  House  from 
Brown  county,  resigned  his  seat  and  Cuaicles  C.  Sbqles 
was  elected  his  successor. 

Messrs.  Ja»ks  H.  I/)CKwood  and  Jaues  B.  Dallau.  tho 
two  members  from  Crawford  coimty,  both  resigned  their 
scats,  and  that  of  the  first  was  filled  by  Jean  Brunett,  and 
of  the  last  by  Ira  B.  Brokson. 
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The  Coiinfil  was  organized  by  the  elwtion  of  Akthur  B, 
Ls'auKAU  of  Deriioiiies  county,  president,  and  Gkokok  BK-viTy 
of  Mineral  Point,  georetary. 

In  tho  Houso  Isaac  Lefflkr  of  Demoines  county  was 
doctcd  spcukt'r  uud  Jous  Catux  of  Madison,  chiuf  clurk. 

Tlie  Governor's  nieiuugo  vras  dolivt-rod  in  pu»on  on  tlie 
second  day  of  the  Bcssion  to  tli«  two  IIousc-»  ossomblod  In 
the  Eciiresentatives'  Hall.  It  was  marktMl  by  thoso  feuturos 
of  liound,  practical,  common-sensw  which  pervaded  all  his 
official  utterances  an  well  as  his  otHcial  acts. 

Id  recommending  to  the  Legislature  to  memoriali?^  Con< 
greas  to  pose  a  pre-emption  law,  he  said

Thia  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  was  not  marked 
any  events  of  peculiar  interest.  The  Governor,  in  his 
ige,  recommended,  as  he  hail  at  the  previous  session,  a 
codification  of  the  laws,  but  nothing  was  done  in  that  di- 
rection, except  to  provide,  by  resolution,  for  the  printing,  as 
an  appendix  to  the  pamphlet  laws  of  the  session,  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  acts  specified  by  their  titles,  se- 
lected from  those  then  in  force.  I'he  provisions  of  this 
resolution,  however,  were  never  complied  with. 

The  whole  number  of  acts  passed  at  this  session  was  one 
hundred  and  six. 

Of  these,  eighteen  related  to  the  laying  out  and  organiza- 
tion of  counties,  locating  county  seats,  and  to  town,  villugo 
and  city  organixalion;  ten  to  the  establi-shment  of  eighlt'en 
different  seminaries  and  universities^;  nine  to  the  location  of 
roods;  and  thirty-six  to  the  general  conduct  of  th)  public 
affairs  of  tho  Territory.  There  were  also  passed  thirty-two 
private  acts,  of  which  onu  was  to  iucurporate  a  bunk  at 
Prairie  du  Chien,  which  was  disapproved  by  Congress  and 
never  went  into  effect;  six  to  grant  divorces,  all  of  which 
took  effect  immediately  after,  and  some,  perhaps,  before 
their  passage. 

Of  the  public  acts,  the  two  most  important  were  the  act 
providing  for  taking  another  census,  and  the  act  abolishing 
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imprisonment  for  debt,  which  relic  of  barbarism  liad  con- 
tinued in  force,  by  operation  of  the  laws  of  Mirhi^an,  upon 
the  organization  of  the  Territory.  Among  the  eighteen  uni- 
versities and  seminaries  ostabhshed  was  the  "  University 
of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin"  at  Madison,  to  wliicii  Con- 
grees  was  by  joint  reeolution  urged  to  ntak(>  an  appropriation 
of  $2O,C0 )  in  money,  and  two  townships  of  land.  The  numey 
wa3  not  appropriated.  But  on  the  12th  of  June,  li^^.  Can- 
presfi  made  an  appropriation  of  the  amount  of  land  asked 
for,  which  was  the  fundameutal  endowment  of  that  noble 
University,  whose  spaciouB  buildings  now  adorn  the  capital 
of  our  state,  and  whose  faoilitics  and  capacity  for  educating 
its  youth  reflect  much  credit  upon  thos:*^'  who  have  mani- 
fested so  great  an  interest,  and  such  untiring  porsevcriuice 
in  promoting  it«i  welfare. 


It  was  at  this  session  that  an  act  was  passed  "to  incorpo- 
rate the  Milwaukee  and  Rock  River  Canal  Company," 
which  contained,  among  other  things,  nn  authority  to  tlie 
company  to  apply  to  Congress  for  an  appropriation  in 
money  or  lands  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  its  work8.  In 
pursuance  of  this  authority  application  was  made,  and  an 
appropriation  obtained  in  Juno,  ISSfi,  of  the  odd-numbered 
sections  on  a  bolt  of  territory  five  miles  in  width  on  each 
side  of  the  line  of  the  propaned  canal.  This  grant  of  land, 
if  it  had  been  judiciously  managed,  would  have  pnyiuced  a 
fund  adequate  for  the  construction  of  a  canal  connecting 
Rock  River  with  Lake  Michigan,  which  would  have  lM.i>n 
followed,  no  doubt,  by  slack  water  navigation  on  Rock 
River,  providing  a  cheap  means  of  transit  to  market  of  the 
bulky  agricultural  products  of  tho  extensive  and  fertile 
valley  of  l£ock  River,  and  of  other  parts  of  the  state  and  of 
Illinois.  But  instead  of  Ihe  blessing  it  miRht  have  Iwen,  it 
proved  a  curse  and  a  blight  upon  the  early  prosperity  of  the 
Territory,  owing  mainly  to  the  antagonisms  which  grew  up 
between  tho  officers  of  the  canal  company  and  tlio  territo- 
rial officers  cutnistcd  with  tho  disposition  of  the  lands 
granted  by  Congress,  and  of  tlieir  proceed*,  and  to  tho  con- 
Qicts  hctweou  t)ie  beneficiaries  of  tho  land  grunt  and  some 
of  the  leading  politicians  of  the  times. 

It  is  intended  lo  devote  the  last  chapter  of  this  work 
exclusively  to  the    history  of    the  Milwaukee  and  Rock 
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Kiver  caiial  and  ite  incldeuts.  and  therefore  it  is  not  neoce- 
snry  to  say  inorv  in  t1ii8  connection. 

On  thf  Wth  of  Jiiiiuttr.v,  Iritis,  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution 
adopUnt  on  the  ITth,  thv  Legielulivu  AssoinMy  adjourned 
to  meut  at  the  luuno  olace  on  the  second  Monday  of  June. 


CHAPTER  XIX. 

TKBRITORY  OF  WISCONSIN   IS   1838. 


The  second  session  of  the  flrat  Legislative  Assembly 
which  commenced  in  Kovomber,  1*137,  wasextended  twenty 
days  into  January,  18^8,  but  to  prpserve  the  continuity  of 
itM  proceedings,  Uiey  were  all  referred  to  in  the  last 
cliaptor. 

For  the  eamo  reason  the  proceedings  of  the  second  session 
of  the  2fltb  Coiifiress,  which  cointneiiccd  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  December,  1837,  so  far  as  thoy  affect  Wisconsin,  will 
be  collated  in  this  chapter. 

The  2«h  of  February  of  this  year  will  ever  be  memorable 
as  that  upon  which  was  enacted  one  of  the  most  heart- 
rending tragedies  that  ever  resulted  from  the  barbarous 
practice  of  duelling.  It  was  the  sacriftce  of  the  life  of  Hon. 
JoNATHA.s*  Cii-i.EY,  a  niemb(.T  of  the  House  oi  Representa- 
tives from  the  Stat*!  of  Maiuu,  in  an  "affair  of  honor"  with 
Hon.  Wjl  J.  GitAVES,  a  member  from  Uie  State  of  Ken- 
tucky. 

This  duel  derives  its  interest  for  the  people  of  VTtscon- 
gin  from  tlie  fact  tliat  Hon.  (iKoKtiK  W.  Jonks,  then  the  del- 
egate in  Congress  from  Wisconsin,  wa.**  the  "friend"  and 
second  of  Mr,  Cii-i-ky  in  the  terrible  tragedy,  which  is  a  suf- 
ficient reason  for  giving  a  dt^tailcd  account  of  the  events 
which  led  to,  oiid  the  circumstances  which  attended  the  fatal 
meeting. 

Jaiies  Wats<^in  Webb  was  the  editor  of  the  New  York 
Courier  and  I^u^juircr.  In  a  discussion  in  the  House  on  the 
ISth  February,  Mr.  Cilley  was  reported  in  the  Olobe,  whilo 
ftpeatiing  of  the  Courier  and  Enquirer,  to  have  made  re- 
marks to  the  following  effect:  He  kucw   nothing  of  tho 
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editor,  but  it  be  is  the  same  wlio  onco  brought  grave 
charges  against  an  institution  (Bank  of  the  Cuitod  States) 
from  which  he  was  said  to  have  rwreivt-d  afterwards 
152,000  in  facilities,  he  (Jlr.  Cii.i.ey)  did  not  think  that  any- 
thing which  the  editor  had  aaid  deserved  to  be  noticed  by 
Congress. 

On  the  2l8t  of  February  Mr.  Graves  had  a  friendly  inter- 
view with  Mr.  CiLLEV,  in  which  he  presented  to  the  latter  a 
note  from  J.  W.  Webb,  which  Mr.  CuxET  declined  to  re* 
ccive.  There  were  no  witnusaws  to  the  conversation 
between  Messrs.  ORAVEsand  Cillky  in  that  interview. 

Subsequently  on  the  same  day  Mr.  Gkavks  addressed  the 
following  note  to  Mr.  CiuJcv —

On  the  next  day  (33d)  Mr.  Graves  addressed  to  Mr.  CiiXBr 
the  following  note:

The  npxt  day  {2-1d)  at  a  few  minutes  before  noon,  no  fur- 
ther communication  between  tlieparticB  having  intervened. 
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ncliallfniit'  from  ifr.  (rKAVts  was  presented  by  Hon.  Hesry 
A.  Wiau  to  Mr,  Oillkv,  in  th«  following  words:

Mr.  Cn.i.KY,  after  nome  delay,  secured  tlie  friendly  serv- 
ices of  Hon.  Oeorqe  W.  Junrs  as  the  bearer  of  Ins  accept- 
ance of  the  cliallenge,  Mr.  Jones,  liowovur,  in  a  published 
letter  to  tiiv  [)w>i)Ic  of  Wisconsin,  dated  June  2(Jlli,  8uy»:

Mr.  CiLLKV's  letter,  nccopting  the  challenfje,  was  deliver«d 
byMr.  JosEsatthe  hour  of  5  P.  M.  on  llio  same  day  the  chal- 
lenge was  received,  and  was  in  these  brief  terms: 

**  Tour  Dale  of  lUi  mornlnc  baa  brm  rnraliwl.  Ny  ttivnA.  Utu.  JoKn.  will  '  amke  dia 
atraaiiBiBiaiHaillaMoMtlw  acdaxtoD.'** 

The  following  terms  of  meetinR  were  then  agreed  upon 
between  the  seconds,  .Messrs.  Wisic  and  JoxKS,  in  conform* 
ity  with  tliose  already  agreed  upon  between  Mr.  Cillky 
and  liiii  friends:  the  place  to  be  such  as  might  be  agreed 
upon  between  them  at  Vi  M.  the  next  day,  the  3Uh,  The 
weapons  to  bo  rilles.  The  parties  placed  side  to  side  at 
eighty  yards  distaiK-u  from  each  other;  to  hold  the  rifles  at 
arms  It-uglli  downwur^l;  the  rilles  to  be  coi;ked  and  triggers 
set;  the  words  to  be  "Gentlomon  are  you  roady?"  After 
which,  neither  answering  "Ifo,"  tho  words  shall  be  in  regular 
succession  "Fire-one.  two,  three,  four."  Neither  party  is  to 
raise  his  weapon  from  the  downward  position  until  the  word 
"fire"  and  neither  shall  fire  before  the  word  '■fire"  nor 
after  the  word  "four."  The  position  of  the  parties  at 
the  end  of  the  line  to  be  determined  by  lot.  The  second 
of  tho  party  losing  the  choice  of  position,  shall  have  tho 
gjving  of  the  word.  Each  party  may  have  on  the  ground, 
besEdee  his  second,  a  surgeon  aud  two  other  friends.  Tho 
rifles  to  be  loadud  in  presence  of  the  i^eeonds. 

It  was  then  agreed  between  tho  seconds,  at  about  noon  of 
tile  2tlh,  and  after  some  correspondence  and  delay  in  reflation 
lo  a  rjlle  for  Mr.  Gkaves,  that  the  meeting  should  take  place 
at  3  P.  M.  of  that  day;  that  they  should  meet  at  the  Ana- 
cotttA  bridge  on  the  road  to  Marlborough,  Md.,  between  tbo 
17 
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hours  of  ]»  and  Sj  P.  St.,  and  that  if  either  got  there  first  he 
should  wait  for  the  other,  and  tliat  they  would  tlienc©  pro* 
ceod  out  of  the  District.  The  parties  met  at  the  bridge.  Mr. 
CiLLET  and  his  party  arriving  first;  and  all  proceeded  about 
8  P.  M.  to  the  place  of  meeting.  The  seconds  marked  off 
the  ground  and  decided  the  choice  of  positions.  Mr.  Wisb 
■won  the  clioice,  and  Mr.  Jones  had  the  giving  of  the  word. 

Shortly  after  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  the  rifles  wore  loaded  in  the 
presence  of  ilie  seconds:  Ihe  parties  were  called  together; 
tliey  were  fullj-  instructed  by  Mr.  Junks  as  to  their  positions, 
aud  the  words  twice  repeatoil  to  them  as  they  would  be  and 
OS  they  were  delivered  to  them  in  the  exchange  of  Hhots,j 
After  this  they  were  ordered  to  their  respective  positions,! 
the  secondii  assuming  their  places  and  the  friends  accom* 
panying  the  seconds,  were  disposed  along  the  line  of  fire  to 
observe  tlmt  each  obeyed  the  terms  of  meeting. 

Mr.  JoNKS  gave  the  words  distinctly,  audibly  and  in  regu- 
lar Buccession,  and  the  parties  exchanged  shots  without  vi- 
olating in  the  lejist  a  single  instruction.'  They  both  missed.1 

The  friends  generally,  then  assembled  to  hear  what  was 
to  be  said.  Mr.  Josks  then  inquired  of  Mr.  Wise  whether 
his  friend  (Mr.  Qkavkh)  was  satisfied.    "Mr.  VVisk  replied

After  Mr.  Jonks  was  informed  by  Mr.  WisRthat  the  chal- 
lenge was  suspended  for  the  purpose  of  explanation,  he  wentj 
to  Mr.  CiLLKT.  his  principal,  and  then  said  to  Mr,  Wise,  aa' 
Mr.  Jokes  remembered  a  few  hours  afterwards  what  he 
suid:

The  recollection  of  Mr.  Wise  in  regard  to  the  answer  of 
Mr.  Jones  was,  that  Mr.  Joum  also  said  in  his  answer:

Much  conversation  then  ensued  hetween  the  seconds  and 
their  friends,  but  no  nearer  approach  to  reconciliation  Inking 
made,  the  challenge  was  renewed,  another  shot  was  ex-j 
changed  and  both  missed. 
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After  this  tho  Bcoonds  and  tlio  frit-nds  8(rain  asKcmbled, 
the  challuuge  was  again  wiUuirawu,  and  a  very  ttimilar  con* 
venalioD  to  that  after  the  first  exchange  of  shots  ensued. 

Mr.  JoKRS  then  remarked:

Th«Bo  UkI  words  Mr.  Jones  docs  not  recollect. 

After  much  more  conversation  and  inofifcctual  attempts  to 
adjust  the  matter,  the  challenge  was  again  renewed;  and 
while  the  friends  were  again  loading  the  rifles  for  the  third 
exchange  of  shots,  Mr.  Jonrs  and  Jfr.  Wisk  walked  apart 
and  each  proposed  to  the  other  anxiously  to  settle  the  af- 
fair. 

Mr.  Wise  asked  Mr.  Jones

To  this  Mr.  Jones  replied  affirmatively,  adding

In  further  explanatory  conversation,  Mr.  Wjsk  said  to 
Mr.  Jokes;

To  which  Mr.  Jones  replied 

" Attarlbla abot  •llhfflit  (<It*(it  I  villi  eiiMrt&IuttasiiropDalllaD.'' 

The  parties  then  exchanged  the  third  shot     It  was  fatftL 
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T)io  bullet  from  Mr.  Graves  rifle  struok  Mr.  Cilley  in  the 
left  iliac  ref!icn,  and  pasiied  through  the  right  /miliar  re- 
gion, completely  fievering  the  iior-^<i  ormain  artery  of  the 
heart.  The  only  words  he  spoke  were  "  I'm  wounded",  and 
instantly  died. 

Mr.  Graves,  through  Mr.  Wise,  expreMSCil  to  Mr.  Joses  a 
dcsiru  to  sue  Mr,  Cillet.  When  Mr.  Joxbs  approached  Mr. 
Graves  to  inform  him  that  his  roquogt  would  bo  granted, 
he  askfd  Mr,  Jones.  "  How  is  he?"  Mr.  Jones  n-plied,  "  My 
friend  is  dead,  sir."  Mr.  (  Jraves  then  went  to  liis  rarriage. 
On  the  'iBili  of  February,  1838,  a  committee  was  appointed 
by  the  Houfie  of  Itepreaentatirea,  to  inve»tigate  the  causes 
which  led  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Cii.i.ky  and  the  circum* 
Htances  connected  therewith.  The  committee  on  the  2l8t  of 
April  submitted  a  report  accompanied  by  a  large  amount  of 
testimony. 

The  report  concluded  with  rctsolutious  that  Mr.  Graves  be 
expelled  from  the  House,  and  that  Mussri).  V^'uiE  and  Junes 
be  censured. 
Two  minority  reports  were  also  presented. 
The  reportti  of  the  committee  and  the  rei^ohitions  occupied 
the  attention  of  the  House  from  the  Slst  of  April  to  the  lOth 
of  May.  when  by  a  vote  of  103  to  78,  the  whole  subject  was 
laid  on  the  table,  and  the  reports  and  documents  wcru  or- 
dered to  be  printed. 

On  the  -Ith  of  July  a  motion  was  mode  that  the  House  do 
proceed  to  the  consideration  of  the  report  when  the  motioa 
to  oonaider  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table,  and  nothing  fur- 
ther was  done  on  the  subject,  except  that  the  Senate  passed 
a  bill  to  prohibit  the  giving  or  accepting  within  the  DiKtriot 
of  Culunibia  of  a  challenge  to  fight  a  duel,  which  waj>  not 
acted  upon  by  the  House. 


The  act  of  Decem1)er3,  lfi3G,6xingthe  aeat  of  government 
at  Madison,  prescribed  Uiat  tlie  commissioners  ^^liould  — 

"  \an*  |||>0D  k  |ilai>  ot  Mill  bundliim  and  tioua  pmpovallk  Bl'l"!  diM  noUo*  tkMvoC

No  "  proposals"  were  issued  during  the  year  1837,  but  the 
expenditures  were  made  by  the  commissioners  according  to 
their  own  discretion,  and  amounted  at  the  end  of  that  y( 
to  the  sum  of  9I7,0U0.1^,and  the  walls  of  the  basement  we 
erected,  but  none  of  the  superstructure. 

On  the  iiutb  of  February,  1838,  notice  was  published  that 
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Benlcd  proposals  would  be  nxroivcd  until  tho  l&th  day  of 
April,  for  tbu  completion  of  the  capitol  above  tlie  basement 
8tor>-.  The  contract  was  let  to  Jame?;  MuRitisox,  and  work 
prOKreesed  under  Dip  contract. 

By  an  act  of  Congress  approved  June  IS,  IS38,  a  further 
appropriation  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  was  made  — 

"Ttt  itefra;  (b«  vxjioMn  ot  «onipli4laic  the  pulillo  burlitino*  Ip  Uie  TsnltolTOf  Wb- 
eomln,  which  itn  now  oonrnMiKad  *nd  puiliil1r'<^nii<Mi'>t." 

The  annual  civil  service  appropriation  bill  ajiproved  April 
C.  I83@,  contained  an  appropriation  ofCf'.ldO  for  compensa- 
tion of  the  Governor.  Judges,  and  Secretary,  and  of  ft:i{i,(}%$ 
for  contiui^Mit  expeuKus,  pay  and  milen^^e  of  the  members 
of  the  L4'KiBlativo  Assembly,  offic<->r«  of  the  Council,  taking 
Census,  printing,  and  furniture  and  rent  of  buildings 


During  the  year  1S37  three  separate  treaties  with  Indian 
triboH  bad  been  made,  which  were  destined  within  a  few 
yeaw  to  be  of  the  greatest  interest  and  advantage  to  Wis- 
consin. They  were  liubmitted  by  the  President  to  the  Sen- 
ate for  tlieir  consideration  at  it«  next  8e£sion,  commencing 
in  December  of  that  year. 

The  tribes  with  which  these  treaties  wore  made  were  the 
Chippewas,  the  Sioux,  and  the  Winnebagoes. 

Gov.  Donoe,  Governor  and  Snperintondent  of  Indian  Af- 
fairs, together  witJi  Gen.  Wii-uam  K.  Smith,  then  residing 
at  Huntingdon,  Pa.,  Init  immediately  after  and,  nntil  his 
death  in  Wisconsin,  were  appointed  commissioners  to  effAoC 
a  treaty  with  the  Chippewa  Indians  for  a  cession  of  their 
lands  to  the  Vnitod  Status. 

The  mouth  of  July  wati  appointed  as  tho  time,  and  Saint 
Peters  (the  confluence  of  the  St.  Peter»  and  Mississippi 
rivei€)  as  tho  iiluce  for  having  a  "  talk"  with  the  Chippewas 
with  a  view  to  tho  cession. 

Unavoidable  delays  prevented  Gen.  Smith  from  reaching 
the  ground  in  season,  and  Oen.  Dodue  was  the  sole  repre- 
sentative of  the  Vnited  States  in  conducting  tlie  negotia- 
tions. 

Tho  treaty  with  the  Chippewas  was  concluded  on  the  89th 
day  of  July,  1837, 

In  the  treaty  with  the  Sioux  the  United  States  was  repre- 
sentee! by  Joel  li.  Pui.vmett,  tlien  Secretary  of  War,  and  the 
negotiations  were  conducted  at  Washington,  where  tho 
chiefs  and  brax'es  of  the  Sioux  nation  had  gone  for  the  pur- 
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posoof  hnaringa  "talk"  with  their  "Great  Father."  The 
treaty  was  sitfucd  et  WafihiuKton  on  the  2t)th  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1837. 

Cakkv  a.  Haukis,  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs, acliiijj 
for  the  Vnite<i  States,  conrluded  n  treaty  at  Washington 
with  the  Winnebffl^es  on  the  first  day  of  November,  18»7. 

By  these  treaties,  ami  those  prevtoiwly  made,  the  Indian 
title  to  all  the  laiul  in  the  pr(.^^ent  Slatt;  of  Wisconsiii,  ami  a 
considerahlc  part  of  Minnesota,  was  extinguished,  except  a 
portion  occupied  by  the  HcDomoneesand  a  tow  umall  reser- 
vations. 

One  of  the  minor  effects  of  thecse  treaties  was  to  oxtin- 
guish  forever  the  hopes  of  the  heirs  of  Jonathan  Cahvbr 
and  their  asniguf),  that  their  claim  to  the  Bo-called  "Carver 
grant'  might  in  some  unknown  way  be  made  available. 

But  tlie  most  important  effect  was  that  the  extinguish- 
ment of  tlie  Indian  title  opened  to  settlement  and  occup4^ 
tion,  and  to  the  appIi(.':ation  of  the  Kubtie<iueiitty  onaeted 
pre-emption  and  liomestoiid  laws,  all  that  L-xlensiv«  region, 
the  waters  of  which  form  thosu  great  arteries  of  commerce 
in  lumber,  the  "Wisconsin,  Black,  Chippewa,  and  St,  Croix 
rivors,  with  the  Wolf  and  others  which  empty  into  Groon 
Bay. 

Although  these  treaties  were  submitted  to  the  Senate  at 
an  early  period  of  the  session,  yet  their  ratifioition  was  so 
long  delayed  that  apprehensions  arose  in  the  minds  of  thoso 
inlerestcd  in  them  that  possibly  they  might  not  be  ratiQed. 

Such  was  tlie  extent  of  these  fears,  that  in  the  message  of 
Governor  I>oi>GE  to  the  Li-gislalive  Assembly,  at  the  ezt 
session  held  iit  June,  1S:)8,  bo  dt.-omcd  it  his  duty  eamosti] 
to  recommend  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  to  adopt  a  me- 
morial—  I 

"Auk  Ins  111*  ntinrsUoB  l>r  tlw  Ciillttl  Slatn  SHiutv  Of  tin  MMka  iii*l«  *IUi  tha  Win.

Such  a  memorial  was  adopted. 

The  message  of  Governor  DowtR  was  delivered  on  the 
11th  day  of  June,  and  it  is  a  noteworthy  coincidence  that  all 
throo  of  the  treaties  were  ratified  by  the  Senate  on  the  same 
day,  and  perhaps  in  the  same  hour  in  which  the  Governor's 
mcesogo  was  being  read. 

Previous  to  tha  13th  of  Juno,  1838,  tho  jurisdiction  of  the 
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SufTeyor  Geneml  of  Ohio  embraced  Iklirhigan  and  Wis- 
consin, An  act  of  Congress  iipi>roved  on  that  day,  created 
the  offico  of  Stirvoyor  Ocncral  for  WisconslOj  comprcliend- 
iug  all  of  ■Wisconsin,  as  bounded  by  tho  act  of  1836, 
eslablitdiiu;;  tlio  Territory. 

Tho  olfico  wus  located  at  Duhuque,  and  Albert  G.  Elus 
■was  appointed  tho  first  Surveyor  General,  with  a  salary  of 
fiftiMrn  hundred  dollafit,  and  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
for  oflice  rent,  fuel  and  other  incidental  expenses. 


By  an  act  of  Congress  approved  June  12, 1S38,  tho  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  was  aulhorizod  to  set  apart  and  re- 
serve from  sale,  two  entire  townships  of  land  for  the  use  and 
support  of  a  university,  to  be  located  iu  tracts  of  not  less 
than  an  entire  section. 

An  act  ha<J  nlrejidy  been  passed  by  the  Territorial  Legis- 
lature, approved  January  ll),  L838,  to  establish  at  or  near 
Madiiton  a  university,  the  name  of  which  should  be  "The 
Untvcraity  of  Wisconsin,"    It  was  to—

The  act  provided  that  tho  first  meeting  should  bo  held  ou 
tbe  first  Monday  iu  July,  uud  might  be  adjourned  from  time 
to  timo. 

Tho  fir^t  moL-tiii^  of  tho  lioard  of  visitors  was  adjourned 
from  tho  first  to  tlie  thin!  Monday  of  July,  when  Hon. 
Charles  Dcnn*  and  Wu.  C.  Fkakkk,  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  A.  A.  BiKD,  John  Catlin  and  Wji.  N.Oakdxkr  were 
^present.  Judge  Fuazkr  was  appointed  Chairman  and 
William  X.  Oaronkk,  Secretary.  There  being  no  quorum 
present,  the  board  adjourned  uutil  Monday  of  tho  second 
week  of  tho  next  session  of  tho  Legislative  Assembly. 

The  nextmeetingof  the  Board  was  held  in  Decembor  pur- 
suant to  adjournment.  Officers  and  committees  were  ap- 
pointed and  steps  taken  for  tho  selection  of  a  site,  and  to 
have  the  lands  donated  bj'  Congress  selected,  and  specifi- 
cally appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  miiversity. 

At  the  second  session  of  the  34th  Congress  there  were  ftf- 
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teen  now  post  routes  establiehed,  ami  in  June,  IftStt,  there 
were  eighty  post-offices  in  the  Territory  eaet  of  the  ilissis- 
sippl

Mineral  Point,  Belmont,  Klk  (irove,  Dodejj;eviIie,  Helena, 
Moundvilte,  Arena,  Mill  Seat  Bend,  Diamond  Grove,  Blue 
River,  Wingville,  English  Prairie.  Wisconain,  Gratiot's 
Grove,  Wiotn,  Ottcrburu,  White  Oak  Springs,  New  Dig- 
gings,  Ridgeway  and  Willow  Springsin  Iowa  oounty;  Jef- 
ferson and  Walertown  in  Jefferson  county:  Manitowoc  in 
Manitowoc  county:  Milwaukee.  Prairie  Village,  Belletorre, 
New  Berlin  and  Oak  Creek  in  Milwaukee  county;  Dekorre 
and  Fort  Winnebago  in  Portage  county;  Racine.  Southport, 
Mount  Pleasant,  Aurora,  Pleasant  Prairie,  Rochester  Pike 
and  Foxville  in  Racine  county;  Turtle  Creek,  Hume,  Jnnes- 
ville  and  Outlet  Konhkonong  in  Rock  county;  Sheboygan  in 
Sheljoygan  county;  Fox  Lake  in  Dodge  county;  Washing- 
ton in  Washington  county  and  Delavan.

There  was  appropriated  by  Congress  at  this  session  tlie 
£um  of  four  thousand  dollars  for  the  construction  of  a  light- 
house  on  Grassy  Island  at  the  head  of  Green  Bay,  The 
President  was  aulhorizt^d  to  appoint  one  or  more  naval  olfl-a 
cers  upon  whom  was  devolved  various  duties  with  reference' 
to  light-houses,  among  which  was  to  examine  and  determine 
whether  it  was  expedient  to  construct  lighthouses  or 
con  lights,  at  nearly  fifty  designated  points.  Throe  of  tbM< 
points  wore  Boiithport,  and  the  mouth  of  Sauk  River  and 
KewQuneo  River, 

Thirty  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  the  con- 
struction of  roads,  viz.:  From  Fort  Howanl,  cin  Milwaukee 
and  Racine,  to  the  stale  line,  fifteen  thousand  dollars;  from 
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Milwaukee  via  Jfodtson  to  a  point  opposite  Dubuque,  ten 
thousand  dollurs,  and  from  Kort  Crawford  via  Fori  Wiiitio- 
bago  to  Fort  Howard,  five  tlioneand  dollaw. 

Tlie  Burveyinjt,  marking  and  designnting  of  the  boundary 
line  between  the  Stato  of  Michigan  and  Territory  of  Wis- 
confiin,  wna  providi-d  for  by  act  of  Congrt-sa,  and  an  appro- 
priation of  thrc«  thousand  dollars  made  for  ihat  purpose. 

There  was  granted  to  the  Territory,  by  an  act  approved 
June  18, 1838,  for  the  puri)03e  of  aiding  in  opening  a  canal  to 
unite  the  waters  of  Lake  Michigan  at  Slllwaukoe.  with 
those  of  Rock  River,  all  the  land  not  theretofore  disposed  of 
in  tlie  odd  niuiibcretl  scctiunx  within  the  breadth  of  five  full 
sections  on  each  sidu  of  said  canal. 

A  joint  resolution  was  adopted  June  lie,  183$,

Of  all  the  legislation  at  tliis  Rossion  of  Congress  none  had 
been  contemiilated  with  more  interest  by  the  settlers  npon 
that  portion  of  the  public  domain  in  "WUcnnain,  whirli  had 
not  yet  been  offered  at  public  sale,  than  an  effective  pre- 
emption law. 

The  measure  which  they  had  hoped  for,  and  which  was 
gunornlly  advocated  by  the  representativos  from  tho«e 
states  in  which  the  public  lands  were  situated,  was  one 
which  would  confine  the  sales  of  the  lands  to  actual  settlers, 
thus  preventing  their  absorption  by  speculators;  provide 
homesteads  to  nil  actual  bona  fide  settlers,  and  secure  a  per- 
manent pre-emption  right  upon  any  of  the  public  lands  be- 
fore they  were  offered  for  public  sale. 

An  act  entitled  "An  act  to  grant  pre-emption  rights  to 
settlers  on  the  public  land"  was  paused  June  'i'i.  1838,  whieh, 
while  it  did  not  moot  the  hopes  of  the  settlers,  secured  to 
such  of  them  as  had  resided  on  their  "claims"  four  montlis 
next  prceedinK  its  passage,  the  right  to  cuter  their  claims 
and  obtain  a  title  to  them. 

The  act  of  Congress  of  May  29, 18.30,  authorized  every 
settler  or  occupant  of  the  public  lands  prior  to  its  passage 
and  who  was  then  in  possession  and  cultivated  any  part 
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thereof  in  the  year  ISSd,  to  enter  not  more  than  nno  hun- 
dred and  sixty  acres  or  a  quarter  soetion,  to  include  hift  im- 
provement, upon    paying  to  the  United  States  the    then 
minimum  price  of  said  land. 
The  act  of  June  S3, 183.S,  declared

It  had  het^n  foroeeon  from  the  time  of  tlie  establishment 
of  the  Territory  of  WiKCousio,  that  it  would  at  some  time 
bo  divided  into  two  or  more  TerriloriL-s.  The  division  came, 
hoirover,  sooner  than  had  lieen  generally  nnticii>at*d. 

By  an  act  approved  June  12,  I838,it  was  enacted

The  act  fiirther  provided

It  provided  that  the  Oovernor  should  apportion  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislative  Assembly  among  the  several 
counties,  and  appoint  the  time  of  election  and  of  the  flrsC 
meeting  of  the  legislature  at  Madison. 

The  United  Hlates  Mareihal  and  Attorney  for  the  Territory 
of  Wisconsin,  resided  west  of  the  Mississippi,  and  their 
offlcpft  therefore  became  vaeant,  and  Edwahd  JaHBs  was 
appointed  Marshal  and  Moses  M.  Strong  Attorney  for  the 
reorganized  Territory  of  Wisconsin. 


A  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  Statw  was 
issued,  bearing  date  July  6,  WiH.  declaring  and  making 
known  that  public  sales  would  be  held  at  Green  Bay  on  the 
S2d  October  and  5th  November,  for  the  disposal  of  the  pub- 
Uo lands  east  of  the  Indian  buundury,  which  hud  not  pre* 
yionsiy  been  offered  for  sale,  and  wi^iu  the  boundari<i8  of 
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the  present  counties  of  Columbia.  Mnrquctli?,  Orwii  Lake, 
northern  part  of  Dodge,  Fon<l  <lu  Lac,  Winnulmgo  and 
Door. 

And  also  at  Milwaulcooon  tlio  lUth  day  of  Xnvember  and 
the  3d  day  of  Dt-cfiiibor,  for  tlie  lands  iiut  pn^vioiisly  offered 
in  the  south  part  of  Dodgu  county,  and  in  the  counties  of 
Jefferson,  Rock,  Walworth,  Kenosha,  Racine,  JUlwnukce, 
Waukeeha,  Washington  and  Ozaukee,  except  itnch  sections 
Of)  were  within  the  limit.s  of  the  grant  for  tho  Milwaukee 
and  Rock  R)v«r  canal. 

V  Tho  sales  to  have  been  held  in  Milwaukee  were  postponed, 
until  the  next  year  by  a  proclamation  of  the  President  in 
October, 


Tho  Legislative  Assewhiy  convened  in  special  Beesion  at 
BurlinKti^iii  "^  ^^"  second  Monday  (11th)  of  June,  pursuant 
to  a  joint  resolution  adopted  in  the  preceding  January, 

Ifo  change  had  taken  place  in  the  memberRhip  of  the 
council,  but  some  changes  had  taken  place  in  the  composi- 
tion of  tho  House  of  Representatives.  At  tho  previous  ses- 
sion a  charge  bad  been  made  that  Alksasdeu  M<^"riitl',(;<>K, 
a  member  f rum  Dubuque  county,  had  accepted  a  brilje  from 
one  John  Wilson,  to  procure  a  certain  ferry  charter  at  or 
near  Rook  iKland.  Tlio  matter  was  referred  to  a  commit- 
tee, which  reported  that  the  charge  was  true,  and  that 
"Wilson  bo  brought  to  the  bar  and  reprimanded,  and  ihat 
McGbkgor  be  expelled. 

Upon  the  consideration  of  the  resolution  in  relation  to 
Wilson",  W.  Henry  Starr,  Esq.,  an  attorney,  was  permit- 
ted to  appear  for  Wilson.  Mr.  St.vbr  having  used  lan- 
guage toward  Mr.  Quiglet  which  the  latter  regarded  as 
personally  offensive,  and  the  HuuFe  having  refused  to  adopt 
a  resolution  to  punish  Mr.  Stakr,  Mr.  Quiolkt,  on  the  irth 
of  January,  resigned  his  seat.  He  was  re-elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy  created  by  his  own  resignation. 

The  consideration  of  the  resolution  for  the  expulsion  of 
Alrxandeb  McGregor,  was  postponed  until  the  first  day  of 
the  special  session,  and  in  tlie  meantime,  soon  after  the  ad- 
journment, he  resigned  his  seat,  and  Lucius  H,  Lano- 
woKTiiY  was  elected  as  his  succee<sor. 

Jamks  Collins  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned 
by  the  resignation  of  Qeouob  F.  Sitrrn. 
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Th«  twohouwswereorganiaxlbytlieoloctionof  Abthiti 
B.  Inuram,  Pri'fticieiit,  oud  George  BEATTY.Swrclary  of  ihe 
the  Councii.  and  William  B.  Sueldon,  Speaker,  aud  Jons 
Catlin,  Ctiiof  Clork  of  the  Ilousfe  'Die  Governor'a  mteiaga 
wag  delivered  in  tJie  afternoon  of  Ihetimt  day  of  tlie  session. 
The  SGEsion  was  a  short  one,  lasting  only  two  weeks,  havinjt 
boon  hold  mainly  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  new  appor- 
tionmpnt  of  members  of  the  House  of  ReprcKcntatives,  l)n»ed 
upon  the  census  taken  in  Stay.  Thirty-ouo  nets  wen*  passed, 
of  which  six  related  to  counties,  fivu  to  roads,  sevtn  to  the 
conduct  of  public  afTnirs,  nnd  the  remaining  Uiirtecii  to 
private  mattoi-s,  of  which  four  were  to  ^rant  divorces. 
AmonK  the  public  acts  was  one  postponing  the  general  elec- 
tion from  the  first  Monday  of  August  to  the  second 
Monday  of  September  1  and  another  making  a  new  appor> 
tionment  of  the  members  of  the  House  of  Kepre»entntivett  to 
be  then  elected.  Of  the  twenty-gix  members,  twelve  were 
apportioned  among  the  counties  cast  of  the  Mississippi  river, 
and  fourteen  among  those  west.  This  apportionment  was, 
however,  to  be  contingent  upon  the  division  of  iheTerrilorj-; 
upon  which  contingency,  it  was  made  the  duly  uf  the  Gov- 
ernor to  make  an  apportionment.  Having  provided  that 
the  next  Kessiun  Bhould  be  held  at  Madison,  the  first  legis- 
lative Assembly  of  Wisconsin  Territory  adjourned  sine  dw , 
on  the  2.')th  of  June,  iS38.

He  however  arrived  at  Kacine  on  the  S4th  July,,  on  his 
return  from  Washington,  and  started  the  next  day  in  a  pri- 
vate carriage  across  the  Territory  forhishomoatSinsinawa 
Mound,  and  had  a  few  weeks  heforo  the  election  in  which 
to  make  a  personal  canvass.  Colonel  J<;.s-ics  was  also  nom- 
inated at  public  meetinf^  held  at  Milwaukee  and  Mineral 
Point  on  the  11th  day  of  July. 

lu  Oio  early  part  of  July  the  name  of  Thomas  P.  Burnrtt 
was  announced  as  an  independent  candidate  for  delegate, 
llo  canvassed  the  Territory  very  generally  and  mode  public 
addresses  in  many  places.  At  two  difTerent  meetings  held 
in  Brown  county,  Morgan  L.  Martin  was  nominated  and 
renominated  as  candidate  for  delegate,  but  before  the  elec- 
tion he  withdrew  from  the  canvass  and  became  a  candidate) 
for  member  of  the  Council  and  was  elected. 

At  a  meeting  of  citizens  of  Brown  county  on  tlie  86th  July, 
Jamks  D.  DoTT  was  nominated  as  candidate  for  delegate, 
and  on  the  1st  August  addressed  a  let^;^  to  the  chairman  of 
t]iat  meeting,  in  which  ho  declined  that  nomination  because 
it  was  local,  and  said—

At  a  subsequent  meeting  on  the  8th  of  August,  six  dole- ' 
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gotcs  were  elected  to  a  Territorial  convention  to  be  held  at 
Matlison  on  tlie  2flth  of  Augnist, 

Delegates  were  elected  from  several  other  counties,  ond 
the  astieniblagti  iir-I  at  Mailisoii  oti  the  ;'.'lh  of  August  and 
put  Mr.  DoTT  in  nomination  as  a  candidate  for  delegate. 

The  contest  assumtnl  a  tridugular  form,  the  throe  candi- 
dates being  Oeohok  W.  Jones,  Tjiomas  T.  Buknktt  and 
Jameg  D.  Doty. 

Judge  Doty  was  elected,  having  received  l,768vote».  Mr. 
JoNE»  received  1,174,  and  ilr.  Hcrnktt  920.  More  than 
seven  hundred  of  the  votes  for  Mr.  Burnett  were  from  the 
western  part  of  ttie  Territory,  and  would  probably  have 
been  cost  for  Mr.  Jones  if  Mr.  Bcrxett  had  not  boon  a 
candifatc.  The  oJiuni  of  the  GnAVKs-CiLi-Er  duel  was  a 
great  embarrui^uiL-nt  to  Mr.  Jonks  iu  the  eastern  part  of  the 
Territory  and  cost  him  many  votes. 

The  following  is  the  vole  by  counties  in  detail: 
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On  the  26th  of  October,  Edwakd  K  Olivkk  Buffered  the 
extreme  penalty  of  the  law  —  death  by  hanging.  He  was 
executed  at  Lancaster  in  Grant  county,  by  the  sheriff  of 
that  county  for  the  unprovoked  murder  of  John  Russbix 
at  CassviUe  about  six  montlis  previously. 

By  the  fourth  article  of  the  treaty  with  the  Winnobagoea, 
made  at  Washington  November  1, 1837,  in  consideration  of 
the  cession  and  relinquishment  of  all  their  lands  east  of  the 
Mii>si3aippi,  there  was  set  apart  by  the  United  States  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  ,  of  which  fifty  thou- 
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Band  dollars  vaa  to  be  paid  specifically  to  certain  indiviJ. 
uals  nninod  in  the  treaty,  and  t)io  remaininti;  one  hundred 
nud  fifty  thousand  dollars  were  to  be  applied  to  tlie  debts  of 
tl«>  nation,  which  might  bo  ascvrtaincd  to  b«  justly  due, 
and  which  might  bo  admitted  by  the  Indians.  U  Ibe  debts 
amounted  to  more  than  that  sum,  the  creditors  wore  to  bo 
paidjoro  rata. 

There  was  also  set  apart  the  further  sum  of  one  hundred 
thoii»aiid  dollars,  to  be  paid  under  the  direction  of  the  Presi- 
dent to  the  relatives  and  frieiidr)  of  »aid  Indians  having  not 
less  than  one  quarter  of  Winnebaifo  blood. 

SiMOS  CAMERoK.of  Pennsylvania,  and  Jauks  JU'rray,  i 
Miiryland,  wore  appointed  by  the  President  oommission« 
to  adjust  and  pay  tht.^  debts  of  the  Winnebagoes,and  to  dis- 
tribute among  Ihwir  relatives  aud  friends  of  mixed  blood  tho 
Bum  BO  aet  apart  for  tbem.  Okorqb  W.  FkatukrstonuaCgu 
was  appointed  secretary  of  the  commission. 

The  determination  of  the  question  who  were  the  creditors 
of  the  Indians,  and  what  was  the  amount  of  tlieir  credits— 
the  admission  of  the  Indians  having  been  obtained  —  as  we 
also  as  the  other  question  of  what  persons  were  to  be  allowc 
a  shanf  of  the  fund  for  those  of  mixed  Winnebago  bloc 
were  loft  to  the  uncoutrolled  discretion  and  decision  of  the'' 
commifiitioiiers. 

The  commissioners  gave  public  notice  that  their  office 
would  he  open  for  bufiiness  at  Prairie  du  Chicn  on  the  0th  of 
September,  when  they  would  adjudicate  upon  all  claima 
filed  with  the  secretary  in  the  order  in  which  they  were 
filed. 

The  whole  Winnebago  nation  was  assembled,  amounting 
to  about  four  thousand  souls,  men,  women,  and  children, 
and  '*  relatives  and  friends  of  mixed  blood"  innumurabte.  A 
large  number  of  creditors  was  in  attendance,  and  a  proper* 
tionately  large  number  and  amount  of  chiiras  were  filed 
and  acted  upon. 

It  would  be  only  natural  that  the  action  of  the  commig 
sioners  should  subject  them  to  censorious  remarks.    It  wafli 
openly  charged  that  collusion  existed  between  a  Mr.  BroivJ 
HEAD,  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  commissioners.     He  was! 
there  in  the  capacity  of  attorney  for  claimants  and  persoE 
of  mixed  blood,  and  it  was  alleged  that  he  was  always  suc- 
cessful, and  it  was  said  that  he  received  large  commissions^^ 
which  he  divided  with  the  commissiooers. 
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the  first  BfSflton  of  ihe  Fjeftislative  Assembly,  William 
BULLKS  was  cliosen  President  of  llie  Council,  and  JoiiN  W. 
Blackstoxe,  Speaker  oC  the  House. 

It  met  at  Miulixon.  on  the  Sfith  of  November. 

Upon  convmtiu^,  it  wus  found  that  the  capital  was  in  an 
unfiuixbed  state,  and  ho  much  diusatisfactioQ  existed  with 
the  accommodntionH  at  MadiBon,  that  it  was  a  matter  of 
doubt  for  two  weeks,  whntlidr  a  temporary  adjournment  to 
Milwaukee  would  not  be  had.  A  committee  appointed  for 
thu  purpose  of  investigating^  the  extent  of  the  accommoda* 
lions,  reported  "  that  at  the  Madison  House  there  was  one 
room  thai  wouhl  uccummuda'c  six  persons,  at  the  Madison 
Hotel  two  rooms  that  would  accommodate  four  poi-sons,  and 
at  tl;e  American  Hotel  eig;ht  rooms,  sufficient  to  accommo- 
date twenty-six  persons.  But  they  could  not  aRcertnin  that 
more  than  fifty  peraoiia  could  be  accommodated  with  nuffi- 
ciont  rooms  for  the  transaction  of  business." 

>lution  to  r«movc  the  session  to  some  otiier  placo 
one  House,  and  would  probably  have  pas»ed  the 
other,  if  there  had  beoa  any  satisfactory  evidence  that  the 
accommodations  at  any  other  place  in  the  Territory  were 
any  better.  Under  the  circumstances,  the  Legislative  As- 
sembly remained  at  Madison  about  four  weeks,  when  tliey 
adJ3uriiod  from  the  tM  of  December  to  the  Sist  of  Januiiry. 

During  this  sliort  sc<ision  a  committee  of  three  members 
fmm  4*acb  of  the  two  branches  was  appointed  to  make  a  revis- 
ion of  the  laws;  and  two  other  comuiiltees,  of  three  members 
each,  to  investigate  the  banks  of  the  Territory,  which  they 
were  required  to  visit  in  person,  Tho  duty  of  serving  upon 
thftte  committees  was  practically  a  removal  of  twelve  of 
the  thirty-nine  members  from  the  scene  of  their  labors  on 
the  floor  of  their  respective  houses,  and  was  the  ostensible 
raoson  for  the  recess. 

A  special  messenger  was  appointed  by  joint  resolution  to 
proceed  to  Burlington  and  procure  the  quota  of  the  laws  of 
the  last  session,  belonging  to  tbo  Territory  of  Wisconsin. 

A  joint  resolution  was  also  uilopted,  that  Jamk:;  K.  Ed- 
wards, with  whom  a  coutruet  had  been  entered  into  on  the 
90th  of  January,  for  printing  and  binding  certain  laws,  and 
with  which  he  had  f.iiled  to  comply,  be  directed  not  to 
proceed  any  further  with  the  printing  and  binding  of  Boid 
laws. 

18 
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Tlio  District  Attorney  of  the  United  States  was  requested 
by  joint  resolution  to  examine  anil  report  whether  the  Ter- 
ritory had  a  title  to  the  ground  on  which  the  Capitol  stands. 

Moses  M.  Strono  was  appointed  fiHcal  agent  with  author- 
ity to  adjust  all  accounts  for  any  money  appropriated  by 
law  to  defray  the  expenses  of  that  ses»ioao£  the  I>egis]a- 
tive  Assembly,  and  to  borrow  for  the  use  of  the  Ije^slature 
Sfteen  thousand  dollars,  in  coin  or  in  notes  of  the  banks  of 
Illinois  or  Jlissouri. 

At  tbi8  December  session,  twenty  nets  wore  passed  neorlj 
all  of  which  were  of  a  purely  local  or  private  nature. 

Tlio  county  of  Walworth  was  orgauizod  and  the  county 
Beat  located  at  Elkhom.and  the  counties  of  Manitowoc  and 
Sheboygan  were  organized  for  county  purposes,  continuing 
attached  to  Hrown  county  for  judicial  purposes. 

The  proceedings  of  the  board  of  commi-ssioners  of  Milwau- 
kee county  were  declared  legal  and  valid.andthecommis- 
sioners  were  also  authorised  to  prepare  copiee  of  the  record 
of  det'il*.  etc.,  from  Brown  county.  Commissioners  wwft 
appointed  to  locate  the  seat  of  justice  of  Green  county. 

Eleven  of  the  twenty  acts  related  to  the  locating,  author- 
izing or  establishing  roads,  bridges  and  ferries,  two  incor- 
porated mining  companies. 

One  changed  the  name  of  the  Wisconsin  University  of 
Qreen  Bay  to  Hobart  University  of  Green  Bay,  while  the 
only  other  and  the  la.st  act  of  this  short  session,  approved  on 
the  "ijad  December,  was  "to  provide  for  the  compensation  of 
the  officers  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  and  for  other  pur- 
poses."  The  appropriation  made  by  this  oot  amounted  to 
•6,454.14. 

After  adopting  a  joint  resolution —

Biich  of  the  members  as  were  not  engaged  in  committee 
work  returned  to  their  homes. 
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CHAPTER  SX 


TERRITORY  OF  WISCONSIN  IN  1839. 

proceedings  of  tho  third  sension  of  th«  twenty-fith 

^igrcfs,  commencing  December  3,  1838,  and  ending 
March  a,  1839,  so  far  as  they  affected  the  Territory  of  Wis- 
consin, wure  not  subordinate  in  interest  to  those  of  any  pre- 
ceding session. 

The  first  queittion  which  arose,  afTcctiiig  those  interests, 
y^as,  which  of  the  two  gentk-men  daiming  the  right  to  rep- 
resent the  Territory  during  that  session — Georgb  W.  Jokes 
or  Jaues  U.  Dott  —  was  lawfully  entitled  to  the  scat  ? 

It  was  claimed  by  Mr.  Jones  that  by  virtue  of  his  election 
_m  October,  IS3C.  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 

:  act  of  CongTL'ss  passed  March  3, 1S17,  his  t«rra  did  not 
3ire  tmtil  March  3, 1830. 

He  took  his  seat  at  the  opening  of  the  third  session,  as 
members  of  the  House  did,  having  taken  the  oath  and  occu- 
pied the  seat  at  the  first  (special)  and  second  sessions  of  that 
Congress. 

Mr.  Doty  presented  "Iho  certificate  showing  that  on  the 
10th  of  Septcmbor,  1S36.  hu  hud  bevu  duly  elected,  and 
claimed  the  scat  occupied  by  Mr.  Jones,  oontestiug  his  right 
to  hold  it. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  elections. 

The  first  section  of  the  act  of  March  3, 1817,  which  was 
still  in  force,  prescribed  :

It  Was  claimed  by  Mr.  Jones  that  under  the  act  of  1817, 
a  delegate  must  he  elected  only  for  one  Congress,  and  not 
for  parts  of  two  congressional  terms;  that  bis  term  as  a  del- 
egate from  Wisconsin  did  not  commence  until  the  iih  of 
March,  1837,  and  consequently  would  not  expire  until  the 
•ith  of  March,  1839.  Of  course,  upon  this  hypothesis,  it  was 
claimed  that  his  service  as  delegate  previous  to  March,  1837, 
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was  as  a  delpRute  from  Michigau  Territor>-,  by  virtue  of  his 
election  tut  stich  in  18:tS. 

It  wa8  claimed  by  Mr.  Dotv  that  the  act  of  1817  was  con- 
trolled by  the  organic  act  oE  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin, 
passed  April  ao,  ley*!,  which  divert  the  power  to  its  citizens 
to  elect  a  delegate  to  represent  them  in  Congress,  without 
flxiug  any  time  for  the  commencement  of  his  services,  and 
that  the  torm  of  service  commenced  instanter  upon  tlie  elec- 
tion of  the  delegate,  and  thai  Mr.  Jones's  duties  as  a  delegate 
from  Wisconsin  coraracuced  with  his  election  in  October, 
1830,  and  terminated  with  Mr.  Doty's  election  in  1838. 

On  the  2l8t  of  December,  1838.  Mr.  EucilANAS,  from  the 
committee  on  elections,  submitted  a  report,  in  which  tho 
committee  say —

The  committee  reported  tho  following  resolution:

On  the  3d  of  January,  1839,  the  resohition  reported  by  the 
committee  being  under  con.sideration,  its  adoption  wa»  ad- 
vocated by  Mr,  Craio,  Mr.  Rasdolpu  of  New  Jersey  and 
Mr.  Cary  of  Michigan.  Mr.  Jones's  right  to  the  seat  was  ad- 
vocated by  Mr,  TnoM.isof  Maryland  and  Mr.  CC8Uiso  of 
Massachui^etts.  when  the  previous  question  having  been  or- 
dered, tho  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  103  to  25,  and 
Mr.  Doty  was  qualified  and  took  his  seat. 

On  the  .ith  of  January,  Mr.  MA.so>f,  of  Ohio,  offered  a  reso- 
lution that  Mr.  Jonks  was  not  entttle<l  to  mileage  or  per 
diem,  which  after  a  long  debate  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of 
9a  to  89.  So  that  ho  received  his  mileage  and  per  diem,  up 
to  the  3d  of  January. 

Tho  Oravbs  and  Cilleiy  duel,  to  the  details  of  which  so 
much  space  was  devoted  in  the  preceding  chapter,  led  to 
the  passago  of  llio  act  of  Congress  of  February  20, 1839,

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This  act  tms  i'v<>r  since  been  in  force. 

By  its  provisions  the  giving,  accepting  or  tho  carrying  of 
a  challenge  to  fight  a  duel,  or  a  roeBoage  intonded  as  such, 
within  the  District  of  Cnhimbia,  is  made  piiniKhable  by  im- 
priBonment  to  bard  labor  in  tlie  penitentiary,  not  exceeding 
ten  years  if  the  duel  is  fought,  and  either  party  ia  slain  or 
mortally  wounded,  and  not  exceeding  five  years,  whether 
the  duel  is  fought  or  not. 

The  act  also  proscribes  penalties  for  minor  offenses  inci- 
dental to  a  challenge. 

Tho  beneBcial  results  to  the  Territory  of  the  legislation  of 
this  session  of  congress,  nieasui-cd  by  the  appropriations 
made,  were  meagre,  when  compared  with  the  demands 
made  upon  Congress  as  exhibited  by  tlie  bills  iulroduced  in 
the  Senate  and  Houae. 

This  was  attributable  in  a  large  degree  to  the  state  of  th© 
flnaiicett  of  the  cnuntry  at  that  time,  and  the  embarrassed 
condition  of  the  country,  which  was  Mich  that  it  was  so  dtf* 
ficult  to  procure  funds  for  the  ordinary  operations  of  the 
Govertimeut,  that  the  President  recommended  that  no  ap- 
prupn'utious  he  made  which  could  properly  be  avoided. 

To  this  cause  may  bo  added  tho  fact,  that  the  contest  for 
the  seat  of  Delegate  consumed  one  month  of  tho  short  ses- 
sion, and  the  legislation  affecting  tho  Territory  was  post- 
poned until  near  the  clo«ie  of  the  session. 

In  addition  to  the  appropriation  of  $a,lO0  for  compensa- 
tion o(  Governor,  Judges  and  Secretary,  and  of  $S5,000  for 
Contingent  expenses,  pay  and  mileage  of  members  of  Legis- 
lative Assembly,  printing, etc.,  the  only  appropriations  made 
were  the  following :

That  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  appropriated  by- 
act  of  July  7, 1838,  (or  a  railroad,  shall  be  applied  by  tho 
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Secretary  of  War  to  tho  survey  of  a  railroad  from  the  town 
of  Milwaukee  to  the  Mississippi  Kiver. 

Bein£  a  total  of  twenty-three  thousand  dollars  for  iuteriial 
improvements  in  the  Territory  at  this  session. 

A  private  act  was  aUo  passcfi  authorizing  JoKN  DoUOH- 
EtiTV,a  well-known  Indian  trader,  to  cntcrat  tho  land  ofllce 
at  Mineral  Puiut,  BOction  13,  town  3,  range  3  east,  at  tho 
minimum  prico  ($1.3S  per  acre). 

Besides  these  acts  making  appropriations  hut  three  othen: 
affecting  Wiscortsin  were  passed  at  this  st^ision. 

One  of  these  modified  the  absolute  veto  power  of  the  Gov- 
ernor upon  the  laws  passed  by  the  Legislature,  contained  in 
the  organic  act,  to  a  qualified  veto,  and  provided  that  bills 
might  become  laws  if  passed  by  a  majority  of  two-lhirds 
after  being  returned  by  the  Governor  without  his  signature. 

Another  act  passed  was  one  which  provided  for  the  par- 
tition and  division  of  the  township  of  land  owned  by  the 
Brothertown  Indians,  among  the  different  individuals  com- 
posing said  tribe  and  declaring  that  they  should  be  citizens 
of  tlie  United  States. 

The  other  of  the  throe  acts  alluded  to,  was  to  make  tho 
"  middle  or  center  of  the  main  channel "  of  the  Missiseippi 
River,  the  common  boundary  line  between  tho  Territories  of 
"Wisconsin  and  Iowa  and  to  give  both  territories  concurrent 
jurisdiction  upon  the  river. 

The  several  bills  which  were  introduced  and  which  failed 
to  pass,  contemplated  legislation  of  vastly  more  importance 
than  any  or  all  which  did  pass. 

Their  importance  demands  a  brief  reference  to  them, 

Tho  most  important  of  these,  and  tho  most  dangerous  in 
its  pos.siblc  consequences,  was  cnlitled  :  "A  bill  to  establish 
a  system  of  lulerpal  improvements  in  Wisconsin."  It  pro- 
vided that  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  might 
authorize  by  law  a  loan  upon  the  credit  of  the  Ten-itory  of 
such  unlimited  sura  as  might  be  required  for  the  impruvo- 
ment  of  the  navigation  of  the  Fox  and  Wisconsin  Riven; 
for  the  improvement  of  the  Rocfe  River  and  its  branches  — 
the  Pecatoiiica,  River  of  the  Four  Lakes,  the  eastern  branch 
of  Roct  River — to  connect  with  the  Milwaukee  River,  and  of 
the  latter  stream  to  the  lake,  and  the  construction  of  a  canal 
to  connect  Rock  River  with  Winnebago  Lake  at  Food  du 
Lac,  and  for  the  construction  of  such  roads  and  canala  oa 
miglit  thereafter  be  designated. 
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It  autliorizcd  the  Legislative  Assembly  to  posa  such  laws 
as  might  be  noceesaiy  to  vutablisU  u  board  of  public  works; 
to  cn-ato  separate  loans  for  cacli  of  said  Beparate  objects  o£ 
improvements,  and  for  the  sale  and  negotiation  of  the  stock 
for  said  loanii,  and  to  pledge  tlie  faitli  of  the  Territory  and 
fntui"  Slate  for  the  re<Ifmption  of  tlic  loans  at  the  periods 
stipulated,  being  not  loss  than  lliirty  years. 

The  net  proceeds  of  the  tolls  to  be  received  from  the 
works,  and  all  donations  of  land  which  might  ho  made  to 
the  Territory  in  aid  of  Kuid  improvements,  wcro  to  bo  and  re- 
maiu  pledged  for  the  rodemptiou  of  the  loans. 

The  hoard  of  public  works  was  to  consist  of  three  citizens 
of  tho  Territory,  to  be  elected  by  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
on  joint  ballot,  under  whose  direction  the  several  proposed 
rout««  for  improvement  were  to  be  surveyed  and  couatructed, 
tinder  the  control  and  direction  of  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

A  survey  of  the  rout©  of  any  work,  with  a  general  plan 
and  iistimatv  uf  its  cost,  was  to  be  made  under  th'.^  direction 
of  tlio  Chief  of  the  Topographical  Engiuconi  and  approved 
by  him  before  such  work  could  be  commenced. 

Tho  money  obtained  from  loons  was  to  have  been  in  the 
custody  of  the  board  of  public  works,  subject  to  the  control 
and  management  of  the  Legislative  Assembly.  No  actcre- 
ating  n  loan  was  to  take  effect  until  approved  by  Congress, 

Then.''  were  many  other  minor  provisions, 

A  most  plausible  letter  to  Hon.  J.  H.  Bkunson,  chairmaa 
of  tho  committee  on  territories,  was  written  by  Judge  Dott 
February  3<),  in  support  of  this  bill,  which  was  laid  upon  the 
table  to  accompany  the  hill, 

A  kindred  measure  and  an  essential  part  of  tha  "system" 
was  "A  bill  making  a  grant  of  land  in  aid  of  certain  internal 
improvements  in  Wisconsin,"  which  was  reported  in  the 
Sonote  OH  the  Uth  Pebruarj*  by  Mr.  Lyos,  from  the  com- 
mittec  on  roads  and  caiiaU. 

The  bill  granted  to  the  Territory  alternate  sections  of 
land  along  iind  on  each  side  of  tho  Fox  and  Wisconsin 
rivers,  and  of  the  canal  to  connect  them,  in  aid  of  tho 
improvement  of  said  rivers  and  of  tho  construction  of  said 
canal,  whieh  were  to  be  disposed  of  for  the  redemption  of 
such  loans  as  might  be  made  by  the  legislative  Assembly, 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  said  improvements. 

It  also  granted  the  alternate  sections  along  and  on  each 
side  of  Reck  River  withiu  tho  limits  of  Wiaconsin,  and  of 
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its  branches  —  the  Pcckatonica  to  Minornl  Point,  and  River 
of  the  Pour  Lakes  to  tho  Fourth  Lako, —  unci  of  »  canal 
from  Rock  Rivurto  Fond  du  Lac.touidin  the  improvL-mcnt 
of  the  iiavt(;utiun  of  said  river  and  its  branches,  und  of  the 
construction  of  said  canal,  wliich  lands  were  in  like  manner 
to  be  disposed  of  for  the  rt?dpmption  of  loans. 

Tlie  act  olso  granted  romp^-nBatory  lands,  to  he  selected  in 
lieu  of  such  of  the  granted  hinds  as  had  been  previously 
disposed  of. 

Anothur  bill  which  was  defeated,  was  one  ntnending  tho 
organic  act,  bo  us  Io  limit  tho  tenure  of  the  offices  of  Uov- 
emor.  Secretary,  Slarshal  and  Attorney  to  two  years;  Judges 
to  four  years,  members  of  the  Council  to  two  years,  mem* 
bers  of  the  House  to  one  year,  and  requiring  executive  oflB- 
cers  to  reside  at  the  seat  of  government. 

"A  bill  to  approve  and  conhrm  an  act  of  the  Legi8lati%'e 
Assembly  of  Wisconsin"  (incorporating  banks)  passed  the 
House  but  did  not  pa«8  the  Senate. 

The  other  measures  which  were  pending  but  failed  to 
become  laws,  were: 

A  joint  resolution  which  passed  the  Senate  and  was  sent 
to  the  House,  appropriating  the  sum  of  fifteen  Uiousand 
dollars  for  a  survey  and  examination  of  the  lake  coast  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  necessary  information  to  make 
accurate  charts  thereof. 

A  bill  granting  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  lots  in  South- 
port  (Kenosha)  for  the  coustruclion  of  a  harbor  at  South- 
port;  and  another  fora  road  from  Southport  to  Rock  River; 
both  failed. 

The  bills  making  Milwaukee  and  Qreen  Bay  ports  of 
entry,  making  an  appropriation  of  thirty  thousand  dollars 
for  a  harlxtr  at  Milwaukee  and  an  appropriation  for  u  like 
purpo-ie  at  Racine,  all  failed  to  become  laws. 


Tlie  second  Tx'gislotive  Assembly  commenced  its  second 
eession  at  Mu<Iis<in  <in  the  H»t  day  of  January,  to  which 
time  it  had  adjourned  on  the  23d  of  the  preceding  December. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  membenihip  of  either  house, 
but  Jahrs  Coixisa  of  Iowa  county  was  elected  President  of 
the  Council,  in  the  place  of  Wii.ua»  Bum.k.v,  and  Lnciua 
L  Barber  of  Milwaukee  was  elected  Speaker  of  the  House, 
in  place  of  Joitx  W.  Blackstonb.    The  Secretory  of  the 
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Councit,  Chief  Clerk  of  Ihft  Houw  and  Pergeant-at-Arms 
of  liolli  huwKL'fiwerere-eiected. 

The  moBsnge  of  tJie  Governor  was  delivered  on  Uie  second 
day  of  tbu  K(^ion,  in  which  he  sairl:

After  dbecrlbini;  the  recent  depredations  and  tbreateninpf 
di>nHin8trulioii&  of  ihe  Indians,  and  his  correspondenre  with 
the  war  department,  and  recommending  a  memorial  to  the 
Secretary  of  War  for  four  companies  of  dragoons  for  the 
porpoee  of  removing  the  Indians,  the  Governor  in  liis 
meesage  said:

The  resolution  adopted  at  the  first  session  in  December 
authorized  the  fiscal  agent  to  borrow  fifteen  thousand 
dollars

On  the  6rBt  day  of  the  second  session,  tJie  fiscal  agent  re- 
ported to  the  Legislative  Assembly  that  he  had  made  a  loan 
from  Cot.iJBK  &  pKTTirt  of  St-  I^uis,  of  fifteen  thousand 
dollars,  a  large  part  of  which  was  in  notes  of  a  bank 
in  Cincinnati;  whereupon  a  resolution  was  iiinnediately 
ador>t<-<l  by  both  houses,  reciting  that

particularity,  and  stating  the  r«asou,  for  the  conclusion,

A  joint  resolution  was  adopted  Fohruary  8, 1839,  in  pursu- 
ance of  which  a  committwu  of  three  members  from  each 
House  was  a]ipointed  to  inveatigate  the  atFaira  of  tho  com- 
missioners for  tbe  buildinjf  of  the  Capitol,  with  powur  to 
Bend  for  persons  and  papers,  and  administer  oaths,  nnd  re- 
port to  the  Legislative  Assembly  the  manner  in  wliii-h  the 
public  building  had  been  conducted  and  in  which  the  money 
appropriated  by  Congress  had  been  paid  out, 

Tho  committee,  after  an  investigation  and  an  examina- 
tion of  witnesses,  submitted  a  report,  accompJinied  by  the 
evidence  before  it,  written  and  oral,  from  which  it  appears 
that  the  commissioners  electvd  on  the  7th  of  December,  1836, 
held  no  meeting  until  the  1th  of  the  following  May,  when 
only  Messrs.  Doty  and  O'Nkiix  were  present    Jtr.  Bird 
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ras  appointed  acting  commissioner,  with  aiitliority  to  pur- 
chase nuikTlals,  employ  tiiecLanic»  atiil  laboror^,  nndtodo 
whatever  c-Iso  was  requisite  to  construct  the  buildiugs. 

The  act  to  locate  the  seat  of  govRrnment,  by  which  the 
COQuniBsioners  were  appointed,  provideil  that  they  should —

A  contract  was  let  to  James  Morrison  April  17, 1838,  to 
complete  the  buildintpt  for  the  sum  of  $'J<i,'JOO. 
The  committee  submitted  the  evidence—

The  report  was  submitted  in  the  House  on  4th  March  by 
Mr.  Blackstonk,  one  of  the  members  of  the  joint  cum- 
mitteo.  It  wa»  read  and  referred  back  to  the  committoe 
appoiiit<-d  on  the  part  of  the  House,  with  instructions  to 
report  by  bill  or  otliurwisa 

Mr.  Blackstone  in  behalf  of  the  committee,  on  tho  same 
day  reported —

Tlie  bill  without  material  amendment  became  a  law  on 
tho  8th  of  March.  It  repealed  the  3d  section  of  the  oct  of 
December  3,  1836,  which  provided  for  tho  election  of  com- 
missioners, to  cause  the  necessary  buildings  to  ho  erected. 

It  further  provided  that  thrco  commissioners  should  bo 
elected  by  joint  ballot,  who  should  be  styled  C'ommissiouera 
of  Public  Buildings,  and  that  an  annua)  election  should  be 
held,  the  commissioners  to  hold  their  olflces  until  the  termU 
natioQ  of  the  next  regular  session  of  the  Legislative  As-sem- 
bly  after  their  election. 

The  act  prescribed  that  the  old  cotmniasioDcrs  should  im- 
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me<liately  eultle  their  accounts  with  tho  novr  oommiseioners 
and  pay  ovi>r  to  titom  all  money  or  evidences  of  debt  in 
their  hauds,  and  boo)c»,  papers,  otc,  and  if  they  should  neg- 
lect or  refuse  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  new  commis- 
siont-rs  to  cau.ie  suit  to  be  instituted  against  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Territory. 

It  was  inado  tlie  duty  of  tho  now  commissioners  under 
thiH  act,  to  cauiic  the  public  buildings  which  had  b«;en  com- 
menced to  be  completed  and  liniiihed  according  to  tho  con- 
tract with  MOKKtSOK. 

Jamkh  L.  Thavicr,  Nathaniri.  C.  pRKNTurK  and  Lkctbk 
H.  Cotton  were  elected  commissioners. 

llio  efforts  of  the  now  commissioners  to  ofTect  a  settle- 
ment with  tlic  old  ones  or  to  obtuin  from  them  any  money, 
evidences  of  dt'ht.  buuks  or  pupere,  having  proved  unavail- 
ing, ihey  instituted  a  «uit  in  Ihu  name  of  tho  Territory 
ogainHt  the  fonner  commiosioners  for  the  recoverj'Of  the 
money  in  their  hands. 

The  contract  of  IkloRHisoy  for  completing  the  Capitol  ex- 
pired on  the  2(ith  of  September,  at  which  time  it  was  entirely 
unfinished,  almost  no  work  having  been  done  sinre  the 
adjournment  of  the  Legislative  Asaembly,  although  the  con- 
tractor had  been  overpaid  by  the  old  commissionors  97,460,70, 
according  to  the  estimate  of  the  new  commissionore. 

Suit  was  commenced  agairit^t  him  and  his  sureties  for  a 
breach  of  the  contract  and  for  the  recovery  of  the  public 
money  in  his  hands. 

The  new  commissioners  having  no  public  funds,  advanced 
of  their  own  over  9'i:iQ,  with  which  they  did  such  work  on 
tile  Capitol,  as  enabled  the  Logisl&tivo  Assembly  to  occupy 
it,  at  the  next  session. 

The  reason  assigned  by  Judge  Dotv  in  several  communi- 
cations in  the  newspapers,  for  refusing  to  account  with  and 
pay  over  to  the  new  commissioners  the  funds  in  his  hands 
was  that  Congress,  by  tlie  act  of  June  18,  1838,  mak- 
ing a  second  appropriation  of  S'JO.OOO  for  completing  the 
public  buildings,  had  enacted  that  the  money  should

The  financial  condilion  of  the  whole  country  during  the 
winter  of  IS-tS-li,  resultinif  from  th«  crjish  of  1837.  ami  the 
general  su^pi'itBion  of  epucit- payniuiiU),  affected  tho  infant 
Territory  of  Wlticonsin  iio  less  dit;ii8truu8ly  than  the  longer 
settled  portions  of  the  country-. 

Two  banks — one  at  Orccn  Bjiy  and  one  at  ^ifineral  Point, — 
were  in  active  operation  at  IhiH  time,  &n<]  the  charter  of 
another  was  in  existence* — the  Bank  of  Milwaukee — the 
franchises  of  which  were  claimed  by  two  different  boards  of 
directors,  but  were  not  jiractically  exercised  by  either. 

At  the  I>ecember  scsttton  gopnrate  joint  committees  had 
been  appointed  to  investigate  the  affairs  of  the  Bunk  of 
^'Wisconsin  at  Grucn  Buy,  and  thti  Bank  of  Minc-rul  Point. 

The  first  named  commilteu  went  to  Green  Bay  and  com- 
menced their  duties  on  the  Ist  of  January.  The  only  officers 
of  the  Bank  were  H.  Strinuham,  Cashier,  and  H.  W.  WKi.iJi, 
Clerk.  They  each  presented  sworn  statements  of  thn  affairs 
of  the  Bank,  but  refused  to  be  examined  or  to  answer  any 
questions  under  oath,  and  would  not  exhibit  to  the  commit- 
teethe  books  of  the  bank  for  their  inspection.  The  commit- 
|ieeroporte<)  such  statements  as  the  officers  had  vohniteored 
'to  give,  and  expressing  their  regret  that  eireumstances 
beyond  their  control  had  [irevented  them  from  fully  and 
Batisfuctority  making  siK^b  an  inveritigalion  and  report  as 
the  resolution  under  which  they  acted  contemplated;  they 
reported  that  the  refusal  of  the  officers  of  the  bank  to  allow 
tlie  committee  to  examine  into  the  doings  of  the  corpora- 
tion is,  in  tho  opinion  of  the  committee,  a  direct  abuse  and 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  ita  charter. 

Thereupon  the  I^'gialative  Assembly  passed  an  act  that 
the  Attorney  Genorjil  of  the  Territory  commence  and  pros- 
ecute a  suit  by  injunction  to  close  up  all  proceedings  of  said 
Bank  and  annul  its  charter,  and  authorizing  the  court  to 
appoint  a  receiver  to  take  charge  of  its  property,  collect  its 
;  debta  and  pay  its  creditors  the  proportion;!  due  to  them. 

Upon  the  passage  of  this  act  IIksrv  S.  Baiku,  the  Attor- 
ney  General,  resigned  his  office,  and  on  the  30th  March  tlie 
Governor  appointed  Hull.vTlo  N.  Wnu-9  his  successor,  who 
commenced  and  prosecuted  the  suit  against  the  bank  and 
obtained  the  appointment  of  a  receiver,  under  whose  charge 
the  affairs  of  the  bank  were  wound  up.

The  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  affairs  of  tlia 
Bank  of  Mineral  Point  met  there  on  the  -ttli  and  5tb  of  Jaa- 
uary.  Every  facility  for  making  the  examination  was  fur- 
nishud  by  tho  cashier,  who  presented  a  statement  of  the 
affairs  of  ttio  bank,  prepared  and  sworn  to  by  liim,  which 
tho  committee  compurod  with  the  funds  in  the  bank  and 
with  the  books,  and  wliich  they  reported  to  be  a  fair  and 
correct  statement  of  the  affaire  of  the  institution. 

The  report  concludes:

when  the  experience  of  a  short  timo  demonstrated  its  utter 
insolvency. 

The  Legislative  A(«»embly  made  short  work  of  disposing 
of  tho  Bank  of  Milwaukee,  by  the  unconditional  repeal  of 
tho  act  of  NovL'inberSO,  It*^''.,  incorporating  it,  and  declaring 
that  the  charter  granted  by  said  act  be  annulled,  vacat«d 
and  made  void. 

It  would  seem  that  the  action  of  tho  Legislative  Assembly 
was  not  prompted  by  any  Mpirit  of  hostility  to  bauki)  aa 
such,  as  at  the  same  session  an  act  was  passed  to  incorporate 
tho  State  Bank  of  Wisconsin,  with  a  capital  of  one  mill> 
ion  dollars,  which  was  to  be  procured  in  this  wise: 

The  stocklioldera  were  to  make  subscriptions  for  stock, 
which  wore  to  bo  guaranteed  and  secured  by  mortgages  oa 
real  estate,  and  tho  dircctore  wore  to  obtain  the  capital  by 
the  issue  of  the  bonds  of  the  bank,  payable  at  the  expiratioa 
of  its  charter,  for  the  payment  of  which  the  mortgages 
given  by  the  stockholders  were  to  remain  a  perp«tual 
pledge  to  the  holder  of  the  bonds  of  the  hank. 

The  Governor  was  authorized  to  sul>ficribe  for  over  half 
of  the  capital,  and  pay  for  it  in  bonds  of  the  Territory  boai^ 
ing7  per  cent,  interest  payable  in  18C3. 

There  was  to  be  a  mother  bank  and  branches,  not  exec 
ing  five,  locat^-'d  whorL-  the  directors  might  determine. 

This  act  could  not  go  into  elTect  until  approved  by  Con- 
gress, which  approval  was  never  given,  and  the  "State  Bank 
of  Wisconsin"  died  still-horn. 

Another  abortive  act  of  this  session,  under  which  it  was 
contemplated  that  a  banking  business  would  be  done  at 
Sinipee  in  Grant  county,  was  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Mis- 
sissippi Marino  and  Fire  InBurauceCompany."    But  Sinipee 
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fnilocl  to  justify  the  san^ino  hopes  of  its  progenitors,  who 
wuru  aliko  unHucoessfiil  in  giving  vitality  to  the  "Insurance 
Company"  charter. 

But  far  different  was  the  fat«  of  "An  act  to  incorporate 
the  Wisconsin  Fire  and  Marine  InHurancv  Company,"  passed 
at  this  session.  lt»  uuthuriztHl  capital  wau  fivo  hundred 
tliouKUud  dolhtrs,  and  was  controlled  by  Bome  wealthy 
Scotch  gentlemen,  who  organisied  it,  and  who,  under  the 
power  contained  in  the  charter,  to  "receive  money  on  de- 
poeit,  and  loan  the  same,"  tilled  all  the  channels  for  money 
circulation  in  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi  for  years,  with 
its  ccrttflrates  of  deposit,  in  the  similitudo  of,  and  which 
supplied  the  place  of,  hank  notes,  although  the  charter  ex- 
presxly  provided  that  nothing  therein  contained  should  give 
the  company  bunking  privileges.  This  is  a  striking  illus- 
tration of  tbB  futility  of  legislative  restricUoiis  upon  the  ex- 
ercise of  corporate  powers,  especially  when  sustained,  as 
that  company  undontitedly  was,  by  popular  sentiment. 

Three  acts  incorporating  mining  companies,  and  two  in- 
corporating manufacturing  companies,  wcro  passed  at  this 
session. 

The  "  Pekatonica  and  Mississippi  Kailroad  Company,"  to 
construct  a  railroad  from  Mineral  Point  to  the  ^iississippi 
Kiver,  and  the  "  Pekatonica  Navigation  Company,"  to  con- 
struct a  canal  or  slack-water  navigation  along  the  valley  of 
the  Pekatonica.  River,  from  the  Illinois  state  lino  to  Mineral 
Point,  were  the  only  internal  improvement  corporation*  of 
the  session. 

AcU  were  passed  appointing  commissioners  to  lay  out 
territorial  roads  from  Kochester  to  Madison,  from  tlio  lUi- 
noifi  line  near  Fox  River  to  PrnirJo  Village,  from  Geneva  to 
Milwaukee,  from  Geneva  to  Fond  du  Lac,  from  Mineral 
Point  to  English  Prairie,  from  Janesville  to  White  Oak 
Springs,  from  Mineral  Point  to  Sinipee,  from  Southport  to 
Madison,  from  Manitowoc  to  Green  liay,  from  Southport  to 
Beloil,  from  Manitowoc  Rapids  to  Sheboygan  Falls,  from 
Mineral  Point  to  Brewster's  Ferry,  from  Plum  Creek  to  Mon- 
itowoc  Rapids,  from  Prairie  du  Chien  to  Fort  Winnebago, 
from  Sac  Creek  to  Fort  Winnebago,  from  Milwaukee  to 
Watertown,  and  from  Sheboygan  to  Madison. 

These  matters  at  that  earl}'  day  were  regarded  as  of  great 
local  importance.

Two  Hcta  were  pasBed  uutborizinf;  private  parties  to  erect 
dams  across  Hock  Hiver.  Oue  "at  a  place  known  as  John- 
son's Kapidii,  on  B:ection  1,  town  $,  mng:e  15;"  so  litttti  was 
the  present  city  of  Walerlown  then  known.  The  other  wan 
in  section  G  or  7,  in  town  11,  range  Id,  where  Uoricon  now  Is. 

Several  acts  organizing  municipal  corporations  passed. 

One  of  these  incorporated  "The  President  and  Trustees  at 
the  town  of  Green  Bay,"  consisting  of  the  north  ward  and 
the  south  ward. 

Another  incorporated  "Tlic  President  and  Trustees  of  the 
town  of  Milwaukee,"  oonBisUng  of  the  east  word  and  the 
west  ward. 

The  only  other  act  of  iiuporlance  in  relation  to  munic- 
ipal corporations,  was  an  act  to  establish  certain  towns  in 
.Milwaukee.  Brown,  Kacine  and  Walworth  counties. 

The  towns  estaMLshed  by  this  act  were  T^ke,  Kiiuiiko- 
nick,  Milwaukee,  Vernon,  Prairie  Village,  Muskego,  Lisbon, 
Mcquunego,  BrookQeld,  Gennessee,  Summit,  Washington, 
Dodge,  Bark  River,  Fitich,  Jefferson,  Walertown,  Racine, 
Mount  Pleasant,  Rochuster,  Sulcni,  Burlington,  Troy,  Spring 
Prairie,  Klk  Horn,  Delavan,  Geneva,  Southport,  Pleasant 
Prairie,  Rock,  Sheboygan.  Manitowoc,  Oconto,  Pas-iukie, 
Howard,  Kakalin,  Winnebago,  Rutte  dc6  Morts,  Calumet. 
Fond  du  Lac,  Depere,  Green  liay.  Bay  Settlement,  Portage 
and  Kewaunee. 

The  orgunJKation  of  the  counties  of  Rock,  Dane,  Jeffer- 
son and  Fond  du  I^c  was  authorized  by  laws  passed  at  this 
session. 

Commissioners  having  been  appointed  at  the  T>ecembcr 
session  to  locate  the  seat  of  justice  of  Grt-en  county,  ihoy 
performed  that  duty  and  in  pursuance  of  the  act  by  which 
they  were  appointed,  the  Governor  on  the  30th  of  February 
issuetl  liii*  proclamation  announcing  the  result. 

This  action  was  unsatisfactory  to  a  large  number  of  the 
citizens  of  the  county,  who  expressed  their  dissatisfaction  at 
a  public  meeting  held  on  the  3:!rd  of  February,  and  as  a 
result  another  act  was  passed  March  Dtli,  providing  for  an 
election  by  the  male  residents  of  the  county  on  the  first 
Monday  of  May.  This  election  resulted  in  a  ^10  vote. 
There  were  130  votes  polled,  which  were  equally  divided  be- 
tween "  Kew  Mexico  "  and  the  other  location. 
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An  act  nf  connidnrable  irnpurtatice  to  the  citizens  of  Ra- 
cine and  relating  to  the  nrigiti  of  the  titles  of  many  lots  in 
that  city  wns  passed  at  this  session. 

Od  the  ^nd  of  January,  1838,  an  act  had  been  passed 
which  uppcarud  to  coutvmplnte  (liat  QtufERT  Kn'atp  should 
loan  to  thu  board  of  supervisors  of  Racine  county,  a  Buffi- 
cient  sura  to  enable  them  to  enter  the  cost  fractional  half  of 
section  !•,  town  :i,  range  23,  as  tlie  county  seat  of  Racine 
county,  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  ConRress  of  1821.  au- 
tboriKin^  them  to  do  so,  and  that  the  supervisors  should 
re-sell  the  lauds  so  entered,  to  Mr.  Knai>p  at  ten  dollars  per 
acre. 

By  an  act  passed  February  'i.  183'J,  tlie  foR-goiug  act  wait 
repealed,  and  tbu  Board  of  County  Connnissiouers  were 
authoriiUMl  to  convey  ^id  landu  foi-  a  gross  sum  of  88,000,  or 
a  part  thereof  —  if  they  only  obtained  title  to  port  —  for  a 
proportionate  part  of  that  sum. 

By  a  resolution  adopted  at  tliis  Bession,  Joiis  V.  SL'Vdam, 

rBAScisC.  KiKKi'ATKicK  and  Jeremiaii  B.  Zandkr  wereap* 

wnted  commi&siuners  to  locate  a  portion  —  not  exceeding^ 

two  thirds  — of  the  lands  donated  by  Congress  for  the  uko 

and  support  of  a  university.     No  selections  were  made 

under  this  appointment  ami  the  act  became  obsolete. 

Acta  were  passed  to  incorp(jrate  the  "Southport  Academy" 
and  the  "  Platteville  Academy,"  the  objects  of  which  wero 
entirely  e<lucatioual. 

The  '■  Jeffcn^^in  Instituto,"  to  bo  located  at  or  neor  Azta- 
lan,  was  also  incorporated,  the  object  of  which  was :

And  another  act  was  passed  to  incorporate  "The  Milwau- 
kee Lyceum,"  the  objects  of  which  wero :

An  act  was  passed  relating  to  judicial  districts  by  which 
the  counties  of  Crawford,  Gmnt  and  Iowa  were  made  to 
constitute  the  fir»l  district ;  Walworth,  Rock,  Green  aud 
Dane  the  second,  and  Brown,  Milwaukee  and  Racino  tho 
third.  It  provided  that  Chaklks  Dunn  should  be  judge  of 
tfl 
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the  flrst  district, David  Ikvi.v  of  the  second,  and  Anhhewi 
MuxER  of  the  third,  and  lixed  the  times  for  holding  courts 
in  the  several  counties. 


It  was  provided  by  law  tliat  the  regular  sessions  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly  should  commence  od  the  firet  Mon- 
day of  Dec^niher,  annually. 

The  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
for  the  pay  of  members,  printing,  and  all  incidental  ex- 
penses of  this  session  omountc-d  to  $35,ni4.tiO,  and  those  of 
the  December  session  amounted  to  $i>,450.14,  making  o  totdd 
of  t33.0'U.ri4.  being  on  excess  of  «?,0fi4.94  over  the  appropria- 
tion made  by  Congress, 

The  most  important  work  of  tJjis  session  was  the  reviaion 
of  the  laws,  which  was  perfected  during  the  recess,  and 
submitted  to  the  two  Houses  at  their  second  meeting. 

The  committee  for  this  purpose  consisted  of  Mcsers.  Har- 
Tix,  Marsii.\ll  Af.  Strong,  and  Collins,  of  the  Council,  and 
Messrs.  WiuTox,  STOitv,  and  Suackelford,  of  the  House  of 
Representatives.  They  were  required  by  tlie  resolution  to 
make  a  division  of  the  labor  of  revision,  and  the  portion 
allotted  to  each  branch  of  the  committee  was  to  be  reported 
to  the  House  of  which  they  were  members.  The  commit- 
tee, during  the  recess  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  prepared, 
and  at  the  succeeding  session  reported,  numerous  bills, 
which  were  passed  by  that  body,  and  compose  the  principal 
part  of  the  laws  contained  in  the  volume  of  the  Hevised 
Statutes  published  in  1839,  and  which  took  effect  the  4tli  of 
July  of  that  year. 

Hon.  KnwAitD  V.  Whiton,  the  late  able  and  upright  Chief 
Justice  of  the  State,  was  entrusted  by  the  Legislative  As- 
sitmbly  with  the  care  of  the  printing  and  publication  of  this 
volume,  and  the  preparation  of  marginal  notes  and  index. 
The  rnanni-r  in  which  ho  discharged  these  duties  was  such 
as  might  have  been  expected,  and  did  great  credit  to  his 
comprehension  of  the  subject,  and  to  his  carefulness  and 
industry.  The  volume  itself  was  a  most  valuable  one  to  oU 
classes,  but  especially  to  the  courts  and  lawyers,  during  the 
ten  years  of  Territorial  life  in  which  it  was  the  wide  mecum 
of  statutory  law. 

Other  questions,  of  more  or  less  temporary  Interest,  occa- 
pied  the  attention  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  during  its 
long  and  laborious  session,  wliich  cannot  be  referred  to  in

iletail;  and  it  mar  with  truth  be  eaid  that,  as  a  whole,  no 
Kes8iou  tluriiiK  the  existence  of  the  Territorial  government 
ever  performed  more  labor,  or  in  a  more  satisfactory  manner. 


To  avoid  a  recurrence  of  the  question  an  to  the  he^nning 
and  end  of  the  term  of  service  of  the  delegate  in  Congress 
from  Wisconsin,  which  was  the  cause  of  the  contest  between 
Messrs,  Jonks  and  l)<yrv.  it  was  provided  in  an  act  "to  pro- 
vide for  and  regulate  general  elections,"  embodied  in  the 
oew  Revised  Statutes,  that  "an  election  for  a  delegate  to 
serve  in  the  Twenty-»ixth  Congrosa  (or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  rt-iimin  after  the  term  of  the  prc&i^ut  dek-gate  shall 
have  expired)  shiUI  tiike  placu  on  the  first  Monday  in  August, 
18.19,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every  second  year  thereafter," 

Although  this  act  did  not  take  effect  until  the  4th  of  July, 
it  was  approved  March  7th,  and  it  was  well  known  that  an 
election  for  delegate  to  Congress  would  be  held  on  the  first 
Monday  of  August,  and  public  sentiment  commenced  nt 
once  to  take  shape  with  reference  to  that  event. 

Hitherto  uatiouul  politics  had  not  been  on  important 
factor  in  Territorial  elections,  but  now  a  large  num- 
ber thought  it  wiHe  that  party  line^  should  be  drawn. 

The  first  demonKtration  in  this  direction  was  a  public 
meeting  at  Mineral  Point  on  the  IDth  of  April,  which,  after 
setting  forth  several  reasons  why  the  democrats  of  "Wis- 
consin ought  to  unite  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  a  perma- 
nent organization,  adopted  rccolutions  recommending  to 
their  democratic  fellow  citizcm^  in  the  several  counties,  to 
appoint  delegates  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  in  general 
convention  at  Mudiiiou  en  the  fi rst  Monday  uf  Juno,  "for  the 
purpose  of  dcUberatiiig  on  measures  for  the  general  good," 
and  calling  upon  all  democrats  in  the  several  countiea  to 
organize,  to  appoint  all  necessary  committees  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  to  correspond  frequently  with  each  other  to  pro- 
mole  general  harmony  and  concert. 

A  few  days  later  a  call  for  a  "Territorial  Convention"  was 
issued  signed  by  36  voters  of  Brown  county  and  SO  of  Done 
county,  who

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The  call  recommeiided  the  18ili  day  of  Junt,  at  Madison, 
aa  the  propt-r  liriio  uutl  placo  for  holdiug  the  "TciTiturial 
Convention." 

On  thf  3d  of  June,  nRTOPably  to  the  recjHest  of  tbo  meeting 
held  at  Mineral  Point  on  the  ]3lh  of  April,  delegati^s  met  at 
Madison,  from  Dane,  Iowa,  Rock  and  Green  counties  and 
organized  a  democratic  convention. 

A  committee  on  cre<lential8  was  appointed  and  reported 
a  list  of  dek'gntcs  elect,  and  a  committee  on  n.'soItitioii-t  hav- 
ing  been  appointed  made  a  report  recommending  that  the 
convention  adjourn  until  the  lath  of  June,  which  wa« 
adopted . 

On  tho  ittt  day  of  June  a  meeting  was  held  at  Green  Bay. 
at  which  BIX  delegates  were  appointed  to  attend  the  "Terri- 
torial Convention,"  at  Madison  on  the  ISth  of  June,  and  in- 
structed the  delegates  to  use  every  fair  and  honorable 
means  to  secure  the  nomination  of  James  Dcanb  Doty. 

One  of  these  deU-gatcs  was  Hon.  Morgan  L,  Martin  who 
published  a  card  on  the  4th  of  Junf,  announcing  his  deters 
minatiou  not  to  act  in  that  capacity,  in  which  he  nitb:

The  "  Territorial  Convention  "  met  at  Madiiiun  on  ibo  18tb 
of  June.  Twenty-six  delegates  were  in  attendance  of 
whom  six  were  from  Brown  county,  five  from  Kacine.  seveo 
from  Milwaukee,  five  from  Dane,  one  from  Walworth,  one 
from  Rock  and  one  from  Dodge.  OiiJtKhr  KnaI'P  was 
elected  President  and  8at.  Cl^bk  and  A.  A.  Bird,  evcvu- 
taries. 

A  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  reported  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  which  were  unanimously  adupted:

A  committee  of  Ave  wan  appointed  to  prepare  an  address 
to  tlie  people;  and  a  "central  corresponding  committee"  wan 
appointed  in  each  county. 

Immediat«1y  after  his  nomination  Judge  Dcrrv  addressed 
"  To  the  Public"  a  communication  containing  an  explana- 
tion and  defense  of  liis  trausactions  in  relation  to  the  title 
to  lots  in  Madison,  which  was  first  published  in  tbc  Wiscon- 
sin Enquirer,  and  copied  into  other  papers. 

In  reply  to  this  communication  Gov.  Mason  of  I>etroit 
bad  published  a  communication  in  the  Enquirer  of  July 
89th,  in  which  bo  says

public  buildings  itnd  eettle  with  them  his  accounts  as  treas- 
ttrer  of  the  old  board .  The  essence  of  this  defense  is  in  the 
following  extract:

Judge  Doty  made  as  thorough  a  personal  canvass  of  the 
Territory  as  the  limit  of  time  before  election  would  admit, 
and  his  easy,  familiar  intercourse  with  the  people,  prepos- 
sening  poreuual  prusouco  and  wonderful  suavity  of  manner, 
were  vory  wlTectivu  in  romoviiij;  prujudicoa  which  existed 
against  him  and  in  making  and  attaching  to  him  now  sup- 
porters. 

As  no  accusations  which  demanded  defense  op  explan&< 
tion  had  been  made  against  Mr,  Kilbocrx,  he  was  not  re- 
quired to  offer  any. 

Instead  of  this  he  presented  to  the  people  a  very  able  and 
Bomewbut  elaborate  address  of  considerable  length,  contain- 
ing a  statomvnl  of  his  views  in  relation  to  tho  course  which 
ought  to  be  pursued  by  the  I>elegate,  and  which  he  should 
consider  it  his  duty  to  pursue,  if  elected. 

A  rt^r  adverting  to  the  natural  features  of  the  country,  and 
the  natural  means  and  capabilities  for  its  improvement,  em- 
bracing the  Mifsissippi  on  the  west,  the  chain  of  inland  seas 
on  tho  north  and  east,  and  Rock  River  in  the  interior,  with 
jta  tributaries — tho  River  of  the  Four  Lakes  and  tlic  Peck- 
atonica  — and  also  , the  Fox  and  Wisconsin  Rivers;  tho 
statement  continues  that  Congress  has  placed  in  tho  hands 
of  the  Territory  a  grant  of  lands,  which  will  secure,  beyond 
a  doubt,  the  successful  completion  of  the  Milwaukee  and 
Rock  River  canal. 

Thu  address  states  that  public  interest  demands  that  gov- 
ernment aid  should  be  secured  for  completing  tho  connec- 
tion between  the  Fox  aud  Wisconsin  'Rivers,  and  for  tho 
improvement  of  those  streams  from  Green  Bay  to  tho  Mis- 
Bi.<sippi,  and  continues :  —

The  three  points  for  which  the  address  suggestB  that 
appropriations  should  be  firat  asked,  are  Milwaukee;  South- 
port  (or  Piko  River)  and  Shelwygan,  and  in  ibat  order.  Tbe 
next  in  unportanoc  aro  stated  to  be  Racine  and  Bifanitowoc 
(or  Twin  Rivers).  The  other  points  along  the  lake  being 
{in  the  present  state  of  the  country)  of  minor  iniportauoo, 
will  not  immediately  claim  the  attention  of  the  govurn- 
ment.

The  aspect  of  ttio  contest  for  the  olcction  of  delegate  to 
Coog^roea  waiiniatorially  alTccted.und  involved  in  increased 
uncertainly,  by  the  self-assumed  candidacy  of  Thouas  P. 
BcRNETT,  which  was  announced  on  the  ^Oth  of  June,  in  the 
following  card:

Mr.  BuHNRTT.  however,  found  time  to  visit  the  people  of 
Uilwaukee  and  Rncine  countiett,  and  madf  as  thorough  a 
caovaes  as  was  practicable  uuder  the  circuuietaucets. 

The  following  is  the  official  result : 
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Under  the  organic  law  the  term  of  office  of  the  Governor 
was  three  years.  Governor  Dodge  was  appointed  in  April, 
IS-'W,  and  his  tenu  of  service  commenceil  on  the  ith  of  July. 
Shortly  buforo  the  expiration  of  his  term  he  was  re-appointed 
for  anothor  term  of  throe  years. 

The  public  sales  of  the  Government  land  in  the  Milwaukee 
land  district  RT»t  proclaimed  to  take  place  at  Milwaukee  on 
tho  I'Jth  of  November,  and  3d  day  of  December,  1638,  were 
in  accordance  with  the  general  wish  of  the  settlers,  as  ei- 
prei^ed  in  their  petitions,  postponed  by  tho  proclamation  of 
the  President  of  tho  United  States,  until  the  IStli  of  Febru- 
ary, and  the  -Ith  of  March,  1839. 

The  sales  took  place  at  the  times  to  which  they  wore  post- 
poned, and  duriug  the  first  week  averaged  $.i.'»,000  per  day. 
niore  was  no  competition  at  the  sales,  nor  any  attempt  by 
"  greedy  speculators "  to  interfere  with  the  claim.^  of  tho 
settlers,  who  adjustud  all  conflicting  disputes  by  arbitra- 
tion, and  the  capitalists  found  it  more  for  their  intorost  to 
loan  money  to  the  settlers  on  the  soeurity  of  tho  land  pur- 
chased by  them,  than  to  invest  it  in  the  lands  themselves. 

Thus  all  appreliensions  on  the  part  of  the  settlers  in 
obtaining  title  to  their  claims,  proved  to  be  groundless,  not- 
withstanding they  had  not  been  in  possession  of  them  on 
the  33d  of  June,  1838,  as  required  by  the  pre-emption  act 
passed  on  that  day. 

Very  few  lands  were  bought  on  speculation,  and  oonao- 
quently  a  great  portion  of  tho  best  lands  in  the  district  were 
subject  to  entry  at  $1.2^  per  acre  by  the  throng  of  emigrants 
that  soon  after  occupied  the  entire  country. 

Complaints  were  forw:irded  to  Washington  of  tho  man* 
ner  in  which  Messrs.  Cameron  and  MrititAV  hud  executed 
their  duties  as  commissioners,  for  distributing  tho  funds  pro- 
vided by  the  treaty  with  the  Winnebago  Indians  of 
November  1,1837,  for  the  payment  of  their  dt>bts  and  for  dis- 
tribution among  their  relatives  of  mixed  blood,  of  the  large 
sum  sot  apart  by  the  treaty  for  their  benefit.  It  was  repre- 
sented that  of  $52,30(f  awarded  to  sixteen  half-breeds, 
$31,700  was  retained  by  Brodhicad  as  their  attorney,  and 
only  430,600  paid  over  to  tho  half-breeds. 

A  full  report  of  tho  proceedings  of  the  board  of  commi»* 
sioncra  was  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  War  (Hon,  Joel  R 
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PotNserr),  and  he  atinullecl  all  that  was  done  by  the  former 
board  of  commissioners,  and  appointed  Judge  Flfjiiso,  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  to  make  the  necessary  awards  and 
distribution  of  the  money  sot  apart  under  the  treaty. 

The  now  commijisioner  mot  the  persons  having  claims 
upon  the  Winnebagoes  and  those  of  mixed  blood  claimiuga 
distributive  share  of  the  fund  provided  for  their  heuoQt,  at 
Prairie  du  Chien  in  the  month  of  September,  1839,  and  dis- 
charged his  duties  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 


CHAPTER  XXI.

tTnlike  the  preceding  session,  the  interests  of  'Wisconsin 
in  the  action  of  the  first  session  of  the  twenty-sixth  Con- 
gress wcix!  not  affected  by  any  contest  in  relatiou  to  the  seat 
of  its  dult^ato. 

But  if  tho  biUs  and  resolutioufi  which  were  introduced  by 
the  delegate,  and  at  his  instance,  are  contrasted  with  Ui6  re- 
sults, it  will  be  seen  that  it  was  barren  of  affirmative  action. 

These  measures  were : 

First.  "  A  bill  concerning  the  judiciary  of  Wisconsio." 
It  provided  that  the  tenure  of  office  of  the  Cliief  JtisUcu  and 
usfstnut  judges  should  be  Uuiited  to  four  years,  and  tliat  it 
should  be  lawful  for  tho  Presiduut  of  tho  United  States  to 
revoke  their  commissions  whenever  it  should  be  made  to 
appear  to  him  that  they  were  unqualified,  intemperate,  in- 
competent, or  neglected  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  office*. 

Second.  A  bill  to  amend  the  organic  act ;  the  first  suction 
of  which  provided,  that  the  secretary,  attorney,  and  mar- 
shal of  the  Territory  should  hold  their  offices,  respectively, 
for  tho  term  of  two  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the 
President,  and  that  on  tho  third  dayof  July,  18iO,and  every 
two  years  thereafter  tho  said  offices  should  become  vacant. 

The  second  section  provided  that  the  term  of  service 
of  the  members  of  the  Legislative  Council  should  bo  limited 
to  two  years,  and  that  of  members  of  the  House  to  one  year, 
to  be  computed  from  the  tat  of  January,  1841,     That  tho 
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Legislativo  Assembly  should  hold  one  GOBsfon  annually, 
commencing  on  1st  Monday  in  October.  Tbo  Governor 
might  convene  the  AKRembly  whenever,  in  his  opinion,  the 
public  intere^tn  rendered  it  neceR»ary;  but  its  aeetaion  or  ses- 
sions should  in  no  one  year  exceed  the  tenn  of  forty  daya, 
nor  should  any  law  passed  by  tho  Lcgielatix'e  AMembty 
take  otTect  until  submitted  to  Congreex. 

The  third  section,  restricted  the  authority  ot  tbo  Legisla- 
tive Ascembly  to  levy  taxes,  to  three  mills  on  the  dollar  of 
assessed  vahiation  for  all  purposes  ^vhateve^. 

The  fourth  section  related  to  the  right  of  redeeming  lands 
sold  for  tnxfii^. 

Tlio  fifth  section  provided  that  tho  Secretory,  Jtarshal 
and  Attorney  should  re»iid«  at  the  seat  of  Government  of 
the  Territor>' ;  and  the  jud^fus  in  tho  judicial  districts,  to 
which  they  might  respectively  have  been  assigned. 

Tliird,  A  joint  resolution,  derlaring  that  certain  laws  of 
the  Territory,  designated  by  their  titles, 

"Minll  l>*  mill  Uia  Hnu  anlMnby  illw|i|>rt]T(>it9'Ui*0aotTMiatllMC^i>dSIaU«. 
from  lliP  daii' of  llii^piuwice  orMliI  Ismi.'* 

There  were  twenty-one  of  tbe^ie  laws  and  resolutions  of 
which  nine  laws  created  private  corporations;  two  related 
to  the  corporation  of  the  honiunh  of  Green  Bay.  one  to  the 
corponition  of  the  town  of  Milwaukee;  one  legaiixinl  the 
proceedings  of  commissioners  of  Milwaukeecounty;  OQofor 
the  relief  of  the  county  officers  of  Brown  county;  one  an- 
thorized  the  erection  of  a  dam  across  Rock  River;  'the 
other  law,  and  the  one  in  which  the  delegate  was  supposed 
to  have  a  personal  interest,  was  the  act  of  March  8.  ls'^0, 
which  removed  the  commissioners  of  public  buildings, 
passed  Decoinher  3, 1836,  and  provided  for  the  election  ot 
new  oommissioQcra. 

Of  the  resolutions  spocii^ed.  two  related  to  the  iransporta. 
tion  of  the  mail  betwooii  Mudison  and  Milwaukee,  and  three 
in  relation  to  fiscal  agencies. 

Fourth.  A  bill  concerning  the  southern  boundary  of  Wis- 
consin. 

Fifth.  A  bill  to  provide  for  the  construction  of  harbors 
Id  Wisconsin. 

Sixth.  A  bill  to  continue  tbo  duty  on  lead  imported  into 
the  United  States.  This  bill  provided  that  in  lieu  of  tho 
duties  then  imposed  by  law  on  lead,  the  duly  should  be 
three  centd  per  pound  on  lead  in  pigs,  bars,  pipes,  sheets  and

ermp  teail;  thvi'^  and  on<>-hn.)f  rentn  on  leaden  t;tiot  or  ballA 
and  four  cents  on  red  or  white  load. 

SevenUi.  A  bill  to  aulhorizo  the  erection  of  a  penitentiaty, 
which  ({ranted  and  appropriutcd  ton  Ihotimaud  dollars  to  the 
Territory  for  tlie  purpose  of  (ronstriicliiiga  iK-uitL-utiary  at 
Kucb  place  as  the  Legidlattve  AsBemhly  should  select,  to  bo 
drawn  and  expended  l>y  that  body  after  the  location,  plans, 
and  eAtiinates  nhoulil  have  been  made  and  contracts  en- 
tered into  for  its  erection,  and  satisfactory  evidence  thereof 
phouM  have  been  ^"xhibited  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury. 

None  of  these  seven  measures  wlto  adopted  by  Congress. 
No  appropriation  was  made  for  liarburs.  Iight-hous(.-s,  roads, 
or  for  any  internal  improvements  whatever,  nor  for  any  ob- 
ject of  direct  interest  to  the  Territory,  except  the  annual 
appropriation  for  the  salaries  of  the  Governor,  Secretary, 
and  Judj^cs,  which  was  the  usual  amount  of  (9,100;  for  con* 
tiugent  expenses,  $;(50,  and  for  the  pay  aud  mileage  of  the 
menilM;rs  of  the  Legislalive  Assembly,  pay  of  ofticers.  print- 
ing, furniture,  stationery,  fuel,  and  other  incidental  expenses, 
the  sum  of  «:H,or5. 

The  subject  of  appropriations  by  ConRreas  for  harboi-s  on 
the  western  coast  of  I-ake  Michigan,  and  for  roads  into  the 
interior,  was  of  great  importance  to  tlie  people,  and  a  har- 
bor at  Milwaukee  and  roads  from  that  point  were,  by  com- 
mon consent,  regarded  «»  of  the  first  inipurtnnce.  Public 
meetings  at  Milwaukee,  Mudi(iou,aud  other  points  wero  hold, 
pressing  these  measures  upon  tho  favorable  consideration 
of  Congress,  and  petitions  for  tho  samo  purpose  were  pre- 
&4-nteil  to  Congress,  signed  very  generally  by  the  inhabitants 
of  all  parts  of  the  Territory,  and  great  disappointment  wa« 
felt  at  tho  result. 

An  act  was  passed,  approved  June  1,1810,  which  extended 
the  provisions  of  the  pre-emption  act  of  1838,  until  Juno  SS, 
I6i'i,  to  all  settlers  on  the  public  lands  at  the  date  of  its  pas- 
sage. 


A  general  law  was  also  passed,  to  the  effect  that  whenever 
the  surx'eys  and  records  in  any  dislriel  for  which  surveyors- 
general  had  been  or  might  be  appointed,  should  be  completed, 
the  survey  or- general  thereof  should  be  required  to  deliver 
over  to  the  Secretary  of  Slate  of  the  respective  States,  in- 
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chiding  such  survey't,  all  the  flMd  notes,  map«,  records,  andJ 
other  papers  appertain iiig  to  land  titles  within  the  same; 
and  that  the  office  of  surveyor- general  in  every  such  dis- 
trict shutikl  thereafter  cease  and  be  dtt^con tinned. 

Tlic  oUicT  section  of  this  law  provided  that  whenever  the 
quantity  of  public  land  remaining  unsold  in  any  land  dis- 
trict Bhuuld  be  reduced  to  one  hundred  thousand  acres,  it 
should  be  tlie  duty  af  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  dis- 
continue the  land  offices  of  such  district,  and  that  the  unsold  ■ 
lands  in  such  district  should  be  subject  to  sale  at  the  most 
convenient  of  the  other  land  districts,  of  which  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  shall  give  notice. 
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The  third  session  of  the  second  Legislative  Assembly  con- 
vened at  Madison  on  the  second  day  of  December,  1S.19.  Ths 
terms  for  which  the  menibors  were  elected  had  not  yet  ex- 
pired, but  there  were  several  changes  of  membership  caused 
by  resignations. 

In  the  Council  Alkxandeb  J.  Irwin  of  Brown  county  had 
resigned  and  Cmakles  C.  P.  Akndt  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy ; 
M.iKSiiAU,  M.  Stroso  of  Racine  county  had  resigned  and 
L'iKKNZo  Jakes  elected  to  supply  the  vacancy,  and  in  Craw- 
ford county  JiisKPH  Bkishois  was  elected  in  place  of  QeoroBj 
Wilson,  resigned. 

In  the  House,  Messrs.  Lucius  I.  Bakrkb.  Hksry  C.  Skin- 
KBB  and  Ezekiel  CHCRcurLi,  of  Milwaukee  county  r«- 
signcd  in  pursuuuce  of  pledges  given  at  the  time  of  their 
election  and  Adam  E.  Ray,  Wiluam  E.  Lokgstrect  and 
HoKATio  N.  Wklls  were  elected  to  fill  their  unexpired 
terms,  and  in  Grant  county  Jonathan  Craio  was  eh-oted  in 
place  of  Kai.ph  Carvkr. 

Jauks  Collins  of  Iowa  county  was  re-elected  president  of 
the  council  on  the  nineteenth  ballot,  the  balioting  having 
been  i)rotracted  until  the  sixth  day  of  the  session. 

Edward  V.  Whiton  of  Rock  county  was  elected  speaker 
on  the  fourth  day  of  the  session  and  on  the  fifth  ballot. 

In  the  !»cantiino  both  houses  had  been  temporarily  or- 
ganized by  the  election  of  Wjlliau  Bullen,  president 
pro  tetn.  of  the  Council,  and  Edenrzrr  Cbilds,  SpetUter  pro 
iem,  of  the  House. 

The  following  table  of  the  places  of  the  nativity  of  the 
members  of  the  two  Houses,  their  residence  and  occupation 
is  supposed  to  possess  some  historic  inten»t.

The  Oovemor  having  Iieen  notified  of  the  organization  of 
the  two  Houses,  delivered  his  message  in  person  on  the  sec- 
ond day  of  the  session. 

The  messmrc  siifcgested  the  propriety  of  llii?  paKtmgo  of  a 
resolution,  recommending  to  the  electors  to  dutcrminu  Ijy 
their  vott-s  at  thu  tiext  ek-ctiou,  wliulber  thoy  wero  for  or 
againiit  the  urgunization  of  a  Btate  government. 

It  recommended  the  propriety  of  memorializing  Congress 
for  an  appropriation  of  $30,000  for  the  erection  of  a  peniteii* 
tiary  in  tlie  Territory;  also  for  suitable  appropriaiimis  for 
the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  Fox  Rivor  of 
Green  Bay.  the  Wisconsin,  Rock.  Peckatonica  and  Platte 
Riven;  and  the  river  of  the  Four  Lakes;  for  theconstruction 
of  harbont  on  Lake  Michigan;  for  additional  appropriations 
for  the  construction  of  the  Territorial  road  from  Milwaukee 
by  way  of  Madif;on  to  a  point  oppo»it4)  Dubuque,  and  from 
Kacine  by  Janesvllle  to  Sinipoe,  and  for  a  further  appro- 
priation  for  the  iturvey  of  a  railroad  from  tlio  town  of  Mil- 
waukee to  the  Mississippi  river. 

The  message  prespnt*Hi  for  the  serious  consideration  of  tlio 
Legislative  Assembly  the  embarrassed  state  of  tiie  cunvncy, 
and  that  a  forced  sale  of  property  under  (he  H.tisting  exec- 
ution laws,  would  deprive  the  debtor  of  the  moans  of  sup- 
port, and  in  many  cases  prevent  the  creditor  from  tlie 
recovery  of  hii  debt,  and  suggostod  tliat  if  a  stay  of  twelve 
montbH  could  be  given  on  execution,  upon  proper  siH'urity, 
that  no  injustice  would  be  done  to  the  plaintiff;  whito  iu 
legislative  action  between  debtor  and  creditor,  a  due  reganl 
should  bo  had  for  the  rights  of  both. 
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It  recommended  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  the  propriety 
of  taking  Kuch  k*t;ul  m^u^ures  as  they  miglit  (louiuQOces- 
Rarj-  lu  usci-Ttuin  tlio  true  statti  aud  condition  of  tho  Bank 
of  Afincriil  l*oint. 

Tlio  pru[>ritity  of  agnin  memorializing  Congress  for  an  ex- 
tension of  the  rijfht  of  pre-emption  to  miners  in  possession 
of  mineral  lots,  was  calltxl  to  the  attention  of  the  Legislativo 
Afwembly. 

It  also  stated  Ihnt  Iho  commifisionors  appointed  fo  locate 
a  portion  of  tlit:  Univ(.■rI^ity  lands,  not  luiviiig  been  officially 
notJHiMl  of  their  appointment,  their  duties  rcumined  unper- 
formed, and  it  recommended  the  propriety  of  adopting  «uch 
meusur<-H  as  would  ensure  an  early  location  of  tbesd  lands. 

The  various  parts  of  the  message  were  referred  in  each 
house  to  different  committees. 

The  excitements  and  animosities  developed  in  the  election 
campaign  of  tho  preceding  August  were  visible  in  their  ef- 
fects duriug  the  winter  of  1839-40. 

During  that  rampaign  the  conduct  of  Judge  Doty  in  re- 
lation to  land  titie-<4at  Madison,  an  well  as  that  in  relation  to 
hia  office  as  one  of  the  commissioners  of  public  build- 
ings and  tr<^a>'urer  had  been  assailed. 

In  defending  lunisiilf  in  the  newspapers  against  the 
charge  in  relation  to  the  land  titles  ho  impiitt'^d  to  Qov, 
Stkvexs  T.  Masos  of  Detroit,  who  willi  Judgo  Divrr  had 
originally  made  a  joint  purehas'.-  from  tho  United  Stales  of 
the  land  in  question,  a  disposition  to  swindle  tlio  public  and 
the  Judge  out  of  the  property. 

Gov,  Mason  on  the  eve  of  his  departure  from  I>etroit,  ou 
what  proved  to  be  an  extended  absence,  charaeteriswd  tho 
publication  of  Judge  Doty  in  opprobrious  terms  and  stated 
that  at  an  early  day  an  explicit  statement  of  the  transaction 
botwoeu  I>OTY  and  himself  would  he  eubmitled,  and  in  con- 
clusion asked 

"  A  (lupniilud  tt  JuiIi^SHiiit  bjt  ■  piibllo  «ho  «ra  too  iDMtllsvnt  to  b»  inlatnl  lijr  Uw  ml*. 

On  bis  rutnrn  to  Detroit  in  Kovemhor,  Gov.  Mason*  pub- 
lished another  card  in  the  papers  in  which  he  stated  that 
his  promised  reply  had  bueji  prepared,  but  l)efore  its  publi- 
cation the  controversy  had  asamned  a  judicial  cliaracUsr, 
and  that  a  proper  respect  for  the  court  induced  him  to  refrain 
from  any  publication  of  tho  facts  in  the  case.  Ue  bad,  how- 
Mi 
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ever,  he  stated,  placed  on  the  rncordR  of  the  court  a  full 
r^ply  to  ]>oty's  allegations  and  he  hoped  at  a  becoming 
time  his  attorney  would

The  contro%-orsy  about  the  land  titles  was  in  some  manner 
settled,  so  that  it  nuver  reached  a  judicial  determination, 
but  in  connection  with  the  troubles  growing  out  of  the  erec- 
tion of  public  buildings  at  Madif^jn,  had  a  marked  effect 
upon  the  action  of  the  ljegis!ative  Asseuibly  atilsftes«)on 
of  i:^3!t-4ri.  Indeed  the  investigation  of  matters  connected 
with  the  building  of  tho  capitol  occupied  much  of  the  lime 
of  that  st^sion. 

Comparativelj*  Httle  work  had  been  done  upon  the  Capitol 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  second  session  in  March  aud 
the  Cjommencement  of  the  third  session  in  December,  The 
now  commissioners  had  no  public  funds,  and  the  total  ex- 
penditures on  the  Capitol  to  fit  it  for  the  reception  of  the 
L.e^iMlature  was  only  9331,  and  this  was  advanced  by  the 
new  commtsKionrm. 

The  commissioneni  elected  at  the  preceding  seii^ion  of  tbo 
Legislative  Assemby  submitted  to  the  Govenior  a  report, 
dated  July  IG,  which  Btate<i  that  the  board  met  on  the  Sth 
of  May,  and  elected  N.  C.  Prkxtiss  acting  commissioner, 
and  J.  L.  Thaver.  treasurer;  Ihut  they  bad  been  assiduous 
in  their  efforts  to  iH'ttle  the  accounts  of  the  former  iioard, 
which  had  all  proved  unavaihug,  aud  tbey  had  been  unable 
to  obtain  a  meeting  with  them,  or  with  the  contractor,  who 
was  doing  nothing  in  execution  of  his  contract  to  complete 
the  Capitol  by  the  iOth  of  September. 

Another  report  was  made  by  the  new  commisstODois  to 
the  L^slative  Assembly  on  the  2d  of  December,  in  which 
the  statement  nf  their  unavailing  efforts  at  settlement  is  re- 
peated, followed  by  a  statenieut  that  in  Scpicmber  a  suit 
was  instituted  in  iho  name  of  the  Territory  against  the  for- 
mer commissioners  for  the  recovery  of  the  public  moneys  in 
their  hands.  The  suit  was  still  pending,  and  the  commis- 
sioners predicted  that  the  Territory  would  be  deltarr^'d  from 
the  use  of  the  money  in  the  hands  of  the  late  treasurer  and 
contractor  until  it  should  be  recovered  by  the  force  of  au 
execution. 

A  suit,  Ihey  slate,  hod   also  been  commenced  against 
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JaUEs  3l0K*is«N.  theconlraotor,  for  a  breach  of  contract^ 
and  for  tlie  recovery  of  tlie  public  moueys  in  liis  Iiands. 

This  report  furtlior  states  tLat  tbc  coutract  of  James  Mor- 
rison' for  comploling  llie  Cupitol  expired  on  tbe'JOtli  of  Sep- 
tember. That  on  the  23d  of  September  the  commissioners 
took  possession  of  the  building;  after  having  been  refused 
by  the  agent  of  the  conlractor.  That  sonn  after  JIorrison 
broke  the  lock  cf  the  <ioor  and  took  forcible  pos-^ession  of  the 
building.  That  thej  commenced  an  action  of  forcible  entry 
and  detainer,  obtained  a  writ  of  restitution,  b,v  means  of 
which  they  regained  jxisfession  of  th«  Capitol,  whicli  they 
had  ever  since  retained,  and  commenced  Httiitg  it  up  for  the 
reception  of  the  Legislnture. 

The  report  further  states  that  from  a  continued  chain  of 
circumstances  and  a  variety  of  facts

The  report  gives  a  stotcmenl  of  the  recoipts  of  the  old 
board  of  commissioners,  and  an  estimate  of  their  expendi- 
tures and  shows  the  sum  of  ♦21,3-13.40,  in  the  hands  of  the 
former  commissionere  and  contractor,  the  prospect  of  col- 
lecting which  \»  such  (they  state) 

"Tlial  w  bi-Iine  Ibe  nkflKd  niiul  rroiaiu  t«r  Knne  time  Ui  come  to  Ua  jnarM  unto.

The  first  report  of  tho  commissioners  to  the  Governor  was 
submitted  by  him  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  wjth  his  an- 
nual message  and  a  statement  that  it  was  duo  to  the  people 

"Dmc  fiKtn  mteavHitinuIiltoadtartedtaawvnalnwliat  dUpoalUoubad  tMnmadn 
of  ibU  iwft  o(  tlw  B|>pn>|.<Mll>]ii  wliKti  \mA  DM  braa  ma— lud  tar." 

During  the  first  week  of  the  session  a  resolution  was  of- 
fered in  the  House  instructing  a  committee  to  inquire  into 
the  expediency  of  bringing  in  a  bill  to  provide  for  the  re- 
moval of  tho  scat  of  government,  which  having  been 
amended  hy  adding  "and  of  converting  the  present  piiblio 
buildings  into  a  penitentiary"  it  was  lost  by  a  vote  of 
9  to  10. 

So  much  of  the  Governor's  message  as  relates  to  the  pub- 
lic buildings,  having  been  referred  in  the  House  to  a  select 
committeoconslstingof  Messrs. Crvson, Shew  and  Jbn'kdjs:

TUe  report  concludes  with  a  complimentary  reference  to 
the  manner  in  wliicli  the  new  board  have  discliarged  their 
duties,  and  »nys~

A  large  amount  of  evidence  was  takvn  by  tlio  committ«e, 
which  i»  submitted  with  their  report,  which  appears  to  fully 
sustain  its  coricluBions. 

'riie  commilt<«  reported  a  bill  and  recommended  its  pas- 
*»gv,  which  was  bu lisequently  paHoed  by  both  houHes  with- 
out material  amendments 

The  only  important  feature  of  this  law  was  to  provide  for 
the  annual  election  of  one  commiMsiuner  of  public  buildings 
instead  of  Ibrce. 

The  minority  report.of  Mr.  Maxwell,  the  only  member 
of  the  coinmittL'u  who  din^Riited  from  the  report  of  the 
majority  was  very  brief,  and  presented  these  pointsi

And  further  that  the  investigation  of  the  majority  of 
your  committee,  of  matters  anterior  to  Ihv  report  of  a 
former  committee  (before  alluded  to)  with  the  accompany* 
ing  documents  would,  in  the  opinion  of  a  minority  of  your 
committee  hv  too  apparent  of  a  design  for  effect,  rather 
than  for  any  benelicial  results  to  the  best  interests  of  this 
Territory. 

The  minority  of  your  committee  cheerfully  concurs  in 
that  part  of  the  majority  report  which  approves  of  the 
doings  of  the  present  board  of  conimissioneni  of  public 
buildings,  and  also  In  the  principles  of  the  bill  submitted 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature. 

Thrre  was  no  subject  which  eirit«l  a  more  lively  and 
general  interest  among  the  people  of  the  Territory  at  that 
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time,  and  the  omission  of  nnytiiinK  material  to  it  would  bo 
a  failure  to  portray  a  faithful  history  of  that  pvriotl. 

After  tlio  rc[>ortii  of  tlic  coiumitti-o  had  bcon  made,  the 
speakur  laid  Itufoi-c  tliu  Houho  on  tho  7th  of  Juuuarv  aetati;- 
meiit  of  AuGi'sTCs  A.  Uihd,  which  admits  Ihu  co-partner- 
ehip  botween  the  commissioners  an<l  tlie  contractor  in  the 
erection  of  the  hotel  and  in  the  mercantile  concern,  and 
gives  copies  of  the  written  agrteimints  in  relation  to  such 
oo-partnersliip,  but  denies  that  there  wa^  any  agreement  of 
co-par1nersliip  in  Morrison's  contract  for  completing  the 
capitol.  Thi»  stutcmi-ul  of  Mr.  Bird  was  aflciwarrls  ^worn 
to  and  tlieu  rofurred  to  a  committee  with  instnicticns  to  re- 
port next  day  as  to  the  genuineness  of  the  contracts  and 
the  ulleKations  set  forth  in  the  statement. 

The  committee  had  no  evidence  heforo  it,  nor  any  author- 
ity to  obtain  any,  and  upon  that  stat«m&nt  alone,  suUmitU'd 
on  the  next  day  the  following  report:

Mr.  C<»nrok  of  the  committee,  dissented  from  the  report. 

The  bill  reported  by  the  committee  on  public  buildings  be- 
came a  law  liy  the  approval  of  tli«  Qovenior  on  tJie  Illh  of 
January,  and  on  tho  Bamo  day,  Nathasiei,  C.  Pkkntiss 
was  elected  C'ummiKsioner  of  Public  Buildings  on  a  joint 
ballot  of  the  two  HouKes. 

Some  weeks  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  a 
letter  apiH-arwi  in  the  newspapers  from  Jamks  I>.  I>otv,  to 

Hon.  John  Popk,  chairman  of  the  commiK in  territories 

in  H.  of  R.— which  bore  the  date,  W.  "n,  February 

20, 1840. 

This  letter  professed  to  give  a  statement  of  all  the  facts  in 
relation  to  the  action  of  Congress,  the  Territorial  Legisla- 
ture, the  old  and  the  now  board  of  comuHssiooers  in  relation 
to  the  public  buildings  at  Madison,  the  appnipriations  for 
their  erection  and  the  conduct  of  the  commissioners  in  their 
expenditure. 

The  letter  contained  many  statements,  which  were  fully 
supported  by  the  facts,  and  many  which  were  not

The  object  of  this  lfIt*T  appeared  to  be  to  obtain  the  dis- 
approval by  Congress  of  the  net  of  Jlarcli  3,  l&^tf  (by  virtue 
of  whicli  the  old  commiwiioncra  were  removed  and  iiow  ones 
appointed):  wliich,  the  letter  stalex.  was  now  Grut  submitted 
to  Congrt-MS  ;  and  of  all  laws  on  this  subject  patiS4>d  subiw- 
qent  thereto.

Btated,  were  coutaineU  in  Doty's  letter,  and  set  forth  other 
facts  which  were  not  stated  in  it,  and  concluded  with  the  ex- 
preesioD  of  the  confident  hope  —

The  act  of  March  9, 18^9,  removed  the  old  commissioners 
and  treasurer,  and  on  the  4th  of  April,  1840,  Mr.  Doty  per- 
formed the  idle  ceremony  of  iiddresKiiig  a  communication 
to  tlie  I-egislative  Assembly,  offering  his  resignation  of  the 
office  of  commissioner  of  public  buildings  and  treasurer  of 
the  board  —  offices  from  which  he  had  been  removed  nearly 
thirteen  months  previously,  and  which  during  that  time  he 
had  not  held. 

Mr.  DuTY'tt  only  defense  of  his  conduct,  and  that  of  hla 
CO- commissioners  and  the  contractor,  was  based  upon  the 
assumption  that  the  acts  of  the  Legislative  As.sembly  did 
not  become  effective  until  submitted  to  Congress,  and  that 
the  act  of  March  0, 16:i0,  not  having  been  submitted  to  Con- 
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grcBs  before  the  new  ooniinissioners  were  elected,  that  the 
old  ones  were  not  superseded. 

This  assumption  was  judicially  determine*!  by  the  Chief 
Justice  to  be  erroneous,  who  held  that  the  sixth  section  of 
the  organic  act,  having  declared  :

All  laws,  when  ennctetl  by  the  Governor  and  Legielative 
Assembly,  became  eTTective,  subject  to  being  annulled  and 
rendered  of  no  effect  by  the  subsequent  disapproval  of  Con- 
gress, when  they  should  be  submitted  to  that  Iwdy. 

The  citizens  of  MadiiKm  felt  perhaps  a  deeper  interest  than 
Any  others  in  the  question  raised  by  Judge  Dott,  ond  J.  A. 
NooKAN  and  John  Catlin  of  that  place,  addrcK8«d  letters  to 
H.  N,  Weu-s,  Attorney  General.  Moses  M.  Strong,  United 
States  Attorney,  Edward  V.  Wuiton,  late  Chief  Justice, 
Hans  Crocker  and  Mokoak  L.  JIartik,  eminent  and  able 
lawyers,  asking  their  opinions  on  the  question,  each  of 
whom  wrote  very  able  opinions,  some  of  which,  especially 
that  of  Judge  Whiton,  were  entirely  exhaustive  of  the  sub- 
ject, and  all  of  which  fully  sustained  the  authoritative 
opinion  of  Chief  Justice  Dunn. 

The  lUtttter  of  the  soiithem  Itoundary  ond  the  formation 
of  a  State  GoviTunioiit  were  subjects  which  did  not  fail  to 
attract  much  of  the  attention  of  this  session  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly. 

So  much  of  the  Governors  message  as  related  to  t)ic«e 
subjects  was  referred  in  each  house.  In  the  Council  to  the 
committee  on  Territorial  affairs,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Brig- 
HAM,  ViNKYABi)  and  ^VKLl.8,  and  in  the  House  to  a  select 
committee  consisting  of  one  from  each  election  district, 
composed  of  Jlessrs,    Shackki-fobd,  Loxgstbebt,    Hovt, 

BeaBDSLET,  SDTflERLAND,   JENKINS,   STREET   and    BrUKSOIS. 

Various  propositions  were  subniitlud,  entertained,  n-portod 
upon  and  considered  in  each  house,  and  all  resulted  in 
adopting  the  following  joint  resolutions —

The  resolutions  provided  for  the  manner  of  conducting  the 
elections  and  determining  the  reHult& 

By  a  i^solution  Buhaequently  adopted  at  the  August  ses- 
sion, it  was  lieclarod  that  the  words  in  the  first  rt-jiolution 
whicli  are  italicized,  ohoulii —

The  paesago  of  these  resolutions  aroused  considerahle 
feeHni;  among  those  on  the  "  disputed  territory /'  who  were 
in  favor  of  becoming  a  part  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  and 
piil)li(;  meetinfifi  to  (jivu  i-xpression  to  this  feeling  were  held 
at  Uaiena,  Belvidere,  and  Roekford,  which  culminated  in  a 
general  convention  of  delegates  from  Jo  Da  vies,  Stephenson, 
Winnolwgo,  Boone,  McHenry,OjiIe,  Carroll,  White«idGs,and 
Kock  Island  counties,  held  at  Itoekford  on  the  Gth  of  July, 

This  convention  adopted  resolutions  declaring  the  right 
TiscoDsin  to  the  "  disputed  territory,"  and  recommended 
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to  (lift  citiw>u8  to  I'lect  delegates  to  the  conventton  to  form 
a  Stotf  go%-frmiicut  should  ou«  be  hold. 

But  thu  resolutions  of  the  Wisconsin  Legislature  did  not 
elicit  the  exhibition  of  ranch  feeling  within  the  Territory, 
and  lliat  feeling  was  mostly  one  of  oppot^ition  to  tho  objocta 
of  the  rewolultons. 

At  a  pu1>lic  meetings  held  at  Green  Bay  on  the  24th  of 
April,  it  was  declared  that  they  had  seen  the  re-SoIutions 
wiilt  euncorn  and  regret,  and  that  the  members  of  the  Lcg^- 
islature  be  requested  to  vote  to  rescind  them. 

There  was  but  a  very  light  vole  upon  the  question  submit- 
ted by  llio  resolutions  themselves,  and  that  vote  was  olmc 
unanimously  "  against  State  Government." 

This  vote,  it  is  believed,  wa^i  more  the  result  of  an  appre- 
hension that  a  majority  vote  "  for  State  Govemmenf  would 
lead  ti>  the  pn-niaUire  formation  of  a  Stale  government, 
than  of  any  objection  to  embracing  the  "disputed  territory" 
within  tile  boundaries,  when  the  proper  time  for  its  forma' 
tion  should  have  arrived. 

In  thu  House  of  Representatives  at  the  session  of  I83t*-4<VJ 
so  much  of  the  Governor's  message  as  relates  to  banks  was 
referred  to  the  committee  on  corporations,  which  consisted 
of  Messrs.  KTKEtvr,  Shkw,  Shoi.kh,  Blackstoxk  and  JrNKTNs. 

The  committee  reported  that  the  Hank  of  Mineral  Point 
was—

A  bill  for  the  election  of  a  hank  commissioner  was  recom- 
mended, but  is  met  with  no  favor. 

The  conduet  of  Ilie  Wi«coiisin  Marine  and  Fire  Insurance 
Company  in  conducting  banking  businesci  in  alleged  viola- 
tion of  the  restrictions  of  its  charter,  was  discussed,  but  noj 
definite  action  taken. 

Kotwiihstonding  the  rccuniniendation  of  (he  mcsftngeof 
the  Governor,  no  law  was  passed  granting  any  stay  upon 
executions,  or  to  relieve  debtors  from  forced  sales  upon  exe- 
cution. 


The  expenditure  of  the  appropriations  by  Congress  for  the 
construction  of  roads  in  Wisconsin  made  previous  to  1840, 
was  placed  in  charge  of  Captain  Taos.  J.  Orau,  of   the 
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United  Stntes  Kngineer  Corps.  In  his  report  to  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau,  tliat  ofiicur  recommcudcd  tho  foUowiug  addi- 
tional appropriations:

None  of  these  appropriations,  however,  nor  any  other  for 
improT<>nient8  in  Wisconsin,  were  made  by  Congress. 

An  act  was  paswil  prescribing  tho  manner  iu  which  Ter- 
ritorial roads  bIiouM  bo  laid  out,  surveyed  aud  recorded.  It 
alS9  prescribed  that

The  fffect  of  11)18  provision  was  that  all  such  expenses 
and  dnmuges  bad  to  bo  provided  for  by  individual  personal 
contributions,  and  the  only  advantage  of  an  act  to  provide 
for  Icwatinn  a  Territorial  rojid.  was  that  if  laid  out  accord- 
ing to  the  requirements  of  the  law,  a  legal  highway  could  be 
established. 

Notwithstanding  this  provision,  acts  were  passed  for  lay- 
ing out  twenty-eij^lkt  Territorial  roads  in  the  various  por- 
tion* of  tho  Territory,  at  the  winter  session,  and  for  two 
others  at  the  August  session. 

The  peaceable  removal  west  of  tho  Mississippi  of  the  Win- 
nebago Indians,  whose  presence  had  given  the  frontier  set- 
luni  so  much  annoyance,  was  effected  in  the  early  part  of 
tbe  jeor  1S4<1,  and  was  a  subject  of  conjiratulation  in  the 
message  of  the  Governor  at  the  August  speci-il  session.  The 
message  ^id:

A  public  sale  of  land  was  held  at  Qreun  Bay  on  tho  Cth  of 
April,  1840,  at  which  all  that  part  of  Winnebago  county  be- 
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tween  Winnebago  Lnfce  and  Fox  and  Wolf  Rivers  was  of- 
fered for  sale,  embracing  ihe  towns  of  Wiricbester,  Clay- 
ton, Vincland,  and  that  part  of  the  town8o£  Wolf  Biver  and 
Winneconni.^  oast  of  those  rivtrs,  and  the  citit-s  mid  towns 
of  Mcnuahu  uiid  Xccmib,  and  that  part  of  OsLkosh  north  of ' 
Fox  River. 

On  thn  1.1th  of  April  a  pablic  sale  waa  held  at  Milwaukee  < 
of  that  part  of  the  towns  of  Beloit,  Kix-k.JanopvillR,  Pultoa 
and  Milton  in  the  county  of  Kock  which  lie  ea.st  of  Rock  I 
River,  embracing  the  cities  of  Beloit  and  JanesviJle  and  tbo  j 
village  of  Milton. 

An  act  was  passed  January  1 1, 1840,  which  authorized  the 
Governor  to  contract  with  the  Marshal  of  the  Territory,  at 
a  sum  not  exceeding  six  hundred  dollars,  to  furnish  to  the 
Governor  on  or  before  the  Ist  day  of  August,  a  transcript 
of  the  e4?nsu8  of  the  Tt'trilory  taken  by  him  in  pursuance 
of  the  act  of  Congre^ut  authorizing  the  taking  uf  thi-  sixth 
census. 

The  act  also  provided  that  there  should  be  an  extra  see* 
sion  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  on  the  first  Monday  of . 
August. 

The  two  houses  odjournod  on  the  13ra  of  January  and ; 
the  extra  session  —  the  fourth  of  the  second  L^islative  As* , 
eembly  —  convened  on  the  third  day  of  August. 

But  one  change  in  the  composition  of  the  I.egislaturo  oc- 
curred during  the  recess.  JosHru  Bbisbois,  member  of  the 
Council  from  Crawford  county,  had  resigned  and  Chablbs 
J.  Learkki>  was  elected  an  his  successor  and  took  his  seat  on 
the  first  day  of  the  session. 

Morgan  L,  ilAicTis  was  elected  President  pro  tern.,  and  on 
tlip  second  day  William  A,  Prbntiss.  of  Milwaukee,  wa^ 
on  the  first  ballot,  elected  permanent  President. 

In  the  House  of  Representatives  Edward  V,  WntTOK  was  ; 
elected  Speaker  pro  tern.,  and  on  the  second  day  a  ballot  was 
had  for  Speaker  for  the  session,  on  which  Nbi.8011  Dbwet 
received  0  vote*,  Charles  C  Sdoles  7,  Barlow  Suackkl- 
roRP  i,  and  there  were  3  scattering,  when  MessrsL  Suole3 
and  Shackbl^okd  declined  being  candidates,  and  NRI.8QN4 
Dewet  received  21  of  the  33  votes  cast,  and  was  elected  od 
the  second  ballot 

The  message  of  the  Governor  was  brief,  and  confined 
mainly  to  the  spucial  object  of  the  session  —  the  apportion- 
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ment — but  tendered  his  co-operation  in  such  acts  of  legisla- 
tion as  "  have  for  their  object  the  good  of  our  constituents." 

Attention  was  invited  by  the  message  to  the  failure  on  the 
part  of  the  contractor  in  printing  the  laws  of  the  late  ses- 
sion, which  was  criticised. 

The  propriety  of  investigating  the  condition  of  the  Bank 
of  Mineral  Point  was  recommended,  and  the  advisability  of 
appointing  by  law  a  bank  commissioner  was  suggested.

Under  the  organic  act  members  of  the  Council  had  been 
elected  for  four  years,  and  could  not  be  affected  by  any  new 
apportionment,  as  one  half  of  the  term  for  which  they  were 
elected  was  unexpired.  Uembers  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives having  been  elected  for  only  two  years,  about  half 
of  which  had  expired,  an  entire  new  apportionment  was  not 
practicable. 

The  plan  of  apportionment  of  the  members  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  was  to  distribute  them  among  the  exist- 
ing districts  for  members  of  the  council. 

By  this  plan  the  following  apportionment  was  made: 

The  district  composed  of  the  county  of  Brown  and  the 
counties  thereto  attached,  had  three  members. 
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The  (li&trict  oompofied  of  the  counties  of  Milwaukee  and 
Waxliiiigton,  had  five  inemliers, 

Kacinc  county  had  three  members 

The  district  compoBcd  of  Walworth  and  Bock  coanties 
had  fourmemhers. 

The  district  composed  of  the  countitui  of  Dane,  Dodgpe, 
Green,  .It^fferson  and  Sauk,  hud  two  members. 

Iowa  county  had  four  members. 

Grant  county  had  three  membera. 

And  the  district  com|)osed  of  Crawford  and  St  Croix 
counties,  had  two  members. 

Throe  di»trictM  lost  ono  nu-mber  each.  Thttso  were  Brown 
and  the  counlios  atluclicd,  luwu  and  Gmut.  Thu  di«iricl» 
which  gained  wuro  Rock  and  Walworth,  two  members ; 
Dane,  Dodge,  Green.  Jefferson  and  Sauk,  one  member.  The 
number  ot  representatives  in  the  other  districts  was  un- 
changed. 

At  the  winter  session  of  1840,  tlie  following  towns  were 
created  or  nouiea  changed.  Franklin,  Mcuomonoe,  Wauwa^ 
toosa.  Powaukeo  (spoiled  in  tho  published  act  by  mistake. 
Peraukee)  and  Granville,  in  Milwaukee  couuty,  were  estab- 
Ituhed  ;  Prairie  ^'ilhlge  changed  to  Prairieville,  and  Mentor 
changed  to  New  Berlin,  The  town  of  Delavan,  in  Wal- 
worth county,  was  divided  and  Darien  establishe*!.  Pleas- 
ant Prairie,  in  Racine  county,  was  divided  and  Bristol 
establishcil.  and  in  JcfTerson  county  the  town  of  Aztalan 
was  created  out  of  the  towns  of  Jefferson  and  Watertown. 

The  act  of  Slarch  9, 1839,  incorporating  tho  town  of  Green 
Bay,  was  conditionally  repealed,  subjix'^t  to  a  vole  of  the 
electors  of  the  tovm. 

At  the  August  session  the  town  of  Oak  Creek,  in  Mil- 
waukee county,  was  organized  out  of  the  town  of  Lake, 
and  the  town  of  Whitowater  was  created  outof  tho  town  of 
Elkhorn,  in  Walworth  county. 

By  an  act  approved  January  C,  1840,  Calumet  couuty  was 
organized  for  the  purposti  of  county  goverumout,  and  that 
pari  of  the  county  lying  south  of  tho  Indian  lt«iervalion, 
compridcd  in  town  17,  of  ranges  18  and  19,  was  detucbod 
from  Calumet  county  and  attached  to  Fond  du  Lac  county, 
and  the  remainder  of  Calumet  county  remained  attached 
to  Brown  county  for  judicial  purposes. 

By  the  same  act  the  county  of  Winnebago  was  laid  off, 
and  K.VT[IAN1CL  Pek&y,  Hubkbt  Guionon  and  Mohgan  U 
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>[ARTtN  were  appointed  commissioners,  with  authority  to 
locate  tlie  county  scat  and  oiitor  for  the  use  of  the  county 
the  (|unrUT  iM.'ctton  of  land  upon  which  the  coutity  scat 
might  1x1  located  and  to  borrow  money  for  that  purpose. 

On  the  i'Ui  of  January,  1810,  the  county  of  St.  Croix  was 
laid  off  by  natural  boundaries  and  fully  organized  for  all 
purposes. 

At  the  same  session  the  county  of  Sauk  was  laid  oft  and 
attached  to  Dane-  county  for  county  and  judicial  purposes. 

The  county  of  Dodge  at  this  sc^^iou  was  organized  for 
county  purpocoB,  and  attached  to  Jefferson  county  for 
judicial  purposeH. 

By  an  act  approved  August  13,  IHIO,  the  county  of  Wash- 
ington  was  organized  for  county  purposes,  and  continued 
attached  to  Milwaukee  county  for  judicial  purposes. 

So  much  of  any  act  or  acts  as  establishcB  or  locates  the 
county  scat  were  rcpoaled.  and  the  (lucstion  of  the  sek-ction 
of  the  county  suut  was  submittud  to  a  volu  of  the  inhabi- 
tants. 

The  same  act,  which  the  title  declared  waa  "for  other  pur* 
poses,"  repealed  the  act  of  the  previous  sei«sion  organizing 
Calumet  county,  and  remanded  it  back  to  its  fonner  union 
with  Brown  county  for  all  purposes. 

The  "  Bridgo  War  "  in  Milwaukco  first  assumed  practical 
shape  by  the  enactment  at  the  winter  session,  1840,  of  a  law 
which  authorized  aud  required  the  county  comuiissiouers 
of  Milwaukee  county  to  locate  and  construct  a  drawbridge 
across  the  Milwaukee  Kiver  from  the  foot  of  Chestnut 
street  to  the  foot  of  Division  street. 

At  the  same  session  Hobl  S.  Wrioht  was  authorized  to 
erect  a  toll  bridge  across  Fox  River  at  the  mouth  of  Plum 
Creek,  where  "  Wriglitstowu  "  now  is. 

A  special  act  passed  at  that  session  authorized  Wii.  H. 
Bbuc'u  and  others  to  build  and  maintain  a  dam  across  the 
Manitowoc  Hiver  at  the  point  where  the  village  of  Manito- 
woc Bapids  has  since  grown  up. 

An  act  to  incorporate  the  Michigan  and  Rock  River  Rail- 
road Company  was  passed  at  that  session  which  authorized 
the  corporation  to  construct  a  railroad

0[>orationit  of  the  company  in  mining  and  Hmelttng  wen>  to 
b«  confined  to  the  counties  of  Grant  and  Iowa. 

The  time  for  holding  general  elections  was  at  thiii  session 
changed  from  the  Rrst  Monday  lo  August  to  the  fourth  Mon- 
day of  September, 

A  very  anomalous  di%'orcc  act  was  passed  at  this  sessioD, 
which  recUcd  that

'That  it  Bhould  ho  lawful  for  them  by  a  writt*n  article  of 
separation,  under  tttcir  hand!;  and  hcuIs,  to  di^-iolvo  the  mar- 
riage contract  existing  between  them,  provided  that  the  ar- 
ticles of  separation  should  contain  a  provision  for  her  of 
one  third  of  all  his  property, 

A  joint  re«oIution  was  adopted  making  further  provision 
for  the  location  of  a  portion,  not  exceeding  two  thirds,  of 
all  the  lands  granted  by  Congress  in  1^8,  for  the  use  and 
support  of  a  university. 

The  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislative  Assembly,  for 
the  (Mty  and  mileage  of  members,  printing,  and  all  inci- 
dental expenses  of  the  two  sessions  held  in  1840,  amounted 
to  a  total  sum  of  $^739S-i^5.  The  excess  of  the  expenses  of 
the  preceding  year  over  the  appropriation  by  Congress  was 
$7,0fi-l.i"4,  which  two  KUiiis  made  834,9i7.53.  The  appropria- 
tion by  Congress  for  1840  was  (34,0?jl,  which  still  left  a  small 
sum  of  IRS3.&!).  while  the  appropriations  of  the  I-egiflativo 
Assembly  for  the  two  years  of  18^0  and  IS40  exceetii-d  the 
amounts  appropriated  by  Congress  during  those  two  years 
for  their  liquidation. 

An  important  act  was  passed  at  the  winter  Hnloii,  whi 
prescribed  that  the  term  of  all  ofllcers  of  the  Torritoi 
whose  terms  were  not  limited  by  law  (except  militia  officers)^ 
should  be  two  years,  and  should  terminate  on  the  first  day 
of  January,  1842. 
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About  the  first  of  October  Jons  P.  Siieldos  wns  rpmovtd 
(roni  the  office  of  Rogister  of  tlio  Laud  Office,  at  Mltieral 
Point,  and  Johk  V.  iNdtCRSOU.  appointed  as  his  successor. 

Maj.  KiiKi.Dnx,  previous  to  his  appointment  to  this  office 
hy  Gen.  jACKKON.had  been  an  editor  of  a  democratic  paper 
at  Dotpoit.  He  was  a  noalous  and  effective  partisan,  witli 
warm  and  dovotiNl  friends,  and  brought  upon  hini8i?If  the 
8eriou»  and  determintxl  opposition  of  many  oppuooute, 
which  finally  culminulcd  in  hi»  removal. 

A  lurgG  public  meeting  wns  held  at  Mineral  Point,  in 
which  he  was  highly  eulogized,  and  surprise  and  regret  at 
his  removal  expressed. 

The  presidential  election  of  ISiO  will  long  be  remembered 
by  those  who  were  on  the  stage  of  aetion  at  that  day.  and 
will  stand  reconled  in  history  as  having  ix-en  attended  by  a 
more  exciting  campaign  than  any  which  ever  preceded  it 
Mr.  Van  BrRGS  wa.s  the  eanilidate  of  the  democratic  party 
(or  ro-election.  and  Gvn.  William  Hksey  Harkisok  was  tho 
n-hig  candidate,  with  Joas  Tvlbr  as  the  candidato  for  Vice- 
I'resident, 

The  Whig  candidates  were  euphoniously  designated  in 
the  political  songs  as  "Tippecanoe  and  Tyler  too."  The  cam> 
paign  as  the  "Ijog-cabin."  "Hard  Cider,"'  "Coon  sWin,"  etc., 
campaign,  arising  from  the  free  use  made  in  public  proces* 
f.ions  and  meetings  of  these  supposed  emblems  of  General 
Uakrisos's  early  life. 

As  Wisconein  had  no  vote  in  tho  presidential  election,  tho 
fxeilenu-nt  in  the  Territory  was  only  synipathelic  and  sec- 
onrlary.  and  was  exhibited  in  a  partial  and  fragmentary  or- 
ganization of  the  democractic  parly  for  the  nomination  of 
candidates  for  the  election  held  in  September,  for  members 
of  the  House  of  Kepresentatives.  Such  organizations  were 
fonncd  in  Brown  and  Iowa  counties,  but  were  not  perfect, 
personal  considerations  entering  lai'gely  into  the  elections, 
while  the  canvass  in  other  counties  was  conducted  entirely 
upon  the  personal  cburacleristics  of  the  candidates. 

The  excitement  in  the  Territory  was  largely  augmented 
by  the  publication  of  a  paper,  signed  by  the  Delegate  in 
Congress,  bearing  date  New  York,  September  7,  ISlo,  under 
the  title  of  "Tlie  voice  of  an  injured  Territory."  It  was  got- 
ten up  in  a  style  similar  lothestatementofgrievances  of  tho 
American  colonies,  ut  the  conduct  of  the  King  of  Great 
SI 
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Britftin,  contained  in  tlio  Declarntion  of  lndeiK-ii(ipnce. 
waa  cxlon»ivoly  circulated  ihruutjliout  ibo  UniU-d  Slates,  as 
a  campuigD  dooiuneat,  andundoubttidly  contributed  cotisid- 
orably  to  tlie  election  of  tlie  Whij;  candidates. 

Its  great  length  forbids  itn  entire  reproduction  hers,  and 
only  a  few  extracts  can  be  given.

The  remainder  of  this  lon^;  campaign  document  h  taken 
up  with  specific  allegations  of  neglect,  disregard  and 
nbuhie  of  tlie  interests  of  the  Territory  in  the  appointment 
of,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  remove  the  (JoTurnor, 
JudK*w,  District  Attorney,  Surveyor  General  and  Kegister 
of  the  Land  Ofliee  at  Mineral  Point ;  and  with  a  long  array 
of  reasM>n8,  why  these  offieers  ought  not  to  have  been  ap- 
pointed, or  why,  having  been  appointed,  they  ought  to 
have  been  removed.

In  states  remulc  from  Wisconsin  this  "Voice  of  an  In- 
jured Turritory,"  wa*  wull  calculaiuJ  lo  uugmc-ut  ()i«  oppo- 
sition to  ^ir.  Van  Bijrkn,  wbich  hud  ulrc-ady  attained  a 
ina;;iiilude  which  indicated  the  defeat  which  in  lesB  than 
two  months  proved  ciisaj*troiisly  overwhelming. 

But  in  Wisconsin  the  absurdity  of  charginjj  upon  the  er- 
etrutivi-.  Rt!^pon»il>iIity  for  the  non-coiistnictioii  of  liarhors 
and  light-hous«s,  and  of  ahandoning  a  systum  of  internal 
improvements,  and  thuit  (and  hy  other  measures  not  statud) 
depriving  "  Wiskonsin  of  an  accession  to  her  population," 
when  it  was  well-known  that  the  responsibility  rusted  with 
Congress  alone,  was  fully  met  and  exposed. 

There  too,  it  waa  well-known  that  the  removal  of  the 
Winnebago  Indiana,  so  far  from  endangering  "  the  peace  of 
the  frontier"  was  the  most  effective  means  of  securing  it 

The  covert  attack  upon  the  Governor,  Judges,  Attorney, 
Surveyor-Generol  and  Register  of  the  Land  Offic«.  under 
the  prolcnBc  of  assailing  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
pnxiuced  no  damaging  effect  upon  those  ofHcers  in  the 
Territory  where  they  were  well-known.  The  Governor  was 
the  next  year  elected  delegate.  Again  appointed  Governor 
in  1845—  elected  the  first  United  States  Senator  and  subse- 
quently re-elected.  The  Surveyor-General  (Gko.  W,  Jones) 
was  for  a  long  lime  United  States  Senator  from  Iowa,  and 
represented  tho  United  Btatos,  as  its  Minister,  at  a  foreign 
court.  The  Judges  and  Attorney  often  r(><?ei\-ed  marked 
and  convincing  evidence  of  the  confidence  which  the  people 
reposed  in  them,  and  there  ia  no  doubt  if  tJie  voters  of  Wis- 
consin couM  then  have  voted  for  President,  that  the  vole  of 
Mr.  Van  Bukks  would  liave  been  increased  rather  than  di- 
minished by  these  charges  of  the  delegate.

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CHAPTER  XXir. 

TEnniTORY  OF  WIftCOKSIX  IN  1841. 

So  loDK  as  it!)  political  dependence  upon  the  United  States 
continued,  the  interest  of  the  inha^it•'>nt.'^  of  the  Territory  lu 
the  prnceedinES  of  Congress  was  unnbatod. 

The  sei'ond  session  of  the  SOtb  Congress,  commencing  on 
the  7th  of  December,  IMO,  and  ending  on  the  3d  of  March, 
1841.  was  burri'u  of  any  results  of  inturust  to  the  Territory, 
with  tlio  cxL'L'ptioD  of  tho  ordinary  appropriations  for  the 
Salaries  of  the  (lovernor,  judges  and  Bceretary,  and  for  the 
expeuRps  of  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

The  appropriations  for  salariea  ($ft,100)  and  contingent  ex- 
panses ($:i.';ii)  were  the  same  as  in  former  years,  while  tlio 
appr<ijirialion  for  the  pay  and  mileage  of  inernbiT^  and  other 
oxpensus  of  the  I^gittlutivo  Assembly,  was  reduced  from 
the  sum  Mt.ors.  uppnipriated  at  tho  previous  session,  to  the 
luiprct'edfutcdly  small  sum  of  $90,000. 

ThiH  reduction  was  made  in  ihe  face  of  the  fact  that  the 
legislative  Assembly  had,  during  this  same  session  of  CoD- 
grt-SR,  been  compelled  to  anticipate  the  appropriation  by 
a  resort  to  certificates  of  indebtedneae,  in  payment  of  its 
expenses. 

No  appropriations  were  made  for  any  of  the  numeroua 
harbors  on  thu  lake  shore,  for  territorial  roads,  or  internal 
iniproverat-nts  of  any  description  nor  for  any  of  the  numer- 
ous object*  for  which  they  were  bo  greatly  needed. 

Judge  I><>TV  waa  the  Territorial  Delegate  during:  thfa 
session. 


The  first  session  of  the  third  I.effislalive  Assembly  con- 
vened at  Madison  on  the  71h  day  of  December,  1840. 

Tho  members  of  the  Council  elect«4i  in  1M.18  to  the  second 
Legislative  Assembly  were,  under  the  provisions  of  the  or- 
ganic act,  elected  for  four  years,  and  continued,  with  two 
exceptinns,  to  hold  their  ofltce^  during  tlic  terms  of  both  the 
second  and  third  Assemblies. 

The  exceptions  were  Wiluau  A.  ritK.vTtss  and  Daniki. 
Wgli^  Jr..  from  the  district  of  Milwaukee  and  Washington

Clerk. 

On  the  second  day  of  tho  session  Governor  Doikik  deliv- 
ered  his  annual  niessaKt?  to  the  two  houses  jointly  assem- 
bled in  the  Representatives'  hall. 

The  Governor  renewed  the  recommendation  ot  his  mcB- 
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eagQ  of  ISSS.  of  memorialieinjj:  Coagre(»  to  amend  the  or- 
ganic luw  bo  that  the  memherx  of  the  Comi(-iI  I>e  electe<l 
every  second  year,  anrl  mprah«rs  of  the  House  annualiy,  and 
ftleo  rerommendeil  that  Congress  ^o  ajtkoil  bo  to  amend  the 
orgfanic  law  as  to  |><;miit  tho  qimlifiud  I'loctnrs  in  each 
county,  to  elect  all  their  county  officers,  civil  and  military, 
which,  as  provided  by  that  law,  were  appomtal)le  by  the 
Oovemor, 

Tho  attention  of  the  I^RiRlative  Assembly  wag  again 
called  to  the  dangers  threatened  by  the  course  pursued  in 
the  management  of  its  affairs  hy  the  Bank  of  Mineral  Point, 
espe<ially  in  its  issue  of  what  weredenominntedpoAf-nof«9, 
pajniile  at  a  future  day. 

He  said :

The  Qovemor  recommended  the  enactment  of  so  much  of 
the  New  York  Safety  Fund  law  as  provided  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  bank-(.-omni)S8ioners,  with  the  power  of  examination 
and  the  other  powers  conferred  by  that  law,  tho  charter  of 
the  bank  containing  a  provision  that  it  should  be  subject  so 
far  to  be  amended  as  to  nmke  it  conform  to  such  a  safety 
fund  system. 

The  opinion  was  expressed  that  corporations  of  a  private 
nature  ousht  not  to  bu  increased. 

It  was  recommended  that  Congress  be  asked  to  extend  the 
right  of  pre-emption  to  the  settlers  on  the  even-num- 
bered sections  of  land  reserved  by  Congress  in  the  act 
making  appropriations  for  the  Milwaukee  and  Hock  River 
canal. 

Also  to  grant  tho  miners  pre-emption  rights  to  their  min- 
eral lots,  where  they  were  held  by  discovery  or  purchase^ 
under  iK-rniissiou  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  United  Status 
lead  mines,  as  well  an  to  extend  the  right  of  pre-emption  to 
actual  settlers  who  are  located  on  reservations  made  by  the 
superintendent  for  smelting  puri'oses,  and  also  to  settlers 
on  lands  located  for  the  half-hreed  Winnebagoes  under  tho 
tivaty  of  is^ii. 

Thu  mctfsugo  stated  tliat  in  conformity  with  a  resolution 
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of  tho  LeKistativo  Assembly  the  GoTemor  had  appoiotcd 
lliriHi  conimisKioners  to  make  location  of  the  University 
lands.  That  the  c<)mmia<iionei*  for  the  Grcwn  Bay  district 
had  selected  from  that  district  10,'i48  acres,  which  had  I>een 
jipprovcd  by  Iho  Trcasurj'  Department  and  rvscrved  from 
tXo.  That  uo  report*  liad  been  received  from  tho  other  two 
'oonmiitisioners  appointed  in  tlio  Milwaukee  andWisconsin 
diKLricta 

Tho  appointment  of  a  Territorial  geologist  was  recom- 
mended . 

The  justice  and  propriety  of  asking  Congress  for  appro- 
priations for  tho  improvement  of  tho  navigation  of  Hock 
River  and  uf  tho  Pox  and  Wisconsin  rivers,  and  uniting  the 
waters  of  those  rivere  by  a  short  canal  at  tho  Portage,  as 
well  as  (or  the  improvement  of  tho  Pecatoiiica  and  Platto 
rivers,  was  repeated  in  this  ma>tsage. 

Uemorials  asking  appropriations  from  Congress  for  the 
construction  of  harbors  on  the  shores  of  I^iike  ifichigan, 
oJtliongh  they  had  l>een  annually  forwarded  since  the  organi- 
sation of  the  Territorial  government,  were  again  recom- 
mended. 

The  message  stated  that  the  Indians  on  our  extended 
frontier  oppoared  peaceably  disposed.  That  the  Winne- 
bagoes  were  removed  to  the  west  bank  of  the  Mississippi  in 
the prwwding  June,  but  tJiatagre^t  unwillingness  to  occupy 
Uieir  country,  generally  called  the  neutral  country,  was  dis- 
covered; that  they  appeared  to  entertain  a  dread  from  at- 
tacks of  the  Sac  and  Fox  Indians,  and  it  would  require  a 
Btrong,  moimted  force  to  keep  them  from  returning  to  tho 
country  east  of  the  Mississippi  and  north  of  the  Wisconsin 
Rivon. 

Tho  report  of  the  Adjutant  General  in  relation  to  the 
state  of  tho  militia  wa»  referred  to  in  tho  message  as  were 
some  other  minor  eubjcs^ts. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  questions  which  occupied  the 
attention  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  at  this  session  arose 
in  the  contested  election  case  of  Aijjkbt  U.  Ellis  against 
W11.1.IAM  H.  Bkuck.  It  was  the  question  whether  tho  Broth- 
ertown  Indians  were  so  far  citizens  of  the  United  States  aa 
to  be  entitled  to  t)ie  right  of  sulTragc. 

The  certificate  of  election  had  been  given  in  due  form  to 
Mr.  Bkucr.  upon  which  he  was  sworn  io  with  other  mem- 
bers and  took  his  seat. 
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On  the  third  day  of  the  session  the  petition  uod  re mon~ 
straiice  of  Albert  G.  Elus  wufi  prcKciitcd  c-outeslint;  the 
seat  of  Mr.  Bruce.  Ou  tho  next  day  an  affidavit  of  Mr. 
BftCCE  concerning  hiu  right  to  a  seal  was  presented.  The 
pt'lition  and  reraonetrancu  of  Mr.  Ellis  and  affidavit  of  Mr. 
Bkuck  were  then  referred  to  a  select  committee  of  five 
members  (afterwards  increased  to  seven)  with  powers  to 
»end  for  persons  and  papers,  and  instructions  to  report  to 
the  House  as  stioii  as  practicable  the  facts  in  the  ca^e. 

Horatio  N.  AN'kt,i.s,  Attorney  General  of  the  Territory, 
was  retained  a*  counsel  for  Mr.  Bruce,  and  MosBs  M. 
Strong,  United  States  District  Attorney,  as  ooudih}!  for 
Ur.  Ellis. 

The  following  resolution  was  reported  by  the  committee 
and  adopted.

The  commiiMiionerH  immediately  entered  upon  the  work 
imposed  upon  them  by  tliiu  resolution.  They  visited  thu 
coiintiei)  of  Sheboygan,  Manitowoc,  Brown,  Calumet,  Fond 
du  Lao  and  Portage  and  took  testimony  in  each  of  these 
counties.  They  were  absent  on  this  business  from  the  Mith 
December  until  the  l?th  of  January,  and  on  the  lUh  of  Jan- 
uary Bubmiited  lo  the  House  the  testimony  taken  by  then), 
consisting  of  over  seventy  depositions  and  copies  of  election 
returns,  wliieh  was  referred  to  the  select  committee. 

On  the  S<ith  uf  January  the  committee  made  it«  report, 
from  which  it  appeared  that  by  the  official  canvass  there 
were  three  more  votes  canvassoi)  for  Iklr.  Bkuck  than  for 
Mr.  EiJ.rs. 

That  there  were  illegal  votes  cast  in  several  precintd,  of 
which  suventeen  were  cast  for  Mr.  Bkuck  and  thirteen  for 
Mr.  Ellis,  d«<lucting  which,  left  a  majority  of  one  in  favor 
of  Mr.  Elj.]s,  independent  of  the  votes  cast  in  the  Pinery 
(Portage  county),  and  by  the  Brothertown  Indians. 

In  the  Pinery  three  votes  were  given  to  Mr.  Etxis  and 
eeventeen  to  Mr.  Bkuce,  all  of  which,  it  was  claimed  by  Mr. 
Ellis,  should  be  rejected.  At  Manchester  thirty-four  voles 
were  given  for  Mr.  Kli.is  by  Brothertown  Indians,  which  \i 
was  claimed  by  Mr.  Bkuck  should  l>i-  i-cjecled. 
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Tn  n*garil  to  the  Pin<;ry  prednt,  iu  Portage  county,  the 
coimnittw  rcporlcJ  ibut  Ihe  election  was  hold  at  aplac*  not 
aiitliorized  by  law,  where  the  polls  were  opened  after  twelve 
o'clock  (noon),  that  it  did  not  appear  that  either  the  judges 
or  clerks  wen*  Bwom  ;  that  one  of  the  jud^fca  did  not  poftaess 
tliu  qualifications  of  a  voter  in  Portage  county,  and  that  it 
did  not  appear  that  any  poll  books  were  ever  made  or  re* 
turned. 

In  regard  to  the  Broihertown  Indians,  the  committee  re- 
ported ;

The  committee  oxpreesod  ne  opinions  of  the  legality 'of 
thcBC  voles,  hut  reported  us  a  fact  that  the  Brothertown 
Indians  hud  long  since  adopted  and  did  theu  pursue  the 
habits  of  civtlize<l  life. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  taken  up  on  the  27th  of 
January,  when  by  a  vote  of  the  House,  both  parties  were  to 
bf  beard  by  counsel,  and  the  counsel  of  tlie  party  in  relation 
to  whom  the  pending  question  ailirmed  a  favorable  proposi- 
tion, was  to  have  the  opening  and  close. 

The  first  quwition  considered  by  the  House  and  argued  by 
counsel  related  to  the  votes  in  the  Pinery  precinct.  It  was 
di«<TU8sed  a  largo  part  of  two  days  and  on  the  S^th  a  res- 
olution was  adopted,  by  a  volw  of  twenty-three  to  two, 
that  those  votes,  for  tbo  reusons  stated  by  the  committee 
were

Mr.  IJKL'i'E.the  contestee.  was  excused  from  voting  and  all 
the  other  members  except  Messrs.  Bkunson  and  Qiddinus 
voted  in  favor  of  the  resolution. 

The  important  question  remained  of  the  right  of  the  Broth- 
ertown Indians  to  vote.  This  question  was  presented  by 
the  following  resolution:

This  resolution  was  debated  at  great  length  by  counsel 
and  by  members,  and  on  the  second  day  of  Iho  debate  (2Uth) 
a  vote  was  reached  when  the  resolution  was  adopted  by  a 
vote  of  fourteen  to  ten. 
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Ayes:  MessrM.  Batchrldeh,  Brazeltos,  I>ARt.iNa,  Dnt- 
iNG,  DuKN,  Hackett,  Long,  Ogues,  Pakkinbox,  Parmbucb, 
Rat,  Rockwell,  Shkpabd.  aud  Nr^vland.  fipwikup. 

Noes:  Barbkk,  Bond,  Brown,  Bkcnsum,  Burt,  Dewet, 
GtDDiMUf,  Gray,  IkliLi-s  and  Whiton. 

On  the  ttanie  day  a  reMlulion  was  adopte<l  that  William 
H.  Brccb  was  not  eniiliwi  to  a  seat  in  the  House,  aud  ou 
the  30th  that  Albbrt  G.  Ei.t.is  was,  and  he  was  then  sworn 
in  and  occupied  the  seat  during  the  retnaininff  nineteen  days 
of  the  session. 

Pending  thiij  eerlous  contest  an  episode  of  a  less  serious 
nature  occurred  iti  tlio  prcat-ntation  of  a  petition  on  the  S5th 
of  .January  of  EuKKiiZKit  Guilds  claiming  the  seatoccupied 
by  Mason  C.  Darli.no.  The  petition  and  a  counter  state- 
ment of  Dr.  Darlixo  wer«>  referred  to  a  select  coinmitte**. 

On  tho  'Jnd  of  February  Mr.  CHiiJifl  withdrew  his  pi<tition 
which  ended  the  farce,  except  that  a  resolution  introduced 
on  Iho  last  day  hut  one  of  the  session,  that  he  was  entitled 
to  liis  per  diem  and  mileogo  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  flvo 
to  seventeen. 

Another  contest  of  a  serious  nature  was  developed  at  a 
late  period  of  the  session. 

On  the  isth  of  February  the  memorial  of  Tiieopkalus  La 
Cmappkllk,  contesting  the  seat  of  Alfkeu  Bkl-nson,  was 
presented,  praying  the  appointment  of  a  comniissiooer  to 
take  testimony  and  report  at  the  next  session  of  the  Leg^ 
lature,  It  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  elections,  as 
was  a  statempnt  in  reply  made  by  Mr.  Bri.'ksoii. 

The  committee  subswquentiy,  on  the  KJth  Febniary,  re- 
ported aresoiution  that  Hon.  josKPH  K.  Browx,  a  member 
from  the  same  district,  be  authorixed  as  commissioner  to 
take  testimony  in  the  county  of  St.  Croix,  in  tho  case,  to 
send  for  persons  and  papers,  administer  oaths,  and  report  at 
tho  cuinmenceTuent  of  the  next  sesi^ion.  and  that  llie  parties 
be  authorii»^-d  to  take  testimony  in  Crawford  counly.ns  pro- 
vided  by  law  for  taking  depositions  in  civil  casos. 

Tho  resohittou  was  adopli-d.aud  thus  ended  for  the  session 
the  contest  of  La'Coappellk  vs.  Bbuxson. 


Tho  Capitol  remained  in  about  the  same  unfinished  condl* 
tion  at  the  commencement  of  this  i>iiision  of  the  legislative 
Assembly  m  that  in  which  it  had  been  left  at  the  close  of 
the  preceding  session. 
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"So  provision  liiid  been  iniulo  for  meanBto  pay  for  any  im- 
provetnentH  on  (he  public  hnildinjfs  except  the  collection  of 
money  from  the  old  commissioners  and  treasurer  by  means 
of  the  Biiit«  which  had  been  commenced,  and  the  opinion 
was  expre«9<xl  by  the  commissioner  in  his  report  to  tho  Leg- 
islative  Assembly  in  January',  l&H,  that  it  would  —

Tiiesamn  iiuniitKhed  rooms  whieh  had  been  occupied  by 
the  Council  and  House  of  Rcprosfiitatives  at  tho  previous 
session,  although  uncomfortable  and  but  poorly  udapied  to 
the  use  of  Utu  two  branches  of  tho  Legtslativo  Assembly, 
were  made  to  supply  tho  place  of  bettor.  There  was,  how- 
ever, much  dissatisfaction  felt  and  expressed  by  several 
members,  and  a  disposition  existed  in  some  r|imrters  to 
change  the  location  of  the  seat  of  government.  This  feel- 
ing exhibited  it»e!f  in  a  most  marketl  manner  in  Jefferson 
county.  Propositions  were  made  by  tho  citizens  of  Jeffer- 
son, Watcrtown  and  Aztlan  to  remove  Uie  seat  of  govern- 
ment from  Madieou  to  their  several  localities. 

Tlie»o  prupositioiis  were  referred  to  committouii,  but  nodo 
met  with  any  favor,  except  that  a  minority  of  one  commit- 
tee reported  a  bill  to  remove  the  Seat  of  government  to  Ant- 
Ian,  which,  however,  never  progressed  beyond  a  second 
reading. 

The  committee  on  Territorial  alfairs  of  the  Council,  sub- 
mitted a  report  upon  the  subject  in  which  they  say:

In  the  house  tho  committeo  on  Territorial  affairs  reported 
that  by  an  examination  of  the  building  in  its  present  con- 
dition, and  comparing  it  with  the  original  designs  and 
draughts,  they  have  estimated  the  probable  cost  of  its  com- 
pletion at  «6,768.85. 
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A  bill  was  introduced  into  the  Hotue,  which  atier  KOme 
amenclraenls  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  17  to  7,  which  provided 
that  thp  Troasiirer  of  the  Territory  be  authorized  to  issue 
Territorinl  bonds  of  tH*u  each  to  tho  amount  of  $7,000,  pay- 
able ill  two  yi-ars  with  interest  at  soven  pur  centum;  that 
thu  Tn-iiHUrcr,  after  public  notice,  should  cuuHe  the  bonds  to 
be  sold  at  nut  ki>s  than  pur  for  spvcie  or  iUi  etjuiviilfnt:  that 
when  one  half  of  the  bonds  should  be  Bold  the  commisstoaer 
of  public  lAiildinfCS  tthould  immediately  let  the  contract  for 
the  completion  of  the  Capitol  to  the  lowest  and  l>e»t  bidder, 
upon  the  original  plan  and  8pecillcation»  in  the  contract 
with  MuRRi^uN',  to  be  finished  on  or  before  the  next  mtwtitig 
of  the  Legislature.  It  provided  that  the  coulractor  should 
be  paid  ou  niunlhly  estimates  one  half  in  money  and  one 
half  in  bonds,  if  nut  previously  sold,  and  tlmt  the  money  to 
be  collected  from  the  old  buutxl  of  commissioners  or  Treas- 
urer nhoutd  be  applied  to  the  exlinguinhnient  of  the  bonds, 
and  if  the  »nme  should  be  inmithcient  or  not  received  when 
the  bonds  should  become  due,  such  furUier  provision  for  the 
redemption  thereof  should  be  made  as  might  be  deemed  ox- 
|)edient. 

In  the  Council  the  bill  was  cuncurred  in  by  a  vote  of  7 
to  5, —  Mr,  J  ASKS  of  liacine  not  voting — with  two  very  mate- 
rial amenilntents. 

The  (ii-st  amendmpnt  provided,  in  three  sections,  that  the 
commissioner  of  public  buildings  should  first  give  Mokrisox, 
the  original  contractor,  the  privilege  at  any  lime  befon*  the 
25th  day  of  March  next  of  renewing  his  bonds  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  public  buildings,  according  to  his  original  con- 
tract, and  if  ho  did  so  the  commissioner  was  authorised  to 
fulfill  the  contrufl  on  the  part  of  the  Tcrritory.and  giv»'  the 
contractor  until  the  first  duy  of  November  to  complettt  Ihe 
buildings,  and  to  pay  the  contractor  by  orders  on  Mr,  D«nY, 
the  late  treasurer  of  the  board  of  commissioners,  who  was 
authorized  and  required  to  pay  the  same  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided for  in  the  act  creating  said  office  of  treasurer.  This 
amendment  further  provided  that  in  case  of  refusal  or 
neglect  on  the  part  of  Mohrison  to  renew  hts  said  bonds, 
then  the  Territorial  bonds  might  be  issued,  as  provided  in 
the  House  bill 

The  second  amendment  provided  that  in  case  the  provis- 
ions of  the  act  should  not  be  carrietl  into  efTeet,  and  it  should 
appcur  to  the  sati.ifaction  of  the  Governor  that  the  L'apilol 
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would  not  be  compipted  agrepably  U)  its  provisions,  the 
(ioTemor  wan  authorized  to  i»iiue  his  ])roclamaiioii,  thirty 
dayft  at  least,  prcnous  U>  the  next  annual  session,  couven- 
iny  I  lio  Legislative  Asspmhly  at  Milwaukee.  Pi-fnuhd.suit- 
nblu  n>oni»  ur<.^  funii)<)ii.-d  in  the  said  town  of  Milwaukco  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  two  branchee  of  the  Le-fislative 
Assembly  when  holding  their  Ecssions,  and  for  committee 
rooras;  also,  an  office  for  the  executive,  an'l  officeB  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  several  Territorial  officers,  free  from 
any  charge  or  expense  to  the  Territorj"  or  general  (govern- 
ment. 

These  amendments  were  not  adopted  by  the  Conucil,  es- 
pecially the  first,  without  the  most  serious  opposition.  It 
wa.**  said  in  support  of  this  nmoRdmcnt  tlint  if  it  waa  em- 
bodied in  the  law  Morrison  would  resumehiscontract.givo 
new  bonds,  and  that  DoTV  would  pay  him  and  the  Capitol 
would  be  finished  without  incurring  any  debt.  On  the  otlior 
band  it  waa  said  that  to  pass  the  law  with  this  amendment 
was  to  undo  all  that  had  been  done  at  the  previous  session. 
The  Legislature  upon  a  strict  examination  had  come  to  tJie 
conclusion  that  the  public  money,  which  was  fiiMy  ample  to 
build  the  Capitol,  had  been  squandered  for  objects  forei;iii 
from  what  was  ir.tended,  and  they  turned  out  the  old  hoard 
of  oommissionerx,  and  suits  hod  been  brought  against  tbu 
old  commissioners  and  contractor. 

One  member  (Mr.  Collins  of  Iowa  county)  sui-l

The  first  amendment  was,  however,  adopted  by  a  vote  of 
nine  to  four— Messrs.  Coi.liss.  Martin,  Koustreb  and 
Vineyard  voting  against  it  —  and  the  second  without  a 
division,  and  so  the  bill  passed  the  Coi.ncil. 

The  House  at  first  disagreed  to  all  the  amendments  and 
tho  Council  insiistt-d  U])oii  them  and  again  relumed  the  bill 
to  the  Ilouse,  when  on  motion  of  Mr.  WuiTO.l  the  House 
receded  from  its  disagreement  to  the  second  amendment 
and  insisted  upon  its  disagreement  to  the  first  amendment 
and  for  the  third  time  returned  the  bill  to  the  Council. 
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A  committee  of  conference  was  then  appointed  upon  the 
diftu^reeniont  to  tbe  first  amendment,  consiatiug  of  Messrs. 
Maiitin  a)id  Lgarxrd  of  tlie  Council  and  Messrs.  Bunr  and 
Hackeit  oE  the  Houiw. 

This  committee  reported  ihat  tho  cost  uf  completing  the 
Capitol  under  the  Momrisok  contract  would  be  *U,000,  and 
that  it  need  not  exceed  89,0(iO,  i(  nivcii  out  according  to  the 
plan  proposed  in  the  House  bi31,  and  that  if  tbe  amendment 
nUould  be  adojited  the  Territory  must  lose  at  least  $50.00, 
which  would  otherwise  be  saved,  and  recommended  that 
the  Council  do  recede  from  its  first  amendment. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted  and  the  Council 
receded  without  a  divii<ion  and  thus  the  bill  became  a  taw 
with  tliA  iii>coud  hut  wit])out  the  Hrst  anu-iidmcnt. 

The  act  was  approved  on  the  lltth  of  February,  and  on  the 
21Vth  the  Treasurer  gave  notice  that  tho  bonds  would  be  for 
sale  at  his  office  on  the  25th  of  March.  On  tho  2Cth  of  March 
one  half  of  them  were  sold  at  par. 

The  commissioners  immediately  gave  notice  that  propos- 
als would  be  received  until  the  2Gth  of  April,  for  completing 
the  Capitol,  according  lo  the  piihHshed  si^ecilications.  The 
proposal  of  Daxiki.  Baxter  for  t:,<W0  was  accepl«<l  and  a 
contract  made  with  him  to  complete  the  Capitol  according 
to  the  specifications  by  tho  Ist  day  of  December.  Tho  work 
was  not  fully  completed  according  to  the  contract,  hut  was 
so  far  complcu-d  that  the  ao%-eriior  did  not  feel  warranted 
iu  issuing  a  proclamation  for  tho  meeting  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  at  Milwaukee  which  under  the  law  he  was  in  his 
discretion  anthori7.ed  to  do. 

N.  0.  PBKL'fTiss  was  re-elected  Commissioner  of  Public 
Buildings. 

Every  obntacle  which  the  defendants  could  interpose  to 
prevent  a  speedy  trial  of  the  Territorial  suits  was  raBorted 
to.  The  suits  were  pending  in  Iowa  county,  where  a  trial 
was  expected  at  the  April  term  and  was  urged  by  the  attor- 
neys for  the  Territory,  hut  tlio  defendaut^  obtained  a  con- 
tinuance until  the  September  term,  for  the  reason  that  one 
of  the  defendants  (Dotv)  who  was  delegate  in  Congress, 
had  not  relumed  from  Washington,  although  Congress  hud 
adjourned  on  the  4th  March. 

At  the  September  term  the  venue  was  changed  to  Wal- 
worth county,  on  the  alle^ted  ground  of  the  prcjudicoof  tbe 
inhabitants  of  Iowa  county. 
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The  court  met  at  Elkhom,  in  Walworth  county,  on  the 
fourth  Monday  of  October,  where,  after  gome  preliminary 
questions  had  been  decided  in  favor  of  the  Territory,  the  suits 
were,  on  the  application  of  the  defendants,  again  continued 
for  the  allL'ifvd  rc-asoi)  that  the  record  sent  from  Iowa 
county  was  impurfL'Ct,  in  that  it  did  not  contain  a  c^rlaiu 
bill  of  oxc-«pttons  which  the  defundunt^  said  was  taken  by 
tbcm  to  the  decision  of  the  judge,  and  aigned  by  him.  Ic 
afterwards  was  ascertained  that  no  such  bill  had  been 
signed  by  the  judge,  which  statement  was  made  by  one  of 
the  attorneys  for  the  Territory,  in  opposing  the  application 
for  a  continuance. 

The  question  of  the  formation  of  a  State  Qovemment 
was  not  agitated  at  this  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly, 

A  memorial  to  Congress  relative  to  the  southern  bound- 
ary of  the  Territory  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Brunsox,  which, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Ei.Lis,  was  laid  on  the  table  by  a  vote  of  16 
to  '.>,  and  was  not  again  brou^lit  up  during  the  session. 

A  re«olulion  relativu  to  the  northeastern  boundary  vrax 
adopted  by  both  bou^uK,  which  authorized  the  Governor  to 
open  a  correspotidencu  with  the  Governor  of  the  Statu  of 
Michigan,  toajicerlain.  if  possible,  the  tiTniB  on  which  that 
part  of  the  State  of  Michigan  south  of  Lake  Superior  and 
west  of  Green  Bay  and  Lake  Michigan,  might  bo  restored 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin. 


By  the  act  of  Congress  providing  for  the  admission  of 
Michigan  into  the  Union,  approved  Juno  IB,  183G,  the  bound- 
ary line,  after  reaching  the  mouth  of  the  Montreal  River, 
watt  thus  described :

Tho  Surveyor-General  was  authorized  and  required  by  an 
act  approved  June  12,  183S,  to  cause  this  boundary  line  to 
be  "surveyed,  marked  and  designated,"  and  the  sum  of 
(3.000  was  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

This  was  not  done  and  the  sume  sum  was  re-appropriated 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  tho  Secretary  of  War, 
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by  the  second  Motion  of  tho  act  making  appropriations  for 
the  support  of  Iho  army,  approvtid  July  30,  1S*0. 

The  appropriiitiou  was  iiiacl(>quate  io  the  work,  aod  by 
the  third  section  of  the  anny  ajtpropriatioQ  act,  approved 
March  3,  i84t,  there  was

The  time  was  so  short  after  the  appropriation  of  July, 
ISIO,  and  the  appropriation  so  small,  that  but  litlic  was  done 
that  year.  A  reconnoiitanoe  of  tho  wild  country  butwocn 
the  Montreal  and  Menomont'O  rivers  was  made  by  Capt  T.  J. 
Cram  of  U.  S.  Top.  En^..whotiubmittL«d  a  re|K)rt,  Doci'mbor, 
1840,  to  bo  found  ill  Sunalc  Ex.  Docs.,  No.  151,  26tli  Congress, 
2d  Session,  in  which  he  says  :

Thi.^  sut:»i:estion  was  subsequently  so  far  adopted  by  Cod* 
gTMS  in  the  "  enabling  art "  of  August  6,  l(Hi>,  as  to  removo 
the  practical  physical  difficulty  of  delineating;  the  bound- 
ary line.  That  act  prescribed  that  the  boundary,  after  run- 
ning through  Lake  Michigan  to  the  Menonionc«  River, 
should  run

In  the  Buramor  of  IS4I  another  reconnoisance,  with  many 
astronomical  obsert'atiuiis  arid  instrumental  surveys,  was 
nmtlt.'  by  Capt.  Cram,  whoso  report  can  be  found  in  Senate 
Ex.  Documents,  No.  170,  9*th  Congress,  3ud  session. 

This  reconnoisanctt  and  survey  embracod  the  wliolo  dis- 
tance) from  the  mouth  of  the  Menomonee  River  at  Grwjn 
Bay  to  the  mouth  of  the  Montreal  River  at  Lake  Superior. 

The  report  says—

In  the  House  of  Representatives  so  much  of  the  Governor 'a 
messugc  as  relates  to  the  Bank  of  Mineral  Point  was  re- 
ferred to  tho  committee  on  corporations,  of  which  Hon. 
EL  V.  WuiTo.v  was  chairman. 

At  an  early  period  of  the  session  Mr,  Wiuton  reported 
from  the  committee  a  bill  to  etitablish  the  New  York  safety 
fund  system. 

The  principal  object  which  it  was  expected  the  passage  of 
the  bill  would  accomplish  was  the  election  of  a  bank  com- 
missioner, with  power  at  all  times  to  examino  tho  afTairs  of 
the  bank,and  to  cause  it  to  bo  wound  up  whenever  the  pub- 
lic welfaru  demanded  it. 

The  passage  of  the  bill  was  vigorously  opposed  by  tho«o 
interested  in  the  bank,  with  all  the  influence  thoy  couM 
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bring  to  bear  upon  it.  and  tbe  casbier  had  tbe  aflsuranco  to 
send  a  communication  to  the  House,  asking  t»  1>g  lieard  bo- 
fore  it  by  couufleL 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Whiton  it  was  resolved  that  Ibe  bill  be 
referred  to  the  committeo  on  tlie  judiciary,  and  that  the 
stockholdern  l>e  allowod  t«^  appoar  before  tliat  committee  by 
counsel,  and  be  heard  rclativu  to  the  bill. 

After  this  Uw  bill  was  boforo  tbo  House  for  moro  than  a 
month,  and  on  the  13tb  of  February  it  pufiM'd  that  body  by 
a  votoof  n;  to  lu. 

In  tbo  Council  sovorul  amendments  were  adoptod  to  the 
bill,  wbicb  its  friends  in  the  Hou&e  roRardcJ  as  defeatinR 
it«  iH-nuflcial  object*)  and  proposed  ameudmentti  to  the  Coun- 
cil amendments  calculalofl  to  prevent  such  an  effect.  The 
Council  refused  to  concur  and  the  House  refused  to  recede, 
and  the  disagreement  resulted  in  the  defeat  of  the  bill. 

After  the  defeat  of  the  bill.  Jllr.  Collins,  of  Iowa  county, 
who  bad  reported  tbe  nnicudmcnt  adopted  by  tlie  Council, 
on  the  last  day  of  the  session,  introduced  on  leave  a  rosi'lu- 
tion  that  tbo  Prt-sidi^nt  of  tbo  Council  appoint  a  committee 
of  three  members,  to  make  a  tburuugb  e.\uminatiun  of  the 
8tato  and  condition  of  the  Bank  of  Mineral  Point,  and  to 
cause  the  result  of  thoir  examinations  to  bo  published  in  a 
newspaper  ut  tlio  scut  of  government  and  to  make  a  report 
to  the  Council at'its  next  sessioiL 

The  resolution  was  adopted  and  Ikfessrs.  Akxold,  Lkaknf.I) 
and  Martin  appointed  the  committee. 

Ill  about  a  month  the  committee  caused  their  report  to  be 
published  which  liore  date  March  23,  IKl). 

Tbe  report  was  of  "course  based  npon  information  derived 
from  the  oflicersof  the  hank  and  showed  that  the  imme- 
diate liabilities  of  the  bank  (not  incbiding  stock)  wore  92SO,- 
^05.3i,  and  tbo  available  resources  wore  $3ii'/,\3!tM,  in 
addition  to  which  the  bank  had  "paper  which  is  not  constd* 
ered  immediiitdy  available,  but  which  may  bo  deenusl  ulti- 
mately good,"  amouutiug  t<t  8*i6,877.(ii'  and  that  the  remaining 
property  consisting  mainly  of  real  estatv  amounted  to 
«]7.7-.!3,4(t,  making  a  t>um  total  of  assets $350,734.10. 

That  it  further  appeared  from  the  statement  of  the  cashier 
that  $l(X>,OU)of  tbe  capital  stock  was  paid  in,  which  if  added 
to  tbo  liabilities  would  increase  them  to  $3.'iO,91i5.34, 

Tbo  report  stated  that  of  the  immediate  liabilities  tJOS,- 
620,  oouDiBted  of  its  outstanding   bank    note  ciroulatioa, 
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wliieh  was  an  incroasc- of  $11S,515,  since  the  asth  of  Septem- 
l>ur  is|i),  wIiL-;i  an  (.'xaminiiig  coiiimittc'«  of  tlie  Council  re- 
>rt*(l  thy  circulation  to  bo  $90,305. 

The  remuinint;  liabilities  consisted  of  drafts  on  Kow  York 
$sr,400.  and  fleposits  $1  (,075.31. 

This  examination  wdr  made  about  three  weeks  after  a 
published  announcement  "to  the  public"  over  the  signature 
of  the  cashier,  )>caringdat«  March  5,  1841,  that  Ihebititkhatt 
siispenrlcd  specie  piiyment!*  and  wtnld  pay  her  liabilities  by 
drafts  on  St.  Luuis  ut  sitcUt,  payable  iu  IlHuoiSj  Kentucky 
or  Indiana  bank  notes. 

In  the  early  part  of  August,  1811,  the  affairs  of  the  bank 
were  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  law.  An  injunction  was 
issued  to  restrain  the  bank  from  eontinuing  its  operations 
and  receivers  were  appointed  to  take  charge  of  its  assists. 
They  found  the  vanlts  empty.  The  specie,  of  which  the 
committee  reported  March  a.ld,  there  was  S*'«.,'507.3.5  on  hand, 
had  been  clandestinely  removed.  The  cashier.  S.  B.  Kkafp, 
his  brother,  R.  C.  Kkapp,  and  the  teller,  Pdrter  Brack,  had 
Donded  and  taken  with  tliein  the  currency  and  other 
Fjmrtablo  assets  of  the  bank.  They  were  pursued  by  the  re- 
ceivers, and  the  cashier  and  his  brother  were  overtaken  at 
Rockford  and  made  prisoners.  They  had  attempted  to  con- 
ceal a  large  amount  of  bank  note^  and  drafts  by  sealing 
them  up  between  the  fly  leaves  and  covers  of  some  books, 
which  they  had  left  with  a  friend  and  acquaintance,  and 
who  delivered  them  up  to  the  receivers.  Upon  "breaking 
the  seals"  in  the  presence  of  several  ICockford  gciitlcmcn 
thcj  found  tl,5(H)  of  Illinois  Bank  notes  and  over  $70,000  in 
certificates  of  deposit  and  drafts  on  Galena.  St.  Louis,  New 
kYork  and  Boston,  and  bills  of  lading  for  13,901  pigs  of  lead 
i  («l3,oro  lbs.). 

The  culprits  escaped,  and  many  of  the  parties  upon  whom 
the  drafts  were  drawn  interposed  defenses  or  offsets,  so  that 
very  little  was  ever  realized  from  them. 

The  most  mysterious  thing  about  the  whole  alTairwasthe 
unaccountable  disappearance  of  William  H.  Banks.  Esq., 
one  of  the  receivers.  He  was  a  lawyer  at  Mineral  Point  of 
high  standing:  a  native  of  Virginia  of  unimpeachable 
character  in  every  i-espect.  He  went  to  St  Louis  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  as  receiver,  when  he  mysteriously 
disappeared  and  was  neverafterwurdsscenor  heard  of,  not- 
withstanding the  most  diligent  search  and  inquiry.    The 
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mystery  can  only  be  solved  on  the  theory  of  murder  or 

suicide. 

Reports  wnto  madu  by  the  Attornoy  Ghtncral  and  the  Re- 
ceiver lit  the  Bank  of  Wisconsin  bhowing  that  the  suit  ti> 
forfeit  the  cliarter  of  that  bank  vra»  still  pending  and  tbai 
Hie  aiTuirfl  of  the  bank  were  in  process  of  liquidation. 

The  committee  on  corporations  was  instructed,  on  motion 
of  Mr.  WHiToN.to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  memorial- 
ising Congress  to  disapprove  of  an  act  of  tlie  Ijcgislature  of 
the  Territory  incorporating  the  Wisconsin  Marine  and  Fire 
Insurance  Company, 

Xcar  tho  close  of  tho  session  (Pubroory  18)  Mr.  Warros 
from  the  committee  on  corporations,  reported  that

An  act  was  passed  at  this  session  incorporating  two  dis- 
tinct fire  insurance  companies,  one  called  the  "Western 
Mutual  Fire  In-iurance  Company,"  located  at  Prairie  du 
Cbien  and  the  other  the  ''  Howard  Mutual  Insurance  Com- 
pany "  located  at  Oi-een  Bay,  Neither  of  tlieH*  companies, 
however,  it  is  supposed,  were  ever  organized;  at  least  they 
never  went  into  active  operation. 

A  memorial  to  Congress  was  adopted,  asking  an  appro* 
priation  for  the  Fox  and  Wiscousia  rivers,  and  calling  the 
attention  of  Congress  to  the  importancu  of  improving  the 
navigation  of  the  Rock  and  Peckatonica  rivers,  and  also 
stating  the  importance  of  the  improvement  of  the  Grant 
river,  known  as  the  "  Grant  Slue  "  and  of  the  Platte  river, 
which  contained  the  questionable  statement  that

Another  memorial  requested  Congress  to  make  an  appro- 
priation of  motley  for  the  construction  of  harbom  on  the 
western  Kbore  of  Lake  Michigan, 

An  act  was  passed  to  incorporate  the  "  Fox  and  Wiscon- 
sin SteamlKiat  Company,"  The  incorporators  were  mostly 
citizens  of  Green  Bay.  It  was  a  small  atfair  with  an  author- 
ized capital  of  only  gi(p,ooo,  and  it  is  not  known  that  any 
thing  was  ever  done  by  virtue  of  the  charter, 
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At  thin  sftRsion  of  the  Lpffislative  AssoniWy  two  acts  were 
passed  granting  <iivorc<!8  from  tUa  bonds  of  matrimony,  and 
ttnniilliiig  the  marriage  contract.  One  of  these  annulled  and 
made  void  the  marriage  contract  between  Prtkr  How- 
juto  of  Iowa  county  and  Sarah  Howard  his  wife,  and 
chang<>il  tlie  namu  of  Pktsr  Howard  to  ItoitBRT  C.  lIoAJtD. 
The  oUiLT,  the  niiirriasu  coutruct  bolwiien  JosiAU  MooHB  of 
the  county  of  Milwaukee  and  Levisee  his  wife. 

Thra&acUt  wore  passed  as  expressly  exceplional,  and  in 
the  first  case  the  judiciary  committee  which  reported  the 
bill,  say:

Tlie  select  eommittee  to  which  was  referred  so  much  of 
the  Governor'?  message  as  related  to  the  appointment  of  a 
Territorial  geologist,  after  referring  to  the  extent,  richnestt 
and  value  of  the  mines  of  lead  and  copper  so  long  known  to 
exist  in  the  Territory,  exprR'*ae-t  the  opinion  that  the  entire 
Tt-rritory  abounds  in  the  most  valuable  minerals.  That  on 
Black  River,  and  near  its  principal  falls,  iruu  ore  of  a  supe- 
rior quality  and  inexhaustible  in  quantity  had  recently  been 
discovered,  which  was  nothing  short  of  an  iron  inoitntttin, 
only  two  miles  above  tbu  falls,  the  base  of  which  was 
washed  by  the  river,  on  which  its  pru[luct«  could  be  con- 
veyed by  boate,  and  —

That  in  the  vicinity  of  Prairie  du  Chien  are  found  blocks 
for  mill-stones,  equal  in  quality  to  the  best  importations 
from  France,  incxhuuslible  in  quantity,  while  gypsum  or 
plaster  Paris,  used  fur  cementing  thesu  blocks,  is  said  to 
be  found  at  (ireen  Hay  in  abundance. 

The  probability  of  linding  bituminous  coal  is  discussed 
and  opinions  advanced  entirely  in  conflict  with  geological 
facts,  which  are  now  well  known. 

The  conclusion  to  which  the  committee  arrived  was  —

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The  subject  of  cuinnioii  schools  received  epccial  itl  lent  inn 
at  lIiiH  svHsioii  of  tiie  Jjfgislalive  ABseinWy,  aud  an  wet  waa 
passed  coodensing  and  consolidating  the  previoiuilaws  ui*on 
this  subject,  and  introducing  pome  new  featureH,  which  wore 
calculat«d  to  give  efticiency  to  the  contnton  sichool  system 
of  cduoaiion. 

Thb  "Prairievillo  Acaderny"  wns  incorporated  and  "The

Probably  tho  mot^t  important  act  of  the  session  so  far  na 
it  ulfected  local  self-government,  wan  tho—

The  New  England  and  New  York  system  of  local  self- 
government  is  what  may  l)e  called  the  town  system,  while 
that  of  the  westeni  and  southern  states  was  what  may  bo 
called  the  cnuulii  system. 

The  great  mjissof  the  inhabitants  of  the  lead  mine  region 
prior  to  this  period,  came  from  the  western  and  southwostem 
states,  and  brought  with  them  prejudices  fn  favor  of  tho 
countysystem,  which  therefore  boeoino  the  recc^nixod  sys- 
tem of  municipal  government.  Theirnimiber  was  greater 
than  that  of  all  other  parts  of  the  Territory  at  the  time  of 
its  organisation. 

The  eastern  portion  of  the  Territory  during  the  first  four 
or  five  years  of  the  Terrilurial  existence  rapidly  liocame 
settled  with  a  population  largely  imbued  with  the  ideas  of 
New  Kngland  and  New  York,  in  which  they  had  been  edu- 
cated, and  a  corresponding  desire  was  manifested  that  llie 
system  of  local  government  should  be  changed  to  conform 
to  their  ideas. 

This  contlict  of  ideas  resulted  in  the  passage  of  tliis  act. 
approved  February  18,  ltt41. 

It  contained  a  complete  system  for  the  organization  of 
towne,  and  Bpecitied  all  the  details  of  town  government, 
and  provided  that  the  legal  voters  hIiouM  at  the  next  genera) 
election  vote  for  or  against  the  provisions  of  the  act,  and  if 
a  majority  of  the  electors  in  any  county  should  vote  in 
favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  act,  the  county  so  voting  should 
be  governed  by  and  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  act, 
on  and  after  the  first  Tuesday  of  April,  1842. 

The  result  was  that  in  some  countieo  the  toum  system  waa 
adopted,  aud  in  oUiers  the  countti  system  continued  to  exist. 
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The  creation  of  towns  by  L<fgislativo  onactmout  continued 
and  at  the  same  sves^ion,  that  i>art  of  tho  town  of  Wat«rtown 
comprised  in  townships  numbflr  seven  and  eight  in  range 
Ftixt««'n,  was  set  off  into  a  separate  town  by  the  name  of 
Union. 

Tlittt  part  of  the  town  of  Whitowater  comprised  in  town- 
ship  thrc-o,  rangu  fifteen  was  sot  off  into  a  separate  town  by 
thy  name  of  Uichniond. 

The  territory  included  in  township  fiv«,  range  seventeen, 
was  created  into  a  separate  town  by  the  nameof  Kagle. 

And  the  name  of  the  town  of  Kinnikinnick  was  changed 
to  Greenfield. 

Tho  towns  of  Potosi  and  Platteville  in  Grant  cmnty  and 
Soutbport  and  Bacino  in  Bncino  county,  wore  incorporated 
with  all  the  municipal  powers  of  incorporated  villages. 


Commissioners  were  appointed  with  authority  to  lay  ou^ 
tho  following  Torritorial  roads:

Prom  the  Fox  River  of  Green  Bay,  opposite  the  mouth  of 
Plumb  Creek,  to  Bmitbficld  north  of  the  grist-mill  ia  tho 
Oneida  rwiervation. 

From  the  United  States  road  near  the  bouse  of  Setmoub 
Wilcox  in  Fond  du  Lao  county  (AVaupun)  and  to  intersect 
the  same  again  near  the  bridge  whore  tlie  said  road  crosses 
the  Fox  River  in  Portage  county,  and  running  on  the  north 
side  of  Fox  Lake. 

From  Fond  du  Lac  to  Oshkosh. 

From  Fort  Winnebago  to  the  Plover  Rapids  on  the  Wis- 
consin River. 

From  Madison  via  Columbus,  to  tho  house  of  Seymour 
Wji/:<>x  in  Fond  du  Luc  county. 

From  Fort  Uoward  to  Whitney's  Mills. 

From  Monroe,  Qreen  county  to  Jefferson,  JefTersoa 
county. 

From  Milwaukee  via  Watertown  to  Fond.du  Lac 

From  state  Jine  in  section  thirty-one,  town  one,  raogo 
nine  cast,  to  Monroe  and  thence  to  Mineral  Point. 
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From  ShelioyKan  to  Manchester. 

From  state  line  in  st-ction  thirty-ono,  town  one,  range 
nine  east  to  Maditutn. 

From  Haneys'  Ferry  on  WieconsinRivortoHiokox's] 
in  Iowa  county,  thence  to  tlie  military  road. 

From  Haneys'  Ferry  to  the  Dalles  on  Wisconsin  Rivot. 

From  Maitit<>on  to  Rowins'  Rapids  on  Baraboo  River. 

From  Racine  to  Prairieville. 

From  Sauk  Prairie  to  Whitney's  Mills. 

From  Stockbriitgfto  Sheboygan. 

From  Prairicvillo  to  northeast  corner  of  section  twenty- 
nine,  town  four,  rnnffc  sixteen,  ihcnce  to  United  States  road 
in  town  three,  ran^^esixteon. 

From  northeast  comer  of  section  20,  town  four,  range  six- 
teen to  Janesville. 

From  Beioit  to  southwest  comer  of  section  sixteen,  town 
four,  range  ten  ea-st,  thence  northerly  to  intersect  road  to 
Madison. 

A  supplemental  act  was  paused  in  relation  to  the  militia. 

An  act  was  passed  t<»  provide  for  the  supp^trl  of  illegitimate 
children  and  regulate  the  mode  of  proceedings. 

PedtlU-rs  were  re(iuired  to  obtain  license. 

Tile  law  ill  relation  tuasi^tuiiiig  and  collecting  county  rev- 
enue was  materially  changed. 

Tho  northern  boundary  of  Portage  county,  as  established 
in  18S6,  waK  tho  line  between  towns  fourti^on  and  6ft«on,  but 
by  an  act  patted  at  this  se&Hion  all  that  district  of  country 
lying  north  of  sucli  boundary  and  comprised  in  ranges  two, 
throe,  four,  five,  six,  seven,  eight  and  nine  east,  and  extend- 
ing to  the  northern  boundary  of  the  Territory  (except  frac- 
tional townships  fourteen  and  fifteen,  range  nine,  east),  wan 
annexed  to  Portage  county,  so  that  Portage  county  thus 
became  forty-eight  miles  (eight  ranges)  in  width  east  and 
west  and  extended  north  from  Dane  county  to  tho  bound- 
ary line  between  Michigan  and  Wisconsin,  a  distance  of 
more  than  two  hundred  miles. 

Tho  count)'  was  organi3u:-d  for  all  purposes  of  county  gov- 
ernment, and  tho  county  ofDcers  were  r(!<]uired  to  hold  their 
offices  at  Wisconsin  Portage,  and  for  judicial  purposes  it 
was  alUiched  U>  the  county  of  Dane. 

The  north  aud  soulli  boundary  lines  of  all  counties  bor- 
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doring  upon  T^ke  Michigan  wen  oxtonded  east  to  the  oaet- 
era  boundary  line  of  th*;  Torrilory  (in  Lake  Kichigan)  which 
pwas  declared  to  be  tho  ca^tura  boundary  lino  of  such  coun- 
ties; and  the  north  and  »outh  boundary  lined  of  all  counties 
bcirderiiijij  on  tliu  Mi»siiisi[]pi  Hivtjr  was  extended  west  to  the 
wi'^tcrn  boundary  line  uf  the  Territory,and  jurisdiction  was 
confurrvd  upon  eaid  counties  co-extensive  with  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Territory. 

Samukl  H.  Parnswortu  was  authorized  to  build  a  dam 

across  the  south  branch  or  channel  of    the  Menomooee 

fRiver,  in  thewtunty  of  Brown,  and  Wim.iam  P.  Owes  was 

authorized  (o  build  a  dam  across  Kock  liiver,  on  section  Ld, 

towo  8,  range  Ifi  (town  of  Ixoiiia). 

The  Gkivemor  was  authorized  by  joint  resolution  to 
^Brt>oint  a  competent  person  in  the  room  of  the  one  hereto- 
fore appointed  for  the  Wisconsin  land  district,  to  locate 
HKiin  acres  of  University  lands  and  advertise  and  ntake 
return  thereof  to  the  (lovernor. 

A  selection  of  lU.'Mii  53-IUO  acres  had  previously  been 
mmlo  in  the  Milwaukee  land  district  by  \\'n.  B.  Subldon, 
thy  ayuut  appointed  for  that  purpose,  and  advertised 
Kovenibor  2&,  IHO. 

The  annual  expenses  of  tlie  Legislative  Assembly  had 
g^own  to  proportions  greatly  in  oxcciisuf  the appropriutiuns 
made  by  Congress  for  their  liquidation.  To  mitigate  in 
Bome  measure  the  eniharrastiments  arising  from  this  con- 
dition of  affairs,  the  Legislativo  Assembly  provided  in  Feb- 
ruary, ISIl,  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory,  or  in  his 
absence  the  Oovenior,  be  authorized  to  issue  to  the  several 
creditors  of  the  Territory,  certillcates  of  the  amounts  due 
them  respectively,  setting  forth  the  amount  duo  and  for 
what  purpose,  and  bearing  interoKl  at  ten  per  cent,  per 
annum,  which  certiticatex  should  be  transferable  by  indorse- 
ment, an<l  for  the  redemption  of  which  the  faith  of  the  Ter- 
ritory and  the  several  sums  appropriated  by  Congress  for 
tlio  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
were  irrevocably  pledged. 

The  creditors  were  to  execute  duplicate  receipts  for  the 
amount  of  their  claims,  which  were  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
proper  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  department,  and 
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the  amount  received  thereupon  was  to  be  applied  in  the  p&- 
(lumptiou  ot  lltv  c-erttii cotes.

The  Vice-President,  John  Tylkk.  immediately  8ucce<'iled 
not  only  to  the  honors  but  to  tho  rospoiisihilities  and  duties 
of  tho  Prusidential  office. 

In  Wtsconsin  a  very  extonsive  system  of  remov&ls  from, 
and  appointments  to,  office  waa  soon  developed. 

Hesrv  Dodck  wa-i  removed  from  the  office  of  Governor 
and  Jauf!3  D.  Doty  appointed  his  successor 

Francis  J .  Dvss  was  removed  from  the  office  of  Secretary 
of  the  Territory  and  Alexaxder  P.  Field  appointed  hU 
successor. 

Moses  M.  Strong  was  removed  from  tlio  office  of  United 
S(at«H  Attorney,  and  Thomas  W.Butuileu^nu  appointed  his 
8liro<"?sor. 

Gkokiik  W,  Jones  was  removed  from  the  office  of  Sur- 
vey or-Oeneral  of  Wisconsin  and  Iowa,  ajid  Jamks  Woaos, 
of  New  Hampshire,  appointed  his  successor. 

Edward  Jamks  was  removed  from  tho  office  of  United 
States  Mnrabal  and  Dakibl  Hdgukin  appointed  his  suc- 
cessor. 

Pascal  Bbquettr,  Receiver,  and  John  V.  Ihus80Ui« 
Register  of  tho  Wisconsin  land  diiitrict,  were  removed  and 
Levi  Sterlixo  and  Josiau  D.  Wicston  appointed  their  re- 
spective  successors,  and  the  land  office  itself  was  removed 
from  Mineral  Point  to  Sfuscoda. 

L.  S,  Pgask  was  removed  from  the  office  of  Receiver  of 
Public  Moneys  in  theGrecn  Bay  land  district  and  Stoddard 
Jvhd  appointed  his  successor. 

A,  B,  Morton  wu«  removed  from  the  office  of  ReiJpster  of 
the  Land  Office  at  Milwaukee  and  Paraclete  Potter  was 
appointed  his  successor. 

Numerous  other  changes  were  made  in  United  States  offi- 
cers and  the  removals  of  poslmastent  for  political  and  party 
reasons  were  innumerable. 

Political  proscription  was  not  confined  to  tho  United  Statee 
government,  but  was  practiced  in  a  small  way  in  the  Terri- 
tory. Necessarily  in  a  small  way  as  the  patronajje  of  the 
governor  was  limit«d. 
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H,  N.  Wei.i_s  was  removed  from  the  office  of  attorney 
general  aiid  >f.  M.  Jacksox  appointed  his  successor.  Will- 
UH  T.  Strrlinq  was  romoved  from  the  office  of  librarian  and 
Almon  LrLL  appoiutt'd  his  succ-ossor. 

N.  T.  Pabkinson  was  rtmovcd  from  lb«  office  o(  eberiff  of 
Done  county  and  A.  A.  Bird  appointod  bis  eucccfiiwr.  John 
Catlis  was  removed  from  tha  office  of  district  attorney  of 
Dana  county  and  JiARi-ow  Sha^kki-Koki*  appointed.

Previous  to  1841,  spaamodic  efforts  had  been  made  to  or- 
ganiite  political  parties  for  the  selection  and  election  of 
membersof  the  Ijt^gislature  and  ]>elegate  to  Conjfress.  Such 
effort*),  however,  bad  never  been  completely  successful. 

The  overwholmiog  success  of  the  Wbigs  at  the  prcsidvn- 
tin!  election  in  1840,  appeared  to  have  aroUBOd  lh«  zeal  and 
given  strength  to  tho  courage  of  iho  Whigs  of  the  Territory. 

On  the  first  day  of  January,  the  Whigs,  in  pursuance  of 
prev  ious  arrangements,  assembled  at  Milwaukee  to  celebrate 
tho

This  meeting  was  Inrge.  jubilant  and  enthusiaintio  and 
many  representative  men  from  every  part  of  the  Territory 
participated  in  it. 

Among  other  proceedings  was  an  agreement  upon  a  com- 
plete and  thorough  organiKation  of  the  Whig  parly  of  Wis- 
consin.   To  this  end  a  central  committco  was  appointed.

On  the  4fh  of  February  the  convfutiou  ussomltlod  at 
Ma(li»)on.  A  committeo  ou  crodvotmls  reported  the  names 
of  sixty-one  persons  entitled  to  seats  in  the  convention.  No 
rejciird  was  paid  by  the  committee  to  the  apportiontment  of 
dele^jates  among  the  several  counties,  but  they  reported 
th«  delogat««  in  attendance  and  entitled  to  seats  from  the 
several  couutiue,  as  follows :  Crawford  and  St.  Croix,  4 ; 
Dane,  3 ;  Jefferson,  3 ;  Saulc,  3 ;  Browii  and  tho  counties 
atta<'hed,  0  :  Milwaukoo,  10 ;  Walworth,  6 ;  Rock,  2 ;  Iowa, 
U,  and  Grant,  i>. 

It  was  further  resolved  :

Under  this  resolution  Iho  names  of  twenty  other  persona 
were  presented  as  members  of  tho  convention,  increasing 
the  number  to  eighty -one. 

A  preamble  and  series  of  reeolutions,  reported  hy  a  cmU' 
mittee  appointed  for  that  purpose,  were  adopted;  and  a 
plan  of  organization  was  also  adopted  in  pursuance  of  a  re- 
port of  a  eummittt-e. 

The  plan  provided  for  the  appointment  of  a  central  com- 
mttteu  of  five,  whoso  duty  it  should  be  to  call  Territorial 
conventions  at  such  time  uud  pluco  as  ihey  might  think  tho 
interoBta  of  the  party  requirt." ;  in  which  tho  representation 
should  be  limited  to  double  the  numlwr  to  which  each  elec- 
tion district  shall  \>e  entitled  in  the  House  of  Kepreeoota- 
tivos.  The  plan  also  provided  for  the  aj'pointment  on  the 
nomination  of  tliedelegat<^  then  present  a  committee  of  6ve 
in  each  of  the  election  districts,  whose  duty  It  should  be  to 
call  coiiveniions  in  their  districts  and  to  correcpond  wjtli 
the  Whigs  of  the  Territory  in  relation  to  tho  general  inter- 
ests of  tho  party. 

The  committees  were  all  appointed  and  the  conventloi 
adjourned,  and  thus  the  Whig  party  of  tho  Territory  w; 
fully  organized  for  any  subsequent  political  contests. 
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The  Demorrata  were  not  slow  toncccpt  (ho  gage  thrown 
down  by  the  Whi^s. 

On  the  Uth  of  January  q  mooting  of  Democrats  was  hold 
at  Madison,  whidi.afttT  (iitj>ointiiiR  a  committoe  to  report 
resotutiuris  upon  the  suhjt^ct  of  party  organization,  ad- 
journed until  the  next  day. 

On  the  !5th  the  meeting  re-assemhled.  and  recommended 
that  a  Territorial  roiivention  beheld  at  Maiiison  on  Thumt- 
day,  the  lllh  of  February,  to  bo  couiposod  of  delegates  to 
be  chosen  from  each  county,  or  from  each  election  precinct, 
M  may  suit  the  views  and  convenience  of  the  citizens. 

A  central  corresponding  committee  waa  appointed  tem- 
porarily, t«  continue  until  a  permanent  one  should  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  contemplated  convention,  and  a  committee 
of  three  for  each  county  in  the  Territory  to  secure  from 
their  respective  counties  full  delegations  to  the  proposed 
Democratic  Territorial  convention. 

Tho  proceedings  of  the  mooting  were  Indorsed  by  the  sig- 
nature of  the  namos  of  sixty-two  of  the  loading  Democratic 
citixens  of  the  Territory. 

The  central  committee  immediately  issued  a  stirring  ap- 
peal to  their  Democratic  fellow  citigens  throughout  the  Ter- 
ritory to  organize  and  send  full  delegations  to  the  proposed 
Territorial  convention. 
On  the  Uth  of  February  the  Democratic  Territorial  con- 
jTention  asfiembled.  consisting  of  ono  hundrod  and  tliirty- 
■four  delegates,  and  five  others   admitted  to  scuts  through 
courtesy.    The  delegates  represented  the  county  of  Brown 
and  tho  counties  attached,  and  the  counties  of  Dane,  Grant, 
(jreen,  Iowa.  Jefferson,  Milwaukee,  iiacihe,  Kocic,  Sauk,  SL 
Croix,  and  Walworth,  comprising  every  organized  county 
except  Crawford  (which  elected  delegates  who  sent  a  letter 
statins  their  iuability  to  attend),  aud  some  counties  (Sauk 
and  St.  Croix)  which  were  not  organized. 

Hon.  MoBOAN  L.  M.\KTIN  was  chosen  President,  with  eight 
TicQ-presidents,  and  Nelhcin  Dewey  and  B.  H.  Eduertok, 
I  Bocretttrier;. 

Committees  on  resolutions,  to  draft  an  address  to  the 
people,  and  to  report  a  plan  for  organizing  the  Democratic 
party  were  appointed. 

The  committee  on  resolutions  reported  a  lengthy  platform 
which  was  adopted;  and  in  accordance  with  the  report  of 
the  committoo  on  organisation  a  central  committee  of  five 
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was  appOiuU^  whose  duty  it  was  to  call  Territorial  couTMt' 
tions  at  Iho  Capilul  ul  such  tiim-s  as  they  mi^ht  ibiak  the 
int4)re8t  of  tbu  party  required,  and  to  desJt^nate  the  number 
of  dele(:;atea  thereto;  which  should  be  apportioned  to  each 
election  district  according;  to  population. 

The  iJemocrats  of  the  (iifferent  counties  were  requested 
to  appoint  county  committrees,  and  to  lake  speedy  and  effi- 
cient measures  for  the  organiKatioa  of  the  Deniocratic 
jiarty. 

Having  thus  met  the  chttUengc  of  the  Whig  party,  and 
placed  the  I>emocratic  party  in  an  altitude  of  readiness  f<»r 
any  subMcqueut  political  contests,  the  convention  adjouraed 
sine  die. 

On  the  'iHXh  of  May  the  Whig  central  committee  issued  a 
eall  for  a  convention  of  Democratic  Whin  delegates  to  bo 
held  at  Miidison  on  the  flriit  day  of  July.  The  representa- 
tion under  the  call  was  double  the  number  to  which  each 
election  district  was  entitled  in  tlie  House  of  Reproscnta- 
tiv«»,  so  that  the  nouvention,  if  fully  represented,  would 
consist  of  fifty-two  di'logatos. 

The  convention  ai^scnibled  at  the  time  fixed  and  (he  elec- 
tion districts  were  all  nearly  fully  represented. 

John  p.  Akndt  of  Green  Bay  was  el(«ted  Pres'iKmt.  and 
TUDMAS  WuKiiiT  of  Itaciue  and  C.  J.  Lkahnko  of  I'nurie  du 
Chien  were  elected  Secretaries.

Hamilton*,  Wh.  A.  PftENriss,  David  Brigiiah  and  Cuaklks 
-J.  Learnro  —  was  appointed  to  prepare  an  addreits  to  the 
people  of  the  Territory. 

A  central  committee  of  three  —  A.  A.  Bird,  David  Brio- 
HAu  and  Jauks  &tuKKiH(>.\'  —  was  appointed  and  the  conven- 
tion adjourned  sitie  die. 
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On  t)iu  'id  of  .Tune  the  Democratic  central  committee  made 
a  call  for  a  Democratic  Territorial  convention,  to  l>e  held  at 
Jtadisou  on  the  Iftth  day  of  July,  and  desigimted  the  nuni- 
bur  of  delegates  thereto,  to  which  each  distiict  should  bo 
entitled  according  to  populutiun,  and  was  as  follows; 
Irown  and  tlii^i  counties  attached  8.  Mihvaukue  and  Wash- 
ton  13,  Rocino  P,  Kock  and  Walworth  *J,  Green,  Dane, 
JetTerson,  Dodge  and  Sauk  t>,  Iowa  0,  Grant  9,  Crawford 
and  St.  Croix  fl;  total  C(j. 

The  convention  a-xsembled  on  the  19lh  of  July  with  97  deU 
e^atee  in  attendance;  the  vacancies  were  from  the  district 
of  Brown,  etc., '■!,  Milwaukee  and  Washington  1,  Grant  i, 
and  Crawford  and  8t.  Croix  4. 

Horatio  N.  Wells  of  Milwaukee  was  appointed  Proei- 
dent  of  the  convention,  and  John  Catlin  of  Madison  and 
C.  L.VTHAU  Sholks  of  Southport  were  appointed  Becre- 
taries. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  that  the  convention  now  pro- 
ceed to  vote  viva  voce  for  a  Democratic  candidate  for  dele- 

ite  to  Congress,  that  thu  votu  be  taken  by  districts,  and 

lat  each  district  cost  the  number  of  voles  to  wbiuh  it  is 
entitled. 

Tlte  re-RUit  was  that  every  district  cast  its  entire  vote  for 
Henrx  I>odqk.  being  a  total  of  t'A'i  votes. 

The  names  of  the  delegates  were  then  severally  called 
»ver  and  each  voted  tnva  voce  fur  IlRNitt  Dodgb.  and  the 
sident  declared  that  he  was  uuanimously  uomiuatod. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  inform  the  nominee,  who 
''soon  reported  that  he  accepted  the  nomination. 

Governor  Dodoe  was  also  nominated  a»  the  Democratic 
candtdutu  to  till  the  vacancy  in  the  office  in  the  event  that 
any  election  should  be  held  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

After  the  adoption  of  a  very  long  sorids  of  resolutions  and 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  draft  an  address  to  the 
citizvtis  of  the  Territory,  the  convention  adjourned  sine  die. 

The  election  was  held  on  the  -Ith  Monday  (27th}  of  Septem- 
ber and  resulted  in  a  majority  cf  507  in  favor  of  Governor

tliough  depreciated,  served  to  a  grmit  extent  as  a  substitute 
for  currenry. 

The  act  making  appropriatiotix  for  the  civil  and  dijilo- 
matic  expenses  of  llio  governnu-iit  for  the  year  1848, 
approved  Jfay  18,  IMS,  Iwitides  tlie  ordinary  annual  appro- 
priation of  $0,100  for  tlio  compensation  of  the  Oovenior, 
Judges  and  Secretory  and  S330  for  contingent  expensa^  oon- 
tuined  an  appropriation  of  ^20,000  for  tlie  expenses  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly.  It  also  containi^d  ttppropriatious  for 
the  expuuscB  of  low^  and  Florida Territoitos, as  well  a»  this 
proviso:

Anotlier  act  was  subsequently  passed  at  the  same  soBsion, 
approved  August  29th,

The  act  contained  many  restrictions  upon  the  allowances 
to  be  made  by  the  aceoimting  officers,  but  the  effect  waa  to 
substantially  expunge  the  indebtcdneits  of  the  TcrritL>ry, 

It  also  contained  another  provision  which  at  the  next  ses- 
sion of  the  Ix-gisiativo  Assembly  was  assigned  by  the 
Governor  an  a  reason  for  refusing  to  have  official  inter- 
course with  it.    This  provision  was  in  the  following  words:

The  approi»ritttions  made  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  in 
l$i-i,  payable  out  of  the  moneys  appropriated  by  Congress 
(or  defraying  its  expenses,  amounted  to  $'14,073.59,  besides 
the  per  diem  and  mileage  of  iiieinbors  (about  $10,000  more), 
for  which  certilicates  were  issued  by  the  presiding  officers 
of  each  housa 

The  appropriation  bill  was  vetoed  by  tho  Governor,  but 
parsed  tho  Council  by  a  vote  of  0  to  3,  and  the  Housu  of 
Representatives  by  a  vote  of  10  to  6,  and  thus  b'-eame  a  law. 

Certificates  of  indebtedness  or  scrip  were  issued  in  pur- 
suance of  an  act  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  approved 
February  15,  1842.  The  act  provided  that  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Territory  be  authorized  and  required  to  issue  to  the  eev- 
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era]  crAditora  whose  tlemanda  were  properly  cbargcaWe  td 
tbu  fund  appropriated  by  Congrestt,  lirafts  or  bills  for  the 
amounts  due  them  respectively,  drawn  upon  the  Secretary 
of  the  Territory  in  denominations  of  five  and  ten  dollars,  or 
in  such  amount  as  might  bo  desired  by  the' creditor,  payable 
to  the  person  to  whom  iKsuml  or  be-Aruf  and  tran»ferablo  by 
deliver)',  for  the  payment  of  which  the  monuyti  to  be  there- 
after ftpproprial4;d  by  Congress  wore  pledged. 

Id  response  to  a  resolution  of  theConncil.the  Secretary  of 
the  Territory  (A.  P.  Kikld)  submitted  a  report  stating  the 
amount  of  certificateR  issued  in  conformity  with  tlie  act  of 
the  previous  session,  authorizing  the  Seert'tary  of  the  Ter- 
ritory to  issue  certificates  of  the  amounts  due  to  the  credi-. 
tors  of  the  Territory  bearing  ten  percent  interest  for 
expeDscs  of  that  session  aud  tho  lupaid  expense*  of  previ-^ 
ous  seiisions. 

This  report  showed  that  the  certificates  issued  by  his 
predecessor  (F.  J.  1)i:ns)  amounted  to  $;j;J,J'>*-S7.  of  which 
♦38,105.00,  were  for  appropriations  of  the  last  aeeslon  and 
tS.Wlfl.ST,  for  appropriations  of  previous  sessions  and  that 
those  issued  by  himself  amounted  tot'^,0]5.;5,  all  for  provi- 
oufi  sessions  and  that  the  whole  amount  issued  by  him  nnd 
'  his  predecessors  was  $35,708.33, 

t>ecretary  Fikuj  further  stated  that  this  amount  did  not 
include  the  whole  amount  of  indebtedness  of  the  Territory 
on  account  of  appropriations  made  by  previous  Legislatun.4 
but  OS  far  as  he  could  learn  there  wa-s  some  $4,000  due  for 
which  curtiQcates  had  not  l>ecn  issued,  and  ho  states  tbat 
the  whole  may  be  fairly  estimated  at  940,000. 

Whenever  certificates  wen;  issued,  a  receipt  for  a  oor- 
respondinp  amount  was  taken  by  the  Secretary,  which  re- 
ceipts upon  being  forward<!d  to  the  proper  accounting , 
ofTicers  at  Washington,  served  as  vouchers  showing  tbedis-l 
bursoments  of  tlie  apprnpriations  made  by  ('ongivrts.  The 
vouchers  thus  taken  aud  forwarded  by  Mr.  Dcns,  amount 
tng  to  933,754.57,  were  with  the  exception  of  a  few  items 
placed  to  his  credit  in  the  flrst  auditor's  ofGce. 

But  a  new  dilflculty  now  arose  which  created  great  em.  J 
barroesment,  and  a  serious  injury  to  the  holders  of  thesej 
cerli6catcs.    Mr.  Dunk  who  bad  been  credited  with  the 
vouchers  hod  been  removed  and  Mr.  I'^igld  bad  been  ap. 
pointed  hia  successor,  and  it  was  months  before  the  Secrt!>-

lar>'  of  the  Treasury  could  or  wouI<l  decide  to  wliicli  of  these 
two  otHccrs  the  uppropriution  shouM  bo  [>aid  uver. 

In  this  condition  of  affairs  a  resolution  was  8ul)mittcd  by 
the  dulof^ntv  calling  on  ths  Se<Tt'lary  of  the  Treasury  to  re- 
port to  \\w  House  of  Kp]irPHentativt>8  the  causHs  which  had 
prevented  the  payment  of  the  appropriation  to  the  Terri- 
tory, The  resolution  was  adopted,  and  soon  after,  in  the 
month  of  June,  the  sum  of  ^U.'JiJ'J  was  paid  over  to  Mr.  Sec- 
retary FlRLD. 

Under  the  pre-emption  act  of  1834,  a  number  of  settlers 
on  the  piihUc  lands  in  the  district  of  lands  subject  to  sale  at 
Mineral  Point,  wlio  would  otlierwine  havo  been  entitled  to 
enter  ItIO  acres,  by  pre-eniption.  were  refused  the  privileges 
erantcd  by  sueh  uct  in  consequence  of  the  mineral  cbaroc- 
t«r  of  the  land  claimed  by  them.  For  the  relief  of  sucli  per- 
sons an  aet  of  Congress  was  passod  August  23,  ISVi.  by 
virtue  of  which  all  such  settlers  were  permitted  to  enter  at 
the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  one 
complete  quarter  nection  of  land,  of  any  lands  in  oaid  dis- 
trict which  had  not  then  been  offered  at  public  sale,  and 
which  did  not  contain  mines  or  discoveries  of  lend  ore,  and 
u]K)n  which  there  was  no  improvement  or  residence,  and 
which  bad  not  boeu  reserved  from  sulo.

From  Milwaukie,  via  Muskecgo,  Rochester,  and  BuVling- 
ton,  to  Geneva. 

On  the  21ith  of  January,  IMS,  the  delegate  in  CongreiB 
(Qen.  Dodge)  called  (ho  attention  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Pensions  to  the  great  delay  that  had  occurred  in  the  pay- 
ment of  pensioners  in  Wisconsin.    On  the  Slst  of  January 
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the  CommiKxioitor  iiifomicd    Gen.   Dodgk    tliat    CUARI 
Dory,  Esq,,  of  Matlison,  was   appuiiitcd   agent   fur   pajinj 
petiiuonerB  on  the  2Sth  of  December,  and  ttiat  his  bond  watf 
daily  expected,  and  that  as  soon  as  received  he  would  be  ia> 
structed  to  enter  on  the  duties  of  the  uflice. 
Qov«mor  Dodoe  immediately  replied,  stating —

On  the  6th  of  Muy  tho  commissioner,  in  a  letter  to  Gov- 
ernor DuDiiK,  stated —

The  bond  of  Mr.  Pottkr  was  received  on  the  lOtb  of  May 
and  bis  instructions  were  immediately  sent  to  him  with  tlio 
necessary  funds. 

In  the  recess  between  the  first  and  second  sessions  of  the 
third  Legislative  Assembly  some  changes  occurred  in  tho 
p^sonttfl  of  both  houses. 

In  the  Council  Juiim  H.  T%vbedy  of  Milwaukee  was  elected 
In  place  of  Jonathan  E.  Abnold,  resigned,  und  Mosrs  M. 
Stkoxg  of  lowacotmty  (n  place  of  Lkvi  Sterling,  nwigned., 

In  the  House  of  Keprcsentativcs  Jokatiian  Eastuax  waa' 
eteoted  from  Baeinc  county  in  place  of  RBrBEN  II.  Deuino, 
resignod. 

James  Tkipp  from  Walworth  county  in  place  of  Hdou 
Long,  resigned,  and  Thomas  Jknkins  in  Iowa  county  in 
place  of  FKANCia  J.  Dunn  resigned. 

In  the  county  of  Racine  Messrs.  Okokgk  Batcheldrr  and 
Reuben  H.  Dkmisg  resigiipd  their  seats  and  their  resigno- 
tioiia  were  received  at  the  executive  office  in  due  season. 
TuoUAS  E.  Pariirlkb  resigned  his  seat  by  a  note  addressed  I 
twelvedays  before  llie  election  to  tho  board  of  county  com- 
niissiuner«  of  Racine  county.  An  election  woa  ordered  by 
proclamuUun  of  tho  governor  to  till  two  vacancies  in  that 
county  and  four  persons  were  voted  for.    Georgb  Batouku 
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DEB  recoivpd  305  votes,  Jonathan  Eastman  378,  Rmsha  S. 
Sill  Mfl  and  Phiu>  BKLRKNSSr. 

Mr.  Paruelek  olaimod  that  as  his  resignation  was  not 
acttnl  upon,  aud  no  election  hold  to  fill  tbo  vacancy,  bo  was 
entiilcd  to  retain  the  seat. 

Hr.  Sill  contented  tlie  riglit  of  Mr.  Pakmklkr  to  the  seat 
and  claimed  to  be  entitled  to  it  hini-self. 

The  contest  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  privileges 
and  elections  which  made  a  majority  and  minority  report 

The  majority  re-ported  a  reBolution  that  Mr.  Parmelbb

The  report  of  the  minority  was  that  lie  was  entitled  to  the 
Beat. 
The  resolution  having  been  amended  so  as  to  read

was  adopted  by  a  vote  19  to  5,  those  who  voted  in  the  n^a- 
tive  being  Messrs.  Bokd,  Brunson,  Oudrn,  Parkinson  and 
Whitos. 

In  l]ic  contest  of  Theophall'S  LA'CuArpBLLB  fur  the  seat 
occupied  by  Alfiird  Bhunsos  at  the  pruvious  SL'Ssiun.  the 
commiti»ioner,  JosRrii  K  Bruwn,  un  Ihu  »i-cond  day  of  this 
session  submitted  his  irvport  coutaiuing  the  testimony  of 
lwent)'-two  persons. 

The  matltTS  in  controversy  were  referred  to  the  committee 
on  privilege  and  elections,  which  reported  the  facts  in  the 
CODO  bnt  made  no  report  as  to  who  was  entitled  to  the  seat. 

Both  parties  were  heard  by  very  able  coiin»eI,  the  contest- 
ant buinj;  repn's<^nt«>d  by  Hon.  Alkx.  P.  Kibld,  and  the 
contesloe  by  Hon.  Thomas  F.  Bcrnett. 

The  couU.wt  depended  largely  upon  the  question  whether 
the  testimony  taken  by  Ilic  cuinmissiouer  was  taken  in  ac- 
cordance with  tbe  resolution  of  the  House,  by  which  the 
taking  of  it  was  uuthurized.  A  result  waa  reached  on  the 
20lh  of  January,  when  it  was  decided  by  a  vote  of  13  to  1 1 
that  Mr.  Bki'nson  was  not  entitled  to  the  Reat,  and  that  Mr. 
La'Ciiappki-i-k  was,  who  then  appeared  and  took  the  oath 
of  office  as  a  member. 

But  few  of  the  members  of  cither  House  had  been  elected 
with  reference  to  their  partv  affiliiilions,  yet  in  the  organi- 
zation of  both  the  spirit  vi  party  which  had    distinctly 
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marked  tlio  election  of  Delegrate  in  the  previous  September, 
domiiiatod  in  the  cl(>ction  of  presiding  officer. 

Mr.  RorKTKEK  of  Grant,  a  Whig,  wa-s  on  the  fitrtt  day- 
elected  President  pro  tem,  of  the  Council  without  oppo- 
sition, hut  it  waa  not  until  the  ninth  day  of  tho  session  that 
the  permannnt  President  waa  elected.  Upon  a  parly  divi- 
sion  tlicre  were  seven  WhiK"  and  six  Democrats.  Mr.  Roux- 
TKEG  wtis  the  Wliig  candidate),  but  he  could  not  be  elected 
without  voting  for  himself,  which  he  persistently  refused 
to  do.  Tho  Democrats  somolimes  voted  for  one  of  their 
number  and  sometimes  for  another.  They  finally  proposed 
to  the  Whigs  to  elect  one  of  their  number,  but  for  Boveral 
days  the  proposition  was  dBcUncd  until  the  twcuty-secoud 
ballot,  when  they  acceded  to  it.  aud  Jaubs  CoLtJKS 
received  three  Democratic  and  six  Whig  voted,  M.  L.  HaR- 
ijis  three  Democratic  votes  —  Mr.  Coi.i.i.vs's  vote  being  cafit 
blank  —  and  he  was  elected. 

Geokoe  Beatty  was  rc-eloctod  Secretary  without  opposi- 
tion. 

In  the  House  of  Representatives  there  were  sixtwn  Dem- 
ocrats, counting  .Mr.  Pakmbluk,  and  t^n  Whigs.  Mr.  Ei.LU 
was  elected  Speaker  pro  tern.,  after  which  the  Democrats  in 
caucus  agreed  upon  Mr.  Newlasd,  who  was  elected  on  tho 
firiit  ballot. 

John  Catlik  was  elected  Chief  Clerk  without  opposition. 

In  tho  Council  on  the  first  day  and  about  the  first  busi- 
nee«,  Mr.  Janes  of  Racine  offered  a  resolution  that  the 
standing  rules  of  the  last  session  be  adopted.  Mr,  Strono 
of  Iowa  moved  to  amend  so  as  to  exclude  the  4Sth  rule, 
which  r<'(]uirod  executive  sessions  to  bo  huld  with  closed 
doors.  After  some  slight  opposition  the  amendment  was 
adopted. 

The  Legislative  Assembly  met  on  the  Cth  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1841,  but  owing  to  delays  iu  tho  organization  tlie  Gov- 
ernor was  not  oflit-ially  notified  until  the  9th,  and  on  the 
lOth  he  met  the  two  houses  jointly  assembled,  and  ad- 
droHsed  them—

and  several  roasons' w«re  ffiveii  for  this  opinion. 

The  Governor's  addn^tt  deprecated  tile  Territorial  deht 
which  liad  bren  created  hy  former  Legislaturea,  and  was  in 
the  shape  of  bonds  or  certificates,  and  he  said  that  it  ap- 
peared to  him  that  the  power  to  create  it  was  not  intended 
to  be  granted  —  and  was  not  granted  — to  th«  Qo%*omorand 
Assembly.

The  Qovemor  expressed  tiie  opinion  that  the  provisions  of 
the  act  organizinfif  the  Territory,  required  the  laws  to  be 
actually  submitted  to  Oonnress  before  they  take  effect  This 
opinion  had,  as  will  be  seen,  a  verj'  cnnscquential  effect 
upon  his  administration  of  the  executive  department  of  the 
Territorial  Government. 

The  address  disapproved  in  stronx  language  tho  laws  by 
which  monopolies  —  Acls  of  iucorpuratiou  grunting  exclus- 
ive privileges  to  certain  individuals —  "The  offspriug  of  the 
last  four  years"  bad  been  created,  and  also  those  incorpora- 
ting villages. 

Attention  wiis  called  to  the  state  of  the  currency,  and  a 
question  was  suggested  whether  the  peopleof  the  Territory 
hod  been  beneliled  by  the  de-itniction  of  the  banks  and  the 
introduction  of  foreign  depreciated  paper.  He  lliought  an 
effort  ought  to  be  made  to  secure  specie  and  tliu  notes  of 
tpeclc  paying  banks  for  a  circulating  medium,  by  prohibit- 
ing the  uso  of  depreciated  bank  paper.  A  favorable  allusion 
was  made  to  the  establishment  by  Wisconsin

The  address  ivcomuieudcd  that  to  encouia^Q  Wxtj  (jrowVXv 
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of  icool,  sheep  and  their  fleeces  be  exempt  from  taxation 
for  a  term  of  yeors. 

The  protection  of  Die  biutinesit  of  mining  and  smelting 
and  of  the/tir  trade  were  favorably  mentioned. 

The  improvvmeut  of  thcnavigation  of  the  Fox  and  \Vi»- 
coDStn  Rivers  was  strongly  recommended  and  that  of  the 
Rock  and  Peckatonica  when  Illinois  shall  have  rendered  the 
Rock  navigublc  from  the  presi-ni  boundary  to  its  motilb, 
and  the  hopo  is  oxpreosed  that  appropriulious  wil)  bu  ob- 
tained from  Congress  to  improve  thu  navigation  of  tbv 
Platte  and  Grant  Rivers  and  the  River  of  the  Four  Lukea 

A  rail  or  macadamized  r^tad  ought,  he  said,  to  bo  con- 
etructed  on  the  most  practicable  route  from  Lake  Michigan 
to  the  Mississippi  River,  and  turnpike  or  macadtrnii^ed  roads 
are  much  required  through  the  timbered  as  well  as  some 
other  Boctions  of  the  Territory. 

Complaint  was  made  of  thesyaf^m  of  t^ralion  and  the 
opinion  was  expressed  that  county  officers  ought

The  militia  did  not  escape  consideration 

The  add  re^  recommended  —

Complaint  was  made  that  the  public  officfA  had  not  been 
held  ut  tbu  Keat  of  goverumvnt,  and  that  the  public  records 
of  the  executive  department  were  not  ut  that  place. 

The  Governor  clo&cd  with  the  assurance  to  the  members 
of  both  houses  that  he  should —

The  question  of  tbe  expediency  of  forming  a  State  govern- 
ment was  one  that  occupied  the  attention  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  Territory  for  six  years  or  more  previous  to  the  admis- 
sion of  the  State  into  the  Union.  The  year  11^::  was  not 
an  exception,  although  the  population  bad  not  reached  fifty 
thouBOml,  while  sixty  thousand  was  the  minimum  numW 
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whicli,  under  the  oriiinanco  of  nS7.  entitled  the  "fifth 
Statt>"  to  a  plficc  in  the  Union  of  States. 

Dnrint;  the  administration  of  Gov.  Dott  the  int4^'re«t  of 
the  p«>uple  in  t)ie  qiK-iitioa  was  iutonsitied  and  (.■xti-nilod 
over  the  uorthvru  portion  of  liltnois,  by  the  agRt'-'tsive  vt- 
foris  of  thu  Governor  to  unite  the  "  free  inhabitants"  of  the 
(IJKtrtct  west  of  Lake  Michigan  and  norlh  of  an  east  and 
west  line  running  through  its  southern  hend,  in  the  forma- 
tion of  the  "fifth  State"  contemplated  by  that  onlinance. 

So  much  of  the  Governor's  address  to  the  two  Houses  as 
related  to  the  formation  of  a  Stat*'  governmuut  woa  referred 
to  a  cumtnittee  in  each  House. 

In  the  Council,  Mr,  tTruAJi,  from  the  committee  on  Terri- 
torial affairs  {consi»4ting  of  MrKsra  Upiiam,  Martin  and 
BuiuUAM)  submitted  a  report  on  the  ^th  of  February'.  It  5aid:

.The  committee  had  little  difficulty  in  cominjf  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  inhabitante  of  the  "fifth  state"  bad  the  right 
to  adopt  the  eant  and  went  line  running  through  the  south- 
ern bend  of  I-ake  Michigan  and  form  a  state  north  of  it,  and 
west  of  the  Lake  and  demand  its  admission  into  the  Union 
with  thai  boundary,  provided  jt  contained  sixty  thousand 
freu  iububilunls. 

TJpon  the  question  of  expediency,  the  committee  expressed 
no  opinion,  but  proposed  that  the  people  of  Wisconsin  should 
decide  it.  For  that  purpose  they  reported  a  bill  providing 
for  referring  the  question  of  forming  a  State  government  1o 
the  people  at  the  next  general  election,  and  also  a  resolution 
recommending  to  the  people  of  the  territory  under  the  juritt- 
diction  of  Illinois,  to  hold  an  election  at  the  same  time  on 
the  question  of  uniting  with  us  iu  forming  a  State  govern- 
ment. 

In  the  House  of  Kepresenlatives,  Hon.  A.  G.  Eu,ia  from 
the  committee  on  Territorial  Affairs  to  which  the  same  ^ub- 
jects  had  been  referred,  submitted  a  report  on  the  llth  of 
January. 

The  report  was  very  pronounced  in  opposition  to  the  fonn- 
aUoQ  of  a  Stotc  government,  as  also  to  embracing  the  "dis- 
puted territory;"  and  submitted  the  following  resolutions:

The  bill  and  resolution  reported  in  the  Council  were  botb 
passed  by  that  body  and  sent  to  th»  Houne  of  Kfpresenta- 
tivea,  where  they  were  laid  on  the  table  and  no  attempt 
was  afterwards  made  to  laice  them  up  for  consideration. 

The  resolutions  reiiort<;'d  in  the  Ho\i.m3  were  never  tuktm 
up  or  considered  by  that  body,  and  no  act  or  roKolutioo  on 
the  eubj«ct  mot  with  the  concurrent  action  of  both  branches 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

On  the  19th  of  February  a  meeting  of  the  citizens  of 
Stephenson  county,  Illinois,  was  held  at  Freeport,  at  which 
resolutions  were  adopted  asserting;  the  right  of  the  tnhaW- 
taiits  of  the  Territory  west  of  I .ake  Michigan  and  nortli  of 
an  east  and  west  line  through  its  southern  bend,  to  become 
tlio  "Fiftli  State,"  under  the  ordinance  of  '87,  and  that  an 
election  bo  held  on  the  5th  day  of  March,  in  the  Koveral  elec- 
tion preciucts  in  that  couuly,  for  or  against  the  organiza- 
tion of  such  state.  Judges  of  clevtiou  were  also  appointed 
by  the  meeting  for  each  precinct. 

The  elections  were  held  and  870  votes  were  cast,  of  which 
all  but  one  were  in  favor  of  the  proposed  State  government. 

On  the  8Sth  of  June,  Governor  Doty  addressed  to  the 
Governor  of  Illinois  an  official  letter,  calling  his  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  commissioners  appointed  to  locate  the 
lands  granlc-d  by  the  Vnited  States  to  the  State  of  Illinois, 
had  made  llio  principal  {lart  of  their  selections,  in  tlio  "  dis- 
puted territory,"  and  protesting  against  such  selections.

Iq  concluding  this  protest  Governor  Doty  said  :

At  the  Auguttt  (general)  election  held  in  Boon  county, 
where  496  votes  were  cast,  a  voluntary  election  was  held  for 
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or  accainst  lieing  attarhed  to  Wisconsin,  whon  there  were  485 
in  favor  of  it,  ami  1 1  not  voting. 

On  the  I3th  or  Augttat,  Gov.  Dorr  Issued  and  Imd  oxtoo- 
Bively  puWislicd.  a  proolnmntioi),  undvr  tlio  Orortt  Seal  of 
the  Territiiry,  rocilitig  tlmt  wliurL'a'?,  it  was  tbu  opiniuii  of 
many  citizens  tlmt  the  Ordinance-  of  1787  and  subscniuent 
nets  of  Congrfus,  gunrantwo  to  tho  people  west  of  Lake 
Michigun  and  north  of  the  line  west  from  itti  southern  bond, 
the  right  to  form  a  permanent  conMitution  and  government ; 
and  whereas,  it  wan  dexirabio  that  it  shonld  be  known 
whether  it  is  the  wish  of  the  people  to  form  sueh  constitu- 
tion :  Tiierefore,  it  was  r«,'c:ommi*nded  to  tho  suid  "free 
inhabitants  "  that  they  do  each,  on  tho  4th  Monday  of  Septem- 
ber, vot«  "  yea"  or  "  nay,"  as  the  vote  may  be  in  favor  of  or 
against  the  formation  of  a  permanent  govei-nrnenf  for  the 
Slate  of  WisKonsan."  Provision  was  made  in  the  proclama- 
tion for  the  retnm  and  canvassing  the  votes. 

Only  nine  of  the  twenty  counties  then  organized  made 
any  returns  of  elections  under  the  proclamation. 

These  are  here  tabtilntod,  showing  that  loss  than  twenty- 
five  hunrlre<l  of  the  "free  inliabitnnts  "  paid  any  atrcntion 
to  the  proclamation,  of  which  more  thon  throe  fourths  were 
against  thu  formation  of  a  State  guvoniment. 
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On  the  14tb  of  January  a  resolution  was  adopted  by  (be 
Bouse  oL  Representatives  requvHting  thu  delegate  in  Con> 
grass  to  as<-ertain  what  progress  had  bten  made  in  tho  sur- 
vey  of  the  boundary  between  the  State  of  Michigan  and 
Wisconsin,  and  to  obtain  copies  of  the  reporta  of  the  officer 
in  charge  of  that  work. 
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Od  the  ICtli  of  February,  near  the  close  of  the  session, 
the  Governor  scut  a  special  me^sagu  to  thu  Ix-gislntive  As- 1 
scnibly  iu  wliich  he  suid:

The  message  was  referred  to  the  coiiiinittee  on  Territorial 
afTairs  which  reported  resolutions  concurring  with  the  <lov- 
emor,  stating  tliat  the

And  protesting  against  any  other  boundary,  and  that  our 
duk-gute  in  Congress  be  requested  to  use  bis  influence  to 
procure  the  eetablishment  of  such  a  boundary. 

The  resolutions  were  adopted  without  a  division. 

The  several  paru  of  the  Governor's  address  were  referred 
in  each  House  to  appropriate  committees. 

Among  other  resolutions  adopted  by  the  House  was  UiU:

In  the  Council,  so  much  of  the  Governor's  address  as  re- 
lates to  baniEA  and  other  incorporations  vras  referred  to  the 
committee  on  incorporation^!,  which  consisted  of  MesBrs. 
Sthosg,  LEAnsen  and  BiiKiiiAM. 

Mr.  Stuo.vq,  chairman  of  thai  committee,  submitted  a  re- 
port, in  which  after  expressing  the  concurrence  of  the  com- 
mittee in  the  opinions  ospreaaod  by  the  Governor  in  relation 
to  mofwpoties,  says:

aod  Uiat  the  Bank  of  Wisconain  chartered  seven  years  ago,' 
and  the  Bank  of  Mineral  Point  chartered  five  years  ago, 
pre-eminvntly  denmud  the  attention  of  the  Legislaturo,  and 
that  the«e  acts  appear  as  clearly  as  any  others  "to  have 
been  granted  to  favor  particular  persons,"  and  that  "They 
are  incorporatious  to  aid  specuUilioii." 

The  committee  did  not  concur  with  the  Governor  in  the 
idea  which  he  seemed  to  convey,  that  the  bankn  had  been 
destroyed  by  the  LegiBlature,  but  conceived  that  "They  hud 
destroyed  themselves." 

The  report  further  says  :

A  reference  was  made  in  both  HouseB  to  bo  much  of 
Uovernor's  address  as  relates  to  the  prosecution  of  the  in- 
land trade,  the  Iklilwaukee  and  Kocic  River  canat,  the  int- 
provempijt  of  rivers,  the  construction  of  rail,  luriipiku  and 
McAdaniized  roads. 

Able  reports  upon  these  eubjeots  were  made  in  both 
Houtic».  So  much  of  these  reports  as  relates  to  the  canal 
and  cognate  inattcrn  will  be  considered  in  a  future  chajiter 
devoted  to  that  particular  subject. 

The  substance  of  the  i-eport«  in  both  houses  is  contained 
in  the  report  of  thu  committee  on  Internal  Improvements  in 
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the  Council,  which  consisted  of  Messrs.  Twcedt,  Jakes  and 

Brigbau. 

Thy  report  of  thin  committee  Kubmitted  by  Mr.  Tweedy 
Us  chuirman,  stated  in  reference  to  a  railroad  from  the  Mis- 
stssiiipi  river  to  Lake  Michigan,  that:

Congress  did  not  respond  to  the  "urgent  request"  and  do 
appropriation  for  that  purpose  was  made.  The  report  con- 
tinues:

Mr,  WuiTON,  from  the  judiciary  committee  of  the  House, 
to  which  that  part  of  the  message  of  the  Governor  was  re- 
ferre<l  relative  to  taxes  and  tax  titles,  submitted  a  very  able 
and  lucid  report,  such  as  might  have  been  expected  from 
the  pen  of  that  great  jurist. 

After  demonstrating  that  every  government  pOKsesscs  the 
power  of  determining  what  property  shall  bo  taxed  and 
what  Khali  be  exempt,  and  that  a  wii^o  exercise  of  that 
power  is  cxpfdieiit  and  jiust,  the  report  proceeds  at  consid- 
erable length,  to  consider  thy  objections  of  the  Governor  to 
the  system  of  taxation  then  in  exifitence  in  the  Territory. 
Tltc«e  objections,  the  report  said,  appeared  to  be  five  in 
number. 

First  That  the  taxes  are  too  high. 

Second.  That  proper^  u  exempt  from  taxation  which 
ought  not  to  bv. 

Third.  That  the  taxes  are  illegal. 
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FourCli.  That  the  land  upon  which  taxes  are  asxosMd  and 
not  paid  is  xuld;  and 

Fifth.  That  the  law  which  tirnitj;  the  rif!:bt  of  bringing  an 
action  to  rucovur  hack  laud  sohi  for  taxoa  to  three  years  is 
wrong. 

The  refutation  of  all  these  nl>j<v^tionfl  in  fto  eomplete  titat 
no  aithrevration  of  it  could  do  it  jaslice.  and  only  a  refer- 
ence to  it  in  the  journal  of  the  House  of  tliat  session  (page 
133)  can  be  made. 

The  removal  of  the  Indians  from  Wisconsin,  recom- 
meudod  by  the  Governor,  received  the  favorable  considera- 
tion of  the  L(?K"slative  Assembly  by  the  adoption  of  joint 
resolutionB,  that  the  dele>j;ate  in  Congress  be  requested  to 
urge  upon  the  general  government  the  necoiisity  of  freeing 
the  Territory  from  the  Indian  population  within  hi-r  limits, 
and  tbL-ir  permanent  location  in  a  district  of  country  west 
of  the  Mississippi,  to  which  the  wbitu  settlements  shall  not 
extend  and  where  the  energies  of  the  government  may  be 
directed  to  the  improvement  of  their  tmndition. 

So  much  of  the  novernor's  address  as  relates  to  schooU 
and  to  the  University  was  referred  in  the  House  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Hohools.  and  the  Ker.  Alfrkd  Brqnsox,  chairman 
of  that  committee,  before  the  atloption  of  a  resolution  that 
he  was  not  entitled  to  a  seat,  made  very  elaborate  reports 
accompanied  by  two  bills,  one  in  relation  to  schools,  Uie 
other  in  relation  to  the  University. 

The  6rst  after  l)eing  emasculated  so  as  to  limit  its  opera- 
lion  to  the  protection  of  school  laiuls  was  passed  into  a  law 
and  the  other  was  indeflnitely  postponed  in  the  House. 

Acts  were  passed  to  incorporate  academies  at  PlattevUle 
and  at  Dclavon. 

The  subjects  of  exempting  sheep  and  their  fleeces  from 
taxation  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  the  growth  of  wool, 
the/ur-  trade  and  the  holding  of  ^if6ftc  o^cc4  away  from 
the  seat  of  government,  brought  to  tbo  athTntion  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly  by  the  Governor,  did  not  make  a  fav- 
orable  impression  upon  either  house,  and  were  not  even 
considered  by  either. 

One  of  the  most  important  subjects  which  demanded  leg- 
islative acliou,  appears  t^j  have  entirely  escaped  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Governor  and  was  not  referred  to  in  his  add 
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TliJA  was  a  new  .ipportiunment  of  members  for  tliu  fourth 
Lfgirtlative  As-^ciii Itly. 

A  ivRolution  was  a«iopt«d  by  tho  Council  that  a  select  com* 
uuttec  bu  appoiuUHl  oil  apportionment.  The  committfo 
consJMti-tt  of  McsHnt.  Tweedv,  Briuiiam  and  Strong.

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Subsequently  Mr.  BcLLBS,  on  leave,  introduced  a  bill  to 
providu  for  the  taking  of  the  census  of  the  inhabitantfi,  and 
to  authorize  tli«  Qovernor  to  apportion  tlie  members  of  the 
Council  and  Houite  of  Kepresentativos.  After  much  discus- 
eion,  the  hill  reported  by  the  select  committee  was  laid  on 
the  table,  and  the  hill  introducetl  by  Mr.  Bi'I-lkn'  was  passed. 
In  tl]e  House  it  was  at  firet  nt^atived,  and  afterward  recon- 
sidered and  passed. 

The  law  an  iMissed  providt^d  for  an  enumeration  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  Territory,  omitting  Indians  not  citizcUK  and 
officers  and  soldiers  of  the  army.  It  was  to  commence  on 
the  (irst  day  of  June  and  be  completed  in  fifty  days,  by  the 
sheriffs  and  their  deputieti.  The  returns  were  to  be  made  in 
duplicate  to  the  Kegister  of  Deeds  and  Secretary  of  the  Ter- 
ritory. The  Secretary  was  to  make  and  file  an  abstract  of 
the  returns  aud  furnish  the  Oovemor  with  a  copy  of  it. 

The  Qovernor  was  then  to  make  an  apportionment  of 
the  members  of  the  Council  and  Uouse  of  Representatives 
amouK  the  several  election  districts,  in  a  mode  particularly 
prescribed  by  the  act:  and  at  least  thirty  days  preceding  the 
annual  election  to  be  held  in  September  (fourth  Monday),  he 
was  to  make  proclamation  declaring  the  apportionment 
made  under  the  act. 

The  numlier  of  inhabitants  in  each  county  and  the  appor- 
tionment is  shown  ill  the  following  table  :

At  this  session  the  county  of  Riohland  was  formed  out  of 
the  county  of  Crawford  aud  {itttiched  tuiiiporarily  to  the 
couuty  of  Iowa. 

The  counties  of  Cnluniot  and  Winnebago  woro  organiised 
for  all  purposes  of  couuty  govomnii-'nt. 

It  appeared  from  the  report  of  a  committee  appointed  to 
examine  the  returns  that  the  counties  in  which  a  majority 
of  the  votes  coRt  on  the  question  were  in  favor  of  the  act, 
approved  February  IS,  1841, 

-rat  Om  tOMnuaanl  of  UMMnnl  lowai  In  Ihl*  Ttrrltoiy  and  forUi*  rvrlBlon  ot 
cotuitr  ca*«mmMi," 

■were  Joflferson,  Milwaukee,  Walworth.  Racine,  Fond  du 
Lac,  Kock,  Crawford  and  Brown  ;  in  Grocn  aud  Iowa  coun- 
ties the  majorities  were  against  the  act ;  and  from  the 
counties  of  Done,  Sauk,  Portage,  Itodge,  St.  Croix,  Sheboy< 
gaa,  Manitowoc,  Wasliinglon  and  Grant,  no  returns  were 
reooived. 

An  act  was  passed  in  1813,  declaring  that  said  act 
hod  been  adopted  by  the  people  of  tlie  counties  of  Milwau- 
kee, Kacino,  Walworth,  Rock,  Jefferson,  Brown  and  Fond 
du  Lac,  and  should  bo  iu  force  in  those  counties  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  April  next ;  and  its  taking  effect  in  all  other 
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counties  in  which  it  had  been  adopted  should  be  pOHtponod 
to  the  first  Tuesday  of  April,  JS43. 

A  number  of  tuwns  wcrv  organized  by  act  of  the  l^iCKisla- 
tlvo  AsKOiiibly  at  this  M*B»ion  ;  Whontlaud,  Paris,  Mount 
Plonsant,  Yorkville  and  Caludouia,  id  Racinu  county  ;  Fund 
du  lac,  Calumet  and  Waupun,  in  the  county  of  Fond  du 
Luc  :  Warren,  in  Milw!iuk(?e  county  ;  Clinton,  Beloit,  Kock, 
L'nion,  Center,  Janesvitle  and  31ilton  in  tlie  county  of  Kock. 
and  the  name  of  the  town  of  Finch  in  JofTerson  county  was 
changed  to  Ko«likonong. 

Four  acta  were  passed  at  this  session  to  amend  arts  of 
previous  lej^latnrejt,  incorporating  villages,  each  of  which 
was  vetoed  by  the  Governor,  and  passed  by  a  majority  of 
two  thirds  of  each  House,  notwitlislanding  tli©  objectionii 
of  tlic  Governor,  One  of  these  vetoes  is  a  fair  sample  of  all 
and  is  OS  follows :

Tho  act  amending  the  charter  of  Southport  vrun  passed 
over  the  veto  by  a  vote  of  9  to  I  in  the  Council  and  21  to  0 
in  the  House  (unanimous). 

That  to  amend  the  charter  of  Racine  by  a  vote  of  D  to  9 
in  the  Council  and  23  to  2  in  the  House. 

That  to  amend  the  charter  of  Milwaukee  by  a  vot«  of  f> 
to  1  in  the  Council  and  va  to  1  in  the  House. 

That  to  amend  the  charter  of  Green  Bay  by  a  vote  of  H  to 
1  in  the  Council  und  24  to  0  in  tho  Houmc. 

Two  other  act«  were  passed  over  the  Uovemor's  vetoc 

One  was  an  uct  to  incorporate  tho  Janesville  Bridge  Com- 
pany, which  passed  the  Council  by  a  vote  of  '•>  to  'i  and  tho 
House  unanimously  — ayes  25,  noes  0. 

The  other  was  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  tbe 
expenses  of  the  I^egislative  Assembly  "  (Session  Laws,  p.  60). 

This  passed  the  Council,  notwithstanding  tho  volo,  by  a 
vote  of  9  to  3,  and  Uie  Houaa  by  a  vote  of  19  to  6. 
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An  act  of  groal  importAiice  to  Hio  inhnbiUtnts  of  FomJ  du 
Lao  wjis  p(i»sfd  ut  this  (i^-visioii.  In  Novembi-i-,  lS35,iit  Gre*n 
Bay,  a  iiumbur  of  pursons  voiunturilj-  associated  themMlvcs 
together  under  tho  name  of  the  ''Fond  du  Lac"  company,  and 
purchasiid  about  two  thousand  acres  of  land  embracing  the 
aiva  of  tbe  present  city  of  Fond  dti  Lac.  'Die  company  laid 
out  a  town  into  lots  and  blocks  and  sold  numerous  lots,  the 
conveyances  being  executed  by  the  president  of  tho  com- 
pany. 

Ttiu  act  sot  forth  at  length  the  "articles  of  association"  and 
rocitod  that  "vhereas  doubts  are  entertained  of  the  legality 
of  such  conveyance,  and  also  as  to  the  nature  and  degree  of 
the  estate  which  the  mpmlnTs  of  an  incorporated  joint 
stock  company  may  have  therein;  Therefore,  for  tbe  purpose 
of  perfecting  the  title  of  purchasers  and  to  prevent  dilliculty 
and  litigation  in  relation  thcruto.  It  wax  enucti^d  that  the 
Htockholders  of  ^aid  asuociation  should  bu  an  incorporation 
with  all  appropriate  corporate  powora. 

An  act  was  passed  to  repeal  the  act  of  December  2d,  183«, 
"to  incorporate  tbe  stockholders  of  the  Bank  of  Mineral 
Point." 

On  tho  10th  of  January,  Alex.  Mitchell,  secretary  of  the 
WUoouHin  Marine  and  Fire  Insurance  Company,  in  response 
to  a  resolution  of  the  Council,  submitted  a  statement  sworn 
toby  him,  showing  tbe  financial  condition  of  tliat  corpo- 
ration. 

The  statement  gave  the  assets  at  $309,B93.31  and  the  lia- 
bilities, exclusive  of  capital  stock,  at  $79,418.31  of  which 
S»4,0XS,  were  one,  three  and  five  dollar  evideuccM  of  debt 
issued  and  outstatiding  (currency). 

At  the  fall  term  of  (bo  Circuit  Court  for  Brown  county, 
held  by  Judge  Milluk,  in  a  proceeding  commenced  by  the 
Attorney  General,  the  charter  of  the  Bank  of  Wisconsin 
woM  vacated. 

Tho  provisions  of  the  act  of  February  19, 1841,  "to  incor- 
porate the  Wcstenj  Muliinl  Fire  Insurance  Company,  at 
Prairie  du  Chicu  and  the  Howard  Fire  Insurance  Company 
of  Brown  county,"  not  having  been  complied  with,  another 
act  was  passed  declaring  that  said  act  wan  revived  and  con- 
tiDued  in  force. 

Divorces  were  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Wiscon 
fiin  legislation  refused  to  be  granted. 
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A  brief  but  important  act  in  the  interest  of  Itumnnlty  was 
passed  in  tliese  words  :

The  folhiwing  special  acts  were  passed  authorizing  the 
building  and  maintaininf;  of  dams. 

By  AflA  Ci-ARK,  at  the  outlet  of  Fewaukee  Lake. 

By  D.G.  Kexdai.l  and  Oilmork  fCeNHAij,  and  thdr  asso- 
ciates, across  the  Kock  River,  in  sections  two  and  eleven  iu 
town  six.  runye  fourteen,  in  Joffersou  county. 

By  OuvKK  C  UriiBAKD  aud  his  a-sKOciates,  across  the 
Manitowoc  River,  on  section  twenty-three,  town  nineteen, 
range  twenty-tlireo,  in  Manitowoc  county. 

By  Luars  I.  Barhkk  and  KxytTii  O.  Darlinq  and  their 
associates  iicro6»  Rock  River,  on  section  eleven,  town  six, 
rani;u  fourteen,  in  Jefferson  county. 

By  Gkorge  Lt'RWicK  and  his  associates, across  the  Oconto 
River,  on  section  twenty-four,  town  twenty -eight,  range 
twenty-one. 

Special  acta  were  passed  authorizing  the  keeping  and 
maintaining  two  ferries : 

One  hy  WEasTRR  !>TANi.BT,  acrosft  Fox  River,  on  section 
twenty-three,  town  cigteen,  range  sixLocn  oast — the  site  of 
the  present  city  of  Oshkosh. 

The  otlior  by  CiiitiSToruER  Cakk,  across  the  MiHsissippI 
River,  within  the  military  reserve  of  Fort  Snelling,  about  one 
mile  above  the  mouth  of  St.  Peters  River.  This  ferry  stto  is 
now  iu  the  State  of  Minnesota. 

Besidt-s  the  act  to  incorporate  the  Jancsvillo  Bridge  Com* 
pany,  passed  over  the  Governor's  veto,  two  acts  for  the  erec- 
tion of  bridges  were  passod  and  approved  by  the  Qovemor ; 
one  to  incor])orate  the  Boloit  and  Rock  River  Bridge  Com- 
pany, and  "  an  act  to  nutlioHze  Jambs  H.  Ro<jKits  and  others 
to  construct,  at  their  own  expense,  a  free  floating  bridge 
across  the  Milwaukee  River." 

The  annual  demand  for  tho  appointment  by  law  of  com- 
mitwioners  to  locate  Territorial  roads,  existed  in  an  undi- 
minished degree,  and  the  location  of  the  following  Territo- 
rial roadu  was  provided  for : 
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From  Mlnerftl  Point  to  Milwatikoc. 

From  Mfiiumoiifc  MitU,  in  Crawfurd  county,  to  Dacotah, 
in  St  Croii  county. 

From  Kock  River,  infection  2'l,towu  11,  range  IK,  by  Clos- 
iwin's  settlement,  in  Hodge  county,  to  Dickason'a  Mills,  m 
Popt«g:e  coimty. 

From  Prairie  Village,  in  Utlvraukeo  county,  to  Fort  At- 
kinson, in  JefferKon  county. 

From  Fond  du  Lac  to  intcrsoct  Territorial  road  from  Do- 
pen  to  Knapp's  Fcriy,  crossiui;  Fox  liiver  at  or  near  Osh- 
koeh. 

Prom  the  Wisconsin  River,  opposite  Helena,  to  the  Dells 
of  the  Wisconsin  Kiver. 

From  the  Fox  River,  oppasite  Green  Bay.  to  the  Wiscon- 
sin River  between  Plover  Portage  and  Big  Bull  Falls. 

From  Boloit,  in  Rock  county,  to  Monrye,  iu  Greeu  county. 

From  PlaltGvllle,  in  Grant  county,  via  Ni-w  DigsiiES  and 
White  Oak  Springs,  in  Iowa  county,  and  thencu  to  the  State 
line. 

From  Belmont,  in  Iowa  county,  to  a  point  on  the  Misais> 
sippi  River  in  Grant  county,  oppofute  Dubuque. 

From  Sauk  Prairie,  in  Sauk  county,  via  A  rena  and  Hicox's 
Hills,  totho  military  road. 

From  Wuturtown,  in  Dodge  county,  to  Washaru,  in  Dodge 
county. 

From  Whitewater,  in  Walworth  county,  to  Monroe,  in 
Green  county. 

From  Prairie  do  Sauk,  in  Sauk  county,  via  Helena  and 
Hicox's  Hills,  to  the  military  road. 

On  the  aswmbling  of  the  Leglalative  Asst-mbly  an  accri- 
monious  controversy  was  in  existence  as  to  who  waa  lawful 
Treasurer  of  the  Territory.  The  matter  was  investigated 
by  a  committee  of  the  House  of  Representative-s  with 
power  to  send  forpersons  and  papers  and  e,xnmtuo  witnesses 
on  oath,  from  whose  report  the  following  facts  appear: 

That  on  the  irth  of  December,  lti3d, Robert  L.  Ream  was 
duly  appointed  Treasurer  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and 
that  under  the  law  he  would  hold  hix  office  until  his  succes- 
sor was  lawfully  appointed. 

The  office  being  created  by  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  tho 
incumbent  was  not  subject  to  removal  by  the  Governor. 

That  on  the  3d  of  September,  1841,  Gov,  Doty,  assuming 
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thut  thu  office  was  vacant  for  tho  alleged  reasoo  that  Mr. 
Beam  had  nut  Bled  hU  otlicial  bond,  appointed  Jambs  Moh- 
lusox  tn-asurer. 

That,  in  fact,  Mr.  K.^ah  executed  his  official  Iwnd,  which 
wan  approved  by  the  Governor  on  the  Clh  of  January.  1810, 
and  took  theoalh  of  office,  and  perfnrme'l ,all  that  tlie  law 
required  to  constitute  him  the  legal  Treasurer. 

That  after  tho  appointment  of  Mr.  Morrisox.  Mr.  Kkam 
roftuMl  to  surrender  the  ofllcial  hookit  and  papeni  in  im 
posMeeioD>  and  cuntinued  such  i-ffuHii]  uftur  two  yA&rs  from 
the  date  of  his  appoiutincut>  claiming  that  hix  succuewr  had 
not  been  legally  appointed, 

Mr.  M(mKi<M>N'  wa^  afterwards  nominated  by  the  Qot- 
emor,  and  the  nomination  waa  confirmed  on  the  Hth  of 
January,  I8I«. 

Tho  prioripnl  importance  of  this  controversy  was  tlio 
poesewion  of  tho  funds  of  the  Territory,  and  particularly 
the  sum  of  *l,758.28  which  had  been  paid  into  the  treoBury 
of  the  United  States  by  J.  D.  I>oTy  as  lroa«urcr  of  the  oom- 
misnioner  of  public  buildinj^.  which  ho  claimwl  to  he  the 
balance  in  his  handH  of  tho  fund!;  received  l>y  him  from  the 
United  Stated  of  the  $40,000  appropriated  by  ijoagrese  (or 
the  public  huildint^. 

Tills  sum  was  received  by  Mr.  Mobri9o.v  about  the  Ist  of 
January,  IMO,  and  under  the  law  was  applicahlo  alouo  to 
payments  for  the  oomplulion  of  the  CapltoL 

At  tho  meeting  of  tlie  I.<egiRlative  Astiembly  the  Capitol 
was  not  yet  completed  oven  to  the  extent  required  by  tho 
contract  made  under  the  act  passed  at  the  previous  Mwsion; 
but  it  was  far  better  adapted  to  the  necessities  and  evon  the 
convenience  of  the  legislators  than  it  bod  before  been. 

On  the  7th  of  January  tho  commiraioner  of  public  build- 
ings —  X.  C.  PitKNTiss  —  Buhmitted  hiH  report  to  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly. 

It  stated  that  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  Kebniury  19, 
]S41,  be  let  a  contract  on  the  a?th  of  April  to  D;.mrl  Bax- 
ter for  seven  thousand  dollars  for  the  completion  of  the 
Capitol  by  the  1st  of  December.  1S41.  Itstatesthat  tho  work 
ia  not  completed  and  ubows  the  progress  which  had  been 
made  and  expresses  the  opinion  that  the  balance  of  one 
thousand  dollars  of  the  fund  applicable  to  the  payment  for 
tlio  work,  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  is  suffi' 
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cient  protection  to  the  Territory  for  the  completion  of  tbe 
contract. 

In  relation  to  thu  pending  suits  in  favor  of  the  Territory, 
one  ftgrtirist  J.  D.  Din-v.  J.  F.  O'Nrni.t.  ami  A.  A.  Biro,  the 
olhor agaiu&t  JamI'IS  .Mokrisox  nud  his  sureties,  the  commis- 
sioner Blatod  tbii  ruaituns  which  had  prevented  tbeir 
hvio^  bruugihj  to  trial. 

John  Y.  Sumc  was  olt-ctod  by  the  two  houses  on  Ihw  l8th 
of  Ft>bntary  commissioner  of  public  buildinj^s,  as  the  suc- 
cessor of  Mr.  Prextiss. 

Two  acts  were  passed  by  Imtb  branches  of  tbe  LeKislf^tire 
Aflsepibly.  having  for  their  objflct  the  completion  of  the 
(_'aj)itol  and  the  payment  of  the  contractor,  which  were  pre- 
sented to  tbe  Governor  in  the  fortmoon  of  the  day  before  tbe 
adjountracnt  and  retained  by  biiii.  neither  of  which  were 
approved  by  bim  or  rutiirni'tl  wJtli  liis  objections,  lie  iifter- 
vrurds  caused  to  be  publishc<l  in  tlionewt^papt-Ts  ai^tatomeat 
of  his  objections  to  the  acts,  which  he  was  pro%'enl*d  by 
want  of  time  from  sending  to  the  Uoufle  of  Representatives, 
where  they  originated. 

One  of  these  acts  extended  the  time  for  the  completion  of 
the  Capitol  until  November  1,  1S42,  and  the  other  directed 
the  Treasurer  to  pay  for  tlic  work  out  of  whatever  moneys 
weru  in  his  bauds  or  should  come  to  his  possession,  of  the 
money  donated  by  Congress  for  the  purposu  of  erecting  Ike 
Capitol  —  except  $3A0 — provided  the  sum  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  should  not  exceed  Sl.T^O. 

The  approval  of  these  two  acts  by  tbe  Governor  would 
[leem  to  have  placed  the  completion  of  the  Capitol  at  an 
early  day  beyond  peradventure,  while  the  failure  of  the 
Governor  to  approve  them  created  great  embarrassment  in 
tliu  consummation  of  that  desirable  result. 

In  a  few  days  after  the  commissioner  —  Mr.  Smith  —  was 
clertfMl,  he  took  possession  uf  the  Capitol  and  made  efforts  to 
induce  iJAXTKit  to  proceed  with  its  completion.  The  dome 
wa5  in  a  sad  condition,  leaking  very  badly,  and  the  rains 
were  seriously  injuring  the  interior  of  the  building.  The 
contractor  was  willing  to  proceed  with  the  work  if  funda 
for  the  purpose  could  be  fumished  him, 

The  commissioner  applied  to  the  Trcusurcr  for  the  itmall 
sum  of  8100  to  repair  tho  d<n-   ■.  but  was  unable  to  obtain  it. 

The  Treasurer  refused  to  conaent  to  pay  any  part  of  the 
funds  in  bin  hands  applicable  to  the  completion  of  the  Capi- 
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tol  without  the  approval  of  the  Oorernor.  The  Governor  re- 
futted  to  give  any  such  approval  except  upon  one  oonditiou, 
whicti  v/(us,  that  lh»  suits  ponding  uguinsC  tJie  commission- 
en*  and  thy  Treasurer  and  his  sureties  altould  be  disamtit^ 
tied. 
The  commissioner  in  his  report  says: 

"Bo  (Uk>  OonrDcir)  adniJItoI  llisl  OnlihlnK  tlM  OlpltOl  and  (Mtllftf  Ite  milM  htd  ntt 
iiac<MU7  ODDTisrllun.  l«l  mU  In-  tlmiuhl  tb*  whol^  autm  titd  better  tMi  HtU*!  tOBcOlBr:

Tho  comiuiasioner  submitted  this  proposition: 

■-Thai  iIm  dohodaoU  (bould  pij  111*  OMa  «( tW  •DIM  ud  ftT«  lIi«MUiit  doUm  la  IWrt- 
torfal  tUbilltiea  In  •ddlUon  to  the  H.ne.n,  la  Iba  mmiy.*' 

The  proposition  was  rejected. 
The  coram is»ioner  said : 

"For  the  Terniorr  la  he  mmptllrd  by  u  aecatliv  iisurp«llOn  Of  bcr  tiMMirr.  io  ataa- 
dCB  B  Juit  rUlm,  iru  whsl  yvur  coipinlmlonw  wiild  ty  BO  lywHUi  neawnt  U,  batWMoC 
UMaploiOD  tluttibeliad  bettor (BahBTCaplialiunk  Id  UtMnUdlaot  IlwVbanhlAfcaCbaa 
MrtMOltU  Hrmm  unJuMKid  bumniUlBf." 

The  only  remaiuinff  resource  of  the  commisstoner  vras  to 
prevail  upon  the  contractor  to  raise  the  means  from  lite  pri- 
vate re-sourcee,  and  finish  the  building  complete  before  ttao 
meeting  of  the  Legislature.  In  this  he  was  in  some  degree 
successful.  The  dome  and  roof  wore  put  in  such  condition 
as  to  prevent  leaking  and  such  other  work  was  done  as 
seemed  indispensable. 

Previous  to  the  April  tcrmof  court  in  Walworth  county, 
the  counsel  for  the  Territory,  at  the  soIicitAtion  of  the  de- 
fendant's counsel,  consented  to  a  continuance  of  the  Terri- 
torial suits,  upon  their  agreement  to  a  peremptory  trial  at 
the  fall  term.  At  the  October  term  the  cases  wore  reached. 
and  after  a  series  of  lengthy  argunioiits,  the  suits  ^:ainst 
Morrison  were  withdrawn  on  account  of  a  defect  in 
Iho  declaration.  In  tho  other  suit  it  was  thought  advis- 
able to  amend  the  declaration  which  involved  the  continu- 
ance of  the  suit.

The  Legislative  Assembly  adopted  a  resolution  approved 
January  21, 1843, 

-  Tlut  ilie  Irfttlnum  c4  ibe  Stale  ot  Hfm  York  t>*  n«UtaCad  U>  iheUlk  afl  toa,  lltiuawl ' 
bytk*  law*  or  canal  rrtutuli-ni  of  UuintnUi  tipno  (Iw  tmwiwrtallon  of  pic  and  bartaaU 
ttifimcll  Um  Kri*  oaaal  os  tU  patga  MstwarO  " 
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The  policy  of  the  United  States  Ooveniment  whicli  had 
been  adopted  m  oarly  ns  1>407  of  tensing  the  loud  minett,  con- 
tinued to  be  enforced  for  moni  than  tun  ycare  after  the  dis- 
covery of  the  leiul  deposits  uf  lliw  Upper  MWissippi.  So 
loit^  as  l\w  title  of  the  entire  duinttin  in  whii^h  tlK^se  mine« 
were  oituated  was  in  the  United  States,  tho  eystwui  worked 
without  much  friction  or  dibsatittfaction.  But  so  soon  as  a 
portion  of  Die  lands  were  sold,  and  lead  mines  were  dis- 
covered upon  the  lantU  of  individuals,  there  aros^e  an  ine- 
quality in  the  condition  of  those  who  were  working  upon 
government  lease  and  paying  rents,  and  those  working  on 
other  lands  who  paid  no  rents. 

This  condition  of  things  resulted  in  a  practical  abandou- 
ment  by  the  (government  in  lS3Jof  the  policy  of  leasing  the 
lead  mines  and  it  was  not  attempted  to  be  revived  until  1^2. 

The  matter  had  always  been  in  charge  of  the  ordnance 
bureau  of  the  war  department,  and  an  officer  of  tlie  regnlar 
army  detailed  to  take  charge  of  the  businesii.  But  in  IS41 
in  some  manner,  a  civilian  named  Joitx  Franigax  had  pro- 
cured himself  appointed  "  Superintendent  of  the  United 
States  Lead  Mines,"  and  opened  an  office  at  Galena.  By  tho 
terms  of  his  appointment  he  was  to  be  entitled  to  ten  per 
cent,  of  alt  such  collections  as  he  might  make,  besides  his 
salary. 

Ho  assumed  that  all  lands  containing  lead  ore  had  been 
reserved  from  sale,  and  the  sale  by  the  government  of  any 
tract  upon  which  known  deposits  existed  at  the  time  uf  the 
sale  was  void,  and  that  all  the  lead  mines,  as  well  those  ui)on. 
lands  which  had  been  purchased  by  individuals  as  upon 
unsold  lands,  were  subject  to  be  leased. 

These  pretensions  and  assumptions  of  this  "Superintend- 
ent" would  he  harmless  if  they  had  not  been  sanctioned  by 
theofficials  from  whom  he  derived  his  pretended  authority. 
But  the  Ordnance  Bureau,  the  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office,  the  Secr<;tary  of  War,  and  even  the  President 
ratified  and  approved  his  acts  in  proposing  to  grant  leases 
of  lead  mines  without  regard  to  the  rights  of  individuals, 
acquire-d  by  their  purchase  from  the  Government, 

This  "-Superintendent"  issued,  and  caused  to  be  generally 
published,  a  "  notice  to  miners,"  that  on  the  IBth  of  Fpliru- 
ary,  1642.  ho  would  be  prepared  at  his  office,  in  Galena,  to 
grant  leases  for  the  lead  mines  of  the  United  States  in  the 
State  of  Illinois  and  Territories  of  Wisconsin  and  Iowa. 
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Od  the  lOth  of  January  Mr.  Stkono  oflTered  a  ro-solution  in 
the  Council,  reciting  tliis  "  notice,"  and  Uiat,  whereas,  there 
was  reason  to  believe  that  the  "  Supcrintetidcnt"  intended  to 
lease  all  lands  containing  lead  min««i,  whothtir  (be  same  had 
been  entered  or  not,    Thurufore  —

Tlio  resolution  was  adopted,  and  Messrs.  Strono,  Viinc- 
YARD.  and  RoCNTKEE  a{>puinted  the  coniniiltcc,  which  pre- 
euutcd  the  mciuorial  in  conformity  with  the  instructions. 
which  was  adopted. 

The  notice  proved  a  great  attraction  to  the  miners  n(  (he 
country  who  wpre  not  owners  of  land,  to  the  floating 
landless  population, and  to  all  affected  with  communistic 
notions;  so  that  in  October  it  was  reported  that  tJie  number 
of  leases  yrantt'd  by  the  —

On  tho  other  hand,  the  permanent,  subt^tantinl  population 
of  the  lead  mines  regarded  the  course  pureued  by  the 
"  Suiierintenduut"  as  u  gross  outrage  ujton  their  rights, 
against  which  they  were  swift  to  enter  their  protest. 

Mr.  YorNCi,  one  of  the  Senators  from  Illinois,  intj-nducod 
a  bill  for  the  survey  of  the  unsold  mineral  lands  into  Um 
acre  lots,  with  the  pre-emption  right  to  occupants  of  them 
to  purchase  such  lots.  The  bill  failed  to  puss  Congress.  But 
at  the  opening  of  tho  next  session  the  message  uf  tho  Presi- 
dent contained  this  recommendation :

Would  that  fidelity  to  the  work  in  hand  admitted  the 
closing  of  this  chapter  of  the  events  of  lH4i,  without  refer- 
ence to  tho  most  painful  tragedy,  growing  out  of  persona) 
conflict,  which  occurred  during  the  existence  of  the  Terri- 
torial government  of  Wisconsin.  But  it  cannot  be.  The  sad 
tale  must  be  told  ;  and  the  truth  presented  n-ganiing  the  ter- 
rible homicide  by  which  in  the  Legislative  Halls  of  the  Ter- 
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mory,  Ciiaui.ks  C.  P.  Arndt,  a  mpinbor  <if  the  Council,  was 
fatally  shot  by  a  fellow  niemlxT,  Jaukh  K.  Vinkyakd. 

The  consideration  of  executive  nominations  to  ofRoe  was 
a  mnttur  which,  in  CAsen  of  contest,  created  a  consideralile 
di'greu  of  feeling.  Jir.  Aknot  was  a  zealous  partiwin,  and 
a  faithful  and  devoted  friend  of  Governor  I>oTV,  and  with  n 
single  exception,  gave  Iii8  vote  to  advi^a  and  consent  to  alt 
of  the  contested  nominations  of  the  Governor.  Party  alle- 
giance^ snt  more  lightly  on  Mr.  A'inevaro.  Sometimes  ho 
voted  for  the  quustiounbte  uuniiuatioiis,  and  sometimes 
o^inst  them,  and  it  was  generally  thought  by  his  follow 
menilji.T8  that  hi*  vottw  were  influenced  more  by  policy  tlum 
principle. 

Hie  personal  relationii  between  Messrs.  Akxdt  and  Vlve- 
TARD  hoil  always  during  their  acquaintance  been  of  the 
most  friendly  character. 

At  an  early  period  of  the  session  the  Governor  sulimitted 
the  nomination  of  Enos  S.  Bakkr  to  be  SheritT  of  Grant 
county. 

On  the  S4th  of  January  the  consideration  of  the  nomina- 
tion was  on  motion  of  Mr.  Vinkvako  postponed  until  iho 
Btb  of  February,  when  it  came  up,  and  after  a  protracted 
discussion  was  rejected. 

On  Monday,  the  Tth  of  February,  Mr.  Uphau  moved  a  re* 
consideration  of  the  vote  of  the  previous  Saturday,  by  which 
the  nomination  was  rejected. 

The  motion  was  for  the  time  laid  on  the  table. 

On  the  1  Ith  of  February  the  Governor  acut  to  the  Council 
tho  following  commuuicution:

The  paper  thus  submitted  was  dated  February  7tU  and 
addressed  to  the  Governor,  the  nineteen  members  who 
signed  ft  being  as  nearly  as  possible  divided  between  the 
political  parties,  and  after  givingthc  reasons  of  the  signers 
at  length,  said  in  cuucluision:

It  is  certain  tliat  aa  tntenHe  feeling  in  rela- 
tion to  the  nomination  pervaded  both  houses  and  extended 
outside  the  Capitol. 

Soon  after  this  communication  from  the  Governor  was 
received  and  on  the  same  day,  Mr.  Akndt  moved  to  lake 
up  the  motion  to  reconsider,  which  motion  was  opposed  by 
Mr.  ViNBY.vRi>.  What  then  occurred  is  best  described  in 
the  teetimony  of  witnesses  upon  the  preliminary  examina> 
tion  of  VisKVAKD  on  the  charge  of  murder.

The  testimony  of  the  othur  witnussus  vtan  substantially 
the  same,  all  a(;reeing  that  the  dcccasud  was  the  assailing 
party,  and  that  Vi.nkyahd  was  defending  himself  against 
tlie  assault. 

He  immodiattily  surrendered  himself  to  tho  sheriff  and 
{vaB  committed  to  jail,  where  his  wife  remained  with  him 
until  he  was  released. 

The  next  day  the  dejith  of  Mr.  Arndt  was  announced  in 
eaeh  house  and  appropriate  resolutions  were  adopted  in 
botl).  The  body  of  the  deceased  was  conveyed  to  his 
friends  at  Qreeii  Hay  at  the  expense  of  the  Legislative  As* 
gembly,  the  members  of  which  accompanied  It  in  a  body 
for  several  miles. 

At  the  next  meeting  uf  the  Council  on  Monday  tho  I4th, 
the  President  staUid  that  hit  had  receivtsl  a  coomiuuication 
ou  the  Hubject  of  which  there  was  doubt  whether  this  body 
hod  any  control.  The  communication  is  signed  by  Jaues 
R.  ViNEYARn,  a  member  of  the  Council  from  the  county  of 
Urant.  (oudcring  his  resignation  of  his  seat  in  this  body, 
and  asked  if  it  was  the  pleasure  of  tlie  Council  to  receive 
for  consideration  the  communication  ? 

Mr.  Stkoxg  rt;quwlcd  iliat  it  be  read.    . 

Mr.  Hkiuham  then  raovod  that  the  communication  be  re< 
turned  to  its  author  without  reading,  which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Brioham  then,  by  leave,  offered  a  preamble  and  reso- 
lution. 

The  preombto  recited  Uie  fatal  shooting  of  Mr.  Arkdt, 
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nnd  that  VrvKVARP  waa  unwortliy  to  be  a  member  of  the 

liewtved.  That  hebo  cxpclIuJ  arid  his  8«at  declared  vacant. 

Mr.  .Strono  suiJ  ho  would  cluvrftilly  vote  fur  thi;  jire- 
aoible,  but  could  not  vote  for  the  rfKolution,  He  Ml  iho 
dce])(.-st,  the  wannest  indignation  at  tho  oulrago  which  bad 
been  |ierpetrat«d  and  would  unite  witJi  any  member  in 
expreflsiuK  tho»e  feelinfcs  in  any  appropriate  manner,  but 
he  could  not  bring  his  mind  to  the  ronrlusion  tliat  th*>  Coun- 
cil had  any  right  to  reject  tiie  resignation.  Ho  considt^rwl 
that  every  member,  so  long  as  he  was  such,  had  tho  control 
of  his  own  i<«at,  and  that  ho  could  n^igo  it  or  not.  at  hU 
pleasure  :  but  us  soon  an  be  did  resign  it,  ihu  Council  had  no 
power  to  reji-ct  the  rraigiiat  ion.  His  connection  with  tho 
bo<ly  had  ceased,  and  they  had  no  further  control  over  it  or 
him,  not  even  the  power  to  ex)>el  him,  for  he  had  no  seat  to 
be  expelled  from. 

The  preamble  was  adopted  unanimonsly  and  the  nwolur 
tion  by  a  vote  of  10  to  1.  all  the  members  present  vothig  in 
the  alTirmativc  except  Mr,  Stroxg,  who  called  for  the  ayes 
and  noes  and  voted  i^ainst  tho  resoluliou. 

About  the  loth  of  March,  Vikevako  was  taken  from  tho 
jailai  Madison  to  Mineral  I'oint,  by  virtue  of  a  writ  of  habeas, 
corptift  itmued  by  Cliief  Justice  DfN'N.  A  long  and  thorough 
oxaiutnation  was  had,  and  all  the  facts  connected  with  the 
tragedy  (uUy  expoiied.  The  State  wan  ably  represented  by 
M.  M,  Jackson,  the  Attorney  General,  and  the  defendani  by 
Col.  A.  P.  Field,  who  was  assisted  by  Mosbs  M.  Htboxg, 
and  after  an  exhaustive  argument,  the  Chief  Justice  took 
the  matter  under  consideration  from  Saturday  until  Monday, 
the  nth  of  March,  when  he  decided  that  Vixf.yard  should 
be  admitted  to  bail  in  the  sum  of  $IU.OO(),  for  his  appcaranc* 
at  the  next  term  of  the  district  court  for  Dane  county.  The 
bail  was  at  once  given  by  several  of  tho  most  responsible 
and  wealthy  citizens  of  Grant  county. 

The  court  met  at  Madison  May  nth,  Hon.  David  Irvik 
presiding.  The  grand  jury  was  about  to  be  itnpanelc 
when  the  counsel  for  Vinkyako  objected  to  Ebbnbzer  Bmc 
HAM  being  sworn  upon  the  jury  for  the  reason  that  he  had 
been  recognized  as  a  witness  in  the  Vineyard  casa  Tha 
objection  wm  sustained  by  the  court  and  Mr.  BniaRAit  ex- 
cluded. The  counsel  for  Vinevaku  then  attempted  to  ex- 
clude lor  cause  others  of  the  panel  from  botog  sworn  as 
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grand  jurors  for  the  reason  that  itiey  bad  expnissed  opioious, 
but  were  not  sutitaiQed  by  the  courts 

Tlie  jury  on  the  13th  May  returned  a  bill  for  manslaughter, 
the  defendant  entered  into  new  bonds,  and  the  cause  was 
adjourned  until  the  next  term. 

The  venue  was  afterwards  changed  to  Green  county  on 
the  affidavit  of  the  defendant  of  prejudice  of  the  people  of 
Dane  county,  and  tn  October,  1813,  he  waa  acquitted  by  vet- 
dict  of  tho  jury. 

The  Legislalive  AfiseinUly,  after  taking  a  recess  from 
D<>cember  27l]i  to  January  Tth,  adjourned  sitie  die  on  the 
19th  of  February,  being  seventy-six  days  from  the  first  to 
the  last  day  of  the  session. 


CHAPTER  XXIV. 

TBBBITOBV  OP  WISCONSIN— 1843. 

There  was  no  subject  iu  relation  tu  which  tho  inhabitants 
of  Wisconsin  in  tho  earlier  years  of  its  Territorial  existence, 
hud  looked  to  Conj^ress  for  aid  with  as  great  anxiety,  as 
they  had  to  the  protection  of  the  infant  commerce  of  Lake 
Michigan.  Not  a  session  of  the  Legislature  had  passed  from 
ISSfl  to  1842  that  a  memorial  was  not  sent  to  Uongress  ask- 
ing appropriations  for  harbors  of  refuge  at  the  more  import* 
ant  ports  on  the  Wisconsin  shore  of  Lake  Michigan.  Those 
memorials  were  sujiplementod  by  numerous  petitions  from 
the  puoplc,  but  until  1813.  nil  efforts  to  obtain  such  appropri- 
ations had  been  unavailing,  except  that  on  the  4th  day  of 
July,  IfiSG,  tho  day  on  whirli  the  act  organizing  the  Terri- 
tory took  effect,  an  act  itiaking  appropriations  for  harbors 
was  approved  which  contained  an  appropriation  of  four 
hundred  dollars

The  same  act  appropriated  twenty  thousand  dollars  for  a 
harbor  at  Michigan  City  and  the  same  sum  for  a  pier  or 
breakwater  at  St.  Joseph,  which  were  tho  only  appropria- 
tions for  Lake  Michigan. 
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Appropriations  were,  also  made  io  18:37  nod  in  183ft,  not 
only  for  Micliigaii  City  and  St.  Jo^cpli, but  also  for  Cbirngo, 
which  were  (iio  only  poinu  on  either  shore  of  Lake  Michi- 
gan for  whicli  any  appropriation  was  made  until  1«43. 

Piiring  th«  years  183'.i,  '40,  '41  and  *42,  thn  policy  of  ibe 
govenirn<.>nt  of  making  appropriutiora  for  the  improvements 
of  rivers  and  harbors  appears  lo  have  been  entirely  sus- 
pendod. 

Such  euspenBions  also  continued  during  the  year  1843  aa 
to  alt  the  rivers  and  harbors  in  the  United  States,  except 
that  an  act

The  same  act  provided  for  the  survey  and  selection  of 
"the  most  suitable  site  for  a  light  house  at  or  near  South- 
port"  (now  Kenosha). 

It  also  contained  an  appropriation  of  twcnty-fivo  thou- 
sand dollars  for  each  of  the  harbors  of  Chicago  and  SU 
Joseph. 

Two  separate  appropriation  bills  for  the  civil  and  dipli>- 
matic  expenseft  of  goverment  were  passed  at  the  seBsion  of 
Congress  for  1842-3,  one  approved  December  S4,  l$fi,  for  tlie 
lialf  calendar  year  ending  June  30,  1843.  The  other  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  :)0.  1844,  approved  March  3, 1843. 

The  fli-st  appropriated  for  compensation  for  tho  Gov- 
ernor, judges  and  secretary  for  the  half  year  and  for  con* 
tingurit  expenses,  the  sum  of  four  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  tweitly-fivc  dullum.  The  other  for  the  same  objects 
for  a  full  flscal  year,  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  four  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars.

The  uther  appropriated  for  the  same  objects  and  for  post* 
ago,  tho  sum  of  seventeen  tliousand  two  hundred  and  ser- 
enty-fivu  dollars  for  tho  full  Sscol  year. 

Another  act  was  passed  at  this  session  of  Congress  con- 
ferring upon  the  people  further  powers  of  i«elf-goverament, 
by  authorizing  the  Legislature— 
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rlftwbrUw  ctfcUooi  or  appolntmuil  of  iiiiarll^  Jud^ool  piubMe.  Jot- 
tttittouaiywanrron.'' 

These  offices  were  under  Uie  organic  act  appoiotable  by 
the  Governor  and  Council. 
The  second  svctioa  of  thiti  act  prescribed^

Such  "terms  of  service"  in  Iowa  were  two  years  for  mom- 
berg  of  the  Council  and  one  year  for  mombors  of  the 
House  of  Beprescutativt'8. 

Another  act  was  passed  ot  this  sussion  of  much  local  im- 
portance, by  which  the  township  of  land  oo  the  east  side  of 
SVinnebago  Lake,  which  was  reserved  for  the  use  of  the 
StockhridRH  tribe  of  Indians,  might  be  partitioned  and 
divided  among  the  different  individuals  composing  said 
tribe,  and  might  be  held  by  them  separately  and  severally 
in  fee  cfimpte. 

The  act  prescribed  particularly  the  mode  of  making  tlie 
partition  by  commissioners  to  be  elected  by  themselves 
under  the  supervision  of  a  United  States  offlcor. 

The  fourth  Legislative  Assembly  convened  at  Madison  on 
the  fifth  day  of  l>ecember,  1842  — the  day  prescribed  by 
law  —  for  the  purpose  of  holding  its  first  session. 

The  members  of  botli  hfiiises  had  been  elected  at  the  pre- 
ceding Suptomber  election  upon  a  new  apportionment,  and 
there  was  an  almost  ct^tire  change  oC  membership  in  both 
Houses. 

In  the  Council  only  three  members  had  been  members  of 
the  preCfiding  Council.  These  were  Messrs.  Maktin  of 
Brown  county,  KovrNTitEK  of  Grant,  and  Strong  of  Iowa. 
Five  others  had  been  members  of  the  House  of  Kepresfinta- 
tives  tho  preceding  year.  These  were  Messrs.  Whitox  of 
Bock,  Babbeb  of  Jefferson,  Ukwky  of  Grant,  La'Chappkl 
of  Crawford,  and  Newland  of  Milwaukee,  the  last  of  whom 
had  represented  Iowa  ceuiity,  w;is  the  speaker  and  on  the 
adjournment  of  the  previous  session  ha^  removed  to  Mil- 
waukee county  where  he  was  elected  to  the  Council.  The 
other  five  members  were  Messes.  IXeatii  and  HrGCNiN  of 
Racine,  Baker  of  Walworth,  Ckockki:  and  Wiutk  of  Mil- 
waukee, neither  of  whom  had  previously  been  members  of 
the  Legislature. 
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All  ilio  incmbors  of  tho  Council  wt-ro  present  on  tlio  first 
(lay  of  tho  susiiioD,  except  Messrs.  Hkatu  and  HuorNiN,  who 
did  not  take  their  seata  until  the  tith  of  March. 

Thu  Council  was  orgapiKed  by  the  election  of  H06ES  M. 
Stkonu,  President;  John  V,  Inokrsoli,,  Secretary;  and 
Chakles  K.  Brown,  Sergeant-at-Arms.

Each  houHo  was  notified  of  the  organization  of  the  otherj 

A  joint  committee  of  two  from  each  house  was  tbea ; 
pointed  to  wait  on  the  Governor  and  inform  him  thatiha^ 
two  houses  were  organized  pro  tempore  and  ready  to  roooive 
any  communication  he  might  have  to  make  to  thorn. 

The  committee  consisted  of  Measrs.  Martin  and  WurroM 
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ontliopart  of  the  Council,  and  Messrs.  "Wai-ker  and  Hop- 
KiKs  un  the  part  of  tlie  House. 

The  joint  committee  submitted  a  report  to  each  house,  on 
the  first  day  of  the  session  —

The  committee  consisted  of  Messrs,  Crocker,  Martin* 
and  La'Chappellb  on  Ihc  part  of  the  Council,  and  Messrs. 
Darung,  Tripp  and  Meekkr  on  the  part  of  the  Houm. 

The  Governor  did  not,  in  his  response  to  the  committee 
t  appointed  to  wait  on  him,  give  any  reasons  why  he  thought 
the  legislative  Aftsembly  had  no  right  to  meet  at  that  lime 
or  why  ho  had  no  com  mimical  ion  to  make  to  theiit  But 
BOon  after  the  report  of  the  joint  committee,  of  which  CoL 
Crocker  was  ctiairmnn,  there  appeared  in  the  newspapers 
a  paper  addressed  to  the  niL-mben;  L-It-tt  of  the  Le({islatlve 
Assembly,  over  the  signature  of  the  Governor,  and  which 
ho  adopted  as  his  own,  in  a  communication  to  tJio  two 
bouses  of  Congrass. 

It  was  said  in  the  newspapers  accompanying  this  paper, 
that  it  was  prepared  by  Gov.  DoTY,  with  the  intention  of 
submitting  it  to  the  mtmbers,  if  they  called  upon  the  execu- 
tive, as  had  been  the  custom  to  administer  to  them  the  oath 
of  office. 

Such  a  custom  had  to  nome  extent  prevailed,  but  not  uni- 
formly, and  the  newly  elected  members,  upon  assembling, 
ascertained  that  the  Governor  was  not  authorized  by  law 
to  administer  oaths,  and  took  the  oath  of  office  before  one  of 
the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court. 
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In  justice  to  the  Governor,  with  reference  to  thi»  itiipor 
aul  subject,  the  paper  is  given  at  length  :

The  report  of  the  joint  committee  of  three  from  each  house 
was  unauiinous,  and  was  signed  by  all  the  six  members  of  the 
committiic.  It  wun  preaented  on  the  8lb  day  of  May  in  the 
Council  by  Col.  Ckockkk,  and  in  the  House  by  l>r.  Dauuno, 
and  is  very  exhaustive  of  the  questions  at  issue  between  the 
Governor  and  the  Legislature,  Us  great  length  precludes 
its  insertion  entire  but  such  extracts  are  given  as  present 
ibe  suhstauce  of  thu  views  of  the  committee. 

In  rofortnce  to  the  inquiry  whether  there  is  any  law  of 
Congress  or  of  this  Territory  which  would  prevent  the  hold- 
ing of  a  session  of  the  Legislature  at  this  time,  the  commit- 
tee say:

The  committee  como  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  expedi- 
ent that  thu  L<.-K'»l>ituro  adjourn  sttie  die,  but  rocommeudod 
the  adoption  of  a  memorial  to  Congress,  asking  the  passage 
of  some  law  that  would  enable  the  Legislature  to  convene 
before  the  firflt  Monday  of  December. 

Resolutions  were  reported  in  conformity  with  the  views 
axpraesed  in  the  report. 

No  serious  differenceof  opinion  existed  in  either  house,  in 
relation  to  any  of  the  vicwg  expressed  by  the  comnitttee, 
except  as  to  whuthur  it  was  expedient  to  adjourn  sine  die.vr 
to  some  deiinite  time  so  remote  as  to  give  Congress  time  to 
act. 

In  the  Council,  n.  motion  was  made  to  amend  the  resolu- 
tion 80  that  the  adjournment  should  be  until  the  tliird  Mon- 
day in  January.  This  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  four  to  seven, 
Messrs.  Barbeb,  Nkwlaxk,  Whitox  and  Strong  voting  in 
the  affirniiitivc;  and  then  the  resolutions  were  adopted 
uiianiraoiisly.

BO  a.*!  to  provide  that  the  adjournment  should  be  until  the 
last  Monday  in  January,  and  the  resolutions  were  then 
unanimously  adopted;  Mr.  Capron,  however,  the  next  day, 
on  leave  changed  his  vote  to  the  negative.

The  Governor  was  not  removed  by  the  President 

On  the  tenth  day  of  December  both  houses  adjii\irued 
until  tho  last  Monday  in  January.  if(43,  at  13  o'cloek  M. 

An  act  "making  appropriiititms  for  the  civil  and  diplomatic 
expen»it<s  of  gyviiniiiicut  fur  the  half  (-al<-ndar  year  ending 
the  thirtieth  day  uf  June,  livi3,"  which  was  pasited  Doccm- 
ber  '24, 1SJ2,  contained  an  appropriation  of  $19^75  for  the  ex- 
pcnsea  of  tho  Legislative  Assembly. 

On  tho  aoth  of  January,  which  was  tho  fourth  Monday, 
the  Govurnor  issued  a  proclamation  for  a  special  session  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly. 

It  recited  that  no  appropriation  bad  been  made  for  a  ees* 
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sion  to  be  hold  on  tho  first  Monday  of  December,  and  that 
on  apjirupnntion  of  910,37$  wm  mado  ou  tho  ^4lh  of  De- 
cember; and  that  it  was  provided  by  law  that  tho  Governor 
might  appoint  special  sesHions  which  should  not  exceed 
tu'eitty  days  and  that  a  majority  of  the  members  had  de- 
clared

On  that  day  a  joint  committee  was  appointed  to  wait  upon 
the  Governor,  and  infomi  him  that  the  two  houses  were  In

o'clock,  A.  M. 

Both  hou84>»  assembled  on  tho  Ctli  of  March,  tliere  beias 
a  full  attendance  of  memlwrs  tu  each. 

There  waa  some  discrepancy  in  the  hour  of  OBsembliDK,  as 
specitied  in  the  resolution  of  adjournment  and  as  prescribed 
by  the  Qovornor's  proclamation.  By  thu  former  the  hour 
was  fixed  at  lOo'clock  A.  M.,  and  by  the  latter  at  12  M. 

The  journal  of  the  C-ouncil  stated  that  it  "met  pursuant  to 
adjournment"  and  that  of  the  House  stated  that  it  "was 
called  to  order  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.  by  the  Speaker." 

A  resolution  was  offered  in  the  House —

Motions  wore  successively  made  to  lie  on  tho  table  until 
after  13  o'clock  M.,  to  adjourn  until  13  o'clock  M.,  to  insert 
after  the  word  "assembled"  thu  words  "pursuont  to  lits 
proclamation,"  and  also  to  insert  the  words  "asain  pursuant 
to  adjournment,"  but  they  were  all  lost^  and  the  resolutfon 
aa  oriKtnally  introduced  was  adopted  and  concurred  in  by 
tho  Council.  The  committee  was  appointed  and  immodi- 
ately  reported  to  the  Council  that  they  had  performed  the 
duty  assigned  them,  and  were  informed  by  his  Excellency 
tliat  he  would  send  a  written  mo««ago  to  each  bouse  at  3 
o'clock,  to  which  hour  both  houses  adjourned. 

The  message  of  the  Governor,  after  opening  with  a  state- 
ment of  his  reasons  for  appointing  a  special^  session  of  the 
Legislature  conlaiaed  a  sentence  the  ambiguity  of  which 
was  thu  occasion  of  severe  censure  in  both  houson. 
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lu  llio  Council,  Mr.  Ckockkr,  the  cliairnian  of  thu  com- 
mittee to  wait  on  the  Governor;  when  the  me»i>age  had  been 
rt-ad,  called  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  a  passage  in  it, 
which  he  said

No  further  notice  was  taken  of  the  matter  iu  the  Council. 

In  the  Hou&e  the  mu»suK*>  was  rufi-rrvd  to  a  select  com- 
mittor of  which  Dr.  Dakljnii  was  chairman,  whoroporlvd 
that  tlio  discrepancy  of  statement  between  the  Governor  and 
the  committee

This  charitable  excuse  for  the  ofTcmsive  poesagu  was  not 
satisfactory  to  a  large  minority  of  the  members  of  the  House, 
and  Mr.  Elmore,  a  member  of  the  committee  to  wait  on  the 
Governor,  offered  a  preamble  which  recited  the  facts,  and 
the  following  resolutions ;

On  motion  of  Mr.  Dari.iso  the  preamble  and  resolutions 
were  indefinitely  postponed  by  a  vote  of  14  to  10. 


The  mcssaire  recommended  the  submission  to  the  people 
of  the  question  of  the  adoption  of  a  State  government,  and 
that  a  law  ettould  be  passed  authorizing  a  vote  to  bo  an- 
nually  taken  upon  the  question. 
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Tho  adjustment  and  payment  of  tho  Torritoriol  debt, 
economy  in  public  expenditures,  redaction  in  the  fees  of  of- 
ficers, expense  of  courta,  and  of  town  and  county  govern- 
ment, reform  in  the'syslem  of  taxation,  and  a  reduction  of 
the  cofit  of  public  printing  were  recommended. 

The  distributive  shnroof  Wisconsin  of  the  not  proceeds  of 
tho  puhHc  luiids  wns  stulcd  to  have  amounted,  June  1,  1*42, 
to  $1,0K^.-1A,  and  the  application  of  it  to  the  repaint  which 
are  required  on  the  Territorial  roads  leading  west  from 
Astor,  Milwaukee,  Racine,  and  Southport  veae  recommended. 

Tht?  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  Wisconsin 
Eivcr  and  the  establishment  of  a  Territorial  road  from 
Prairie  du  Chien,  by  the  milU  on  the  Black  and  Chippewa 
rivers  to  the  Bhorea  of  Lake  Superior,  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Montreal  Kiver,  comprised  the  measures  rcconunondcd  by 
the  mcssatfc,  with  the  concluding  advice —

The  several  parts  of  the  Governor's  message  were  referred 
to  appropriate  committees  in  both  houses;  tlio  customary 
communications  between  tho  two  Louswt  and  the  Governor 
had  lieon  made;  on  tho  nh  inst.,  a  joint  resolution  to 
authorii»?  the  purchase  of  stationery  was  presented  to  the 
Oovemor  for  his  approval,  which  on  the  10th  of  March  in  a 
message  dated  the  nth,  was  returned  to  the  House  with  his 
objections,  which  were  confined  to  its  expediency,  and 
everything  indicated  that  entire  harmony  existed  in  the 
ofiScial  relations  between  the  Governor  and  the  Legia- 
latura 

The  conflicts  as  to  whether  the  session  was  a  "  special "  or 
an  "  adjoumod"  one,  were  dying  away;  a  motion  to  amend 
the  jotimal  of  the  Council  of  the  Cth  of  March  by  striking 
out  the  words  "the  Council  met  pursuant  to  adjournment" 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  wonU  "  the  Council  was 
called  to  order  at  ten  o'clock  A.  M.,by  the  Presideut,"  had 
been  adopted,  and  both  houses  appeared  to  be  in  the  fall 
tide  of  co-operative  legislative  work. 

Put  a  new  movement  of  tho  Governor  within  one  short 
week  of  the  commencement  of  this  session  of  ambiguous 
origin,  was  now  to  destroy  this  harmony  and  again  ronow 
the  contest  between  him  and  the  representativos  of  the 
people. 
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tlio  13th  of  March,  tho  Gov«riior  returned  without  hts 
approval  to  the  Houao  of  Reprt.-sentatives,  ui  which  it  origi- 
uatoc),  a  bill  to  ameud  a  ferry  cimrter.  The  message  did 
not  statd  any  ohjectious  to  the  hill  itself,  but  says:

The  two  houses  continued  during  the  whole  of  that  week 
their  ordinary  work  of  legislation. 

The  following  report  of  the  committee  on  enrollment  pre- 
eontcd  March  17,  by  Mr.  Wuito.v,  the  chairman,  gives  a  cor- 
rect idea  of  the  official  relations  between  the  Governor  and 
the  Legislature.

Aftcir  tlic  pasRagti  of  these  retiolutionR  and  thdr  tmiw- 
missioi)  to  the  Hqlir6,  tlie  Council  took  a  rccc-ss  to  awatt 
the  action  of  the  House. 

The  House  concurred  in  tlie  resolutioDS  by  u  vot«  of  13 
to  11^  and  at  u  o'clock  P.  M.  thu  r«»uU  was  announced  to 
Ihu  Council  by  tlio  President,  who  then  resigned  his  otAco, 
saying—

The  thirty  days  to  which  the  special  session  wafl  IunEt«d 
by  law  would  expire  on  the  35th  of  Murch,  and  it  only  re- 
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mained  to  provirto  for  the  contingency  now  quito  <wrtain  to 
occur,  tliat  tli«  expiration  of  tlio  time  would  Hnd  the  busi- 
ness of  the  session  unfinished. 

For  that  puri'ose  ii  bill  had  been  inlroduci*d  in  the  Coun- 
cil on  the  nth  uf  March  und  parsed  on  the  ICth.  It  passed 
the  House  on  the  20th,  and  was  approved  by  the  Governor 
on  tjio  'i3d. 

The  act  provided  that  the  se&Bion  then  being  held  should 
terminate  on  the  2.Ub  of  March,  and  that  there  should  be  a 
ecesiOD  held  at  the  Capitol  to  commence  on  the  27th  day  of 
March,  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.,  which  should  continue  until  ter- 
minated by  joint  resolution  of  the  Assembly,  at  which  the 
Council  and  House  of  Representatives  might  proceed  to 
complete  the  uiiditished  business  remaining  in  their  respec- 
tive houses  at  the  termination  of  the  session  then  being 
held. 

A  joint  resolution  was  adopted  on  the  33u  March,  that  the 
ion  to  coinmeiioo  on  the  2~th  March,  should  terminato 
or  hfforo  the  Kth  April. 

Both  houses  formally  adjourned  their  sessiona  sine  die  on 
the  25th  March,  and  re-assembled  on  the  ■i7lh.  and  a  resolu- 
tion was  passed  in  each  house,  that  the  organization  of  the 
last  session  stand  for  the  present  se-ssion  and  that  all  the 
officers  then  chosen  lie  continued  for  this  session. 

A  joint  committee  was  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Governor 
who  immediately  sent  to  each  house  a  brief  mc'ssage,  which

The  Governor  said  in  conclusion  —

Jons  V.  iNfJKRSOix  resigned  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the 
Council  and  Joqn  P.  Shbldok  was  appointed  as  his  suc- 
cessor. 


Notwithstanding:  the  embarrassments  which  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  encountered  from  the  caust^^  already 
stated,  quite  a  number  of  laws  were  passed,  which  wern 
regarded  by  the  members  as  of  imporlanco  to  the  Terri- 
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tory.  Many  of  thcso  were  paswiil  by  two  thir<]R  of  each 
bouse,  after  haviug  bccD  rutunicd  by  iho  Quvoruor  wiUiout 
his  approval. 

It  had  biiin  found  that  tim  tiino  allowed  by  luw  (one 
Wijok)  for  holdio};  court  in  WalworUi  county,  wliuiy  tho 
Territorial  Buils  were  pending,  was  not  long  enough  to  admit 
of  the  trial  of  those  caaes,  and  the  time  was  extended  at 
this  session  to  three  weeks. 

An  act  was  aJso  passed  over  the  Governor's  veto  to  provide 
for  thu  L-lcction  by  joint  ballot  of  the  Council  and  House  of 
Reprosuntatives,  of  an  agent  of  ttie  Legislative  Assembly  to 
bo  styled  "Superintendent  of  Territorial  Property."  Tho 
act  provided  that  all  tho  duties  which  devolved  by  law 
upon  the  commissioner  of  public  buildings  and  those  which 
devolved  by  law  upon  tho  librarian,  should  devolve  upon 
and  be  performed  by  the  tiui)erinlendeiit  of  Territorial 
Property.  John  Y.  Smith  was  elected  superintendent  under 
Uils  law. 

It  was  by  the  act  made  the  dutjr  of  this  new  officer 
to  bring  to  as  speedy  a  termination  as  possible  tho  several 
suits  ponding  in  favor  of  the  Territory  in  the  county  of 
Walworth,  and  ho  was  vested  with  full  power  and  authority 
to  compromise,  settle,  and  di»cliurge  suid  suits. 

The  board  of  commissioners  of  Dane  county  submitted  to 
tho  Legislative  As-scnibly  a  proposition  to  put  a  new  roof 
upon  the  Capitol  in  cousideratiou  of  being  permitted  to  use 
suitable  rooms  in  it  as  offices  for  county  purposes;  whero- 
upon  an  act  was  passed  authorizing  the  superinio  ndent  to 
contract  with  the  county  to  thai  effect. 

Under  these  laws  the  principal  duties  devolved  upon  the 
"superintendent"  as  successor  of  the  commissioner  were 
such  as  related  to  the  Territorial  suits  and  the  care  of  the 
Capito). 

In  relation  to  tlie  Capitol,  Baxtrr  claimed  that  he  hod 
completed  his  contract  and  that  a  large  amount  was  due  to 
him  for  extra  work,  which  tho  Superintendent  was  not  au- 
thorized to  adjust,  much  lei^  to  pay.  and  which  could  only 
be  settled  by  the  Legislature,  and  which  they  were  onuually 
called  upon  to  investigate  for  a  series  of  years. 

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  act  a 
contract  was  made  with  the  commissioners  of  Dane  oountjr, 
for  new  sliiugling  the  roof  of  the  Capitol  and  covering  the 
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kips  of  the  main  roof  with  sheet  lead,  in  cousidcration  of 
'''which  tho  iiiiio  of  suitable  rooms  hi  the  Capital  as  offices  for 
county  purposes  was  grunted  to  the  county. 

Tlie  count.f  ofRcers  uIko  by  the  authority  of  the  Superin- 
tendent (lid  additional  work  to  thu  amount  of  t48^  in  r&tin- 
nin^  tho  dumo  and  finishing  thti  back  piazza,  with  the  under- 
stan'ling  that  tho  Lcgislaturo  would  bo  at  perfect  liberty  to 
pay  the  expense  or  not. 

In  relation  to  the  Territorial  trnits  the  report  of  the  super- 
intendent makes  the  following  statements:

Baxter  presented  his  claim  against  the  Territory,  and  tlio 
whole  Bul>ject,  together  with  that  of  the  bonds  issued,  for 
the  completion  of  the  Capitol,  waa  referred  to  a  joint  cora- 
mittoe,  who  submitted  the  following  propositions  for  coo- 
sidcration :

The  resolution  was  laid  on  the  table  and  not  called  up 
diirinff  the  remaining  two  days  of  the  susi^ion. 

The  librarian  appointed  by  the  Governor  was  his  broth- 
er-in-law, Mr.  Barix)W  Shackki.ford,  who  seems  to  have  be- 
come involved  in  a  conflict  with  tbe  Legislature. 

HLs  prod<^^iTos«or,  Mr.  Luu.,  contracted  with  Messrs,  J.  &  L. 
"Ward  for  the  stationery  for  tlie  use  of  the  Legislature  for 
the  year  1^1'^-:).  an  it  was  his  duty  by  law  to  do.  and  it  ap- 
pears to  have  come  to  the  possession  of  Mr.  Suackklkokii 
before  the  flrst  of  February,  1S4.1.  The  law  made  it  the  duty 
of  IKo  librarian  to  deliver  the  stationery  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Council  and  Clerk  of  tbe  House.  But  on  that  day  in 
reply  to  u  request  from  the  Clerk  for  the  delivery  of  the 
stationery  for  tbe  use  of  the  House,  the  librarian  replied 
that  he  had  just  received  word  from  Mr.  Ward  not  to  de- 
liver the  stationery  until  the  commencement  of  a  lethal 
session  of  tbe  Legislature,  and  tluit  none  could  be  delivered 
at  present. 

The  Olork  reported  the  facts  to  the  House  which  appointed 
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a  committee  to  examine  the  library  and  ascertain  tlie  facts 
in  relation  to  the  stationery. 

The  committee  on  the  second  of  February  addrenitod  a 
letter  to  the  librarian  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  r(«olntiou,  and 
ini]uirin)£  wlien  it  would  be  convenient  for  him  that  they 
should  proceed  to  examine  tlie  library  and  to  answer  llie 
inquiries  made  by  the  resolution.

Many  complaints  of  the  unfairness  of  his  reports  had  from 
time  to  time  been  made,  and  on  that  day  l>r.  Daruso  of- 
fered a  preamble  which  recited  specific  instances  of  false  re- 
ports and  suppressions,  as  well  as  slanders  and  libels  of  a 
memb«rof  the  House  and  a  resolution 

"Dun   tha  rrpxtler  iibiI  nIKor  t/t  (he  H'lKunim   Kni/virrr  bn  rxprll^il  fri'iii  nU 

WllblBIJlV  huot  IhllllilUM." 

The  preamble  and  re.so!utions  were  adopted  iu  a  full 
Houtte  by  a  vote  of  'H  to  'i,  Messrs.  Capron  and  Palueb 
aloue  voting  against  them. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Governor  that  provision  bo 
made  by  law  for  a  vote  of  the  people  on  the  question  of  th© 
formation  of  State  government  did  not  meet  with  a  favor- 
able response  by  the  Legislative  Assembly .  In  the  Council 
no  notic*  was  taken  of  it  except  to  refer  it  to  a  coniinilUM}, 
which  ma<le  no  report,  and  in  the  House  a  joint  resolution 
was  introduced,  which,  after  being  amended,  was  indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

The  Governor  however  on  the  23rd  of  August,  issued  hia 
proclamation,  reciting  that  as  no  provision  bad  been  made 
by  law  for  such  vote —

Thjg  proclamation  of  Uio  Governor  elicited  lusit  interwit 
than  that  of  tlio  previous  year.  Only  (ivu  of  tJi»  euuiitks 
which  then  made  retuniK  made  auy  this  year,  while  fivo 
othere  ntado  rclunis  this  year  which  ntade  none  the  pre- 
codint;  year.  The  total  vole  was  only  1,81?,  although  the 
total  vote  of  the  I'erritory  for  deletfate  was  over  eight 
thousand. 

The  following  table  shows  the  vote  as  returned — 
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Thj.s  inhannoninns  scmIod  of  the  Legislature  calletl  out 
from  the  Governor  ten  vetoesof  it»acts  and  joint  rcMthitiont*; 
being  more  thaii  one  sixth  of  the  whole  number  passed,  of 
which  all  but  two  were  ou  ro-cousideration  iKissed  by  two 
thirds  of  each  house. 

Of  these  vetoed  measures,  incidental  mention  has  already 
been  made  of  the  joint  reBolution  authorizing  the  purchase 
of  stationery;  of  the  bill  to  ameml  a  fprry  charter,  the  vote 
on  the  reconsideration  of  which  was  1"  lo  a  in  the  Council 
and  IJi  to  C  in  the  House,  and  of  tlie  bill  to  elect  a  supehn- 
teodeat  of  territorial  property,  wliicli  on  re-consideration 
received  the  votes  of  every  member  of  the  Council  (13) 
while  in  the  House  the  vote  was  ^4  to  'i. 

The  other  seven  of  these  measures  with  the  vote  in  each 
House  on  re-consideration  were  as  follow^: 
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"  An  act  to  abolish  c<>rtam  ofiSees  therein  namod."  (Lawn 
of  1813,  p.  2S)  —  vote  in  Council  10  to  2;  in  tloiuw  17  to  S. 

"  An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'an  act  to  change  the 
timo  of  holding;  court»  in  certain  counties  in  the  second 
judicial  district"  (Lawn  of  JSI-'!,  p.  73) — vote  in  Council  H 
to  0;  in  the  House  25  to  o. 

"An  act  concerning  removals  from  ofHce."  (Laws  of  1 843, 
p.  78.)    Vote  in  Council,  0  to  1;  in  House,  »4  to  1. 

"An  act  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  exponges  of  the 
Logielativc  Assembly."  (Laws of  1843, p.  <C.)  Vote  in  Coun- 
cil. J"  to  1;  iu  House,  90  to  5. 

"  Joint  r<.-«olution&  relative  to  the  distributive  share  of 
Wisconsin  in  Ihe  net  proceeds  of  the  publii^  hinds,"  (Laws 
of  1^3,  p.  84).    Vote  in  Council,  8  to  3;  in  Uouae,  21  to  4. 

The  two  measures  that  did  not  pass  over  the  vetoes,  and 
the  votes  thereon,  were: 

"Au  act  to  provideforthe  election  of  a  Territorial  printer." 
The  vote  in  the  Council  was  7  to  5,  which,  not  being  two 
thirds,  it  was  not  sent  to  the  House. 

And  "  an  act  to  amend  an  act  to  prevent  trw!pa»s  and 
otliur  injuries  being  done  to  the  pusse^iKions  of  settlers  on 
public  lands,  and  to  define  the  right  of  pos^esuion  on  said 
lands.  ap|irtivi-d  Jimuary  4,  181*^."  The  vote  in  the  Council 
was  uuunimoui^  in  favor  of  the  passage  on  reconsideration, 
but  in  the  House  the  vote  was  15  to  10  — not  two  thirds. 

In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Council,  the  Gov- 
enior,  on  the  30th  of  March,  sent  to  the  Council  a  copy  of 
the  estimate  submitted  by  him  September  25,1813,  to  the 
Reffister  of  tiie  United  States  Treasury,  of  appropriations 
for  the  support  of  the  government  of  Wisconsin  for  the 
Ualf  yearending  June  30.  IhM,  an<l  for  the  year  ending  Juno 
30,  1844,  which  were  referred  to  the  committeeon  Territorial 
affairs. 

The  next  day  Mr.  Ckocker,  clmirinau  of  the  committee 
on  Territorial  affairs,  submitted  the  rvport  of  that  commit- 
tee, which  exposed  some  grave  errors  iu  the  estimates  of  the 
Governor.  The  estimates  were  in  tabular  form,  and  were 
rept^ated  spjiarately  for  each  of  the  two  periods.  They  each 
contained  the  following:

Tfie  estimates  of  tbe  (jovernor  were  the  guide  o(  Con- 
gress in  the  two  appropriations  of  December  2i,  184*2,  and 
3furch  3,  ISIS,  and  the  appropriations  correspond  literally 
with  the  estimates. 

There  are  other  items  in  which  the  committee  think  the 
estimates  are  too  low,  which  may  result  from  error  in  judg- 
ment, but  in  M^ftTL-iico  to  tbu  items  for  mileage  and  pay  of 
members,  ihey  say  —

The  annual  report  of  the  Territorial  Treasurer  (Jaxss 
Mokbison)  was  laid  before  the  House  of  Representatives  on 
the  iBt  day  of  April,  1S43. 

It  showed  disbursements  during^  a  period  extending  from 
SeptemlKT  18, 1841,  to  Uarch  7,  1843,  aniniinting  in  the  ag- 
gregate to  |5,S06.r5,  Iho  means  to  pay  whicli  had  bct-n  the 
Territorial  revenue  from  the  several  counties.

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The  eystom  of  levying  and  collecting  Tt-rritorial  reve- 
nue was  riulicjilly  chaugLil  by  the  Lt-ijislaiurt'  ni  this  ses- 
Bion,  hy  providing  thai  there  shuuld  bt-  aiiuually  levied  in 
each  county  a  Territorial  tax  of  such  per  cent.on  the  assess- 
ment roll  as  the  Legislative  AftHenibly  ohall  have  prescribed 
at  its  next  preceding  annual  8e>4»ioii. 

The  rate  prescribed  for  the  year  1843,  was  thr<»e  eighta  of 
a  mill  on  the  dollar  in  Milwaukee,  Hacine,  Jefferson  and 
Crawford  counties,  and  five  eights  of  a  mill  on  the  dollar  in 
all  the  other  counties. 

Tlio  President  of  the  Council,  on  the  8th  of  March,  called 
Mr.  Kewland  to  the  chair,  and  from  the  floor  ofTi-rod  cer- 
tain joint  ru»olutionii  rt'Iutive  to  the  uurlhwetitem  boundary 
of  the  Territory, 

The  resolutions  declared  that  the  treaty  commonly  called 
the  "Ashburton  treaty,"  concluded  at  Washington,  August 
9th,  lS-13,  between  Danibl  Weiwtkk  and  Lord  Ashiii:htos, 
by  the  boundary  therein  defined  from  Lake  Sujierior  to  the 
Lake  of  the  Woods,  by  the  way  of  Pigeon  river,  surrenders 
to  the  British  government  without  the  slighest  equivalent, 
the  extensive  tract  of  country  lying  between  that  bi>undary 
and  the  water  communication  from  Lake  Superior  to  Kainy 
Lake,  by  way  of  the  Kamaniutiquia  River  and  the  Long 
Lake;  which  wus  clearly  within  thu  limits  of  the  United 
States  as  defined  by  the  treaty  of  17sa,  and  within  the  limits 
of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin. 

The  resolutions  specitied  other  violations  of  the  rights  of 
the  people  of  Wisconsin  by  the  treaty,  and  requestod  the 
government  of  the  United  States  by  treaty  with  Great 
Britain  or  otherwise  to  restore  the  boundary  defined  by  the 
treaty  of  Kt*;}. 

The  temporary  occupant  of  the  chair  decided  that  the 
President  had  no  right  to  otTer  resolutions  as  a  member,  and 
that  the  resolutions  were  not  in  order. 

From  this  decision  Mr.  Strong  appealed,  claiming  Uiat  his 
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election  to  the  Presidency  had  not  deprived  him  of  any  of 
his  rigl)t»  as  a  member. 

The  ducision  of  tlie  chair  was  overruled  and  the  resolu- 
tions wore  roccived,  Thi-y  wore  considered  at  a  subfiequent 
day,  and  IndeGnitcly  postponed. 

One  bill  panting  a  divorce  pasned  the  House  withuut  a 
division,  but  in  the  Council  it  was  refused  a  third  reading; 
by  a  vote  of  4  to  8, 

One  bill  was  passed  to  change  a  person's  name  from 
Hen'iit  Saundkks  Bkown  to  Henhv  Brown  SAltNDiut& 

The  tiuestioii  of  th«  division  of  Orant  and  Iowa  counties, 
and  the  creation  of  a  nciw  county,  of  which  PlalU-villw 
should  be  the  county  seat,  was  oue  that  excited  much  inter- 
est in  the  localities  immediately  affected  by  iL 

Numerous  petitions  were  present<»d  which  were  n>f«rred 
to  the  committee  on  corporations,  which  reported  that  there 
was  a  remonstrance  of  l,3!>s  names  against  any  division  of 
said  enmities,  and  that  the  petitinns  in  favor  of  the  division 
contained  1,1 47  names,  leaving  a  majority  of  ^-'il  against  any 
division,  and  a  majority  of  the  committee  reported  a  r«solu- 
tiiin  that  the  prayer  of  the  petition  be  not  granted  and  tho 
eonnnittue  be  di»churged. 

The  minority  of  the  comndtteo  submitted  a  report,  in 
which  they  concurred  with  the  majority  as  to  the  division 
of  lowu  county,  but  introduced  a  bill  fur  the  division  of 
Grant  county,  which  provided  that  the  people  should  ap- 
piYtve  or  disapprove  of  the  same  at  the  ballot  box. 

This  bill  was  indefinitely  postponed  by  a  vote  of  10  to  9. 

Mr.  Pi-ATT  (of  Platteville)  then  offered  a  resolution  that 
the  voters  of  Orant  county,  at  the  next  general  election,  bo 
authorized  to  voto  for  or  against  a  division  of  said  county 
from  north  to  isoutlt  But  the  House  refused  to  paw  the  res- 
olution by  a  vole  of  Jl  to  14. 

By  "  an  act  relative  to  Dodgo  county"  {laws  of  1S43,  p.  54) 
an  election  of  a  jui^ije  of  probate  was  provided  for.  Ths 
voters  were  also  authorissed  to  determine  by  ballot  the  placo 
at  which  the  county  commissioners  should  hold  their  ses- 
Bions,  and  thereafter  the  iwssions  of  tlie  county  board  should 
bo  held  at  tho  place  bo  determined  upon. 

The  fourth  section  of  the  act  of  January  9,1840,  which 
authorized  the  holding  of  courts  in  the  county  of  St.  Croix 
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was  repealed,  and  the  county  was  attachett  to  the  county  of 
Crawford. 


A  number  of  laws  were  passed  creating  and  clian^ng 
the  boundaries  of  towns. 

These  arc  stnted  as  a  matter  of  historical  interest  to  the 
different  loealitie«. 

In  Walworth  county  the  original  town  of  Troy  embraced 
town  4,  ranges  1"  and  18,  It  was  divided,  the, west  half  bo- 
iug  called  Meuoham  and  the  east  half  retaining  the  name 
of  Troy.  At  the  same  se^on,  in  lean  than  three  weeks, 
Buch  was  the  diitaatiAfactioit  that  another  law  was  passed 
giving  to  Meacham  the  naino  of  Troy,  and  to  Troy  that  of 
East  Troy.  The  towns  of  La'Fayette  La'Urangc  and 
Sharon  in  the  same  county  were  created. 

In  Milwaukee  county  tlio  towns  of  Kcmahbin  and  Ottawa 
were  organized. 

In  Rock  county  thetownsof  Johnstown  and  Fulton  were  or- 
ganized; the  Qortli  half  of  toKm  three,  range  eleven,  was  an- 
nexed to  Union;  fractional  .■^eetionsoneand  twolyingnorth 
and  west  of  Rock  River  in  town  two,  range  twelve,  were  at- 
tached to  the  town  of  Kock;  five  sections  in  the  town  of 
Bclott  were  attached  to  the  town  of  Clinton,  and  that  part 
of  town  thruf,  range  twelve,  west  of  Rock  River  was  an- 
nexed to  the  town  of  Janesville. 

In  Jefferson  county  the  town  of  Oakland  was  detached 
from  the  town  of  Jefferson  and  orgonized  separately,  and 
the  north  half  of  town  B,  and  the  two  southern  tiers  of  sec- 
tions in  town  7,  ranges  15  and  16,  wereannexed  to  the  town 
of  Jefferson. 

The  county  of  Calumet  was  incorporated  into  one  town 
with  the  name  of  Manchester. 

The  county  of  Marquette  wo8  created  into  a  town  with 
the  name  of  Marquette. 

The  county  of  Winnebago  was  formed  into  one  town,  the 
name  of  which  was  changed  from  Butte  des  Morts  to  Win- 
nebago. 

In  Brown  county  the  boundaries  of  the  towns  of  Depere, 
Green  Bay  and  Kuukaulin  were  defined  and  prescribed. 

In  Kacine  county  the  town  of  Pike  was  organized  out  of 
town  3,  range  22,  into  a  separate  town;  that  part  of  the 
town  of  Pleasant  Prairie  comprised  in  fractional  town  1, 
range  23  oast,  was  annexed  to  tho  town  of  tiouthport;  sec- 
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UoD  31,  town  3,  rang^e  23,  was  set  off  from  the  town  of  Paris 
and  annexed  to  the  town  of  Mount  Pleasant;  and  Int  5,  in 
section  &,  town  3,  range  33,  was  excluded  from  the  village  of 
Kacino. 

Act»  wcro  passed  authorizing  the  laying  out  and  eetab- 
Ushiug  eighteen  different  Territorial  roads  to  and  from  the 
several  points  named  in  such  acts. 

Act«  were  -passed  aulhonziug  the  construction  of  dnms 
on  navigable  rivers  as  follows: 

On  the  Fox  River  in  the  county  of  Hacine,  on  sections  3 
and  11.  town  3,  range  19,  in  the  town  of  Roche-Jit^r;  and  in 
section  32,  Rame  town  and  range,  in  the  town  of  liurlington. 

On  Rock  Kiver  in  section  36,  town  3,  range  12,  in  town  of 
Janesville,  and  on  section  2]  or  16  in  town  4,  range  12,  in 
the  town  of  Fulton. 

On  the  Milwaukee  River,  in  section  23,  town  9,  range  SI 
east,  in  Washinglon  county. 

Also,  amendments  of  laws  heretofore  passed,  authorizing 
dams  on  the  Manitowoc  and  Menomoneo  rivers. 

The  trustees  of  the  village  of  Racine  were  empowered  to 
levy  and  collect  a  special  tax  not  exceeding  five  thousand 
dollars  annually,  for  three  years,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing a  harbor  at  the  mouth  of  Root  River. 

Congress  having  authorized  tho  Legislature  to  provide 
by  taw  that  the  ofRces  of  sheriffs,  judges  of  probate,  and 
justices  nf  the  i>eace  might  be  made  elective  by  Uie  people, 
an  act  was  passed  that  there  should  be  a  general  special 
election  on  Monday,  the  first  day  of  May,  1843,  for  the  elec* 
tion  of  those  o£Bcers. 

An  act  was  passed  to  incorporate  tho  PrairiovUle  Manu- 
facturing Company,  for  tho  purpose  of  manufacturing  Hour 
and  other  commodities  for  market. 

The  act  passed  in  1839  to  incorporate  "The  State  Bank  of 
Wisconsin"  was  repealed. 

Afl  showing  the  feeling  of  opposition  to  agitation  of  the 
question  of  slavery,  which  then  existed,  mention  is  made  of 
the  fact  that  a  resolution  granting  the  use  of  the  Council 
Chamber  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Matthkws  to  deliver  an  onli- 
elavery  addrws,  rect-ived  bin  three  voie-  (Mwtsrs.  Bakeb, 
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Cropkkr.  ami  IlrofxiN),  wliile  tliw  other  ten  niembere 
all  voted  against  it,  A  like  resolution,  granting  tht?  R*pro- 
setitalivos'  Hall  for  the  same  purpose,  was  thy  next  day  de- 
feated in  the  House  by  a  vote  of  7  to  lf<. 

The  receivers  of  the  Bank  of  Minc-ral  Point,  appointed  in 
1841,  submitted  their  report  to  tho  court  in  January,  IB43, 
which  showed  that  nearly  all  thuussets,  conaiBling  of  liabil- 
ities of  foreijitii  debtors,  in  Suini  Louis,  New  York,  and  Bos- 
ton, had  been  absorbed  by  attaching  creditors;  and  that 
tliero  was  Uttic  or  nothing  left  for  the  less  fortunate 
creditors. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1843,  the  village  of  Platte- 
ville,  was  visited  with  that  terrible  scourge,  the  small  po.\', 
in  its  most  virulent  form.  Quiteu  uumber  of  its  most  prom- 
inent citizens,  in  the  full  vigor  of  matured  manhood,  were 
victims  of  the  terrible  disease,  and  in  numerous  instances 
with  fatal  result«.  The  whole  number  of  cases  was  I5d,  of 
which  nine  proved  fatal. 


Hon.  Stevens  T.  Mason,  the  last  Governor  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  J[ichigaii,  while  Wisconsin  was  under  its  juris- 
diction, and  tlio  first  Governor  of  the  Stat«  of  Michigan, 
and  whose  name  is  inseparably  connected  with  titles  to  lots 
in  the  city  of  Madison,  died  in  the  city  of  New  York  on  the 
4th  of  January,  18-t:i,  of  suppressed  scarlet  fever,  after  a 
sickness  of  four  days. 

The  election  for  Delegate  in  Congre«s  in  1843,  was  con- 
ducted on  party  grounds,  Ko  far  as  nominations  by  party 
conventions  could  make  it  polilicaL 

The  Democratic  convention  assembled  at  Madison  on  the 
liith  of  July,  and  placed  in  nomination  General  He.vkt 
DoDGK,  with  entire  unanimity.  Makshali,  M.  Stbong,  pre- 
sided. 

The  Whig  convention  a!»flflmbled  at  Madison  on  tlie  25th 
of  July,  and  i-esulted  in  27  votes  for  Georoe  W.  Hickcox 
and  17  votes  for  William  S.  Hamilton  — Col.  Hamilton 
withdrew  his  name,  and  Obn.  Hickcox  was  nominated 
without  opposition. 

The  canvass  was  animated  and  resulted  in  4,685  votes  for 
General  DomiE  and  3,ISi  for  General  HtCKCOX. 
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The  following  is  the  official  canvasB  in  detail  by  counties:

CHAPTER  XXV. 

TKRBiTORT  OF  WiaCONBIN — 1844. 

The  legislation  of  the  paternal  government  at  the  first  ses- 
sion of  the  twenty-eighth  Congress,  between  Dccomher,  1843, 
and  June,  ISH,  resulted  in  greater  good  to  the  Territory,  than 
that  of  any  former  session,  or  of  all  tho  three  next  preced- 
ing it 

An  appropriation  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  was  made 
"for  cootiouiug  the  works  ut  the  harborat  Milwaukee,  Wis- 
couBtn"  which  had  hct-n  commenced  under  an  apiirtiiination 
made  at  the  preceding  session.  This  appropriation  was 
placed  in  the  general  rirer  and  harbor  bill,  which  at»ocia- 
tion  (tecured  for  it  in  the  future  its  proper  share  of  the  foB- 
tering  rare  of  the  government,  which  might  be  betitowed 
upon  oilier  works  of  a  like  character. 

Two  separate  and  special  act«  were  also  pasfied,  each  hav* 
Ing  a  BJiigle  object.  One  appropriated  twelve  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  "for  the  construction  of  a  harborat  the 
town  of  Southport"  and  the  other  appropriated  a  like  sum 
"to  ai<l  in  tJie  completion  of  a  harbor  already  commenced  by 
the  citizens  of  Racine  at  the  moutli  of  Root  river." 

The  annual  appropriation  "for  compensation  and  mileage 
of  the  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  pay  of  their 
clerk,  librarian  and  superintendent  of  public  buildings,  print- 
ing, stationery,  fuel,  lights,  arrearages  of  previous  sessiona 
ami  all  other  incidental  and  miscellaneous  objects"  wa^only 
sevenr«en  thoumind  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  that  be- 
jng  the  amount  of  the  estimate  funiished  by  the  Governor. 
TliU  was  for  the  tiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  184fi,  and  wag 
in  the  general  civil  and  diplomatic  appropriation  bill. 

Another  act  was  parsed  of  great  importance  to  the  town 
of  Potosi.  and  to  the  improvement  of  the  approaches  to  the 
banks  of  the  Mississippi  River,  near  that  place. 

Section  34,  town  3,  range  3  we-st,  containing  640  acres  of 
valuable  land,  was  one  of  the  numerous  tracts  which  had 
been  reserved  from  sale  by  the  Government  in  couMiquence 
of  its  supposed  mineral  character.  Ntmncrous  setUements 
had  been  made  upon  it,  and  a  targe  portion  of  it,  probably 
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tho  whole,  was  "claimed"  by  "8C|uatters,"  Bome  clnUnin;; 
only  atimall  lot  for  a  residence,  and  others,  several  acres, 
and  a  large  part  of  the  town  of  Potosi  was  Ituill  upon  iL 

An  act  was  passed,  in  conformity  with  a  memorial  of  the 
Legifllative  Assembly,  granting  this  section  to  the  Territory 
"  for  the  purpose  of  improving  Grant  River,  known  us  the 
Grant  Slue  at  Uic  town  of  Poto«i."  Itproviilud  that  tho  land 
should  ho  surveyed  and  divided  into  lotti  and  bo  sold  uud 
disposed  of  in  such  manner,  uud  under  such  regulutiuBS  and 
restrictions  as  the  Lcgiylalure  should  uslahlishi  provided, 
that  pre-emption  rights  should  bo  granted  to  actual  settlers 
and  occupants. 

This  act  was  approved  June  15,  Itill,  and  practical  effect 
could  not  be  given  to  it  until  the  Legislative  Assembly,  at 
its  next  session,  should  establish  Uie  necessary  "  regulations 
and  restrictions." 

Another  act  was  passed  by  Congress  at  the  same  time 
which  provided  "  that  it  should  be  competent  to  the  Legis- 
latures of  the  several  Territories  to  re-adjust  and  apporUon 
the  represtentation  in  the  two  branches  of  their  rc«poctive 
bodies,  in  such  manner  from  time  to  time  as  may  seem  to 
them  just  and  proper.  And  that  justices  of  the  peace  and 
all  general  olTicers  of  the  militia,  in  t)tu  several  Territories, 
shall  bu  elected  by  tho  (>eoplo  in  such  manner  as  the  respeo 
tivu  legislatures  thereof  may  provide." 

Tho  second  session  of  the  fourth  r.>>gislative  Assembly 
convened  at  Madison  on  tlie  4th  of  ]>ecembor,  1843. 

There  were  two  changes  in  the  membership  of  tho  Coun- 
cil nn<l  three  in  the  House  of  Representatives.  Messrs. 
Hbatii  and  HcGUNix.of  Racino  county,  had  resigned  their 
BeatKiu  tho  CouDcil,andUAitsRAU.M.  Strong  and  MtcUABii 
Frank  were  elected  as  their  successors. 

In  the  House.  Col,  Hamilton,  of  Iowa  county,  resigned, 
and  Geukgk  MtiiJiiiJKRsUTii  was  elected  to  succeed  him. 
Messrs.  Jcdson  and  Van  VuETiOf  Racine  county,  resigned, 
and  Levi  Ora>t  and  Ezra  Birchaud  wereelected  to  Gil  the 
vacancies. 

In  the  Council  all  the  members  were  present  on  the  first 
day  except  Dr.  Barber  of  Jefferson  who  appeared  on  tho 
fourth.  In  tho  House  there  was  a  full  att^-ndimco  at  the 
opening  of    the  session  except  tlukt  Mr.  Hicbls  of  Grant 
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county  did  not  tako  his  seat  until  the  lUhof  December.and 
Mr.  Long  of  Iowa  until  tho  5th  of  January, 

In  the  Council, after  a  temporary  organization.  MARSUAi,t. 
M.  Stronxi  of  Racine  was  elected  President,  Brx  C.  East- 
man of  Grant,  Secretary,  aud  Geo.  C.  S.  Vail  of  Milwaukee, 
Sergeant-atrArins. 

In  the  House  George  H.  Walker  of  Milwaukee  wna  ap* 
pointed  Speaker  pi-o  (em.  on  its  assembling,  and  on  the  sec- 
ond day  was  elected  permanont  Speaker.  JohnCatllv  was 
re-eloclcd  Clerk,  and  Johk  W.  Tkowbridqe  of  Racine  was 
elected  S«rKeant'at-Anns. 

KiCMAKD  V.  CAi>i.ic,who  for  several  yearn  had  been  a  mis- 
sionary of  the  Episcopal  clmrch  at  Oreen  Bay,  was  elected 
Chaplain  of  the  Council,  and  Jk-ssk  I*  Bennett  was  elected 
Chaplain  of  the  Housa 

On  the  3r>lh  of  January.  Mr.  La'Chappkixe  of  Crawford 
county  resigned  his  scat  as  a  member  of  tlie  Council. 

Hon.  Lewis  F.  Ltna,  senator  in  Congress  from  Missouri, 
from  I8S3  until  his  death  in  1S13,  had  taken  a  li%-ety  and  ef- 
fective iutere.it  in  every  measure  designed  to  promote  the 
intereeta  of  Wisconsin. 

On  the  morning  of  the  first  day  of  the  session,  and  before 
tho  delivery  of  tho  Governor's  message,  the  following  reso- 
lutions wero  adopted  by  the  Council:

The  Council  then  adjourned. 

The  resolutions  were  on  tlie  same  day  adopted  by  tho 
House  of  Representatives,  which  then  immediately  ad- 
journed. 

Tho  Governor's  meesoge  opened  wiih  the  expression  of 
his  opinion  that

Attention  is  callod  to  the  indebtedness  of  the  Territotr 
and  provision  for  its  payment  rncommended. 

The  revision  of  the  laws  in  n-lution  to  taxation  and  the  re- 
duction of  taxes  aro  recommentlod. 

The  remainder  of  the  message,  being  more  than  five  sixths 
of  the  whole  of  it,  is  devoted  to  the  expression  of  the  opin- 
ions of  tlie  Ortvemor.  that  the  "  Fifth  State"  to  be  formed 
under  the  ordinance  of  17«7,  has  the  right,  notwithstanding^ 
the  action  of  Congross  in  the  admission  of  Illinois  and  Mich' 
ignn  into  the  Union,  lo  intiist  that  its  southern  boundary 
shall  be  an  east  and  west  line  running  through  the  soutlicm 
bend  or  uxtrumo  of  Luke  Michigan  ;  to  an  able  orgumont  in 
support  of  his  opinions  on  that  subject,  and  to  the  recom- 
mendation of

So  much  of  the  Governor's  messaf^e  as  rolatos  to  the  ex- 
pediency of  forming  a  State  government  was  referred  to  a 
joint  select  committe«  compo(*ed  of  Mesfirs.  Martis  and 
Crockkr  of  tho  Council,  and  Messrs,  Elus,  Price  and 
Grakt  of  tho  House. 


While  the  subject  was  under  consideration  another  ques- 
tion arose,  intimately  connected  with  tlte  question  of  the 
wisilom  of  changing  th43  form  of  government  from  Terri- 
torial to  State,  a  question  which  excited  great  interest  among 
tlie  people  of  the  Territory,  which  was  reflected  by  their 
representatives,  and  which  was  in  a  great  measure  similar 
to  thi;  questions  out  of  which  the  political  party  known  as 
"Know  Nothings, "  or  as  it  styled  itself  "American"  hod  its 
origin. 

The  fifth  section  of  the  organic  act  of  tho  Territory  con- 
tained a  proviso 

"not  iheriGbl  ot  mllngv  iluUlbe  exarclvd  only  b;oJtlnuio(  Uia  Dnltni  Suua." 

About  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly and  for  some  time  after,  the  justice  and  pi-opriety  of 
extending  to  the  residents  of  the  Territory,  who  under  this 
proviso  were  ilenied  the  right  of  suffrage,  authority  to  voto 
upon  the  preliminary  question  of  forming  a  State  govurn- 
mout,  and  of  participating  in  the  election  of  delegates  to 
form  a  State  constitution,  called  out  much  feeling  iu  Mil> 
waukou  which  to  a  considerable  degree  extt-ndcl  to  other 
parts  of  the  State.  The  expressions  at  Milwaukee  were  al- 
most unanimous  in  favor  of  the  measure,  and  the  same  feel- 
ing was  exhibited  to  a  less  extent  in  other  parts  of  the  State. 

On  the  other  hand  there  were  many  demonstrations  of 
opposition  to  the  measure,  one  of  the  most  marked  of  which 
was  a  public  meeting  of  citizens  of  Jefferson,  Koshkonong 
and  Oakland,  held  at  Fort  Atkinson  on  the  JAth  of  January, 
1844,  which  resolved  that  they

In  Grant  county  tho  opposition  to  the  passage  of  the  law 
was  quite  extensive  and  very  decided.

The  result  soon  exhibited  the  strength  of  the  opposing 
forces,  and  the  projK)sed  reference  was  carried  by  a  vote  of 
15  to  7,  with  four  absent. 

Astrntiglobby  waft  present  advocating  the  mcosum,  the 
acknowledged  leaders  of  wliich  were  Isaac  P.  WAliKKB, 
Francis  HreBscintANN  and  Jons*  '^''hitk.  There  was  no 
organized  outside  opposition  to  the  bill, 

Thu  committee  on  Territorial  affairs  was  composed  of 
MesKrn.  Daklinu,  Elmore,  Grossman,  Pausons  and  Hun- 
kink. 

The  committee  on  Territorial  affairs  by  Dr.  Dahi-ino,  ita 
chairman,  on  tho  9tb  of  January,  reported  —

Alt  the  members  of  the  committee  concurred  in  the  re- 
port exeept  )[r.  Kluorr,  who  was  understood  to  be  opposed 
to  the  bill,  and  voted  a^uiust  it  on  its  final  passage,  although 
he  mode  no  minority  report. 

Several  amendments  were  offered  to  tho  bill  and  a  motion 
to  inderiiiileiy  postpone,  all  of  which  wore  defeuied  by  large 
maiurilicti,  one  of  which  amendments,  iu  viewof  Bubsvquent 
evRHts,  is  worthy  of  being  preserved.  It  wasoffered  by  Mr. 
Bartlett,  and  was  to  strike  out  the  word  tchite  wherever  it 
occurs.  Thu  only  votes  in  favor  of  it  were  those  of  Mesem. 
BAitTLKTT,  Klmokb,  HoPKiNS,  Olin,  and  Thompsom,  and 
there  were  twenty-one  against  it.  The  bill  was  then  ordered 
to  bo  engrossed,  and  on  Uie  next  day— January  ICth  — it 
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passed  in  a  full  Hou8«  by  a  vote  uf  ^3  to  4  —  the  uogulive 
votes  bclnic  given  by  Messrs.  Elmore,  Hicks, TaoifrsuN,uiid 
Tripp, 

In  the  Council  several  nmi'iidmont-s  were  offorea,  all  of 
which  were  dofeatod;  one  of  which  was,  that  the  rc-sidtmco 
of  the  voter  precediu^;  the  election  should  be  six  nionllis  in- 
bteud  of  three  The  amL-iidniftil  to  strike  out  the  word 
'•  while"  waamadu  by  Mr.  AVitiios',  and  obtained  live  votos 
to  six  against  it^

This  was  lost,  one  to  ten,  Mr.  Whiton  alone  votiiiK  for  it. 

An  antendmciit  oflFered  by  Dr.  Barbkk  to  strikf;  oiit  iho 
Aocond  section  was  lost,  without  a  division. 

The  bill  was  then  ordered  to  a  third  reading,  nud  on  Uio 
next  day  —  January  1h  —  was  pai^sed  by  a  vote  of  8  to  3  in 
the  name  words  in  which  it  was  oripfinally  reported  in  tlie 
House.  Those  who  voted  iu  the  affirnialive  wvre  Messrs. 
Frank,  La'Chaitblle,  Martix,  Newi^vnd,  Woi'stkkk, 
Marshall  M.  Strono,  Mosks  M.  Strong  and  Whitk.  Those 
who  voted  in  the  negative  wero  Messrs.  BAKBEit,  I>KWKr 
and  AVuiTUN.  Messrs.  Hakkr  and  Cuuckich  were  excused 
from  attendance. 

The  joint  iH^Ioct  committee  appointed  on  the  Sth  of  Decem- 
ber, to  which  the  subject  of  State  government  had  been 
referred,  had  not  yet  made  any  report,  when  on  the  15th  of 
January-,  Mr.  La.'CnAPPELLE  introduced  a  bill  to  submit  the 
question  to  tho  people. 

The  bill  provided  for  an  election  to  bo  held  on  tho  first 
Monday  of  April,  for  or  against  Slate  govorumout,  and  if  a 
majority  should  vote  in  favor  of  it,  tho  Governor  was  to 
issuo  a  proclamation  us  soou  as  might  bo,  for  delegates  cor* 
responding  with  the  number  of  members  of  the  Legislature 
from  the  several  districts,  to  a  convention  for  the  fun.iation 
of  a  Slate  Constitution.  If  the  bill  had  become  a  law,  and 
a  majority  had  voted  in  favor  of  a  State  goviTument,  tho 
constitution  would  probably  have  been  formed  and  submit* 
,  to  the  people  by  midsummer. 
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The  bill  was  referred  to  a  select  comraittco,  consisting  of 
Messrs.  Mosbs  M.  Stboxo,  LA'CiiArrKLLF.  and  Frank,  which 
on  the  next  day  was  reported  Itack  hy  a  majority  of  the 
committee,  with  the  fullowin;;  suhstituto :

Mr.  La'Chappkllk  disiwnted  from  thin  report  and  sub- 
mittfHl  a  niinoi  ity  report,  and  inmnted  in  vigorous  language 
upon  an  earlier  submission  of  the  question. 

The  next  day  (Jaiutary  lOth)  the  joint  select  committee 
submitted  a  report  which  took  up  and  couibatted  Ihe  rt>u- 
sonii  of  the  Quvuruor  iu  liis  message  in  favor  of  a  change  in 
our  form  of  govcrumeut.  and  adoptt^l  the  report  of  a  com- 
mitttjo  of  the  Houbv  of  Ripresentutives  submitted  on 
the  Ilth  of  Januarj',  18J3,  and  desirt.-d  that  it  might  be  re- 
ceived as  a  part  of  their  report. 

The  result  arrived  at  in  the  report  was,  that  in  the  opinion 
of  a  majority  of  the  committee — 

*-lt  In  Incipcdlenl  tn  lake  taj  mouuiH  for  tbe  fodnalM*  «l  a  Stal*  OoveniHenl  w 

(narut." 

A  resolution  had  been  introduced  in  the  House  request- 
ing the  delegate  to  procure,  if  possible,  the  passage  by  Con- 
gress of  an  "enabling  act."  This  was  laid  nn  the  table  at 
the  time  of  its  introduction,  and  subsequently  was  indefi- 
nitely postponed  by  a  vote  of  IIJ  to  7. 

The  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  La'Ctiappellr,  tn  contrast 
with  tlie  substitute  for  it  recommended  by  the  select  oom- 
niittoe,  met  with  so  little  favor  in  the  Council  that  the  sub- 
stituto  was  adopted  without  a  division. 

The  only  remaining  question  was  the  passage  of  the  sub- 
stitute, or  the  adoption  of  the  viewd  of  tbe  majority  of  the 
joint  select  committee  that  it  was  "inexpedient  to  take  any 
measures." 

The  bill  came  up  in  the  Council  for  a  test  rote  on  tho  I'Jth 
January.  Mr.  Crocker  moved  to  strike  out  all  aftor  tbe 
enacting  clause  and  insert  the  following:  "WtiEKEAs.  at 
the  general  election  in  the  years  ]d41,  1U49  and  1)^4.3,  tbu 
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"votors  of  this  Tem'tnry  by  depi<1ed  majorities  voted  against 
the  expediency  of  forming  a  Stulo  government;

Tbia  amendment  was  lost,  Messra.  Cboc'KEir,  Dbwbt, 
Maktik,  Nkwlakd  and  WHtTS  voting  for  ic  and  the  othor 
eifcht  againiit  it. 

Ah  an  evidence  of  the  fe«>tiug  of  opposition  to  the  bill  to 
allow  foreignen*  to  vote,  which  passed  the  Council  on  the 
previous  day,  the  following  amendment  offered  by  Mr. 
WiitTON  is  referred  to:

Mr.  WiiiTK  demanded  the  previous  question,  which  was 
eusluiuod  by  a  majority,  and,  under  the  rules  of  the  Council 
at  that  time,  cut  off  the  amendment  and  brought  it  to  a 
direct  vote  on  the  engrossment  of  the  bill  for  a  third  read- 
ing, which  was  carried  by  the  following  vote  :  Ayes — Messrs. 
Bakkk,  Barber,  Fraxk,  Rountree,  Marshall  M.  Strong, 
MosRS  M.  Strong,  and  WiiiTON  ;  noes  —  Messrs.  Crocker. 
Dkwbv,  LA'CuArrEi-LE,  Martix,  Nkwland,  and  Wuitk.  Oo 
Iho  next  day  it  passed  the  Council  and  was  sent  to  the  House. 

On  the  same  day  of  the  passage  of  thy  bill  by  the  Council 
Mr.  Ellis  introduced  in  the  IIou^•o  a  resolution  —

The  resolution  was  preceded  by  an  able,  argumentative 
preamble;  but  it  was  ordered,  without  a  division,  that  the 
preamble  and  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table. 

When  the  bill  came  up  for  action  in  the  House,  an  amend- 
ment, that  if  II  majority  of  the  votes  should  be  against 
State  government,  the  same  question  should  be  annually 
submitted,  was  votc'd  down  —it  to  18. 

An  amendment  was  offered  by  Dr.  Darling  to  the  effect 
that  if  a  majority  of  votes  were  for  State  government,  that 
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Congress  should  bo  i^ucstcd  to  pass  an  enabling  act,  make 
provision  for  a  census,  and  other  necessary  mcasureis.  Tho 
amendinont  was  losi  by  a  vote  of  7  to  ir.  The  bill  was  tboo 
ordered  to  a  third  reading,  under  the  operation  of  th(>  pre- 
vious quOBtion,  by  a  vot«  of  17  to  6.  Those  absent  or  not 
voting  were  Messrs.  Klmorr,  Maxahas,  and  I'ai.jiecr.  The 
other  members  voted  for  the  bill,  except  Messrs.  1>ari.iso, 
Eojiii,  Hnncs,  HuNKiNS,  Mkkker,  and  Pbicb. 

On  the  X.lth  of  Jaiiimry  the  bill  was  passed  by  tlie  same 
vote,  with  the  additimi  of  Mr.  Paluer  to  tlie  aHinnntire 
vote  and  Mr.  Elhoub  to  the  negative  ~  Mr.  Manaoan  being 
the  only  member  not  voting. 

It  was  approved  by  the  Governor  on  the  2Gth  of  January, 
in  the  words  of  tho  substitute  reported  by  the  select  com- 
mittee of  tho  Council,  except  an  amendment  offered  by  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  that  the  votes  should  be  depos- 
ited in  a  separate  box. 

Notwithstanding  the  requirement  of  the  act  that  tho  vot«s 
should  be  returned  to  the  Secretary  of  tho  Territory  in  the 
enmc  manner  as  required  by  law  for  returning  vot««  for 
delegate  to  Congress,  and  that  the  Secretary  was  required 
to  certify  tho  result  to  tho  Legislative  Assembly  at  its  next 
session,  it  appears  from  the  certi6cate  of  the  Secretary,  that 
only  one  half  of  tho  counties  made  any  returns.  The  coun- 
ties which  held  no  election,  or  if,  they  held  any,  made  no 
returns,  were  Calumet,  Crawford,  Fond  du  Lac,  Qrecn.  Man- 
itowoc, Marquette.  Portage,  Kacine,  Saint  Croix,  Walworth 
and  Washington. 

The  total  vote  as  certified  by  tlie  Secretary  of  Ihe  Terri- 
tory is  6,846,  of  which  the  footings  show  (io  which  there  is 
an  error  of  57  votes)  1,503  for  State  government  and  fi,S43 
against  State  government. 

The  following  tabto  gives  tho  votes  of  the  counties  which 
made  ruturns : 
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The  consideration  of  tlicao  questions  and  cfpooially  of  the 
question  wlio  sliould  have  a  right  to  vot«,  brought  to  the 
sarface  the  question  of  iivgru  suffrage  for  tUo  first  time  in 
the  history  of  the  Turrilory. 

Mr.  WiiiTON  proscnifd  tho  petition  of  six  colored  uiuo 
praying  that  the  right  of  suffrage  might  be  oxtendt-U  to  all 
persons  holding  real  eslato  in  tho  Territory  or  taxable  prop- 
erty to  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars.  The  Council  re- 
fused by  a  vote  of  3  to  9  to  lay  the  petition  on  the  table  and  it 
WOK  referred  to  a  select  committee,  consisting  of  Messrs. 
WoiTON,  Baker  and  Barber. 

Mr.  WuiTOS  from  the  select  committee,  reported  a  bill  1o 
amend  an  act  to  provide  for  and  regulate  general  elections 
and  on  bis  motion  the  bill  was  amended  by  adding  the  fol 
lowing  proviso:

The  bill  with  the  amendment  was  ordered  engrossed  by  u 
vot«  of  li  to  !>,  but  Bubfiequently  on  the  same  day,  the  enact- 
ing clau.se  was  stricken  out  by  a  vote  of  6  to  4,  Mr.  Frank 
having  changed  his  vote,  and  Mr.  Majitix  not  voting. 

In  the  House  a  similar  petition  had  been  presented  by  Mr. 
Olin  from  inhabitants  of  Milwaukee,  which  -was  laid  on  the 
table.  Subsequently  two  ineffectual  efforts  wore  made  to 
take  the  petition  from  the  table;  the  last  failed  by  a  tie  vote 
of  vi  to  1^.  The  next  day  it  was  referred  to  the  committee 
on  the  judiciary,  and  after  about  two  weeks  the  committee 
reported  that  "it  is  not  expedient  to  legislate  on  the  siibjecl." 
The  report  was  accepted  and  the  committee  discharged  with- 
out a  division. 

Much  of  the  Governor's  message  was  devoted  to  the  sub- 
ject of  the  infringement  of  the  boundaries  of  the  futuru 
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State.  So  much  of  the  message  as  related  to  that  subject  was 
roferred  Ui  a  select  committee,  ronni-sting  of  Messre.  M<jt>EN 
M.  Stkono,  NRWI.AND  and  Whiton,  with  instructions  to 
report: 

First.  Whether  the  boundaries  prescribed  for  the  fifth 
State  by  the  ordimmcu  of  1787  have  been  infnugod  by  the 
Qovoraraeut  of  thw  United  States,  and  iu  what  renpect. 

Second.  If  there  bus  been  any  euch  infringuinunt,  what 
measurm  ought  to  be  taken  by  the  people  of  Wieoousin  iu 
relation  thereto,  and  what  effect  it  should  have  on  the  for- 
mation of  a  State  government  in  Wisconsin. 

A  report  was  prepared  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
which  was  approved  by  the  other  members  and  submitted  to 
the  Council. 

The  report  presents  the  views  of  the  committee  upon 
the  questions  submitt^^d  to  it,  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
stated  iu  the  resolution. 

It  presents  the  conclusion  that  the  boundaries  of  the  fifth 
State  have  been  infrinj^ed  by  tlie  Qovemmentof  the  United 
States  upon  three  different  occasions  and  in  three  different 
particulars. 

First.  By  the  admission  of  ItlinoU  into  the  Union,  with 
the  boundaries  defined  in  the  act  of  admission  approved 
April  18.  181S. 

Second.  By  tlie  act  of  June  15, 1830,  for  tlie  admission  of 
Michigan  into  the  Union,  by  which  the  Montreal  and  the 
Meuomoaeo  Rivers  are  declared  to  be  the  southwestern 
boundary  of  Michigan. 

Third.  By  the  'treaty  to  settle  and  define  the  Iwundariea 
between  the  territories  of  the  Uniteo  States  and  the  posses- 
sions of  her  Hritanic  Majesty  in  North  America,'  etc, 
entered  into  at  Washington,  August  9,  1842. 

It  then  attempts  to  show  that  the  conclusions  of  the  report 
are  justified  by  the  facts  and  arguments  which  it  presents. 

The  facts  and  arguments  collated  in  the  report  to  show 
the  infringement  by  grojiting  to  Illinois  a  portion  of  tbe 
Territory  rightfully  belonging  to  the  fifth  State,  sixty-one 
and  a  quarter  miles  in  width,  ext4>ading  from  Lake  Mtchi> 
gan  to  the  Mississippi  River,  while  they  lacked  the  charm 
of  novelty  were  exhaustive  of  the  question,  and  it  is  believed 
are  unanswerable.  However  interesting  they  might  bo,  the 
space  they  would  occupy  precludes  their  statement  at  length. 

In  reference  to  the  second  particular,  the  rejiorl  stotvs 
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that  the  southwestern  boundary  of  Michigao  between  I<aku 
Superior  ami  Lake  Michigan —

The  report  makes  the  following  quotation  from  the  com- 
munication of  the  Senators  and  Itopn-seutativvs  of  Michi- 
gan to  Ihe  judiciary  committee  of  Iho  Seuatu  :

Tho  tbird  [mrticulur  relates  to  the  infringement  of  bound- 
arius  by  the  treaty  made  at  WajihinRton.  August  fl,  1M2, 
and  then  generally  called  the  "  Ashburton  Treaty." 

The  report,  after  8t»tiiig  that  the  northern  boundary  of 
the  fifth  State,  was  defined  by  the  ordinance  of  1  "87  lo  be 
"  the  territorial  line  between  the  United  States  and  Canada  ", 
and  that  tlii-s  line  was  the  one  which,  by  ilie  treaty  of  peace 
of  Septembers,  178a,  was  thus  described  after  entering  Lake 
Superior :

What  water, 
whether  lake,  bay,  estuary  or  river  was  in  1783  known  and 
designated  as  Long  Lake  ? 

The  Ashburton  treaty  designates  "  Pigeon  River"  as  the 
point  at  which  the  boundary  line  leaves  Lake  Huperior,  and 
it  defines  the  line  thence  to  the  l<ake  of  the  Woods. 

The  report  states  that  —

The  report  of  the  committee  is  quite  voluminous  on  this 
subject,  and  is  made  up  largely  of  extracts  from  the  re|K>rt 
of  the  commissioners  (Mr.  Bari*i^v  on  the  part  of  QrwU 
Britain,  and  Mr.  Petick  B.  Poktkk  on  the  part  of  the  Unitvd 
States),  under  the  sixth  and  seventh  ai'ticleaof  the  treaty 
of  Gbeut,  contained  in  the  eleventli  volume  of  "  Executive 
Documents,"  1837-S  — No.  451. 

It  demonstrates  most  clearly  and  incontestnbly  that  the 
boundary  defined  by  tlie  treaty  of  178:).  was  the  Kamanis* 
taquin  or  Dog  Biver,  and  that  the  treaty  of  184'^,  by  adopt- 
ing the  Pigeon  River  route,  creates  a  new  boundary,

It  is  difficult  at  tliin  romparaltvel;  remote  period  to  ap- 
preciate  the  interest  wliich  was  felt  in  theeiR  questions  at  that 
time,  and  thu  statc-niont  of  the  remedial  measures  recom- 
mended l>y  the  committee  can  not  be  abbreviated  without  a 
failure  to  give  an  aocurato  idea  of  that  feeling.  It  is  there- 
fore quoted  at  length :

Tho  committee  submitted  with  their  report  an  address  to 
Omgrfws,  which  contained  a  summary  of  the  facta  and  ar- 
guments which  wort?  presented  more  elaborately  in  their 
report,  a  print'-^d  copy  of  wJiich  was  appended  to  and  made 
Q  part  of  tho  addruxs. 

The  address  was  adopted  by  a  small  majority  in  each 
Uouse,  but  it  does  not  appear  to  haveelicited  any  action  by 
Congress.  It  was  the  opinion  of  those  members  of  the  Leg- 
islature, who  opposed  tlio  adoption  of  the  addrei>e,  and  of 
some  others,  that  its  tone,  as  well  as  some  part  of  the  re- 
port, were  too  beligerenl  to  be  best  calculutod  to  obtain  con- 
cessions from  CoiiyresR. 
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The  report  of  Joshua  Hathaway,  appointed  by  aii  act  of 
the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  a  special  agent  to  recuire 
and  disburse  the  distributive  share  of  Wiscimsiii  in  the  nut 
proceeds  of  Iho  public  bnds,  under  un  act  of  CongreM 
passed  Septombur  -l,  1841,  was  on  the  third  day  of  the  session 
ppcsentiid  by  Mr.  Ckoi-kkh,  and  rcforrfd  lo  the  coniiiiitt'-e 
on  Territorial  ex<"jtenditur«B.  It  sliowed  that  the  agent  hud 
received  from  the  United  States  $1,083.45,  which  he  had  dis- 
bursed in  conformity  with  the  directions  of  the  reeolution  by 
which  he  was  appointed. 

In  harmony  with  the  views  expressed  by  Uie  Governor  in 
his  messoj^e,  a  bill  was  very  early  introduced  iu  the  Cuun- 
cil  (No.  i)  "  To  provide  tho  means  for  paying  the  public  debt 
of  the  Territory."  The  bill  contemplated  giving  practical 
effect  to  th«  act  of  tho  preceding-wssioa  "to  provide  for  levy- 
ing and  colleting  a  territorial  revenue"  by  fixing  a  certain 
percentage  upon  the  assessment  roll  which  should  be  levied 
iu  each  county.  By  an  oversight  the  act  bad  been  passed 
without  any  enacting  clause. 

That  act  fixed  the  amount  of  territorial  tax  for  the  year 
1843,  at  three  eights  of  a  mill,  and  providi-d  that  the  tux  to  be 
thereafter  annually  levied  should  be  such  a  per  cent,  as  tho 
Legislative  As.sembly  shall  have  prescribed  at  the  next  pre- 
ceding annual  session,  and  the  object  of  this  bill  was  to  fix 
the  per  cent,  for  the  year  1844.  It  was  rcferrcKl  to  tlie  com- 
mittee on  territorial  expenditures  which  reported  it  back 
with  a  tabular  statement  of  the  assessmeuts  in  each  county, 
partly  from  returns  and  partly  estimated,  and  showing  the 
effect  of  different  ratios  of  luxation. 

The  following  is  the  table  so  far  as  it  exhibited  the  gross 
assessment  in  each  ootmtyof  all  descriptions  (^  property:

A  praclicul  objection  to  the  passage  of  any.  bill  for  the 
levy  of  u  direct  tax  jjrow  out  of  the  difficulty  amounting  to 
a  practical  impo8si)jility,  of  ascertainin^f  the  amount  of  the 
debt  and  which  of  the  claims  of  the  creditora  were  proper 
subjects  for  allowance  and  payment  by  the  ITnitod  States; 
ftiid  which  must  bo  paid  by  the  Territory. 

When  tbe  bill  (No.  1)  came  up  for  consideration  in  the 
Council  a  majority  refused  to  pass  it  or  to  levy  any  tax 
whatever. 

Another  bill,  "to  ascertain  the  iudebtedness  and  the  tax- 
able property  of  the  Territory,"  had  bt-en  introduced  in  the 
House,  which  finally  pasneil  both  bouses  and  was  approved 
by  the  Governor. 

This  law  provided  for  the  prenentation  to  the  Auditor  of 
the  Territory  by  creditors,  of  any  claims  against  the  Terri- 
tory which  they  hud.  and  that  the  Auditor  should  make  a 
record  of  the  same  and  put  seme  mark  or  device  on  them 
ivhioh  would  prevent  a  second  registration.  Aod  further, 
that  claims  so  registered  shoulil  have  a  preference  in  pay- 
ment over  any  not  reKisterod. 

Another  section  reiiuired  clerks  of  counties  and  towns  to 
transmit  to  the  Auditor  an  abstract  of  the  assessments  ia 
their  several  counties  or  towns,  and  the  Auditor  to  rejTOrt 
iucb  abstract  to  tlte  Legislative  Assembly. 

A  joint  resolution  wa.s  also  adopted,  by  which  CaARL>BS  M. 
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Bakkr,  a  momber  of  the  Council  from  'VValwortli  county, 
was  np]>oiiiU-d  a  special  agent  for  the  adjustment  und  BCtlle- 
mcut  of  all  claims  upon  the  United  Stat«s  (or  arrearages  of  I 
tho  expenses  of  the  Legislative  Assenihly,  under  the  act  of  " 
Congress  of  August  as,  lt*42,  "to  provide  for  the  settlement 
of  certain  accounts  for  the  support  of  government  in  the 
Territory  of  Wisctiiisln."  The  ugont  woe  also  required  to 
ascertain  and  report  to  tlio  Legislative  Assembly  the  total 
amount  of  all  outstanding  and  unpaid  claims  against  the 
United  States. 

At  the  eamc  session  the  following  appropriations  were 
made,  payable  out  of  the  Territorial  treasury;

A  few  days  before  the  close  of  the  session  a  paper  was 
Bubmiltetl  by  tho  Auditor  and  Treasurer,  jointly,  being  aD 
attempt  1o  rc'port  the  amount  and  nature  of  the  in(Iobt«d- 
nesa  of  tho  Tvrrilory.     These  officers  state  tliat— 

"  Tbtrc  arc  no  nvinls  In  <nir  Dtncm  lijr  mlikih  VD  (Wt  urin  at  aaf 
tlie  dubli  outilAUdlDK  ftt^oil  Uie  Torltorr." 

But  they  believe  their  report  was  correct 
The  report  of  these  ofBcere  shows  a  manifert  porpow 
Bwcll  the  debt  of  the  Territory  to  the  highest  possible flgmw. 
An  accurate  footing  of  the  Boveral  it4>ms  of  indebtednow 
stated  in  the  report,  shows  an  afrgregate  amount  of  liabilities 
beyond  assets  of  frcw^M  7,  besides  the  further  sum  of  $27,148 
on  account  of  the  Milwaukee  and  Rock  lUver  Canal 
pany. 
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The  report  was  so  full  of  errors  ami  cxngKcrations  tbat  it 
failed  to  be  of  any  use  to  tlie  Legislative  Aesc-uibly. 

A  bill  passed  both  houses  to  aboli^li  tlio  ofBccs  of  Auditor 
and  Treasurer.  It  was  vt-tood  by  llit- Govurnor,  and  failed 
on  rcronRideratioii  to  roccive  u  majority  of  two  thirds  in  the 
EouHo,  where  it  originated. 

AuxANDER  BoTKIN  was  appointed  Auditor  October  18, 
184:t.  in  the  recfssof  the  i'oumMl,  and  continued  to  act  under 
that  appointment  until  the  end  of  the  session  (January  31), 
Ho  bad  been  nominated  by  the  Oovernor  at  an  early  day  of 
the  MSflioo  for  the  full  term,  and  ontliel'^th  ofDccentbcr 
the  nomination  was  rejected,  all  of  the  thirteen  meinbem 
voting  against  it. 

On  the  2J)th  of  January,  James  Mobrisok  wax  nominut»d 
yfor  Treasurer  of  the  Territory,  and  on  the  Bnme  day  tb« 
lomination  was  rejected  by  aunauimous  vote,  all  the  mem- 
bers voting. 


A  resolution  to  discontinue  the  prosecution  of  the  Terri* 
torial  suits  was  introduced  in  the  Council  by  Mr.  La'Chap- 
itKUM,  which  the  Council  refused  to  consider.  A  similar 
jiution  was  introduced  in  the  House  by  Mr.  Trowbridge, 
and.  after  consideration,  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  case  of  the  Territory  against  the  old  commissionerHof 
public  building8(DoTT,  CNkili,.  and  Bird),  in  which  judg- 
ment had  been  rcndcre<l  again.st  the  Territory  at  the  April 
term  of  court,  in  lt<4J,  in  Walworth  county,  and  iu  which  a 
writ  of  error  was  brought  in  the  Supremo  Court,  was  de- 
cided at  the  July  terra  of  the  Supremo  Court.  1844.  when  the 
judgment  was  reversed  and  the  case  remanded  for  further 
proceedings.  (The  case  is  reported  in  1  Pinney's  li.,  p.  .30(;.) 
Several  errors  were  assigned,  upon  three  of  which  the  judg- 
ment was  reversed.  One  was  that  a  witness —  Mokuison  — 
was  asked :

Vr'hich  question  the  witness  declined  answering  for  the 
reason  that  the  answer  miglit  tend  to  establish  a  civil  liabil- 
ity from  him  to  the  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  in  a  suit 
that  might  bu  br<  ught  against  him  for  a  breach  of  his  con* 
tract ;  the  court  deeiiled  tliat  the  witnetia  should  not  b6 
required  to  answer  the  question.  The  supreme  court  held 
this  decision  was  error,  and  decide 
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'  Thu  the  nwon  KtiWD  br  (Im  wltntfB  (or  bl>  nAuBl  CO  uinrtr  Um  ^uMtloa  li  Ml  la  Imt

The  second  is,  tliut  the  court  havitif;  sustaiiic-d  a  motion 
for  U  new  trial,  uii  the  ground  that  tlic-  verdict  was  contrary 
to  law  and  evidence,  granted  the  nuw  trial  only  on  condt- 
tioii  of  the  payment  of  all  costs  by  the  plaintiiT,  and  held 
that  if  a  new  trial  was  granted  on  these  grounds,  it  should 
be  granted  unconditionally. 

The  third  and  radical  error,  because  it  totally  invalidated 
the  judgment  was,  the  rendition  of  judgment  against  the 
Territory  for  costs.

Soon  after  this  decision,  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Property  applied  to  Judge  Ikvi.v,  at  Chambers,  foru  chango 
of  venue,  on  the  grounds  (supported  by  the  Superintendent** 
aflSdavit)  of  prejudice  in  the  people  of  Walworth  county, 
and  that  the  defendntits,  or  some  of  them,  possessed  an  un- 
due inHuence  over  the  inhabitants  of  said  county.  The 
application  was  entertained  and  the  cause  removed  to  Mil- 
waukee county  for  trioL  At  the  November  term  of  tha 
court  in  that  county,  the  case  being  called,  the  court  (Judge 
MiLLRK)  decided  that  be  had  uo  jurisdiction  of  the  case  and 
ortlercd  it  back  to  Walworth  county.  The  court  virtually- 
held  that  there  could  be  but  one  change  of  venua  The 
Judge  suys:

The  suit  against  J.  D.  IX»tv,  as  treasurer  of  the  lK>ard  of 
building  commissioners  was  continued  by  consvut  of  partiM, 
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without  cost;;,  duriiiK  the  pendency  of  the  principal  suit 
against  the  comtnissioners. 

The  suit  apcainst  J  aura  Morrison,  an  contractor  for  hiiild- 
iDff  the  Capitnl,  was  ready  for  trial  on  the  part  of  the  Terri- 
tory at  the  spring  term,  1M4,  of  the  Court  of  Iowa  county, 
jAUiat  D.  DoTV,  oil  important  witness  in  tlic  ca»e,  had  beeo 
daly  Bubpccnacd,  hut  failed  to  appear,  and  the  trial  was  put 
over.  At  the  fall  term  of  the  court  Mr.  I>oty.  thouKb  ho 
had  a^aiii  hcen  subpoenaed,  again  failed  to  appear,  and  in 
addition  to  thin  untoward  circumstance,  the  pleadings  in  the 
caBA  could  not  be  found  by  the  counsel  among  the  papers 
filed.  New  pleading  were  prepared,  and  iho  case  again 
continued.    The  tir»t  pleadings  were  soon  afterward  found. 

About  the  first  of  July.the  commissioners  of  Dane  county 
applied  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Property  for  por- 
miftsion  tolliiish  the  Capitol.  He  consented  to  the  proposi- 
tion on  cuniJitioii  tlial  ho  should  have  the  control  and 
direction  of  the  work,  and  that  the  Territory  should  not  be 
considered  as  placed  under  any  obligations  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses incurred.  The  commissioners  received  proposals  for 
doin^;  the  work,  according  to  specifications  furnished  by  the 
Superintendent,  and  the  contract  was  let  to  Ac <il"stcs  A. 
BiKD,  and  was  promptly,  and,  with  but  few  exceptions,  prop- 
erly executed,  at  an  expense  to  the  county  of  about  two 
thousand  dollars. 

On  the  20th  of  January  a  joint  convention  of  the  two  houses 
was  held,  when  Johk  Y.  Smith  was  re-elected  superin- 
tendent of  territorial  property,  having  received  twenty 
votefl  out  of  the  Ihirty-ono  cast  by  the  members  in  attend* 
ance. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  second  week  of  the  session 

a  petition  of  Daniki.  Haxtkk,  relative  to  his  account  with 

the  Territory  was  presented  in  the  House  and  referred  to  a 

select  committee  consisting  of  Messrs,  Mastkrr,  Ckossmak 

and  Paijibk.    After  an  investigation  of  about  a  week  a 

-awjorityof  the  committee  {Messrs.  Masters  and  Crossu.vx) 

""imbmilted  a  report  that  there  was  a  balance  due  from  the 

Territory  to  Baxter  of  9899.88,  and  that  ho  was  entitled  to 

$10®.07  for  interest,  being  a  total  of  $1,008.55,  and  the  com- 

mitteo  reported  a  joint  resolution  that  he  be  paid  the  last 

named  sum. 

Mr.  Pauieb,  two  days  later,  submitted  a  minority  report. 
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in  wbich  he  arrived  at  the  conctusion  that  Baxtkk  liad 
been  overpaid  ?S47.t«  for  all  work  done  on  the  Oapiud.  Tliti ' 
resolution  reporU^d  hy  the  committee  was  adopted  by  the 
Home  aud  sent  to  tlie  Council. 

In  the  Council  tho  resolution  olicit«d  much  clebat«  on  Hev> 
eral  dilTerent  days,  when  finally  on  th»  SSrd  of  January  thtrfu* 
who  were  in  favor  of  it«  adoption  Imvtnti:  become  BatisBcd 
that  it  could  not  pai»i,  moved  that  the  further  consideration 
of  it  be  postponed  until  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1S*5. 
which  motion  prevailed  by  a  vote  of  10  to  3. 

Nearly  six  years  had  elapsed  since  tho  passage  by  Con-j 
gre68,Junel2,  ISSS^of  tbe  act  (jruntiug  lundb  for  tho  fount 
tion  of  a  Univer»ily  fund,  and  theBo  lands  had  not  yet  baen^ 
all  selected  and  set  apart. 

At  an  early  day  of  the  Re»iion  a  resolution  was  adopted 
by  the  Council,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Crocker,  that  the  com-| 
mittoc  on  Territorial  afTairs.  of  which  he  was  ctiaJnt 
be  instructed  to  ascertain  and  report  wluit  portion  of  tbeM^ 
lands  had  been  selected  by  authority  of  the  Territory,  ani 
wbulbcr  it  was  expedient  to  provide  for  selecting  the 
inainder. 

Tho  committeo  through  its  chairman  reported  Uiat  the' 
lands  granted  were  two  entire  townships,  amounting  to  4t!,- 
080  acrew.  That  there  had  been  Bclected  and  approved  by 
the  Becretary  c.f  tho  treasury  in  the  (Jreen  Bay  district  10,- 
248  82-100  acres,  and  in  the  Milwaukee  district  10.248  53-100 
and  that  in  the  Mineral  Point  district  W.-i50  7^ lOO  hod  beem 
selected,  the  approval  of  which  had  been  suspended  becat 
some  of  them  were  supposed  to  havu  bi.i;n  ruserved  by  th«^ 
pre^idi-nt  fur  mining  and  smelting  purposus. 

That  there  n-mained  tobu  selected  1^.33]  90-100  acres  and 
if  the  suspended  selections  in  the  Mineral  Point  district 
were  added,  the  whole  amount  to  be  xelected  and  approve 
would  be  ■ir,,bS'i  G6-100. 

A  bill  was  reported  to  provide  for  the  iteloction  of  thesdlj 
lands,  which  when  it  came  up  for  consideration  in   the 
Council  was  transformed  into  a  joint  resolution,  appointing 
Joux  T.  Haight  of  Jefferson  county,  who  wus  a  surveyor, -i 
and  eminently  fltt«d  by  his  judgment  integrity  and  spe-' 
cial  knowledge  of  the  subject,  to  make  the  selection.    In 
this  form  it  passed  the  Council  and  was  sent  to  tho  Houfw 
of  Kepresentativos. 
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In  the  House  the  resolution  was  atncntli^d  by  pmviding 
that  three  commiHloners  should  ho  appointod  to  iM>lect  all 
the  landK  wliich  should  bo  selected  in  equal  quantities  as 
near  aa  mff^lit  be  within  the  tbreu  land  diatrict!>.  and  tluit 
Thbodobb  CoMKEY»boulU  bu  the  commiK»ioner  in  the  Greco 
Bay  district,  John  T.  Uaight  in  the  Milwaukee  district  and 
Gbobgk  W.  Laeun  in  the  Mineral  Point  district,  and  so 
amended,  tha  resolution  was  a<lopt?d. 

The  (louncil  refused  to  concur  in  the  anifiidmont  of  the 
House;  the  House  insisted  upon  its  amoudmeuts  mid  two 
committees  of  conference  were  appointed,  neither  of  which 
could  af^ree  and  the  result  was  the  defeat  of  the  resolution. 

Much  intisn^iut  had  been  HpasinodicaUy  exhibited  in  the 
construction  of  a  railroad  between  Lake  Michigan  and  the 
Mississippi  River,  but  subsequent  events  demonstrated  that 
it  was  even  yet  too  early  for  practical  effect  to  be  ^vcn  to 
that  interest. 

In  the  light  of  subsequent  experience,  the  ideas  that  were 
presented  in  responsible  and  authentic  form  at  that  early 
period  of  railroad  history,  in  reference  to  routes,  feasibility, 
cost,  business  and  profits  possess  such  value  as  to  demand 
their  re-production. 

A  select  committee  of  the  House,  consisting  of  Messrs. 
PRICB,  H£MSERsuiTU  aud  TnoMPSox  wuu  appointed  to  in- 
quire into  the  expediency  of  constructing  a  railroad  from 
Potosi  on  tlie  Mi&tissippi  River  to  Lake  Michigan. 

Thi.'*  committee  had  not  the  advantage  oPany  erperi- 
mentiiJ  survey  to  aid  them  in  the  suggestion  of  any  fea.sible 
route,  aud  yet  one  of  the  routes  pointe<l  out  in  the  report  is 
identical  with  one  upon  which  a  railroad  has  since  beuo 
constructed,  with  thu  exception  of  a  sliort  distance  between 
Poto»i  and  Lancaster. 

This  route  was  described  as  commencing  at  Potosi  on  the 
Mississippi  River,  and  fuUowing  the  course  of  a  small  rill, 
about  three  miles  to  it«  source  near  the  summit  of  a  ridge 
which  divides  the  waters  of  the  Platte  River  from  those  of 
the  Mississippi,  and  which  further  north  divides  those  of 
the  Platte  and  Oraiit  Rivers.

No  estimate  was  made  for  frpijiht  on  live  stock,  the  rals- 
lag  of  which  for  market  kos  not  tlien  siippoR«>(l  to  be  among 
the  positi  bill  ties,  nor  of  zinc  ore^),  which  although  then 
iibunilant  bdfl  no  practical  value. 

It  vrm  estimated  that  the  n:-<^ipt8  from  unenumcrated 
freighte  and  from  paesengers  would  paj  operating  ex* 
peiuscs,  and  that  9330,000  would  be  a  dividend  fund.

At  the  preceding  session  of  t])e  Legislative  Assorably 
(April,  1H4:))  a  joint  committee  was  apjioiiited  lo  iuveetigato 
tbu  Wisouutiin  Muriue  aud  Fire  Insurance  Company.  At 
an  early  day  of  the  tR-ssiou  of  1843-4  Dr.  Darllno,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  coniinitlci',  subiiiilled  a  report,  which  exliihitod 
in  detail  the  liabilities  and  resources  of  the  comi>any,  the 
names  of  its  stockholders  and  amount  of  stock  paid  in  and 
the  nature  and  methods  of  the  business  of  the  company. 

One  of  the.se  methods  of  business  was  the  isauo  of  oortifl- 
cates  of  deposit,  in  sunut  of  one,  three  and  five  dollars  oach. 
in  the  form  and  similitude  of  bank  bills,  and  apparently  de* 
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sianecl  to  circulate  as  currency.  The  amount  of  the«e  cer- 
titicau.>it  ouutaiiding  at  tJie  time  of  the  iiivesligatiuu  was 
over  •58,000. 

The  coiumiltco  state  that  the  6nancial  coHComs  of  the  com- 
pauy  at  lliu  tim(' of  the  examination  were  iu  a  favorable 
condition,  but  that  the  issue  of  these  ccrtiltcates,  intended 
to  circulate  and  circulatint;  as  money  was  the  exercise  of  a 
ItankiDK  privilege  and  was  u net] tii vocally  prohibited  by  the 
charter  of  the  company,  whirh  contained  a  proviso  tliat 
"  nothing  herein  contained  shall  give  tlic  said  company 
banking  privileges,"  nod  concluded  with  a  rccommundutjon 
of  a  repeal  of  the  chartur. 
Within  a  few  day«  after  this  report  was  Bubmitted,  the 
■  lecmtary  of  the  company  — Alexa-vdeb  Mitcukll  — pre- 
'  sonted  a  communication  to  the  Let^tilativo  Assembly  dated 
l>ecember  '^I,  protesting  against  the  repeal  of  the  charter, 
and  submitting  a  bill  for  its  amendment,  the  principal  feat- 
ures of  which  were  that  a  list  of  the  stockholder.'^  should  be 
filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory,  and  all  changes 
be  from  tinietotlm^  reported,  and  that  the  stockholders 
L  should  be  individually  liable  for  all  the  debts  and  liabiUties 
I  of  the  company;  that  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  com- 
^jpany  should  novcr  exi-eed  the  amount  of  capital  actually 
Vyajd  iu,  and  that  it«i  failure  for  ten  days  to  redeem  in  coin 
any  of  it«  evidunce»  of  debt,  should  be  deemed  and  taken 
as  a  forfeiture  of  its  charter.  The  secretary  requested  that 
this  draftof  a  hilt  might  be  considered  and  adopted.  It  was 
referred  to  the  committee  on  corporations  with  instructions 
to  report  on  the  sixth  day  of  January. 

The  committee  wei-e  unable  to  agree  upon  any  report  and 
made  none  until  the  l!)th  of  January  when  a  majority  and 
a  minority  report  were  uubmittud. 

In  (he  meafttime.  on  the  8th  of  January,  the  secretary  ad* 
dressed  another  cotnmunication  to  tho  Legislative  Assembly 
which,  amiing  other  things,  stated  that  the  company

T)iis  report  was  sigut^  by  Messrs.  Elmork,  Hopkiks,  and 
Paksoss. 

The  report  of  the  minority  was  signed  by  Mcssr*.  Kllis 
BD<I  Mkkkkii,  anti  was  larRely  devott-d  to  an  arguniont  to 
sliow  a  violation  of  its  charter  by  the  company,  and  that  th« 
passage  of  the  bill  proposed  by  the  company  vroultl  e»top  tho 
Legifilature  in  the  future  from  setting  up  the  forfeiture  of 
the  charter,  and  claimed  for  the  Legislature  the  right  of  ab- 
Rohite  repeal. 

The  remedy  prepoKed  by  Iho  committee  was  the  com* 
meneemcnC  of  suit  to  vacate  tfao  charter,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose reported  a  joint  rusolutiou. 

When  this  rcBolutiun  came  up  for  consideration,  an 
amendment  was  offered,  that  Congrew^  be  requested  to  pass 
a  law  approving  and  confirming  the  act  of  incorporation,  or 
re^ricting  it  to  Buch  business  operations  m  were  intended 
to  be  conferred  by  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

Another  amendment  was  offered,  that  Congress  bo  n»- 
quested  to  take  similar  action  with  regard  to  the  Fox  River 
Hydraulic  Company. 

Mr.  Ki-uuiu:  moved  that  tho  resolution  and  proposed 
amendments  do  lie  on  tho  table  until  tho  fourth  day  of  July 
next,  which  was  decided  in  the  affirmative  by  a  vote  of  13 
to  II,  and  thus  ended  for  that  session  the  excitement  which 
was  very  considerable  in  relation  to  the  'Wisconsia  Marine 
and  Fire  Insurance  Company. 

The  act  authorising  defendants  who  shall  to  defeated  in 
actions  to  recover  lands  of  which  tht-y  havu  been  in  posw«* 
sion,  to  recover  pay  for  valuable  improvenicnla  made  by 
them  on  such  lands,  generally  known  as  the  betterment  law 
was  first  passed  at  this  session  and  with  some  modifications 
in  its  details  has  ever  since  remained  a  part  of  llie  law  of 
tho  State. 

An  act  was  passed  altering  and  fixing  the  timea  of  hold- 
ing the  district  courts  in  the  second  and  third  Judicial  di»- 
tricta. 
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TrcsposK  upon  the  university  and  school  lands^  und  upon 
tbu  ovtfQ  e«ctiou8  of  tho  canal  gmnt,  was  by  a  law  passed 
at  thJH  seiisioD  declorud  to  he  a  misdemeanor  and  punish- 
able by  imprisonment. 

Some  very  material  changen  were  made  in  the  law  relat- 
ing to  the  redeni)>tioii  of  land  sold  for  taxes. 

It  woH  provided  that  tho  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
shotitd  bo  elected  annually  for  the  term  of  one  year.  Pre- 
viously ho  hud  bcuu  appointed  by  the  board.  He  was  also 
roquirod  to  give  aD  official  bond. 

The  lime  for  tho  retlomption  of  lands  sold  for  taxes  was 
exli^nded  from  two  to  throe  years,  and  until  the  recording 
of  a  tax  deed,  and  the  rate  of  interest  was  reduced  from 
tliirty  percent,  to  twenty-five.  The  provision  of  law  limit- 
ing the  time  within  which  actions  could  be  commenced  for 
the  recovery  of  lands  forfeited  for  taxes  to  three  ye^rs  from 
the  reoording  of  tlie  deeds  of  sale,  was  first  poised  ut  this 
sessioQ. 

A  bill  passed  the  House  of  Representatives  to  divorce 
Wer-ster  PEjVse  from  his  wifo  Lucinda  Pease,  which  in 
the  Coimcil,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Wiuton,  was  laid  on  the  ta- 
ble "till  WK;ifiTKtt  Pka.se,  the  petitioner,  furnished  satisfac- 
tory proof  to  the  Council  that  he  has  notified  Lucinda 
Pease  of  the  pendency  of  this  bill."  No  other  divorce  bill 
was  introduced. 

The  progress  of  the  settlomoot  of  the  country  created  a 
desire  for  the  organization  of  several  now  couutios  and  in 
Home  instances  opposition  was  developed.  A  bill  was  intro- 
duced to  organize  Portage  county  in  relation  t*>  which 
there  were  petitions  and  remonstrances,  and  the  bill  was  at 
first  indefinitely  postponed,  and  afterwards  passed  in  a 
novel  mode. 

A  bill  had  been  introduced  to  incorporate  tho  Southport 
brass  band,  which  was  considered  in  committee  of  tho 
v.'liole,  and  was  rt-portod  back  with  an  amendment  striking 
out  all  after  the  enacting  clauso.  Tho  bill  was  thon  laid  on 
tlie  table  without  any  action  upon  the  report  of  tho  commit- 
tee of  the  whole.  Subsequently,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Mabtin, 
it  was  taken  up  and  amended  by  inserting  the  entire  bill  to 
organize  Portage  county  and  in  that  form  was  passed,  the 
title  amended  so  as  to  read  "a  bill  to  organize  Portage 
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county  for  judicial  purposas,"  and  sent  to  tin.'-  Houkl-.    The" 
next  daj'  it  pasRed  the  House  with  souiuamvudinunts  which 
were  immediately  coucurreil  in  by  tlie  Council,  and  the  bill 
to  incorporate  the  Soiithport  brass  band  became  a  law  to  or- 
ganize PortAgo  cmnity. 

Ac  the  same  SfHsion  the  county  of  Fond  du  Lac  was  or- 
ganized aud  the  counties  of  Sheboy^pan,  Calumet  and  Mar- 
qucttf  uttachod  to  it  for  judicial  purpottea. 

Dodge  county  was  also  organized  and  provision  mode 
for  the  location  of  the  county  (teat  by  a  board  of  Rvo  com- 
mtssionerfl,  one  in  each  of  the  four  election  precincts  then 
existing,  and  one  from  the  county  at  large. 

Hauk  county  was  also  organized  and  three  commissioners 
appointed  by  the  act  lo  locate  and  ctitablisb  the  seat  of  jus- 
tice. They  wore  Xoaii  Phei.i-s  of  Green  county.  Charles 
HABTof  Milwaukee  County  andJoiiK  Morkisos  of  Jeffe 
son  county. 

The  first  election  of  county  officers  was  held  on  (hi 
second  Monday  of  March.  John  K.  Abbott  was  elected 
Sheriff,  Pkkhcott  H»i(iHAM  Judge  of  Probate  and  E.  U. 
Hakt  liegisterof  Deedn. 

The  Registern  of  Deeds  of  several  counties  which  hod 
been  organized  from  other  counties,  wore  required  by  law 
to  procure  from  tlie  records  of  the  several  counties  of  which 
they  had  previously  formc<l  a  part,  copies  of  the  records  ut 
deeds,  mortgages  and  other  instruments  recorded  in  such 
counties. 

The  counties  in  which  the  Registers  of  Deeds  were  at  tliis 
session  required  to  procure  such  copies  were  Oratit,  Qreen, 
Portage  and  Winnebago. 

Thi>  legislative  authority  was  exorcised  in  sotting  off  and 
or:gaiiizing  the  towns  of  Howard,  in  Brown  ooun^; 
Brighton,  in  Racine  county;  Bloorafield,  Hudson,  Linn  and 
Geneva,  in  Walworth  county;  Stockbridge,  in  (!alumet 
county  and  Oconomowoc:  and  in  declaring  that  Met/naiugo 
should  be  known  and  distinguished  as  Mukwonaffo,  and  that 
Kcmalibin  should  be  known  and  called  by  the  name  of 
Delafield. 

Special  acts  to  incorporate  the  villages  of  Miiieral  Point 
and  Geneva  wero  poKscd. 

The  erection,  construction  or  maintenance  of  dams  was 
authorized  by  law  on  the  Peshtigo  River,  in  town  30,  range 
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53,  on  Uock  Kiver.  in  socUon  3  in  the  town  of  Watertown; 
on  the  ^lilwuukeeKiver,in  Kection  >t,  in  the  town  of  Milwau- 
kee; on  the  Oconto  river,  in  town  2i4,  range  SI  east,  and  on 
Sugar  River,  in  the  town  of  Alhany,  in  Green  county. 

The  constiTJction  of  a  float  hrJdge,  to  rest  on  water-tight 
scows  or  boxes,  with  a  convenient  draw,  across  the  Mil* 
waukt*e  River,  "from  the  foot  of  Water  etreat  in  tho  ea»t 
ward  of  tho  town  uf  Milwauketi.  lo  tho  foot  of  Furry  street 
in  said  town/"  which  whoii  completed  should  forcvur  n^main 
PUEK,  wae  authorliwd  by  a  special  law, 

StDNKV  S.  Saou  and  his  as»uciateH  of  the  village  of  Hacine 
were  authorised  to  erect  and  maintain  a  free  bridge  acroBS 
Root  River,  one  end  of  which  should  be  in  Fourth  street  in 
said  village. 

Territorial  roads  wore  authorized  to  be  laid  out  from  house 
of  Skymoub  Wilcox  near  Waupun,  north  of  Fox  Lake,  to 
section  twenly-sevou,  town  thirteen,  range  eleven  eaaL 

From  Watertowa  via  Watorluo  to  iuteriiect  the  Madison 
road. 

From  Helena  in  Iowa  county  to  Cross  Plains  in  Dane 
county. 

From  Lake  Mills  in  Jefferson  county  to  "the  settlement 
now  known  as  the  Beaver  Dam  "  in  Dodge  county. 

From  Boatyard  Hollow  in  Grant  county  to  White  Oak 
Springs  iu  Iowa  county. 

Acadamios  were  incorporated  iu  the  towns  of  Burlington, 
in  Racine  county  and  in  Madisou  in  Dane  connty. 

The  municipal  authorities  of  the  town  of  Milwaukee  and 
of  the  villages  of  Uacine  and  Southport  were  each  author- 
ized  by  special  laws  to  borrow  money  to  aid  in  constructing 
harbors  at  each  of  these  places  and  to  levy  special  taxes  to 
repay  such  loans.  The  sums  thus  authorized  to  be  obtained 
were  fifteen  thousand  dollars  for  Milwaukee,  five  thousand 
dollars  for  Racine  and  ten  thousand  dollars  for  Southport. 

This  session  wiu  not  as  prolific  in  gubernatorial  vetoes, as 
the  one  which  preceded  it. 

Four  of  the  acts,  which  had  passed  both  houses  of  the 
Lf^islative  Assembly,  were  returned  by  tho  Governor  with- 
out his  approval. 

Two  of  these  were  passed  by  a  majority  of  two  thirds  of 
each  house,  notwithstanding  theobjectionsof  the  Governor, 
the  other  two  passed  the  Council  by  the  necessary  two 
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thirds,  but  were  defeated  in  the  Mouse,  the  one  laobing  one 
and  the  other  two  votes  of  two  thirds. 

One  of  these  four  acts  was  entitled  "an  act  extending  the 
time  for  the  redemption  of  certain  landK  in  tlioTc-rritoryon 
the  Canal  Grant."  It  posaod  the  Council  by  a  vole  of  13  too 
and  the  House  by  93  to  3. 

Auuthor  was  untitled  "  An  act  to  provido  for  the  payment 
of  the  expenses  of  the  LeRisIative  Assembly  therein  named." 
It  originutt;d  in  the  Uouse,  where  on  re'Consideration  x% 
passed  by  a  vote  of  17  to4,  and  in  the  Council  by  7toO.  . 

Of  the  two  defeated  acts,  one  was  entitled  "An  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  election  of  a  printer  to  the  Legislative  Aaaemr 
bly,"  which  passed  the  Council  by  a  vote  of  ti  to  3,  the  vote 
in  the  Hoiue  being  17  to  9  (not  twothirdit). 

The  other  was  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  election  o£  Sheriffs,  Judgcci  of  Probate,  Justices 
of  the  Peaco,  and  for  other  purposes."  The  vote  in  the 
Council  upon  reconsideration  of  this  act  was  It  to  0,  and  in 
the  Houfte  was  Iti  to  JO,  being  two  less  than  the  requisite 
two  thirds. 
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It  must  not  be  supposed  that  the  dignified  attention  of  the 
members  to  their  ordinary  duties,  was  not  occasionally  re- 
lieved by  some  displays  of  wit  and  exhibitions  of  mirtli.  As 
an  illustration  the  following  incident  is  mentioned :  A 
member  from  one  of  the  western  counties  had  introduced 
into  the  House  of  Representatives  a  memorial  to  tbe  Secre- 
tary of  tho  Treasury  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  some 
ablUM  which  were  complaiiR-d  of,  in  tho  manner  in  whicli 
the  United  States  Marshal  disbunsed —  or  failed  to  disburse 
—  tho  public  moneys  provided  for  paying  expenses  of  tho 
courts.  The  language  of  the  memorial  was  mere  fiistian 
and  rodomontade ;  and  contained,  among  other  things,  ths 
expression,  that  during  a  certain  period  of  time  the  marKhal 
]iad  not  paid  out  "one  solitary  cent."  It  was  allowed  to 
pass  the  House  as  an  act  of  courtesy  to  tbe  member  who 
introduced  it.  When  it  came  before  the  Council,  Col 
Crocker  moved  to  amend  by  inserting  between  the  words 
"  solitary"  and  "  cent,"  the  word  "  red,"  so  as  to  rood  "  one 
solitary  red  cent."  Tha  amendment  was  adopted,  and  thti 
memorial  returned  to  the  House  with  tbe  amendment.  The 
House  refused  to  concur,  and  the  Council  refused  to  recede, 
and  the  bombastic  memorial  was  lost. 
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On  the  l*th  of  January  the  Adjutant  General  sent  to  the 
Council,  in  conformity  with  a  renolution  which  it  had 
adopted,  a  report  stating  that  llie  monej^  received  by  him 
durioK  the  yean*  IS41.  l!442  and  1H43  were  $315.8^ ;  expendi- 
tures $211.50,  anil  balance  on  hand  875.33. 

H«^morial8  to  Congress  were  adopted,  asking  for  appro- 
priations for  the  completion  of  the  improvement  of  the  Fox 
and  Wisconsin  Rivers ; 

For  a  re-appropriation  of  certain  moneys  to  complete  a 
light  house  on  Grassy  Island,  near  the  mouth  of  Fox  Kiver ; 

For  a  donation  of  land  to  improve  the  Grant  Slough  ; 

For  the  laying  out  of  a  road  from  Prairie  duChiou  to 
La'Pointe  on  Lake  Suporior,  and 

For  Ibo  iiuk'iiinitication  of  Eluert  Dickinson  for  dam- 
ages sustained  by  him,  by  n-aiion  of  tho  forcible  poesession 
and  occupation  by  Winnebago  Indians  of  his  farm  and 
buildings  near  the  site  of  the  present  village  of  Columbus, 
and  the  consumption  of  his  provisions. 

A  joint  committee  who  were  instructed  to  report

reported  that  with  rigid  economy  the  appropriation  would 
defray  the  expenses  of  the'session  of  sixty  days.  That  tho 
reason  of  the  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  is  an  error  of 
the  Governor  in  making  out  his  estimates  of  the  expenses  of 
this  session. 

On  the  Sth  of  January,  a  joint  resolution  was  passed  that 
the  session  should  terminate  on  tlio  SOth  January.  On  Sat- 
urday, the  'i'Hh  January,  a  resolution  passed  the  Jlouse  re- 
scitiiling  that  resolution  and  declaring  that  the  session 
should  lemiinatu  on  tho  lat  day  of  February.  On  the  same 
day  tho  resolution  was  amended  in  the  Council  by  substitut- 
ing the  31st  uf  January,  and  late  in  the  evening  of  that  day 
tlie  House  concurred  in  the  amendment  of  the  Council,  and 
on  the  31st  of  January,  after  a  session  of  fifty-nine  days,  * 
both  houses  were  ddjourned  sine  die,  having  previously 
passed  an  act  that  hereafter  the  annual  session  of  tho  Leg- 
islative Assembly  should  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of 
Januar)',  in  each  year. 

About  the  first  of  April,  Mr,  Robert  D.  Lestke,  sheriflf  of 
Crawford  county,  while  descending  the  MissisBippi  alone  in 
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a  canoe,  was  murdered  by  an  Indian  lying  in  ambu«h  about 
one  hundred  miles  above  Prairie  du  Cliien. 

The  year  1814,  although  iu  "tttL>  States'*  it  witnessed  a 
mcwt  exciting  political  contest,  resulting  in  the  election  oC 
JAMBei  E.  Polk  over  Henkv  Clav,  was  comparatively  d^ 
void  of  political  interest  in  Wjscondin.  The  interest  was 
limited  to  the  election  of  members  of  the  House  of  Hepre- 
sentatives,  and  county  ofHcets,  there  being  no  election  tor 
Delegate  to  Congress. 

A  convention  of  the  Democratic  Whig  menibei-sof  tho 
Legislature  and  other  Whigs  of  the  Territory  wok  held  ob 
the  30th  of  January,  when  John  M.  Cai'BOM,  Jouk  U. 
RorxTREB,  QEoitGE  MESSERSMiTn,  Geouge  H.  Sl^L'OUTEK, 
M,  M.  Jackson,  Aloszo  PlatlCIlendowbr  M.  Price.  A.  W. 
Stowk,  Jakeu  Thomi-sos  and  James  TRirf  were  appointed 
delegates  to  attend  the  National  Convention  of  the  Wlugs 
to  be  held  at  Baltimore,  in  May,  for  the  purpose  of  DomU 
nating  a  Wbig  candidate  for  the  pre»idenry. 

A  committee  of  six  was  appointed  to  report  a  preamble 
and  resolutions  expressive  of  the  sense  of  the  convention, 
and  report  the  same  at  tlie  evening  s<^«siou.  At  the  even- 
ing session  the  committeu.  through  its  chairman,  M.  M. 
Jacksox.  reported  a  series  of  rcfiolulions,  of  which  he  was 
the  putative  author,  and  which  were  unanimously  adopted. 

RUFUS  Parks  was  removed  from  the  ofilce  of  Receiver  of 
Public    Moneys  at  Milwaukee,  and  J.  A.  Hklfknstein  ap- 

poiuied  in  his  place. 

Nathaniel  P.  Tallmaikik  was  appointed  Governor  of  the 
Territory,  in  place  of  Jamks  I>.  Doty,  His  appointment 
was  announced  as  early  as  July,  although  his  commisiiion 
was  not  issued  until  September,  when  Governor  DoTV'a 
term  expired. 
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TEKBITORT  OF  WISCONSIN  — 1845. 

The  ever  roady  and  almost  ever  effective  argument  of  the 
opponents  of  a  change  from  a  Territorial  to  State  govern- 
ment, was  the  large  apprnpriations  annually  made  by  Con- 
t|||r««s  for  the  maintenance  of  civil  government,  and  the 
consequent  freedom  of  the  people  from  taxation  for  tlus 
object. 

This  nrgnmeat  was  deprived  of  much  of  Us  force  and 
effect  by  the  smallness  and  insufHciency  of  tbo  appropria- 
tion made  by  the  net  of  March  3,  1S45. 

The  cimalleiit  appropriation  ever  before  made  for  compen- 
sation and  mileage  of  the  members  of  the  LegiBlative 
Assembly,  pay  of  officers,  printing,  Btationery,  fuel,  postage 
and  other  incidental  and  miscellaneous  objects,  for  any  ses- 
sion had  been  il7,'i7>'i,  while  in  other  years  they  had  ranged 
from  823,(MKito  more  than  *3C,000.  The  appropriation  in  l»4fl 
for  the  Hscal  year  ending  Jmio  30,  1S4G,  was  only  $13,700. 

The  only  appropriation  for  harbors  wos  $I5,0(W,  "  (or  the 
purpose  of  aiding  in  the  completion  of  the  harbor  already 
commenced  at  the  town  of  Southporf 

The  harbor  at  the  more  important  port  of  Milwaukee, 
which  had  attained  the  dignity  of  beinu  placed  among  the 
works  of  nafiotial  importance,  shared  the  fate  of  all  other 
works  in  the  same  category,  which  was  to  fail  of  being 
fostered  or  aided  by  any  appropriations  whatever.  Nor  did 
the  harbor  at  Kacine  or  any  other  lake  port  receive  aid  at 
this  session  of  Congress. 

The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  the 
construction  and  improvement  of  roads  io  the  Territory, 
which  was  distributed  as  follows  :

Pursuant  to  the  law  passed  at  the  last  session,  changing 
the  time  of  it«  annual  meeting  to  the  first  Monday  of  Janu- 
ary, tlie  fourth  Legislative  Assembly  commenced  its  third 
session  on  tlie  Cth  day  of  January,  ISU. 
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Six  of  thirteen  members  of  the  Council  bad  resigned  and 
now  mombere  bad  been  elected  to  fi)l  the  vacancies,  while  a 
new  uk-ction  bud  been  had  for  the  entire  body  of  tJie  House 
of  Kepresentalivfs, 

In  the  Council,  Rakdalx.  Wilcox  was  elected,  vice  Mob- 
CAN  L.  SIartix,  resigned.  In  Milwaukee  county  Jacob  H. 
KlUBALL,  Jaiiks  KsKhi^ND  and  Adau  E.  Kay  were  elected, 
in  place  of  Hans  Crockkb,  I>avii>  Nkwi~vm>  and  Lemuel 
White,  resigned.  Tlie  ]>]ace  of  ThkophalusLa'Chappei.lb, 
of  Crawford  county,  resigned,  was  filled  by  Wiuam 
Enowltok,  and  JoiiK  Catuk,  of  Dane  county,  was  chosen 
to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the  resignatlou  of  Lucica  L 
Bahiiek,  of  Jefferson  county,  in  Ihe  same  di&tricL

Eight  of  the  twenty-six  members  bad  formerly  been  mem- 
bers of  the  Territorial  Legislature.  Messns.  Burnett  and 
"Walker  -wcroelwifd  to  the  abortive  session  held  at  Green 
Bay  in  ISSti.  The  former  was  an  unsuccessful  applicant 
for  a  seat  in  the  Council  at  Belmont  in  I&36,and  Air.  Walkkb 
was  a  meml»er  at  the  sessions  of  1842-3  and  1843-4.  Mr.  Col- 
lins was  a  member  of  the  House  in  June,  1837,  and  of  the 
Council  continuously  from  i^S  to  184?.  Messrs.  Cruson 
and  Shew  were  both  elected  to  the  House  in  1838  and  served 
until  lt>40.  McKsrs.  ItliLLs  and  Darling  were  members  at 
the  seestous  of  ]iUO-l  and  1841-S,  and  Messrs.  DAitLiNa  and 
Hicks  at  those  of  134:2-3  and  1843-4.    The  other  eiglitcoD 
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members  took  their  seats  in  the  Lesielative  AsMmbly  for 
iho  first  tirae. 

The  Council  waa  organized  temporarily  on  the  first  day 
of  the  session,  and  on  the  second  day  )>ermanently,  by  the 
election  of  Mo»ri>  M.  Stkono  President,  Brn.  C.  Kastmak 
Secretary,  and  Chakt,K3  H.  LABKiNSergeant-at-Arms, 

lu  the  House,  Geokus  U.  Wai.kbk  was  appointed  Speaker 
pro  tern,  on  the  flrst  day  and  the  next  day  was  elected  for 
the  Hossion,  On  tho  third  day  La'Fatette  Ejsllooq  was 
elected  Chief  Clerk  and  CuAL'^'CEY  Davis,  Setgeant-at^ 
AnoB. 

The  counties  of  Rock  and  Walworth  had  continued  to 
form  one  election  district  Mnce  l8:)is,  and  in  the  fourth  legis- 
lative Aasembly  were  entitled  to  two  members  of  the  Council 
and  four  memliers  of  the  House,  which  by  common  con- 
sentof  tlio  people  of  the  twu  counties  were  divided  equally 
between  them.  But  in  Wi5  the  proportionate  increase  of 
population  hod  been  so  much  (^router  in  Walworth  than  in 
Rock  county,  that  it  was  provided  by  law  that  Walwyrth 
county  should  constitute  one  election  district,  with  one 
member  of  the  Council  and  three  members  of  the  House, 
and  Bock  another  district  with  one  member  of  the  Council 
and  only  one  member  of  the  House,  Thirty-flve  years  pro- 
duced a  wonderful  change.  By  the  census  of  iJt-SO  the  pop- 
ulation of  Rock  county  was  nearly  fifty  per  cent,  greater 
than  that  of  Walworth. 

No  conflicts  between  the  Legislative  Assembly  and  the 
newly  appointed  Governor  disturbed  tlie  harmony  of  this 
session. 

Qovernor  Taijjiapob  with  prompt  courtesy  responded  to 
the  formal  cumnmnication  informing  him  of  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  two  houses,  and  on  the  second  day  of  the  »-ssioQ 
met  thum  in  juiul  couveuliou  and  dolivcrvd  in  person  the 
customary  niessago. 

It  exhibited  u  marked  difference  with  similar  papers  of 
his  immediate  predecessor;  chiefiy  in  the  absence  of  all 
claim  of  executive  preroKuiive.  and  of  any  disposition  to 
assume  anything  like  dictation,  and  it  was  with  the  utmost 
modesty  and  deference  to  the  recognized  superior  knowledge 
of  the  representatives  that  even  a  positive  recommendation 
found  a  place  in  the  tnessoge. 

It  opened  with  the  statement  that  the  enactment  of  the 
laws  devolved  upon  the  Legislative  Assembly  —  not  Con- 
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grass;  and  upon  the  Qoveroor  that  of  seeing  them  faithfully 
ezeoated.    And  he  added  that  8o  far  as  his

A  Hljeral  portion  of  the  meftsage  is  devoted  to  romarkB 
upon  the  subject  of  internal  iiiiprovem<.-nts  —  particularly 
the  iniproventent  of  the  navigation  of  tlie  Pox  and  Wiscon- 
sin  rivurs  —  a  railroad  from  t^ko  Michigan  to  thi;  MissiH- 
eippi  River,  roads  generally,  and  plank  roads  particularly, 
aud  harbors  on  the  lukv  coast.  The  importanco  of  all  these 
is  forcibly  presented,  but  no  practicable  mode  suggested  for 
their  attainment. 

The  fiubjpct  of  the  indcbtedn(.»Bfl  of  the  Territory,  as  one  of 
vital  importance  to  its  pecuniary  interesti^,  a^  well  as  to  it« 
public  character,  is  given  prominence  in  the  message.  The 
adoption  of  measures  to  ascertain  ita  natnre  and  extent 
an-  rect'mmended  and.  says  the  message

The  subject  of  agriculture  was  mentioned  as  well  worthy 
of  the  profoundest  nttention  of  the  Legislature.  Agricultu- 
ral schools,  pattcrik  fartiis  and  agricultural  socictira  were 
favorably  nientiouod,  and  the  whokt  tiubjoct  submitted  to 
tlio  wisdom  of  the  ropreswnlativi'ji  of  the  people. 

The  mefisago  concludes  with  the  pious  statement  that

Seven  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  message  wore  or- 
dered to  bo  printoil  in  the  Gernian  language,  a  precedent 
set  for  the  first  time,  wbicb  has  niuce  hecn  freijuentlj" 
followed. 

The  emphatic  vote  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Territory  at 
the  re(!ont  election  in  September  in  opposition  to  the  forma- 
tion of  a  State  government,  which  question  had  then  for 
the  first  time  been  submitted  to  them  with  Legislative  sanc- 
tion, appeared  to  have  set  at  rast.  at  least  for  this  session, 
the  further  agitation  of  that  question.  The  Governor,  in 
his  mc-ssage  referring  to  the  recommendation  of  his  prede- 
cessors that  the  necessary  steps  be  token  for  the  formation 
of  a  State  government,  said  —

A  bill,  however,  passed  the  Council  by  a  vote  of  9  to  3, 
which  provided  that  at  every  annual  election  thereafter,  a 
vote  should  be  taken  for  or  against  State  government,  and 
the  result  returned  to  the  legislative  Assembly.  This  bill 
was  defeated  in  the  House  by  a  vote  of  1'.!  to  13. 

The  only  perfected  action  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
upon  the  subject  was  the  passage  of  a  joint  resolution  re- 
questing the  delegate  in  Congress  —

This  resolution  was  not  passed  until  the  24th  of  February, 
and  Congress  adjourned  on  the  3d  of  March,  without  pass- 
ing any  law  upon  the  subject. 
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Oupwition  to  the  act  of  the  last  session  in  relation  to  the 
qualifications  of  voters  for  State  government  and  for  the 
election  of  deleRates  to  form  a  State  constitution,  was  very 
early  developed  in  the  House  of  Representatives.  It  was 
able,  dctermineil,  well  directed  and  persistent,  but  futila 
It  was  lead  by  Mr.  BuicNin'T  of  Grant  county,  assisted  by 
Heesrs.  Couja's  of  Iowa,  Sl&uguter  of  Dane,  and  sovoq 
others. 

Immediately  upon  the  orjinnizaiioo  of  the  two  houses 
Mr,  Ht^KNK'rr  gavo  notice  of  the  introduction  of  a  bill  to 
repeal  the  act,  and  subnequently,  for  that  purpose,  intro- 
duced the  first  bill  of  the  session. 

Tiie  bill  came  up  for  consideration  on  the  27th  of  January, 
when  Mr.  Darling  proposed  an  aniendmeiit  by  striking  out 
all  after  the  enacting  claus4^-,  aud  inserting  the  following  ;

The  bill  was  fully  and  ably  discussed  from  day  today, 
until  the  dd  of  February,  when  the  amendment  offerod  by 
l>r.  Dablixo  was  adopted,  with  a  modificatiun  extending 
the  period  of  n«idi-nce  from  three  to  six  montlix,  and  thus 
amoudod,  it  passed  the  Bouse  by  a  vote  of  16  to  Q,  and  was 
concurred  in  by  the  Council  without  u  division. 

The  opponuDts  of  the  me^jsure  were  not  sutisfieit  and  re- 
newed the  contest,  with  equal  zeal,  but  no  greater  sucec 
On  the  ISthof  February  a  resolution  was  introduced,  which,"' 
as  modified,  instructed  the  committee  on  Territorial  affairs 
to  report  a  memorial  to  Congress  for  the  passage  of  a  law 
authorixing  the  people  of  this  Territory  to  form  a  constitu- 
tion and  State  government  and  to  define  ih«  quaUflcaiioik 
of  voters. 

Dr.  DAiti.i>-ti  moved  to  strike  out  tlie  words  "and  to  define 
the  qualification  of  voters",  which,  after  a  longdebttt«,  was 
adopted  and  the  resolution  passed,  in  pursuance  of  which 
the  joint  resolution  of  instructions  to  the  Delej^ate  alr<-.tdy 
mentioned  was  reported  and  passed  both  housed  —  which 
was  all  the  action  had  at  this  session  on  the  subject  of  Slate 
government. 

In  the  last  chapter  it  was  stated  that  the  Governor's  nomi- 
nation of  Alexaxdkr  Botkis  as  Auditor,  and  James  Mor- 
KI1K>^'  as  Treasurer,  hud  been  rejected  by  the  unanimous  votu 
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of  the  Council.  No  other  nominations  wuro  twut  to  the 
Council  at  that  session,  so  thut  at  the  next  si-asion  no  olHcial 
information  existed  showing  who  were  the  incumhents  of 
these  offices. 

On  tho  l(.)th  of  January,  resolutions  were  adopted  by  tlie 
Council,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Ksekland,  requeatinj^  the  Gov- 
ernor to  inform  the  Conncil  who  was  the  Treasurer  and  who 
the  Auditor,  when  they  were  appointed  and  when  their  terms 
of  office  would  expira 

The  next  day  tlie  Oovemor  answered  the  request  by  stat- 
ing that  it  appeared  from  the  records  of  the  executive  de- 
partment

On  the  4ih  of  February,  1845,  Governor  Tallmadqk  sent 
to  the  Council  the  following  nominations:

These  nominations  were  on  tho  same  day  confirmed  by  the 
Council  without  refcrontMj  or  a  division. 

On  the  3()th  of  January,  tlie  Auditor  submitted  a  report 
of  the  claims  against  the  Territory,  registered  by  him  as 
per  act  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  approved  January  31, 
1S41,  which  amounted  to  Jii.aro.Ol. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Treasurer,  submitted  on  tho  lOtli 
of  January,  showed  that  the  receipts  during  the  year  had 
been  $t,'J8.S.33;  disbursements,  tu,:!59.18,  and  that  there  were 
yet  returns  to  be  made  of  the  five  per  centum  for  Territorial 
purposes,  fnim  tho  counties  o£  Kaciue,  Jefferson,  Fond  du 
Lac,  Crawford,  and  St.  Croix  for  the  year  1843,  and  from 
the  counties  of  Dodge,  Iowa,  Jefferson,  Milwaukee,  Portage, 
Racine,  Kock,  Sheboygan  and  St.  Croix  for  the  year  1844. 

Tho  Secretary  of  the  Territory  submitted  reports  of  his 
receipt*  and  disbursements,  and  so  satiBfaftory  was  the  man- 
ner in  which  his  official  duties  were  discharged,  that  on  the 
last  day  of  the  session  a  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted  by  the  House,  tendering  the  thanks  of  the  House

An  act  was  passed  to  abolish  tho  offioo  of  Suprumc  Court 
CommisHioner,  and  transfer  his  duties  to  Judgcsof  Prubato. 

The  Tc-rritoriul  Kuit«  cxpurioncod  aiioUicr  year's  delay, 
without  any  deBnitu  n?suH  having  boon  arrived  at. 

In  pursuance  of  the  decision  of  Judgu  Millek  refusing  to 
take  jurisdiction  of  the  suits  against  l^vTV,  O'Nkiui.  and 
BiK»,  the  venue  of  which  had  been  changed  from  Walworth 
county  to  Milwaukee,  the  records  and  papers  were  again 
remitted  to  Walworth  county,  and  at  the  spring  t^nn  (ISU) 
of  the  court  in  that  county.  Judge  iRvrs  decided  that  the 
venue  having  been  changed  from  that  county,  and  the  case 
not  having  been  returned  by  any  process  known  to  the  law, 
he  could  not  take  jurisdiction. 

By  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Territorial  Prop- 
erly, a  writ  of  mandamus  was  applied  for  to  the  Supreme 
Court  at  the  July  terra,  IS4.*>,  against  the  District  ('ourt  of 
Milwaukee  county,  requiring  eaid  court  to  try  the  cause. 
The  Supreme  Court,  at  the  same  term,  directed  that  a  per* 
emptory  writ  of  mandamus  do  issue,  to  the  District  Court 
of  MilwauktM'  county,  commauding  that  court  to  — 

"  lYoranl  lo  Irliitiif  ulil  nHitr,  In  Uivnunn  inuin«r,  uid  lagli*  jiidcvMI  ■■iaavql 
clenillan  ai  IhoURli  tlir  hhI  ouhh  had  not  bota  reaiond." 

This  decision  will  be  found  reported  in  1  Pinney  R,  M1>. 

At  the  next  tonn  of  the  court  in  Milwaukee  county,  in 
November,  the  cause  on  the  part  of  the  Territory  was  ready 
for  trial,  but  on  the  aflidavit  of  AriirsTus  A-  Bmn,  one  of 
the  defendants,  alleging  prejudice  in  the  judge,  the  veuue 
was  again  chaoge^l,  and  this  time  to  Grant  county,  In  the 
same  district  in  which  it  was  commenced.  The  practical 
effect  was  to  postpone  the  trial  until  March,  l)>4ti,  which  was 
the  earliest  perio<t  at  which  any  term  of  court  was  to  be 
held  in  flranl  county. 

The  suit  against  James  Morrison  and  his  sureties,  pend- 
ing in  Iowa  county,  was  continued  on  the  affidavit  of  the 
defendant  of  the  absence  of  a  material  witness. 
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Tho  suit  agai.-mt  Doty  and  Iuk  sureties,  still  pvndinfr  in 
Wulwortli  comity,  was  coiitiniu'd  by  consent,  to  await  the 
liisptMJlion  of  Dm  suit  against  the  conimiflflioner». 

Joux  Y.  Smith  was  re-elected  Superintendent  of  Terri- 
torial Projwrty  by  joint  ballot  of  the  two  houses  on  the  Iflth 
of  February,  having  received  13  votes,  to  12  for  Augustus 
A.  Bird  and  C  scntteniig. 

The  Baxter  claim,  arising  out  of  work  done  upon  the 
Capitol,  was  again  bcforo  tho  Council,  uiid  (he  comtnittoo  on 
Territorial  afTairs  reportwl  in  favor  of  aa  allowance  of 
♦1,«X>S,  but  the  report  fiiilcd  to  ruceive  the  favorable  action 
of  (bo  Council,  and  wont  over  the  session  without  action. 

Id  a  suit  which  had  been  conimenned  by  William 
D<H.'<JHTV  against  the  Territory,  upon  a  bond  indued  to  aid 
in  the  constniction  of  the  Milwaukee  and  Kock  Kiver  Canal, 
it  was  decided  by  Judge  Irvis.  of  tlie  Second  District,  that 
the  Territory  could  not  be  sued. 

The  decision  appears  to  have  been  acquiesced  in,  and  the 
case  carried  no  further. 

The  friends  of  the  policy  of  providingapermancnt  though 
moderate  Territorial  revenue  for  the  payment  of  the  debt 
of  the  Territory,  were  mow  successful  at  this  session  than 
at  the  preceding  one. 

The  amount  of  indebtedness  registered  by  the  auditor 
under  tlie  act  of  the  last  session  was  only  a  little  over  $G,000, 
yet  it  was  well  known  that  a  much  larger  sum  was  out- 
standing which  had  not  been  registered. 

During  tlie  tliird  week  of  the  session  a  bill  was  introduced 
in  tho  Council  by  Mr  Kmbklasd  "  To  provide  means  to  pay 
the  publicdcbtof  the  Territory."  It  was  referred  to  thecom- 
mittee  on  Territorial  cxpenditurus  which  reported  it  back 
without  amendment.  It  was  subsequently  referred  to  a  select 
committee  of  one  from  each  election  district,  consisting  of 
Mejtsrs,  Koustrke,  Kxowlton,  Catlin,  Bakkh,  FCnkkhand, 
Marskau.  M.  Stbosci  and  Mohks  31,  Stroso,  which  reported 
an  amendment.  Afterwards  it  was  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  the  judiciary  under  instructions,  in  conformity 
with  which  a  substitute  wna  reported  by  that  committee, 
which  subsei)uently  ptuiKod  both  houses  without  material  al- 
teration, and  was  substantially  the  law  which  was  enacted. 

The  act  prescribed  the  mode  of  assessment  in  the  several 
counties.    It  then  provided  for  the  annual  levy  in  each  of 
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the  countli^s  of  a  TorritorinI  tax  of  one  and  a  balf  mills  on 
the  (tulltir  uu  tlio  as>s(.'»s4Ml  vnluo  of  the  proporty  within  uuch 
county,  -which  wiie  to  b«  coIIucUmI  by  the  county  treasurcre 
and  by  thuni  paid  over  to  the  Territorial  Treasurer. 

Evidences  of  Territorial  indebtedness  issued  by  authority 
of  law  were  recwivablo  in  payment  of  the  Territorial  tax, 
and  it  was  raatle  tlie  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  issue  warraats 
on  the  Territorial  Treasurer  for  such  indebtednesB,  in  such 
sums  as  the  creditor  might  elect,  corresponding  in  the  ag- 
gregate with  the  amount  of  such  indebtedncgit. 

The  Territorial  indebtedness  was  furtlicr  increased  by  an 
appropriation  of  two  thousand,  six  hundred  and  sixteeo 
dollars  to  the  oouoty  of  Done,  the  amount  expended  by 
said  county  in  the  completion  of  the  Capitol,  payable  outof 
any  money  in  the  Territorial  treasury,  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated, after  all  the  debts  then  existing  against  the  Terri- 
tory should  be  paid,  and  not  before. 


An  act  to  divide  the  county  of  Crawford  and  to  fnnpmlM 

the  county  of  Chippewa,  provided:  That  the  county  of 
Crawford  should  be  limited  to  that  district  of  country  which 
lies  north  of  the  Wisconsin  and  east  of  the  Uissiiutippi 
Biver6,and  south  of  a  tine  beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Buffalo 
River,  thence  up  the  main  branch  of  said  river  to  its  source, 
thence  in  a  direct  line  to  the  most  southom  point  on  Lake 
Clu^tac,  thence  in  a  direct  line  drawn  due «aet,  until  itiotcc^ 
sects  the  western  boundary  line  of  Portage  county,  as  en- 
laired  by  an  act  approved  February  18, 1841;  and  west  of 
the  western  boundary  Uoes  of  the  said  counties  of  Portage 
andRi.hland. 

It  providyd  that  all  that  district  of  country  lying  west  of 
Portage  county,  enlarged  as  aforesaid,  north  of  the  nurtbcm 
boundary  line  of  Crawford  county  aforesaid,  east  of  tho 
Mississippi  Hiver,  and  south  of  tlie  boundaries  of  thocotmty 
of  St  Croix,  as  prescribed  in  the  act  approved  Jatiuar)- !>, 
1840,  organizing  said  county,  be  known  under  the  name  of 
Chippewa  county. 

The  new  couuty  of  Chippewa  wo*  organized  for  all  pur- 
poses of  county  govL-rnmeut,  and  attached  to  the  county  of 
Crawford  for  judicial  purposes.  The  county  seat  was 
located  temporarily  at  or  uear  the  residence  of  Mr.  Lajiu, 
at  the  junction  of  the  Sltnomonee  River  with  the  Cliippu  wo. 

Sixteen  days  later  (February  Idth)  an  act  was  approved 
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"to  dtvitle  till!  county  of  St.  Croii  auU  organize  the  county 
of  La'Pointc,"  which  enacted —

The  county  of  I-a"Hointe  was  organianl  for  all  pnri'osoa 
of  (xiunty  Kovermnent,  and  attached  to  the  county  of  Craw- 
ford for  judicial  purposes.  The  "  scat  of  justice  "  waa  tem- 
porarily located  at  the  town  of  La'Pointe. 

An  art  was  parsed  that  from  and  after  tho  first  day  of 
Novenihor,  1845,  the  county  of  St.  Croix  should  he  orpanized 
for  judicial  purpowB,  and  form  a  part  of  the  lirst  judicial 
district,  ami  the  district  court  he  held  by  the  judpe  of  that 
dJHtrict  on  the  tlrst  Monday  of  June  annually  :  Provided, 
that  at  the  next  general  election  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
county  should  vote  either  "for  district  court"  or  "against 
district  court"  ;  and  if  a  majority  was /or  it,  the  act  should 
take  ciTecc,  otherwise  it  should  be  void, 

Washington  county  was  organized  for  judicial  purposes 
from  and  after  the  second  Tuesday  of  April,  and  made  a 
port  of  the  third  judicial  district,  the  judge  of  which  was 
required  to  hold  court  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  September, 
1845,  at  the  school-hou.teatthecounty  seat,  unless  the  county 
commissioners  should,  sixty  days  before  that  time,  nu  ne 
some  other  place  in  an  order  to  be  fJled  with  the  clerk  of  the 
court,  and  thereafter  the  regular  terms  were  required  to  bo 
held  on  last  Tuesday  of  March  and  tlio  second  Tuesday  of 
September  in  each  year. 

Id  Dodge  county,  the  county  seat  was  located  in  this  wise 
at  a  place  afterwards  called  Juneau,  in  honor  of  Solouon 
Jusicad. 

An  act  was  passed  which  provided  that  whenever  tho 
owner  or  owners  of  the  land  at  and  about  the  quarter  sec- 
tion stake  dividing  sections  numbers  31  and  33,  in  township 
11  of  range  15  east,  should  lay  out  into  a  town  plat  forty 
ftcres  of  land,  of  which  the  said  quarter  section  stake  shall 
80 
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bo  tbe  contor,  rc&orving  a  square  of  four  acres ;  and  when- 
ever the  county  commissioners  abould  selt^cl  suoh  square  as 
a  site  for  the  public  buildint^,  and  the  owners  should  con- 
voy the  said  square  and  every  alternate  lot  in  said  plat  to 
the  county  of  3)odge.  then  th«  seat  of  justice  of  Dodge 
county  [ihould  be  located  upon  the  site  so  sdectcd  for  pub- 
lic buildings.  And  all  former  acts  conllicling  witli  this 
were  repealed. 

The  county  scat  of  Winnebago  county  wa>s  located  by 
thn*  comoiiiisioncrs,  elected  at  the  annual  town  meL-ting  in 
April,  1S45,  by  the  white  male  persons  who  had  resided  in 
the  county  one  month.  TIub  was  in  pursuance  of  a  special 
law  for  that  purpose. 

At  the  same  sension  a  law  was  passed  which  provided  for 
an  election  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  county,  for  or 
against  the  removal  of  the  seat  of  justice  of  Milwaukee 
county.  The  vote  was  to  be  taken  at  the  spring  election, 
1846,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  were  in  favor  of  "  re- 
moval", the  seatof  justice  of  said  county  was  to  be  removed 
to  Prairievillo  {now  Waukesha). 

If  any  election  was  held  in  pursuance  of  this  law,  the  re- 
turns  of  it  cauuot  bo  found,  and  in  view  of  the  action  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly  at  the  next  session,  dividing  th« 
county  of  Milwauki-e  and  organizing  the  county  of  Wau- 
kesha, are  of  comparatively  little  importance. 

The  system  of  coimty  government  was  changed  by  law  in 
Marquette  county,  from  the  "Town  System,"  to  the  "County 
System,''  and  iu  Brown  county  It  was  submitted  by  law  to  a 
vote  of  the  voters  of  the  county  at  the  annual  town  meet- 
in};  held  in  April,  1845,  wliether  such  change  should  bo 
made. 

Petitions  for  and  remonstrances  against  the  formation  of 
a  new  county  from  parts  of  Jefferson  and  Dodge  couulie«i. 
of  which  Walertown  should  be  the  county  seat,  were  nu- 
merously signed  and  presented  to  the  Ix-gislative  Assembly. 

Other  petitions  were  presented  for  the  formation  of  a  new 
county,  by  taking  the  west  range  of  tovms  in  l>odge  cotmly 
and  the  cast  two  ranges  of  Portage  (now  Columbia)  county 
and  the  location  of  a  county  seat  at  Columbus. 

Both  these  propositions  wore  reported  upon  adversely  by 
a  committee  of  the  Council,  and  never  reached  a  veto  in 
either  house. 
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In  the  HoiLse  of  Representatives,  the  coniniittoe  to  which 
was  referred  the  potitiyii  of  stindry  inhabitants  of  Stiuk 
county  praying  for  the  passage  of  a  law  authorizinj;  an  elec- 
tion to  be  held  to  locate  tlie  seat  of  justice  of  that  county, 
reported  "That  in  the  opinion  of  the  oommitteo,  legislative 
action  at  tlio  present  session  is  inexpedient." 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted  and  the  matter 
endi>d. 

Several  amendments  were  adopted  to  the  act  to  provide 
for  the  government  of  (he  several  towns,  and  for  the  revis- 
ion of  county  government.  Some  of  these  related  to  the 
mode  of  electing  town  officers,  and  the  duty  of  the  chair- 
mim  and  some  to  matters  relating  to  schools  and  school 
taxes  but  principally  to  the  subject  of  highways  and  mat- 
ters pertaining  thereto. 

An  act  of  Congress  was  passed  May  S3d,  1844.  by  which  it 
waa  provided  lliat  whenever  any  portion  of  the  surveyed 
public  land  not  exceeding  330  acres  had  been  or  should  be 
Bottled  upon  and  occupied  as  a  town  site,  that  it  might  be  en- 
tered at  the  minimum  price,  in  trust  for  the  occu]iaotB  there- 
of, the  trust  to  be  executed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
legislative  authority  of  the  Htate.  At  this  session  of  the  Leg- 
islative Assembly  an  act  was  passed  providing  a  mode  in 
which  such  trust  might  be  executed  in  relation  to  any  lands 
in  this  Territory  which  had  been  entered  in  pursuance  of 
the  provisions  of  that  act  of  Congress.  It  was  supposed 
that  the  title  to  u  portion  of  the  site  of  Portage  City,  in  Col- 
umbia county  could  be  obtained  in  pursuance  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Ui't,  but  it  was  deemed  more  advisable  to 
proceed  under  another  law  subsequently  passed  in  lh5i. 

Kor  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  iuhabitaut«i  residing  upon 
section  twenty-five,  town  one,  range  two  west,  in  Grant 
connty,  to  avail  themst'Ives  of  that  act  of  Congress,  an  act 
was  passed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  at  this  session,  con- 
stituting them  a  ho<iy  corporate  by  the  name  of  "The  trust- 
ees of  the  village  of  Fairplay."  But  this  act  is  believed  not 
to  have  been  etfective  and  that  the  title  was  subsequently 
acquired  in  another  mode. 

The  act  to  chiingo  the  corporate  limits  and  powers  of  the 
town  of  Milwaukee,  passed  March  11, 1S30,  was  amended 
by  extending  the  corporate  boundaries  of  the  town  so  as  to 
include  section  32,  town  7,  range  2?,  and  so  much  of  section 
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33  as  lies  west  of  the  mid^lle  of  the  Milwaukee  River,  which 
were  made  to  conntitutt!  th<^  South  ward  of  miUi  Uivru.  witii 
authority  to  elect  five  trustees  to  act  in  conjunction  with 
the  other  trustees  of  the  town. 

The  jiowera  of  the  board  of  truste«8  wero  aUo  eulargud. 

The  village  of  Beloit  was  incorporatod,  and  tho  several 
ovU  to  incorporate  the  vUhtgceuf  Racine  and  Oenova  were 
amended. 

A  bill  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Madison  passed  the 
Council,  but  in  the  House  it  was  laid  on  the  table  and  not 
again  taken  up. 

The  townn  of  I^be  Mills  and  Sullivan  in  lite  county  of 
Jefferson,  Beaver  Dam  and  Hustisford  in  Dodge  county, 
Ceresco  in  Fond  du  I^c  county,  and  Lima  in  Rock  county, 
were  created  by  special  acta  for  that  purpose. 


The  Bubject  of  banks  and  unauthorized  banking  occupied 
much  of  the  attention  of  the  I^gLtlative  Asaembly. 

At  an  early  day  of  the  session  a  bill  was  introduced  In  the 
Council  by  Mr.  Knowi.ton,  to  repeal  an  act  to  incorporate 
the  Mississippi  Marine  and  Fire  Insurance  Company, passed 
March  1 1, 18:1'.',  which  had  ostensibly  aifiiiumcd  to  do  business 
at  Sinipec,  in  Grant  county,  and  which,  under  the  authority 
to  receive  deposits  and  iwiuo  ccrtificatos  therefor,  bad  issued 
certificates  of  deposits  in  the  similitude  of  bank  notes,  and 
wa.4  engaged  in  "hanking  business"  in  violation,  as  it  wag 
alleged,  of  its  charter, 

Tho  bill  passed  the  Council  without  opposition. 

In  the  House,  a  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Collins,  of  Iowa, 
to  substitute  for  tlic  bill  a  provision  that  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral should  institute  proceedings  against  the  company  for 
the  purpose  of  vacating  its  charter.  This  motion  was  de- 
cided in  the  negative  by  a  vote  of  4  to  ^:i,  and  the  bill  was 
then  passed  by  a  vote  of  22  to  A. 

Tho  Attorney  General  reported  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives that  in  the  case  of  the  Attorney  General  of  Wl»- 
consin  vs.  The  Bank  of  "Wisconsin  (at  Green  Bay),  which 
bad  been  pending  in  tho  District  Court  of  Brown  county,  a 
decree  bad  been  cnt«rcd  that  the  charter  of  the  bank  be  for- 
feited, and  that  Alexander  J.  Irwin  he  appointed  the  per- 
manent receiver  of  the  institution. 

The  "  Bank  of  Milwaukee"  was  incorporated  by  an  act  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly,  passed  Xovember  30,  1636,  and 
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approved  and  confirmed  b^  ati  act  of  Con{;re«a  passed 
March  3. 1837. 

By  an  act  of  U\c  Territorial  Legislature,  approved  March 
U,  1839,  tbo  act  of  incorporatiun  was  unconditionally  re- 
pealed. 

In  July,  1^4,  the  persons  who  claimed  to  l>e  tho  stock- 
holders of  the  bank  endeavored,  through  Jonathan  E.  Ab- 
KOU),  their  attorney,  to  make  an  arnuigonioiit  with  the 
Attoraey  General  by  which  the  (|uc«tion  of  the  validity  of 
the  repeal  of  the  charier  mi^'lit  bo  presented  to  the  Supreme 
Court  for  its  decision,  upon  an  agreed  case,  at  u  term  of  the 
court  then  in  session. 

Tho  Altomoy  General  declined  any  action  in  the  matter 
on  behalf  of  the  Territory  at  that  term  of  the  court  and  un- 
til specially  authorized  and  instructed  by  tlu*  Legislature. 

At  tile  next  session  of  the  Legisiativu  Assembly,  the  bank 
by  its  oQlcers  applied  to  the  Lej^islaturo  to  repeal  the  repeal- 
ing act.  supported  by  a  petition  numerously  signed  by 
prominent  citizens  of  Milwaukee. 

The  memorial  and  petition  were  referred  to  the  committee 
on  incorporations  in  the  Council,  a  majority  of  which  sub- 
mitted a  rcpurt  in  conformity  with  tho  wishes  of  the  bank 
and  the  petitioners,  accompanied  by  "a  bill  for  the  relief  of 
the  Bank  of  Milwaukee,"  which  in  terms  repealed  the  repeal- 
ing actof  1B39  and  rovivcd  tho  charter. 

When  the  bill  came  up  for  consideration,  after  free  dis- 
cussion in  a  full  Council,  it  was  indefinitely  postponed  by  a 
vote  of  0  to  4,  Messrs.  Kimball,  Enkela.ni>,  Wuiton  and 
WlLiCOX  voting  in  the  negative. 

In  relation  to  tho  Wisconsin  Marine  and  i^ire  Insurance 
Company,  a  resolution  was  adopted  in  the  Council  instruct- 
ing the  committee  on  the  judiciary  to  inquire  into  tho  legal- 
ity of  pa-ifting  a  law  repealing  its  charter,  with  liberty  to 
report  by  bill  or  otherwise, 

Tho  committee,  consisting  of  Marshall  M.  Strong,  Joiis 
Catun  and  Wjbam  ICxowlthn,  reported  unanimously  that 
"  the  company  have  forfeited  their  charter "  but  that  the 
Legislature  had  no  power  to  repeal  it. 

The  committee  recommend

HISTORY  OF  THE  TERRITORY  OF  WISCONSIN. 


The  report  was  accompanied  liy  u  joiut  resolution  autlior- 
izing  such  pi'ocvudiugs.  Thu  rc&uluiiua  was  afturwardu 
taken  up  for  conBidcration  by  a  vote  of  ?  to  a,  and  nfUjr  dis- 
cussion wan  laid  upon  the  table.  It  was  again  taken  up  but 
before  any  action  upon  it,  the  two  houses  adjourned. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  in  the  House,  direclinf;  the  com- 
mittee on  the  judiciary  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of 
providing  by  law  for  the  suppression  of  tlie  circulation  of 
bills,  checks,  notes,  certificates  of  deposit  or  other  evidences 
of  debt  in  circulation' in  tlic  Territory,  as  money  by  any 
company  or  corporation  not  expressly  authorijw-d  tiiereto  by 
law.  And  providinj;  also  that  ihc  circulation  of  any  such 
issufs  in  the  form  or  liimitiludo  of  bank  bills  should  be  de- 
clared to  be  yrivta  facie  evidence  of  the  violation  of  the 
charter  of  any  such  corporation. 

A  report  was  (submitted  by  the  committee,  through  Mr. 
BuRNKTT,  the  rhairnian,  in  favorof  the  suppression  of  the 
circulation,  referred  to  in  the  resolution,  but  adverse  to  Mm 
proposition  contained  in  the  latt«r  clause  of  it  It  was  ac- 
companied by  a  hill  to  amend  the  existing  law  to  restrain 
unauthorized  banking,  and  give  more  effect  and  stringency 
to  it«  provisions. 

■\\liilu  the  bill  wa«  under  consideration  Mr.  Coi.tjKS 
moved  to  strike  out  alt  oftur  the  unactin^  clause  and  in- 
sert— 

"That  the  AHcniiT  OrnrraJ  nf  Ibe  TelTllorr  ht  knd  heirbr  I*  4lrfcMd  to  iMUMa  ja^

This  motion  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  7  lo  19,  and  the  bill  was 
then  ordered  to  a  third  reading  by  u  vote  of  31  to  5,  and 
passed  the  nest  day  without  u  division. 

In  thu  Council  the  bill  was  indefinitely  postponed  by  a 
vot«  of  7  to  a,  and  thus  ended  for  the  session  legislatix'e 
action  on  the  subject  of  banks  and  banking. 

Governor  Doxv  had  per8).sted  in  spelling  Wisconsin  with  a 
"k"  and  an  "a"— Wis- Aon  san,— and  some  of  the  news- 
papers and  his  admirers  imitated  his  example,  so  that  tho 
Legislative  Assembly  thought  it  a  matter  of  sufficient  iin^ 
portanco  to  pass  a  joint  resolution,  declaring  that  the  or- 
thography should  be  that  adopted  in  the  organic  act 

No  differencu  of  opinion  existed  as  to  tho  proper  orthogra- 
phy,  but  only  us  to  the  wisdom  of  passing  any  resolution  oo 
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tlie  subject.  The  final  vole  on  llie  resolution  in  the  House, 
where  it  originatetl,  yvax  ic  to  9,  and  in  the  Council  it  was 
7toG. 

The  election  of  a  Territorial  printer  was  at  this  session 
provided  for  by  law.  He  was  to  bo  elected  by  joint  ballot 
of  the  two  houses,  his  tomi  of  service  to  coiiiiii(.'iice 
at  tlie  close  of  tho  session  at  which  ho  was  elected,  and  oou- 
tinuc  one  year  and  until  his  fiuccessor  was  elected.  He  was 
to  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  three  Ihouwiud  dollars  and  take 
an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  his  duties.  He  was  to  print 
tho  laws  atid  journals  and  do  all  the  incidental  printing, 
and  receive  Buch  compenttRtion  as  should  from  time  to  time 
be  established  by  law. 

Simeon  Mii.i-s  of  Madison  was  the  first  Territorial  printer 
elected  under  this  law,  having  received  34  votes  out  of  38 
cast.    John  A.  Browx  received  13  and  McCabb  1. 

The  revision  of  tho  law  regulatinff  taverns  and  groceries 
attracteil  the  attention  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  at  this 
session. 

It  was  provided  by  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1839,  that  the 
county  commissioners  of  the  several  counties  might  grant 
licenses  to  Die  keepers  of  inns  and  taverns,  to  soil  strong 
and  spirituous  liquors  and  wines,  and  to  determine  the  sum 
to  be  paid  therefor,  which  should  not  bo  less  than  fivo 
dollars  nor  more  than  tweuty-fivu,  and  that  they  might 
grant  licenses  to  as  many  persons  as  they  might  think 
proper,  to  keep  groceries  for  tlie  sale  of  strong  or  spirituous 
liquors  and  wines,  and  that  tho  sum  to  be  paid  for  such 
grocery  license  should  be  one  hundred  dollars. 

Tho  sum  to  be  paid  for  a  license  to  sell  in  any  quantity 
not  loSJi  than  one  quart,  was  to  bo  not  more  than  seventy- 
five  dollars  nor  lens  than  twenty  dollars,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  commissioners. 

Penalties  wore  prescribed  by  the  law  for  each  violation  of 
its  provisions,  but  no  specific  mode  for  thuir  enforcement 
was  provided. 

The  law  passed  at  this  soesiou  provided  that  these  penal- 
ties might  be  prosecuted  for  and  recovered  in  the  name  of 
tho  "United  States,  and  that  it  should  be  the  duty  of  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  every  town,  and  the  board  of  com- 
missioners  of  every  county,  to  prosecute  for  all  violations  of 
the  law,  and  any  person  might  do  so. 
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While  tlie  bill  was  p<>ndhig  in  the  House,  an  amendmenT 
was  proposed,  that  any  person  might  keep  a  houite  of  eiiter- 
tainment  without  obluining  a  license  therefor,  provided 
that  no  piTsoii  should  sell  any  spirituous  liquors  or  other  liq- 
uorapixtliibitcd  by  law,  without  obtuiningagrociTy  lict'DflA. 

This  omondmunt  wati  lost  by  a  vote  of  10  to  16,  and  in  U)« 
Council  a  like  amL-ndmont  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  5  to  8, 
Another  bill,  giving  to  the  legal  voters  of  each  municipality 
an  option  to  restrain  the  granting  of  liccnaes  therein,  was 
reported  by  the  judiciary*  committee  in  the  House  and  was 
defeated  by  tlie  close  vote  of  12  to  13,  Mr.  Thovas  of  Waf- 
worth  not  voting. 

An  act  passed  in  1840,  prescribing  a  penalty  for  tlie  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquors  to  Indians,  was  oniendtjd  so  as  to 
make  the  olTeusc  indictable,  and  punishable  by  flno  and 
imphBoumout. 

From  a  communication  made  by  the  Governor  to  the 
Council,  in  response  to  a  resolution  of  tJiat  body,  the  some 
facts  in  relation  to  llie  amoinit  of  selected  and  unseleclod 
University  lands  were  presented  as  were  contained  in  tbe 
report  at  the  previous  session  of  tbe  committee  on  Territu- 
rial  alTairs. 

An  act  was  passed  at  this  session  which  provided  that 
Joux  T.  HAIOHTof  Jefferson  county  bo  appointed  the  ugi-ut 
of  the  Tcrritorj'  to  select  all  the  lauds  authorizi'd  to  be  aet 
apart  and  reserved  from  sale  by  act  of  Congress,  which  had 
not  been  oet  apart  and  reserved  from  sale  by  the  ijecretary 
of  the  Treasury. 

County  treasurers  were  required  by  special  law  to  bold 
their  offices  at  county  seats. 

The  clerk  of  the  boitrd  uf  county  commissioners  or  county 
super^'isors  was  authorizefl,  in  case  he  had  failed  to  adver- 
tise unredeemed  lands  as  required  by  law,  to  again  advertise 
them. 

He  was  also  authorized  to  make  deeds  for  lands  sold  for 
taxes  and  unredeemed,  where  the  tax  certificates  bad  been 
lost,  upon  Ihi!  certificate  of  the  district  judge  that  he  was 
satisfied  of  such  loss. 

Judges  of  probate  were  authorized  by  law  to  require  from 
executors  or  administrators  new  or  additional  bonds. 
They    were   also  authorized  to  grant  letters  of  admin- 
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istration  upon  the  estate!!  within  the  Territory  of  non-resi- 
donts. 

Commissioners  were  appointed  to  lay  out  Territorial  roads: 

From  Milwaukee  to  Fort  Winnebago  via  county  seat  of 
Dodge  county. 

From  Milwaukee  to  Fox  Laku,  cro»»inf!  Kock  River  near 
the  outlet  of  the  Winnebago  Marsh  (Horicon). 

From  Spring  street  in  Milwaukee  to  intersect  the  road 
leading  from  Milwaukee  to  Mukwanago. 

From  Third  street  in  Milwaukee  until  it  intereiecta  the 
United  States  road  from  Milwaukee  to  tJreen  Bay  south  of 
Mad  Creek. 

From  Milwaukee  to  Fond  du  Lac,  passing  near  tlie  centre 
of  Washington  county. 

From  Prairieville  (Waukesha)  to  Fond  dii  Lac 

From  Prairieville,  via  Menomonee  Falls,  to  the  county  seat 
of  Washington  county. 

From  Potters'  Lake  to  the  east  line  of  Walworth  county. 

From  Waupun,  via  Cere»co,  to  the  county  seat  of  Portage 
county. 

From  section  thirty-five,  town  six,  rango  seventeen  east, 
in  town  of  Ottawa  to  Prairieville. 

From  Monroe  to  Janesville. 

From  house  of  JareijS.  Wa[j)wokth  in  Portage  county 
to  Grand  Kapids. 

From  section  twenty-eight,  town  three,  range  nine  east,  to 
Janets  ville. 

From  Exeter  iu  Green  county  to  Beloit. 

From  Boctiou  thirty-one.  town  one,  range  nine  east,  to 
Madison. 

From  Wat*}rtown,  by  county  seat  of  Dodge  county,  to  Fond 
du  Lac. 

From  Sheboygan,  via  county  seat  of  Dodge  county,  to 
Madison. 

From  Madison,  Ha  Fountain  Prairie,  to  Fox  Lake^ 

From  Summit  to  Fond  du  Lac 

From  Fond  du  Lac,  t-ia  Cereeco,  to  Fort  Winnebago. 

From  Washington  harbor  (Ozaukee)  to  Fond  du  Lac 

From  Columbus  to  Dekora. 

From  Columbus,  tna  Washara  (Fox  Lake),  to  Watertown. 

From  Isaac  Noyee,  in  Dodgo  county,  to  Seymour  Wilcox's, 
in  Fond  du  Lac. 
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From  JanesTille,  via  Indianford  and  Catfish  MUb,  to 
Madison. 

From  northeast  comer  of  section  35,  town  1,  range  S  east, 
in  Iowa  county,  via  SpafTord's  branch,  to  Monroe. 

From  Janesville,  via  Kxeter,  to  Mineral  Point. 

From  tlie  coimty  seat  of  Washington  county,  to  HusUs' 
BapiiU. 

Fruiii  Eitgtu,  via  Spring  Lake,  to  Prairicvillo. 

From  Watvrtuwn  to  Milwaukoc:  and 

From  Watertown  to  Mim.Tal  Point* 

The  compensation  of  road  eupervisors  was  fixed  by  law, 
and  provision  made  for  tho  application  of  delinquent  road 
taxe8  to  the  repair  of  highways. 

The  board  of  mipervisors  of  Jllilwaukee  county  were 
specially  authorized  to  levy  and  collect  three  thousand  dol- 
lars, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  tax-payers  at  town  meet- 
ing, to  tw  expended  in  the  construction  of  roads  and  bridges. 

The  supervisors  of  Brown  county  were  authorized  to  levy 
a  tax  not  exceeding  one  per  cent,  annually,  xubjoct  to  a  vote 
of  the  people  of  the  county,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
a  Mc.A.dam,  plank,  or  turnpike  road  from  the  foot  of  the 
Qrand  ICakalin  to  Winnebago  Lake. 

The  controversy  which  had  exinted  for  several  years  in 
Milwaukee,  at  one  time  threatening  violence  and  bloodshed, 
api>ears  to  have  found  a  quietus  in  the  passage  of  a  law  at 
this  session,  which  authorized  (lie  trustee*  of  the  east,  the 
west,  and  the  south  wards,  or  of  either  of  them,or  the  people 
■who  inhabit  them  —

Commissioners  were  appointed  for  carrying  into  effect  an 
act  of  Congress  of  June,  lUii,  appropriating  a  section  of 
land  for  the  improvement  of  Qrant  Kiver,  in  the  town  of 
Fotnei. 

The  commissioucnt  were  to  cause  the  section  (section  31, 
town  3,  range  3  west)  to  be  sur\'eyed  into  lots,  and  to  decide 
ujK>n  and  award  pre-emptions.  The  lot»  were  to  be  appraised 
and  sold.  A  receiver  was  appointed  who  was  to  receive  all 
moneys  paid  for  IoIh,  and  give  certificates  of  such  payments, 
which  entitled  the  purchaser  to  receive  from  the  Qovemor 
of  the  State  a  patent  for  the  lot 
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The  coramist^ioncrs  were  to  cause  a  survey  and  ostimato 
to  be  made  of  the  improvement  provided  for  by  the  act  of 
Congress,  and  report  to  the  next  Legislative  Assembly. 

The  moneys  were  to  remain  in  the  handti  of  the  receiver, 
to  lie  ap|iliv(]  to  tbe  improvomciit  in  Kuch  manner  as  thu 
Legtetativ4>  Assembly  sbould  tborcafter direct. 

A  wtlect  committee  of  one  from  each  election  district  was 
appointed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  erecting  a  pcni- 
lentiarj-  or  State  prison.  They  submitted  a  report  setting 
forth  the  great  necessit}'  of  auch  a  penal  institution,  but  not 
recommending  any  other  measure  looking  to  its  attuiumcnt 
except  a  memoi-ial  to  Congreax  soliciting  an  appropriation 
of  a  siifHfieitt  sum  to  enable  the  Territory  to  erect  u  portion 
at  least  of  a  suitable  building  in  which  the  crimiuabs  of  the 
Territory  may  bo  confined  and  employed.  The  memorial 
was  adopted,  but  no  appropriation  made  by  Congress  for  the 
purpOBO. 

The  Wisconsin  River  Navigation  Company  was  incorpo- 
rated, with  authority  to  erect  a  dam  across  the  Wisconsin 
River  below  the  Little  Bull  Falls,  of  such  height  as  would 
raise  the  water  on  the  falU  as  high  as  the  surface  of  the 
water  above  them,  with  a  slide  for  the  passage  of  rafts,  and 
to  receive  tolls  for  the  passage  of  lumber,  shingles  and 
timber. 

JuHN  HusTis,  his  associates,  successors  and  assigns, 
were  authorized  to  build  and  maintain  a  dam  across  Bock 
River  upon  the  cast  half  of  section  9,  town  10,  range  IG 
east  (Hustififord),  in  Dodge  county, 

J.  Ca»v  Hall,  his  associates,  successors  and  assigns, 
were  authorized  to  buitd  and  maintain  a  dam  on  such  part 
of  the  Menomonce  River  as  was  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Territory,  in  section  I,  town  32, range  Ti  east. 

Horace  R.  Jrkomr,  his  associates,  successors  and  assigns, 
were  authorized  to  build  and  maintain  a  dam  on  such  part 
of  the  Menomoiieo  River  as  was  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Territory,  at  a  place  called  White's  Bapids,  on  unsur- 
Teyed  land. 

JoACHiH  Qkkshagek,  his  associates,  successors  and  as- 
signs, were  authorized  to  erect  and  maintain  a  dam  across 
the  Milwaukee  River,  on  sectious  ID  or  20,  town  8,  range  23 
east,  in  Milwaukee  county,  at  what  has  since  been  called 
Good  Hope. 
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Applii-ntioiis  for  divorce  were  made  in  the  Council  by 
Maria  Wooiifokii  JIcElwaix  from  licr  iiuKband,  aixl  in  the 
Houee  by  UitiBt B.  Suirn,  Sbth  H.  Marqcissr,  and  Matthias 
CinLTOS,  from  thoir  wivwi  rc-spectivoly. 

The  firet  passed  both  houses  nnd  becumo  a  lavr.  Tho  bill 
to  divorce  C'kikl  B.  Suitii  from  bis  wife  potuiod  tho  House 
by  a  vote  of  U  to  10,  and  was  rejected  in  tho  Council  on  its 
second  reading;  by  a  vote  of  7  to  4. 

In  the  cases  of  Skth  H.  Maki^ui»i)>k  ar.-i  Matthias  Chh-- 
Tos,  the  committee  on  the  judiciary  in  the  Hou-w  made 
adverso  reports,  and  no  further  action  was  bad  in  relation 
to  tht'm. 

Thu  name  of  Frances  Adklle  Crandall  was  chunked  to 
that  of  Frances  Adklle  WurriSG  by  a  special  act,  wlucli 
declared  that  she  sbould  thereafter  bu  known  and  recog- 
nized ail  the  adopted  child  of  Joux  WniriNc,  of  Illoomtield, 
Walworth  roimty,  and  as  such  be  capable  of  inheriting  and 
holding  his  property, 

Joel  T.  LANimuMof  Iowa  county  petitioned  tho  Logisla- 
lure  to  pass  an  net  clianj^inK  the  name  of  bis  natural  son  JosB- 
pnus  Matthews,  an  infant  of  about  ten  years,  and  to  legiti- 
matiso  his  said  natural  son  so  as  to  enable  him  to  inherit  thu 
propt>rly  of  his  father,  which  was  done  so  Car  OS  an  act  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly  could  do  it. 

A  co-operative  association  was  incorporated  nndor  tho 
name  of  thu  "Wisconsin  Phalanx,"  It  was  located  in  the 
township  of  Cen^sco.  in  Fond  ilti  Lac  county,  to  which  its 
business  was  restricted.  Warrrx  Chasr,  Lgstek  Rounds 
and  Uriel.  Faruin  wuiv  authorized  to  receive  subscriptions 
to  stock,  AfltTwards  the  officers  of  the  association  were  to 
be  one  president,  one  vice-president,  secrutary.  treasurer 
and  nine  councillors.  The  act  prescribed  the  duties  of  the 
offlcerH  and  the  manner  in  which  the  affairs  of  the  corpora- 
tion sltould  be  conducted. 


The  Janesville  Ac-ademy  was  incorporated. 

Certain  citizens  of  Milwaukee  and  their  associates  end  such 
persons  as  tJiereafter  might  be  associat4>d  wiUi  tbem  wore 
incorporated  by  the  name  of  the  "First  Congref^ational 
Society  in  Milwaukee."  The  act  of  incorporation  contained 
Ibe  tiHtque  provision  that  "  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  so  coustnied  as  to  give  to  said  society  banking  powers." 
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Bosides  the  memorial  to  Concrretm,  floIicitiriK  an  appro* 
priation  for  a  penitentiary,  already  mentioned,  several 
Others  were  adopted  by  the  I-egislative  A.i9embly. 

One  in  relation  to  the  lands  granted  by  Congress  to  aid  in 
the  conRtnictioii  of  the  Milwaukee  and  Rock  River  canal, 
asking,  among  other  things,  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sales 
of  t]ie  lands  might  bc'  donated  to  the  Territory  to  bu  appro- 
priated to  bciicflciol  public  uses,  of  which  tlie  paymout  of 
the  debt  incurred  in  coniph.aiiig  tlio  Capitol :  MO.ffOO  for 
building  a  penit«n(iary,  and  jau.OOO  for  a  normal  school, 
were  Buggosted. 

One,  asking  for  tho  passage  of  a  bill  which  had  passed  the 
Senate  at  the  previoun  seasion  making  an  appropriation  for 
the  improvement  of  the  Fox  and  Wisconsin  Rivers. 

Two,  asking  for  the  establishment  of  mail  routes  froai 
Racine,  via  Beloit,  to  Ualena,  Ills,,  and  from  Milwaukee,  via 
Whitewater  and  Fort  Atkinson,  to  Madison. 

Three,  asking  appropriations  for  roads,  from  the  FalU 
of  8t>  Croix  to  I-aToInto;  from  Prairie  du  Chien  to  La'- 
Pointe,  and  from  Fort  Howard,  Green  Bay  to  Fort  WilkinK, 
Copper  Harbor  on  Lako  Superior. 

An  itemized  fee  hill  for  services  rendered  by  the  clerk  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  and  also  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Terri- 
tory, was  at  this  session,  for  the  firat  time,  proscribed  by 
law. 

An  act  was  passed  "  for  the  protection  of  sheep"  ;  which 
provided  that  if  any  dog  should  be  found  killing,  wounding 
or  worrying  any  sheep,  it  should  be  lawful  for  any  person 
forthwith  to  kilt  the  dog.  It  also  proliibited  rams  from  ruQ- 
niag  at  large  between  tlie  montlis  of  August  and  Di^cember, 
by  imposing  a  penalty  of  fivu  dollars  on  the  owner. 


The  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  at 
this  sesAioD  for  its  incidental  expenses,  printing,  postage,  etc., 
exclusive  of  pay  and  mileage  of  members  and  pay  of  offi- 
cers was  $C,600.60. 

After  the  passage  of  an  act  that  the  laws  passed  at  that 
session  should  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  .Tune,  unless 
otherwise  specially  provided  in  the  act  itself,  the  Legisla- 
ture adjourned  on  the  aith  of  February  sine  rfw,  after  a 
session  of  flfty  days. 
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An  act  of  CoDKrees  was  pas&od  in  1807,  by  whicli  it  was 
euaoted  that  the  several  lead  mine«  in  tbe  Indiana  Terri- 
tory shall  be  roservCTi  for  the  future  disposal  of  tbo  United 
Stut«t!,  and  tliu  Preeident  was  authorized  to  leoBu  ooy  such 
lead  mine  for  a  term  not  exceedinR  five  years. 

The  lead  mines  of  Wisconsin  and  Illinois  vFere  then  in 
Indiana  Territory. 

Pre-era|)tion  laws  were  passed  in  1830, 1832, 1834,  1838  and 
18-10. 

Another  act  was  passed  June  26, 1834,  creating  additional 
land  districts  in  Illinois  and  .^[issou^iand  creating  two  laud 
districts  in  Wisconsin  (Ureen  Hay  and  iiineral  Point)  which 
authorized  the  President  to  cause  to  be  offered  for  sale  all 
the  lands  lying  in  said  districts

It  was  claimed  by  the  occupants  of  lands  containing  lead 
mines  that  they  were  entitled  to  pre-emptions  under  some 
of  these  pre-emption  laws,  and  especially  that  such  lands 
were  subject  to  private  entrj'  under  the  act  of  June  'Hi,  1834. 

This  claim  was  not  recognized  by  the  General  Land  Of- 
fice nor  by  the  local  laud  offices. 

A  case  was  finally  decided  during  the  December  term, 
1844.  of  the  Supremo  Court  of  the  United  States,  of  The 
United  States  vs.  H.  H.  Geak.  reported  in  3d  Howard's 
Beporl*,  p.  1311,  iu  which  the  court  decided  that —

This  decision  was  by  a  divided  court.  Judges  Story, 
McLkan  and  M<-K  i.m.ky  dissenting,  and  a  dissenting 
opinion  prepared  by  Judge  M<-Lean  was  read,  and  coo* 
curred  in  by  Jndges  Story  and  McKisley. 

A  ft«r  this  decision  was  pronuilgatod.  tho  Duperin  ten  dent 
of  the  lead  mines  at  Oalcna,  on  tlic  Stilh  May,  1840,  issued  u 
circular  notice  that  —

All  perRons  mining  or  wighiiiK  to  mine  upoa  unr  lands  to 
which  a  patent  had  not  iiisuud,  wure  required  to  pay 
whatever  rents  may  be  due  and  take  out  a  leaae  for  mining, 
and  that  he  had  bcon  iuiiti'uolod  iu  case  of  necessity,  to 
lake  legal  measupus  to  carry  into  effect  the  notice. 

Although  this  decision  and  the  notice  of  the  superintend- 
ent caused  much  uneasiness  among  the  occupants  of  the 
lead  mine  lands,  but  few  of  them  paid  any  rents  or  look 
any  leases,  as  a  very  general  feeling  prevailed  that  aa  act 
of  Con^freds  would  be  passed  by  which  titles  to  tlie  lands 
could  be  obtained.  Subsequent  eventti  showed  that  this 
feeling  was  well  founded. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  in  his  message  Decern* 
berl,  IS45,  said:

On  the  13th  of  May,  1845,  Hon.  Henbt  Dodge  was  ap- 
pointed Governor  of  the  Territory  in  place  of  Kathasikl  P. 
Tau.mai>ge  removed,  being  thus  restored  to  the  place  from 
which  in  18-11,  he  had  been  removed  by  President  Tyler  to 
give  place  to  James  D.  Doty. 

On  the  Cth  of  May,  Gov.  Dodok  returned  from  Washinjp- 
ton  to  his  residence  five  miles  from  Mineral  Point,  where, 
after  a  few  days  he  was  waited  upon  by  a  committee  ap- 
pointed ut  a  large  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Mineral  Point 
without  distinction  of  party,  by  whom  he  was  tendered  a 
public  dinner.     He  accepted  the  invitation  and  at  the  time 
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fixed  for  the  ovaliou,  the  Mb  of  Juno,  a  largo  concoiirso  a»- 
8«tnl>1«d.  The  Governor  was  cBCortcd  from  his  reaidwiice  to 
Mineral  Point  l>y  the  Miiiural  Point  DraRoons,  under  com- 
mand of  Capt.  John  K.  O'Nkiij.,  where  he  was  met  by  tho 
citizens  of  the  town  and  others,  who  fonned  in  procession 
and  marched  to  the  Court  House,  where  the  Oovernor  was 
welcomed  on  behalf  of  the  people  in  an  appropriate  nddrees 
to  which  he  briefly  responded.  The  procession  again  fomieil 
and  marched  to  the  Klansion  House  and  partook  of  a  dinner 
which  WOK  followed  with  numerous  toasts.  The  fcetiviUcs 
of  the  day  were  followed  by  u  ball  at  tho  Court  Housu. 

During  themonth  of  May.OKOKciK  W.  Jonks  was  restored 
to  the  ofHce  of  Surveyor  General  of  Wisconsin  aad  Iowa, 
from  which  he  had  been  removed  by  Prc-eidont  Tvi.br  in 
1841. 

Soon  after  the  4tb  of  March,  Joiik  8.  Rockwell  waa  ap- 
pointed Marshal  of  Uie  Torritory  in  place  of  Cuakles  M. 
Prbvost  whose  commiii»)ion  had  expired. 

Subeetiuently  Wst.  P.  Lvni>e  whs  appointed  United  States 
Attorney,  in  place  of  Thomas  \V,  Si'theklasd  removed. 

PAstUALL  BEguETTK  was  appointed  Heceiver  of  Pubtio 
Moneys  at  the  Mineral  Point  Land  Office. 

Ororqc  H.  Walker  was  appointed  Register  of  the  Land 
OfHcoat  Milwaukee  in  place  of  Paraclbtb Pottek whoso 
term  of  service  had  expired. 

Tho  Democratic  Territorial  convention  was  held  at  Madi- 
son on  the  35th  of  June,  and  resulted  in  the  nomiiwtlion  of 
M  >KGAN  L.  Martin  of  Circvn  Bay  on  tho  eighteenth  ballot, 
ascandidate  for  delegate. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  r<>Ru)ts  of  tlie  several 
ballots : 
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Mr.  Martin  being  at  Uadtaon  was  watted  upon  bya  com< 
mittce  who  informed  htm  of  his  noniiuatioD.  He  immedi- 
ately aildi-ossc-d  a  letter  to  the  committee,  iu  which,  after 
expressing  his  ackuowlcdgniente  for  the  honor  conferred,  he 
Koid:

The  Tprritoria!  Whig  convention  was  first  called  to  be 
held  at  Madison  on  the  9th  day  of  July,  and  by  order  of  the 
Territorial  central  committee  the  time  was  postponed  to  the 
HMtb  of  July,  at  which  time  the  convention  met  and,  with- 
out much  controversy,  nominated  Hon,  James  Collins,  of 
Iowa  county,  as  the  candidate  of  that  party  for  delegate  in 
Congress. 

Both  candidates  made  a  very  thorough  canvass  of  the 
Territory. 

Edward  D,  Holton,  of  Milwaukee,  was  also  a  candidate, 
having  beet)  nominated  by  the  anti-slavery  pai'ty,  then 
designated  as  tlie  "  Liberty"  party. 

The  election  was  held  on  tlio  fourth  Monday  (33d)  of  Sep- 
tember, and  the  result  was:

Hr.  Martin  took  his  seat  as  delegate  on  tlie  first  Monday 
of  December. 

Railroads  were  much  talked  of  and  anticipated  as  one  of 
the  developments  of  the  near  future,  but  as  yet  no  work  of 
conetrucliou  had  been  commenced.  The  demands  of  tlie 
young  community,  however,  for  public  means  of  inter-com- 
munication had  not  beou  overlooked. 

By  the  joint  enterprise  of  Messrs,  Yrisk,  Walker  &  Co.,  of 
Chicago,  L.  P.  Sanoub  of  Galena,  and  ])avis  &  MooRtc  of 
Milwatikee,  a  daily  line  of  four-h ...i-e  post  coaches  ran  from 
Milwaukee  to  Galena,  through  ia  three  days.  The  hue, 
which  left  Milwaukee  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fri- 
days, went  via  Troy,  Jaaesville,  Monroe,  Wiota,ShullBburg 
and  While  Oak  Springs,  lodging  at  JaneaviUc  and  Shulls- 
burg. 

The  line  which  left  Milwaukee  on  Tuesdays,  Tbursdaj-s 
Si 
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and  Saturdays,  went  via  Prairieville,  Whitewater,  Fort 
Atkinson,  Madison,  Blue  Mounds,  Dodgeville,  Minentl  Point, 
Flattflville  and  Hazel  Qreen,  lodging  at  Madison  luid  Min- 
eral Point. 

Another  line  left  Whitewater  tri-weekly,  via  Hilton, 
Jaiiesvtlle  and  Beloit  for  Kockford.  where  it  connected  with 
the  Galona  and  Chirngo  daily  line  of  8tn((cs. 

Another  trf-wcekly  lino  ran  from  Milwaukee  for  New 
Berlin, VL'rnon.Mukwonngo and  Ti-oy.ri'tiiniingovfry  alter- 
nate day,  forming  a  daily  line  b^twei-n  ^ililwaukf^^  and 
Troy. 

Another  tri-weekly  line  ran  from  Milwaukee  via  Oak 
Creek,  Kacine,  and  Southjjort  to  Chicago,  returning  altPi^ 
nate  day». 

At  Madiflon,  connection  watt  made  with  a  stase  line  to 
Fort  AVinnebngo,  and  at  Platteville  with  another  to  Prairie 
du  Chien. 

There  were  other  less  important  lines  in  dilTerent  parts  of 
tho  Territory. 

On  the  Kth  of  April.  Milwaukee  was  vinited  witli  the  most 
disa-strous  conflagration  which  it  had  ever  experienced.  The 
Are  broke  out  in  a  small  wooden  building  opposif^  llii'  Cot- 
tage Inn,  and  spread  with  frightful  rapidity,  burning  down 
two  entire  squares  before  its  progress  was  arrcHt'f-d.  The 
Cottage  Inn,  and  every  other  building  iwtween  Michigan 
and  Huron  streets,  except  a  bani  and  two  or  thnM  small 
tenements,  were  destroyed  by  the  fire. 

It  was  a  serious  calamity  for  Milwaukee  in  its  infancy, 
and  many  of  its  citizens  sustained  very  severe  losses.  Most 
of  the  buildings  were  of  wood,  and  Milwaukee  bad  reached 
that  state  of  progress  and  prosperity  that  the  demands  of 
its  business  required  the  erection  of  more  imposing  and 
commodious  structures. 
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CHAPTKR  XXVII. 

TERRITORY  OF  W1HCX>XSIN  —  1840. 

Thu  last  half  of  ihtr  tonth  year  of  the  tutulago  which  com- 
mciicfd  with  th<?  urt^aiiizbtiuii  of  the  TtTritorial  gowra- 
uiunt  in  lt*30,  furnishml  uiimistukuble  evidence  that  a 
decided  majority  of  the  hundred  thousand  or  more  of  its 
iuhabitunts  were  now  diei>«sed  to  exchange  their  dependent 
rt^lations  1o  a  distant  paternal  Kovernment,  for  the  responsi- 
bilities and  the  anticipated  advantages  of  an  independent 
sovereignty  as  a  State  in  the  Union  of  States. 

The  existence  of  this  disposition  had  been  ofHcially  dem- 
onstrated by  a  direct  vote  of  the  electors  in  April,  and  the 
"shadow  of  the  coming  event"  was  so  distinctly  di&ceruibic 
early  in  the  year  that  a  superficial  observer  could  not  fail 
to  see  it,  so  that  the  important  preliminary  laws  were 
enacted  both  by  Congress  and  the  Territorial  Legislature 
for  the  creation  of  a  State  government. 

The  radical  and  important  changes  in  the  political  con- 
dition of  the  inhabitants  of  Wisconsin,  which  were  felt  to 
ho  so  certain  to  occur  during  the  year  184R,  gave  to  the  an- 
ticipated events  of  the  year  a  significant  interest. 

At  the  first  session  of  the  Twenty-ninth  Congress,  which 
commenced  in  December,  l.S4.'>,  an  act  commonly  called  an 
"enabling  act,"  was  passed,  which  authorized  the  people 
of  the  Territory  —

The  entire  boundaries  are  particularly  described,  ajidnro 
the  same  as  subsequently  adopted  in  the  constitution  and 
as  now  exist. 

The  unjust  exercise  of  its  power  by  the  National  Qovern- 
ment,  in  violation  of  the  rights  guaranteed  to  tho"Fifth 
State"  by  the  ordinanci!  of  1787,  while  Wisconsin  had  no 
voice  with  which  to  protest,  seconded  by  the  greed  of 
Illinois  for  an  unwarranted  extension  of  her  northern 
boundary,   and  her   adverse  occupancy  for   twenty-eight 
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years  of  7,500  square  miles  of  ourTerHtory,  closod  thedoor 
lo  uU  coutrovorjsy  over  our  soutbcru  boundary. 

The  concossion  by  ConsroBS  to  JMicbif^n  ()f  the  Northern 
Peninsula,  in  conBiderution  of  the  n-lt^aEe  by  her  to  Ubio 
of  the  territory  in  dispute  between  those  ntat«8,  jirevented 
any  controversy  in  relation  to  our  northea»tern  boundary. 
But  upon  the  northwest,  Iho  territorial  rights  of  the  Fifth 
State  under  tlic  Oi'dinanco  of  1787.  as  far  as  the  Mississippi 
River  to  iln  head  walvrs  in  Ita!*ea  Lake,  wore  clear  and  uo- 
dit^puted,  and  bad  bt-un  impaired  by  no  previous  action  of 
Confi^ess.  To  have  extended  its  DOrlhweBtern  boundary  to 
the  extreme  limit  to  which  Wisconsin  was  entitled,  would 
have  given  her  all  that  part  of  JMinnraota  eaflt  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi, extending  west  to  about  the  »5th  degree  of  loogi- 
tude,  and  intersecting  the  boundary  line  of  the  British 
possc&Hions  near  where  it  leaves  the  Lako  of  the  Woods  iu 
latitude  forly-nino  degrees. 

It  was  however  the  policy  of  CongrMs  —  at  least  of  tlie 
non-slaveholding  states,  which  were  now  in  a  majority — to 
provide  for  a  "Sixth  State"  out  of  the  old  Northweet  Terri- 
tory, supplemented  by  a  small  part  of  the  "'  Louisiana  Ter- 
ritory." 

To  accoinplii^h  this  object  it  vas  provided  in  the  enabling 
act  that  the  buundury  after  parsing  ibrougb  Lake  Superior 
to  tho  mouth  of  the  St.  Louis  River,  should  follow

The  enabling  act  extended  the  laws  of  the  TJnited  States 
over  Uie  State  of  Wisconsin,  provided  for  a  district  court,  a 
judge,  marshal  and  attorney,  and  that  the  State  should  be 
entitled  to  two  representatives  in  Congrese. 

It  submitted  to  the  convention  which  should  asaemblo  for 
the  purpose  of  forming  a  constitution  the  following  propo- 
sitions, which  if  accepted  by  the  convention  and  ratifiod  by 
an  article  in  the  constitution,  should  be  obligatory  on  the 
Unitod  States,  v'rn :

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Tlieso  five  propositions  were  on  the  condition  that  the  con- 
stitution or  an  irrevocable  ordinance  i^honld  provide  that 
the  State  should  never  interfere  with  the  primary  disposal 
of  the  soil  within  the  Banie  liy  the  United  States,  that  no 
tax  should  be  imposed  on  lands,  the  property  of  the  United 
States,  and  IJiat  in  no  case  should  nou-residcnt  propriotore 
be  taxed  higher  than  residents. 

The  pttr>iimuDtoiit»tiL-si;  of  Condress  in  the  matter  of  appro* 
priation»  to  promote  tho  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the 
Territory  was  well  calculated  to  increase  the  feeling  in  fa- 
vor of  a  chanRe  from  a  Territorial  to  a  State  govemment* 

A  bill  passed  both  houses  of  Congross  making  appropria- 
tion for  the  improvement  of  rivers  and  harbors,  which  in- 
cluded the  more  important  harbors  on  Lake  Michigan  but 
tho  veto  of  President  Polk  prevented  it  from  becoming  a 
law. 

A  bill  was  reported  in  the  House  appropriating  $35,000  to 
aid  in  the  construction  of  roads,  but  it  did  not  become  a  law. 
It  distributed  the  apprnpriations  as  follows:  Mihvaukee  and 
Fond  du  Lac  road  vl.nOO;  Milwaukee  and  Madison  $l,i>00; 
Beloit  to  Winnebago  $4,000;  Kacine  and  Madison  $3,000; 
Green  Bay  aud  Fond  du  Lac  ?3,000;  Green  Bay  and  Chi- 
cago $4,000;  Sheboygan  and  Fox  River  $a,0()0;  and  Platte- 
villeand  Potosi  J-'.himi. 

The  Delegate  in  Congress  was  Hon.  Morgan  L.  Mabtin, 
who  resided  nt  Green  Bay.  and  had  always  ns  a  member  of 
the  Territorial  Legislature,  and  by  hiu  uuofGcial  actions, 
manifested  u  deep  interest  in  the  improvement  of  the  nav- 
igation of  the  Fox  and  Wisconsin  Rivers. 

An  act  was  passed  at  this  session,  tho  result,  it  wan  be- 
lieved, in  a  great  measure  of  the  active  efforts  of  the  Dole- 
gate,  which  granted  to  the  State  on  its  admission  into  the 
TInion,  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  navigation  of  these 
rivers,  and  connecting  them  by  a  canal ;  every  alternate 
section  of  land,  for  three  sections  in  width,  on  each  side  of 
the  said  Fox  Biver  and  the  lakes  through  which  it  passes, 
and  of  tho  canal. 

Complaints  were  made  that  tins  grant  was  obtained  at 
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thf  coet  of  the  neglect  of  other  interests  by  llie  Delegate. 
But  there  is  no  evidence  of  auy  foundutiou  for  such  com- 
plaints. 

The  appropriation  for  salaries  of  Cnited  State  offiuers  of 
the  Territory  were  the  same  as  usual,  but  that  for  the  Legis- 
lative expeiiftps  was  only  813,700. 

An  act  was  passed  giving  to  the  Surveyor-General  of 
Wisconsin  and  Iowa  the  same  anuual  salary  as  the  other 
Surveyors-General,  and  the  fioino  amount  for  clerk  Iiirw  at 
the  Surveyor-General  northwest  of  the  Ohio.  The  effect  ol 
this  was  to  increase  the  amount  of  salary  and  clerk  hin) 
from  $3,100  to  $8^00. 

The  act  for  the  relief  of  the  Stockbridgo  tribe  of  Indians, 
approved  March  3,  18*3,  was  repealed,  and  the  trlbo  or 
nation  was  restored  to  its  anciuut  form  of  gorornmcnt. 
The  repealing  act  provided  for  giving  to  such  of  the  Indians 
as  chose  to  become  citizens,  their  proportion  of  the  Indian 
land  in  severalty,  and  that  the  remainder  of  the  land  should 
be  held  in  common  by  the  remainder  of  tlie  tribe. 

The  only  other  act  pamsed  at  this  sesstoa  of  Congress 
especially  affecting  the  interests  of  the  people  of  the  Terri- 
tory was  one

In  the  Council  but  one  change  from  the  previous  year 
bad  occurred.  Mr.  Hay,  of  Milwaukee  county,  had  re- 
signed, and  Mr.  CrRTis  Beer  was  elected  in  his  place; 

III  tlie  House  more  than  half  the  members  had  resigned 
and  new  onett  elected  to  fill  the  vacancies. 

In  Browu  county  Elisqa  Morrow  succeeded  Mr.  Fowlrr. 

In  the  district  composed  of  Rock  and  Walworth,  oil  the 
memben),  being  Messrs.  Fikld,  Mii.ls,  Thomas,  and  Moorb 
resigned,  and  Mesftrs.  Waknkk  K.vi{I^  Gavloro  Graves, 
and  Calkb  Croswkij^  of  Walworth  county,  and  Mr.  Iki. 
Jos'Ks,  of  Rock  county,  took  their  places. 

In  Racine  county  Messrs.  .McClkllas  and  Nokthway 
gave  place  to  Messrs.  Andrew  B.  Jackson  and  Juml^s

The  Council  was  org'antjw'd  by  the  election  of  Nflsow 
Dewry,  President,  Bus  C.  Eastmax,  Secretary,  and  Josei'H 
Brisrois,  Sergeant  at- Arms.  Mr.  Eastmas  resigned  on  the 
18th  of  January,  and  William  R.  Suitii  woh  elected  bis  suc- 
cosBor. 

In  the  House  Mason  C.  Daklixo  was  elected  Speaker, 
La'Fayette  Kkllogo,  Chief  Clerk,  and  David  Bonham,  Ser- 
geant-at-Arma.

Tlie  annual  message  of  Qovernor  Dopcb  was  delivored 
by  Iiim  in  person  (o  botli  Iiniises  asst-nilik-d  in  tlic  Rcproscnt- 
alives  Hall  on  tlic  sciNind  day  t>(  tlio  sci^siou. 

The  Urst  and  most  important  part  of  it>  recommended  the 
passage  of  a  law  submitting  to  thv  p«o])l«,  tbu  quusUon  of 
the  (onnatiuii  of  a  Statu  govrrninent. 

A  rovieion  oC  the  laws  regulating  common  schools  was 
recommended. 

The  Territorial  debt  it  was  said  should  be  paid  as  early  as 
possible. 

Some  steps,  it  was  said,  should  be  taken  to  raise  funds  for 
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file  erection  of  a  penitentiary,  and  that  it  would  be  proper 
to  memorialize  Congrefis,  asking  for  an  appropriation  for 
that  object 

Tbe  tneesttge  recommended  memorializing  Congress  on 
the  subject  of  the  sale  of  the  load  mines  and  mineral  lands. 

The  importance  of  comploting  harbors  at  Milwaukee, 
Hariut;  and  Soiilhport,  and  of  construcliiig  them  at  Sheboy- 
gan and  Manitowoc,  of  the  removal  of  the  obstructions  to 
the  navigation  of  the  Mi»sii<Hippi  at  the  upper  and  tower 
rapidn,  of  the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  Fox 
and  "WiBconsin  Rivera,  and  of  Rock  River,  as  also  the  oon- 
Rtruction  of  a  rail  or  macadamized  road  from  Lake  Michi- 
gan to  the  MiseiKsippi.  were  each  strongly  set  forth  in  the 
message,  uud  the  asking  of  appropriations  by  Congress 
receromemled,  accompniiiod,  however,  with  the  expression 
that  it  appeared  to  be  the  settled  policy  of  the  government 
to  redu<-e  the  appropriations  as  low  as  possible,  believing,  as 
it  would  seem  that  the  proper  time  had  arrived,  when  Wis- 
consin 8houl<l  take  the  proper  steps  for  the  formation  of  a 
State  government 

The  snbject  of  the  militia  and  the  public  arms  was  re- 
ferred to.  The  Indiana  were  represented  as  peaceably  dis- 
posed, except  the  Winnebagocs,  of  whose  deprodalions 
complaint  was  made. 


So  much  of  the  Governor's  message  as  related  to  State 
government,  and  all  petitions,  remonstrances  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  the  subject,  wore  referred  to  a  joint  select 
committee  consisting  of  Messrs,  Moses  M.  Strong,  Frank, 
MoKBow,  MooKiis,  Sheldon,  and  Bitrsktt, 

A  very  able  report  from  the  pen  of  Mr.  Fkank,  in  favor  of 
the  early  formation  of  a  State  government  was  submitted 
by  tiio  committer,  accompanied  by  a  bill  for  that  purpose, 

Tbe  report  undertook  to  demonstrate  that  the  change 
would  result  in  pecuniary  advantage.  It  stated  that  the 
average  amount  of  appropriations  made  to  the  Territory  for 
all  purposes  did  not  exceed  about  $38,000,  while  the  interest 
upon  the  proceeds  of  500,000  acres  of  land,  which  the  State 
would  receive  on  its  admission  into  tbe  Union  at  six  per 
cent.,  and  the  five  per  cent  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  sales 
of  the  public  lands  in  the  State,  it  was  estimated  would 
amoimt  to  about  1^55,000. 

Great  importance  was  attributed  by  the  report  to  the  full 
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coutrol  and  dispttsai  of  our  scKooI  lands,  and  (he  Rrant  for  a 
uuiverBity,  while  it  was  assumed  that  the  same  lilterality 
which  had  been  extended  to  the  other  now  States,  would  se* 
cure  to  us  stilt  further  grants  of  land. 

The  advantages  of  a  political  i.-hai'act«r  were  ndvcrtod  to 
as  being  important,  and  were  presented  in  a  striking  and 
forcible  manner. 

The  bill  reported  by  llie  committee  was  amended  in.  some 
of  its  details,  and  tlicu  pasKed  the  Council  without  a  division. 

In  the  House  some  slight  amendments  were  made,  but  the 
only  proposition  which  elicited  much  discussion  was  au 
Bniemlmcnt  ofTored  by  Mr.  Poi.K  to  strike  out  that  part  ol 
the  bill  which  nullioriMHl  the  inhabitants  who  hud  only  de-l 
ctartxl  their  intentions  to  become  citiKeue  of  the  United  Stfttoa] 
to  vote  for  delt-gates  to  llie  convention.  Upon  this  amend- 
ment tJie  vote  was  *tol6  —  thoise  who  voted  for  it  being 
Messrs.  Brdw.v,  Burnktt,  Ckchos,  Hoakd,  Joshs,  Phelps,  J 
and  Pole. 

An  amendment    was   proposed  to  strike  out  the  word 
"  white"  wherever  it  occurred  in  the  hill,  ujion  which  tbftj 
vote  stood  10  to  16.    Those  voting  in  the  allinuutive  wen 
Mesmfs.  Barstow,  Brawlbv.  Fisher,  Graces,  Jackson, 
M<iRH(m'.  I'.vitKER.  SiiELDo.s-.  WotWTEk  and  Dakung. 

The  bill  was  then  passed  by  a  vote  of  17  to  ft.  Those  who 
voted  in  the  negative  were  Messrs.  Bkawley,  Hrowk,  Bcr* 
SETT,  Crusos.  Fishkr,  JtiNKs,  MoKRow,  Poi.K  and  Daruno. 

As  soon  as  the  bill  was  enrolled  and  presented  to  the  Gov- 
emor,  it  received  his  signature  and  became  a  law. 

Its  principal  features  were  that  on  the  Ist  Tuesday  of 
April,

should  be  authorized  to  vote  (or  or  against  the  formation  of 
a  State  government. 

That  the  Governor  should  appoint  some  porson  in  each 
county  to  take  the  census  of  the  inhabitants  on  the  6rst  day 
of  June. 

If  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  were  "for  State  govern- 
ment", the  Governor  was  to  make  an  apportionment  among 
the  several  counties  of  dvlegulcs  to  form  a  Stat«  constitu- 
tion. The  basis  was  one   delegate  for  every  1,300  inhabi-

taotSy  and  an  additional  delegate  for  a  fraction  greater  than 
a  majority  of  said  numlier.  but  there  was  to  bo  ono  delef^rate 
to  each  orftanized  county,  and  no  two  counties  could  be 
united  in  the  same  election  district.  The  (Sovernor  was  to 
moku  proclamation  of  the  apportiunmcut. 

The  election  was  fixed  for  the  first  Monday  of  September, 
and  the  time  of  the  annuul  election  was  cbangcd  from  the 
fourth  to  the  first  Monday  of  September. 

The  qualifications  of  voters  for  delegates  were  the  same 
as  those  for  voting  on  the  preliminary'  question  of  tho 
formation  of  a  State  government 

The  delegates  were  to  meet  at  the  C^apitol  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  October,  with  full  power  and  authority  to  form  a 
republican  constitution,  which  should  be  ratified  by  the 
people,  in  such  manner  and  at  such  time  as  the  convention 
should  prescribe. 

It  was  provided  by  another  act  that  the  Governor  should 
make  a  new  apportionment  of  tho  Legislative  Assembly 
among  the  several  counties,  based  upon  the  census  to  be 
taken  in  Jimc. 


Neittothatof  providing  for  theformatlonof  a  State  Gov- 
ernment, no  subject  engaged  tho  attention  of  the  Legislature 
more  than  that  of  the  Wisconsin  Marine  and  Fire  Insurance 
Company. 

Incorporated  for  the  ostensible  purpose  of  conducting  an 
insurance  business,  it  was  alk-ged  that  it  bad  engaged  in  a 
general  hanking  business,  and  thereby  violated  its  charter. 

Tho  act  of  incorporation  contained  this  provision:

The  company  iusuod  what  is  called  certificates  of  deposit 
in  small  sums  —  H .  »'.*,  and  85.  They  were  in  the  similitudo  of 
bank  noteit  and  circulated  as  money,  and  to  a  large  extent 
^filled  the  channels  of  cireulaUon.  It  claimed  that  these  is- 
suer were  authorized  by  its  charter. 

No  complaint  was  made  that  the  company  did  not  redeem 
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in  coin  all  its  issues,  or  that  if  was  not  entirely  responsible 
but  il  wns  claimud  that  the  issue  was  an  exorcise  of  "bank- 
ing privUogcs/*  and  a  violation  of  its  chailer. 

There  was  a  decided  majority  in  each  house  in  favor  of 
taking  some  course  to  put  a  stop  to  these  issues,  and  to  tbu 
continued  exercise  of  its  corporat«  powers,  and  so  great 
was  the  feeling  of  hostility  to  the  corporation,  that  when  a 
respectful  communication  from  Alexander  Mitciiem^  its 
secretary,  was  presented  in  the  House,  a  motiou  to  rutum  it 
to  him  received  12  out  of  26  vot«s,  and  on  a  motion  to  print 
it  only  five  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Three  measures  were  introduced  in  the  House  with  a  view 
to  deprive  the  company  of  its  corporate  powers. 

One  was  a  bill  for  the  unconditional  repeal  of  its  act  of 
incorporation. 

Auutticr,  a  joiut  resolution,  instructing  the  Attorney  Oen- 
eml  to  institute  thu  necessary  legal  proceedings  to  procure 
a  forfeiture  of  its  franchise,  and  the  other  a  memorial  to 
Congress  asking  for  the  repeal  and  disapproval  of  the  act 
of  incorporation. 

I'he  repealing  act  passed  both  houses  and  became  a  law. 
The  vote  in  the  House  was  18  to  8,  and  in  the  Council  fl  to  4. 

The  passage  of  this  law,  however,  had  no  practical  effect 
in  restraining  the  company  from  issuing  certificates  of  do- 
posit  as  a  circulating  medium. 

The  joint  resolution  failed  of  adoption  in  conBt'quc-nce  of 
an  irreconcilable  disagrcL-mcut  between  the  two  houses  upon 
an  amendment  adopted  by  the  Council. 
'  The  momoriul  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  in  the  House 
and  then  laid  on  the  table  and  was  never  again  taken  up. 


A  joint  resolution  was  passed  appointing  a  committee  to 
examinti  the  affairs  of  the  Bunk  of  Mineral  Point,  The 
bank  had  been  practically  defunct  for  more  than  four  years 
and  an  examination  could  serve  very  little  useful  purpose, 
except  to  gratify  curiosity. 

The  report  of  the  committee  stated  that  the  liabilities  of 
the  bank  at  the  time  of  its  failure  consisted  mainly  of  its 
circulating  notes,  whith  were  supposed  to  liave  amounted 
to  about  $KlC,000.  Of  these  *101,8C3  had  been  taken  out  of 
circulation,  some  having  been  received  on  debts  duo  the 
bank  and  for  property  sold;  some  paid  in  St.  I.«uisby  at* 
tachmunt  suits  against  tho  debtors  of  the  bank  and  $9,131 
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bad  been  refleemcd  by  the  receivers;  some  at  fifty  ccntfl  on 
the  dollar,  sonio  at  twcDty-fivo  and  soino  at  tea,  luaving  a 
balance  of  t34,137  in  circulation,  a  portion  of  which  was 
undoubtedly  lost  or  deistroyed. 

The  nominal  assets  of  the  bank  were  $.'>S,II33.  TheBocon- 
sistt-d  of  notes,  drafts,  and  bills  of  exchange,  moat  of  which 
were  worthless,  many  of  the  debtors  having  been  discharged 
under  the  banknipt  law;  and  of  the  amount,  (33,401.51  was 
against  Samukl  B.  Knapp,  the  defaulting  and  absconding 
cashier,  and  it  did  not  appear  probable  lliaC  the  amount 
which  would  bo  realized  would  puy  more  than  ton  per  cent. 
of  tlio  liabilities. 

Tlie  report  did  not  appear  to  require  any  legislation,  and 
none  was  had. 

The  subject  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  Territorj'.although 
not  large,  continued  to  occupy  the  attention  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly. 

The  aggregate  amount  of  the  assessmeuto  in  the  several 
counties,  made  in  pursuance  of  the  law  of  the  last  session, 
as  returned  to  the  auditor,  was  $Ci,3'M,4<J5. 

A  bill  was  reported  in  the  Council  by  the  committeo  on 
Territorial  affairs  to  increase  tho  revenue  of  tho  Territory 
by  raising  the  nilo  of  Iho  Territorial  tax  from  Ij  mills  to 
3  mills  on  the  dollar  of  asscjified  valuation,  which  would  have 
produced  a  revenue  of  about  $as,000.  The  bill  was  ordered 
to  a  third  reading  in  the  Council,  but  afterward  laid  on  the 
table  and  not  again  taken  up. 

Tho  amount  of  tax  due  to  the  Territory  under  the  law 
pastied  in  1S45,  a»  reported  by  the  Auditor,  was  tn,G9i.47, 
and  tho  amount  of  tax  unpaid  prior  to  1S15  was  81,370.49. 

These  sums  were  entirely  inadequate  to  the  payment  of  the 
debt,  but  it  was  impossible  to  dctermino  the  exact  amount 
of  the  deficiency, 

The  appropriations  by  the  Legislature  in  ie4iJ,  payable  out 
of  the  Territorial  Treasury,  were  $3,919.24,  and  was  an  addi- 
tion of  that  sum  to  the  existing  deficiency. 

A  portion  of  the  scrip  which  bad  been  received  into  the 
Territorial  Treasury  was  issued  for  legislative  expenses,  and 
proTisiou  was  made  for  the  payment  of  it  by  the  United 
States,  through  the  Secretary,  who  had  been  provided  with 
funds  (or  that  purpose. 

The  claim  of  Dai^iei.  Baxtkb  was  again  presented  and  a 
Cavorabie  report  made  in  tho  House,  which  adopted  a  reso- 
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lution  to  pay  him  a  certain  sum  of  money  in  full  payment. . 
This  resolution  was  defeated  in  the  Council,  where  another 
resolution  was  paRsed,  which  was  concurred  in  hy  the 
HoiiM>  and  approved  by  tlu*  Governor,  which  authorizetl  and 
directed  the  Territorial  Treasurer  to  pay  over  to  Mr.  Bax- 
ter eight  of  Ihereinainint;  Territorial  bonds  (of  (ICM)  each) 
issued  for  thcromiiliMion  of  the  Capitol,  provided  he  would 
receive  the  ^nie  in  full  Katiiifaction  and  rc]iui|uishnient  of 
oil  hilt  unsettled  claims  and  demands. 


At  lui  vurly  day  of  the  session,  a  joint  resolution  wan  in- 
troduced by  Mr.  C'BAwroRD,  requiring  the  Superintendent 
of  Tomtorial  Property  to  discontinue  all  suits  now  pending 
in  which  the  Tenitory  is  plaintiff. 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Territo- 
rial affairs,  which  reported  that

Mr.  Chawford  made  an  earnest  argimient  in  support  of 
bis  resolution,  placing  it  chiefly  on  tlie  ground  of  tlio  great 
expense  of  prosecuting  suits,  especially  for  attorney's  fe 
and  the  worlhlessncss  of  any  judgments  that  might  be^ 
obtained.  The  rfsohilion  was  then  laid  on  the  table  by  a 
vote  of  IS  to  T  —  Mr.  Bubnett,  who  wae  attorney  for  the  de- 
fendants not  voting.  Having  been  called  up  at  a  subsequent 
<lay,  the  House  refused  to  adopt  it  without  a  division. 

These  suits  had  l>een  eommenced  and  hitherto  prosecuted 
under  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Property,  as 
authorized  by  law.  For  that  purpose  he  had  employed 
attorneys  other  than  the  Attorney  General. 

In  an  act  passed  at  this  session  making  an  appropriation 
for  professiniml  servicii!  rendered  antl  expenses  incurred  by 
one  of  these  attorneys,  a  section  was  inserted  that :

The  SupiTiiitendent  of  Territorial  Properly  eonf^tnied  this 
section  us  placing  the  entire  control  and  mnna^emcnl  of 
these  suits  in  the  Attorney  General,  and  neither  the  Sopei^ 
intendent  nor  the  former  attorneys  bad  any  further  connec- 
tion with  them. 
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In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Council,  the  Attor- 
ney General  reported  that  James  T.  Watson,  thon  late 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  died  seized  of  about  two  thousand 
four  hundred  acres  of  land  in  the  county  of  Rock,  about 
twelve  miles  west  of  Janesville.  That  he  died  leavinp:  no  rel- 
atives surviving  him  nearer  than  second  cousins,  and  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Attorney  Uenernl  the  lands  had  accrued  to  the 
Territory  for  want  of  heirs  to  inherit 

It  does  not  appear  that  anything  fm-ther  was  done  to  give 
effect  to  the  escheat,  if  tlie  land  liad  escheated. 

At  this  seesion  of  the  Lei^slative  Assembly,  the  county  of 
Waukesha  was  formed  ont  of  Milwaukee  county,  La  Fay- 
ette out  of  Iowa  and  Cohinihia  out  of  Portage,  The  act 
creating  Waukesha  county  was  to  be  elTeclive  if  approved 
by  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  proposed  new  county 
west  of  range  21,  excluding  thosi.'  of  the  remaining  jmrt  of 
Milwaukee  including  Ihe  city.  The  rcquibito  majority  of 
votes  was  cast  and  Waukesha  county  was  organized. 

The  creation  of  the  new  county  of  La  Fayette  was  sub- 
mitted to  a  vote  of  alt  the  voters  of  the  whole  of  Iowa 
county.    The  result  was  1,115  for  division,  and  88S  against  it 

The  creation  of  Columbia  county  was  unconditional  and 
dependent  upon  no  vote  whatever. 

The  inhabitants  of  Watertown,  which  is  partly  in  JofTer- 
fwn  and  partly  in  Dodge  counties,  and  other  inlmbitants  of 
that  vicinity  had  long  de«ired  a  new  county  from  parts  of 
each.  For  the  purpose  of  a^ccrtaioing  the  wishes  of  the 
people  of  these  counties,  a  proposition  was  submitted  to 
them  to  be  voted  on.  that  a  new  county  bo  established  to  be 
composed  of  towns  it  and  iO  of  ranges  13, 14,  15,  IG  and  17  in 
Dodge  county,  and  town  8  of  ranges  13,  14,  15  and  Ifi  in  Jef- 
ferson county.  The  result  waa  to  be  certified  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Territory  and  laid  before  the  Legislature. 

The  vote  was  adverse  to  the  proposition. 

The  form  of  county  government  was  changed  in  tJie 
counties  of  Dodge,  Dane  and  Washington,  and  the  act  of 
1841  to  provide  for  "township"  government,  was  declared  to 
be  in  force  in  those  counties. 


In  the  county  of  Dodge  the  following  towns  were  created 
and  their  boundaries  prescribed,  viz.:  Portland,  Emmctt, 
Lebanon,  Ashippun,  Elba,  Calamus,  Lowell,  Clyman,  Hui>- 
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tisford,  Rubicon.  Beaver  Dam.  Fairfield,  Hubbard,  Burnott, 
WiHiamj*town,  Lo'Roy,  Chostor.  Trcuton  and  Fux  Lake. 

TIiL'  following  in  tlio  county  of  Dane,  viz.:  RuUaniJ,  Rom«, 
Albion,  Dunkirk,  Sun  Pniiric,  and  alt  th«  remaininj;  town- 
ships in  the  county  constituted  the  town  of  Madison. 

In  the  county  of  Washinfiton,  the  followinjf.viz.:  Erin, 
Richfield,  Oennantowu,  Mequon,  Wright,  Polk,  Jackson, 
Grafton,  Addison,  West  Bend  and  Port  WaHhingtoQ. 

The  county  of  Slieboygan  was  orstniized  for  judicial  pur- 
poses. 

An  act  was  passed  providing  for  a  change  of  the  location 
of  the  county  scat  of  Sauk  county  by  u  popular  vote. 

Tlio  boundary  lino  between  the  counties  of  Crawford  and 
Chippewa  wa»i?stnbliBhed, 

The  county  seat  of  St.  Croix  county  was  established  at 
Stillwater. 

The  following  new  towns  were  organized  in  other  coun- 
ties: 

In  Jefferson  county  Aztolon,  Ixonia,  Sullivan,  Concord, 
Tunbridge,  Palmyra,  Bark  River  and  Farmiugton, 

In  Rock  county,  Magnolia  and  Ouk. 

In  Walworth  county.  Elk  Horn,  Sugar  Creek,  Turtle,  Brad' 
ford.  Spring  Valley  and  Newark. 

lu  liacine  county,  Blackhawk,  Yorkville  and  Raytnoad. 

In  Fond  du  Lac  county,  Rosendale,  Lime,  Motomen  and 
Byron. 

The  town  of  Stillwater  and  the  town  of  Saint  Paul  —  now 
in  Minnesota  — were  declared  to  ho  election  precincts  at 
either  of  which  the  electors  of  St.  Croix  county  might  vote, 
and  have  xlicir  votes  returned  to  and  cf  ivaBsed  by  the  offl- 
corR  of  Crawford  county. 


Milwaukee  was  first  incorporated  as  a  city  at  this  session 
of  the  Legislature.  The  territory  embraced  in  the  city 
limits  was  the  south  half  of  town  seven,  of  range  twenty- 
two,  except  the  northwest  quarter  of  section  twenty  and  the 
north  half  of  section  nint>t«en. 

The  city  was  divided  into  five  wards,  and  the  elective 
officers  were  a  mayor  for  the  city,  tliree  aldermen,  one  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  and  one  constable  in  each  ward. 

Solomon  Jdneau  was  elected  the  first  mayor. 

The  village*  of  Modisoo,  Prairicvilly,  Sheboygan  aed 
Potoei  were  incorporated  by  special  acts,  and  an  act  of  tho 
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previous  year  vafftling  an  alley  ia  the  village  of  Southport 
was  repealed. 

The  Governor  suhmitted  the  report  of  JohnT.  Haioht, 
who  had  been  appoiuted  an  agent  on  tho  part  of  tlio  Terri- 
tof}'  to  solccC  th«  uDtocatod  lands  granted  byCougross  fora 
university. 

It  appearing  from  tho  report  that  the  granted  lands  had 
not  all  been  yet  selected,  another  aet  was  passed  by  which 
NATiiAifiKi.  ¥.  Uyek  -kob  authorized  to  select  all  the  lands 
authorized,  which  had  not  been  aet  apart  and  reserved 
from  sale  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  the  purpose* 
of  ft  university  by  virtue  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  Juno  Vi, 
ISSS. 

Beloit  College  was  incorporated  by  a  special  act  of  incor- 
poration. It  was  required  to  be  located  in  the  township  of 
Beloit,  Kock  county,  and  to  —

Tho  first  corporatora  were  Reverends  A.  Kent,  D.  Clary,

Cbapi.v  and  R  M.  Pkakson,  and  Messrs.  G.  W.  HiCKox, 
A.  R,\YM(>N»,  C.  M.  OOODSKI.I,,  E.  W.  PoTTKR,  U  Q.  FrsHER, 
"W-Talcott,  Chari-ks  S.  Hempstead  and  Samuel  Hinman. 

The  name  of  Prairieville  Academy  was  changed  to  Carroll 
CoU«gu.  and  the  trustees  incorporated  as  a  collegiate  insti- 
tution. 

The  "Madison  Academy"  wa«  authorized  to  receive  from 
(he  county  commissioners  of  Dane  county  the  sum  of  99,216, 
■which  was  a  special  fund  appropriated  to  the  county  for  tho 
purpose  of  building  an  academy  at  Madison, 

During  the  session  of  tho  Legislaturo  an  educational 
convention  assembled  at  Madison,  which  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  prepare  and  submit  some  plan  for  the  advance- 
ment of  common  school  education  in  Wisconsin. 

The  committee,  which  cm^isted  of  Moktimrr  M.  Jack- 
son, Lewis  H.  Loss,  Levi  ritiBBEix,  M.  Frank, Caleb  Cros- 
WELL,  C.  M.  Bakkr  and  H.  M.  Billings,  prepared  a  report, 
which  was  submitted  to  the  Legislature  and  which  recom- 
mended the  appointment  of  an  agent  —

Tho  oommitU«  on  schools,  in  the  Asaeraljly,  to  which  the 
subject  had  been  referred,  reported  upon  it  favorabi/,  to- 
gether with  a  bill  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  ftiipor 
intendent  of  common  schools.  The  bill  passed  tho  At^embly 
without  a  division,  but  was  defeated  in  ihe  Council,  only 
three  votes  —Messrs.  Baker,  FRANK,and  Musbh  M.  Stbuno— 
being  in  favor  of  it 

Special  provision  was  made  by  law  for  the  appointment 
of  a  board  of  school  commiseionere  for  the  city  of  Iblihvaa- 
kee. 

School  District  Xo.  1,  in  the  town  of  Fond  du  Lac,  wai 
created  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the"Tru8te«a  of  the 
Franklin  School."  The  election  of  a  board  of  trustees,  and 
tbe  power  to  levy  taxes,  were  specially  provided  for. 

Owing  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  general  iavrs,  special  acts 
were  passotl  uuthoriziiig  the  levying  of  taxes,  generally  for 
the  erection  of  school-houses,  in  School  Districts  Nos.  3,  i, 
and  Hi,  in  Dane  county;  in  Nos.  3  and  T,  in  the  town  of 
"Snake  Hollow," and  No.  1  in  the  town  of  Wisconsin,  and 
No.  1  in  tho  town  of  I'lattevillo,  all  in  Grant  county;  No,  5  In 
the  town  of  Elk  Horn,  Walworth  county:  No.  I  In  tho  town 
of  Itocbesler,  Racine  county,  and  District  No.  L  in  Sheboy- 
gan county. 

Cotirbi  were  now  held  in  the  counties  of  Dane,  Sauk,  Jef< 
ferson.  Green,  Rock,  Walworth,  and  Portage,  in  the  Second 
Judicial  District,  and  an  act  was  passed  re-arranging  the 
times  of  the  sessions,  which  were  semi-annual  in  all  the 
counties  except  Portage,  where  only  au  annual  term  wait 
held,  on  tho  second  Monday  in  Septomber. 

Some  important  provisions  wore  also  enacted  in  relation 
to  tho  practice  and  procei-dings  in  the  Circuit  and  Supremo 
courts,  especially  in  relation  to  write  of  mandamus  and  quo 
warranto. 

An  act  was  also  passed  to  provide  for  the  more  conventeot 
contesting  of  the  election  of  county  and  other  offices  before 
the  district  courts. 

The  time  had  not  yet  como  for  beginning  the  work  of  con- 
structing a  railroad  across  tho  Territory  from  Lake  Michi- 
gan to  the  Mi«sissippi  Kivor,  but  the  subject  bad  for  two  or 
three  years  occupied  the  thoughts  of  the  more  sanguine  and 
far-seeing. 
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_;U]is  session  numerous  petitions  were  presflnted  from 
■tUnOBt  ovcry  section  of  the  Territory  asking  for  ciiarters 
betw<>on  each  of  the  most  important  lake  porta  and  somo 
pointon  tbeStisAiARippi  River, 

ilany  members  ap|)earwi  to  entertain  the  idea  that  the 
granting  of  a  charter  for  a  railroad  upon  any  particular 
route  would  injure  the  proKpvcts  of  the  construction  of  one 
upon  any  other  route.  Some  wora  opposed  to  granting  any 
charlere,  and  othtTs  were  in  favor  of  granting  charters  for 
any  and  all  roads  that  were  asked  for  in  good  faith,  with 
au  honest  intention  of  making  a  serious  effort  to  construct 
lliu  work. 

The  feeling  in  tlie  Council  was  much  more  liberal  than  in 
the  House,  and  after  much  debate  and  delay,  the  Council 
filially  passed  four  charters  ; 

Oua  from  Milwaukee,  via  Janesville,  to  Fotosi. 

One  from  Milwaukee,  via  Madison,  to  Potosi. 

One  from  Lake  Michigan  to  the  Mississippi  River,  leaving 
the  termini  to  he  defined  by  the  company,  and 

)ne  from  Shebyogan,  ria  Fond  du  Lac, to  Fort  Winne- 

igo. 

None  of  tliose  were  passed  until  the  last  day  but  ona  of 
the  session,  and  owing  totheshortnessof  thetime,  noactioo 
was  taken  upon  them  in  the  House,  and  if  there  had  been, 
they  would  probably  have  been  defeated. 

A  correspondent  of  the  Galena  Gazette,  writing  from 
Madison,  and  wlio  probably  gave  expression  to  the  opinions 
of  many  at  that  time,  uaid  :

Plank  roads  were  then  regarded  as  more  practicable  and 
better  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  community,  in  reaching 
a  market  for  their  agricultural  products,  of  which  at  that 
timo  wheat  was  the  principal. 

A  charter  was  passed  incorporating  a  company  with 
authority  to  construct  a  road 

"  of  tliDbvr  or  piaJkk.  bo  Dint  Ihitiianii*  form  ft  hnnl.  Hni'ntli  luvl  «r«ia  tiurftco"  from  tbo 
piftr*  "  vhipre  tlus  north  H^bUx^  1evr\toi\a\  rond  nov  croiuv  the  mafo  Ita*,  dlTidloB 
nnce  ISuiil  W.IO  "vltlilo  nm-  mlln  vt  Uia  Mtlwnulmn  RWit.  In  rl|[ht  dltvclloa  to  tbo 
viwt  tr*M  of  Uilwaukco  TiLlajce.'' 

The  company  was  also  autliorized  to  extend  the  road  from 
such  range  line  to  the  village  of  Watertown. 
The  company  was  organized,  the  capital  subscribed  and 
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paid  by  citizens  of  Milwauke<>,  the  road  built  from  Milwau- 
kee to  Wat«rU>wn,  and  was  not  only  of  great  advanta^^  to 
the  people  of  the  whole  Territorj-,  but  a  remunerative  invest- 
ment for  a  time  to  the  stockholders. 

Another  improvement  of  a  somvwhaC  like  character,  but 
to  be  constructed  in  a  very  different  manner,  was  "a 
McAdam,  plunk,  rail  or  turnpike  road  from  the  foot  of 
Grand  Kakalin  to  Winnebago  Lake"— for  tho  purpo«o  of 
constructing  which,  the  county  authoriltcti  of  th(<  (*ouutiM 
of  Calumet,  Kond  du  Lac,  Winnebago  and  Morquclte,  wore 
authorized  by  a  Hpecial  act  to  levy  a  tax  not  exceediufi*  one 
per  cent,  per  annum.  The  levying  of  the  tax  was  contin- 
gent upon  a  vote  in  its  favor  by  the  legal  voters  of  the 
several  counticB,  aud  but  little  public  beneHt  resulted  from 
tJie  euactmcnt. 

The  growtliof  the  Territory  was  by  successive,  if  not 
rapid  steps  of  progress.  Kone  of  these  steps  were  of  more 
imporlaucti  than  the  locating  of  Territorial  roads  whicb 
■were  annually  authorized  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  and 
it  it)  tbu  province  of  history  to  ro-present  these  nuinerou> 
Btepa,  although  they  may  not  possess  for  tho  present  gener- 
ation the  intvri^t  whicb  inspired  them. 

Territorial  roads  were  uulhorizod  by  special  laws: 

From  Frairieville,  via  Delafiuld  and  Summit,  to  the  point 
where  the  United  States  road  from  Milwaukee  to  Madison 
crosses  Battle  Creek,  in  Jefferson  wunty. 

From  Wnupun  to  'Winnebago  Rapids  in  Winnebago 
county. 

From  Delafleld  to  Hustis'  Rapids. 

From  Mitwaukeo  lo  Fond  du  l,ar. 

From  Whitewater,  Ha  Indian  Ford  on  Rock  Ri%'or  and 
Cook's  mills  on  section  six,  town  four,  range  eleven  cost,  and 
thence  to  the  Territorial  read  from  Milwaukee  to  Mineral 
Point,  at  or  near  the  rcckatoriica. 

t>om  the  range  line  between  ranges  ten  and  eleven, 
corner  of  sc-*'.  n  eighteen  and  nineteen,  to  the  house  of 
John  Cook  in  town  of  Jaiiesville. 

From  JefTerson,  via  Dunkirk  and  Cooks'  Mills,  to  Camp- 
bell's bridge  on  Sugar  River. 

From  a  point  on  the  United  States  road  from  Washington 
harbor  to  Dekora,  in  a  northwesterly  direction,  via  West 
Bend,  to  again  iutvrsect  said  United  Status  road. 
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From  Duck  Creole  Settlement,  in  Brown  county,  to  the 
outlet  of  Winneba^  Lalce. 

From  Beloit  to  White  Oak  Springs. 

Krnm  llie  Combe  Settlement  in  Richland  coan^  to  the 
Kickapoo  copper  mines. 

From  Jeffenion  to  Madison.

From  Exeter,  via  Badger  Mills,  to  Fort  Winnebago. 

From  Madison  to  the  State  line  between  Sugar  River  and 
Pcartfc's  Creek. 

From  Beloit  to  Mailison. 

From  Green  Bay,  due  west,  to  the  Wisconsin  River. 

From  Manitowoc,  westward,  to  intersect  the  United 
States  road  from  Green  Bay  to  Fond  du  Ijac.

From  Watertown  to  Lowell. 

From  Burlington  to  Delavan. 
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Special  provision  was  made  by  law  for  the  rebuilding  and 
maintaining,  by  the  town  of  Milwaukee  and  Uiu  several 
wards  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee,  of  throe  bridg««i  across  tlie 
Milwaukee  River,  from  the  foot  of  Water  street  in  the  Tliinl 
ward,  to  the  foot  of  Ferrj-  street  in  the  Fifth  ward;  from 
Wisconsin  street  to  Spring  street,  and  from  Water  streot  in 
the  First  ward  lo  Cherry  street. 

JiiMisos  IIauilton  was  granted  the  privilege  by  special 
act,  of  erecting  a  toll  bridge  across  the  Peckatonica  River 
at  or  near  bi»  house  "in  the  town  of  New  Bedford."  This 
point  is  now  in  tJie  heart  of  tlie  city  of  DarUogton,  La'Fay- 
ette  county. 

The  commissioners  appointed  at  the  preceding  sesaion  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly,  for  carrying  into  effect  an  act  of 
Congress  of  June,  1844,  appropriating  a  section  of  land  for 
the  improvement  of  Grant  River  in  the  town  of  Poto«i,  sub- 
mitted their  report  togetlier  with  the  reporlof  the  receiver, 
from  which  il  appeared  that  they  had  caused  the  section 
(section  34,  town  3,  raugo  S  west)  to  be  surveyed  in  town  or 
Tillage  lots  and  "out  lots."  That  they  had  examined  and 
determined  all  claims  to  pre-emption  rights  presented,  the 
valuation  of  which  had  been  acsessed  by  persons  appointed 
by  the  Surveyor  Oeneral,  and  that  they  had  in  pursujuice  of 
tho  act  of  the  last  session,  sold  all  of  the  lots  in  said  section 
of  land.  That  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  tho  sales  was 
the  sum  of  M,130.<-4.  That  the  expenditures  under  the  said 
act  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  were  $1,409.31,  leaving  a 
balance  in  tho  hands  of  tho  receiver  of  ♦2,725.43. 

The  commissioners  also  submitted  a  report  of  Capt 
Jottiit^A  HAftSKYfU.  S.  civil  engineer,  superintending  tho  im- 
provement of  the  Dubuque  harbor,  who  after  making  on 
examination  and  estimates  of  several  different  plans  of  im- 
proving the  harbor  of  Potosi,  recommended  a  direct  cut 
from  tho  Mi»e>iti.sippi  Hiver  to  Grant  River  slough,  the  cost  of 
which  ho  estimatetl  at  fiOM\AS. 

The  reports  of  tho  commissioners,  receiver  and  engineer 
were  referred  lo  a  commiltee  of  the  House,  of  which  Hon. 
Thomas  P.  Burnett  was  chairman  which  reported  that:

The  LeKislative  At^ecinbly  adopu^d  the  views  of  tlio  com- 
mittee, and  passed  an  act  appoioting  Jaues  P.  Ciiapman  a 
commissioner  to  expend  the  fund  in  the  hauds  of  the  re- 
ceiver, upon  the  plan  recommended  by  Capt,  Barney.  Th© 
money  was  faithfully  expended,  but  the  canal  was  not  com- 
pleted. 

A  memorial  to  congress  was  adopted  asking  for  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  of  $17,^10.01},  but  no  appropriation  was 
obtained. 

At  the  same  session  the  exclusive  right  and  privilege,  for 
ten  years,  of  keeping  a  ferry  across  the  Grant  aud  Missiii- 
flippi  Rivers,  at  the  place  of  this  improvement,  was  granted 
to  Ja«k»  F.  Chapman,  his  heirs  and  assigns. 

The  construction  of  a  dam  across,  the  Milwaukee  River, 
in  the  town  of  Saukviile,  nearly  west  of  Ozaukee,  was 
authorized  by  special  act. 

Ahrafiam  Bkawley  was  authorized  to  build  and  main- 
tain a  dam  and  boom  on  the  Wisconsin  River  between  sec- 
tions 31  and  :ii,  town  31,  range  8  east. 

A  boom  was  erected,  which  afterward  became  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Stevens  Point  Boom  Company,  and  is  avalu- 
•able  adjunct  to  the  lumbering  interests  at  uud  near  the  City 
of  Stevens  Point. 

The  *'  Kochester  Cemetery  Company,"  at  Rochester,  Ra< 
cine  county,  was  incorporated,  with  power  to  hold  real  and 
personal  estate. 

A  general  law  was  enacted,  authorizing  religious  socio* 
ties,  by  application  to.  and  decree  of,  tlie  District  Court,  to 
sell  or  mortgage  their  houses  of  worship  or  other  real  estate. 
Also  of  their  own  volition  to  sell  or  lease  seats  and  pews  in 
their  respective  houses  of  worship. 

An  act  was  pa.'*Bed  to  incorporate  the  —

The  business  to  he  confined  to  section  28,  tovm  J. 5,  range 
23,  in  the  county  of  Sheboygan,  which  was  on  the  Sheboy- 
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gan  River,  about  midway  between  its  mouth  and  Sbeboygan 
Falls. 

PetilJona  were  preBenlerl  in  the  House  oC  Representative* 
complaining  ihat  the  art  requiring  ministers  of  the  gO0p«1 
to  file  a  copy  uf  their  credentials  wiih  the  clerk  o(  this  Dis- 
trict Court,  and  have  the  same  recorded,  before  tbuy  should 
be  auttiorized  to  eolemnizo  marriagci^,  was  burdeniiomo  and 
expcutiive.  The  ptiitions  were  n-fcrred  to  the  judiciary 
committee,  which,  by  Mr.  BuBNETT,  the  chairman,  Bubmit- 
t«d  a  report.  Retting  forth  the  importance  that  the  records  of 
the  county  nhould  always  show  ihe  autliority  of  officers  to 
perform  the  civil  rite  of  matrimony,  and  concluding 

'TbU  Uie  liKVUii'iilivt-c  uiil  cxptnierDiDptiLlurdof  arc  imt  no  grrM  u  lo  li*  »  srirr- 
•OM,  and Uiat utiitrvrr II  max  b^  It  h  nul  *i|*<llnil  loimuit  Uwrttkf  (*>r«d  tot,tg 
tiUttog  UiB  U<r  ai  It  aow  ciliia." 

The  causes  for  which  divorces  might  be  granted  were 
increased  by  adding  to  the  number  the  sentence  to  a  State's 
prison  or  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  two  years  or  more. 

Five  spfcial  applications  for  divorce  were  presented,  two 
in  the  Council  and  three  in  the  House,  upon  all  of  which 
adverse  reports  were  made  by  committees,  except  that  of 
John  J.  Dkiggs.  In  the  latter  case  a  bill  was  passud  divorc- 
ing hira  from  his  wife,  the  vote  in  the  House  being  l»  to  fl, 
and  in  the  Council  7  to  C.  None  of  the  others  were  brought 
to  a  vote. 

Tlie  name  of  Adklhi^t  H.  Bishop,  was  by  special  law 
changed  lo  Adklbi't  H.  Hubbard, 

The  subject  of  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  and  the 
granting  of  license  tberbfor,  was  one  which,  at  this  time, 
excited  the  popular  mind  to  a  very  great  degree,  and  tlie 
feeling  of  the  people  was  reflected  by  numerous  petitiuus 
to  the  Legislative  Asisembly. 

The  prevalent  idea  of  those  who  sought  reform  through 
legislative  actiun  was  the  repeal  of  all  laws  authorizing 
license,  while  many  were  in  favor  of  total  prohibition. 

A  bill  was  introduced,  which  provided  for  a  novel  kind  of 
local  option. 

It  provided  that  the  legal  voters  of  each  town  should  vote 
for  "license"  or  "no  license."  If  a  majority  voted  for 
"  license  ",  then  the  sale  of  li<|Uoni  was  to  be  unrestrained  and 
unttcmsed.  If  a  majority  voted  "  no  license  ",  then  the  sale 
was  to  be  totally  prohibited,  and  of  course  uniiceitseJ. 
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Ti  was  urKed  in  support  of  (he  bill  that  it  took  away  one  of 
the  argura<;ntH  of  tlie  niinselier,  that  he  was  engaged  in  busi- 
ness recognized  by  tlie  law  as  lawful 

When  the  bill  canio  up  for  consideration  in  the  Council 
it  was  moved  to  strike  out  all  after  thu  enacting  clause, 
and  8ub««titulo  for  it  that  — 

"tbrrkHrr  no  Itcwnw  Bholl  bp  Knmlnl  tcir  Ihr  uk  of  tstoxtmuns  llqiioni;  Atj  Un  Of

This  substitute  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  7  to  6,  and  the 
bill  so  amended  wa»  refused  a  third  reading  by  a  vote  of  1 
to  12. 

A  bin  upon  the  subject  was  reportod  in  the  House  differ- 
ing from  the  Council  hill,  in  that  it  did  not  provide  for 
local  option.  The  House  was  nearly  evenly  divided  upon  all 
questions  which  arose  upon  it. 

The  first  was  to  strike  out  all  after  the  eDocting  clause. 
This  prevailed  by  a  vote  of  14  to  LI. 

An  amendment  was  then  offered  — 

"Thai  uo  oounUI'^naloa  iir  miiu  <>(  moaoy  thali  boboitkTur  dtoiiandad  orrtcrtnd  tta

This  wa«  adopted  by  a  vote  of  14  to  13,  and  by  a  like  vote 

the  bill  was  ordered  tu  bo  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time. 

On  the  next  day,  when  the  question  was  put  on  the  pas- 

I  of  the  bill,  Mr.  Speaker,  who  had  voted  for  its  third 

Frwding,  changed  his  vote,  and  the  bill  was  defeated  by  a  tie 

TOte,  the  vote  being  13  to  13. 

A  very  elahoralo  report  was  submitted  by  tho  Adjutant 
General,  which  contained  a  very  complete  history  of  the 
progress  of  the  militia  organization  during  the  existence  of 
the  Territory  —  nearly  ten  years  —  and  concluded  with  a 
deprecation  of  the  policy  which  had  substituted  ettrollment 
for  muA^ertrif/ and  training.  But  no  change  in  the  policy 
was  adopted. 

The  occupatiou  by  the  military  forces  of  the  United  States 
of  the  territory  upon  the  left  bank  of  the  Rio  Grande,  which 
by  the  annexation  of  Texas  had  recently  been  brought 
under  the  protection  of  the  flag  of  the  United  States,  re* 
suited  in  a  hostile  collision  between  armed  troopsof  Mexico 
and  the  United  States,  which  culminated  in  the  declara- 
tion by  Congress  of  the  existence  of  a  war  between  the  two 
nations  and  the  providing  of  men  and  means  for  its  prose- 
cution. 
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A  call  was  mode  for  fifty  thouBond  volunteers  to  take  the 
field,  which  were  apyorlionBd  among  the  several  stuto^.but 
the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  was  not  called  upon  for  any  or- 
ganized forcti.  except  for  the  enrollment  of  one  regiment  ai 
a  contingent  force,  and  the  opportunity  wan  not  presented 
to  itK  patriotic  citizens  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  war.  ex- 
cept as  they  volunteered  to  form  part  of  the  regiments  of 
other  statett,  which  many  of  them  did.  On©  company  was 
organized  near  tl»e  Illinois  State  line,  of  wliich  Jauks  Coi^ 
i.iNs  wa3  the  Captain,  and  joiued  an  Illinois  ret^iment  of 
■which  Capt  Collins  bccarao  the  Colonel  and  Auasa  Cobb 
his  Adjutant 

On  the  last  day  of  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  the  Qov. 
emor  sent  to  the  House  of  Hepresentativea  the  prooeedinga 
of  a  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Muscoda.  representing  that 
an  armed  collision  had  occurred  between  a  band  of  the  Win- 
nebago Indians  and  the  citizens  of  that  locality,  which  re- 
sulted ill  a  fatal  conflict,  in  which  four  of  the  Indians  were 
severely,  if  not  not  mortally  wounded,  uud  that  more  serious 
consequences  were  expected  to  ensu<». 

It  was  further  stated  that  the  citizens  had  organiswyl  into 
a  military  company,  had  elected  their  officers,  and  were  de- 
termined not  to  rest  until  they  had  killed  or  driven  to  their 
own  ground,  west  of  the  Mississippi,  every  Indian  on  the 
Wiscousin. 

The  Governor  recommended  the  adoption  of  a  memorial 
to  thi3  Secretary  of  War  asking  that  a  corp^  of  the  Unitod 
States  dragoons  bo  ordered  to  thif.  Territory  for  the  protec- 
tion of  our  frontier  solllyments, 

Kesolutions  to  that  effect  wore  immediotely  adopted  by 
the  House,  under  a  suspension  of  all  rules,  and  sent  to  Uie 
Council  where  they  were  amended  by  the  addition  of  au- 
thority to  the  Governor  to  raise  a  battalion  of  mounted  vol- 
unteer riflemen  for  the  protection  of  the  frontier  from  tlie 
depredations  of  the  Winnebago  Indians. 

There  were  no  more  hostile  collisions  between  the  Indians 
and  the  inhabitants. 

On  the  24th  of  February,  Jous  Catlis  was  appointed 
Secretary  of  the  Territory  in  place  of  Geo.  K.  C.  Fix)yD,  re- 
moved. 

During  tbo  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  numerous 
nominations  to  office  were  made  by  the  Qovernor,  every  on^ 
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of  which  wftfl  confirmed  by  the  Council,  and  with  only  ono 
exception,  without  a  division. 

On  the  S9th  of  January,  both  houses  mot  Eu  joint  con- 
vention, when  SlUEoN  Mills  wqs  olcctod  Territorial  printer 
and  JosKpn  Gillett  Knapp  was  elected  Suptfrintondont  of 
PubUc  Pn»perty. 

Memorials  to  Conp;reE<a  were  adopted  on  various  subjects: 

The  reserved  mineral  lands; 

A  road  from  Prairie  du  Chien  to  I^'Pointe; 

For  a  collection  district  west  of  I*ake  Michigan  and  a  port 
of  entry  at  Milwaukee; 

For  the  improvement  of  the  Fox  and  Wiecongio  rivcre; 

Relative  to  the  "canal  land,"  and  to  reduce  the  price  of 
th«  ev*iii  sections; 

For  an  appropriation  for  tho  Potosi  harbor; 

For  the  appropriation  of  Fort  Howard  for  educational 
purposes; 

For  numerous  mail  routes;  and 

For  an  appropriation  for  a  penitentiaiy. 

A  very  important  joiut  resolution  was  adopted  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly,  which  provided  that  the  receiver  of 
the  canal  land  sliould  pay  over  to  tho  Treasurer  of  the 
Territory  all  moneys  wliich  might  arise  from  any  sale  of 
the  canal  lands — less  the  expenses  of  the  sale  —  and 
that  it  nii'sht  be  used  for  the  same  puposes  as  any  other 
mone}'  in  the  treasury,  and  that  so  much  of  it  as  might  be 
necessary  be  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the  expenses 
of  holding  the  convention  to  form  a  constitution  for  tho 
State  of  Wisconsin. 

With  whatever  justice  this  appropriation  of  a  tnist  fund 
for  objects  entirely  foreign  to  the  tniat  may  be  criticised,  it 
oerLaiuly  provided  means  for  paying  the  expenses  of  the 
convention  to  form  a  constitution,  for  which  there  did  not 
appear  to  be  any  other  available  resource^ 

A  gloom  was  cast  over  the  closing  days  of  this  session,  by 
the  awful  news  that  the  dwelling  house  of  one  of  the  mem- 
bers—  Uakshali.  M.  Stkono,  of  Racine  —  had  been  con< 
sumed  by  fire,  and  that  his  wife  and  his  two  only  children 
hod  perished  in  the  flames. 

Upon  tho  receipt  of  this  heart-rending  news  on  the  28th 
of  January,  both  houses  immediately  adjourned,  filled  with 
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the  profoundf^t  f^rief  for  the  sad  calamity  which  had  b& 
fallen  tlirir  nssociate. 

Both  hotitws  adjourned  on  the  3d  of  February,  after  a  s«8- 
sion  of  only  thirty  days,  w]iich  terminated  the  last  scsbiod 
of  the  fourth  Legislative  Assembly. 

With  the  close  of  this  political  year,  the  tcnn^  uf  the  mem- 
bers of  both  houses  closed  also— ihu  niuinbors  of  the  Council 
who  had  been  elected  for  four  years,  and  of  the  House  for  two. 

In  the  early  part  of  this  year  (January)  Mr.  FuiYd  was 
romovitl  from  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  I>ead  Mines, 
and  JAMtffi  Mitchell,  of  Galena,  was  appointed  in  hU  place, 
but  he  held  the  office  only  about  a  year  before  his  occupa- 
tion  was  gone. 

In  November  a  proclamation  was  issued  by  the  President 
for  the  sale,  in  pursuance  of  a  law  jiasscd  at  the  previous 
session,  of  all  the  lands  reserved  on  account  of  having  been 
supposed  to  contain  lead  mines.  Th«  sale  was  to  bv  at  Min- 
eral Point  May  24,  JS17. 

This  proclamation,  iudecd  the  poesogo  of  the  law  by  which 
it  WHS  uuDiorizcd,  made  the  duties  of  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Lead  MincK  merely  nominal. 

Notwithstanding  these  reservations,  the  official  returns 
showed  that  the  land  sales  for  the  previous  years  were  quil« 
large.

Id  both  fr*n  Ui«  nuiubtr  of  ictm  uld 
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At  different  times  during  the  ten  years  of  Territorial  gov- 
emmeut  attempts  had  been  made  to  organize  parties  with 
reference  to  national  politics.  Although  these  attempts  bad 
met  with  u  large  measure  of  success,  the  political  diviHioos 
were  not  as  perfect  in  local  elections,  with  referouco  to  nar 
tional  issues,  as  in  the  Slates.  Still,  thoso  attachod  to  the 
Democratic  party  coHKliluled  a  very  decided  and  ucknowl- 
edged  majority. 

For  some  years  previoiLito  18.1G,the  "jlrjrurt"  had  been  the 
only  l>emocratic  paper  at  MadLson.  It  wasownedandman> 
aged  by  two  or  three  gentlemen,  of  whom  Simeon  Jlli 
was  one.  Mr.  M11.1.S  was  not  a  practical  priritt-r,  althnuj^-h 
an  excellent  business  uiau,  and  had  been  ck-cted  Territorial 
Printer,  supposed  to  be  a  lucrative  office. 

Mr.  BfOtiAH  Bkown  was  a  professional  printer,  an  aceom- 
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plUbed  writer,  a  popular  editor,  and  had  many  devoted 
friends,  Ht?  bad  been  elected  to  a  responsible  county  offloe 
in  Iowa  county,  and  had  been  led  by  his  party  zeal  to  aid 
largely  in  establishing  a  Democratic  paper  at  Mineral  Point, 
which  proved  unfortunate,  anil  cost  him,  as  lie  said,  "one 
half  of  all  ho  received  from  the  county  of  Iowa  for  official 
services." 

Mr.  Bkowk  determined  to  eetabltsh  a.  Democratic  paper  at 
Madii^on,  which  he  did,  called  the  "  Madison  Democrat,"  the 
first  number  being  issued  on  the  lOlh  of  January,  184G. 

This  movement  was  bailed  with  satisfaction  by  many 
who  had  become  dis&atiaBod  with  the  managers  and  man- 
agi-mcnl  of  the  "  Arffua,"  and  was  regarded  with  feelings  of 
regret  by  a  targe  number  of  loyal  and  conservative  Demo* 
crats,  who  were  apprehensive  that  it  would  have  the  effect 
of  splitting  into  fragments  the  Democratic  party  of  the  em- 
bryo  State. 

Several  motives  for  this  movement  were  assigned  by  Mr. 
Brown  in  the  first  number  of  his  paper.  That  to  which  he 
gave  the  most  prominence  was  thus  expressed  :

Whatever  the  motives,  or  whatever  the  justification,  the 
effect  was  seriously  to  impair  tho  harmony  and  uffoctivoness 
of  the  Democratic  party. 

The  vote  of  the  people,  in  April,  was  about  six  to  one  in 
favor  of  Slate  government,  every  county  having  voted  for 
it  eicept  Grant,  where  tho  vote  was  3')!  for  and  5.17  against 
State  government. 

The  census  showed  a  population  of  ISSiSf?,  exclusive  of 
Chippewa,  La'Pointe  and  Richland  counties,  from  which  no 
returns  were  received. 

On  the  1st  of  August,  the  Governor  issued  two  proclama- 
tions; one  making  an  apportionment  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  and  House  of  Kepresentativcs  among  tho  twelve 
election  districts  into  which  the  Legislative  Assembly  bad 
divided  the  Territory, 
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The  estimate  of  population  asaumeil  by  the  Lt-gislalive 
AstieniUly  for  fixing  a  basis  fur  tho  minibpr  i»f  dele^utus 
was  117,000,  which  would  Imve  given  about  one  hundred 
members  of  tho  convention,  but  thu  c.\cc»b  exhibited  l>y  the 
cuu&us  over  this  •.-stimale  resulted  in  a  much  more  numer- 
ous body  than  had  been  anticipated. 

As  a  rule,  to  wbich  however  there  were  some  exceptions, 
party  nominations  were  made  by  both  parties  for  delegates 
to  tlie  convention,  and  the  persons  elected  were  generally 
attached  to  the  party  which  was  in  the  ascendant  in  the 
particular  county  in  which  they  were  elected. 

It  was  a  subject  of  runiark  that  tho  ablest  men  of  both 
parties  were  willing  to  be,  and  not  unfrequently  desirous  of 
being  candidates  for  member  of  the  convention  to  frame 
the  fundamental  law  of  the  State.  The  result  was  that  both 
the  parties  generally  nominated  their  best  men,  and  while 
men  of  the  highest  order  of  talent  in  the  majority  party  in 
any  particular  county  were  elected,  others  of  equal,  if  not 
superior  talents  in  the  minority  party  wvre  defeated  solely 
upon  political  issues. 

A  very  large  majority  of  the  convention  was  composed  of 
men  elected  by  the  Democratic  party,  but  there  was  a  sufTl- 
cient  number  of  the  members  who  belonged  to  the  Whig 
party  of  that  day  to  t-onstitute  a  rejspei-table  minority, 
Among  these  it  is  not  invidious  towards  others  to  mention 
tlie  names  of  Henry  S.  Baird,  J.  Allkn  Barber,  James  D, 
DOTV  and  John  II.  TwEEi»Y,as  being  the  must  prominent. 

There  were  others  wliu  prided  themselves  upon  being  in- 
dependents,  and  who  attached  but  httle  importance  to 
party  association  and  disclaimed  party  allegiance.  The 
most  marked  and  able  of  this  class  were  Thomas  P.  Bursett 
and  Andrew  E.  Ei-more 

It  was.  however,  among  those  who  were  devoted  to  the 
principles  and  tho  policies  of  Iho  Democratic  party,  perhaps 
for  the  reason  stated,  that  the  greatest  number  of  the  most 
brilliant  names  in  the  convention  were  to  be  found.  Of 
these  many  have  since  occupied  positions  of  distinction  in 
Uie  State.  Some  of  them,  alphabetically  arranged,  are 
mentioned:

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possible  delegates,  only  13d  were  over  in  attendance,  and 
tJiere  was  never  a  day  wliou  less  than  13  of  thcso  were  ab- 
sent, and  some  times  the  abseutecii  uumbi^red  forty  ormore. 

The  jonninl  shows  thiit  thu  ayee«  ami  no««  were  colled  £74 
times,  ami  Ihut  iho  highest  votu  reconiot!  was  109,  while  the 
lowest  was  G7,  hut  it  K^iicfally  raniiced  from  80  to  100  and 
Olio  fifth  part  of  the  volea  were  from  100  to  100. 

The  members  were  not  sworn,  ahhouRh  at  the  hetfiniiiag 
of  the  fifth  week  of  the  session,  Mr.  Kandau.  introduced  a 
resolution,  that  earh  of  them  take  an  oath  to  failhfuHy  and 
impartially  perfonii  his  duties  as  a  member  and  support  the 
constitution  of  the  United  Suiti^-s.  The  resolution  was  laid 
on  the  tablo  and  not  again  calloU  up, 

Tht'  t'stablishment  of  a  Koeond  Democratic  paper  at  Mad- 
ison has  been  mentioned.  As  u  consequence  there  was  a 
divided  sentiment  among  the  Democratic  members  of  the 
convention  in  reference  to  the  bestowal  of  the  little  patron- 
age at  their  command. 

The  (jiiestion  of  an  elective  judiciary  was  one  which  had 
been  comtiderably  discussed  before  the  meeting  of  the  con* 
vontion.  Some  of  the  Democratic  members  were  welU 
knnwn  to  favor  it;  others  to  bo  opposod  to  it,  and  others  to 
be  undecided.  The  Democrat  was  in  favor  of  it  while  the 
Argus  bad  neither  advocated  it  nor  opposed  it  The  opin* 
ions  of  the  delegates  in  reference  to  the  Democrat  and 
Argus,  and  in  reference  to  an  elective  judiciary  were  used 
with  much  effect  in  che  election  of  the  Presidentof  the  con- 
vention. Don  a.  J.  Uphau,  who  was  elected  on  the  fUth 
ballot,  was  ranked  with  those  who  called  themselves  "pro- 
gressive" Democrats. of  whose  views  the  Democrat  claimed 
to  bo  an  exponent  and  advocate.ashu  was  also  classed  with 
the  friends  of  an  elective  judiciary. 

On  the  first  ballot  Mr.  Ui'Ham  received  thirty-three  votei 
against  sixty  for  other  members  of  the  convention,  who 
either  had  no  opinions  upon  these  questions  or  else  such  as 
were  opposed  to  those  of  Mr.  UpHAii.  His  vote  continued 
to  increase,  and  on  the  fifth  ballot  he  received  fifty-two 
votes,  ogoiiist  forty-one  for  all  others. 


There  was  a  little  strife  over  the  election  of  Secretary,  for 
which  oflice  La'Favette  Kelix>ug  and  Wm.  "W.  Theadw 
were  candidates.    Mr.  Eblloao  was  elected,  having  re- 
ceived 48  votes  to  41  for  Mr.  Tubadway  and  3  scattering. 
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The  other  ofDoom  were  elected  viva  tmce  on  noraination 
nod  without  mucli  diviiiion.  The  principal  ones  were 
HiRAU  Tavloh,  Assistant  Secretary,  and  Jons  Stark- 
WKATniut,  SerKeanl-»t- A rnw), 

A  resolution  was  adopted  as  soon  as  the  officers  wore 
cl«li?d.—

When  the  convention  met  it  waK  of  course  without  any 
rules  regulating  itH  proceedings.    It  was  a  rule  unto  itself. 

Mr.  A.  Hyatt  Smith  on  the  first  day  offered  a  resolution 
that  the  rules  of  the  Council,  so  far  as  applicable,  be  adopted 
as  the  rules  of  the  convention  until  others  were  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Judd  this  retwhition  was  laid  on  the 
table  and  a  coniinitteo  of  seven  ap|)oii)ti-d  to  dnift  niles  for 
the  convention,  of  which  Mr.  JcDD  was  appointed  chair- 
man, who  on  the  rext  day  reported  a  seriea  of  seventeen 
niles,  regulating  the  most  important  of  the  proceedings, 

Tho6fthof  the  rules  was  an  innovation  upon  the  usual 
proceedings  of  deliberative  IxKlies.  It  was,  that  all  proposi- 
tions should  bo  considered  in  the  convention,  and  not  in 
committee  of  the  whole.  Tlieconvention  refused  to  adopt  It 

A  part  of   the  eighth   rule    provided    tbut  no  member 

should  speak  longer  than at  any  one  time. 

After  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  fill  the  blank,  that  part  of 
the  nile  was  stricken  out. 

The  twelfth  rule  provided  that  the  ayes  and  noes  might 
be  calle<l  at  the  request  of  any  eight  memliers.  This  wag 
amended  by  striking  out  eight  and  inserting  flftcon. 

Thu  thirteenth  provided  that  one  fourth  of  the  members 
present  might  make  a  call  of  the  convention  and  require 
absent  members  to  be  sent  for.  This  was  amended  by 
striking  out  "one  fourth"  and  inserting  "fifteen  or  one 
fifth,"  and  so  amended  was  adopted. 

A  new  rule  was  then  adopted  in  lieu  of  tlie  fifth,  provid- 
ing for  the  mode  of  conducting  proceedingn  in  committee 
of  the  whole,  when  the  rules  reported,  with  these  modifica- 
tions, were  adopted. 

In  about  two  weeks  these  rules  were  revised  and  ao 
entire  new  series  adopted. 

Various  propositions  were  made  in  reference  to  the  mode 
of  determining  the  number  of  standing  committees  to  be

appointod,  with  th«nr  appropriate  designations,  wlien  thn 
mutter  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  thirteen,  which  the 
next  day  made  a  mport  recommending  the  appointment  of 
twenty-two  distinct  committees  to  consist  of  five  members 
eadi. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  next  day  (the  fourth  of  the  con- 
vention) the  President  announced  the  appointment  of  the 
Iwenty-two  coinmittces.  There  was  nothinf;  remarkable 
about  the  appointment,  except  what  substHiuently  occurred 
in  reference  to  the  committee  "on  the  organization  and  func- 
tions of  the  judiciary." 

That  committee  as  appointed  by  the  President  consisted 
or  Messrs.  Bakkk,  Kyan,  Hirau  Barrkk,  Wm.  R  Suith  and 
O'Connor.  It  was  well  understood  that  all  the  members  of 
tliU  committee  were  in  fuvor  of  an  elective  judiciary,  which 
at  that  time  was  uu  uxperimcnt,  except  Mr.  Ryan,  whuAc 
opinions  as  subsequently  disclosed  were  in  favor  of  a  judi- 
ciary appointed  by  tbu  Governor,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  three  fourths  of  the  Senate. 

As  soon  as  the  committees  were  announced  Mr.  Uikaji 
Bakiier  moved  that  the  judiciary  committee  be  increased 
by  the  appointment  of  four  additional  members.  The 
motion  was  opposed  by  Mr.  Mosr.s  M.  Stronu  and  supported 
by  Mr.  William  R.  Smith,  and  was  adopted. 

Mr.  KvAN  stated  that  he  regarded  the  action  of  the  con- 
vention as  a  direct  censui-0  upon  the  commitloe  and  tho 
chair.  The  original  proposition,  ho  naid,  referred  to  the 
committee  of  thirteen,  was  that  the  coromitlcc  should 
consist  of  seven  members,  and  that  committee  had  recom- 
mended a  reduction  of  the  numlmr  to  five.  Nothing,  he  con- 
tinue<),  hud  bt^^^n  said  all  this  time  against  the  member  of 
tho  judiciary  committee,  but  as  soon  as  it  was  announced 
a  motion  was  made  to  increase  the  committee  and  it  was 
sustained.  Mvi-srs.  JcDD  and  Hiram  Barhkr  denied  that 
any  censure  wtut  implied  or  intended  and  the  tatter  ill»- 
claimed  any  such  intention  in  maki-'.;  the  motion.  Ur. 
Ryak  still  persisted  and  said  tbut  tl<'.  aciioo  of  tho  conven- 
tion would  be  judged  by  the  act  itsutf  and  not  by  the  unex- 
presiicd  intentions  of  the  mover.  It  would  appear  on  tho 
journal  with  no  proviso.  The  fact  was  that  the  convention 
had  Voted  five  a  sufficient  numlwr,  but  when  the  committee 
wafi  announced  tliey  voted  not  only  that  the  number  was  QOt 
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enough  but  that  those  who  were  appointed  wore  incompe* 
tent 

Mr.  Geo.  B.  Suirn  did  not  eo  coastrue  the  action  of  the 
convouiiou.  IIu  liopud  the  conimiltoe  would  be  iiioreaaed, 
and  tliiit  thu  Kfiitlcmaa  from  liacine  (Ryan)  would  still  re* 
tain  his  station  in  the  conunittee. 

Mr.  Makshai.i,  M.  8tkon(>  naid  the  effect  of  the  motion 
was  as  his  colleague  (Ryan)  thought.  He  waaon  trial.  The 
convention  said  they  were  not  satisfied  with  the  conunittee. 
The  suspicion  of  incompetency  was  on  the  record. 

Mr.  A.  Hyat  Smith  said  he  was  satit<lii-d  that  it  might  be 
construyd  into  ctinsuro.  He  would,  therefore,  move  a  re- 
consideration of  the  vote. 

The  motion  was  reconsidered  but  the  question  recurring 
again  on  the  motion  to  increase  the  committee,  it  was  car- 
ried by  a  vote  of  m  to  42. 

Mr.  HvAN  then  asked  to  be  excused  from  serving  on  the 
committee,  and  he  was  excised. 

The  chair  then  .■iiinounced  the  following  additions  to  the 
committee,  Messrs,  Baihd,  J.  Ali.ex  Barber,  Moses  M. 
Sthong,  Marshall  M.  Strong  and  Steele. 

Mr.  Moses  M.  Strono  said  he  could  not  consent  to  serve 
on  the  committee  after  what  )md  transpired.  The  gentle- 
man from  liaciuo  (Ryan)  thought  the  motion  and  the  first 
vote  a  reflection  on  him.  If  so  the  lost  was  a  direct  insult. 
He  asked  to  be  excused  and  his  request  was  granted. 
Messrs.  Marshall  M.  Strong  and  Steel  were  also  by  their 
request  excused,  and  the  committee  was  filled  up  to  the 
number  of  nine  hy  the  appointment  of  Mesflrs,  AoRV,  Geo. 
B.  Smitu  and  Tueedy. 

The  matter  of  the  disposition  of  the  printing  of  the  con- 
vention and  its  journal,  was  one  which  created  no  incon- 
siderable feeling  among  many  niurabwrs  of  the  convention. 

On  the  second  day  of  the  sesBion  Mr.  Gray  proposed  by 
resolution  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  receive  pro- 
posals. 

On  the  fourth  day  the  resolution  offered  by  Mt.Qray  waa 
taken  up.  when  Mr.  Baker  proposed  an  amendment  that 
Bkkjamin  Holt  (he  wa.t  the  representative  of  the  Argus) 
be  employed  to  do  the  incidental  printing  of  the  conven- 
tion and  print  thu  journal  of  its  proceedinj^. 

Mr.  Ki.uoRE  olfered  a  Kubatituto  for  this  amendment-- 

■TiilU  ■  prlal»r lo UiD QijnTnit'on  b* alootad fuithvltb  vlvavoot.'' 
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The  subetitute  was  adopted.  The  names  of  the  members 
weretlien  called,  who  responded  with  thu  names  of  the  per- 
sons for  whom  they  voted.  The  result  was  M  vote.t  for 
Bbriau  Brows,  44  for  Bsxjamin  Hoi.t  and  a  for  Wh. 
W.  Wtwan. 

These  {ireliminary  and  comparatively  unimportant  mat- 
ters havin^t  lieeii  disposed  of,  the  convention  was  ready  to 
enter  upon  the  inipnrtant  work  of  framing  a  constitution. 

There  was  not  much  deiay.  On  Friday,  the  fifth  day  of 
the  Hes.<iion.  the  committee  on  banks  and  banking,  by  Mr. 
RvAN.  its  chairman,  submitted  the  Hrst  i-eport,  accompanied 
by  an  article  designed  to  prohibit  banks  of  issue,  and  to  in* 
hibit  the  exercise  by  corporations  of  any  banking  powers 
■whatever. 

This  article  was  the  real  prominent  cause  which  resulted 
ill  the  rejection  of  the  constitution,  and  although  it  was 
Bomewbat  modified  in  form,  the  spirit  of  it  was  retained 
and  adopted.  It  is  deemed  of  sufficient  importanco  to  iusort 
the  article  at  lengtJi  as  it  was  reported,  and  to  state  the 
important  modifications,  as  well  as  the  article,  in  the  form 
it  was  tinally  adopted. 

The  article,  as  reported,  was  as  follows  :

This  article,  with  another  on  the  sanio  subject  submitted 
two  days  later,  by  Mr.  Qibson,  the  minority  of  the  com- 
mittee, were  oonsidorod  in  committee  of  the  whole  for  four 
days  and  u  nioet  exhaustive  discussion  of  tho  subject  of 
baiiku  and  banking  ensued. 

At  this  time  the  paper  money  currency  of  the  whole 
country  was  in  a  deplorable  condition.  Most  of  the  banks 
of  issue  had  suspoiukHl  specie  pay  nioiits,  and  the  bjuk  notes 
in  circulation  were  re^ai-ded  with  great  distrust.  In  the 
southwestern  part  of  the  Territory  the  circulating  medium 
was  exclusively  gold  and  silver,  mostly  foreign  coin.  Eng- 
lish sovereigns  were  paid  out  and  were  received  at  84,00, 
French  five-fraucs  at  Ofic.  In  the  eastern  part  a  heleroge' 
neoua  currency  existed,  made  up  of  the  bank  notes  of  the 
Eastern  States  —  mostly  New  York  and  New  England  — 
and  of  tlie  certi^catos  of  deposit  of  the  Wigcoubin  Marino 
and  Fire  Insurance  Company,  usually  known  as  "MitcheH'K 
Bank,"  Those  had  never  been  discredited  or  their  redemp- 
tion at  the  bank  in  coin  refused,  and  notwithstanding  the 
general  belief  and  the  deliberate  declaration  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly,  that  their  issue  was  not  authorized  by  the 
charter,  they  had  the  general  confidence  of  the  community 
In  the  whole  valley  of  the  Mississippi. 

In  this  condition  of  the  currency  there  was  ao  almost  uni- 
versal sentiment  throughout  Wisconsin  of  opposition  to  the 
conferring  by  law  of  bunking  powers  and  privileges  upon 
individuals  or  corporations,  especially  the  power  of  issuing 
paper  money  currency.  At  the  same  time  there  was  a 
very  prevalent  sentiment  that  all  departments  of  banking, 
except  the  issue  of  currency,  including  deposits,  discount 
and  exchange,  should  bo  left  entirely  free  and  untram- 
melled tn  individuals. 

These  sentimeuta  were  almost  unanimously  reflected  by 
the  delegates  to  the  convention,  while  there  was  a  respect- 
able minority  who  regarded  them  as  transient  and  tempo- 
rary, and  that  the  time  would  come  in  the  growth  and 
progress  of  the  Stale  when  thecrealiun  of  corporations,  with 
alt  the  usual  powers  of  banks,  would  be  demanded  by  the 
wants  of  the  people. 

The  "KvAN  report."  as  it  was  called,  to  the  extent  that  it 
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provided  a  constitutional  prohibition  of  tho  creation  of 
banking  corporations,  or  the  issue  in  any  way  or  by  any 
moanH,  of  paper  money  currency,  exproKKtid  tho  sentiment 
of  about  four  fifths  of  the  munibore  of  thu  convention, 
while  there  was  not  a  majority  who  wcru  willing  to  carry 
their  opinions  to  what  the  report  presented  as  the  logical 
result  of  providing  "painti  and  penalties"  for  violating  the 
couetitutioiial  prohihilion. 

Hence  there  was  little  room  and  less  need  forar^ment 
upon  the  important  principles  contained  in  tho  report,  and 
the  discussion  was  limited  mainly  to  the  question  of  detail 
whether  tbo  rcinedy  for  the  violation  of  the  constitution 
should  be  contained  in  the  constitution  itoelf,  or  left  to  sub- 
sequent legiiilative  action. 

Although  the  question  of  ineorporaline  "painsand  penal- 
ties" into  the  constitution  was  the  only  one  about  which 
there  was  much  difference  of  opinion,  yet  the  discussion 
took  a  very  wide  range. 

Tho&o  who  spoke  in  favor  of  the  article  us  reported  by 
the  committee  were  Messrs.  Ryan,  A.  H.  SuiTu,  J.  Y.  Smith, 
Whitksidks,  Elmoiik,  Noqgl^,  Bkvaks,  Ci^kk,  Kellooo, 
HAKKixand  Mdkes  M.  Stkoku. 

Those  who  spoke  against  it,  and  in  favor  of  various  mod- 
ifications of  it  wei-e  Messrs.  (Jibson,  Wm.  R  Smith,  George 
B.  Siirrn.  Baker.  BrRNRrr,  Hiham  Barber,  Rakdall,  Judd, 
Beall,  Steele.  Dksxis.  Parks,  Hicks,  Horace  Cuasb, 
HuNKiNs,  BuBCUARD  and  Moore. 

Numerous  amendments  weru  pro|K)t>ed  both  in  committee 
of  the  whole  and  after  it  was  reported  back  to  the  coDven* 
tion,  several  of  which  were  adopted. 

When  it  became  ajiparent  that  a  majority  were  opposed 
to  the  penal  features  of  the  article,  Jlr.  KvAS  proposed  a 
substitute  for  those  sections  containing  such  featun!*,  which 
wa»  adopted,  as  was  also  a  new  section  proposed  by  himde- 
chiring  that  it  should  not  be  lawful  to  circulate  after  1S47 
bank  notes  less  than  ten  dollars,  nor  after  1849  less  than 
twenty  dollars. 

The  following  is  the  article  as  finally  adopted:

All  amendment  was  projiosod  by  Mr.  Tweedy  which  pro- 
vided tliat  banking  ussocJatioiis  might  be  formed  under 
general  luws  but  llmt  tiny  ^uch  biw  i^hould  bo  Kubmittcd  to 
a  vot©  of  the  eleclorH  at  n  gcueral  election  and  be  approved 
by  a  majority  of  the  voters  at  such  election  before  it  be- 
conips  a  law.  For  this  amendment  there  were  but  21  votes 
and  W  against  it. 

Another  proposition  was  submitted  by  Mr.  Kkeo  for  the 
sepamtv  submission  of  art  article,  giving  to  the  legi.slature 
powers  tiimilstr  to  those  proposed  in  the  amendment  offered 
by  Mr.  Tweedt.  But  the  convention  would  have  no  sepa- 
rate submission  und  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Beed  was  indefi- 
nitely postponed  by  a  vote  of  65  to  30. 

The  next  article  considered  by  the  convention  was  that 
"  On  Suffrage  ani>  the  Elective  Franchise." 

In  view  of  the  opposition  and  excited  feeling  which  had 
been  exhibited  to  tho  acts  of  the  Legislative  Atasembly  con- 
ferring upon  unnaturalized  foreigners  the  right  of  voting 
(or  or  against  State  government,  and  for  delegate  to  the 
convention,  it  would  s«em  reasonable  to  have  expected  some 
exhibitions  of  that  feeling  in  tliR  convention. 

The  article,  in  that  respect,  only  re(]uired  the  declaration 
of  intention  as  a  qualification  of  the  right  of  suffrage.  And, 
nlthongh  there  might  have  bt-eu,  in  committee  of  tlie  whole, 
some  attempt  to  restrict  the  right  to  citiKons,  yet  if  there 
was,  it  was  so  feebly  sustained  thiit  it  woe  novur  renewed  in 
tho  convention,  where  the  ayes  and  noes  could  be  had. 

The  principal  controversy  in  the  discussion  of  this  article 
was  upon  the  subject  of  negro  suffrage. 
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This  arose  in  the  first  infilanco  u|xin  a  propoAition  of  Mr. 
Bakkk  for  a  separate  submission  of  an  article  giving  Iho 
right  of  suffrage  to  "  colored  male  citixens."  The  proposi- 
tion was  discussed  at  great  length,  and  defeated  hy  a  vote 
of  4?  to  61. 

Tho  article  wa*  then  adopted  substantially  as  rcporied  by 
the  committee,  except  that  voting  by  ballot  was  substiLultMl 
for  a  ti'va  voce  vote,  as  recommended  by  the  committee. 

Afterward  a  resolution  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Kani>.\i,l 
for  the  separate  siibmistiion  uf  a  separate  article,  which  pro- 
vided that  all  colored  luolc  citizens  should  have  th?  right  to 
vole  for  ull  elective  ofHoi-rs,  and  uftiT  bcln^  amended  so  M 
to  provide  that  they  should  also  be  eligiblo  to  all  officcM,  WU8 
adopted  by  a  vote  of  S:i  to  4*).  The  delegates  who  changed 
votes  on  this  question  were  Messrs.  HrK<'HAKi>,  Qrauam, 
Hackktt,  Jan.>wh\,  and  \Viij«>n. 

TuoMAS  P.  BcBSETT,  ODO  of  tJio  delegates  from  Grant 
county,  was  one  of  tho  most  distinguifihed  members  of  the 
convention. 

Detained  at  hia  residence  by  the  aickneos  of  his  wife  and 
mother,  he  did  not  take  his  seat  until  the  14tli  of  October, 
and  remained  only  ten  days,  when  he  was  called  to  his 
home  by  their  more  serious  illness. 

On  the  firiit  day  of  November  bis  niullier  died  ut  tho  age 
of  seven ty-lbree,  and  four  days  later,  on  the  fifth,  Mr.  BfB- 
N  KTT  and  his  wife  both,  on  tho  same  day,  yielde<l  to  the 
same  fatal  disease,  and  their  mortal  remains  were  buried  io 
one  common  srave. 

It  was  not  until  Tuesday,  the  lutli  of  November — so  slow 
were  the  means  of  communication  at  that  time  between  the 
Capital  and  his  secluded  home  —  that  Mr.  J.  Au.ek  BAKBsa 
made  the  announcement  to  the  convention  of  the  death  of 
his  illustrious  colleaguo. 

The  usual  resolutions  of  respect  and  sorrow  were  adopted 
and  as  a  further  mark  of  respect  the  convention  adjourned 
over  until  the  following  Thursday. 

Thomas  Pendixton  BviiM'?rT  was  bom  in  FittsylvoaEa 
county,  Virginia,  September  S,  1M)a  When  ho  was  but  a 
child  his  father  migrated  to  Kentucky.  Hestudiedlaw,  was 
admitted  to  the  bar.  nnd  commenced  practice  at  Paris,  Ken- 
tucky. In  October,  l!<2!>,ho  wasappoiutwl  sub-lndinn agent 
at  Prairie  du  Chien,  and  removeid  there  in  the  following 
month  of  June. 
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In  December,  1836,  he  married  Li'cia  ATakia,  second 
daughter  of  Rev.  Alpkbi>  Brckson,  then  about  twenty 
years  of  age.  In  thu  gpring  of  18^7  ho  chauKod  liis  resi- 
dence to  CasMville  fn  Grant  county,  and  ^oun  afier  re- 
niovi-d  to  a  largu  and  valuable  fann,  which  he  had  made  in 
th«  town  of  I'att^h  Grove,  where  he  continued  to  live  until 
hi»  death. 

On  the  'i7th  of  October,  the  committee  on  the  organiza- 
tion and  functions  of  the  judiciary,  in  tbo  formation  of 
which  ihiTf  hiid  bucn  so  tnuch  truuWe,  by  Mr,  C.  M.  Baker, 
its  L-lmirman,  submitted  an  ext(>nded  report,  accompanied 
by  an  article  on  the  subject,  which  was  proposed  as  part  of 
the  constitution. 

The  report  says  :

The  largest  part  of  the  report  was  devoted  to  presenting 
the  arguments  in  favor  of  au  clectivo  judiciary. 

Two  members  of  the  committee,  Messrs.  George  B.  Smith 
and  O'CosNoit,  submitted  the  next  day  a  minority  report, 
which  differed  from  the  majority  report  in  only  one  very 
important  feature. 

It  proposed  a  separate  supreme  court  of  three  judges, 
elected  by  the  Stato  at  large,  and  five  district  judges,  one  to 
be  elected  in  each  of  the  five  districts,  and  that  moreuvur 
there  should  bo  electi-d  in  I'och  county,  two  or  three  asso- 
ciate judges,  and  tbut  the  district  judge  and  the  associate 
judges  should  form  the  district  court  of  that  county,  and 
that  the  associate  judges  in  each  county  (ihould  have  juris- 
diction of  all  proliate  matters. 

It  was  not  until  the  j  9th  of  November  that  the  articles 
relative  to  the  judit-iary  came  up  for  consideration.  They 
were  then  considered  in  committee  of  the  whole  where  they 
were  discussed  and  amended  for  four  days  and  some  ^'ery 
material  changes  were  made. 
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The  sientimentin  favor  of  an  clecllvo  judiciary  proved  to 
\>e  so  strong,  thai  only  a  small  part  of  tho  time  was  spent 
upon  that  question.    The  vote  in  favor  of  it  was  78  to  iO. 

Tliu  twenty  were  Messrs.  Atwooi),  J.  M.  Baikxpok,  Baibu, 
Brace,  C'lotuiek,  Drake,  Eijiork,  Hackktt,  Hi: skins, Gko. 
Hter,  Kelloou,  Prkstiss,  RAXDAUi,  KooAN,  Ryax,  Mar- 
shall M.  Sthono,  Mosks  M.  Strono,  Twkeuv,  Vi.raT  and 
Willabd. 

The  principal  controvcrBv  was,  whether  there  sliould  bo  a 
separate  Supreme  Court,  or  whether  the  circuit  judges 
should  constitute  the  Supreme  Court.  This  was  known  lu 
the  nisiprius  system. 

These  differences  were  adjusted  by  a  proposition  which 
was  finally,  adopted  by  a  vote  of  77  to  12,  in  this  form;

Mr.  Rtan  moved,  while  this  proposition  was  ponding,  to 
strike  out  the  "  Ave  year*'  provision,  so  as  to  make  the  ntn 
prills  system  permanent  and  uncbangeaMe. 

This  amendment  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  30  to  S8. 

It  was  proposed  to  strike  out  the  provision  in  these  words: 

"  Ku  elonlou  for  Judnta,  ct  fcr  M17  alDicI*  luigv,  »bali  be  bold  wUhlD  tkirl/  dtijr*  «(  aajr 
olhrre^rriU  rtooUon." 

The  motion  to  strike  out  was  lost  by  a  veto  of  M  to  <>3. 

The  articly  as  finally  amended  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of 
8S  to  13.  The  thirteen  were  Messrs.  Baird,  J.  Allk.v  Bar- 
BKB.  Ci.<>THif*,  CoxB.  Crawford,  Elmore,  Geokcir  Hykr, 
Prentiss,  Ranuall,  Kvan,  Moses  M.  Strono,  Twekdv,  and 

WlLLAKD. 

Wisconsin  was  a  pioneer  in  many  reforms.  Perhaps  the 
most  noteworthy  of  novelties  in  its  first  attempt  to  ntlopt  a 
Slate  constitution,  was  the  incorporation  into  the  fundu- 
inontal  law  of  a  provision  securing  to  married  women  the 
right  to  their  separate  property,  and  to  debtors  the  exemp- 
tion of  a  liomeMead  from  the  claims  of  their  creditors. 

The  article  upon  these  subjects  met  with  strenuous  oppo* 
sition.  With  some,  because  they  w«re  opposed  to  the  ide«a 
which  it  embodied;  with  others,  who,  while  they  would  have 
consented  to  the  experiment  as  a  legal  enactment,  liable  to 
repeal,  were  unwilling  to  adopt  it  as  a  constitutional  pnn 
vision;  while  still  others  objected  that  the  two  ideas,  of  tna^ 
riod  women's    rights    and  homestead  uxem))tioD,  had  un 
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neceaaary  connection  or  association  with  each  other,  and 
that  incorporating;  the  two  in  one  article  was  a  si>ecioa  of 
"lo^  rolling"  which  ought  not  to  bo  pennitted. 
Tii«  article  as  finally  adopted  was  as  follows:

Whilt;  thu  article  was  under  consideration  a  substitnte 
for  the  first  uectiou  was  offvrod  by  Mr.  Twbkdy,  providing 
that  the  Legislaturu  Hhuuld  unact  suitable  laws  lo  uffuct 
ihc  objects  of  the  seclion.  This  was  defeated  by  a  vote  o( 
4.1  to  56. 

Much  controversy  arose  as  to  the  phraseology  of  the 
second  section,  and  several  ditTcreut  forms  of  exprcLssion 
were  proposed  and  rejected,  but  to  Mk.  Noo(ii,k  belongs  the 
honor  of  proposing  the  fomi  of  words  in  which  it  was 
adopted. 

No  Reparutfl  vote  was  taken  upon  each  of  the  two  sec- 
tions, but  thp  entire  article  was  patssed  by  a  vote  of  lU  to  34. 

Mr.  Marshau,  M.  Strono  had  been  a  strenuous  opponent 
of  this  article  and  of  each  of  its  component  parts,  ami  had 
propoiMMl  several  ameiuluients  to  it  which  were  rejected. 
After  recording  his  vote  ligainst  it  as  one  of  the  34,  he  left 
tlie  hall  of  the  convention  to  return  no  more,  and  on  the 
evening  of  that  day  the  Presideut  presented  his  resignation 
as  a  member  of  the  convention. 

The  resignation  contained  no  reason,  bnt  it  was  generally 
understood  that  the  pas.'^age-of  thiii  article  was  the  immcdi* 
ate  moving  cause.  At  any  rnte,  from  that  time  forward  he 
opposed  the  adoption  of  tbo  constitution,  and  the  adoption 
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of  this  article  was  a  p/«minent  cause 'assigned  for  his 
■opposition. 

It  was  provided  in  the  schedule,  which  formed  a  part  of 
the  constitution,  tliat  it  should  be  submitted  to  a  votti  of  the 
electors  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April,  19t7. 

The  liisiory  givi-iiof  the  first  convention  in  limited  to  the 
subjtrU  of  buiik»  and  baitkinj{,  negro  sutfrago,  judiciary 
and  the  article  in  relation  to  thu  rights  of  marric^l  women 
uiid  horaostead  exemption.  This  is  not  because  tJie  interest 
of  the  convention  was  conGued  to  these,  but  because  ibej 
constituted  the  principal  points  of  attack  of  thoiw  who  op- 
posed the  ratificatiou  of  the  constitution  and  succucded  in 
defeating  iL 

The  convention  adjourned  on  the  lOth  I>e<'ember.  and 
during  the  remaining  two  weeks  of  the  year  nothing  oc- 
curred of  suflBcicnt  importance  to  be  worthy  of  record. 


CHAPTER  XXVIIL 

TERRITOBV  OP  WlSCONSUf  — 1847. 

There  was  a  very  g^eat  contrast  botwoeu  the  anticipa- 
tions of  a  change  frfm  a  Territorial  to  a  Stat*;  govemniunt 
that  pervaded  ihe  people  of  the  Territory  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year  ]»i4t!,  and  those  which  existed  at  the  begiouing 
of  (lie  year  1847. 

Then  little  doubt  existed  that  a  change  was  immiuent, 
and  the  vote  in  April  of  five  eighths  of  the  voters  in  favor 
of  it  seemed  to  insure  it.  As  soon  as  circumstances  would 
admit  u  convention  to  form  a  constitution  was  held,  tho 
result  and  many  of  the  details  of  whose  proceedings  have 
been  given. 

Now,  at  the  advent  of  what  had  been  generally  supposed 
would  be  the  last  year  of  Territorial  goveniment,  a  great 
cliango  and  with  many  a  great  d).sapp<.iininK'nt  had  fallen 
upon  the  spirit  of  (heir  anticipations. 

Tho  resignation  a  few  days  before  the  adjournment  of 
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the  con^'ontioii,  of  otic  of  its  moot  prominent,  able-  aDd  influ- 
ential tiR-nibcrs.  uiid  williul  ouu  of  the  reeogiiizijd  leaders  of 
the  Dt-mocratic  party,  for  tbo  avowed  reason  of  dissatisfac- 
tion wilU  the  constitution,  and  the  avowed  puniose  of 
making  that  dissatisf action  effective  in  its  defeat  if  |Kiwiible> 
produced  a  marked  effect  in  promoting  the  opposition  to  its 
adoption,  and  with  the  co-operation  of  other  prominent 
democrats,  rendered  it  impossible  to  obtain  for  it  iho  sup- 
port of  tlie  dominant  party  a-s  ii  party  measure. 

The  result  was  thy  dcvolopment  of  a  very  powerful  oppo- 
sition to  the  adoption  of  the  constitution,  coneiating  of 
almost  the  entire  body  of  voters  in  the  Whig  party,  and  a 
large  number  —  perhaps  a  moiety  —  of  those  in  the  l>emo* 
cratic  party. 

This  opposition  was  exhibited  from  and  before  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  until  the  decision  of  the  question  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  April.  But  n  statement  of  the  groinids  ef 
it  and  its  modes  must  be  postponed  for  some  account  of  the 
congressional  and  home  legislation  affecting  the  Territory 
which  was  occurring  during  this  period. 


The  twenty-ninth  Congress  which  commenced  its  second 
session  on  the  seventh  day  of  December,  IBJfi.  did  not  act  on 
the  hypotbeais  that  the  constitution  would  not  be  adopted  by 
the  people,  but  during  that  session  passed  "  An  act  for  the 
admiittiion  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  into  the  Union." 

Tho  preamble  recited  that

The  tirst  constitution  declared  that  the  State  consented  to 
and  accepted  the  boundaries  prescribed  in  the  act  of  Con- 
gress of  August  lith,  IfiKi.  which  adopted  the  St.  Croix  River 
from  near  its  source  to  its  mouth  as  the  western  boundary, 
but  proposed  to  Congress,  in  the  article  on  boundaries,  the 
following  alterution

Thin  "  direct  line  south wardlj-,''  if  it  had  l«*i'n  adopted  as 
the  boundary  between  Wisconsin  and  ^linnesota,  would 
have  run  near  the  range  line  between  ranges  seventeen  and 
eighteen  west,  leaving  out  of  Wisconsin  the  whole  of  tLe 
St.  Croix  River  below  where  the  boundary  intersected  it, 
about  half  of  Pierce,  St,  Croix  and  Polk  counties  and  a  larife 
part  of  Buruett  county. 

The  act  of  Conp^refis  gave  tte  assent  to  the  change  of 
boundary  proposed  in  the  first  article  of  the  constitution, 
and  if  the  constitution  bad  been  adopted,  the  western  bound- 
ary of  the  Stale  would  have  been  that  expressed  as  the 
"  preference  of  the  State"  in  the  constitution. 

But  aiiotbirr  section  of  the  act  of  admission  declared  it  to 
bo  a  fundiimcutal  condition  of  the  admission  of  said  State 
of  Wisconsin  into  the  Union,  that  the  constitution  adopted 
a1  Madison  on  the  IGtb  day  of  December,  ISIO,  shall  bo  as- 
sented to  by  the  qualified  electors  in  the  manner  and  at  the 
time  prescribed  iu  the  ninth  section  of  the  twontiuth  artido 
of  said  constitution. 

The  appropriations  by  Congress  for  the  salaries  of  the  Ter- 
ritorial oflicers  and  for  legislative  expenses,  were  the  same 
as  the  ]irecediDg  year. 

No  appropriations  were  made  at  this  session  for  riven*  or 
harh<,if.  A  few  were  made  for  light-hoiises,  among  which 
was  one  for  a  light-bousu  ut  Southport  of  $4/KX>,  and  at  or 
near  Tail  Point,  at  the  Mouth  of  Fox  Kivor,$J,0<X;. 

An  act  was  passed  creathig  a  new  land  district,  called  the 
Chippewa  Land  District,  which  included  all  the  territory  be- 
tween the  Mississippi  River,  uud  the  fourth  principal  merid- 
ian north  of  town^3,  andull  between  the  fourth  meridian 
and  the  Wisconsin  Hiver  north  of  town  20. 

The  right  to  enter  two  hundred  acres  of  land,  at  $].!5  per 
acre,  was  granted  to  the  citizens  of  Bcetown,  in  Grant 
county,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  occupont«  thereof.  It 
had  been  reserved  from  sale  as  miDcral  lands,  and  the  vil* 
lage  of  Beetown  had  been  built  upon  it 

The  right  of  pre-finplion  to  the  northeast  quarterand  east 
one  half  of  the  northwest  quarterof  scclioa  36,  town  1,  range 
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1  east,  vttm  gruiiti-d  to  Philip  F.  Du^ring  aiid  Robbrt  H. 
Chami'Ion.  This  was  valuably  iniiaTul  land,  hai!  long  been 
"claimed"  by  Messrs.  DERRJNfi  and  Chahpion,  (hough  re- 

fed  from  salf^.  and  the  village  of    New  Diggings  bad 

)wo  up  upon  it. 

The  finit  s^^ion  of  the  fifth  Legislative  /VKsembly  was 
convened  at  Madison  on  the  4th  day  of  January,  1S47. 

The  members  were  elected  under  a  now  apportionment 
ibadc  by  Iho  Governor,  in  pursuance  of  a  law  passed  at  the 
preceding  »o»8ion.  and  was  based  upon  the  population  J  unel, 
1846,  afi  shown  by  the  census  tukeu  that  year. 

The  effect  of  the  apportionment  was  to  give  to  the  eastern 
counties  an  increased  representation,  which  was  taken  from 
the  western  counties.

A  very  lar^u  proportion  of  the  members  of  both  bouses 
were  without  legislative  experience.  But  three  members  of 
Ibe  Council  and  four  members  of  the  House  bad  ever  been 
members  of  the  Territorial  Legislature. 

In  tliu  Council,  Marshall  M.  Strong  had,  previously, 
of(cnbc«na  member  of  the  Council;  Masox  C.l>AKLiito  had 
been  continuously  a  member  of  the  House  from  IRW  to 
184€,  and  JIokatio  X.  Wklui  liad  been  a  member  of  the 
House  in  183!)  and  1840. 

In  tlie  House  of  Representatives,  Wilijam  Shew  Imd 
been  a  member  at  three  different  sessions;  Josf.pii  Bond  al 
two,  and  Abmstrad  C.  Brown  and  Elisiia  Morrow  wen 
both  members  at  the  previous  session  of  ISiG. 

All  the  members  wuro  in  attendance  ut  the  opening  of  tbe 
session,  except  Messni,  STRONG  and  Masauan,  in  the  Coun- 
cil, and  Mr.  FuRueit,  in  the  House. 

The  two  houses  were  immediately  organiied.  by  the 
appointment  of  Mason  C.  Darling,  President jjro  tern,  of  tbe 
the  Council,  and  William  Shew,  Speaker  ;>ro  /«»«.  of  tba 
House,  both  of  whom  were  subsequently  elected  by  ballot, 
as  the  presiding  ofllcers  of  their  roxpective  houses. 

TuoMAS  McHuGU  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  CounoU 
and  LaFayette  Eellooo,  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  of 
Kepresentatives. 

The  customary  messages  announcing  the  orgaiuzntioa  U 
both  branches  of  the  legislative  assembly  were  inter 
changed,  when  the  Governor,  having  been  waited  upon  by 
a  joint  committee,  met  the  two  houses  in  joint  assembly 
on  the  second  day  of  the  session  and  read,  in  person,  bis 
annual  message. 

The  early  admission  of  Wisconsin  into  the  Union  wu 
referred  to  in  the  message  in  favorable  terms. 

The  appointment  of  a  joint  committee  to  ascertain  if 
practicable  the  amount  of  the  indebtedness  of  thu  Torritor7 
was  recommended,  one  reason  for  which  was  that—

Memorials  to  Congrees  for  appropi-intions  for  liarbors  at 
Milwaukee.  Bacioe,  and  Soiitliport  were  recommended. 

The  Oovemor  evinced  his  interest  in  the  military  defense 
of  the  Territory  against  Indian  disturbanoe  hy  a  I'epotition 
of  hi8  n^commcndatton  for  a  reorganization  of  the  m>litia 
and  it8  ofTicert!,  lu  this  eoiincctiou  ho  akio  stated  that  ia 
occordancti  with  a  request  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  one 
company  of  volunteer  infantry  composed  of  citizens  of 
Crawford  county,  ha<i  been  mustered  into  the  United  Stat«s 
Mrvice,  to  occupy  Fort  Crawford  in  the  absence  of  regular 
troc^w. 

This  company  was  commanded  by  Captain  Wtrau 
Kkowxtox,  afterwards  elected  judge  of  the  sixth  judicial 
circuit,  under  the  State  goveniineut.  and  for  about  three 
yeans  one  of  thu  judgeB  of  the  Supreme  court. 

Our  relations  with  the  Menomonee  and  Chippewa  Indians 
the  principal  tribes  remaining  within  the  Wisconsin  superin- 
tendency,  were  reprefiented  as  "of  the  most  friendly  char- 
acter." 

Tho  purchase  by  the  United  States  of  the  Menomonee 
country,  at  Imst  that  portion  of  it  lying  between  the  Wolf 
River  and  the  portage  of  the  Fox  and  Wisconsin  Rivera. 
the  message  represented  as  "desirable,'' 

E.  R  HcGUSiN  had  been  elected  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the 
House.and  having  obtained  leave  of  absence  for  a  few  days 
towards  the  cloae  of  the  session,  William  A.  Barstow, 
afterwards  Secretary  of  State  and  then  Governor,  was 
elected  Sergeant-at-Arms  pro  tern.  The  fact  is  worthy  of 
mention  as  an  illustration  of  the  ecjuality  of  tho  workings 
of  our  republican  government. 

It  was  but  nineteen  days  from  the  time  when  the  conven- 
tion to  form  a  constitution  adjourned,  and  submitted  that 
fundamental  law  to  the  people  for  their  adoption  or  rejeo* 
tion  on  the  4th  day  of  April,  until  the  Legislative  Assembly 
met.  But  within  these  few  days  a  warm,  unmistakable 
and  somewhat  vigorous,  though  unorganized  opposition  to 
the  adoption  of  the  constitution  hud  been  developed. 

That  opposition  had  its  representation  in  the  Legislative 
Assembly  ;  much  stronger  proportionately  in  the  Council 
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than  in  the  house.  Marshall  M.  Stronc.  was  by  common 
coDscnt  recognized  as  cntitlcii  to  iho  disliuction— honorable 
or  otherwise,  from  the  Btund-point  from  which  it  was 
viewed— of  being  tho  leader  of  this  oppOKilion  among  the 
people  and  in  the  Council,  where  lu>  waM  ably  aiisisted  by 
Messrs.  Wells,  Lovkll,  Collins  and  others. 

A  number  of  petitions,  asking  for  tlie  pastta^  of  a  law 
providing  for  the  holding  of  another  convention  for  the 
adoption  of  another  constilution  in  the  contingency  that  the 
first  should  not  be  adopted,  were  presented,  and  in  tlie 
Council  referred  to  the  judiciary  cominittee  consisting  of 
Messrs.  "Wklls,  Stkong  and  Colliks.  The  cominittee  rv~ 
ported  a  bill,  making  all  appropriate  provisions  for  such  a 
coiLvcntion,  uccompuuit.>d  by  a  report;,  the  re-productioti  of 
which  18  justified  by  the  interest  which  then  ourroundtMl  tbo 
question.    Tlioy  say:

The  bill  reported  by  the  committee  provided  for  a  new 
convention  to  he  held  in  June  and  was  generally  ru^ardtMl 
B8  the  most  important  one  of  the  session.  It  CL-rtuinly  rx- 
cit«d  more  interest  than  any  other.  It  was  very  fully  and 
ably  discussed  by  its  supporters  and  oppuuuuts  in  the  Coun- 
cil, whcro  the  subject  was  so  thoroughly  uxhau&ted  that 
there  was  little  disposition  to  dii^cuss  it  in  the  House. 

The  leading  speech  iu  the  Coimcil  was  that  of  Mr.  &niON(i 
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which  not  only  presentee!  the  argiiincnts  iu  favor  of  the  hill 
itself,  but  was  a  rcry  able  and  cxhauslivo  argument  against 
the  adoption  of  tho  constitution,  and  was  extensively  uei-d 
OS  a  cumpaigD  docuntont  iu  the  di&cussioas  before  the 
people. 

Tho  principal  arpfuments  in  support  of  the  hill  itself  were 
tboGe  embodied  in  the  report  of  the  committee. 

Some  of  the  ar^imcnt?  againt^t  it  were  that  it  was  an  un- 
warrantable interference  by  the  Legi»Iaturo  with  a  question 
then  pending  before  tho  pooplo,  which  would  bu  cunstrued 
into  an  cxprossioD  of  un  opinion  by  thu  liegislature  in  op- 
position to  the  constitution,  and  would  tend  to  impair  the 
free  and  fair  expression  of  the  opinions  of  the  people  on  the 
subject 

Another  objection  was  the  expense  of  another  convention. 

Another,  the  uncertjiiuty  of  obtaining  any  bettor  cou- 
sUtutioD. 

Another,  the  constitution  could  be  easily  amended. 

Another  —  of  a  party  character  —  that  another  conven- 
tion would  injuriously  affect  the  Democratic  party  —  then 
dominant. 

The  ultimate  argument  against  the  bill  was  that  if  the 
pending  constitution  should  not  be  adopted  tho  Governor 
could  call  a  special  session  of  tbe  Legislature. 

A  voUi  on  the  bill  was  had  in  the  Council,  on  the  6th  of 
February,  when  it  passed  by  a  vote  of  7  to  C. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  aftirmative  were  Messrs.  0>lun9, 
RoiJdKS,  LovKLL,  McCartnky,  STRONa,Ti-KSKR  and  Wklls. 

The  negative  votes  were  those  of  Messrs.  Ct.ark,  Mana- 
HAS",  Palmhk,  Pukli's,  SixGRit,  and  Darusg. 

The  bill  came  up  for  consideration  in  the  House  of  Repre* 
ives  on  the  9th  of  February,  when  it  was  indefinitely 
Bned  by  a  vote  of  18  to  8,  all  the  members  being  pres- 
ent, and  all  thus  voting  to  defeat  the  bill  except  Messrs. 
Bronson,  A.  C.  Brown,  W.  W.  Browx,  Furbkr,  Oardser, 
Haioht,  Heath,  and  RrcHARDSON. 

The  exciting  questions  connected  with  the  hill  were  thus 
transferred  from  the  Legislative  Halls  to  the  forum  of  the 
people. 

The  subject  of  railroads,  and  especially  the  passage  of 
laws  granting  the  franchise  of  constructing  them  occupied 
much  of  the  attention  of  the  Legislature,  and  excited  more 
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iolcrest  tlian  any  other  mattor  except  the  qut'stions  coS" 
nected  with  State  government  and  the  conetituiion. 

The  first  bill  upon  this  subject  was  the  second  to  be  intro- 
duced in  the  House  on  any  niibject,  and  was  pres«-iit<?d  by 
Mr.  HoBART,  and  incorporated  the  Slieboygan  and  Fuml  du 
Lac  Railroad  Company  with  the  franchise  of  constructiuK  a 
railroad  "  beginning  at  Sheboygan  and  {erminating  at  Fund 
du  Lac," 

The  bill  was  introduced  on  the  !Uh  of  January,  referred 
to  one  of  th<!  standing  committees,  then  considered  in  coin- 
mitteeof  the  whole,  and  passed  the  House  on  the  ISth  of 
January  without  opposition  or  even  a  division.  It  passed 
the  Council  on  the  'i-id  of  January  without  serious  opposi- 
tion. The  ayes  and  noes  were  called  on  ordering  it  to  a 
third  reading,  when  twelve  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  only 
one— Mr.  Clahk  — in  the  n^alivo. 

This  unanimity  was  remarkable,  in  view  of  the  differences 
of  opinion  which  were  soon  after  developed  in  relation  to 
granting  similar  franchises  in  the  more  southern  part  of  the 
Territory,  and  was  probably  in  consequence  of  a  prevalent 
opinion  that  a  railroad  from  Sheboygan  to  Fond  du  Lac  was 
a  visionary  chimera,  and  tirnt  if  ever  built  it  could  not  come 
in  competition  with  a  road  extending  west  from  Milwau- 
kee, Racine,  or  Southport. 

Simultaneously  with  the  introduction  of  the  Sheboygan 
Bill  by  Mr.  Hobakt,  o  bill  was  introduced  by  Sir.  A.  O. 
Brown,  to  incorporate  the  Milwaukee,  Madison  and  Missis- 
fttppi  Railroad  Company— Potosi  being  the  contem- 
plated western  terminus.  This  encouut^^rcd  some  local 
hostility,  and  before  it  ever  came  to  a  vote  was  laid  on  the 
table  oud  the  House  refused  to  again  take  it  up. 

Xo  one  appeared  to  suppose  that  more  than  one  railroad 
could  be  built  or  supported  across  the  Territory  betw(*en  the 
Lake  and  the  Mississippi  River,  and  a  proposition  to 
authorize  one  to  be  built  from  either  Milwaukee,  Racine  or 
Soutbport  westward,  was  by  many  of  the  citizens  of  the 
points  not  named,  regarded  as  a  direct  blow  at  their  pros- 
perity. 

Bills  were  pending  in  both  houses  granting  charters  to 
COOBtnict  railroads,  some  from  one  point  and  some  from 
another;  when  on  the  26th  of  January  Mr,  Wku5  offered 
in  the  council  a  joint  resolution

A  motion  was  made  to  Btrike  out  the  words  "either  witli 
or,"  BO  as  to  leave  it  "without  points."  This  was  defeated 
by  a  vote  of  6  to  6.  The  resolution  was  then  adopted  in  the 
Ootincil  by  a  vote  of  7  to  5.  On  the  next  day  it  was  adopted 
by  the  House  by  a  vote  of  13  lo  12. 

The  committee  consisted  of  Musisrs.  Wells,  Strong,  and 
Pauier.  of  Ihf  Council,  and  Haioiit,  Richardson  and  Ray- 
UOVD,  of  the  House. 

The  next  day  after  their  appointment  the  joint  oommitCeo 
reported  a  bit!  to  incorporate  "the  Lake  Michigan  and 
Siiasisfitppi  Kailroacl  Company."  The  bill  created  twenty -six 
commissioners,  who  were  named,  to  i-cceive  subscrip- 
tions to  the  capital  stock;  of  whom  four  n-sided  in  Milwau* 
kee  county,  four  iu  Racino  and  two  in  each  of  the  counties 
of  Walworth.  Kock,  Green,  Grant,  Iowa.  Dauc.  Ji-fferson, 
Dodge,  and  Waukesha.  The  capital  was  to  bo  $1,500,000,  in 
shares  of  $100  each,  and  whenever  10,000  shaj'es  wore  sub- 
scribed, and  $.'>  on  each  share  paid,  the  company  was  to  be 
organiKed  by  the  election  of  nine  directors. 

The  company  was  authorized  to  locate  and  construct  a 
railroad  —

The  bill  passed  the  House  on  the  SOth  of  January  by  a 
vote  of  13  to  II,  and  on  the  2d  of  February  it  passed  the 
Council  by  a  vote  of  12  to  1,  Mr,  eiKGKK  aione  voting  in  the 
negative. 

The  passage  of  this  resolution  did  not,  nor  did  the  pas- 
sage of  thu  bill  reported  by  tliu  committee,  have  the  effect 
of  suppressing  attempts  to  introduce  otlier  bills. 

On  the  siime  day  that  the  bill  "without  points"  waa 
reported  in  the  House,  two  bills  were  introduced  by  Mr. 
LoTKi,L,  one  (No,  '4H)  to  incorporate  the  "Southern  Railroad 
Company  of  Wisconsin."  the  other  (No,  ao)  to  incorporate 
the  "Racine  and  Mississippi  Railroad  Company,"  and  one 
(No.  31)  by  Mr.  TcHSBR,  to  incorporate  tixe  "Milwaukee  and 
Waukesha  Itailroad  Company." 

The  two  bills  introduced  by  Mr.  Lovell  wore  both  laid 
on  the  table  on  the  -Ith  of  February  and  not  again  taken  up. 

Tlie  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Turnkk  passed  the  Council 
without  serious  opposition.  On©  incident  however  occurred. 
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wliich  in  view  of  later  judipial  decisiona.  is  worthy  of  boingr 
rcprociucei!.  It  was  an  ainei)dmeiit  offered  to  the  bill  by 
Mr.  hovBLh  and  subsequently  withdrawn  by  him. 

In  the  cok'bratod  (s<.>  culM)  "GraiigiT"  cases  (The  At- 
torney General  _va.  Itailroad  Conipaiiius,  35  Wis.  R.  4«5) 
Chief  Justice  Ryan  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  tlio  court 
says  (p.  A87)  —

The  court  is  here  spfakinj;  of  the  charter  of  the  "Mil- 
waukee and  Waukeaha  liailroad  Company,"  approved 
February  ll,  18-17,  under  which  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  & 
St,  Paul  Railway  Company  claimed  its  franchises;  and  in 
reference  to  that  the  court  says  (p.  68!*);

It  is  evident  that  if  the  charter  of  lSi7,  had  reRerved  tiM 
power  to  alter,  amend  or  repeal  it,  an  opposite  decision  of 
the  court  would  have  been  made. 

It  is  therefore  of  some  interest  to  present  the  fact,  that 
while  this  bill  was  jiending,  Mr.  LovEi.i,  olTerod  the  follow- 
ing amendment: 

"Sao^— Thlaautuay  bo  altered,  aiucudnl  ur  frjw«Jrd  at  aoy  lime  by  Um  LtcbtMUKrt 
Wbcmula.-' 

Mr.  H.  X.  Wells  said  that  the  amendment  was  oflTorcd 
from  motives  of  hostility  to  the  bill,  which  he  attributed  lo 
local  jealousy  of  Milwaukee,  felt  by  the  members  from  Ra- 
cine and  Sotithport,  That  he  was  ready  to  support  any  bill 
in  favor  of  Racine  or  Soiithport.  All  he  complained  of  was 
the  hostility  which  was  manifcutod  lo  any  bill  which  pro- 
poiivd  Milwaukee  as  a  point  for  a  terminus. 
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Mr.  LovKLi,  dificlaiinod  any  feelintf  of  hostility  toward 
Milwaukee,  and  then  withdrew  hiH  amenilment,  when  the 
bill  was  parsed  without  the  refiervalion  of  these  powers  to 
the  Ijpgislattire. 

When  the  bill  came  Into  the  House,  it  met  with  serious 
opposition  and  nipcatod  delays:  it  was  finally  ordered  to  a 
third  rt-udiiiK  by  a  vote  of  14  to  II,  but  whi*n  tho  votu  was 
taken  on  iu  pasmi^  it  was  doft-ated  by  a  vote  of  13  to  14. 
Its  friends,  however,  obtained  a  re-consideration  and  it 
finally  i>as«ed  by  a  vole  of  13  to  13. 

It  is  under  this  charter,  procured  under  these  difHculties, 
and  which  so  narrowly  escaped  the  in»ertion  of  a  clause  re- 
serving the  right  of  repeal,  that  the  first  road  was  built 
which  constitutes  a  part  of  the  iniinonsc  system  of  railroads 
Operated  by  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  Saint  Paul  Rail- 
rood  Compony. 
A  bill  was  Bubsequonlly  introduced  on  the  3rd  of  Februarj-, 
to  incorporate  the  Fonddu  Lac  and  Beaver  Dam  Rail- 
road Company,  which  pa»«ed  both  housed  without  oppoei- 
tioD  and  without  division. 

James  F.  Cdapuan,  who  by  an  act  approved  January  31st, 
184C,  was  appuiutcti  commissioner  to  superintend  the  work 
of  cutting  a  canal  from  the  main  channel  of  the  Mississippi 
River  to  tho  Grant  River  at  Potosi,  made  his  report,  which 
was  presented  in  the  House  of  Itepresentatives  January 
Ifi.  1S47. 

The  net  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  a  section  of  land,  includ- 
ing the  village  of  Potosi,  had  been  appropiated  for  that  pur- 
po«e,  which,  according  to  the  report  of  tho  Receiver, 
amounted  to  $3,725. 

The  coniiiiihsiuuor  reported  that  the  first  work  performed 
was  the  clearing  and  grubbing  of  the  line  of  the  ranal, 
which  was  done  under  contract  let  to  the  lowest  bidder,  for 
the  sum  of  g£86.'^.  That  tho  estimate  of  the  engineer  of 
the  amount  of  excavation  to  dig  the  canal  to  tlie  depth  of 
six  feet  below  the  average  surface  and  fifty  feet  wide  at  a 
elope  of  li  feet  to  one  foot  perpendicular,  wan  31,027  cubic 
rardH.  and  to  have  made  it  one  hundreil  feet  wide,  the  ex- 

ivation  would  be  double  that  amounL  To  dig  the  canal 
four  feet  deep  and  fifty  feet  wide  at  the  same  slope  the  ex- 
cavation would  l)«  17,315  yards. 

The  citizens  of  Potosi  at  a  public  meeting  requested  the 
commissioner  to  limit  the  excavation  to  fifty  feet  in  width 
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and  to  make  it  as  deep  as  the  funds  would  admit  of.  In  ac~ 
cordaiice  with  that  request  and  iu  pursuance  of  his  own 
■views  lie  determined  to  adopt  tbat  width,  which  was  ren- 
dered necessary  by  the  small  amount  of  funds,  which  it  was 
not  prohablo  after  paying  contingnnt  expuuswes,  would  ex- 
ceed $1,COO  or  $l,<iOO,  He  accordingly  let  a  contract  to  tba 
lowest  bidder  for  the  excavation  of  14,000  cubic  yards  at 
twelve  cents  per  yard,  which  ho  estimated  would  complete 
the  work  to  a  depth  of  four  feet  below  tho  avorogo  surface, 
except  the  four  st-ctions  of  fifly-fivo  yards  each  (horizontal) 
nearest  the  Grant  River,  Uo  reported  tliat  the  (x>ntractor 
had  completed  and  been  paid  for  about  11,000  yard?,  and 
that  the  other  3,000  yards  would  be  completed  by  tlie  Hrst  of 
ApriL 

Tho  Legislative  Assembly  adopted  a  joint  resolution  rat- 
ifying und  approving  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  tho  com- 
missionor  oe  detailed  iu  his  report,  aud  authorizing  him  to 
proceed  in  the  t-xpenditure  of  tho  funds  which  were  or 
might  be  applicable  to  the  work  upon  the  plan  adopted  by 
him. 

A  memorial  to  Congress  was  also  adopted  asking  for  an 
additional  appropriation  of  lands  to  complete  the  y7ork,and 
the  town  of  Potosi  was  authorised  to  borrow  (5/)00  for  the 
same  purpose. 

An  act  was  passed  authorizing  Elipralrt  S.  Mines  and 
Hbnbt  Ci  jnton  to  improve  the  navigation  of  the  Grand  Rap- 
ids in  the  Wisconsin  River,  by  the  erection  of  four  dams  at 
different  points  specified  in  tlie  act,  with  sufficient "  slides  "  in 
the  same,  and  to  collect  toll  for  tlie  passage  of  rafts  of  lum- 
ber or  timber,  flat-boats,  scows  or  any  other  water  craft  over 
and  through  said  dums  aud  slides. 

A  memorial  was  pae<fed  asking  Congress  to  make  ap- 
propriation for  the  improvement  of  the  obstruction  to  the 
navigation  of  the  Mississippi  River,  known  as  tho  Dob 
Moines  Kapids,  near  the  southern  boundary  of  Iowa,  and 
the  Rock  River  Rapids,  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles 
above. 

A  number  of  laws  were  passed  authorizing  the  erection 
and  maintenance  of  dams  across  navigable  rivers. 

One  by  Lyman  E.  Boomkk,  John  Richards  and  Daxibl 
W.  KEI.LOQO,  across  Rock  River,  on  sections  S  and  9,  in 
(own  S,  of  range  15  oast. 
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Another  by  William  Josm,  across  Sugar  Rtvcr,  on  «©c- 
tion  15,  town  2,  range  9  eaet. 

Four  on  the  Milwaukee  Iliver;  one  by  MiciiarlBkatt.oq 
section  34,  town  12,  range  21;  one  by  PhixkasjI.  Johnson,  on 
northeast  quarter  of  section  21,  town  10,  ranije  31  east;  one 
on  tlie  southeast  quarter  of  the  same  section  by  the  rightful 
owners  of  ft,  and  one  by  Benjamin  H.  Mookiu,  on  section 
25,  town  10,  range  21  east. 

Harvet  Jones,  Loyal  H.  Jokes,  Harrison  Rekp, 
OliAitLKft  UoTy  and  Ccrtis  Rbed  woroaulhorizcd  to  erect  a 
dam  on  section  23,  and  specified  parts  of  Beclion  27,  jn 
town  20,  range  17  past. 

Another  by  Samukl  H.  Farnswohtu,  with  a  boom,  on 
Wolf  River,  on  or  between  sections  24  and  25,  in  town  2? 
north,  range  \!>  east. 

And  Saucel  B.  Ormsbee,  across  Sheboygan  River,  <a> 
section  %S,  town  15,  range  US. 

CuRSTKR  KoRD,  Lucas  M.  Millkk,  Euwakd  Eaktmas 
and  five  other  citizons  of  the  embryo  city  of  Oslikosh, 
were  incorporated  by  tlie  name  of  "Tlie  Vox  River  Hridgo 
Company,"  with  an  authorizeii  capital  of  ^83.000  and  powe« 
to  construct  a  bridge  across  Fox  River  at  Miller's  Ferry, 
and  to  take  so  much  land  un  the  southern  bank  of  fiaid 
river  as  might  he  necessary  to  rest  the  said  bridge  on 
and  alBo  to  collect  tolhs  for  passing  the  Harae. 

Tlie  trustees  of  the  village  of  Racine  were  given  power  bj 
a  Bpecial  law  to  levy  a  special  tax  of  85.000,  each  year  dur- 
ing the  two  years  of  1847  and  184^,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
tinuing the  construction  of  a  harbor  at  that  place. 

A  corporation  was  created  consisting  of  fifteen  of  tho 
leading  citizens  of  Oreen  !Jay  and  the  valley  of  the  Fox 
and  Wisconsin  Rivers,  with  a  capital  of  $100,000  and 
authority  to  increase  it  to  4200,000,  called  the  '* Mississippi 
and  Lake  Erie  Navigation  Company."  The  object  of  the 
company  appears  to  have  been  the  — 

"IMotportlDK  rnilulit  anil  jMBKORirs  lo  and  from  tbe  Uialislppl  Blver  uhI  BoITala  by 
"  way  ot  tU*  Wiunuiiu  Rlicra  wid  Ibo  lakat,  utd  to  and  from  the  iuUrsMdUla  poinu  on 
"fsid  rl'ppi  anil  Ulii^"— 

Although  this  object  or  the  power  to  affect  it  is  nowhere 
given  in  tlie  act,  except  negatively  in  a  proviso,  designed  to 
prevent  tho  exercise  of  banking  powers  or  privileges. 
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Lop»}atioii  in  relation  to  the  creation  of  new  ooUDtleB, 
tlui  organi/ation  of  those  already  created,  and  the  establish- 
ment or  change  of  county  seatR,  is  always  a  matter  of  in- 
terest to  those  nfTected  by  it.  There  was  no  lack  of  such 
intoreitl  at  Ihis  8us«iou. 

In  pursuance  of  an  act  passed  at  the  last  siritsion,  so  much 
of  Milwaukee  county,  us  lies  west  of  range  twenty-ono,  had, 
hy  a  lar^e  majority  <)f  the  votes  of  tho»o  authorized  to  vot« 
on  the  question,  been  erected),  establi&heil  and  organized 
into  a  new  county  called  Waukenha. 

To  meet  the  necessities  of  this  change,  an  act  was  passed 
providing  for  the  removal  of  suits  from  the  diftrict  court 
of  Milwaukee  county  to  that  ot  Waukesha  county,  with  the 
proper  details.  It  also  contained  a  ratification  of  tho  acta 
of  the  resfister  of  deeds. 

In  relation  to  the  Washington  county  Beat,  an  act  was 
passed  that  for  the  term  of  five  years  it  should  be  estab* 
litihed  at  the  village  of  Washington,  on  section  2S,  town  11, 
range  'i'i  east.  It  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Hobart,  went 
through  all  the  stages  of  legislation  in  tho  House,  whore  ft 
passed  without  opposition  or  division.  But  in  the  Council  it 
was  opposed  by  Mr,  I'hklps,  of  whose  district  tho  county 
was  a  part,  and  finally  passed  by  a  vote  of  C  to  4,  three 
members  being  alusent. 

The  result  of  the  vote  in  Iowa  county,  upon  the  law  for  a 
division  of  the  county,  being  a  majority  of  23!)  in  favor  of 
the  law,  imposed  upon  the  Legislative  Assembly  the  duty 
of  providing  for  tlie  full  organization  of  both  the  countiee. 
An  act  was  passed  for  this  purpose.  It  declare<I  what 
towns  should  constitute  the  county  of  La  Fayette,  and  that 
from  and  after  the  1st  day  of  May  next,  said  county  should 
be  fully  organized  for  all  judicial  and  county  purposes.  It 
also  provided  for  the  removal  of  suits  and  causes  from  Iowa 
to  La  f  ayette  coimty,  and  for  the  transfer  of  records  from 
the  ottice  of  the  register  of  deeds.  It  provided  that  the 
persons  holding  county  offices  should  continue  to  hold  the 
same  offices  for  the  counties  in  which  they  respectively  ri>- 
sided,  and  that  the  vacancies  thereby  created  in  the  other 
county  should  be  filled  at  a  special  election  to  be  hold  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  April,  whose  terms  were  to  commence 
May  I  St 

That  the  county  commissioners  should  provide  rooms  for 
holding  courts  at  such  place  as  they  might  deem  most  con- 
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Anient,  which  should  ho  the  court  house  of  said  county  for 
thi!  time  bciiifj.  Ck>urts  wtyfo  to  ho  held  on  the  tirst  Monday 
of  September  and  the  third  Monday  of  April. 

Tho  dt-bts  and  liabilities  of  tho  old  county,  as  thoy  ex- 
isted on  the  Istt  day  of  May,  as  well  as  the  proix-ods  of  the 
property  and  effects,  were  to  be  divided  in  the  proportiona 
of  the  population  of  each  county,  to  be  ascertained  by  a 
special  census,  provided  for  in  the  law. 

Iowa,  I,a  Fayette  and  Richland  counties  were  to  continue 
to  constitute  one  election  district,  entitled  to  one  member  of 
the  Council  and  three  members  of  the  House. 

Anothiir  act  provided  that  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April 
the  voters  of  Iowa  county  should  vote  by  ballot  for  somo 
place  for  the  county  seat  of  that  county,  and  that  such 
place  as  should  be  designated  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  so 
given,  should  be  and  rpmain  the  county  seat  until  other- 
wise provided  by  the  people  of  the  county,  and  that  the 
county  seat  should  bu  located  at  Miucral  Point  tmtil  other- 
wine  provided  for. 

Arts  were  passed  for  the  orKaniKation  of  Winnebago 
county,  which  had  been  attached  to  Fond  du  Lac  county, 
and  of  St.  Croix  county,  which  had  been  attached  to  Craw- 
ford county. 

The  law  of  the  previous  session,  creating  Columbia  county 
from  the  southern  part  of  PortaQ^>!,  contemplated  that  the 
voten  of  the  ul^w  county  should  select,  by  thoir  votes,  some 
place  for  its  county  seat.  The  votes  were  divided  between 
Columbus,  Wyocena.  Dekorra  and  Winnebago  Portase  and 
some  scattering  points;  so  that  no  place  received  a  ma- 
jority. 

Numerous  petitions  were  sent  to  the  Legislature,  at  thia 
session,  in  relation  to  the  matter.  The  result  was  the 
pa««agc  of  a  law  which  purported  to  legaliiie  the  elections 
held  in  the  mouths  of  April  und  September  1846,  in  that 
county  and  the  acts  of  alt  otlicers  elected  at  such  elections. 
It  located  the  county  seat,  temporarily,  at  Wyocena,  on  the 
northeast^  of  section  21,  town  12,  range  10  east,  and  pro- 
vided that  an  election  for  the  site  of  the  county  seat  should 
bo  held  at  every  general  annual  election,  until  somo  place 
received  a  majority  of  the  votes,  and  that  in  the  meantime, 
the  county  seat  should  i-emain  at  Wyocena.  Provision  was 
also  made  for  the  transfer  of  suits  and  records,  and  for 
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Other  dytaiU  requifiite  for  the  organization  of  the  county, 
its  courts  and  oliirers. 

Many  towns  were  divided  ami  now  towns  organized. 
Tbii  names  given  to  the  new  towns  were  as  follows:  In 
Brown  county,  Lawrence.  In  Rook  county.  Porter  and 
Avon.  In  Fond  du  Lite  county,  Alto,  Auburn,  Forest, 
Taycliedah  and  Seven  Mile  Creek.  In  Dane  county. 
Christiana,  CottsKo  Grove,  Or^on,  Montrose.  Oret-nfiell. 
Rome,  SprinKfifId,  Verona,  Windsor,  Olarkson  and  Cross 
PIniiui.  In  Washington  county,  North  Bend,  Fredonia  and 
Clarence.  In  JeflTerson  county,  Hebron  and  Waterloo.  In 
Winnebago  county,  Butte  de»  Morta,  Neenah,  Winnebago, 
Brighton  and  Kiishford.  In  Racine  county,  Norway.  The 
name  of  Bark  Kiver,  in  Jefferson  county,  was  clutnged  to 
Cold  Spring.  Lime,  in  Fond  du  Lnc  county,  woe  changed 
to  OakHeld.  Wright,  in  Wnshiugton  county,  was  changed 
to  Hartford.  Richmond,  in  Iowa  county,  to  Linden;  and 
Prairieville,  in  W'aukesha  county,  to  Waukesha. 

The  villages  of  Soutliport  and  Fond  du  I<ac  were  incor- 
poraied.  The  name  of  the  incorporated  village  of  Prairie- 
ville wiis  changed  to  Waukesha.  The  act  of  1645  to 
incorporate  the  village  of  Beloit  was  repealed.  The  city  of 
Milwiiukee  was  authorized  to  borrow  $15.U(X>  for  the  pur- 
chase of  suitable-  sites  for  schooMiouses  and  for  Ihutr  con- 
struction. And  the  city  charter  was  amended  by  taking 
from  the  common  council  the  power  of  appointment  of 
treasurer.attorney,  marshal, con8table.<i,  assessors  and  street 
inspectors  and  making  those  officers  elective.

A  memorial  to  Congress  was  adopted,  asking  for  a  United 
States  road  from  Prairie  du  Chiou  to  La'Point  or  some 
''ther  place  on  Lake  Superior,  in  which  it  was  stated  that 
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tr«(i*  af  TkluRble  Umtwr  IntcnpcrMd." 

An  act  was  passed  incorporalini;  twenty  of  the  moet 
promiu(>nt  liiuiineKs  men  at  the  city  of  Milwaukee  inta  "  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,"  by  the  name  of  the  "  Merchaiils" 
Mutual  Insurance  Company." 

A  special  act  wa»  passed  by  which  the  male  meniliors  of 
full  ajjo  belonging  to  any  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
were  authorized  to  litcumu  au  incorporated  body,  and  elect 
wardens  and  vestrymen,  and  take  and  hold,  by  piirchaw, 
gift  or  devise,  real  estate  or  other  property,  and  to  sell  and 
dispose  of  or  lease  the  same;  but  the  annual  income  of  tho 
real  cittatc.  excepting  the  site  of  the  church,  parsoaago  and 
school  house,  should  not  exceed  Hvq  thou»2uiil  dollars. 

By  another  portion  of  the  same  act,  it  was  made  lawful 
for  the  male  members  of  full  age  of  any  other  church,  con- 
gregation or  religious  society  to  elect  trustees,  who  and 
their  successors  should  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with 
all  tlie  powers,  immunities  ajid  privileges  conferred  by  the 
same  act  upon  Protestant  Episcopal  Churchos. 

Five  trustees  named  in  another  act,  and  tlicir  a^Bociatcs, 
were  created  a  cor]**""ation  by  the  name  of  "The  First  Bap- 
tist ^Society  in  the  Town  of  Frairieville,"  with  the  usual 
powers  of  such  corporations,  including  that  of  taking,  Imld- 
ing,  selling  or  disposing  of  real  and  personal  estate,  the  in- 
come of  which  should  not  exceed  one  thousand  doUara. 

By  another  act,  four  persons  named  therein  and  their  as- 
sociates  and  successors  were  created  a  corporation  by  the 
name  of  the  "Lutheran  Evangelical  Trinity  Church  and 
Society  of  the  Town  of  Mequon''  (Washington  county). 

By  another  act,  Ave  persons  named  tlicreiu  and  their  as- 
sociates were  created  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the 
"United  Lutheran  and  Ueformed  Church  of  Milwaukee." 
Similar  corporate  powers  were  conferred  upon  these  LutlK 
eran  churches,  as  upon  the  other  churches  which  W6r« 
incorporated. 

The  late  Bishop  Kemper  and  six  other  persons  named  in 
an  act  for  that  purpose,  trustees  and  their  associate's,  with 
such  persons  as  might  thereafter  bo  associated  with  them, 
were

The  firat  art  of  the  session  was  ono  to  incorporate  "The 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Lawruiicu  Institute  of  Wisconsin;"  the 
object  of  which  was  declared  to  be 

"BMablbhInN,  matnuinlns  anil  ooniliictlnit  (he  liuUtiilloii  nf  tr-arntnK  (or  llw  wtoeolloD 
«t  r«ulk  gnwrallr." 

AH  (ho  <trdinflry  and  necoBsary  corporate  powers  were 
given,  with  (ho  proviso  lliat  tin-  aimtial  income  of  their  es- 
tat«  should  not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars. 

The  act  provided  that  the  institute  should  —

The  bill  for  this  act  was  introduced  in  the  Council  and 
passed  both  houses  without  oppottition  or  division,  but  an 
attendant  and  auxiliary  measure,  being  a  '■Memorial  to 
Congress  asking  n  grant  of  land  to  the  I^awrence  Institute,'' 
introduced  into  the  Council  at  the  same  time,  although  it 
passed  the  Council  without  objection,  met  with  opposition 
in  the  House-which  finally  proved  fatal.  It  was  ordered  to 
a  third  reading  in  the  tirst  instance  without  a  division,  but 
such  oppoeilion  to  it  was  afl«rwards  developed  that  it  was 
recommitted  to  the  committee  of  the  whole,  and  after  being 
nniendiid  by  inseriing  a  provision  that  any  lauds  granted 
should  not  be  sold  for  a  sum  exceeding  tl.-i&  per  acre,  it  was 
again  ordered  to  a  third  reading  by  a  close  vote  of  13  to  11. 
But  when  the  question  came  upon  its  passage,  those 
oppotied  to  it  succeeded  in  having  it  postponed  from  time  to 
time  utitil  the  last  day  of  Ihe  session,  when  it  was  laid  on 
the  UMe  without  a  division.

Aiiotlicr  net  was  passt-d  to  Incorporate  the  "Beloit 
McchuuicV  Library  Association." 

The  question  of  the  passaoe  of  wJiat  are  called  sumptHarji 
laws  occupied  the  attention  of  this  Legislature,  and  the  re- 
sult was  the  passage  of  a  "local  option"  law,  by  which  tlie 
electors  of  the  several  niunicipalitiit)  were  annually  to  vote 
"for  license"  or  "ugainst  liceii^,"  and  if  a  majority  of  tho 
votes  cast  in  aoy  Diuniri])ality  wert.'  "agaiusl  licenst)."  then 
no  license  could  be  grautcd  tlierein  for  the  year  uczt 
ensuing. 

Tho  report  of  Nathakiel  F.  Hyrb,  who  was  appointed  at 
the  pruvious  scEsioii  of  the  Logislatiro  Asscinhly  to  select 
the  unselected  portion  of  the  University  lauds,  was  pre- 
sented. It  appeared  that  of  the  8Q%-eDty-two  sections, 
amounting  to  .iti,080  acres,  granted  by  Congress,  there  re- 
n-.aine<l  It^.^fi*}  acres  to  be  selected,  all  of  which,  amounting 
to  twenty-nine  sections,  were  selected  by  llr.  Hykb.  who 
made  a  tabular  statement  in  his  report  of  the  particular 
sections  selected  by  him. 

Five  acts  were  passed  purporting  to  dissolve  tho  marriage 
contract  between  JoiiN  Mabtis  and  his  wife,  Dokcas  B. 
Mahtin';  between  .lessB  A.  Clark  and  Jeuima  M.  Clake; 
between  Phoeba  Phillips  of  Dane  county  and  Joab 
Phillips;  between  Caleb  Choswell  and  bis  wife,  E.  Jaxb 
Oroswki.l,  of  Walworth  county,  and  between  Samukl  Hall 
and  his  wife,  Sakah  Halu 

The  name  of  Hakiuht  AVkt-I-s  of  Spring  Prairie,  Wal- 
worth county,  was  changed  to  Hakkikt  Arms;  and  WtLLIAM 
Dick  of  Manchester,  Calumet  county,  was  to  be  thereafter 
known  and  recognized  by  tho  name  of  Wiluam  Hauun 
Dick. 

Provision  was  inade  by  law  for  the  setting  off  and  ad- 
measurement of  the  dower  of  widows  in  the  estates  of  their 
deceased  husbands,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  proliate 
courts,  with  appeal  to  the  district  courts. 

Id  a  convention  of  both  bouses,  held  on  the  9th  of  Febru- 
ary, an  election  was  held  by  joint  ballot  for  Torritorial 
printer  and  for  Supcrinteuduut  of  Territorial  Property. 
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For  printer.  Horace  A.  Tesnky  received  SO  votes,  W.  W. 
"WvMAS.  S.  and  Beriaii  Brown,  4.  Mr.  Texnby  was  de- 
clared fitwtud. 

For  SujMjrintondent  of  Territorial  Property,  J.  GnxKT 
Knai'p  received  3r.  votes  and  John  Nelson,  3,  and  Mr. 
Knapp  waq  declared  elected. 

The  claim  of  Daxiki,  Baxtkr  was  again  presented  and 
referred  to  theeuinmitlee  on  Territorial  expenditures,  which 
reported  that  they  found  "  that  in  April,  1843,  a  committee 
appointed  to  settle  with  Mr.  Baxter  reported  a  balance  of 
•l,3TS.Udue  him,  and  that  under  a  joint  resolution  of  the 
last  Legislature  he  had  r«3ceived  esoo."  The  committee 
were  of  the  opinion  that  the  balance,  with  interest  amount- 
ing to  i73ii.'H  was  juntly  his  due,  and  reported  a  bill  by  which 
that  sum  waH  appropriated  to  him. 

This  bill,  with  the  report  of  the  committee,  was  referred 
to  a  select  committee  of  five.  This  committee  reported  that 
the  juint  resolution  of  1S4C  "  goes  to  show  a  final  scaik-ment 
of  all  claims  bftwfun  the  Bald  Baxter  and  the  TuiTitory," 
and  "  that  his  accepting  the  provisions  of  that  resolution 
would  preclude  him  from  any  further  demand  against  the 
Territory." 

The  report  of  the  select  committee  was,  on  motion, 
"adopted as  the  opinion  of  the  House,"  by  a  vote  of  ao  to  4, 
and  the  bill  was  indefinitely  postponed  by  a  vote  of  24  to  1. 

The  select  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  expedi* 
ency  of  tafcing  measures  for  building  a  penitenliarj",  made 
a  report  near  tUe  close  of  the  session,  which  gives  in  detail 
many  reasons  why —

A  facetious  report  was  made  by  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
piittee  on  agriculture  of  the  House,  upon  a  petition  referred 
to  tbat  committee,  for  the  passage  of  a  law  to  prohibit 
quacltery  in  the  science  and  practice  of  medicine,  from 
which  the  following  extract  is  made  :

This  report  drew  out  a  minority  report,  the  author  of 
which,  whik-  regariiing  quackery  as  an  evil  of  great  arid  in- 
creasing  tnngnitude,  f.\prc«8i-d  tho  opinion  that  any  law 
aimed  at  its  supprossioQ  should  include  all  speciiw  o( 
quackery,—  the  quack  doctor,  the  quack  lawyer,  tho  quack 
puiilician,  tlie  quack  mecbunic,  thu  quack  dentist  and  tho 
quark  linguiitL 

'So  further  action  upon  the  petition  seemed  to  be  thought 
necessary. 

In  pursuancu  of  an  act  of  Congress  passed  July  11, 1848, 
and  of  the  proclamation  of  tho  President  the  X'Oth  of  Novem- 
ber, isi'j,  all  the  lands  in  thu  Wisconsin  land  district  which 
had  been  theretofore  reserved  from  sale  as  containing  valu- 
able lead  niinefl,  were  olfered  at  public  sale  at  the  land 
office  at  Mineral  Point,  on  the  31th  day  of  May,  1847. 

Tho  proclamation  stated  that  —

required  the  President,  iu  giving  notice  of  the  timu  and 
place  of  sale,  to  give  with  it  —

Many  o£  the  mining  "claims  "  hud  been  licM  by  the  min- 
ers nearly  twenty  years,  and  in  numerous  inetanceH  were  in 
small  tracts,  often  not  oxceoding  ten  acres,  and  frequently 
less,  and  in  many  cases  bounded  by  irregular  linen,  and 
without  regard  to  their  conformity  with  the  lines  of  the 
legal  subdivisions  of  the  sections.  So  that  the  purcha.ser  of 
tJie  smallest  legal  subdivision  {10  acres)  would  almost  invar- 
iably purchase  the  "  claim"  of  someone  else. 

In  this  condition  of  things  the  claimants  of  lots  in  each  of 
the  different  mining  communities,  organized  themselvea 
into  mining  claim  a.-«MOoiatioiis,  with  a  president,  secretary, 
treasurer,  surveyor  and  board  of  arbitrator*.  All  claims 
within  the  jurisdiciion  of  the  association  were  required  to 
be  filed  with  the  secretary  and  to  be  surveyed  by  the  sur- 
veyor, when  ticceasary  for  their  proper  and  definite  desig- 
nation. In  the  case  of  conHict  of  claims  the  dispute  was 
BcttkNl  by  the  board  of  arbitrators,  from  whose  determina- 
tion there  was  no  appeal. 

Whenever  there  was  more  than  one "  claim  "  upon  any 
legal  subdivision,  the  different  claimants  paid  to  the  treas- 
urer such  proportion  of  $100  {the  cost  of  forty  acres  at  $2.50 
pur  acre)  as  the  number  of  acres  in  his  claim  bore  to  forty 
acres,  aud  some  person  -was  then  selected  to  buy  the  entire 
legal  subdivision  at  the  sale  and  to  hold  it  in  trust  for  the 
different  claimants,  to  whom  he  made  deeds  conforming  to 
the  claims  awarded  to  them  respectively. 
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At  the  time  appointed  (or  the  sale,  an  army  of  claimanti 
of  miiioml  lots  were  in  attendance,  but  the  utmost  order 
pivvnilud  and  no  disposition  «a»  manifeitted  by  any  one  to 
bid  ugainst  the  person  seb^cted  by  the  claimanU  to  purchase 
tlio  land  for  their  use  and  hU  l>id  of  the  miaioiuni  pric«  of 
^.50  per  acre  was  in  every  case  aocoptod,  although  many  of 
the  lands  wero  well  known  to  bo  worth  forty  times  that 
sum.  Such  was  the  di»po»>itiou  to  n>i;|x-ct  the  well  earned 
riglils  of  minor*  to  their  mineral  lots,  that  tho  most  grwfdy 
speeulator  was  unwilling  to  incur  the  detestation  with 
which  hu  would  have  bt?en  visited  by  the  whole  conimuuily, 
if  h«  bad  attempted  to  bid  upon  a  tract  containing  any 
miner's  lot,  in  opposition  to  the  appointed  bidder. 

The  effect  of  the  sale  of  these  "  mineral  lands,"  was  that 
every  ninu  in  the  "  miQcrol  regions"  obtained  a  secure  title 
to  hit!  mineral  lot.  Tht-re  was  no  more  "  jumping"  of  claims 
and  no  further  couHit^ls  in  relation  to  them,  and  every  one 
was  greatly  benefited  by  this  condition  of  affairs  exc«pt  the 
lawyers,  of  whom  it  had  become  a  proverl)  that  whenever  a 
new  lead  was  struck  half  of  it  belonged  to  the  lawyers,  as 
there  was  generally  more  or  less  dispute  among  confKctiiig 
claimants.  But  now,  since  the  land  sales  bad  <iuieleil  tjll 
their  occupation  was  gone. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year  1817,  and  the  one 
that  excited  the  greatest  interest  among  the  people  and 
engendered  the  greatest  amount  of  contention,  attended 
by  no  small  degree  of  acrimonious  feeling,  was  the  sub- 
mission to  a  vote,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April,  of  tlie  con- 
stitution adopted  on  tho  16th  of  December,  IMQ,  for  ratifi- 
cation or  rejection,  by  all  persons  who  should  then  have  the 
qualifications  of  electors  lo  the  convention  which  framed 
the  constitution. 

Opposition  to  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  by  tho 
electors  was  exhibited  before  its  adoption  by  the  convention. 
The  resignation  of  one  of  its  leading  and  ablest  members 
more  than  a  week  before  the  adiournn:ent  of  the  conven- 
tion, and  tho  reasons  for  it,  was  generally  and  properly  re- 
garded as  a  declaration  of  war  upon  the  ratification  of  the 
instrument,  in  the  framing  of  which  he  had  so  Uirgcly  par- 
ticipated. 

The  article  "on  Banks  and  Banking"  was  acknowledged 
by  tlie  committee  which  reported  llie  original  article  on  that 
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Bubject,  and  especially  by  its  eminent  chairman,  the  late 
Chief  Justice  Ryas,  to  be  a  new  departure  in  constitutional 
law,  and  that  it  was  so,  was  urged  as  an  argument  in  its 
fiivor. 

At  this  time  (ISIG-T)  the  country  was  overrun  with  a  do- 
preclatod  curronuy,  and  the  channeU  of  circulation  were 
flooded  with  "  wild-cat"  bank  notes,  and  the  article  on  banks 
and  bnnkin;;  was  intended  as  a  remedy  for  the  evil  and  a 
security  a^ainnt  its  recurrenoe.  It  was  given  at  length  in 
the  last  chapter. 

Itstrictly  prohibited  banking  of  every  description,  whether 
of  issues,  deposits,  discounts  or  excliange  by  cot^toratioju. 
And  nlthougli  the  Li-gislaturo  could  confer  no  bank- 
ing power  or  privilege  whatever,  upon  any  person  or  per- 
sons, and  although  it  was  declared  not  to  bo  lawful  for 
any  person  or  persons  to  issue  any  evidence  of  debt  what- 
ever, intended  to  circulate  as  money;  yet  all  the  othei 
branches  of  banking  —  discounts,  deposits  and  exchange- 
were  left  entirely  free  and  open  to  private  enterprise. 
It  was  this  prohibition  of  the  power  to  issue,  in  other  words 
^  to  manufacture  currency,  that  excited  the  opposition  to  the 
constitution  of  a  certain  class,  especially  in  Milwaukee,  that 
could  not  tolerate  a  constiiutional  law  which  would  deprive 
them  of  the  power  of  making  paper  money  by  which  they 
alone  would  reap  all  the  beneflt,  while  the  mass  of  the 
people  would  bu  subjectod  to  all  the  hazard  of  loss  in  the 
event  of  the  inability  or  unwillingness  of  those  who  Issued 
it  to  redeem  it. 

This  class  were  earnest,  determined,  and  to  some  extent 
systematic  and  organized  in  their  opposition.  The  great 
mass  of  the  Whig  party,  by  the  teachings  of  their  party, 
became  the  ready  and  willing  supporters  of  the  ideas  upon 
which  this  opposition  was  founded,  and  allies  of  those  most 
interested  iu  their  promulgation.  This  reason  for  opposing 
the  adoption  of  the  constitution  was  readily  suppiemeuted 
by  other  objections  to  it  which  were  presented;  the  most 
prominent  of  which  were  tho  elective  judiciary,  the  rights 
of  married  women,exemption8,  too  numerous  a  Legislature 
and  that  it  legislated  too  much. 

A  number  of  able  and  influential  leading  Democrats  were 
found  ready  and  willing  to  aid  these  opponents  of  the  oon- 
Btitutiou,  80  many  that  a  sufficient  number  of  the  rank  and 
file,  following  their  lead,  united  with  the  nearly  solid  body  of 
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the  Wbig  voters,  were  able  to  effect  its  rejection  by  a  lai 
mnjoritj'. 

Prominent  amonj?  the&e  leading  Deinocrate  were  Messrs. 
Stbonu,  Lovru,,  Wklij}  ami  Holmrj;  —  mBmbera  of  the 
Council  —  and  others  whosw  persiinal  influence  was  not 
aujjpnented  by  olTicial  position.  Historical  justice,  also,  re- 
quires  the  statement  that  among  the  leading  opponents  in 
the  Whig  party,  the  late  Chief  Justice  Whtton.  Messrs. 
John  H.  Tweedy.  Josatuas  E.  Arxold,  Wm.  S.  Hamilton 
and  Alexandkr  L.  Collins  woro  the  most  pruminont,  active 
and  influential,  while  their  succ-i'Msf  ul  ulTorta  were  secoodod 
by  many  others,  who  were  either  less  prominent  or  whoso 
names  are  not  now  remembered. 

It  would  swell  these  pages  beyond  all  justification  to  re- 
produce llie  arguments  and  reasons  presented  for  and 
against  the  adoption  of  the  constitution.  It  is,  however, 
worthy  of  remark  that  the  Democrats  who  opposed  it, mode 
their  attacks  chiefly  upon  the  article  upon  the  ri^^hts  of 
married  women  and  cxomptioo,  passing  Hghlly  oror  the 
bank  articlt.',  while  with  tho  Whig  leaders  the  chief  point  of 
attack  was  the  restricliom;  upon  banking  and  bank  circu- 
lation, 

Mr.  Stronu,  in  bis  very  able  speech  in  the  Council,  dealt 
heavy  blows  at  other  part^t  of  the  coastitution,  but  in  spi^ak- 
ing  of  the  «lth  section  of  tlie  bank  article,  said:

He  said  nothing  against  the  prohibitions  of  banking. 

On  the  other  hand,  Mr.  Collins,  tho  recognized  Whig 
leader  in  tho  Council,  in  coramentjng  upon  the  speech  of 
Mr.  STKosa.  said:

The  article  iu  the  coustitutioa  "on  the  rights  of  marrtnl 
women  and  on  exemption  from  forced  salo,"  whieh  was  the 
subject  of  the  vigorous  attacks  of  tho  opponents  of  the  coa- 
stitution was  the  14th,  and  was  in  the  words  given  in  the 
lost  chapter. 

Tho  objection  to  tho  numorousne«s of  the  l«egisIaturo  WM 
founded  upon  the  provision  that  the  number  of  the  House 
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of  Rppr(»sentBtivt>s  Fihoiild  never  be  less  than  60  nor  greater 
than  ViO,  and  tliat  of  the  Sonata  not  greater  than  one  third 
nor  luss  than  ono  fourth  of  the  number  of  the  members  of 
the  House,  whik!  the  number  fixed  until  there  was  a  now 
apportionment,  was  70  members  of  the  House  and  )il  mom- 
bent  of  tho  Senate. 

As  showing  the  character  of  the  objections  to  the  consti* 
tutjon,  but  one  other  will  be  mentioned,  which  is  that  the 
bill  of  rights  contained  this  provii^ion  — 

"Mo  pcncm  iKill  te  r«id»rvil  iDcampcWDl  laK^ncTlJiuiofllp  anycounot  lair  or  eqoll]'

One  objection  which  was  strenuously  and  with  some  cffoct 
urged,  is  not  especially  nlhided  to,  nor  the  art^umeots  iu  sup- 
port of  it,  viz.:  an  elective  judiciary,  for  llio  reason  that  it 
was  adopted  as  a  part  of  the  second  constitution,  and 
almost  universally  acquiesced  iu. 

The  objections  to  the  constitntion  which  were  so  eamSBtly 
and  successfully  urged  in  numerous  public  speeches  by  ita 
able  opponents,  and  by  a  vigorous  and  sometimes  unscru- 
pulous press,  were  met  and  answered  by  a  large  array  of 
able  advocates,  wilU  powerful  and  well  presented  arpi- 
ments. 

Among  the  leading  advocate»  of  the  adoption  of  the  con< 
stitution,  whose  names  are  now  recalled,  were  Gkowik  B. 
Shfth,  David  N(»(J(;i,k,  A.  Hyatt  Smith,  CHAKLEa  M.  Bakkr, 
Hiram  Barbkr,  Samu  \V.  Bkau-,  Jamks  Duank  Doty,  John 
T.  Smith.  Wm.  H.  Ci.ark.  Warrkn  Chase,  Lorenzo 
Bevass.  William  R  Smith.  Ninian  E.  Wun-EsiDEs,  aud 
towering  above  all  others  in  tlie  magnetism  of  his  zeal  and 
the  power  of  his  eloquence,  Edward  G.  Rvan. 

It  was  not  denied  that  the  arliclcs  (10)  "on  Bank»  and 
Banking,"  and  (1-1)  "on  the  rights  of  married  women  and  on 
exemptions  from  forced  sale/'  were  experimental.  But  it 
was  claimed  that  they  were  experiments  in  the  direction  of 
progress,  designed  and  weli  calruliited  by  all  the  security 
which  constitutional  law  could  afford,  to  protect  tho  masscii 
of  tho  people  against  the  grinding  avarice  of  the  few,  who 
are  over  ready  tu  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  to  be 
derived  from  fluctuating  legislation. 

It  was  argued  by  them  that  while  it  was  true  beyond  sue- 
fcMKful  contradiction  that  a  large  majority  of  the  people 
wore  opposed  to  all  banks  of  issue,  and  to  conferring  tbo 
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power  of  makiug  paper  money  upon  any  persons  or  corpo- 
rations; tlioy  ought,  while  they  could,  to  render  themselves 
secure  by  a  constitutional  provision,  against  the  danger  that 
this  power   might,  in    the    future    by    undue    inlltienc* 
which  those  who   desired  the  privilege  of  exercising  it 
understood  ro  well  how  to  use;  be  conferred  upon  souU< 
corporatioiia,  who  by  its  exercise  would  flood  tho  country"' 
with  worthless  and  irredoeinahlo  bank  uutee. 

In  support  of  the  iitixlh  section,  which  wu»  designed  grad- 
ually to  prevent  the  circulation  of  small  bank  bills  and  to 
Fubslitulo  for  tbL-m  a  currency  of  coin;  the  experience  of 
thu  inhabitants  of  the  lead-mine  region  for  the  threeorfour 
years  preceding,  where  gold  and  Mlver  coin  liad  formed  the 
exclusively  currency  in  circulation  among  the  people,  was 
referred  to  an  an  unanswerable  argument  in  support  of  this 
section. 

It  was  argued  that  any  commodity,  for  which  there  waa 
a  demand — wheat  for  instance,  which  was  then  the  princi- 
pal commodity  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  Stale — would  com- 
mand the  best  kind  of  currency  in  existence,  if  the  sellera 
chose  to  demand  it,  and  that  the  adoption  of  the  sixth  sec- 
tion would  be  the  means  of  inducing  tlie  farmers  to  demand 
coin  in  exchange  for  their  wheat,  and  that  a  result  would 
be  wituessi'd  corresponding  with  tliat  in  the  lead  mines,  by 
which  the  buyers  of  lead  had  for  several  years  been  com- 
pelted  to  comply  with  the  demand  for  coin  which  had  hef<Q 
so  imperatively  made  by  the  miners.  But  so  long  as  wheat, 
growers  were  content  to  accept  an  inferior  currency,  the] 
would  not  be  able  to  obtain  a  currency  of  coin. 

It  was  denied  that  there  was  any  force  in  the  objectioa, 
that  the  number  of  members  in  the  Legislature  was 
large.  That  the  objection  involved  a  mere  difference  of 
opinion  and  tho  subject  admitted  of  as  many  difTerLiut 
opinions  as  there  were  different  numbers  between  a  very 
high  and  a  very  low  number.  Tliat  the  convention  had 
odopted  a  medium  number.  That  the  firvt  Ix-gislature 
would  consist  of  only  seventy-nine  members  of  the  Uouse 
and  twenty-one  in  the  Senate,  and  could  never  be  increased 
except  by  the  legislature  itself. 

The  objection  lo  that  section  of  the  tenth  article  which 
secured  to  a  married  woman  as  her  "  separate  property," 
whatever  was  "  owned  by  her  at  the  time  of  her  marrlago," 
as  well  as  "that  ac<]uired  by  her  after  marriage,  by  gift. 
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devise,  descent  or  otlierwiae  than  from  her  husband,"  was 
claimed  to  liuvu  btic'ii  mot  by  the  reading  of  the  article  it- 
self. It  was  Kuid  that  the  objections  to  the  section  were 
founded  on  a.  purvt-rKion  of  its  meaning.  That  it  in  truth 
conferred  upon  a  woman  no  rightii,  so  far  as  ri<lated  to  real 
property,  which  were  not  already  recognized  by  existing 
laws  — indeed  by  the  common  law  of  KiiRland— and  that 
llicre  was  no  good  reason  why  her  rights  to  pfirsonal  prop- 
erty,derive<l  in  a  similar  manner,  should  not  have  the  same 
recognition. 

It  wax  further  answered  that  the  section  contained  only  a 
general  declaratiou  which  would  bo  entirely  without  prac- 
tical effect,  until  legislation  should  intervene  "for  currying 
out  the  provisions  of  this  section,"  and  that  it  was  to  bo 
supposed  that  when  the  Legislature  should  "  define  the 
rights  of  the  wife,"  it  would  not  leave  tbo  rights  of  the  hus- 
band undefined. 

The  objection  to  that  section  of  the  fourteenth  article, 
which  provided  that  "  forty  acres  of  land,"  or  its  equivalent, 
08  expressed  iu  the  section  already  quoted,  should  "not  be 
subject  to  forced  sale  on  execution  for  any  debt  or  debts 
growing  out  of  or  fuunded  upon  contract  express  or  implied, 
made  after  the  adoption  of  thim  constitution,"  was  forcibly 
met  with  the  statement  that  it  was  addressed  to  the  cupid- 
ity of  the  heartless  creditor,  and  that  it  ignored  the  humane 
appeals  of  the  honest  debtor  whoso  only  crime  was  his  mis- 
fortune and  his  poverty,  in  which  his  unfortunate  family 
were  sufferers  in  common  with  himself. 

Besides  answering  the  objections  to  the  constitution  made 
by  its  opponents,  its  advocates  pointed  out  what  they  re- 
ganled  as  its  excellencies. 

It  was  said  by  one  :

Some  new  provifiiona  in  the  judiciary  article  were: 
Tribunals  of  conciliation. 

Taxes  in  civil  suits  applicable  to  thesalariesof  the  judgeo. 
Testimony  in  equity  cases  to  be  taken  as  in  case*  at  law. 
Any  suitor  might  be  his  own  attorney. 
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Some  new  provisionB  in  tlie  le^slative  articlo  wcro  : 
That  the  ayes  anil  noes  should  be  lalcvn  on  the  fiual  pad- 
sago  of  all  liills; 
A  viva  voce  vote  iu  all  cIe>ctioiis  by  the  Lt'gixlature; 
No  private  or  local  bill  to  embrace  more  thun  one  subject; 
Prohibiting  extra  compenBation  to  officers  and  others; 
Never  outhorizc  uuy  lottery; 
Provision  for  6uitt>  uguiust  the  State,  to  be  made  by  law. 

The  provisions  of  the  constitution  in  relation  to  lutuma! 
improvements,  taxation,  and  the  public  debt,  wero  regarded 
by  its  advocates  as  presenting  strong  reasons  for  its  adop- 
tion, and  it  was  aakcd  :

Many  other  rewions  for  the  adoption  of  (lie  constitution 
Were  urged  by  its  advecalcs. 

The  contest  was  the  most  able,  the  most  energetic,  and  the 
most  exciting  that  ever  occupied  the  attention  of  the  people 
and  in  many  respects  its  like  has  not  been^een  in  any  sub- 
sequent controversy  In  the  State,  and  the  feelings  of  per-' 
fiunal  untaguiiism  between  members  of  the  iloniiiiant 
Democratic  party,  who  were  arrayed  against  eaeh  uthiT, 
were  such  that  llicir  etTerts  were  not  easily  nor  for  u  long 
lime  eradicated. 

The  advocates  of  the  constitution  predicted  that  if  those 
of  its  features  which  were  most  antagonized  should  be  then 
defeated,  they  would  ultimately  be  adopted  either  in  a  new 
constitution  or  by  legislative  enactment,  and  their  antieipa* 
tions  have  hwu  coni|)letely  verified  in  every  particular  ex- 
cept the  sixth  sectiun  of  the  bank  urlitlo,  which  provided  lor 
the  Auppression  of  the  circulation  of  email  bunk  notcti. 

The  following  is  the  official  result  of  thevoto  by  couuliefi; 
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The  convention  of  the  Democratic  party  to  nominate  a 
candidate  for  delegate  to  Congress  was  lield  at  Madison  on 
th«  21sl  of  July,  It  was  very  fully  attended,  there  heing 
78  delegates  in  attendance,  representing  every  portion  of 
the  Territory. 

The  candidates  were  Morgan  L.  Martik,  Hiram  Barber 
and  Moses  M.  Strong.  The  preferences  of  the  delegates 
were  nearly  equally  divided  between  the  three.  There  were 
twelve  ballots  on  the  first  day,  upon  the  last  of  which  the 
votes  were  equally  divided  between  the  three  candidates, 
each  having  received  twenty-six.  The  next  day  there  wt-re 
six  ballots,  on  the  last  of  which  Mr.  Strong  was  nominated, 
having  received  45  of  the  78  votes,  the  accession  to  his  vote 
coming  from  those  who  had  voted  for  Mr.  Barber. 

This  nomination  was  immediately  denounced  as  being  the 
work  of  the  supporters  of  the  defeated  constitution,  and  it 
became  at  once  apparent  that  the  effort  would  be  made  to 
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carry  tlie  war  over  the  defeated  constitution  into  the  elec- 
tion of  delegate  in  Congress. 

A  leading  paper  in  Racine  County  witich  had  opposod  the 
constitution,  in  its  first  issue  after  the  nomination  was 
known,  containod  a  liighly  sonHntional,  and  nut  vei-y  candid 
article,  from  which  the  following  uxtracts  anj  tukun:

One  week  after  the  Democratic  convention— on  the 
of  Jnly — the  Territorial  convention  of  the  dclu-gatcs  of  tb^ 
Whig  party  waa  held.  It  was  uhnust  as  numerously  at- 
tended as  the  Democratic  convention.  After  agreeing  to 
the  report  of  the  committee  on  credentials  and  permanent 
or^anizatiou,  an  informal  Imllot  was  had  for  a  candidate  for 
delegate  to  Congress,  which  resulted  as  follows :

Mr.  jACKsoy,  who  had  been  elected  prusident  of  the  con- 
vention, withdrew  his  name  as  a  candidate,  when  a  formal 
ballot  was  taken,  which  resulted  in  «2  votes  for  John  H. 
TwRKUV  and  7  for  A.  L.  Coi4,iNS,  when  the  nomination  wan 
made  unanimous. 

The  Abolition  party,  in  rather  an  informal  manner,  hnd 
nominated  Mr.  Cdarles  Durkee  as  their  candidate  for 
delegate. 

The  election  was  on  the  Gtb  day  of  September,  and  the 
following  is  an  ofHcial  statement  of  the  votes,  by  counties, 
as  canvassed:

On  the  27th  day  of  September,  the  Governor  issued  his 
proclamation,  appointing  a  special  session  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Territory,  to  be  held  at  the  Capitol  in  Mad- 
ison on  Monday,  the  eighteenth  day  of  October,  to  take 
such  action  in  relation  to  the  admission  of  the  State  into 
the  Union  and  adopt  such  other  measures  as  in  their  wis- 
dom the  public  good  may  require. 
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Tbo  special  session  of  the  Lefrislative  Asscmblj  was  coiD' 
menced  at  Madison  on  the  lijth  of  October  in  pursuuoce  of 
the  GoTernor's  proclamation. 

There  had  been  but  two  changes  in  the  memlwrship  of 
the  CoimcU  since  the  preceding  session.  In  Racine  county, 
Haksjiall  M.  Strong  had  resigned  and  Phii.o  WniTt:  lia-1 
been  elecloU  to  fill  the  vacancy.  In  thedistrict  compoiMHl  of 
Iowa.  La  Fayette-  and  Richland  counties,  Nisiak  E.  Whitk- 
8IDE8  was  eluott'd  in  the  pliiou  of  Wii.i.iam  SisoKB,  msignc 

The  luumbi-rti  of  the  Uuuiie  ul  th<;  pruviuus  sos^ion  had 
been  elected  for  only  one  year,  anil  elections  were  hold  tn 
September  for  niembera  of  a  new  House  of  IteprL'sunU»tlv«i» 
Only  two  of  the  old  members  were  re-elected,  viz.:  TlMOTUl 
Bu»Ns,  of  Iowa  county,  and  John  M.  Stkwakt,  of  Oreei 
county.

Of  the6e,  besides  Messrs.  Bcrns  and  Stewart,  none  hud 
before  been  members  of  tho  Territorial  Legislaturv,  except 
Messrs.  Polr.  Btmr  and  Moobrs. 

TheCouucil  was  organized  by  tbo  election  of  H.  N.  Welij), 
Preeidenl.  Tuomas  McHcqu,  Secretary,  and  Edward  P. 
LocKUAitT.  Sorgoant-at-Arma. 

In  the  House  Isaac  P.  Walker  wan  elected  Speaker,  and 
the  other  officer?'  were  the  same  as  at  the  preTious  session. 
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Tbt}  Oovemor'b  message  was  brief  and  was  limiU>il  to  a 
rcoommendatioii  of  such  action  by  the  Lcgislaturo  in  the 
early  organizntton  of  a  Slate  govominont,  as  woulU  meet 
the  wants  and  wishes  of  their  con^tiluunt».  He  expressed 
himself  in  favor  uf  the  admission  of  the  Statu  into 
the  Union  iu  time  to  bo  entitled  to  give  its  electoral 
vole  at  the  prtTsidi'otial  election  of  1K4S,  and  again  presented 
many  of  th'>  udvunlage^i  which  would  result  from  an  early 
formation  of  a  State  government. 

The  r^gislatii-e  Assembly  having  determined  to  confine 
its  action  to  this  one  subject,  and  the  incidental  one  of  the 
expenses  of  the  session,  referred  the-  mossago  to  a  joint  com- 
mittee, which  on  the  fourth  day  of  tho  session  reported  a 
bill  in  relation  to  the  formation  of  a  State  goverumeot,  to 
the  Council.  On  Saturday,  the  sixth  day  of  the  session,  the 
bill  pasBod  the  Council  Bubstantially  as  it  came  from  the 
committee,  and  was  sent  to  the  House. 

On  Tupsdiiy,  the  26th  of  October,  the  second  day  after  the 
bill  passed  the  Council,  the  House  concurred  in  it  with  sev- 
eral amendments,  some  of  which  wore  agreed  to.  and  others 
which  were  disagreed  to  were  referred  to  a  committee  of 
conference,  where  the  disagreements  were  harmonized,  and 
on  the  same  day  both  houses  concurred  in  the  pii-ssage  of 
the  bill,  and  on  the  'Jith  Uctober  it  was  signed  by  the  pre- 
siding ofticers  of  both  houses,  approvod  by  the  Governor, 
and  both  houiies  adjourned  sine  die  after  a  brief  session  of 
ten  days. 

The  new  law  provided  for  an  election  on  the  fifth  Monday 
(twenty-ninth  day)  of  November  of  delegatt'S  to  form  a 
oonstjtution.  The  qualilication  of  voters  nt  the  election 
was  a  residence  of  six  moutlis  in  the  Territory,  preceding 
the  day  of  election,  and  in  every  other  respect  the  same  as 
that  of  voters  for  delegates  to  the  former  c-onvi^ntion. 
Everj-  person  authorized  to  vote  was  declared  eligible  to  be 
elected  a  delegate. 

It  provided  for  the  election  of  sixty-nine  delegates,  who 
were  apportioned  among  the  several  counties,  as  follows: 
liacine,  eight;Milwaukeo,scven;WaIworth.  Waukesha  and 
Rock,  each  six;  Grant,  five;  Jefferson,  four;  La'Fayette, 
three;  Iowa  and  Kichlaud,  throe;  Done,  Dodge  and  Wash- 
ington, each  three;  Green  and  Fond  du  Lac,  each  two; 
Brown.  Calumet  and  Columbia,  each  one;  Sheboygan  and 
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Hunitow-oc,one;  Winnabago  and  Marquelte,  one;  PortBRC 
tttid  Suuk.  one;  Crawford  and  ChippRwa,  ono,  oud  St.  Croix 
and  t.u'Pointe,  one. 

The  deteij^tes  were  to  assemWe  on  the  third  WcdncKdny 
(fifteenth)  of  December,  and  hnve  full  power  and  uuthorily 
to  form  a  republican  constitution  for  the  State  of  WUcon- 
Hin. 

Kach  delegate  was  to  receive  two  dollai's  and  fifty  centa 
per  day  for  hits  Bcrvic-e  and  ten  cvnls  per  mile  for  travel, 
going  oud  returning;  and  the  ofItcer»  Kuch  compensation  ba 
the  convention  should  allow,  all  to  be  paid  by  the  Terri- 
torial treasurer. 

The  constitution  adopted  by  the  convention  wa*  to  be 
published  in  all  the  newspapers  in  the  State,  at  B  eum  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars  per  paper.  The  convenlion  woB 
required  to  submit  it  to  a  vote  of  the  people  for  their  ap- 
proval (not  rejection)  and  to  provide  how  the  votes  cast  on 
that  »ubject  should  he  taken,  canvassed  and  returned,  and 
to  submit  it  to  the  Cou^rew  of  the  United  Ktat^^s,  and  to 
t^ply  in  8uch  manner  as  they  may  deem  proper  for  the  ad* 
mission  of  the  State  of  Wisconnin  into  the  Union. 

The  act  further  provided  that  a  ceuitus  should  bo  taken 
between  the  l»l  and  l5iL  day  of  December,  of  all  pensoiw 
residing  in  the  territory  on  the  1st  day  of  December.  It 
was  to  be  taken  by  suitable  persons  appointed  by  the  Gov> 
emor — one  in  each  county. 

It  was  further  provided,  that  if  the  constitution  should 
not  be  adopted,  the  Governor  should  forthwith  issUA  a  proc- 
lamation for  an  election  of  delegates  to  form  ui  ulher  con- 
stitution at  such  time  as  he  might  designate,  the  delegate 
to  meet  on  the  fourth  Monday  after  such  election. 

The  annual  session  of  the  Legislature  was  by  the  same 
act  jiostponed  from  th»  first  Monday  of  January  to  the  first 
Monday  of  February. 

The  election  for  delegates  to  the  convention  to  form  Uie 
second  constitution  took  place  at  tlie  time  prescribed  by 
law  —  November  :!1t.  The  candidates  in  most  of  the  counties 
had  been  nominated  by  the  political  parlies  to  which  they 
were  respectively  attached,  and  although  party  lines  were 
not  in  all  cases  strictly  adhered  to,  much  the  larger  numlier 
represented  in  their  political  opinions  the  party  tnajorititv 
in  the  counties  which  they  respectively  represented.  There 
were  about  25  Whigs  and  about  44  Democrats. 
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As  the  convention  assembled  so  near  the  close  of  the  year, 
and  its  session  was  continued  until  the  1st  of  February  in 
the  next  year,  any  further  notice  of  its  members  or  their 
proceedings  will  be  reserved  for  the  next  chapter.

TBSBITORT  OF  WISCOSSm— 1848^ 

The  MCOnd  convention  to  formaoonstitutionfortho  State, 
in  pursuance  of  the  act  o(  tho  Territorial  Legislature  of  Oc- 
tober 27, 1847,  mot  at  Madison  on  the  15th  day  of  Deceml»er, 
at  noon. 

A  lar^  majority  of  the  members-elect  were  in  attendance, 
and  were  called  to  order  by  Stoudakd  JuuD,  and  on  motion 
of  F.  S.  LovKi.1,,  Hon.  Chaki.ks  Virus  of  La'Kayette  county, 
was  appointed  president  jiro  tern.,  and  on  like  motion 
Thomas  McHuoh  was  appointed  secretary  pro  tern.  Other 
temporary  officers  were  appoiiile<f,  when  a  committee  of 
t))ri.*e  was  appointed  to  uxaiiiitiL'  lliL-eruduntialiiof  mumbers, 
and  report  thereon  nt  the  next  meeting  of  the  oonventioa. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wmiton,  tlie  rules  of  the  last  convention 
were  adopted,  until  others  should  be  adopted. 

The  convention  then  adjourned  until  10  o'clock  the  next 
day. 

On  the  second  day  of  the  session,  the  conimitteu  on  cre- 
dentials reportt^d  the  names  of  sixty-thnn)  delejifates  as

CnAi{i.i:3  H.  Larrabbb,  of  Dodge  county,  Orsauus  CotJi, 
of  Grant  county,  and  Wiluam  McDon.sell,  of  Qrcon 
county,  were  admitted  to  seal^  in  the  convention,  on  mo- 
tion. 

Two  others  of  the  sixty-nine  delegates  — Wiujam  H, 
Kekxkdy  of  Portage,  and  Oeorok  W.  BnowsKiJi  of  Saint 
Croix  — wer*>  absent  at  tho  organiKatiou  of  tho  convention. 
They  appeared  on  the  following  Monday,  the  20th  of  Decem- 
ber, and  were,  on  motion,  admitted  to  seats.

,o(  the  tirst;  these  were  Messrs.  Beall,  Ciiasb.  Fitzgkkald, 
JCDD.  LovKM.,  and  Pkentish.  All  the  others  were  uuw 
meat\ien. 
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The  convention  was  pflrmanently  organized  on  the  second 
day  of  the  session,  the  oflicers  having  Wen  elected  by  ballot. 

The  nnmber  of  votes  was  86.  For  president.  Mo&qan  h. 
Martin  received -11.  .Ions  H.  Roustrke  20.  and  there  were 
5  (tcattering  voles.  Mr.  Martin  was  elected,  and  iit  once  as- 
sumed the  duties  of  Ihu  oliico. 

TnoiiAS  McIIuGii  was  clcck-d  secretary,  having  reooivcd 
«  votes  to  S2  for  W.  W.  Urown. 

The  other  officers  were  elected  by  a  corresponding  divis- 
ion of  the  votes,  which  represented  the  relative  strength  of 
the  political  parties  among  the  delegates  in  attendance. 

On  the  same  day  Mr,  Fen'ton  presented,  by  the  particular 
request,  as  he  said,  of  Col.  Wii.i.iam  S.  Ha.«ilton,  and  as  an 
act  of  courtesy  to  him,  his  petition  conle8ting  the  seat  of 
John  O'Connor,  to  wliom  a  c**rtittcate  of  election  had  been 
given  us  a  dele($ate  from  La'Kayette  county. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Whiton  the  petition  wok  referred  to  a 
committco  of  five,  with  power  to  appoint  conunissionera  to 
tak<.'  depositions  iu  Iowa  and  Lu'Fuyette  counties,  and  to  re- 
ceive such  proof  and  allegations  as  the  parties  should  judge 
proper  to  offer. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  President  consistod  of 
Uessrs.  Whiton',  Fkntos,  lioiisTKicK,  LovKi-t,,  and  Kiiv 
BOURN,  by  whom  two  commissioners  were  appointed  to  take 
depositions,  which  were  returned  to  the  convention  and 
oonaidored  by  the  committee. 

Subsequently,  on  the  Kflh  of  January,  Mr.  Whiton  sub- 
mitted a  report  of  the  committee,  to  the  effect  that  the  com- 
mittee were —

The  resolution  was  made  the  special  order  for  the  seven- 
teenth of  January,  when  after  an  able  and  exhaustive  argn- 
ment  by  Col.  Hamilton,  in  favor  of  his  right  to  the  seat, 
and  by  Hon.  Saml'el  Crawford,  in  favor  of  the  right  of  the 
sitting  member,  the  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of 
Blxty-tbree  to  two.  Messrs.  Case  and  Lakin  alono  voting  in 
tbe  negaUve. 
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On  motion  of  3Ir.  Saxoers  a  committoe  of  eovcn  was 
appointed  by  the  Prwsident  to  report  rules.  Tho  commiltee 
consisted  of  Messrs,  SAN-uitiuij  Di'ss,  Prkstiss,  Bishop, 
EsTABROOK,  Lkwis  and  XiNU,  and  reported  the  same  day  a 
fitiries  of  rules,  which  with  some  amendments  were  adopted. 

The  resident  clergymen  of  Madison  were  by  resolution 
invited  to  open  tho  convention  each  morning  with  prayer. 

Each  member  of  the  convention  was  furnished  with 
sixty-five  weekly  newspapers,  printed  in  the  Territory,  dur- 
ing the  sesiiion. 

Considerable  difference  of  opinion  was  early  devclo|K'd 
as  to  the  best  mode  of  bringiug  before  the  convealiou  the 
propwiitions  upon  which  the  members  were  to  act,  which 
was  disposed  of  by  the  adoption  of  a  resolution

The  questions  as  to  how  to  provide  for,  und  in  what  man- 
ner, and  what  amuuul  to  pay  (or  the  printing,  elicited  much 
di&cuKsion.  Some  memhera  advocated  the  employment  of 
epecified  persons,  others  the  election  of  a  printer,  and  still 
others  the  letting  of  the  printing  to  the  lowest  hidders, 
while  various  modifications  of  these  three  principal  modes 
were  suggested. 

,  The  result  was  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  that  the  Sec- 
retary should  receive  sealed  proposals  for  the  incidental 
printing  of  the  convention,  and  report  the  same  to  tho 
convention. 

A  motion  to  amend  tho  resolution  by  striking  out  thu 
word  "  incidental,"  »o  that  the  roKolution  would  apply  to  all 
printing,  of  ooursu  including  the  journal,  which  was  more 
than  all  the  rest,  v/as  lost^ 

Under  this  resolution  proposals  were  made  by  W,  \V. 
WvMAS,  hy  Bkkiah  Brown  and  by  Wki-ch  and  Bmn,  to  do 
the  incidental  printing  at  specified  rates,  which,  although 
somewhat  variant,  contemplated  a  reasonable  compensa- 
tion.  But  Mej*srs.  Tssnby.  Smith  and  Hoi.t,  proprietors  o( 
the  Wisconsin  Argus  printing  establishment,  made  a  pro- 
pofsal  to  do  the  incidental  printing  for  one  cent, 

A  rt-soltition  was  then  adopted  that  Messrs.  Tbnkky, 
Smith  and  Holt 

"UavlnB  pfTrml  th«  lo*rat  blil  for  tlw  nni»,  he  an>l  an>  hrMwhr  iir«i>inlnl  u,  ilu  Ilia

This  ended  the  controversy  for  the  time,  and  Messrs. 
Tesnkt,  Smith  and  Hoi.t  having  filed  the  security,  per- 
formed the  work  in  a  sallsfactuiy  manner.  But  the  end 
was  not  yet.  Ten  days  later  Mr.  Fentox  introduced  a 
resolution:

The  resolution  was  considered  the  next  day.  when  a  mo- 
tioR  by  Mr.  Oai.e  to  flx  a  specified  and  rea»onablo  pricu  for 
the  work  was  defoaied  by  a  voto  of  17  to  47. 

A  motion  was  inadu  by  Mr.  Beai>,  modified  by  Uio  sug- 
gestiou  of  Mr.  Harvey,  that  proposals  he  received  by  a 
committee  and  reported  to  the  conventioQ,  for  printing  as 
indicated  in  the  reflolution,  as  aI»o  for  printing  the  journal 
alone.  This  motion  was  Inst  by  a  tie  vot«  of  33  to  3^1;  when 
the  resolution  of  Mr.  Fknton  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  'M 
to  ^1,  with  a  general  belief  that  the  profits  in  printing  the 
journal  and  debates  would  rompengate  the  printers  for  the 
1<M8««  in  doing  the  incidental  printing. 

The  first  article  reported  for  the  consideration  of  the  con- 
vention was  that  relative  to  the  "  Executive,"  which  in  thi) 
Bubsoqucnt  order  of  arrangement  become  Article  V, 

Thu  discussion  of  thu  article  elicited  quite  a  number  of 
propositions  for  amendment. 

The  first  one  was  oflfcred  hy  Mr.  Whitox,  to  change  the 
term  of  office  of  the  Governor  from  two  years  tc  one  ye»r- 
This  was  defeated  in  committee  of  the  whole  by  a  voto  of 
27  to  -19.  and  afterward  in  the  convention  by  a  vote  of  Jitt 
10  34. 

The  fifth  section,  as  reported  by  the  committee,  provided 
that  — 

"  The  Ooiptnur  tball  tntdi  ol  IK*  «r4l  itf  fonmrnrttl  tfvrVnp  ftd  cnttlnuaitM  to  t^tet. 
Bud  iKalt*  u  k  compnuBiloa  tor  hb  ihyIoh.  4iuiu>ll]r,  tho  DIM  at  Ona  tboiwmd  ft** 
bundrMl  doUan." 

The  words  in  italics,  requiring  a  residence  at  the  seat  of 
government,  had  been  slricken  out,  when,  on  motion  of  Mr, 
Bkai.1.,  thu  et'cliou  was  further  amended  by  reducing  the 
salary  from  fifteen  hundre<d  to  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars. 

The  two  questions  pertaining  to  this  article  which  princi- 
pally occupied  fhe  attention  of  the  convention,  were  the 
Qov(»-niir'i!' veto  and  creating  the  office  of  Lieutenant  OoT> 
emor. 

In  reference  lo  the  veto  power,  it  wa«  proposed  to  substi- 
tute a  majority  of  Iho  members  elected  to  each  house,  for 
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WO  thirds  of  the  members  present,  aa  the  requisite  number 
to  pass  a  bill  not witlis landing  tltu  objections  of  tlio  Qot- 
emor. 

The  action  of  the  convention  upon  thix  qneetloa  was  Tety 
flucliiutiiig.  When  the  vot«  WU8  first  tukon  it  was  loet  by 
S7  to  3C,  and  the  articlo  was  ordered  to  be  en^rrossod  without 
the  proposed  change.  Three  days  later,  upon  a.  motion  to 
recommit  the  article,  Mr.  Wnncis  moved  that  the  commit- 
tee be  instructed  to  n-port  the  proposed  amendment,  and  his 
motion  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  31  to  27.  When  the  com- 
mittee, on  the  next  day,  reported  the  article,  with  tlie 
amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  WiitTOK.  the  convention  re- 
fused, by  a  vote  of  30  to  35,  to  adopt  it,  and  the  article  was 
pa*»»ed  without  the  alteration  proposed. 

In  reference  lo  tlic  oCBce  of  LieutL'njint  Governor,  it  was 
ppopOfied  to  dispense  with  it  entirely,  and  to  provide  that  in 
case  of  the  death,  etc.,  of  the  Governor,  the  duties  of  his  of- 
fice should  devolve  upon  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

The  action  of  the  convention  upon  this  proposition  was 
also  quite  fluctuating.  The  principal  advocates  of  the  pro- 
posed amendment  were  Messrs.  Estabrook,  Harvet,  Kil- 
BOUKN,  Larkin,  and  WuiToy.  Those  who  spoke  against  it 
were  Mcsars,  A.  G.  Cole,  Galk,  Judd,  and  Lovell,  while 
Messrs.  BicALL  and  Kino  were  at  first  in  favor  of  the  amend- 
ment and  finally  opposed  it 

Tlie  remarks  of  Mr.  HAt:vKy,  in  the  lightof  his  premature 
death  in  incri,  are  worthy  of  preservation.     He 

*-  Tboucbt  Uie  coDlliisrncjr  *)[»>■••>  wblrh  It  vwt  prapatrA  10  rduiI  to  cenerBl  naj 
mnotp.

He  little  thought  then  that  within  a  few  years  his  own 
untimely  death,  while  holding  the  office  of  Governor,  would 
furnish  the  first  ilKistration  of  the  utility  of  providing  for 
the  contingency, 

Mr.  Bkai.i.  said  he

In  two  years  from  that  time,  he  demonstrated  that  ono 
person  at  least  was  willing  to  fill  it,  by  accepting  the  ofBce 
to  which  he  whs  himself  elected. 

In  the  early  stage  of  the  consideration  of  the  article,  tlio 
several  sections  containing  the  words  "  Lieutenant  (3t>v> 
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ernor*'  were  ameoded  by  eliminating  those  words,  without 
division,  and  without  much  opposition  or  dlscui^iou. 

But  when  it  caino  to  llio  question  of  Ihu  ongrosstnent  of 
the  article,  it  was  evident  that  a  largo  number,  iC  not  a 
majority  of  the  members,  bad  concluded  that  the  o£Sce 
ought  not  10  be  dispt'nw^J  witb.  and  a  motion  was  made  by 
Mr.  A.  G.  C-ol,E  to  rt-conunit  the  article  with  ioBtructions 
to  provide  for  it.  This  brought  out  considerable  discuBsion, 
and  the  motion  at  that  time  wan  lost  by  a  vote  of  3U  to  32, 
and  the  emaRculated  article  was  ordered  to  be  eogroAsed 
and  read  a  third  time  without  a  division. 

When  the  question  came  up  on  its  passage,  >Ir.  LovelLj 
rcnewod  the  motion  to  recommit  wiih  iustructious,  inadv^ 
threo  days  ht-foro  by  his  colleague.  Mr.  Cole,  and  after 
much  discussion  the  motion  was  adopted. 

On  the  next  day,  the  article  was  reported  back  with 
anifudrnf-nta  which  provided  for  the  office  of  Lieut<^nant 
Oovernor,  when  they  were  adopt«d  upon  a  call  for  tlio  ayes 
and  noes  by  a  vot«  of  40  to  S5,  and  the  article  io  this  respect 
was  restored  to  the  condition  in  which  it  was  originally 
reported,  and  was  then  parsed  by  the  convention. 

The  article  as  finally  pa»«sed  was  a  re-adoption  of  the 
same  article  in  the  firsl  constitution,  with  only  two  material 
atnendnients.  One  was  that  the  salary  of  the  Oovumor 
was  increased  frnm  one  thousand  to  twelve  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars.  The  other  was  the  omission  of  a  section  of 
the  first  constitution,  which  provided  that

While  the  article  entitled  "executive"  was  under  consid- 
eration, nrlicW  entitled  "administrative,"  "declaration  of 
riglits,"  "banks  and  banking,"  '■boundarie,<'  "sutfrage," 
"judiciary,"  and  "militia"  were  reported  to  the  convention, 
followed  closely  with  the  various  other  articles  which  it  wa« 
preposed  shuuld  ciinslitute  the  constitution,  so  that  the  con- 
vention was  atnotimo  without  an  abundance  of  work  oa 
its  hands. 

The  subjects  wbicli  developed  great  diversity  of  opinioD 
or  excited  much  discussion  were  comparatively  few,  and 
were  ■•iioiindaries."  "judiciary."  "legislative,"  "suffrage" — 
alien  and  negro— "exemptions"  and  "l>anks  and  bookinp/' 
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Such  paiiit  of  tlie  constitution  as  relaUnl  to  other  matters, 
were  agreecl  upon  without  much  difficulty  or  discussion, 
anri  were  Tor  thu  most  part  a  rc-adoption  of  iho  same  or 
similar  provisions  in  the  firut  constitution. 

The  article  "on  the  organisation  and  functions  of  the 
judiciary/'  as  reported  by  the  committee,  differed  from  a 
similar  article  in  the  first  constitution,  chiefly  in  these  pro- 
vifiions: 

The  first  constitution  providwl  that

While  the  Becond  provided  that

And  it  provided  that  the  judges  should  continue  in  offlce 
for  such  terra  as  the  legislature  miKht  determine  by  law, 
"and  that  the  legislature  should  provide  by  law  for  the  elec- 
tion and  classifying  the  circuit  judges  so  that  one  should 
go  out  every  two  years,  and  thereafter  the  judge  elected  to 
fill  the  office  should  huld  the  same  for  tun  yeai-s.  Tho  first 
provided  that  the  judges  should  hold  their  olHccs  fur  the 
term  of  five  years.  It  also  provided  IJiat  the  circuit  judges 
should  interchange  circuits,  and  hold  courts  in  such  manner 
that  no  judge  of  either  of  said  circuits  should  hold  court  in  any 
one  circuit  for  more  than  one  year  in  five  successive  years. 
This  provision  for  interchange  of  circuits  was  omitted  from 
the  article  of  the  new  constitution  as  reported  and  adopted. 
The  judiciary  article  in  the  new  constitution  as  reported 
and  as  adopted,  conferred  upon  tlie  legislature  express 
power  to  provide  by  law  for  the  organization  of  a  separato 
supreme  court  to  consist  of  one  chief  justice  and  two 
associate  justices,  while  the  first  contained  no  such  express 
power. 

Both  of  the  constitutions  contained  a  provision  that  —

The  object  of  that  provision  was  to  prevent  the  election  of 
judges  to  the  office  of  Senator  or  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, but  it  has  practicallj'  proved  entirely  ineffective  and 
been  regarded  us  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  prescribing  the  qualifications 
of  members  of  Congress, 
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The  jmiioinry  article,  as  report*^  by  the  ooiniiiitteii,  Wl 
anteiided  ill  the  couveiiliou.  Ity  itiHerlitig  the  iirevisiun 
(he  first  coDStitutJon,  that  the  judges  of  the  Circuit  court 
shuU  be  judges  of  the  Supremo  court  "for  the  term  of  fivo 
yours  and  thereafter,"  uulii  the  Legt^laturo  shall  otherwiwj 
provide. 

The  principal  controversy  in  the  convention  in  relation  to 
the  judiciary  article  was  upon  the  relative  merits  of  the 
"separate  Supreme  court  system"  and  what  was  called  the 
"nisi  priu»  system."  in  which  (he  judges  of  the  Circuit 
courts  constituted  the  Supreme  court.  This  quiitticn  was 
very  clearly  and  fairly  pnaented  by  tut  amendment  offered 
hy  Mr.  Lovkll  to  strike  out  all  the  sections  relating  Ut  the 
ni»i  prius  system,  and  inserting  others  establishing  the 
tt«parate  Supreme  court  system.  The  amendment  was  lost 
by  a  vote  of  only  15  in  its  favor  to  .'il  against  it. 

The  question  of  the  locution  of  the  northwestoni  houndary 
of  the  Statu  was  one  which  developed  some  difference 
of  opinion.  There  were  two  causes  for  this  difference, 
one  local,  the  other,  while  it  concerned  the  whole  State  was 
in  some  sense  national. 

The  article  on  "Boundaries"  reported  by  the  committee  to 
the  convention  was  as  follows :

This  "preference  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,"  if  it  bud  I 
assented  to  by  Congress,  woult)  have  carried  the  boiindar 
about  fifty  miles  further  west  than  that  prescribed  by  the 
act  of  August  6,  l!ii4ri,  and  would  have  included  within  the 
limits  the  entire  valley  of  the  St.  Croix,  and  all  of  the  le(t 
bank  of  the  Miftsissippi  below  the  mouth  of  the  Kum  River, 
including  St.  Antliony  an<l  St  Paul. 
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ri'Mr.  Browsell.  iho  duk-gato  from  St.  Croix  county,  pro- 
aii  uitiuudmcRt  tu  the  proviso,  by  substituting  tho 
following  iiflt-r,  "viz.:"

The  boundary  proposed  by  this  amendment  would  hare 
boun  an  averaRe  distance  of  sixty  miles  southeasterly  of 
that  ]»rt"iicril)ed  by  the  art  of  Congrpsa,  and  the  territory 
between  it  ami  the  "preference"  line  reported  by  tho  com- 
mittee, would  have  been  sulTicient  for  a  State  of  reispeclable 
size. 

The  "Browneir*  line  excluded  from  tho  State  tho  entiro 
valley  of  tho  Chippewa  Biver,  except  some  of  its  tributaries 
from  the  east  and  northeast.  It  would  have  run  about  ten 
miles  eaat  of  the  city  of  Eau  Claire,  and  about  the  same 
distance  east  of  Chippewa  Falla 

The  argument  in  favor  of  this  line,  as  far  as  it  watt  ba^ed 
on  local  considerations,  was  that  it  left  the  valley  of  tho 
St.  Croix  and  it-t  inbabitantt)  an  entirety  instead  of  segregat- 
ing them  as  was  done  by  the  adoption  of  the  SL  Croix  River 
as  a  boundary. 

That  it  was  so  far  removed  from  the  Cliippewa  River,  that 
the  larger  portion  of  the  population  which  should  in  the 
future  inhabit  the  valley  of  that  river  would  ho  under  one 
government,  when  a  new  State  should  be  formed  north- 
west of  Wisconsin,  which,  from  its  proximity  to  that  valley, 
would  better  supply  the  governmental  wants  of  its  in- 
habitants. 

It  was  urged  that  the  extension  of  the  State  to  the  "  Rum 
Eivar'*  line  would  make  it  too  large,  and  that  comparatively 
small  states  were  more  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  the 
people  than  large  ones. 

In  a  national  point  of  view  the  consideration  of  providing 
for  a  larger  nnmi)er  of  free  states  in  the  north  to  offset  the 
I>ossihility  of  the  creation  of  more  slave-holding  states,  was 
not  lost  sight  of  although  not  strenuously  urged. 

On  taking  tho  vote  there  were  but  five  members  in  favor 
of  the  amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  Browneix.  These  were 
Messrs.  Brownell,  Chase,  Jackson-,  Lakbabek  and  KGKn, 
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wliile  of  the  otlior  delttgateii  fifty-two  voted  in  the  Q^a- 
tivc 

Mr.  BituwNSLi.  then  proposed  anotKer  amendment  to  tho 
proviso,  viz.:

Thifl  boundary  if  adopted  would  have  preserved  the  in- 
tejtrity  of  the  St.  Croix  valley  and  left  it  outside  of  Wiscon- 
sin.    But  only  two  votes— Mcsk™.  Browkeli,  and  Chasz— • 
were  recorded  in  favor  of  it,  and  there  were  fifty-thrre 
against  it. 

Mr.  King  then  moved  ttit-  following  Rubmituto  for  tho 
proviso  in  the  article  reported  by  tlie  committee,  viz.:

The  most  effective  rcas-uns  iir^cd  ag'ainst  the  anici)dmi.'nt 
proposed  i)y  Mr.  Kino  were  thai  its  adoption  would  prevent 
tite  admission  of  tlit*  State  into  the  Union. 

Mr.  KiuoCRN  said

The  amendment  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  seventeen  to 
thirty-eight.  Those  who  vot<-d  in  favor  of  it  were  Messrs. 
Bkall.  Biggs.  Brownell,  Castleuax,  O.  Colk,  Collkv, 
EsTADKooK.  Facan,  Fitzokmau),  KiNG.  Lakik,  McDowku^ 
Reed.  Richardsox,  Root.  RursTREE  and  'VVorden. 

The  article  entitled  "  l^■(■i^l^'tivl■.■*  an  reported  by  tlm 
committee,  provided  that  "the  numtterof  the  niemlturs  of 
thi'  A»(embiy  fihall  never  be  lesa  than  forty-five,  nor  more 
than  eighty." 

Tliis  was  amended  in  evmmillee  of  the  whole  by  strikinR 
out  forty-Ave  and  inserting  lifty-four,  and  by  etrikiiig  out 
eighty  and  iusortiug  one  hundred. 
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In  the  convention  botli  ainL-ni]in<mte  were  adopted  on  a 
call  for  the  ayes  and  no«t.  That  in  relalitm  to  the  minimum 
number  by  a  vot«  of  37  to  30,  the  other—  the  maximum 
number  —  by  3Q  to  31. 

The  article  entitled  "  euffrage  '*  elicited  much  debate,  both 
in  relation  to  granting  the  elective  franchiso  to  unnatural- 
ined  foreigners,  a«  well  as  to  neproes. 

Section  one  of  the  article,  as  reported  by  the  committee, 
provided  that  "  all  free  ickite  male  persona  of  the  age  of 
twentj'-ono  years  or  upwards,"  belonging  to  certain 
epucilied  classes,  should  be  qualified  electors.  Among 
these  classess  were  "persona  not  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  who  had  declared  their  intention  to  become  such.'* 

Mr.  Dfxx  moved  to  amend  the  article  by  striking  out 
section  one  and  inserting  the  following :

The  amendment  offered  by  Judge  DtTNN  presented  fairly 
and  distinctly  the  proposition  that  the  elective  franchitM- 
should  be  limited  tu  citizens  of  the  Utiilod  States,  with  the 
excepliuii  of  those  who  were  residents  of  the  State  ut  thi' 
,  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  constitution.  It  was  supported 
by  him  at  length  in  an  able  and  exbaustivo  argument  in 
which  he  was  tiustained  in  speeches  by  Messrs.  Rodmtbkk. 
McDowell,  O.  Colk,  Richardson,  OASTLEUAjr.  Lakin  and 
Root. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  amendment  was  opposed  and  the 
policy  of  granting  in  the  constitution  the  elective  franchise 
to  all  persouit  of  foreign  birtb,  who  have  declared  their  inten* 
tion  to  became  citizens,  in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  upon  the  subject  of  naturalization,  was  advo- 
cated in  speeches  by  Messrs,  Giffobd,  Brownell,  Beall, 
Sanders,  Fox,  Dokan,  Qalb,  and  Jackson. 

On  taking  the  vote  bj-  ayes  and  noes,  in  a  full  convention, 
there  were  16  for  the  amendment  and  53  against  it^ 

Upon  the  subject  of  negro  suffrage,  the  action  of  the  con- 
vention was  somewhat  unsteady  and  vacillating. 

The  first  movement  was  in  committee  of  the  whole,  when 
Mr.  SOAGKL  moved  toslrike  out  the  word  "white,"  which  was 
disagreed  to. 
87 
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The  motion  was  renewed  in  the  convention  by  Mr,  ChaSI 
when,  upon  a  call  for  the  ayes  and  noes,  it  was  decided  in 
the  negative  .by  a  vote  of  33  to  JS. 

8iibe.oquentiy  Mr.  K!iTABROf>K,  who  liad  voted  a^oiosk 
striking  out  "white,"  offered  nn  amendment  to  odd  lhi»  pro- 
viso: "Promtlcil,  hou:erer,  that  lliu  Legislature  shall,  ut  any 
time,  have  Iho  power  to  &dtnit  colyrcd  iKireoDs  to  the  right 
of  Kuffni^e  on  such  temti  and  under  ituch  restrictions  aa 
may  be  determined  by  law." 

This  amendment  was  adopted  by  the  close  vot«  of  35  to  34, 
but  on  motion  of  Ifr.  Dokan,  who  said  lie  had  voted  in  the 
affirmative  under  a  iniKapprelRiLsion  of  the  question,  the 
vote  was  fecousiderod,  and  the  quotinri  being  again  put 
upon  the  amendment  of  Mr.  I^tabrook,  it  wag  decided  in 
the  negative  by  a  vote  of  34  to  35. 

On  the  next  day  Mr.  Oai.g  offered  en  amendment  provid- 
ing for  a  quadrennial  submission  to  the  people,  by  tlie  Leg- 
islature, of  the  question  of  equal  suffrage  to  colored  persons, 
which,  upon  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Kit.RouKN,  h4  modiOed  so 
aa  to  provide  that  the  subniisiiion  might  l>e  at  any  time, 
when  Mr.  Harvev  oiTered  the  following  substitute,  viz.i

The  substitute  for  Mr.  Oaiji's  amendment  was  adopted  by 
a  vote  of  37  to  29,  and  then  the  amendment  as  thus  amended 
by  45  to  :il,  when  the  article  was  ordered  to  be  engroftsoi) 
for  its  third  reading  without  a  division. 

When  the  article  came  up  on  its  passage  Mr.  Kilboukn 
moved  to  reoonnnit  it  to  the  coniiiiillee  of  iIil-  whole,  with 
instructions  tosubfltituto  the  following  proi/UH)  for  the  nao 
adopted  the  day  before,  viz,:

Mr.  Kn.POURN' naid  it  would  be  observed  that  tho  amend- 
ment did  not  contain  the  words  "colored  suffmgu"  and  bo 
t>clieved  it  would  be  more  acceptable  to  the  people. 

The  article  was  recommitted  with  Ihuso  iustruclions  hy  n 
vote  of  4S  to  Id.  and  the  amendment  concurred  in  without  a 
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(HTisioti.  und  tho  entire  article  on  suffrugu  [>a«8tid  as  it  now 
stands  io  the  cotistitulion  by  a  vote  of  bi  to  13. 

The  article  in  the  rejected  conrtitution  "on  vxemptioas 
from  forced  6al«"  was  niudo  a  promiocnt  aud  ctTicieiitob* 
jectinii  to  its  adoption.  Many  meinlwrs  of  the  8<>conJ  ccm- 
vention  wore  in  favor  of  incorporating  in  tlie  constilulion 
the  principle  of  exemption,  omitting  all  details.  Of  this 
number  was  Mr.  JIartin,  the  President  of  the  convention. 

While  the  "dedniation  of  rights/' which  contained  no 
declaration  on  the  subject  of  exemption,  wa»  under  consid* 
eration  in  committee  of  the  whole,  Mr.  Martin  moved  to 
amend  it  by  iuKcrting  a  new  section,  to  el-and  a»  section  m, 
aa  follows,  viz.:

While  the  article  was  in  committee  of  the  whole,  Mr. 
Martlv  modified  his  amendment  by  striking  out  the  last 
flentenct>  of  it  in  reliilien  to  "Vstates  held  liy  the  courtesy  or 
in  dower."  It  was  then  adopted  in  committee  ant!  n-ported 
to  tJie  convention,  when  several  amendments  were  proposed. 

One  by  Mr.  Foot  to  limit  the  value  of  exempted  property 
totfiOO. 

One  by  Mr.  Dokan  to  insert  after  the  word  "neceesary"  the 
words  "means  to  procure  the." 

One  by  Sir.  Folts  to  add  to  the  section  the  words  "which 
exemption  shall  in  all  cases  he  uniform  in  amount."* 

Ouo  by  Mr.  Fu:c  to  stihslitute  "conimou  necesiiaries"  for 
"aeoessary  comforts." 

And  Mr.  Chase  moved  as  a  substitute  for  the  whole  sec- 
tion topruvidu  tliut

All  the  amendments  were  disagreed  to,  and  rho  amend' 
mcnt  p^>))t)^ed  by  Mr.  Maktin  as  modi(i(-d  by  liini,  was 
adopted  as  section  17  of  the  declaration  of  rights  hy  a  toIo 
of  43  to  til. 

At  an  early  day  of  the  session  a  select  commitltw  of  five 
was  appointed  to  consider  and  rupurt  upon  the  expediency 
of  incorporating  an  exemption  clause  in  tho  constitution. 
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About  two  weeks  after  the  adoptiou  of  the  l"lli  soetion  of 
the  declaration  of  riRhts,  a  majority  of  the  cominitteo  re- 
ported a  separate  article  "on  exemption^),''  at)  follows:

On  luotiou  of  Mr.  Larhabeb,  an  otneudmont  was  a(]opt«(l 
to  insert  before  the  article  a  resolution  prf>vidmg  for  a 
separate  submission  of  it  to  the  pcopli?,  ut  the  same  time 
the  constitution  was  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  electors, 
and  if  a  majority  were  in  favor  of  the  article  it  iihould  fonn 
a  part  of  the  constitution;  otherwise  it  should  be  rejected. 

Several  other  amendments  were  ofr«red,  none  of  which 
were  adopted,  and  the  article  preceded  by  the  resolution  for 
a  separate  submission  was  ordered  to  be  engroBSod  and 
read  a  third  time,  by  a  vote  of  3t  to  3'i. 

The  next  day,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Case,  this  Toto  was  re- 
considered by  a  vote  of  35  to  31,  and  the  article  was  of 
course  open  to  nmcndnient 

Other  amendments  «'«ro  offered  only  to  share  in  a  com- 
mon defeat,  when  the  question  was  attain  put  on  ordering 
(he  article  to  bo  engrotssed  and  read  a  third  time,  and  the 
action  of  the  convention  was  reversed  by  a  vote  of  30  in 
the  affirmative  and  30  in  the  negative:  Messrs,  BiOGs, 
Case,  Nichols  and  Uuor  having  changed  from  the  affirma- 
tive to  the  n^ativa 

For  the  purpose  of  "clinching"  the  defeat  of  the  article, 
Mr.  LovELL  moved  a  reconsideratiou  of  the  vote,  which  was 
disagreed  to  without  a  division,  and  the  question  of  "exemp- 
tion "  in  the  convention  was  ended. 

The  only  remaining  question  which  occupied  much  of  tho 
time  of  the  convention,  or  developed  great  diversity  of 
opinions  among  its  mem  bers.  n-as  t  hat  of  banks  and  bank  ing. 

The  committee  on  Banks,  Banking  and  Incorporations 
submitted  to  the  convention  a  majority  and  minority  report, 
oacli  accompanied  by  an  artirle,  which  it  was  proposed 
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should  bo  ndopU'd  as  a  part  of  the  constitution.  Tint  two 
urticlos  agrucd  in  their  negations,  and  differed  only  in  their 
assertions. 

They  both  agreed  that  the  Ijegial.iture  nhoiiM  not  have 
power  to  authorize  the  exercise  of  banking  franchises,  ex- 
cept upon  the  condition  that  the  law  couforring  the  fratichiBe 
should,  after  its  passage,  he  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  electors 
of  the  State,  and  bo  approved  by  a  ma  jorily  of  such  votes. 

The  article  submitted  by  the  miijurity.  authorized  the 
Legit>lntun>  upon  >>uch  condition  to  grant  special  bauk  char- 
ters, while  the  article  submitted  by  the  minority  authorized 
Iho  fomiation  of  banking  astiociutions  under  general  laws, 
subject  to  the  same  condition  of  ratitication  by  a  popular  vote. 
After  these  reports  had  been  about  two  weeks  before  the 
convention  they  were  taken  up  for  cnnsideration  and  elicited 
the  moat  elaborate  difloussion  during  a  period  of  four  days,  in 
which  a  very  large  number  of  amendments  were  proposed, 
none  of  which  of  any  general  importance  were  adopted. 

The  discussion  and  the  amendments  all  demonstrated  that 
thetemperof  the  convention  was  toliinit  the  exercise  by  the 
Legislature  of  all  power  over  the  subject,  so  that  it  should 
not  be  elTective  until  ratified  by  a  popular  vote.  But  the  prac- 
tical difficulty  was  in  agreeing  as  to  what  powers  the  Legis- 
lature might  exercise,  even  upon  this  restricted  coiidtiou. 
But  the  difficulty  was  at  last  solved  by  a  substitute  pro- 
seed  by  Mr.  Lakkin  for  the  second  section  of  the  article 
sported  by  the  majority. 
The  first  section  was  permitted  to  remain  as  follows:

This  substitute  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  40  to  1.^,  and  the 
article  then  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time 
without  division. 
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But  11)0  end  of  the  bnuk  article  wa«  not  yot.  The  nei 
day  Mr.  Jacksox  moved  to  rucuiumil  it  wilh  intttructions  to 
report  an  amendmcot  to  tlio  effect  thut  tbu  "  majority  of  all 
tbo  voU-fl  east.''  not  only  on  the  ciuiisltun  of  "  bunk  or  no 
bank/'  hut  on  the  adoption  of  any  law  imi^tH-'d  by  \\u<  Li'gi»- 
lature,  Bhould  not  be  the  majority  "  ca«t  at  BUch  election," 
but  the  majority  cast  "  on  that  Bubjeet," 

The  motion  of  Mr.  Jacks<in  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  33 

toa«. 

The  two  amendments  were  reported  by  the  committ«e 
when  tho  flret  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  34  to  30,  and  the 
second  by  33  to  31,  and  a»  thus  amended  the  urticlo  was 
pass<»d  by  a  vote  of  51  to  13. 

The  schedule  provided  that  the  constitution  ehould  be 
submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  State  for  their  ratification  or 
rejection  on  the  second  Monday  in  March,  the  election  of 
State  ofllceni  and  membert*  of  Congress  on  the  second  Mon- 
day in  May,  and  that  the  first  session  of  the  State  Lcgtsla- 
turo  sliould  conmioncc  on  the  first  Monday  in  June. 

The  convention,  having  completed  its  work,  adjourned  on 
the  firat  day  of  February. 

On  the  13th  of  Marohthopropost'dconBtilulion  was  ratified 
by  a  majority  of  the  oleotors,  and  be<^ame  the  constitution 
of  the  State  of  Wisconsin. 

The  form  of  the  bollot  was  monosyllabic  "  Yes  "  or  "  Na"

No  coiistdorattori  appears  to  have  l>ccn  given  to  the 
"preference"  expressed  (or  the  Rum  River  boundary,  as  no 
referonce  i»  made  to  it. 

The  last  sesflion  of  the  Territorial  Legislature,  which  was 
the  second  session  of  the  fifth  Legislative  Assembly,  met  at 
Madifton  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  tlie  preceding  session  ou 
the  7th  day  of  February. 

The  mombers  of  both  houses  wore  the  same  as  at  the 
previous  October  sCBsion. 

The  Coun(ril  was  organized  by  the  election  of  Horatio  N. 
WELiJi,  President,  and  Thomas  McHvjoh,  yecretarj-. 

The  House  by  the  election  of  Timothy  Bubns,  Speaker, 
and  La  Fatette  Kei-kooo,  Chief  Clerk. 

On  tlie  second  day  of  the  session  Governor  Dodgk  met 
tho  two  houses  in  joint  assembly,  and  delivered  his  annua! 
message. 

He  said  —

iliaries to  war  moasurus,  and  the  benefits  resulting  from 
them  to  the  people  mure  immediately  interested  in  them,  and 
recommended  —

The  death  of  Silas  Wright  was  referred  to  in  the  mes* 
sage,  which  said  that  —

and  in  conclusion  eaid  :

At  an  early  day  of  Iho  session  a  coinmiUco,  to  wliich  the 
subject  liad  btin  rL-ffrrttl,  submitted  a  report,  that  of  the 
sum  of  $13,700  &|kprnpriated  by  C'ongrces  March  3,  lfti7,  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  I^iefpslative  Assembly  for  the 
year,  the  sum  of  $5,0-12.21  Imd  already  been  paid  fortlie  Oc- 
lobar  session,  leaving  a  balance  unexpended  of  tS,tH>4.TU, 
appticablo  to  tbeexpen.i«8  of  tho  present  se^ion.  The  com- 
mittee reported  that  upon  a  ratio  of  expenditures  to  compart) 
with  the  October  buksiou,  this  Kum  would  defray  the  expenses 
of  a  session  of  about  twenty-four  days. 

Very  few  laws  of  a  general  nature  were  passed.  These 
were  the  following: 

"To  make  the  official  certificate  of  any  register  or  receiver 
of  any  kmd  office  of  the  United  States,  in  this  Territory, 
uvideuce  iu  certain  casus." 

"  To  provide  for  the  publication  of  legal  and  other  notices 
in  the  several  counties  in  this  Territory." 

The  act  provided  that  where  no  newspaper  was  published 
in  the  county  lo  which  any  legal  notice  related,  it  might  bo 
published  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  nearest  adjoining 
county,  or  at  the  seat  of  eovernmeut. 

"Concerning  conveyances  of  real  e»tate." 

This  act  related  to  the  mode  ot  executing  conveyances  oat 
of  tho  Territory. 

It  also  authorized  any  clerk  of  any  court  of  record,  or 
clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  or  county  commissioners 
in  the  Territory  to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds  and 
administer  oaths. 

"  Concerning  commitmenta" 

The  object  of  this  act  was  to  authorize  officers  in  making 
commitments  of  offenders,  to  direct  their  confinement  in 
jails  in  otlier  counties  than  those  where  tho  commitments 
were  made,  when  the  jails  in  the  latter  counties  were  not 
safe. 

"To  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  eemutury  ussocia- 
tiona." 


TERRITORY  OF  WKOONSIM  IN  1848. 

"Authori^iinfi;  the  construction  of  electric  telegraph  lines 
in  Wisconsin." 

The  act  atitlwirized  the  construction  of  tel^raph  lines 
upon  public  roaclB  and  Iiigli ways,  ami  upon  privati*  property 
with  the  consent  of  the  owner,  and  roquirod  an  aoiuial  tax 
of  twenty-fivo  cents  per  mile  to  bo  paid  to  the  Territory  or 
State  ill  lieu  of  nil  other  taxes.  It  also  contained  some  pro- 
viBions  rt'KiilatinK  the  order  of  the  tmnsmi^^tiionof  messaRen, 
and  imposed  penalties  for  willful  injury  to  such  lines  or 
their  appurtenances. 

Appropriate  joint  resolutions  by  tbo  Council  and  House 
were  adopted  in  relation  to  the  death  of  Sii^vs  Wkioiit,  as 
recommended  by  the  Governor,  and  of  John  Quincy 
Adams,  which  occurred  dnriny  the  session  of  the  legisla- 
tive Assembly. 

The  message  of  the  Governor  referred  in  a  feeling  man- 
nor  to  the  death  of  Captain  Acgdstus  Qcarlks,  of  South- 
port,  who  it  stated —

In  harmony  with  these  sympathetic  expressions  of  the 
GoTcmor,  the  Legislative  Assembly  —

«f  caniiT-iiii;  (ur  liiivriin-ul,  Uio  luxly  of  CiplAin  QauiLBi  from  Now  Octriuiii  tu  iliU  Twtl- 
(or7,  tn  aniJinDW  brDttVnjt  ibecliernctFruiddlBittlirof  UwTiNTKory  In  notlcJuK  lliv  deuh 

of  otu  <it  Iior  dUUoKuIiilivil  olllioea*.'' 

The  subject  of  the  Territorial  suits  was  one  of  general  in- 
terest. Judgment  had  been  rendered  in  Grant  county 
against  PoTY  and  others,  and  all  the  suits  were  now  under 
the  exclusive  management  of  the  Attorney  Ot-neral  — 
A.  Htat  Smith. 

On  the  15th  of  February  he  submitted  to  tho  Legislative 
Assembly  through  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  the  proposi- 
tion of  the  defendants  for  an  adjustment  of  all  matters  in 
controversy  between  them  and  tho  Territorj-. 

The  proposition  was  made  in  May,  1847,  and  was  in  sub- 
stance that  all  matttTB  in  controversy  be  submitted  to  tho 
arbitration  of  five  indifferent  persons — three  to  be  named  by 
the  L^islature  and  two  by  the  defendants^  whos--  deter- 
mination should  be  final. 
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A  bill  ill  conformity  with  the  proposition  had  paaspd  both 
houses,  but  bt'foru  it  had  been  sent  to  tlic  Governor  for  his 
approval,  u  rvconeidcratlon  was  had,  and  a  Biibi<tituta 
adoptiHl,  th«  ^iibstuncv  of  which  wu»  that  if  the  defemlauts 
should  pay  or  Kvcurci  tu  bo  paid  williin  ouo  yuur  the  whole 
amount  of  costs  sustained  by  the  Territory  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  suits,  the  Attorney  General  should  direct  the 
discharge  of  the  said  suits  and  judgment,  and  the  payment 
of  itaid  Bum  should  be  received  in  full  payment,  satisfaction 
and  discharge  of  all  claims  of  either  party,  arising  or  grow- 
ing out  of  the  subject  matter  of  said  suits  and  judgment 

The  substitute  was  concurred  in  by  the  House,  and  as 
thus  amended,  the  bill  became  a  law. 

The  old  riaim  of  Danikl  Baxtkr  was  again  presented  in^ 
the  Council,  and  refen-ed  to  a  committee,  which  submitt 
an  adverse  report. 

Memorials  to  Congress  were  adopted  as  follows: 

For  an  appropriation  of  J17,315,  to  complete  the  improve 
moot  of  the  Grant  River  and  the  steam-boat  landing  at 
Potosi. 

For  a  suitable  appropriation  for  a  light  house  at  Port 
■Washington,  and  for  a  survey  of  the  harbor  at  that  pluee. 

Th.1t  the  iiiililniy  reservation  on  the  enst  «idu  of  the  Mis- 
siRsippi  Ri%'er  opposite  Fort  knelling  may  be  raised  and  the 
right  of  pre-emption  granted  to  the  fonner  settlors  thereon. 

Also  that  Fort  Howard  may  be  vacated  and  the  reserva- 
tion of  lands  thereto  attuehed  for  military  purposes  he  sold. 

A  memorial  to  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  was 
adopted  in  relation  to  a  treaty  with  the  Menomonee  tribe  ' 
Indians  for  the  lands  north  of  the  Vox  Hiver. 

A  joint  resolution  was  adopt«<l  repealing  and  rosoiading* 
BO  much  of  tlie  resolutions  of  the  Legitilative  Aasembty 
pussod  February  18.  iM'i,  as  were  generally  known  as  the 
repudiating  resolutions. 

Of  this  resolution,  Mr.  Speaker  Bckn's  in  his  farewell  ad- 
dress, upon  the  adjournment  of  the  House,  said  it

This,  it  is  believed,  comprises  a  summary  of  nearly,  if  not 
quite  all  the  measures  of  a  general  nature,  which  witro 
adopted  at  this  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly. 
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Very  imi<^h  of  the  attention  of  the  L<»sislativo  Assembly 
was  directed  to  the  subject  of  granting  divorces. 

The  constitution  of  tlie  State,  which  was  then  boforo  the 
peaplo  for  thoir  consideration,  and  the  ado[>tion  of  which 
appeared  to  be  u  foregone  conchision,  contained  a  provision 
that  tho  Legislature  should  never  grant  any  divorce. 

Kither  thia  constitutional  provision,  or  something  elae, 
brought  an  avalanche  of  petitions  for  divorce  upon  tho 
Ijegislature,  many  of  which  were  for  causes  that  did  not 
come  strictly  within  any  of  the  classes  recognized  by  the 
law  conferring  upon  the  conrts power  to  grant  divorces. 

The  I,egislature  appeared  to  assume  the  functions  ot  the 
English  Ecclesiastical  Court,  and  to  have  considered  the 
numerous  petitions  whicli  were  presented. 

Tliese  amounted  lu  tlie  aggregate  to  forty-two,  of  which 
nine  were  presented  in  the  Council  and  thirty-three  in  the 
House. 

Of  the  nine  preaentod  in  tho  Council,  seven  were  acted 
upon  favorably  by  lliat  body  and  bills  parsed  for  the  relief 
of  the  petitioners;  the  other  two  did  not  pass  the  Council. 

Of  the  thirty-three  presented  in  the  House,  ten  failed  to 
receivo  the  favorable  action  of  that  body,  and  bills  for  the 
relief  of  (he  oilier  twenty-three  petitioners  passed  the 
Uouse  and  were  sent  to  the  Council,  seventeen  of  which 
were  concurred  in  and  »\x  were  not,  while  all  of  the  seven 
which  passed  the  Council  were concurretl  in  by  the  House. 

Of  the  whole  number,  twenty-four  became  taws,  of  which 
seven  originated  in  tho  Council  and  seventeen  in  the  House. 

One  of  these  uctx  dissolved  the  marriage  contract  between 
31 ARY  Smith  and  her  husband  Jojix  Smith,  without  any 
identification  by  residence  or  otherwise,  to  which  of  the 
possible  Mauv  and  JujiN  Smiths  the  act  had  reference. 

Eight  acts  were  passed  changing  the  names  of  persons. 
Tbe  name  of  Mary  Ann  Connkk  was  changed  to  that  of 
Sahau  Bhiggs.  Henkv  Hkap  to  Hknry  Heap  Krndali,, 
William  Williams  to  Akthur  William  Wiluams,  Leon- 
ard HcuriiRBT  to  Leonard  RAveuji  HuiifiiREY',  Chris- 
tian W.  SruWARTZ  to  Christian  W.  Schwaktzburo. 
William  IIkskv  Hill  to  William  IIeskv  GAKnNKB,  Emily. 
Jank  Ring  to  Emilv  Jane  IItek  and  Mary  Smith,  who  was 
divorced  from  John  Smith,  to  Maky  Moork. 

The  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  was  appn)> 
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priated  for  the  )ieir9  of  t!ie  late  Thomas  P.  Bhrxbtt,  da- 
ceasMKl,  to  Redrawn  by  their  guardian,  as  a  compensation 
for  his  scr%*ice8  as  reporter  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Ter- 
ritory for  Uieyears  1844, 1^15  and  1X46. 

The  legal  voters  of  La'Fayette  couDty  were  authorized 
to  vot«  for  the  permanent  location  of  the  county  seat  of 
that  county,  by  deHiKuatinr;  on  their  ballots  the  place  for 
which  they  voted,  and  the  place  receiving  a  majority  of  all 
the  votes  cast  thereon  was  to  be  located  and  made  the 
county  seat  by  the  next  or  any  future  I^egislature  of  the 
Territory  or  State.  If  no  place  received  such  majority,  a 
like  election  was  to  be  held  at  any  annual  election  until  a 
county  e*at  should  be  so  selected  and  located. 

Until  a  county  scat  should  be  selected  and  suitable 
county  buildings  thereon  provided,  tho  county  scat  was  to 
remain  at  the  village  of  Sbullsburg. 

In  tho  county  of  Grant  three  propositions  were  submitted 
to  tile  legal  voters  in  relation  to  the  division  of  that  county, 
viz.: 

1st.    To  divide  the  county  by  an  cast  and  west  line. 

ad.    To  divide  the  county  by  a  uorth  and  south  hne. 

M.    For  or  aguiiiBt  any  division. 

An  "east  ornl  west  line,"  was  defined  by  tho  act  to  mean 
tho  town  linu  dividing  towns  four  and  five. 

A  "north  and  south  linu"  was  defined  to  mean  the  range 
line  between  ranges  two  and  three  west,  north  of  Platte 
River. 

An  abstract  of  the  votes  cast  was  to  be  returned  to  the 
Governor  and  by  him  communicated  to  tlie  I^cgislature  for 
its  further  action. 

In  tho  county  of  Fond  du  Lac,  township  thirteen  of  range 
eighteen  east,  townships  thirteen,  fourteen,  fifteen  and  six- 
teen of  range  nineteen  cast,  and  townships  fourteen,  fifteen 
and  sixteen  of  range  fourteen  vast  were  declared  to  be  a 
part  of  that  county. 

All  that  part  of  Lake  Winnebago  lying  south  of  a  lino 
extendeil  west  from  the  Ba,uth  line  of  the  late  Brothertown 
reservation  to  the  range  line  between  ranges  I?  and  I«,  and 
all  west  of  such  range  line  and  south  of  the  town  line  bu- 
Iween  townships  IG  and  17,  was  declared  to  be  a  part  of 
Fond  du  Lac  county;  and  all  of  the  lake  north  of  such  cost 
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"iinS  west  line,  aud  west  o(  such  raiifjo  line,  was  declared  Co 
be  a  pari  of  Winnebago  county,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
lake  a  part  of  Calumet  county. 

The  county  of  Adams  was  ot^anized  and  attached  to  Sauk 
county,  embracing  tho  territory  botweeu  Sauk  county  and 
Ihe  Lemonweir  and  Wisconsin  Rivers. 

The  next  term  of  the  District  Court  for  Sauk  county  was 
required  1o  "  bo  held  at  tho  new*  court  housu  in  tby  town  of 
Adams,"  but  the  clerk  of  the  court  was  authorized  to  hold 
his  office  at  Prairie  du  Sac  until  the  commencement  of  the 
next  torm  of  said  court 

The  seat  of  justice  of  the  county  of  Columbia  was  ostab^ 
llshed  at  the  villa^  of  Columbtis  for  the  term  of  five  years. 

Tho  county  of  Manitowoc  was  organized  for  judicial  pur- 

pOBCH. 

The  board  of  supervisors  of  Waukesha  county  were  au- 
thorized to  appoint  suitable  persons  to  procure  from  the 
office  of  the  register  of  deeds,  and  of  the  district  surveyor, 
copies  of  the  records  and  surveys  in  Milwaukee  county,  af- 
fecting lands  in  Waukesha  county,  which  copiois  were  to  be 
admitted  in  evidence  in  tho  same  manner  as  the  original 
records. 

The  second  bill  introduced  in  the  House  waa  by  Mr. 
M00KR8,  of  Washington  county,  entitled  :  "A  bill  to  enable 
tho  inhabitants  of  Washington  county  to  permanently  locate 
the  county  seat  of  said  county  by  a  vote." 

Tho  county-saat  question  was  one  which  exci^Jd  an  unu- 
sual degree  of  interest  and  ftHsling  in  tho  county,  the  result 
of  which  wan  that  numerous  delegations  wore  sent  to  Madi- 
son to  represent  tho  conCicling  interosls,  and  tho  local  feel- 
ing, to  a  considerable  extent,  was  participated  in  by  many 
of  the  members. 

The  bill  was  first  referred  to  the  judiciary  committee,  a 
majority  of  "  uiih  recommended  that  it  do  not  pa.'»8. 

It  was  then  recommitted  to  a8electcomniitlee,a  majority 
oC  whom  made  a  report  in  favor  of  its  passag^e,  with  soino 
omendment,  and  the  minority  an  argumentative  adverse  re- 
port. 

When  tho  vote  was  taken  upon  the  engrossment  and 
third  reading  of  tho  bill,  it  was  defeated  by  1 1  to  13. 
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A  motion  wns  made  to  recon»ider  tlic  vote,  and  it  woa  lost 
hy  a  mure  decisive  vote  of  'J  to  14. 

On  motion  of  Mr  Mookks,  the  p»titJOQers  for  the  law  bad 
leave  by  tlieir  repres<::ntative  to  withdraw  their  petitions. 

The  Spt-aker  then  immeiiiat<;ly  laid  before  the  House  a. 
oomtniuiicalion  from  Mr.  Mookrs,  by  which  he  resigned  his 
seotais  a  memburof  the  House,  a»iifj:nio(c  as  a  reason  the  re- 
jection of  Oie  bill,  which  ho  cooKidored,  ho»aid  in  liiHCummu- 
nicution, "  a  direct  reflection  upon  the  intet^rity.  capacity  and 
discretion  of  the  cilizena  of  Washington  county." 

Quito  a  number  of  towns  were  laid  off  and  created,  viz.: 
In  Dune  county,  Bristol,  Pleasant  Spriiig,  Middletown,  York. 
Medina,  Dunn,  SpringKcld  and  Blue  Mounda;  and  the  oamo 
of  Clarkson  wos  chaiiucd  to  Dane. 

In  Dodge  county.  Uarnian,  Sliieldit  and  There.sa. 

In  Ilock  county,  the  towns  of  Uunuony  and  Plymouth. 

In  Waukesha  county,  the  name  of  Warren  wat>  cbaoged 
to  Mcrtou. 

In  Washinjtton  county,  the  towns  of  Taylor,  Belgium, 
Trenton,  Sackville  and  Wayne  were  created,  and  tJie  name 
of  Clarence  changed  to  Farmington. 

In  Kond  du  I^c  county,  Eden,  Upringvale,  Eldorado  and 
Fowst. 

Ill  Winnebago  county,  Utlcaand  Winneconnah. 

The  Hcvcrat  acts  passed  at  previous  Kcsitions,  Incorporating 
the  villages  of  Racine,  Southporl,  Madison  and  Mineral 
Point,  were  each  amended. 

The  act  of  I84ti,  to  incorporate  tlio  village  of  PrairioviUe, 
and  the  act  of  1S47,  amendatory  thereof,  were  repealed. 

Two  hundred  acres  of  land  In  g^'ctiou  30,  town  4,  range  4, 
in  Urant  county,  having  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  Con> 
greax.  Iwen  entered  by  the  judge  of  the  district  court  in 
that  county  in  trust  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  Bwtown, 
Nklbos  Dewey,  M.  K.  Yoi;no  and  Cix>vi8  Lagravk  wer« 
appointed  commissioners  to  execute  the  trust,  by  cuut^ing 
the  land  to  lu  surveyed  into  lots  and  struutif,  and  to  hear 
and  decide  upon  claimft  to  such  lots. 

A  seminary  of  learning  by  the  name  and  stylo  of  Uio 
"Du  Lac  Academy"  was  established  and  located  in  tbe 
village  of  Milton,  Rock  county. 

"The  President  and  Trustees  of  the  Sinsinawa  Mound 
Collie  "  were  created  a  body  corporate  and  poliUo  for  mlu- 
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catiunal  purposes,  and  the  college  was  located  at  tiiosinawa 
Moiiix),  iu  Grant  county,

"The  Widconsiii  Modical  College"  was  incorporated  and 
located  in  or  near  the  city  of  Milvrau^eo,  tho  objectii  of 
which  wore  declared  to  bo  —

An  act  was  pa«j!»?d  to  incorporate  "tho  trustee*  of  the 
funds  and  property  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
Wisconsin.'' 

An  act  "supplementary  to  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Mil- 
waukee and  Waukesha  Railroad  Company  approved  Feb- 
ruary II,  1847,"  was  passed  by  which  the  Uilwaukeu  and 
Waukesha  Railroad  Company  was  authorized  to  extend  itB 
railroad  from  ihe  village  of  Waukesha  to  the  village  of 
Madison  and  thence  west  to  such  point  on  the  Mississippi 
Kiver  in  Grant  county,  us  the  company  might  determiua 

The  Rreat  want  and  pressing  need  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Territory  was  that  of  increased  fai^Ilities  of  intercom- 
munication,  and  especially  of  reaching  the  markets  which 
the  towns  upon  the  lake  shore  furnished  for  the  products  of 
the  farm. 

The  time  had  not  yet  arrived,  although  it  was  rapidly 
approaching,  for  the  construction  of  railroads.  Home  capi- 
tal was  not  adequate  for  that  purpose,  and  it  needed  the 
stimulus  of  a  through  rail  connection  to  Iho  seaboard  to  in- 
duce eastern  capital  to  enter  upon  the  building  of  railroads 
west  of  Lake  Michigan. 

Plank  roads  in  this  emergency  became  the  favorite  mode 
of  meeting  tho  popular  need,  and  numerous  applications 
were  made  to  the  Legie^laluru  for  charters  authoriiiing  tho 
construction  of  these  and  other  turnpike  roads. 

Sixteen  acts  of  incorporation  were  passed  at  this  session, 
giving  to  the  companies  authority  to  construct  plank  or 
turnpike  roads  and  collect  tolls.  In  most  cases  they  were 
to  be  constructed  of  plank,  but  in  some  cases  of  other 
material

Commissioners  were  appointed  to  lay  out  and  improve  a 
territorial  road  from  Sheboygan  and  Fund  du  Lac,  and  for 
that  purpose  a  special  highway  tax  of  two  and  a  half  cents 
was  levied  upon  thy  taxable  property  of  certain  towns 
throHRh  which  the  road  ran. 


Tho  franchises  of  keeping  and  maintaining  ferries  bctobb 
navigable  streams  were  granted  as  follows:

Laws  were  jmssed  giving  authority  to  construct  and  main- 
tain dams  as  follows :

To  Elisha  Morrow,  across  the  Oconto  River  on  sections 
twenty-six  and  thirty-five  in  town  twenty-eight,  range 
twenty. 

To  CAnwALi.AOEB  C.  Washbl'rk  and  Cyrus  Woodman, 
across  the  Peckatonica  Kiver  on  eectiona  twenty  and  twenty- 
one  in  township  one,  range  six.

Each  of  the  laws  authorizing  the  construction  of  the  three 
last  dums  across  Fox  River  pu.s8ed  the  House  of  Reprcseota- 
tives  without  any  opposition  or  division  on  the  vote.  And 
yet  with  that  inconsistency  which  sometimes  cbaractorizos 
the  action  of  legislative  bodies,  the  committee  on  corpora* 
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tioQS  in  the  Housq  unanimou<ily  reported  upon  the  petition 
of  HKNitv  HrsKKV  and  otherH,  to  build  and  maintain  a  dam 
across  l'"ox  Kiver,  that  the  navigation  of  the  river  was,

They  therefore  reported  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner 
ought  not  to  he  granted.     And  it  was  not  graiitud. 

Joiis  H.  Orr  and  James  Wuite,  of  Dodjje  county,  and 
(heir  a(>8ociutee  were  constituted  a  corporatiori  by  the  name 
of  the  "  Wisconsin  Iron  Company/'  "  for  the  purpose  of 
manufacturing  iron." 

An  act  was  passed  that  the  county  of  St.  Croix  should  at 
each  annual  election,  elect  a  Buitable  person  to  be  surveyor 
or  measurer  of  lioards,  plank  or  other  sawed  lumber,  and  also 
of  saw  logs  and  cord  wood. 

The  Council  and  Houso  met  iu  joint  convention  on  the, 
9th  of  March  and  elected  by  ballot  a  territorial  printer  and 
Superintendent  of  Territorial  Property. 

H-  A.  Trnnky  was  elected  printer,  having  received  23 
votes  out  of  35,  of  which  William  W.  WvMANhad  9,  Bkriah 
Brown  2,  Blank  l. 

For  Superintendent,  J.  Gillbtt  Knapp  received  ^3  votes 
E,  M.  Williamson  10, and  Blank  2.    Mr.  Knapp  waselected. 

After  providing  by  law  that  the  Superintc-ndoiit  of  Terri- 
torial Property  should  put  the  Capitol  and  its  furniture  in 
suitable  condition  and  order  for  the  use  of  the  6rst  session 
of  the  State  Legislature,  and  provido  the  necessary  station- 
ery for  the  use  of  its  menibent  and  ofGccrs,  the  last  session  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory,  on  the  13th  of 
March,  1818,  adjourned  aine  die. 

On  the  same  day  of  the  linal  adjournment  of  the  Legisla- 
ture  the  constitution  of  the  new  Slate  was  ratified  by  the 
XKtpuIar  vote,  and  the  Tkkritoky  of  Wisconsin  became  only 
a  memory. 
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UILWAUKER  ASD  KOCK  RIVER  CANAL. 

The  reader  of  tbo  foregoing  pages,  with  but  even  a  slight 
knowledge  of  tho  logtslalion  of  the  Territory  during  Uie 
twolve  years  ending  with  I8IS,  cannot  have  failed  to  notice 
that  no  mention  has  been  made  of  the  legitttatioD  of  that 
period  in  relation  to  the  Milwaukee  and  R<ick  River  canoL 

There  was  no  subject  that  occasioned  a  greater  public 
interest,  and  none  which  appeared  to  demand  or  which  re- 
ceived a  larger  part  of  Uio  time  or  attenlion  of  tlio  Legislo- 
live  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  during  its  entire 
existence;  and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  it  has  been  thought 
[lest  to  devote  a  chapter  exclusively  to  a  conuectej  account 
of  tliat  work,  in  relation  to  which  such  high  hopes  and  ex^ 
pectations  of  usefulness  were  entertained  only  to  be  dtsap- 
pointed;  and  of  the  legislation  alfecting  it. 

Siich  a  coDsecHtive  account  nnist  be  more  satisfactory 
than  the  fragmentary  one  which  would  liave  been  presented 
by  the  mode  adopted  in  relatioa  to  other  subjects,. 

The  use  of  Rock  River  for  downward  navigation  by  llat 
boats  bad  been  made  practically  available  before  the  Black 
Hawk  war.  On  the  ;i-lth  June,  l&M,  John  Dixon,  the 
founder  of  tlje  town  of  Dixon,  111.,  wrote  to  tho  editor  of  the 
Milter's  Journal  at  Galena  —

Its  oavigability  upward  for  steam-boats  was  demonstrated 
a  few  years  later. 
The  Galena  Oazelle  of  May  17,  IS^JS,  says:

Puiing  the  simimerof  ISJii  public  attention  was  directed 
to  the  importance  of  uniting  the  watvre  of  Lake  MichiguD 
with  those  of  Rock  River  by  means  of  a  canul;  and,ultlioii(;h 
tho  country  was  then  but  little  known,  wme  general  exum- 
inatiuiis  were  made  by  Hon.  Rvuux  Kiluolk.n,  who  bud  not 
only  devoted  much  time  to  the  surveys  of  tho  public  lands 
ia  Wisconsin,  but  had  been  in  charge  as  civil  engineer  o( 
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the  canal  in  Ohio,  connecting  Lake  Erie  with  the  Ohio 
River  ReconnoisanccB  haU  also  been  mode  by  other  com- 
peteut  pcreons,  all  of  which  resulted  iu  tho  conviction  that 
such  a  canni  could  be  constructed,  and  at  a  moderate  ex- 
peiisti. 

At  the  first  nesHion  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  held  at 
Belmont,  in  I83C.  a  petition  was  presented,  signtKl  by  nu- 
merous citizens,  which  set  forth  some  i)f  llioadvantayoa  of 
Buch  a  canal  and  its  feasibility,  anil  nsking  fm-  the  passage 
of  "  an  act  incorporating  a  company  for  thv purpose  of  con- 
structing a  navigable  canal,  from  navigable  water  in  the 
Milwaukf^^-  River,  to  navigable  water  in  the  Rock  River." 

The  petition  waa  referred  to  a  standing  committee,  which 
reported  a  bill  "to  incorporate  the  Milwaukee  and  Rock 
River  Canal  Company,"  The  bill  was  laid  on  the  table,  and 
no  further  action  was  had  on  the  siiigert  during  that  ees- 
sion. 

Dtiriug  the  year  1?>37,  a  preliminary  survey  was  made  by 
Mr.  KiLBouKN  and  Hon.  Increase  A.  Lapham  LL.  D.,  a  dis- 
tinguished civil  engineer  —afterwards  Chief  Oeologist  of  the 
state  of  Wisconsin  — by  which  the  entire  feasibility  of  the 
work  was  ascertained,  and  an  approximate  estimate  made 
of  its  cost. 

During  the  same  year  public  attention  was  further  di- 
rected to  the  subject  by  a  series  of  live  articles,  published  in 
the  MJlu-an/cee  Adretiiser,  which  gave  a  description  of  the 
proposed  route,  the  connection  of  other  water  courses  with 
the  canal  and  with  Rock  River,  especially  the  Pishtika 
(Fox),  I*tckatoneca,  and  the  River  of  the  Four  Lakns,  and 
contained  a  most  complete  view  of  the  bearing  which  the 
construction  of  the  work  would  have  upon  that  part  of  the 
Territory  through  which  the  canal  would  pass,  and  upon 
other  portions  of  the  Territory. 

At  the  next  annual  sepsion  of  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
held  ut  Burlington,  in  November,  1.S37,  petitions  wore  pre- 
sented similar  to  those  presented  at  the  previous  session, 
and  asking  for  a  similar  act  of  incorporation. 

A  bill  was  reported  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  in 
conformity  with  Uio  prayer  of  the  petitions,  which,  after 
being  amended  in  both  houses,  finally  passed  both,  entitled, 
"  An  .\rt  to  hicor[ii>rntt>  the  Milwaukee  and  Rock  River 
Canal  Company,''  and  on  the  fith  January,  Jfi38,  received  the 
approval  of  the  Governor. 
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It  provided  that  such  perHons  an  should  become  Btock- 
holdere,  agr«<?abl.v  to  tJie  provisions  of  the  act,  should  con- 
stitute tile  coqioralion. 

Tbat  tbo  cupital  stock  oF  the  corporation  should  be 
$100,000,  which  might  lie  increased  to  a  «tim  not  exceeding 
$1,000,000  to  bc!  divided  into  sbaree  of  $10O  each. 

Tbat  John  S.  Rockwell,  Alvik  Fostek,  Augustus  A. 
Bird,  Madison  W.  Cornwali,  Soix>mon  Jvsaxv,  Jambs 
Samdkmson  and  Bykok  Kilboubn  should  be  contmi»tionen» 
for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock,  to  whom  one 
dollar  on  each  share  subscribed  was  to  be  paid  by  the 
subscriber  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  and  they  were  to  con- 
tinue receiving  subscriptions  until  (50,000  should  have  been 
subscribed,  when  the  books  might  bo  closed,  and  togetlier 
with  the  money  received  on  subscription,  transferred  to  the 
directors  provided  for  by  the  act. 

That  the  affairs  of  the  company  should  be  managed  by  u 
board  of  <teven  directors  to  be  annually  cho4ien  by  the  stock- 
holders.   The  first  directors  were  to  be  cho»eu  on  notice 
given  by  the  commissioners, 
That  the  corporation  should

Tho  right  to  take  private  property  was  given,  and  a  mode 
provided  for  making  compensation  to  the  owner. 

The  toll*  ware  to  bc  prescribed  by  the  liogislaturo  of  the 
Territory  or  future  State. 

The  corporation  was  authorized  to  borrow  money. 

The  corporation  was  required  to  commence  the  construc- 
tion of  the  works  autlioristed  by  the  act  within  three  ye« 
and  in  default  thereof,  the  privileges  were  to  be  forfeit 
and  tho  act  null  and  of  no  effect.  The  right  to  comjiletu  so 
much  as  should  notbc  completed  within  ten  years  should 
be  forfeited. 

Section  twenty-three  of  the  act  was  as  follows  :

In  case  of  a  donation  of  lands  by  Congress  to  aid  in  tho 
construction  of  tlie  canal,  if  any  sucli  lands  should  aC  tho 
time  be  actually  improved  and  settltid  upon  by  any  person, 
the  corporation  was  required  to  sell  to  such  settler  tho  land 
80  settled  upon  —  a  quartor  section  or  ICO  acres  —  at  $1.22 
per  acre. 

These  are  the  most  material  provisions  of  the  act. 

Books  of  subscription  were  opened  at  Milwaukee  under 
the  direction  of  tho  commissioners  on  the  second  day  of 
February,  1838,  and  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock  immedi- 
ately subscribed,  and  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  notified 
to  be  held  on  the  next  day. 

At  the  stockhoMors  meeting  held  February  3. 1838,  the 
following  board  of  directors  was  elected :  BvBOS  Kilbocbk, 
Solomon  Junkau,  Joiim  S.  Rockwell,  James  H.  Rogkks, 
Samuel  Brown,  Sylvester  1).  Cowlks  and  Wm.  RLonq- 

STBKET, 

Bybom  Kilboubn  was  elected  president,  F.  A.  Wi-voriELD. 
secretary,  C.  H.  Peak,  treasurer,  and  L.  A.  Lapham,  engi- 
neer. 

On  the  lath  of  February  the  directors  adopted  a  memorial 
of  tho  Company  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  tho  United  States.  It  stated  the  incorporation  of  the 
company,  its  purposes  and  its  authority  to  apply  to  Con- 
gress in  behalf  of  tho  Territory  or  future  State,  for  aid  in 
the  construction  of  a  canal  to  connect  Lake  M  ichigan  at  Mil- 
waukee with  the  naviRablu  waters  of  Rock  River. 

It  set  forth  the  importance  of  the  canal  to  tho  Territory 
and  to  the  general  government,  and  tho  facilities  of  tho 
navigation  and  hydraulic  power  of  liock  River  and  il*(  trib- 
utaries. 

It  represented  tliat  tho  organization  of  the  company  had 
been  BO  shaped  as  to  constitute  it  an  agency  for  the  future 
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State,  wliich  miRht  be  erected  in  (lie  limits  o(  the  Territor^ 
rather  than  a  company  with  permaiiuiU  rights  ami  privi- 
Icg&i,  and  referred  to  the  reserved  right  of  the  future  State 
to  purchase  the  canal  and  its  privilege's,  thus  securing  to 
the  State  whatever  the  libcrnlity  of  Cwigri*ss  niiftht  grant. 
The  memorial  nicked  agranlof  land  similar  lo  the  Reveral 
grants  to  the  slatnt  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and  llUnois,  in  aid  of 
similar  works,  c&ch  of  which  grunted  to  the  rettpectivo 
works  —

On  the  14th  of  Fehniory,  tlie  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  Lap- 
lUM,  suhmitted  to  the  directors  an  csrimate  of  the  prohahle 
cost  of  constructing  the  canal.    In  making  the  estimate  the 
work  was  divided  into  eight  sections,  varying  in  distance 
from  one  mile  to  twenty-two.  Separate  estimates  were  sub- 
mitted upon  each  section  for  grubbing  and  clearing,  for  ex- 
cavation and  embankment,  for  masonry  in  locks,  for  dams 
and  for  a  feeder  half  a  mile  in  length,  and  showed  an  aggro- 
gate  cstimutf^^d  cost  of   ^7S0,51''-    The  estimated    lockagu 
from  MilwQ  ukec  to  the  summit  was  316  feet,  and  from  the 
summit  to  Rock  River.  80.    The  estimated  cost  of  the  Pish- 
taka  Itranch,  length  five  milc8,  lockage  40  foet,  was  Sfi8,200. 
Total  estimated  coMt  of  canal  and  Pishtaka  branch,  $7d8,M5. 
Total  lockage  both  ways,  iiC  fout. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  directors,  tliat  it  was  ex- 
pedient to  send  some  person  to  Washington  to  further  the 
interests  of  the  canal  and  of  the  company,  and  Ihut  Mr. 
KiLBouKN  be  requested  lu  act  as  such  agent.  In  compliance 
with  this  resolution  Mr.  Kildocbs  went  to  Washington  with 
the  foregoing  memorial  and  estimate,  which,  on  the  6th 
March,  were  introduced  into  the  Senate  by  Hon.  C.  C.  Cl^l 
of  Alabama  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  public  lauds 
and  ordered  to  bo  printed. 

The  committee  on  public  lands  reported  on  the  Otb  of 
April  favorably  to  the  application  of  the  company  accom- 
paniod  by  a  bill  making  a  grant  in  cunfonntly  witli  it. 
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The  roport  was  quite  lengthy,  antl  prcseiitcil  an  oinborate 
argument  in  favor  o£  making  the  grant. 

It  spolie  favcirahly  of  the  feasibility  of  the  work,  and  the 
facility  with  which  it  could  be  executed;  its  importanco  to 
the  government  in  ca^e  of  the  invasion  of  the  northwestern 
frontier  and  of  Indian  incnrsions;  its  value  "as  opening  a 
new  and  important  connection  with  the  lead  mine  district 
of  which  it  (th«  Government)  is  the  principal  proprietor;" 
the  increased  sale  of  the  public  lands,  and  concluded  as 
follows:

The  fourth  (and  last)  soctioa  of  tho  bill  as  reported,  was 
as  follow!) :

■frmald}' to th* &rM Mvtlon of  iblaacLiholl  not  beioklfora  Inaiiun)  than  cwodoDan

The  bill  came  up  for  consideration  on  the  1st  of  June.  On 
motion  of  Mr.  Bucuakan  of  Pennsylvania,  it  was  amended 
by  adding  to  the  end  of  the  fourth  section,  these  words  : 

*ADd  not  iub]ei7l  to  pre  enipllDn," 

id  without  other  amendment  it  passed  the  Senate. 

But  this  little  amendment  was  of  great  importance  to 
the  "fiettlers"  and  lia^l  the  effect  to  remove  from  the  opera- 
tion of  the  pre-emption  laws  subsecpiently  passed,  the  alter- 
nate sections  reserved  to  the  government. 

The  bill  in  this  shape  went  to  the  House  of  Beprcsonta- 
tivcR,  where  it  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  public 
lands,  and  in  the  hands  of  that  comniittoe  was  materially 
changed  by  amendments. 
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Tbe  principal  atnoixlmcuts  reported  by  tliu  comniittoo 
and  adoptL-d  by  the  House  of  Represeniativos,  wcro  two 
recotninendoc)  by  tho  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office. 

One  was  deBignocI  to  fix  more  definilely  the  western  ter- 
minus of  the  canal.  The  Senate  bill  fixed  no  point  of  ter- 
mination  on  Rock  River,  and  the  canal  miKht  Iiave  been 
constructed  from  Milwaukee  to  the  mouth  of  tliat  river, 
with  a  grant  of  land  five  miles  in  width  for  the  whole  dis-^J 
tance.  To  obviate  this  defect,  the  bill  as  reported  by  the* 
House  committee,  fixed  the  western  termiuud 

"Bkohu  ilii>[»jlnlc<  lnI«rMirIlon  iillhuUl  rlTfccf  ttio  line  dlTMlnf  n«n*MfB  I 
udMcbl.  tuA  th?  L«ko  Enthkonnnic.*' 

This  limitation  gave  a  range  of  nearly  twenty  miles  of  the 
river. 

The  other  amendment  was  designed  to  obviate  some  am- 
biguities and  inilefiniteness  in  the  Senate  bill,  whicb  madej 
it  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  to  select  the  alternate  sec- 
tions.   The  amended  House  bill  granted 

"  All  iha  Und  In  UuxomcUod*  which  are  uimibered  vilb  ud J  Diiiiit«>«  «1Itiln  UicbrMuttb 
of  Dto  hill  npiloBK  i»li«n  innoFtb  Miilwiiih,  or  f«u«nd  irnc  tImoBMioli  Uds  <^  iha 
aialfl  roulc  at  >■!•]  cuial  fnim  ouo  cud  Uwrcor  In  tbe  ciUwr." 

The  0th  and  7th  of  June  having  been  set  apart  for  tbo 
consideration  of  Territorial  business,  this  bill  was  taken  up 
in  the  House,  and  some  amendments  were  adoplwl.  One 
wai^  to  increase  the  minimum  price  at  which  tbe  laodd 
granted  might  be  sold,  from  one  dollar  and  twonty-five 
cents  to  two  dollars  and  flfty  cents  per  acre.  Another  de- 
fined the  relations  of  the  future  Statu  of  Wigconsin  to  the 
catial,  and  its  right's  and  liabilities  in  refureuce  to  the  stock 
of  the  company,  and  the  proceeds  of  che  sales  of  lands,  and 
required  the  assent  of  the  future  Slate  to  the  act.  Another 
autliorized  the  Territory  to  borrow  on  the  pledge  of  the' 
laud«  such  sum  as  they  might  think  expedient.  And  the  as- 
sent  of  Congress  was  given  to  the  act  incorporating  the' 
canal  company. 

The  amendments  of  the  House  wero  concurred  m  by  the 
Senate,  and  on  the  Itith  of  Juue  the  bill  became  a  law  by 
receiving  the  approval  of  the  President. 

On  the  Cth  of  .\ugust  the  Board  of  Directors  adopted  a 
reBotutiou  that  it  would  at  all  times  lend  its  most  hearty 
efforts  and  co-operation  in    securing  to  the  settlers  (lie 
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gntnUxl  lauds  which  have  bcoa  occupied  aad  improvc<I  by 
thciii. 

On  tho  27th  of  September,  Mr.  Kilboitrn  was  appointed 
Acting;  CommiRsionftr,  to  employ  bands,  provide  tlie  neres- 
Bary  outfit,  and  direct  and  superintend  the  operations  of 
the  engineer  departmenti,  in  running  and  locating  the  line 
of  canal,  and  in  the  field  operations  generally,  subject  to 
the  orders  of  tho  Board  of  Directors. 

An  engineer  party  was  organized,  and  was  engaged  in 
mokiug  further  preliminory  surveys  and  examtnationa  of 
tho  country  along  the  routu  of  the  proposed  eanal  during 
the  remainder  of  tho  year  1838,  preparatory  to  making  a 
final  location  of  the  line.which,  however,  was  not  completed 
until  the  following  month  of  May. 

At  tho  Bcssion  of  tho  legislative  Assembly  which  con- 
vened on  tho  Siith  of  November.  lSil8,  tho  CSovenior  in  hia 
annual  message  referred  to  tho  act  of  Congress  making  the 
grant  of  land,  and  recommended  the  propriety  of  memorial- 
izing Congresa  asking  tho  extension  of  the  right  of  pre- 
emption to  all  actual  settlers  on  the  line  of  the  canal. 

A  memorial  was  adopted,  but  no  action  was  taken  upon 
it  in  Congress. 

At  this  session  a  hill  drawn  by  the  president  of  the  canal 
com|>any  was  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  mem- 
bere,  which  contained  the  plans  of  the  company  for  utilizing 
the  lands  granted  by  Congress,  and  effecting  the  conatruc- 
tion  of  the  canal. 

The  prominent  ideas  of  tho  bill  were,  a  aale  of  the  lands 
on  a  long  credit,  and  what  at  that  time  was  moderate  inter- 
est, and  obtaining  funds  for  the  construction  of  tho  work 
by  borrowing  money  on  the  credit  of  tho  territory,  supple- 
mented by  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  lands. 

It  authorized  tho  Governor  to  borrow  on  tho  credit  of  the 
Territory  not  exceeding  $r>00,000.  in  installments  as  follows: 
On  the  1st  of  September,  IsaO,  850,000;  1810,8100.000;  18«, 
tlSO.OOO;  and  1S4'J,  8300,000;  payable  in  not  less  than  ten 
Dor  more  thnn  twenty  years  from  the  time  when  each  in- 
BtaUmeut  should  be  received,  bearing  interest  at  six  per 
cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi  annually. 

The  proceeds  of  the  land  sales,  tho  canal  revenues,  tho 
canal  itself  and  the  faith  of  the  Territory,  were  inviolably 
pledged  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  redemption  of 
tbe  principal  of  tho  loan. 
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Tbe  Oovernor  was  nuOiorized  to  appoint  such  agents  as 
ho  miijfht  think  noc<.'S»Ary  ami  propor  for  tho  purpose  of  ob* 
taining  thulouii. 

The  ppopoiMNl  bill  provided  for  the  appointmont  of  thre*] 
persous  hy  tho  Governor  and  Council,  to  ho  known 
Commisaicners  of  Appraisal.  These  commissioners  wore 
to  moko  a  registry  of  the  landa  that  had  been  settled  upon 
and  occupied  within  the  grant,  to  which  the  occupanbt 
would  be  entitled,  for  which  purpost©  they  were  empowered 
to  administer  oaths  and  lako  toslimony. 

They  were  also  to  mako  out  a  Bchedule  and  valuation  of 
all  the  granted  laud^,  in  lu^al  subdivisionK,  annexing  toj 
each  tract  such  price  as  they  might  consider  buoIi  tract  to' 
be    worth,  taking  into  consideration  the  enhanced  value 
which  tlio  canal  would  give  to  the  lan^8,and  a  rule  of  min- 
imum  valuation  was  prescribed  by  the  bill  varying  from 
&ifiO  to  tlO.CO  per  acre,  in  proportion  to  the  distance  of  tho 
tract  from  tlie  canal,  and  depending  upon  other  circum- 
stance  affecting  its  value,  such  as  the  intrinsic  value  of  tho 
land,  the  improvements  of  tho  surrounding  country,  thBi 
vicinity  Ut  towns,  town  sites,  milt  improvements,  locki^^* 
and  water  power  creat4-d  by  the  construction  of  the  canaL 

The  conimisHionors  of  appraisal  wore  also  to  determine 
upon  the  right  of  occupants  to  purchase  at  the  minimum 
price,  lands  claimed  by  them  to  have  been  occupied  by 
thcni.  and  were  to  determine  all  conflicting  claims,  and 
were  to  issue  cerlitlcates  of  such  riglit,  and  all  oct-u|>atits 
having  such  certificate  were  authorized  by  the  hill  to  bid 
off  tho  land  doscribod  in  such  certificate,  at  fi-HO  per  acre, 
when  the  same  should  bo  offered  for  sale,  and  oHicers  hav- 
ing  charge  of  tlio  sale  were  prohibited  from  rccviving  any 
bid  in  opposition  to  said  occupant. 

The  hill  provided  for  a  public  sale  of  the  canal  lands  at 
statod  periods  in  the  following  manner,  viz.:  on  the  fourth 
Monday  in  June,  IS3S*,  all  the  northeast  quarters,  and  all 
tho  "occupied"  lands;  at  the  same  time  in  1840  all  the  south* 
west  quarters;  at  the  same  time  in  imi  all  the  northwi 
quarters;  and  at  the  same  time  in  ]84'-i  all  the  eouthc 
quarters,  and  such  lands  as  had  been  previously  offered  and 
not  disposed  of;  at  the  same  time  in  ims  all  the  rcAiduary 
lantis  were  to  be  offercl  to  the  highest  bidder,  at  not 
than  their  appraised  value,  and  ut  the  same  time,  in  1844, 
all  remaining  unsold  were  to  be  offered  to  the  highest 
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bidder  at  not  less  than  t'i.HO  per  acre,  and  if  there  stilt  re- 
mained any  poor  and  unsalable  lands  they  were  to  he 
oTurud  Cor  sale  on  the  fourtli  Monday  of  June,  1B45,  to  the 
highest  bidder  without  reservation. 

Tlie  bill  provided  that  a  register  and  receiver  should  be 
appointed  by  the  Govenior  and  Council,  whoso  duty  it 
BhouM  bo  to  superintend  the  sales  of  the  canal  lands  and 
make  returns  of  each  sale  thereof  to  the  Governor,  in  tho 
eame  manner  tliat  returns  were  made  from  the  land  oifices 
of  tlie  United  States  to  the  General  Land  Office.  The  com- 
pensation of  each  was  to  bo  one  per  centum  on  the  amount 
of  all  sales  made  by  them. 

It  provided  that  the  canal  lands  should  be  put  up  to  sale 
in  tracts  of  eighty  acres  or  fractions  under  one  hundred 
acres,  according  to  legal  subdivi-sions.  and  for  each  tract 
sold  ten  dollars  should  be  paid  on  the  day  of  sale,  and  for 
the  balance  a  bond  and  mortgage  should  be  taken,  condi- 
tioncj  for  the  payment  of  one  fourth  part  within  five  years, 
one  fourth  iu  eix  years,  one  fourth  in  seven  years  and  the 
remaining  one  fourth  in  eight  years  with  interest  payable 
semi-annually  from  the  date  of  Bale,  at  the  rate  of  seven 
per  cent,  per  annum,  with  some  exception  as  to  interest  in 
case  of  occupants— provided  full  payment  might  be  made 
at  any  time. 

The  bill  provided  for  the  appointment  by  the  Governor 
and  Council  of  a  chief  engineer  on  behalf  of  the  Territory, 
who  was  to  keep  a  general  supervision  over  the  canal  and 
Bupcrvisu  its  progress,  make  or  revise  and  certify  for  pay- 
ment eutimutos  for  work  done  and  report  annually  to  the 
Le^pslature  the  condition  of  the  work  and  receive  a  salary 
not  exceeding dollars. 

The  bill  contained  provisions  for  the  application  of  tho 
proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  lauds  to  the  payment  of  tho  in- 
terest and  redemption  of  the  principal  of  moneys  obtained 
by  the  Governor  on  loan. 

It  contained  other  matters  of  detail,  and  was  supposed  to 
present  a  complete  plan  of  the  modes  of  operation,  desired 
by  the  company  to  enable  it  to  proceed  effectively  and' 
speedily  with  the  work  so  far  as  Legislation  was  deeirable . 
in  aid  of  such  modes. 

On  the  15th  December,  Hon.  Dasiel  Wells,  Jr.  intro- 
duced a  bill  which  conformed  substantially  to  the  foregoing 
bill  prepared  by  Mr.  Kilbodbn,  which  was  twice  read,  laid 
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on  tbo  table  and  extra  cnpipR  ordered  printed.  No  action 
was  hml  on  it  at  that  session,  which  adjourned  on  the  a^d 
December,  until  the  'iisl  January.  In  tlm  mean  time  a  feel- 
ing had  been  for  some  time  growing  in  Milwuiiltw)  ami  Ji'f- 
ferson  couutios,  in  the  suppoHud  iiitiTL'st«)  of  thu  st-ttlent 
upon  tJio  ton  railo  strip  embracing  the  canal  grant,  and  in 
favor  of  promoting  settlements  on  that  strip,  9n  the  one 
hand,  and  of  consequent  ho»ti1ity  to  the  conHtniclion  of  the 
canal  on  the  other.  These  feelings  were  founded  upon  the 
opinion  that  the  construction  of  the  canal,  and  the  plans  of 
the  company  for  the  disposition  of  the  lands,  would  greatly 
enliaiico  the  cost  of  the  lands  and  retard  the  settlement  of 
the  country. 

Whether  these  popular  feelings  influenced  the  action  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly  or  not,  it  is  certain  that  its  actiot 
wa*  very  different  from  and  far  short  of  what  the  cam 
company  deemed  desirable  to  promote  the  ctToctual  and 
speedy  conslniction  cf  their  proposed  work. 

Willie  the  Legislature  adopted  the  idea  of  long  credits, 
and  low  interest  in  making  salus  of  canal  lands,  thus  ck 
ing  the  door  to  any  immediate  revenue  from  that  source, 
Ihey  declined  to  authorize  the  making  of  a  loan  on  the  credit 
of  the  Territory  of  any  such  sum  as  was  adequate  to  the 
construction  of  the  work,  or  even  of  its  commencement  ia 
such  u  manner  as  to  give  promise  of  its  completion. 

The  bill  iutroduectl  by  Mr.  Wells  in  Dect-mU'r,  probably 
ditnl  with  tile  adjourument,  but  whether  it  did  or  not,  it  was 
not  afterwards  considered. 

On  the  32th  of  January,  a  new  bill  on  thR  subject  was  in-l 
troduoed    by  Hon.  Wu.  A.  Prkntis-h,  which  was  copied! 
largely  in  its  details  from  the  one  prepared  by  the  president 
of  the  canal  company,  but  differed  from  that  very  mate-i 
rially  iu  some  of  )t»  most  essential  features. 

It  was  amended  in  LoUi  house»,  and  on  the  26\h  Febmar 
received  the  approval  of  tboQovemor,  and  thereby  became^ 
a  law  under  the  title  of

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The  "  pledges  "  were  :

The  words  "pledges  hereinafter  provided"  were  inserted 
in  lieu  of  the  words  "credit  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin," 
which  weife  in  the  bill  as  introduced. 

The  words  "and  the  faith  of  the  Territory"  in  the  bill  as 
introduced  following  the  other  "pledges"  above  quoted,  were 
stricken  out  in  the  Council  on  motion. 

These  amendments,  reducing  the  amount  to  be  borrowed 
from  tSOO.OOO  to  $50,000,  and  withholding  the  credit  and  faith 
of  the  Territory,  were  the  most  important. 

Instead  of  three  "commisBioners  of  appraisal"  in  addition 
to  the  register  and  receiver,  as  proposed  by  Mr,  Kilbourn's 
bill,  the  act  provided  that  — 

"  There  Bhall  be  appointed  by  the  noTpisor,  by  and  vllh  the  advice  and  conseot  of 
the  Council,  tbrae  commissioners  to  be  etjled  tbe  Board  of  Canal  CommlBglonera,  one  ot 
KhomBballbe  designated  aalhe  acting  commissioner,  one  as  regislerond  one  aa  receiver " 
•  •  ■  'The  register  and  receiver  shall  each  reoei'ie  for  their  Berrlcee  an 

annual  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  the  acting  commlsoioner  an  annual  salatyot 
twelve  hundred  dollars." 

The  board  of  canal  commissioners  were  to  make  a  regis- 
try of  the  occupied  lands,  and  an  appraisal  of  the, other 
lands,  as  the  "commissioners  of  appraisal"  were  by  the 
KiLBOURN  bill  required  to  do,  but  the  act  as  passed  extended 
the  time  to  which  the  making  ot  improvements  should  re- 
late from  the  1st  day  of  December,  1838,  as  provided  in  the 
KiLBoURN  bill,  to  the  Ist  day  of  February,  1839.  It  also  in- 
cluded among  the  tracts  which  might  be  registered  as 
"occupied," — 

"Any  quarter  or  fractloDsl  quarter  section,  dalmed  agreeably  to  the  rules  of  the 
country  adjoining  a  quarter  or  fractional  quarter  ot  an  ertu  numlMred  section,  on  both  or 
either  of  which  Improvementa  by  cultivation  have  been  made  to  the  amount  of  three 
acres,  or  on  which  a  mill  had  been  built  prior  to  the  latday  of  February,  1S3P." 

The  rule  of  minimum  valuations,  varying  from  $2.50  to 
$10  per  acre,  according  to  the  distance  of  the  tract  from  the 
canal  and  other  circumstances,  contained  in  the  Kilbocrn 
bill,  was  not  retained  in  the  act  as  passed. 

The  plan  proposed  by  the  canal  company  in  the  Kilboum 
bill,  of  extending  the  time  for  the  sale  of  the  lands,  except 
the  "  occupied  "  lands,  through  a  series  of  years  from  1839 
to  1845,  yroB  not  adopted. 
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The  twenty-second  section  of  this  net  contained  a  provi- 
n'lon  which  the  canal  company  regardcl  as  injurious  to  tho 
progress  of  the  work,  which  was  as  follows  :

Another  act  wan  passed,  approved  Pubniary  2u,  IS-W,  by^| 
which  the  directors  were  authorized  to  sell  at  public  salt 
any  shares  of  stock  in  the  company,  upon  which  aAsusa 
ments  wero  not  paid,  and  the  purchaser  of  any  sliaro  ul  anj 
public  sale  should  lie  liable  to  pay  any  axsossment  that 
might  thereafter  bccoino  due.  Stockholders  were  by  the 
act  authorized  to  vote  by  proxy,  and  the  directors  were  au- 
thorized to  All  vacancies  in  the  board.  Tliis  act  was  ac- 
cepted by  a  vote  of  the  directors  May  1, 1839. 

On  the  4tli  of  March,  the  Governor,  hy  ami  with  ihuodvie 
and   consent  uf  the  Council,  made  the  (ollowin^r  appoint 
men  Is:

111  the  month  of  March  an  engineer  party  was  again  or> 
^ni»xl  by  the  canal  company  and  a  liniil  location  of  the 
line  was  completed,  and  a  report  submitted  to  the  directors 
on  the  Gth  day  of  May. 

It  is  impossible  to  pive  an  accurate  description  of  the  lin< 
of  this  liication,  e.^cept  by  a  deliiieatinn  cti  a  map,  and  onl] 
an  approximate  one  will  be  attempted. 

The  canal  was  to  unite  with  the  Milwaukee  River  on  its 
right  bank,  a  very  short  distance  above  where  Chi-j-tnut 
street  came  to  the  river.  From  thence  a  canal  was  to  be 
constructed  along  the  right  bank  of  the  river  for  a  distance 
of  about  one  mile,  to  where  a  dam  and  lock  were  to  be  con- 
structed,  and  the  water  in  the  river  raised  thereby  about 
ten  feet.  This  dam  was  de8if*ned  to  create  stackwater  nav- 
igation in  the  river  for  several  miles  above,  and  furnish  an 
adequate  supply  of  water  helow.  not  only  for  lh«  usee 
canul  navigation,  but  for  the  numerous  water  powers  ba^ 
tweon  the  canal  and  the  river.  The  location  contemplated 
the  use  of  the  slack  water  of  the  river  in  lieu  of  the  canal 
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16  "  pledges  "  were  :

The  words  "pledges  hereinafter  provided"  were  inserted 
tn  lieu  of  llio  words  "credit  of  ihe  Territory  of  WIscoDBin," 
which  vfcfe  in  the  bill  a»  mtruduced. 

The  WHfds  "nmi  Iho  faith  of  Ihc  Territory"  iu  Ihe  hill  as 
introdured  foUowiriK  thu  oilier  "pludgus"'  ubuvo  yuoled,  w«re 
stricken  out  in  the  Council  on  motion. 

ThetieameDdmentfl,  redurin;;  the  amount  to  he  borrowed 
from  *,WO,000  to  850.0(10,  and  withholding  the  credit  and  failh 
of  the  Territory,  were  the  most  imporlaoC. 

Instead  of  three  "commissioners  of  appraisal"  in  addition 
to  the  register  and  receiver,  as  proposed  by  Mr.  Kilbourn'8 
bill,  the  act  provided  that  —

The  board  of  canal  commissioners  were  to  make  a  r^is> 
try  of  the  occupied  lands,  and  an  appraisal  of  the  other 
lands,  as  the  "conimiKKioners  of  appraisal"  were  by  the 
Kii-itoURN  hill  required  to  do.but  tticoct  as  passed  extended 
the  time  to  which  the  making  of  improvements  should  re- 
late from  the  Ist  day  of  December,  1838,  as  provided  in  the 
KiLBOUKM  bill,  to  the  tst  day  of  February,  18:0,  It  also  in- 
cluded among  the  tracts  which  might  be  registored  as 
"occupied,"—

The  rule  of  minimum  valuations,  varying  from  fti.fiO  to 
HO  per  acre,  according  to  the  distance  of  thu  tract  from  the 
canal  and  other  circumstances,  contained  in  the  Julbqcr}! 
bill,  was  not  retained  in  the  act  as  passed. 

The  plan  proposed  by  the  canal  company  in  the  Kilbourn 
bill,  of  extending  the  time  for  the  sale  of  the  lands,  except 
the  "  occupied  "  lands,  through  a  series  of  years  from  1839 
to  1645,  was  not  adopted. 
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The  report  slates  that  tho  occupiod  and  improved  lands 
registered  as  contemplated  by  llio  law  of  tho  previous  ses- 
sion  were  43,677.10  acren. 

The  Rale  of  thene  rej;i»t^rcd  landti  was  commenced  on  tho 
fourth  Monday  of  June,  and  one  tract  was  sold,  when,  as  no 
returns  liad  been  received  of  the  dt^ignation  of  the  canai 
lands,  the  sale  was  adjourned  until  the  2d  day  of  July. 

On  the  3d  July,  the  oomploto  returns  having  been  re- 
ceived by  tho  conimissionurs.  they  procoi'dud  with  the  sale, 
and  within  three  days  all  registt- red  laud  was  sold,  except 
3-10  acres,  at  the  minimum  price  of  i'i.SO  per  acre.

In  some  instances  more  than  ten  per  cent,  was  paid,  which 
increased  the  total  amount  of  receipts  by  81,475.50  over  the 
ton  per  cent.  re<|uii-ed  to  he  paid  at  the  time  of  sale. 

The  amount  of  lands  granted,  after  deducting  the  number 
of  acres  sold  was  US,  743.81,  subject  to  the  subsequent  action 
of  the  Lfgimlature.

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On  the  Otli  of  December,  a  invmoriiil  adopted  by  t)i<.>  cans 
wuipany  on  llie  asth  of  Novi-mbw.  wiw  proi>«ntc>4l  io  thai 
House  of  Ropryssentfttives.  Tho  nitfinorial  represenUMl  that 
the  ^d  svclion  of  tlio  uct  of  tbo  last  Hosiiion.  which  has  been 
quottid,  wa*  m  violation  of  tho  ri^ht^  of  the  compauy,  in- 
jurious t«  tho  progrt-na  of  the  work  and  to  the  beatfi  inter- 
ests of  the  country.  That  it  presented  a  bar  to  subscript  jonsj 
to  the  stock  of  the  company  by  depriving  stockholders  of 
the  ordinary  rights  of  citizens  in  the  purchase  of  land  and 
in  furnishing  material  and  supplies  for  the  caaaL 

The  memorial  said:

The  memoriulists  stated  that  thuy  wore  clearly  of  the 
opinion  that  the  effect  of  this  provinion  would  bo  to  give  a 
death-blow  to  the  canal,  and  if  the  design  had  been  (which 
tliey  did  not  believe)  to  defeat  it  entirely,  a  more  effoctuall 
nu'thod  couhl  not  have  been  adopt<Hl. 

They  stated  Ibal  many  of  tho  settlers  on  the  canal  lands, 
on  which  they  had  oxtcnaivc  improvements,  had  before  tho 
act  containing  this  restrictive  clause  was  passed,  subscribed 
for  stock  in  the  company,  who,  in.order  to  be  entitled  to  pur- 
chase their  lands,  had  Ijeen  compelled  to  sell  their  stock. 

They  further  slated  that  by  the  act  of  congress  making 
the  ^rant,  tlie  land  was  required  to  be  sold  to  the  "  liighesC 
bidder,"  and  ask  if  a  stockholder  should  bo  the"bighost 
bidder,"  would  it  be  competent  for  the  legislature  or  any  of- 
ficer to  say  that  such  "  highest  bidder  "  should  uot  have  tho4 
land?  Would  the  sale  be  a  legal  one  if  the  Register  and 
Keoeiver  were  to  strike  it  off  to  a  lower  bidderi* 

The  memoriatists  therefore  prayed  the  Legislature  to  r&>] 
peal  so  much  of  the  S3d  section  of  the  act  as  is  contained 
in  the  foregoing  extract. 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  memorial  was  devot«>d  to 
lowing  that  a  spirit  of  hostility  existed  in  certain  quar- 
ters to  the  canal  which  assumed  the  form  of  attacks  upon 
the  canal  company.    The  mumoriul  itcts  forth  the  nature  of  i 
these  attacks,  and  undertakes  to  meet  thom  and  to  demon- 
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strate  that  they  have  no  foundation  in  fact,  or  in  any  but 
unworthy  motives,  and  aa  an  evidence  of  the  good  faith  of 
the  company  says:

The  memorial  represented  that  the  salaries  of  the  board 
of  canal  commissioners  (register,  receiver  and  acting  com- 
miRsioner)  and  of  the  chief  engineer  were  extravagantly 
high,  and  proponed  that  tlie  compensation  of  the  register 
and  receiver  be  one  per  centum  ti>  each  on  all  moneys  by 
them  received,  and  one  p3r  c«ntum  on  all  moneys  paid  out, 
and  fees  for  other  special  duties.  That  the  compcngution  of 
tho  acting  commissioner  should  be  three  dollars  per  day  for 
such  limu  as  was  devoted  to  tho  dischargo  of  his  duties.

The  salary  of  tho  chief  engineer  was  fixed  by  the  law  at 
$3,000  annually,  wliieh  tho  memorialists  think  was  $1,000  too 
much.

On  the  3Sth  of  December  the  Speaker  laid  bcforu  tho 
House  a  communication  from  Mr.  Kilboukx,  the  preeM 
of  the  company,  in  answer  to  these  resolutions. 

Ho  stated  that  he  -was  on  tho  eve  of  his  de|>arlure  for 
Madjgon  when  he  received  the  resolutions;  that  the  time 
required  to  make  a  detailed  statement  upon  all  the  jioinU 
requeoted  would  be  such  as  probably  to  defeat  the  bttnefictal 
results  designed;  that  the  resolutions  were,  however,  laid 
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before  the  directors,  who  by  resolution  authorijwd  the  presi- 
dent to  (five  such  iiiforniation  generally,  touching  the 
affairs  of  tho  company,  as  might  he  dtsired  by  the  I^gii^la- 
ture,  or  by  any  committee  o£  either  houae,  and  to  state 
ilefinitcly  the  views  of  the  board  on  the  following  points: 

1st.  That  if  desired  tho  comiMUiy  would  report  annually 
to  Iho  Legislature  all  tho  facU  connected  with  their  opera- 
tions relative  to  the  canal,  embracing  tho  points  covered  by 
the  aforesaid  resolutions,  and  such  other  matters  as  they 
might  deem  useful  to  Iho  public  or  of  iniercflt  to  the  Legis- 
lature. That  the  eompany  are  not  required  by  their  charter 
to  make  such  report,  and  were  not  requeeled  to  do  so  until 
it  was  too  lato  for  the  present  session,  and  hart  the  Legisla- 
ture expressed  at  an  earlier  day  its  desire  to  receive  such  a 
report,  the  company  would  promptly  and  voluntarily  have 
oompiiod.  They  had  nothing  to  conceal,  and  would  freely 
at  all  times,  when  desired,  exhibit  their  boolcfi  and  transac- 
tions to  the  Legislature,  to  tho  canal  commissioners,  or  to 
the  public. 

Sd.  That  so  long  as  the  company  exists  in  their  corporate 
capacity,  and  bear  a  part  in  the  prosecution  of  the  canal, 
they  conceive  themselves  entitled  to  exercise  all  tho  rights 
and  privileges  conferred  by  the  act  of  incorporation. 

3d.  That  tho  company  will  at  any  time  surrender  into 
the  hands  of  the  Territory  all  tho  privileges  conferred  by 
the  charter,  and  all  property  purchased  by  or  donated  to  the 
company,  or  to  any  person  on  behalf  of  the  company,  ou 
condition  that  they  can  be  assured  of  the  vigorous  prosectl- 
tion  and  early  completion  of  the  canal  by  the  Territory. 

4th.  That  during  the  two  years  since  the  f<irmation  of  the 
company  their  expenditures  have  been  but  about  $8,000. 
This  includes  all  the  e-tpenses  of  the  company,  in  running 
the  first  experimental  levels,  the  subscquc^iit  random  levels, 
and  the  final  survey  of  location  and  the  obtaining  the  grant 
of  laud.

In  compliance  with  Ibis  resolutioo,  the  President  on  tin 
same  day  submitted  the  detailed  estimates  of  the  coati 
conatruftinK  tbe  canal,  wbich  be  stated  had  been  revised  by' 
tbe  Territorial  KnginetT.  and  approved  by  bim. 
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In  making  the  (estimates,  tho  -n-hulu  work  was  divided 
into  sixty-o!i«  si;ctions  of  various  lenjiflUs  from  a  half  iniie 
to  two  milesor  more,  but  unitally  about  one  mile  Iork.  and 
the  estimated  cost  of  each  section  given  under  the  different 
h Kids  of  gnibbinKi  excavation,  embankment,  cost  of  locks, 
dams  and  culverts,  to  which  was  added  an  estimate  for 
three  feeders.  The  total  estimates  were  89iJl,OI3.31,  to  which 
was  added  tea  per  cent,  for  contingencies,  making  a  total 
of  «:i:ii.u.s,7». 

In  tho  House  a  committoo  of  ono  from  each  election  dis- 
trict was  on  the  30th  of  Docoinbor  appointed  to  consider  the 
several  matters  before  the  Uouse  relating  to  tho  canal  and 
the  canal  company.

This  bill,  entitled  "A  bill  to  amend  an  act  cutitled  'An 
act  to  provide  for  aiding  in  the  cooAtruction  of    tho  Mil- 
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waukce  and  Rook  River  canal,'  approved  February  ?6, 
1833,  and  for  other  purpotves,"  provided  for  tho  unquulifiod 
repeal  of  the  act  of  February  2lv,  1839,  except  sectJonft  10. 11, 
12  and  Id,  which  providiv]  for  the  issuing  of  patcnls  and 
giving  of  TDortgflget  for  Imids  sold.  It  contemplated  the 
abandoiinteut  of  tho  conSit ruction  of  thu  canal,  and  the 
withdrawal  and  cancellation  of  iho  bonds  uutliorisMxl  by 
thu  act  of  1839  to  be  issued. 

When  the  bill  camo  up  for  consideration  in  the  House, 
amendments  were  proposed  contemplatiiitf  iin  opposite 
policy,  by  applying  to  the  construction  of  tho  canal  tho 
proceeds  of  the  »a]c»  of  llie  lands,  in  cattc  a  loan  should  ni>t 
be  effected.  The  aniomltncnls  wcro  adopted  by  a  vote  o( 
15  to  II,  thu  eight  ineinhersof  the  committee  which  reported 
tho  hill  bi-inE  equally  divided. 

The  bill  as  it  wan  amended  in  the  Hous<)  finally  passed 
the  Council,  and  on  the  llth  of  January,  1840,  became  a  law. 

The  main  features  of  tliis  law  were: 

In  section  1,  That  the  eompensation  of  the  registtT  and^ 
receiver  should  bo  a  peroentago  on  tho  amount  of  nione] 
roc4'ivvd  by  them,  and  tho  acting  commissioner  and  en^ 
gincor  should  receive  a  per  diem  compensation,  instead 
the  salaries  which  thoso  officers  had  previously  received, 
and  the  maximum  pay  of  the  register  and  receiver  was  to 
be  reduced  to  i'-MHt  per  annum. 

Section  a  authorized  the  Governor  to  pay  out  of  tho  canal 
fund  the  back  salary  of  these  ofBcent. 

Section  3  provided  tliat  tlie  caual  commisaioners  shoulc 
be  elected  by  joint  ballot  of  the  two  houses,  instead  of  beinf 
appointed  by  the  Governor  and  Council, 

Section  4  enacted  that  in  case  a  loan  should  not  be  effect 
by  the  first  day  of  September,  the  money  of  the  canal  fund ' 
should  be  applied  to  the  construction  of  the  coDal.  in  the 
same  manner  that  money  obtained  by  loan  was  authorized 
by  law  to  bo  applied,  but  when  a  loan  should  be  pfT««te4), 
all  moneys  in  tbo  canal  fund  should  bo  applied  to  the  pay- 
ment of  interest  and  the  liquidation  of  the  loan,  as  pr 
scribed  by  the  act  of  iwo. 

Section  A  reftulated  the  details  of  payments. 

Section  b  related  to  reports  of  the  catml  company  to  tbi 
Legislature.  Under  ibis  law  the  Legislature  made  the  fol" 
lowing  elections:

On  tlio  lllliorSIarcU  Gov.  DoDOE  appointed  Btron  Kii^ 
BOURN  njjfnt  in  behalf  of  tho  Territory  to  uegotiato  the 
canul  loan  of  $.'ii\rir)ti  anthorized  by  the  tict  of  February  28, 
Ig3£»,  and  delivered  the  bonds  to  him  and  appuintod  tho 
Bank  of  America,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  as  tlie  deposi- 
tory of  the  loan. 

On  the  2lst  of  April  Mr.  Kilboorn  communicated  to  the 
Governor  a  proposition  from  8.  HiaoixnoTttAM  to  take 
t25,00U  of  the  loan  at  par  on  condition  that  four  years  inter- 
est was  paid  in  advance,  and  at  the  same  time  he  communi- 
cated a  resolution  adoptud  by  the  caiial  company  on  tho 
'iOth  of  April,  that  the  company  would  pay  to  thu  Territory 
Bs  a  gratuity,  if  the  loan  Bhould  be  effected  on  these  terms:

In  hi.H  letter  to  the  Governor,  Mr.  Kit.noirRN  advisetl  tho 
acceptance  of  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Huiuinii()Tha»  for  tho 
reasons  that  tho  Territory  had  tho  money  on  band  to  pay 
tho  interest  in  advance  and  it  was  lying  entirely  uselesd  to 
the  Territory,  and  by  making  this  diposition  of  it  a  fund 
might  be  obtained  for  active  uso,  which  would  confer  a  very 
essential  benefit  on  the  Territory.

The  Govcrnor.iu  his  reply  to  tho  lettorof  the  loan  agent, 
said:

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The  correspondeiipft  was  laid  before  tlie  Ijegn»lative  Ab- 
Bcmlily,  at  an  extra  sftssion  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  Au« 
Kuat,  but  no  action  was  taken  upon  tlie  subject,  nor  was 
anything  dono  at  that  session  relative  to  the  cunal,  or  tho 
loan  in  aid  of  its  compk-tioii. 

No  part  of  tho  aulhoriistid  loan  of  850,000  was  negotiated 
during  tho  year  1840. 

A  loan  not  havint;;  heon  effected  by  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember, the  money  belonging  to  the  canal  fund,  became,  by 
the  art  of  January  11,  ISIO,  applicable  to  the  construction 
of  the  canaU 

Mr.  Kii.BouRK.  niront  to  negotiate  the  loan,  wrote  to  Iho 
Qovernor  on  Xovenibcr  I9[l],  from  Ohio,  that  be  bad

Thu  agent  also  suggested  on  amendment  of  the  act 
authorizing  thu  loan,  by  iucrf-osing  the  interest  to  seven  per 
cent.,  and  permitting  tlie  money  to  bo  ruc^ived  at  any  Bpocie 
paying  bank  wherever  it  would  best  suit  tho  convuaience  of 
the  parties  taking  up  the  loan.  He  thought  a  speedy  nego- 
tiation of  the  loan  could  be  made  with  these  two  modtSca- 
tions  of  the  law. 

The  next  annual  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  was 
held  on  the  linst  Monday  (7th  ilny)  of  Deconibor,  IMO. 

On  the  lOlh  thu  Speaker  laid  before  tho  House  tho  annual 
report  of  the  canal  company,  and  on  the  lAth  Mr.  Bakiich 
pR'sented  the  report  of  the  canal  commissioners. 

An  extra  number  of  both  reports  was  ordered  to  be 
printed,  and  both  referred  to  a  select  committee— Messrs. 
Barrbr.  Rat  and  Okay. 

Both  reports  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  two  modi- 
fications of  the  law  authorizing  the  loan  suggested  by  the 
loan  agent. 

Both  concurred  also  in  recommending  the  substitution  of 
woo<len  locks  in  place  of  »tone,  with  some  exceptions. 

The  report  of  the  canal  company  prt-swutcd  a  view  ot  its 
operations  during  the  year,  and  that  of  the  canal  commis- 
sioners exhibited  a  full  account  of  their  ofticiul  actions  for 
tho  same  time.  They  both  showed  hurmouious  co-op4;mtJon. 
and  that  of  the  commissioner»  presented  a  roseate  view  of 
the  coadition  and  prospects  of  the  canal,

It  estimated  that  the  savinjj  by  Biibstituting  wooden  loclcs 
forstone  would  he  8120,000,  and  that  the  estimate  of  f33,7C0 
for  the  construction  of  a  tow  path  along  the  Milwaukee 
River  from  the  point  where  the  canal  connects  with  tlie 
river  to  its  mouih.  and  of  $1,295  for  a  pier  at  the  harbor 
mi(;ht  he  entindy  dispensed  with  or  materially  diminished. 
These  reductions  of  cost  amount  to  $145,055  and  would  re- 
duce the  total  cost  of  the  canal  to  a  sum  below  $000,000. 

Id  concluding  the  report  tho  commissioDers  say:

On  the  Uth  of  January,  Mr.  Barber,  from  the  t>olect  com- 
mittoe  to  which  tho  various  reports  had  boon  referred,  sub- 
mitted a  report,  which  eoiucidud  with  tho  views  expressed 
in  the  report  of  iho  canal  commissionL-rB,  and  embodied  them 
in  a  hill,  which  passed  the  House  without  a  divisiou,  and 
the  Coimeil  hy  a  vote  of  11  to  2,  and  having  been  approved 
by  the  Governor  on  the  12th  of  February,  becamu  u  law  on 
that  day. 

The  material  provisions  of  this  law  were: 

That  in  the  construction  of  the  locks  on  the  canal  it 
should  be  lawful  to  substitute  wood  instead  of  stone,  when- 
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ev«r,  iu  the  opinion  of  ibe  chief  eiiKinpfr,  a)iiirovr(i  by  the 
canal  commi8.sionom,  tiuch  HiibKtituiinn  shall  Ite  di-«ined  ex- 
pedient. 

That  the  Governor  of  the  Territory  bo  aiithoriMd  lo  exe- 
cute and  iBsue  bonds  in  tliu  iianiu  of  tbo  Territory,  for  any 
Biim  not  ejtcetHling  S^IOO.IKK),  bi-arin;*  nn  iuten-st  of  seven  |>ct 
cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually;  provided,  that  the 
moneys  might  bo  deposited  in  any  sound  Bpecie-iwying 
banks,  which  shall  bo  selected  by  the  caual  commissioners 
and  the  Governor  of  the  Territory,  subject  to  the  draft  of 
the  receiver  of  the  canal  funds,  whenever  the  same  may  be 
required  for  expenditures  on  the  canal. 

The  act  further  provided  that  the  bonds  previously  iesuei! 
for  (.'io.ooo,  whiclt  should  not  have  been  negotiated  Khould  he 
recalled,  auil  if  any  of  them  had  been  M>]d,  then  the  new 
hondu  should  bo  issued  to  such  an  nniount  only  as  should 
with  the  loan  thus  effected  be  equal  to  the  sum  of  $100.()0U. 

This  act  also  contained  provisions  for  the  tale  of  Hueh  of 
the  tinsold  canal  lands  as  were  wanted  for  immediate  occu- 
pation aud  improvement,  and  all  the  deiaiis  requisite  to  (five 
offect  to  such  provisions. 

]t  made  it  the  duty  of  the  acting  conimigsioner  to  protect 
from  trespass  and  waste  all  limber  ou  any  of  the  caual 
lands. 

Another  act  approved  December  )H,  1S40,  poatponed  the 
collection  of  the  semi-annual  interest  until  the  Legislature 
should  provide  by  law  for  it«  collection,  and  o  later  ai^t  ap- 
proved February  19, 1841,  made  it  th«  duty  of  the  canal 
commissioners,  whenever  any  loan  should  be  negolinled,  bo 
to  fix  the  time  when  payment  of  interest  should  he  made  as 
to  meet  the  interest  semi-annually,  accruing  on  such  loan 
and  to  give  three  months'  notice  Uiereof  by  newspaiwr  pub* 
heat  ion. 

On  the  9th  of  February  the  canal  commififlioners  were 
elected  by  joint  ballot  of  the  two  houses. 

Messrs.  Wai-ker,  Hvstis  and  Tweedy  were  rc-eloeled  to 
the  offices  of  actint;  commisaitHier,  register  aud  rvtfhrf 
re8i»ecliv«ly. 

The  act  of  February  26, 18$0,  by  the  twentieth  section  of  j 
which  the  Qovurnor  viols  authorized  to  appoint  agentit  foi 
obtaining  loans,  was  specially  recognized  as  being  in  force, 
and  consequently  the  authority  of  the  Governor  to  apxioint 
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agents  to  n^otiate  the  bonds  for  $100,000,  authorized  to  be 
isHued  by  the  act  of  Fcbruiiry  12,  ls4I,  rvmaJiicd  in  force. 

Governor  Dodgb,  actini;;  upon  this  cotietruction  of  his 
authority,  on  the  13tJi  of  May,  1811,  renewed  Iho  appoint- 
mcnt  of  Mr.  Ki].uuuit>c  as  loon  agent  and  authurizud  him

During  the  summer  of  18-11  Gov.  Doikib  was  removed 
from  the  office  of  Governor  by  President  TvijiR.aiid  James 
D.  I>OTY  appointed  liis  successor. 

On  tlie  1st  day  of  September.  1841,  Governor  Doty  ad- 
dressed a  commuuicatiou  to  Mr.  Kilboukn  at  Milwaukee, 
he  then  beiug  in  the  stale  of  Xew  York  or  Ohio,  notifying 
him  that  all  authority  as  loan  agent  conferred  upon  him 
by  Governor  Dodge  was  "revoked  and  annulled."

The  report  of  tho  comiTHlteo  was  not  concurred  in  by  Mr. 
Stroko,  although  be  diJ  not  submit  a  minority  report 

The  proaniblo  was  suiiiowhat  amctidL-d  and  eidargod.  but 
the  resolutions  wcro  adopted  substantially  aii  reported,  and 
the  following  is  a  copy  of  them,  us  approved  by  the  Gov- 
ernor on  the  iSth  of  February:

Upon  the  passage  of  these  rcsolutious  in  the  Council,  those 
who  voted  in  tho  affirmative  were  Messrs.  Bullkn,  BKKiHAM, 
Jane»,  Lkakski),  Maktin,  Maxwell,  Rountkee,  Twkkdy, 
Upham  and  Coixins  (President). 

Mr.  Strong  voted  in  the  negative. 

In  the  House  the  vote  was  H  in  the  afllrniative  and  It  in 
the  negative. 

These  resolutions  and  some  other  measures  adopted  at  the 
same  session,  which  will  presently  be  noticed,  practically 
and  effectually  put  a  stop  to  all  further  work  on  the  canal 
except  Ruoh  as  was  nccfssary  to  make  the  water  power 
created  by  the  dam  and  that  part  of  the  canal  in  the  city  of 
Milwauk«'e  available. 

The  repudiating  resolutions  remained  imrescinded  for  a 
period  of  more  than  six  years.  During  that  time  one  of  thd 
bonds  had  been  paid,  and  the  others  surrendered  and  can- 
celed, except  tell  for  $1,000  each,  which  remained  unpaid 
and  were  held  as  a  subsisting  debt  against  tho  Territory*. 

During  the  session  of  ISiS.  Governor  Dodgb  sent  a  com- 
munication to  the  House  of  Representatives  under  date  of 
February  l.^th  in  which  he  culled  the  attention  of  the  Legis- 
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lattve  Assembly  to  the  repudiating  resolutions  in  which  ho' 
eaid :

Another  of  the  mcaaures  was  an  act  by  which  all  interest 
ou  purchases  of  the  caiial  lantU  was  remittodand  discharged, 
excvpl  such  small  Hum  ns  might  become  necessary  to  pay 
interest  on  loantt,  and  expenses  of  the  snme. 

The  other  mpnmire  referred  to  was  an  act  by  which  the 
Ist,  ICth  and  1 7th  soctions  of  the  act  of  February  20,  1839, 
the  4th  ppclion  of  the  act  of  January  11,1840.  and  the  Sd 
and  3d  sections  of  the  act  of  February  13,  1841,  were  re- 
pealed. 

Tliose  were  the  sections  which  authorized  the  issue  of 
bonds  and  making;  loane.  and  contained  all  the  authority  of 
law  for  those  purposes,  and  also  authorized  the  application 
of  tJie  prnoreds  of  the  sales  of  canal  lands,  and  of  loans  to 
the  construction  of  the  canal. 

In  r^pon»e  to  a  resolution  of  tho  House  of  Representa- 
tives, Sir.  Ktlboitrs  in  behalf  of  the  canal  company  said:

The  conununicntion  containint;^  this  response  presented 
the  full  detaiU  of  a  plan  for  effecling  a  ehurigc  of  object 
from  a  canal  to  a  railroad.  Nolhinjf,  however,  was  done  in 
reference  to  it.  except  the  adoption  of  the  resolutions  pre- 
viously quoted. 

At  a  meeting  of  both  houses  in  joint  convention  on  the 
18th  of  February,  the  following  ofHcers  of  the  caual  board 
were  elected : 

Allen  W.  Hatch.  Register;  Joshua  Hathawav,  J?e- 
ceiver;  Alvin  Foster,  Acting  Commissioner. 

The  second  section  of  an  act  passed  February  10, 1841, 
provided  that  if  any  purchaser  of  any  tract  of  canal  lands 
should  not  have  filed  a  bond  and  mortgage  within  six 
months  from  the  passage  of  that  act,  as  require*!  by  tho  act 
of  February  Si),  ls:jO,  and  should  not  make  payment  of  the 
interest  and  principal  moneys  becoming  due  on  such  land, 
at  the  time  when  the  same  should  become  due,  such  pur- 
chaser  should  forfeit  his  right  to  such  lands. 

At  the  session  of  1843,  au  act  was  passed  which  repealed 
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said  eocond  section  of  the  act  of  1811.  It  also  repealed  bo 
much  of  any  law  aa  authorised  any  person  to  make  applU 
cation  for  tho  sale  of  any  portion  of  the  unsold  canal  lands, 
and  such  parts  thereof  as  authorized  tlio  solo  of  ttuy  portion 
of  8aid  lands,  hy  proclamation  of  the  Goveruor  or  otherwise. 

In  1841,  by  an  act  passed  January  25th,  the  payment  of 
alt  print'ipal  and  inti'rest  due  or  to  become  due  from  pur- 
chaaeni  of  the  canal  lands  was  indeDnitely  postponed,  and 
it  was  provided  that  no  suit  should  bo  instituted  for  tho 
same  until  such  tim«  as  the  Legislature  ehould  thereafter  do- 
tcrmitio. 

Arid  that  all  persons,  whose  landn  on  said  canal  KT&nt  had 
been  sold  for  taxes  and  n^deemed  by  the  Territory,  mijcht 
pay  to  the  receiver  the  amount  which  may  have  been  paid 
for  such  redemption,  with  seven  per  cent  interest,  and  that 
such  payment  should  defeat  any  title  or  claim  of  the'  Terri- 
tory to  Huch  lands. 

At  the  next  session  of  the  L^islative  Assembly,  by  an 
act  approved  F<^'l>niary  :M.  1845,  it  was  provided  that  no 
much  of  the  canal  lands  us  remained  unsold  ut  the  passage 
of  the  act  idiould  be  offered  at  public  sale  to  tho  highest  bid- 
der on  the  second  TuoKduy  of  April,  1316.  at  tho  minimum 
pricu  of  $1 .35  per  acre,  to  bo  paid  on  the  day  of  sale  in  gold 
or  silver  coin,  untuss  such  sale  should  be  thereafter  probib- 
ited  by  act  of  Congress, 

The  public  sali-s  were  to  be  continued  from  day  to  di^^ 
xmtil  nil  the  lands  had  been  offered  for  sale,  and  all  euch  OS 
should  remain  unsold  at  the  cIo>se  of  the  public  sale  should 
be  subject  to  entry  on  the  aame  terms  as  tlie  public  lands 
of  the  United  States. 

The  Ctli  section  of  the  act  provided  that  purchasers  of 
lands  theretofore  sold  might,  if  Congress  should  approve  the 
act,  avail  themsclvM  of  it  by  paying  on  or  before  tlio  fin«t 
Monday  of  July,  184S,  ten  per  cent,  of  the  balance  duo  on 
such  lands,  estimating  the  original  purchase  at  CI, 35  per 
acre,  without  interest,  and  by  paying  the  remainder  in  the 
legal  currency  of  the  United  Stat*«  between  llit»  first  Mop- 
day  and  the  second  Tuesday  of  April,  lS4tf. 

The  receiver  wa»autl)oriKL-dand  retiuired  topayoutof  tl 
moneys  derived  from  the  installments  of  ten  per  cent  to  1 
paid   by  tho  first  Monday  of  July,  1845,  to  sundry  persons' 
nanted    in  the  act  certain    specitic-d  sums  amounting  to 
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♦1.044.25,  and  to  the  holder  of  canal  bond  "No.  31"  tho  gum 
at  ♦l,(iO(),  with  interest  to  the  day  of  such  i>ayment 

All  other  moneys,  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  receiver,  were 
to  be  deposited  by  him  in  tho  hank  of  Amorica  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  to  Ihi;  credit  of  tho  Territory,  and  to  bo  drawn 
out  only  iu  such  manner  as  tho  Leginlative  Anfiumbly  should 
thereafter  direct 

Tho  ITth  section  contained  tliis  provision:

No  action  was  taken  by  Congress  on  the  subject. 

John  Wiiixgwas  elected  Jiegtster,  and  Davu>  Merrill, 
Jiefeiver  of  the  canal  lands. 

On  the  12th  of  January,  1846,  the  register  and  receiver 
presented  their  report  to  the  Legislative  Assembly,  showing 
that  15.S  of  the  277  orij^nal  purcha-iers  of  the  canal  lands 
had  paid  ton  per  cent,  of  the  balance  dtie  on  such  lands  by 
the  1st  of  July.  IM&,  amoimting  to  d3,'J30.7fi.  and  that  $50.63 
had  been  paid  for  the  redemption  of  lands  sold  for  taxes; 
total  receipts,  83.2S1.58.  That  tho  receiver  had  paid  to  the 
several  persons  named  in  the  act  of  February  24, 1345,  the 
eum  of  $1,G14.25,  and  tlio  further  sum  of  9155.62,  for  ofIlc6 
rout,  commissions  and  other  claims;  total  payments, 
♦!.7'Jfl,S?,  leaving  balance  on  hand  of  $481.71, 

JouN  Whitk  was  re-elected  Rt^ister,  and  David  Mehrilu 
Receiver. 

On  the  3d  of  March.  184C.  the  Legislative  Assembly,  by 
Joint  resolution,  directed  that  the  receiver  of  the  canal  lands 
should  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Territory  all  mon- 
eys which  might  arisA  from  any  sale  of  the  canal  lands,  ex- 
cept   tlie  sum  which    should    be  required  to   defray  the 
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axpensBB  of  tlie  salo.    Thnt  8uch  moneys  should  be  liable  for' 
all  debts  due  from  tlie  Territory. 

That  the  money  eo  received  be  appropriated  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  expenses  of  holding  Hiv  convcution  to  form  a 
coni^titution  for  tlio  state  of  Witicoiiuiii,  aud  Lu  puid  out  i» 
such  manner  as  the  convention  Bliould  provide. 

That  tlie  faith  of  the  Territory  and  future  State  be 
ple(tgt>d  to  repay  lo  the  canal  fund  the  sum  diverted,  when- 
ever the  name  shall  be  required  to  be  repaid  for  the  purpose 
of  executmg  the  Iruet  created  by  Congresa  in  making  tlie 
canal  grant 

A  memorial  to  Congress  was  udoptc-d  at  thcsaiuo  session 
calling  the  attention  of  CongrcK*  to  tlie  act  of  February  24, 
1 845,  authorizing  a  sale  of  the  canal  lands  at  (1.35  per  acre, 
provided  the  t^ame  should  be  approved  bv  Congress,  and  to 
the  condition  of  the  settlers  on  the  tandr..  This  memorial 
however  was  no  more  effective  in  inducing  congressional 
action  on  the  subject  than  that  of  the  previous  year. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Registtir  and  Reoeiver  to  tho' 
Legislutivi!  Asfiembl)-  was  presented  in  the  Council  on  tho 
nth  of  January,  1847.  It  stated  that  the  public  sales  of  the 
canal  lands  were  opened  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  .April,  1840, 
and  continued  for  three  days,  when  adjournments  were  had 
from  time  to  time  until  the  tenth  day  of  November,  when 
the  lust  and  final  sale  was  had,  continuing  two  days. 

That  the  quantity  of  land  sold  was  34,193  rt-100  ocree,  all 
of  whieh  was  Bold  at  J'v'.OO  per  acre,  of  which  81.25  per  acre 
was  paid  at  the  time  of  sale,  except  83}  acres  of  which  the 
entire  amount  was  paid  and  the  unpaid  portion  was  secured 
by  mortgagea.

JOHH  Whitk  and  Davip  Merrill  were  re-elected  re<jiater ' 
and  receimr. 

An  net  was  passed  February  8, 1847,  which  provide*!  that 
tho  register  and  receiver  should  cancel  and  release  all 
mortgages  executed  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  February  H, 
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1815,  and  that  no  mortgage  should  be  required  to  be  given 
by  any  purchaser  under  said  act  upon  lands  sold  or  to  be 
sold. 

That  upon  the  payment  of  $1.25  per  acre,  including  pay- 
ments heretofore  made,  the  register  and  receiver  should 
deliver  all  patents  issued  on  sales  previously  made,  and  that 
all  mortgages  executed  under  acts  prior  to  the  year  1845 
should  be  canceled  and  released. 

That  the  register  and  receiver  should  proceed  to  sell  all 
the  unsold  canal  lands  agreeably  to  the  act  of  1815,  and 
that  section  seventeen  of  that  act  and  so  much  of  the  act  as 
relates  to  tlie  prohibition  of  a  sale  by  act  of  Congress  be  re- 
pealed. 

Another  act  was  passed  at  the  same  session  appropriating 
to  John  Anderson  for  work  done  under  his  contract  in  the 
construction  of  a  dam  across  Milwaukee  River,  which  sup- 
plied water  for  the  canal  in  Milwaukee  and  created  the 
water  power,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  and  in- 
terest thereon  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent,  per  annum 
from  the  date  of  the  respective  estimates  of  the  engineers 
of  the  Territory  in  charge  of  the  work. 

The  last  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory convened  on  the  7th  of  February,  ]8i8.  On  the 
twenty-fourth  day  of  that  month  the  annual  report  of  the 
register  and  receiver  was  presented  in  the  Council- 
It  stated  that  a  public  sale  of  the  unsold  canal  lands  was 
commenced  on  the  seventh  day  of  June,  1847,  and  was  con- 
tinued from  day  to  day  until  all  the  lands  were  offered  for 
sale,  and  -that  since  the  15th  of  October  the  unsold  lands 
have  been  subject  to  private  entry. 

That  since  the  commencement  of  the  public  sales,  there 
had  been  sold  in  all  53,330.33  acres,  and  there  remained  un- 
sold 15,680  acres.

HISTORY  OF  THE  TERIUTORV  OP  ^TISOONSIK. 


On  tho  9th  of  March,  in  joint  convnntion,  Johs  ■Wiimi 
and  David  MEitHiLt,  were  re-elected  regtsfer  and  receiver. 

A  joint  resolution  was  adopted  requiring  tho  receiver  to 
pay  llie  interest  due  on  tJie  ten  canal  honde.  which  hnd  be^-n 
repudiated  by  tlioresolutioni^of  February  IS,  IS4;',iU]d  which 
were  rescinded  at  llii*  scKsion,  and  providing  for  the  i>ay- 
ment  of  future  intorei^t. 

Another  resolution  was  also  adopted,  directing  the  register 
to  ascertain  tlie  number  and  names  of  all  {lersons  who  had 
purchased  canal  landa  prior  to  January,  1H17,  and  paid  for 
the  same  a  sum  exceeding  $1.25  per  acre,  which  num  wao  to 
b«  refunded  by  the  receiver.  / 

By  an  act  approved  March  11,  1848,  the  duties  of  tho 
roister  were  to  be  transferred  to  tbc  Secretary  of  State,  and 
those  of  the  receiver  to  the  Staie  Treasurer  of  the  State  or 
Wisconsin,  within  ten  day»  after  the  first  Monday  of  Janu- 
ary, 1849,  in  case  such  officers  should  be  elected  and  qualified. 

Appended  to  the  Slate  constitution,  adopted  February  1. 
1848,  wcro  resolutions  to  the  effect  that  Congress  so  alter  tho 
provisions  of  tho  act  of  Juno  18,  1838,  making  tho  caoal , 
grant,  that  the  odd  numbered  sections  unsold  might  be 
held  and  disponed  of  as  part  of  the  JJ00,0O(i  acreis  grant,  and 
that  the  even  numbered  sections  reserved  by  Congress  be 
offered  for  pale  by  the  United  Slates  forthe  same  minimum 
price  as  other  public  lands  of  the  United  Stateit. 

That  Congress  be  requested  to  pass  an  act  whereby  the 
excess  price  over  81.25  per  acre,  which  may  have  bei^n  paid 
by  the  purchasers  of  any  of  tho  even  numbered  sections 
which  have  been  sold  by  tho  United  States,  be  refunded  to 
the  owners  thereof,  or  that  they  be  allowed  to  enter  any  of 
the  public  lands  to  an  amount  equal  in  value  to  the  excess 
80  paid. 

By  the  act  of  Congress  for  tho  admission  of  tho  Stato 
"Wisconsin  into  tliu  Uuiun,  approved  May  afl,  1848,  the 
sent  of  Congress  was  given  to  these  resolutions,  and  the 
acts  of  Congress  referred  to  therein  were  amended  so  that 
the  lanrls  granted  by  the  provisions  of  said  acts,  and  the 
procectJs  of  said  lands  shall  be  held  and  disposed  of  by  the 
State  in  the  manner  and  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  said 
resolutions;  providetl,  that  the  liabilities  incurred  by  tho 
Territorial  government  of  WiRconsin  under  tho  land  grant 
act  of  June  IS,  1838.  eholl  be  paid  and  diecbargod  by  the 
Staie  ot  Wisconsin. 
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Ko  settlement  between  the  canal  company  and  the  Terri- 
tory having  been  arrived  at,  although  several  attempts  were 
made,  those  matters  of  difference,  and  the  various  other 
cognate  subjects  resulting  from  the  canal  grant  and  the  at- 
tempt to  utilize  it,  were  left  as  a  legacy  to  the  State  op 
WISCOKSIN,  whose  sovereign  attributes  as  one  of  the  States 
of  the  Union  were  now  recognized  by  the  Congress  of  the 
Nation.
